No article of stationery is of greater utility or 
lias undergone greater, improvement than the 
teel pen, and theri fore it is highly appropriate 
hat.vve should adorn thetirstpageof thenewis-ui' 
f The American Stationer with the admira- 
'le likeness of the inventor of the steel pen press, 
iiken fmni the Praciical Magazine. 

Mr. Gillott was born in Sheffield, on the lllh 
of October, 1799, the son of a workman in the 
, cutlery trade. Uis youth was occupied in tins 
' (l)usiness, in which he ivas both industrious and 
'skilful. In 1821, when in his twenty-second 
year, work being scarce, the young workman 
removed to Birmingham, where his earlier eiii- 
■j ployment was the manufacture of steel tuickles 
- and chains. After a few' years he liegan the 
; manufacture of steel pens. His faculties of in¬ 
vention and adaption at once came into play. 
Such pens as were then made were laboriously 
cut with shears out of the steel, and were trim¬ 
med and fi^hioned with the tile in imitation of 
the quill. Wr. Gillott adapted the press to the 
m iking of pens. He saw that it w’ould enable 
’ him to di.'pense with most of the slow and labor¬ 
ious operations of. pen-making; that it would 
cut out the blanks, slit them, bend the metal, 
stamp the maker’s name, and thus, by mechani¬ 
cal means, render production at once rapid and 
certain. But the conception of this idea and the 
means of working it out were different matters. 
The metal had to be prepared by rolling, pick¬ 
ling, and tempering for the action of the press. 
'I’hen special dies had to be made for each size of 
pen, and for each operation of stamping to wdiich 
the blanks had to be submitted. Presses of im¬ 
proved construction -quick, light, easily worked, 
H and yet ffrm enough to strike a sharp heavy blow' 
—had to be made. And when these difficulties 
t were overcome, there remained others not less 
^ formidable, such as tempering the metal after it 
^ had left the press, rendering the new'ly made pens 
flexible so as to wiile ea-ily, cleaning and polish¬ 
ing them without injuring their fineness, and 
' coating them with some kind of varnish, so as to 
render them attractive to the eye. This was the 
work w'hich Mr. Gillott had to do, and with 
much ingenuity and unflagging perseverance he 
accomplished it. 

One of the chief troubles was the extreme 
hardness of steel pens; when much used, they 
became pins rather than pens. After many trials 
Mr. Gillott effected a great and permanent ira- 
^ provement by cutting the side slits in addition to 
{ the center slit, which had been solely in use up 
|to that period. To this was afterward added the 
Tt'oss grinding of the points, and these two pro- 
Icesses perfectly succeeded in imparting elasticity 
Jto the steel pen, and bringing it up, in this re- 
fspect, to an equality with the gray goose quill.” 
- /It is, however, a curious fact—and one worth 
/ noting, if only as evidence of character -that Mr. 

( Gillott himself never used a steel pen ; he always 
I wrote with a quill. For some years 3Ir. Gillott 
\ kept his methods of working secret, fashioning 
.;,r his pens with his own hands, assisted by a work- 
|;il woman whom he afterward pensioned; and 
many curious anecdotes of the early days of pen- 
I • making have been related by this old lady. She 
used, for example, to tell with great amusement 
liow the first pens w'ere blued in a frying pan 
5ver a garret tire. This was at the period when 
^ ,he pens were sold singly, at high prices. Even 
? " ifter the manufacture had been for some time es- 
; I tablished, the price kept up. Mr. Gillott has 
: I been heard to say that on his wedding day he 


made seven pounds and four shillings by produc¬ 
ing a gross of pens, which he sold at a shilling 
each. 

In 1872 Mr. Gillott employed about 450 per¬ 
sons, the manufacture of pens reached more than 
five tons per week, and the prices were reduced 
from one shilling each to a few pence per gross. 

It is not only, however, as a pen-maker that 
Mr. Gillott deserves lo he remembered. Thi- 
record would b° incomplete without mention of 
his great collection of pictures. The taste for 
art was developed early in life. So soon as 
he had money to spare, Mr. Gillott began to 
buy pictutes. Apart from business, this was 
the work of his life; the collection constantly 
grew, both in quality and extent, until at 
last his house in the Wcstbourne Road, Edgbas- 
ton, and his residence at Stanmore, near London, 
were crowded with works of Turner, Stanfield, 
.lohn Linnell, Ccllins, Muller, Maclise, Leslie, 
iMulready, Cox, Easteake,Callcott, Web-ter, Wil¬ 
kie, D.ivid Robeits, Frith. Hook, Boole, William 
Hunt, Faed, Nicol, Copley Fielding, Prout, and 
almost every English artist of note. The sale of 
his collccLion—a lamentalile dispersion of art 
treasures—is too i-eeent to be foi'gotton by our 
readers. The enormous produce of the sale, $850,- 
000, affords proof that art not only yie,ids the 
higest pleasures, but pays in a commercial sense, 
for Mr. Gillott’s pictures brought, in all cases, a 
large profit upon their purchased price. 

Every visitor to Birmingham very properly 
holds that a visit to these works is both a duty 
and a pleasure. The courtesy of the attendants, 
the interest of the processes, the cleanly, orderly 
industry of the various rooms, the wonderful and 
delicate skill of the slender fingers, and the ready 
hands, the millions of the little peaceiul weapons 
fashioned tor all parts of the globe, are a marve¬ 
lous tribute to the genius, perseverence, and lib¬ 
erality of one of the most famous heroes of the 
arts of peace. All readers will be glad to know 
that Mr. Gillott’s eldest son inherits his father,s 
mechanical genius and generous spirit, and that 
the w'orld-famous works are not likely to be 
closed to the public eyes. 

Mr. Gillott’s figure was short, sturdy, square; 
his hair and beard (for many years before his 
death) silvery and venerable; his forehead broad, 
well rounded, high ; his eyes clear, humorous, 
and bright; his expression pleasant and assur¬ 
ing ; his walk light, active, and firm. His chief 
characteristics were remarkable quickness and 
accuracy of observation, wonderful shrewdness, 
common sense, and frankness; boldness, decision, 
and enterprise; rare mechanical skill and con¬ 
structive powers; special talent for arrangement 
and organization, and rapid and sound judgment 
on all matters that came before him.

A REJOINDER ON RUST. 

To the Editor oj the American Stationer t 

My jeu d'esprit on “Rust in Paper,” posi¬ 
tively, esthetically and ethically considered, has 
called forth an article from Mr. L H. Tiemann, 
which, if you will allow me, I will call “Rust 
in Paper,” chemically considered. Mr. Tiemaim 
can beat me talking chemistry, but I want to cor¬ 
rect some practical errors in his letter: 

First—The chlorine is all neutralized or washed 
out, or both, several processes before the “stock” 
reaches the machine. 

Second—No modern-made paper machine has 
a single iron roller that the “ stuff'” comes in con¬ 
tact with while it is yet in a wet condition, as 
the rollers are of wood, brass, copper or rubber, 
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and must of necessity be so to prevent the evils 

of which I write. 

Undoubtedly many more causes than 1 have 
named exist. Mj'aim was to call attention to 
the most obvious and most easily remedied. The 
little particles of wire from old buttons, the 
smaller particles from wear of knives in the beat¬ 
ing engine, the particles which of necessity come 
off the boiler in the process of bleaching, and 
numerous other caiis's. are much more difficult 
of remedy than those I (ie>ignated, and the pa¬ 
per-maker certainly deM rvt'> our sympathy from 
the fact hinted at by Mr. Tiemann, that “ these 
rust marks never show themselves until the pa¬ 
per by exposure in the drying-loft causes the 
oxidation, and often in engine-sized papers not 
until after the paper has been wet down for the 
press and printed and dried again, does this rust 
take place.” 

Moral—Use every precaution to keep iron out 
of paper. G. T B. 

EASTER CARDS. 


Just now the Eiigli-h trade jouriiais abound 
with notices of Easter cards and offerings, nvmy 
of which are very beautiful in design as well as 
quite expensive. This will be seen by the follow¬ 
ing description of three of the shilling varieties 
in Dean & Son’s catalogue : 

Gold and tinted illuminated gothic designed cartl, 
with words an “ Easter Ofl'ering to a Dear Erientl.” 
A well made wicker basket of eggs and ferns, the 
whole in a gold-edged embossed box. 

Book shape Easter card, with gold and tinted cov¬ 
ers ; center of front cover oval of moire antique with 
Our Savior on cross; back cover showing double 
wreath of raised flowers with lyre in center; inside 
of front cover a large wreath of roses and other flow¬ 
ers with verse in center, and an Easter egg in center 
on inside of back cover with Easter mottor 
The Easter card Hymn Book, with two three verse 
Easter hymns inside of book in cameo lace paper; 
outside cover iiluminated Easter card Avith mottoes, 
cross, &c., adorned Avith floAvers. 

Several attempts have been made to introduce 
this class of goods in the United States, notably 
by Victor E. Mauger, Avhicli, however, proved 
unsuccessful. So small a portion of our popula¬ 
tion are of Episcopal faith, that there is not the 
demand for Easter cards as in England Avith its 
established church, and hence they are not likely 
to become very popular here. 


PATENTS RELATING TO STATIONERY. 

No. 144,314. Magic Lantern. Albert G. Buzby, 
Philadelphia, Pa.—A magic lantern with a lamp- 
chamber, having a slotted sliding cover so arranged 
that different kinds of lamps or burners may be 
used. Also a hood, partly surrounding the frame, 
to carry off the heat, and a picture-holder adapted 
to various kinds of pictures. 

No. 147,731. Pocket Toilet Case. Gennaro AVun- 
derlich, Philadelphia, Pa., assignor of one-hall his 
right to John Crick, same place.—The sides of the 
case fold back, to form a handle to the brush. The 
looking-glass forms the lid to the case, and has a 
folding handle. A receptacle on back of mirror 
holds tAVO combs. All arranged compactly in pock¬ 
et-case. 

No. 147,707. Fountain Pen. William E. Thomas, 
QueenstoAvn, Md.—A hollow plug, provided with a 
concave face, is fitted to the xipper end of the reser¬ 
voir. Air is admitted through the plug by an ad¬ 
justable stopper. 

No. 147,661. Paper Clip. Albert D. Judd, New 
Haven, Conn.—The Ainder side of the upper plate is 
provided with V-shaped projections, having flanges 
upon their inner sides, and the upper side of the 
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lower plate with curved or notched projections, into 
which the projections of the upper plate are seated. 
The plates are held in position by a tie-rod, one end 
of which is rigidly attached to the lower plate, while 
its other end is loosely fitted in a slot of the upper 
plate. A helical spring inserted between the plates 
presses them together. - 

Xo. If7,501. Drawing or 'Writing Table. John A. 
Knight, Auburn, Me.—The table is provided with a 
drawer on the frojit, whicli is fitted with supplemen¬ 
tary slides, so that said drawer may be drawn out 
more than its length. This drawer has also a lid 
hinged to its front, which may rest against the table 
and furnish an inclined surface. 

No. 14:7,039. Pocket-Book. Edward'A. Hemphill, 
Ballston Spa, N. Y.—The front or left-hand cover of 
the book is provided witii a spring-llap upon it; 
outer surface to'impinge upon the closing-flap of the 
rear or right-hand cover. 

rOUKIGN. 

iM. P. Kaoul de Kiinclioux d’Huniy, ol Southamp¬ 
ton Buildings, has obtainctl a patent for improve¬ 
ments in inkstands. Tlii^^iiivention consists in plac¬ 
ing a chamber at some suitable part of the inkstand, 
which chamber usually contains the ink supply and 
communicates with the ordinary ink vessel, so that 
when required the chamber may be compressed, and 
the ink introduced into the ink vessel for use. 

Mr. A. V. Newton, of London, has obtained a 
patent for improvements in the preparation of copy¬ 
ing inks. 

Mr.'Whn. John Sage, of Union street, Borough. 
S. E., has patented an improvement in the manufac¬ 
ture of reservoir or self-supplying writing pens. 
The invention has for its object an improvement in 
the manufacture of writing pens, formed with a 
chamber or reservoir for holding a suflicient cpian- 
tity of ink to last a considerable time without re- 
dipping the pen in the ink-holder, the nibs of the 
pen being supplied with ink from the reservoir as it 
is consumed by use in writing. 

Mr. Joseph Woodcock, of Manchester, has ob¬ 
tained a i)atent for an improved method of punching 
holes in sheets of paper and cardboard. The holes 
are formed bj^ means of stationary dies and move¬ 
able punches, in contact witli punching wires, which 
wires are raised by the “ reader ” to prevent certain 
punches from acting, according to the design or pat¬ 
tern recpilred. 

Mr. Edward Daniel Johnson, of Wilmington 
square, London, has patented improved means for 
l)reserving steel pens. To remedy the waste of pens 
caused by corrosion, the inventor provides stands of 
Wood, metal or other material, suited to receive, say 
half a dozen or more small glass tubes. These tubes 
are intended to receive the pens when not in use. 
He iiils the tubes With water, and places in them 
some fixed alkali, such as carbonate of soda by 
preference, which will saturate the water, and the 
excess Avill remain as a deposit at the bottom of the 
vessel to be taken up by the water as needed. 

Mr. Hezekiah Hewitt, of Hewitt & Co., pen-inak- 
ers, Birmingham, has obtained a patent for improve¬ 
ments in the manufacture of metallic ])en-holders. 
This invention consists in making the barrel part 
and the internal tube or binder of metallic pen¬ 
holders from one piece of sheet metal. A blank of 
a T shape is provided at its head with wing pieces, 
as cut oil' from sheet metal, and these wing pieces 
by a series of processes are folded flat or nearly so 
on the blank. The blank is next raised into a 
trough form, and afterward into a cylindrical form. 
The barrel part and internal tube or binder are thus 
made from one piece of metol. 

Mr. Thomas Tinsley, of Sedgley, Staflbrtlshire, has 
patented a new or improved self-feeding copying 
brush, with reservoir handle: a brush, with a hol¬ 
low handle attached containing water, which is 
forced down to the brush bj^ means of air pressure 
admitted throvigh a case fixed on the top of the 
handle, the object being to facilitate the operation 
of copying letters by the ordinary copying-books, 
and dispensing with the usual separate water well 
or like receptacle. The water-tube find brush are 
thus in one and the same article.

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DOES DEUMMIira PAY? 

Wi illen specially for The American Stationer. 

This question is being discussed by nirrcluint- 
in every trade, including our own. The large 
and wealthy houses which have been establi>he(l 
for years, and who are known throughout thr 
country, contend that they do not need to “drum” 
for orders-they have only to put a line of good> : 
bearing their imprint on the market, and their 
reputation alone will sell them. This may be 
true in the book business, but it is not so in the 
stationery trade, as we will presently explain. 
Ihe reasons for this belief are simply an exces¬ 
sive sense of their own importance to the trade. ; 
They have a notion that their money will l)uy 
goods a little cheaper than a younger hou>o can | 
get them, and they think that people will trade i 
with them just for the honor of the thing. We 
have heard the managing partner of one of our | 
largest stationery houses talk in this way to their 
travelers. Other hou.-es advance the following 
reasons why drumming docs not pay, that— j 
It leads to merchants buying goods before the\ 
need them, and opening needless account>i, be¬ 
side selling goods on credit which they might | 
otherwise sell for cash. ' I 

It leads to large rc-orders by the importer, to 
excessive production by the manufacturer, and 
to a surfeit of goods in the market. 

It causes the forcing and sacrificing of goods 
by the holders to meet their bills. 

It leads to the loss of the season’s profit alike 
to the buyer and seller. 

It benefits those only who buy goods when 
they want them, and who cannot see the advan¬ 
tage of buying summer goods in January, or win¬ 
ter goods in July. They think if drummers were 
dispensed with there would be fewer goods im¬ 
ported or wanted, fewer goods sold on credit by 
country merchants, and fewer goods sacrificed. 
There would be fewer failures, a greater number 
of satisfactory balance sheets, and, lastly, a 
greater number of “ sueces.-ful merchants.” 

Add to these reasons the expense of maintain¬ 
ing a first-class traveler, and these parties say 
decidedly that drumming does not pay. 

The people, however, who talk in this way are 
generally those who are in business on special 
capital, and those who w’ill not pay for the ser¬ 
vices of a really fir»t-class man to represent them, 
for the reason that it is expensive. They want all 
the profit at once, and are not willing to wait for 
trade to develop. They have a first-class man, 
perhaps, with a salary of $2,000 a year and ex¬ 
penses. They expect that man to come to them 
from a house which he has represented perhaps 
for years, and immediately transfer his entire 
trade to their establishment. They expect im¬ 
probabilities, and because he does not come up 
to their expectations they discharge him and say 
drumming does not pay. Yet they hire a new 
man who has never made a trip in his life, and 
is not acquainted w'lth a man upon the route, 
but who will work cheap, say for $600 or $800, 
and expect him to sell goods advantageously. 
The profit on the goods such a man sells will not 
pay his traveling expenses on his first trip, and 
very likely he may have to travel a year before 
he can make both ends meet, for it is estimated 
that It costs from $1,500 to $2,000 to introduce a 
new traveler to the trade. Yet penurious people 
cannot understand this. They may have grown 
up in the business, and are thoroughly posted, 
but they have never made a trip in their life. 
They may perhaps have run over to Boston or 


I’hiladelphia, perhaps they have made a pk*a>iiie 
trip out to Chicago and St. Louis, and haviin: 
lieoii well reel ived by the tiade there, and ob¬ 
tained a considerable amount of orders, they 
lome lioinc more than ever sati-ified that anybody 
can St 11 goods. No one ever made a worse mis¬ 
take ill his lif.'. They have not put the profits 
ig.iinst the .expense. account. They have not 
pnlleil ditwn their average by small orders.at in¬ 
termediate iioinls. 'I'hey have not just missed a 
I rain and theiebj lost a whole day, because they 
have not had two large sample trunks to park, 
but wi re ready to go when it wa.i time for the 
I rain to start. They have not learned that nine 
limes out of ten it is the traveler that sells the 
goods, not the reputation of the house. An old 
iraveli r will keep the cu'tomers upon his route 
posted as to when he will be with tin m, and 
many of them will wait for him, while no rival 
drummer can induce them to buy, unless by ex- 
iraortlinary saeiiticing. When the traveler ar¬ 
rives he i- warmly greeted ; he is not asked who 
he travels for. The dealer does not care for his 
employers, whom he may never have met; he 
only knows the man who stands before him. 
He may have bought from him time after tini '. 
and never been cheated, and hence he will trust 
him. lie does not care whether he repre.sents 
the rich and powerful house of C. As H., or the 
young struggling house of B. & Co. He gives 
him an order, if prices are right, without asking 
if he lias changed his house. 

This much for the employers’ side of the story. 
Next let us look at the drummers’ side—and here 
the principal reasons are found why drumming 
does not pay,

ENGLISH NOVELTIES. 

An Intlia-rubber gum brush has been in¬ 
troduced by Mr. E. Hampsou, of Manchester. 
If the results of a short trial of thi.s article may 
be taken as a recommendation, Ave express our 
eonviction that it de.serves praise. We are not, 
however, prepared to give it unqualified com¬ 
mendation until we have further tested it. Un¬ 
fortunately Mr. Hampson has not been the first 
to adopt India rubber to the purposes of a gum 
“ brush Ave can only, therefore, state that he 
has improved, and greatly improved, an idea 
that Avas initiated by another. This Is the sys¬ 
tem in the fancy and stationery trades, and 
though the public benefits by it to some extent, 
the advantages are only partial, because many 
persons fear to introduce novelties, lest in a fcAV 
weeks they should be so improved as to swamp 
the original invenlions. In the end, therefore, 
the public and the trade lose. 

Messrs. Speller & Preston, of Finsbury 
street, E. C., have submitted to us specimens of 
a new series of metallic pocket books, the only 
novelty in Avhich consists of cheapness. Compar¬ 
ing the value of the materials and the cost of 
labor, it seems to us that economy could not be 
further judiciously expended. 

Easter cards, sombre in hue, with backs 
as black as the darkest night and edges of the 
approved ritualistic red, have been published in 
photography by Mr. Mendelssohn, of No. 6 Fet¬ 
ter lane, Avith various melancholy mottoes ap¬ 
propriate to the season. If we asserted that we 
liked them we should shoot Avith the long bow; 
but, fortunately for publishers, the public does 
not always agree with editors. We believe. 


however, in spite of our predilections, that they 
will sell, because there are so many persons Avho 
appreciate Avhat is melancholic-looking. Person¬ 
ally, we Avould rather IniA^e the bright emblems 
from Avhich some of the specimens have been 
copied, as \A'e believe that in matters theological 
a gloomy view is nevei happy, as it tends to cre¬ 
ate melancholy and hypochondria. It might be 
a useful study to observe what sort of persons 
are the admirers of these black studies, but then 
the buyers of cheap Easter offerings are sup- 
[Aosed to be not of the world—they are only in it 
—and cannot, therefore, be expected to view 
matters as do the more mundane. At all events, 
Mr. Mendelssohn has produced a salable novelty 
for Easter, and one that stands in bold reli f 
when compared AVith goods of a kindred charac¬ 
ter. We may state that one of the de>igns, “The 
Savior,” copied from statuary, is a beautiful wm-k 
of art, but his fforal crosses are only new to pho¬ 
tography. 

.4 new envelope lias Inu'ii iiivenled by C. 
W. liomberger, of Sclileiz, (fi'rmany, Avhich has 
the advantage of not being opened Avithout the 
same being immediately detected. 'I'he envelope 
is closed Avith liquid glue, and afterward a small 
Avafer-shaped bit of colored tisMie paper is glued 
on the centre, across which the name of the 
sender is stamped in such a manner that parts of 
the letters are impressed on the tissue paper on 
each side. It is impossible to open the envelope 
Avithout detection. For the remittance of bank 
notes and other valuables this envelope is inval¬ 
uable.

RETRENCHMENT! 

Advertisements have appeared lequiring the 
services of a “ Receiver and Examiner of Job 
Printing at her Majesty’s Stationery Office,” Avho 
is to be appointed by competitive examination. 
The candidates must have served the usual ap¬ 
prenticeship to the trade of piinting, and mu^t 
have been recently and for a sufficient time in 
actual employment. There are to be tAvo exam¬ 
inations, a preliminary one and a competitive 
one, at an interval of a Aveek, but the last exam¬ 
ination is to last an indefinite number of days. 
Will it be believed that the salary of this “ Re¬ 
ceiver and Examiner of her Majesty’s Stationery 
Office” appointed after such examinations is be 
forty shillings a week ! a sum which would not 
attract a third-rate compositor from an estab¬ 
lished frame. The sum issued to the Stationery 
Office last year for printing alone, over what the 
“ Receiver and Examiner ” at forty shillings a 
Aveek is to have practical control, Avas £450,000. 
The nominal “ Controller ” of the department is 
a literary gentleman appointed by the late Lord 
Palmerston, AA’ho stated distinctly that he “ had 
no special training for the work,” and repudiated 
altogether any connection with the trade. His 
salary is £1,500 a year, and he states that he is in 
the office “ three or four hours a day.” He has 
already tried to effect various economies, but 
“ only got laughed at for his pains,” by his own 
statement. It is worthy of notice that these 
economies were to be practiced in other depart¬ 
ments of the Civil Service, and not in the Station¬ 
ery department, and consisted in cutting quill 
pens for the clerks, in providing them with only 
one penknife in the year, and confining them to 
half a sheet of note-paper for short letters. These 
reforms he now supplements (notwithstanding 
his being laughed at for his pains) by appointing 
a “Receiver and Examiner” at forty shillings a 
week. 
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FIRE STOVE ORNAMENTS IN ENGLAND. 

About eight years ago a new trade was intro¬ 
duced in the form of ornaments adapted for the 
decoration of tire stoves, the novelty consisting 
in the goods being so made that they could con¬ 
veniently form the portion of a stationers ordi¬ 
nary stock. The trade viewed them at first with 
jaundieed eyes, and considered it infra, dig. to 
compete with street hawkers. Among the first 
to recognize the merit of the invention was the 
Stationer, and we had the temerity to prophecy 
that in the course of a few years the fire stove or¬ 
nament trade would become as much recognized 
as that of valentines. Our remarks were received 
with incredulity, and one contemporary honored 
them with a superb sneer. Time has, however, 
proved the correctness of our surmises, and the 
transactions now carried on in fire stove decora¬ 
tions are important, while in manufacturing the 
varieties a very large number of hands are em¬ 
ployed. The invention was that of a Leeds man¬ 
ufacturer, and Mr. Collier, of Jewin street, first 
introduced it in London. It was not, however, 
well received, and the first year’s sales were com¬ 
paratively small. During the next season a con¬ 
siderable increase w’as manifest, but there was 
still a something wanting to make the goods “go.” 
Like most inventinns, the new fire stove orna¬ 
ments yi hied but poor profit to the introducer, 
as in the third year the original goods were com¬ 
pletely thrown into the shade by a novelty 
issued by Mr. Elliot, of Kenton street, W. C. 
This novelty consisted of preparing tissue paper 
in such a munner as to give it, when cut into 
spiral lengths, the appearance of satin ribbon. 
This year the trade made a great advance ; but 
still the sales could not be considered large, and 
during the ensuing season Mr. Elliot had the 
trade principally to himself. But the stationers 
came forward so tardily that ironmongers, seeing 
there was an opening for them, came to the tore, 
and for a time were the principal patrons of the 
new goods. The stationers became jealous, and 
demurred to the operations of the ironmongers. 
They were, however, too late, and have now just 
cause to lament their original folly. As the occu¬ 
pation was likely to be a success, other makers 
came into the field ; and one person, having in 
some way procured the secret of the manufacture, 
he appeared .as a rival, and issued not only satin 
ringlets, but also patterns precisely similar to Mr. 
Elliot’s new designs ! Later in the season other 
makers started, and every succeeding year the 
number of manufacturers has increased. In spite, 
however, of the gre.at demand for these goods, 
tliere must be a limit, and we fear, if the trade is 
further cut up by other interlopers, that all will 
sillier. 

From the formation of the original designs of 
ringlets, as introduced by Mr. Collier, there has, 
up to the present time, been little variation, as 
all subsequent patterns have been more or less 
founded thereon. The aim of some manufac¬ 
turers is now devoted to the most saleable way 
of getting up certain varieties of ornaments. In 
this respect Mr. Elliot appears, however, to be 
the most apathetic, considering, we suppose, that 
“good wine needs no bush.” He adopts the old 
style of envelope, but it might certainly be im¬ 
proved at an almost infinitesimal expense. This 
envelope never was effective, and in these days of 
cheap and elaborate printing it certainly does not 
appear to improve by reason of its antiquity. All 
the makers, however, are very slip-shod in this 
respect, and we hope in the future to see the or¬ 
naments of the ordinary varieties better got up. 


I The makers assert that well got up envelopes are 
needless, because in the majority of instances 
customers prefer that the shop-keepers should 
prepare their purchases for use. There is some 
truth in this, but it is only partially correct, 
otherwise Mr. Mullard would not issue some de¬ 
signs in fairly got up cartoon boxes. Mr. How¬ 
ard, however, presents the greatest novelty in the 
way of getting up his ringlets, as he issues them 
rolled up in paper so that the parcel has only to 
be unfolded and shaken. This is a good idea, but 
the packages are somewhat bulky, and, if the 
bulk can be reduced without injury to the con¬ 
tents, we commend it. This gentleman issues a 
variety of ornaments, but they present no feature 
worthy of special remark, except that the details 
of the patterns are different to those of other 
makers. Mr. Mullard has one pattern that is 
noticeable for minuteness and regularity of the 
ringlets or waves, while , it is incased within a 
wallet-like wrapper; but, as the ends are not 
enclosed, it would prove a bad shopkeeper if 
kept long in stock. He also sends two or three 
aprons cut in ordinary tissue in a most elaborate 
manner. Mr. Elliot’s ringlets for the present sea¬ 
son do not present any striking feature of novelty, 
but he unquestionably prepares his satin papers 
better than any other maker, and therefore main¬ 
tains his lead. But others are, however, close 
upon his heels, and envious of his presti ’e. In 
the way of aprons, however, Mr. Elliot surpasses 
all other makers, and his new frosted and velour 
printed designs are unique, and deserve the high¬ 
est praise. In these varieties Mr. Elliot exhibits 
taste and enterprise, and is so far unchallenged. 
Messrs. Meek & Co., of King street, E. C., as new 
aspirants for fire stove ornament honors, of 
course come forward with some new idea, but 
their ringlets and their cascades are but the same 
style of ringlets and cascades as those of others. 
Their novelty consists in the introduction of a 
“ flap ” or small apron, for laying in front of each 
ornament, and upon which flap a floral design 
has been painted by hand. Messrs. Meek’s pat¬ 
terns are good, but not superlatively so. 

We notice that the various makers have a pre¬ 
dilection for short ornaments; in fact, the ma¬ 
jority of these are, in our opinion, not sufiiciently 
long, as, unless the ends rest upon the hearth, 
the whole ornament presents a flabby appearance, 
which is more observable when the rings are nar¬ 
rower. 

The makers before alluded to all issue other va¬ 
rieties of paper ovn&menii.—The London Sta¬ 
tioner.

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ENGLISH ACCOUNT BOOK PAPERS. 

These include a series of sizes of what are 
writing papers, but of a larger and heavier de¬ 
scription, hence termed - fiom their great strength 
and substance, rendering them peculiarly suita¬ 
ble for account books, which indeed they are 
, principally used for—“ Book papers.” 

The first is “ Demy,” a title adopted from the 
French term of Demi, and bearing a water mark 
containing a large fleur de lis enclosed within an 
ornamental shield, surmounted by a small fleur 
de lis and other ornaments.; its size is 20x15J 
inches, and its weight a standard weight of 25 
lbs. per ream, in hand made, but varying from 20 
to 24 lbs. in machine makes. 

The next size is termed “ Medium,” a title also 
copied from the French, its water mark being 
similar to demy; its is 22x17^ inches, standard 
weight 35 lbs. per ream, in hand made; 30 to 34 
lbs. in machine made. 

The next size is “ Koyal,” also a French title, 
bearing the water mark of a transverse bar 
within an ornamental shield, surmounted by a 
large fleur de lis ; its size is 24x10 inches, stan¬ 
dard weight 44 lbs. per ream, in hand made ; 40 
to 42 lbs. in machine made. 

The next, the largest, and completing this 
series, is that termed, also from the French, “ Im¬ 
perial,” having a water mark similar to demy, 
medium, and super royal, but much larger in 
size, and somewhat difl’erent in the ornaments 
surmounting the shield ; its size is 30x22 inches, 
standard weight 72 lbs. per ream. It is the size 
suited for bankers,’ merchants’, and public com¬ 
panies’ ledgers, registers, and similar books. 

This series, comprising, as named, demy, me¬ 
dium, royal, super royal and imperial, as “ book 
papers,” are alwa}s understood to be of the blue 
laid kind, but the sizes of demy and medium 
may occasionally be met with in blue wove and 
cream laid. It may be observed, there is no rea¬ 
son, in a manufacturing point of view, to prevent 
either or the whole of the foregoing sizes being 
made in any of the different kinds, further than 
that there is not suflicient demand for them, ex¬ 
cept in the cream wove sorts ; but particular at¬ 
tention is called to the fact, that although the 
whole of the previous series of sizes are made in 
what in reality is a cream wove, iw papers of this 
size and character this term is not applied, but 
they then become known as “ Drawing papers,” 
We may further add, with regard to book pa¬ 
pers, that, from being mostly required in cases 
in which more than ordinary strength and dura¬ 
bility are essential, for instance, the banker’s 
ledger, or public company’s i-egister where the 
wear and tear, from incessant reference and rough 
handling, is always severe, the peculiar qualities 
of the hand made papers render them most suit¬ 
able ; hence by far the largest portion of those 
produced are of the hand made description, al¬ 
though the machine made sorts are made use of 
to a limited extent. 

Formerly the two sorts were easily distin¬ 
guishable, from the fact that the hand made be¬ 
ing by colored smalts, were of a much paler color 
than the deep blue of the machine made, pro¬ 
duced by ultramarine, but the machine sorts are 
now made of a low color to match and imitate 
the hand made; hence the principle difference 
between them is the feature of the greater 
strength still possessed by those made by hand. — 
Stationers' Hand Book.

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Seven hundred styles of mourning cards 
are advertised by a London stationer. 

Mr. J. Fas.smoie Edwards was to preside | 
at the twenty-ninth anniversary of the Station- | 
ers’ Mutual Bemfit Society, at the Freemasons’ 
Tavern, in March. 

The celebrated political carricaturist, Mr. 
Doyle, assumed his well-known pseudonym 
“ H. B.,” because he drew his celebrated sketches ' 
with an “ H. B.” pencil. 

Children’s note paper, with envelopes to 
match, having a flower, kitten or other fanciful 
ornament instead of liionogram, has lately been 
successfully introduced by several houses, I 

Mr. Charles llawksley, for many years 
with Mes-rs, Waterlow & Sons, has recently com¬ 
menced business at 12 Queen Victoria street, 
London, as a wholesale and export manufactur¬ 
ing stationer, engraver and printer. 

A London firm advertises that stationers 
and booksellers wishing to place their children 
at good boarding schools (on reduced terms), and 
make payment of sehool fees by goods, may do so 
by applyim: to them. 

A correspondent of the English Stationer 
wants to procure a Stationers’ Olosable Docket 
Kule, marked as the different sizes of paper, and 
a ready calculator for getting out paper, &c. 
Such an artical would be very useful to the 
trade. 

A new gum “ brush” has been introduced 
by Messrs. Daniel Judson & Son. It consists of 
a piece of vulcanite india-rubber in the shape of 
a fly, attached to a glass holder. It is a decided 
novelty, and Messrs. Judson anticipate that it 
will meet with a large sale. 

The Stationer says: “ Ea=ter eggs, in 
soap, h.ave been brought out by Mr. VVickens, of 
Gutter lane. As soap they have intrinsic value, 
but being issued for Easter ofterings they are ab¬ 
surd, in consequence of being decorated with 
‘ spooney ’ mottoes. They might with more pro¬ 
priety have been issued as valentines, as a hint 
to people who do not suflicienlly value the use of 
soap.” 

Bookbinders, leather goods manufitctur- 
ers, and general manufacturing stationers in 
England during February were rather quiet, but 
few large home or foreign orders having been 
placed m hand; but envelope-makers are still 
working overtime, and machine rulers are far 
from standing idle. The month’s trade report 
can hardly, therefore, be termed an unfavorable 
one, espeeially when it is remembered that Feb¬ 
ruary is generally far from a bri>k month. 

Mail- & Co., ail English firm, offer a num¬ 
ber of appointments to eligible candidates, and 
invite travelers and assistants who are seeking 
employment to furnish particulars of require¬ 
ments and to give information as to former en¬ 
gagements, (fee. Commission charged, 24 per 
cent, on first year’s agreed salary when an en¬ 
gagement has been procured through Mair & 
Co.’s introduction for outdoor, and five per .cent, 
on in door engagements. No ju-eliminary fees. 

It seems odd to rend iu our English co¬ 
temporaries such a notice as the following, taken 
from an advertisement in the London Stationer: 
“Spirals and Aprons, from Gd. upw'ards. The 
Grand Duchess, an Elegant and Entirely New 
Design. The Josephine, The Royal Louise, the 


Illuminated Spiral. The Royal Fern Apron, 
from Is. upwards. The Greatest Novelty in the 
Trade. An E.xtensive Assortment of Shavings in 
every variety, and New Designs in Cut Tissues, 
and Fly Rests.” Fern Aprons must be akin to 
fig leaf apparel, while Shavings would doubtless 
be very inexpensive. If the inventor of fly rests 
would make a design for rests wbere rnusquitoes 
would remain so securely as not to disturb 
anybody around, we would guarantee him a 
rushing business in selling them here. 

Tlie luondon Stationer says: “While al¬ 
luding to valentine literature we would remark, 
en passant, that in our experience we have never 
met with a comic valentine poet. We often 
wonder what sort of an individual he is. Is he a 
grave man who tries to be funny, or a funny man 
who tries to be grave ? There is generally such a 
mixture of sentimentality and stupidity that we 
cannot imagine what sort of person does the so- 
called comic business.” 

The Cercle cle la Librarie, of Paris, has a 
committee of arbitration for the settlement of 
disputed trade claims. Its decisions, if the par- 
lies agree thereto beforehand, are held good in 
law. L'Imprimerie gives notes of the more 
curious of these causes. A manufacturer of fly¬ 
papers was regularly supplied by a paper-maker 
wilh a certain quality of paper fit for his special 
purpose. Last summer his season was entirely 
spoiled, it being found, after manufacture and 
sale, that the paper was too hard to suck up the 
fly-poison. The flics walked about all over the 
terrible paper, sipped, and flew away quite un¬ 
concerned. On investigation it was found that 
the plaintiff’s claim for damages and interest was 
well founded. A compromise, however, was 
come to out of court. 

Among the wreckage from the steamship 
Dhoolia, lost last year in the Red Sea, was a box 
supposed to contain nothing of any especial 
valpe. This box was, with other goods, bought 
for a trifling sum by an Egyptian, and on exam¬ 
ination was discovered to contain damaged In¬ 
dian postage stamps valued at £40,000. The 
stamps had been manufactured in England for 
the Indian Post-office, and sent out as cargo, 
with no proper description or declaration of 
value. These stamps are finding their way into 
India through various channels. They would be 
no loss to tho country if at the bottom of the 
ocean, but, being found and sold, are likely to 
cost the Government ,of India little short of 
£40,000. 

Fireplace'ornaments are a common article 
on sale in English stationery establishments. 
“ Mr. Leopold R. Mills,” says the London Book¬ 
seller, “ makes paper of a different kind. It 
consists of ornaments for stoves, for gilt frames, 
and other purposes, which make our drawing¬ 
rooms look so nice and cool in the summer time. 
He has sent iis some specimens, which, for want 
of a proper education, vve are unable to describe, 
and must, therefore, bo content to copy the 
words of our mentor, who says : ‘ I wish to draw 
your attention to the Japanese, which is novel, 
chaste, and effective in design. The Opaline, 
glazed by a new proceis, is fuller at the price 
than any other in the trade, while the brilliancy 
of color is perfect, and has never before been 
produced in tissue paper. The Rose Festoon is 
a novelty for the looking-glass, picture-fiame, 
&c., and will supply a want which has long been 
felt, viz., something more elegant than the mere 
plain tissue patterns which have hitherto been 
used for that class of decoration.’”

LITERARY CULTURE FOR STATIONERS, 
Everyone must have been struck at various 
times with the defects in much of the literary 
work issued by stationers, and notably in respect 
to circulars, printed blanks, &c. Of course, this 
is partly due to the ignorance of customers who 
order such work, but in most cases, if a stationer 
possessed a fair, amount of literary culture, he 
would be able to advise p.arties having orders to 
execute, and make such suggestions or criticism 
as would remedy many of the faults referred to. 
All men, except the very obstinate, Avill defer to 
the opinion of an expert in whom they have con¬ 
fidence, and if a customer sees that a stationer 
understands the matter in hand better than him¬ 
self, he Avill rely upon his judgment to a far 
greater degree than would be otherwise the case. 
Our London cotemporary, the Stationer, men 
tions an illustration of what we have been refer¬ 
ring to, in the notices of removal and changes in 
partnerships, &c., Avhich are constantly being 
issued by business firms. These often fail wholly 
to accomplish their object, for lack of judgment 
in drawing them up. In one instance it will be 
forgotten to state Avhat class of goods are dealt 
in another the exact address of the firm Avill 
be left out, while in many other respects a Avant 
of due care is shown that is apt to nullify the 
whole object of the document. The Stationer 
says : 

If a circular of any kind is Avortli sending, it should 
be explicit, and occasional customers can never be 
profitably circularized unless they are advised as to 
the nature of the business that is carried on by the 
sender of any trade notice. During the past few 
years Ave have received hundreds of such circulars 
as AA'C have alluded to, and can only recollect a very 
fcAV that have been sensibly draAvn up. 

It will thus be seen how advantageous it is to 
a stationer to possess a fair amount at least of 
literary culture. Brain is ahvays of value in any 
occupation, and we urge every young man in the 
trade to inform his mind as much as possible, and 
thus qualify himself for good work in this line. 

There are other parts of this subject which 
might be discussed, but what Ave have said will 
suffice for the present, and at another time we 
may recur to the matter.

THJi JffOWJsr MjlItKJET.-The market pre¬ 
sents no ncAV features. Toward the close it has 
been moderately active from an increased inquiry 
for funds for temporary use. While as yet there 
has been no decided action taken by Congress 
on the financial question, it looks as though in a 
few days the extreme volume of currency would 
be determined, and some system of free bank¬ 
ing adopted. Any decided and final action Avill be 
welcome. Call loans are freely offered upon Gov¬ 
ernment securities at 3 to 4 per cent., and on stock 
collaterals at 4 to 5 per cent. First-class commercial 
paper is quoted by dealers at 6 to 7 per cent, per 
annum discount. 

Gold rules about the same, ranging from 111^' to 
113^' since the 16th uU. 

THIS Tit.TDE-The travelers are all or nearly 
all in from their spring trips, and the profits on 
sales have hardly paid expenses. Trade through¬ 
out the country is flat. Old travelers say that they 
never saiv the trade so blue as on this spring’s trip, 
and attribute this in part to the temperance move¬ 
ment and in part to the wretched condition of the 
roads, which keeps the farmers from coming to 
town Avith goods. HoAvever this may be, one thing 
is certain, that trade is very dull, and that the 
promises hold out in the early year have proved 
futile. 

THE TJJ^DRl.-Withbutlittle excep¬ 

tion, business remains about the same and there is 
no improvement to note. The makers of fine pa¬ 
per have had another meeting at Avhich it Avas de¬ 
cided to go on to three-quarter time after April 1, 
lor the balance of the year. This action Avas 
prompted in great part in order to meet the require¬ 
ments of employes, and to retain the services of 
same. However, the result Avill be a smaller pro¬ 
duction for the current year, than if mills had been 
run half time for first six months, and then full rest 
of the year, as first proposed. The price of folded 
papers has not changed, but flat papers of the 
cheaper grades used by blank book men are offered 
a trifle less than last mouth. 

FANCY GOODN.—There Is no change in prices 
of fancy goods. There are but very fcAV ncAV goods 
in the market, but orders have gone forAvard for 
large quantities, Avhich will bo countermanded un¬ 
less trade revives shortly. There is no Imperial 
Dull Back Tracing Cloth in the market. Our friends 
Avill please notice the advance in Sealing Wax, and 
the change in the price list of Dougherty’s Cards 
several numbers being dropped and tAVO new ones 
added. 

TIiAHF SALE.—The Blank Books contributed 
to tlie trade sale by D. Appleton & Co. brought 
very satisfactory prices, the house coming out about 
oven. This is to be attributed to the fact that all 
goods ofl’ered wore from regular stock, not made up 
to order for tlie sale. The goods offered by J. G. 
Shaw were not regular grades, and the prices at 
Avhich they sold are no estimate of the comparative 
value of the two lines. 

NOVELTIES.—No novelties have as yet been 
brought out, although several firms are nearly if 
not quite ready to bring out their goods, and are 
only Avaiting for trade to start a little before putting 
them on the market. Owing to the delay in arrival 
of ocean steamers, Schenck, Hurd & Co. have not 
been able to open out their lines of novelties, but 
the trade may depend on seeing them by the 20th of 
this month.

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THE ENGLISH STATIONERY TRADE. 

Trade during tlie past month has generally exhib¬ 
ited neither depression nor activity. The retailers 
of valentines had for the most part an excptionally 
good season, and it is somewat remarkable that the 
higher priced varieties Avere sold more extensively 
tlian in any previoirs year. The paper trade in the 
early part of the month sold unusually large parcels 
of qualities adapted for posters, in consequence of 
the sudden demand created by the dissolution of 
Parliament, Avhile for the same reason card-makers 
were put to their wits’ ends to supply the unexpected 
requisitions made upon them. The excitement of 
the elections Avas, upon the Avhole, not conductive to 
the general interests of commerce, and trade has 
scarcely yet recovered its customary balance. Tlie 
remarkable advances that were made tAvelve months 
ago in the prices of every article of merhandise 
have not been maintained, and there is a decided 
tendency tOAvard reduction. Papers of most descrip¬ 
tions may noAV be purchased at somewhat loAver 
rates, while broAvns hang heavily on hand and may 
be quoted at a substantial reduction. Producers ai’e 
unAvilling to purchase, except from hand to mouth, 
and stocks of raAV materials are increasing, AA'hile 
there is a manifest desire to sell. Manufacturers, 
lately so independent, are commencing to be com¬ 
paratively civil and to press for orders, Avhile me¬ 
chanics—a large portion of Avhom are not fully em- 
ployed-^are beginning to be absolutely humble and 
to regret the ill-advised measures they took in 1872 
for reducing their hours of labor. The indents com¬ 
ing from trans-ocean customers have lately been 
belOAV the average, though the inqiiiries for prices 
current and for estimates have been in excess. In 
this circumstance there is evidence in the truth of 
the reports Avhich have reached this country during 
the last fcAV months to the effect that much of our 
commerce is gradually drifting into other channels 
in consequence of the exceptionally high rates that 
have for some time past ruled here. English enter¬ 
prise and capital Avill no doubt in the end be fully 
able to compete Avith most countries, but assirredly, 
for a time, at least, oirr transactions are restricted.— 
The London Stationer. 

PRACTICAL HINTS FOR LITHOGRAPHERS. 

[FROM THK LITHOGKAPHEK.] 

Plate Transfer Paper.— The best mode 
for making plate transfer paper is using simply 
plaster of Paris and good strong shoemaker's 
paste, one part of the former to two parts of the 
latter. In making transfer paper, you may rely 
upon its being good if, when drying, it is inclined 
to curl outward at the corners; and if, again, it 
inclines to curl quite round, the composition is 
too strong. 

Kollers.— When the same roller is used for 
diflerent eolors in printing, the best wash is salt 
and turpentine. 

Transferring from Black to White.— 
The simplest way of producing the effect which 
is commonly called Blaek and White, is first to 
etch the work to be reversed, charging the litho 
stone with litho transfer ink, and then using the 
polishing stone. After which, treat the litho stone 
in the following manner : Dust the work with 
finely powdered rosin, and etch with diluted 
nitric acid till the work stands out in relief; then 
wash with clean cold water, to make the stone 
take the transfer ink better. Wash afterward 
with a little diluted acetic acid, and, when dry, 
cover with the transfer ink; and when that is 
also dry, roll up with a roller, aud polish gently 
over the top of the work with a flat pieee of Wa¬ 
ter of Ayr stone, when the work will appear 
white, elear, and sharp. After washing out, 
charge the stone again with the roller, etch and 
print as usual. 

Line Work on Stones.— When ruled lines 
have to be transferred into any delicate work on 


stone, the least injurious Avash for that purpose 
is strong salt and water. It must be understood, 
of course, that the stone must be well washed 
with clean water before transferring.

Do mothers weep over them after renewed 
raading, or are they mercilessly consigmd to the 
wa.-te paper basket? Who can tell ? This fact, 
however, is certain, that they are not read, as a 
rule, by the postmen. Poor fellows, they have 
enough to do to read the addresses, and it be¬ 
comes too much like work to attempt more, and 
so, in ordinary cases, the open card carries its 
message as secretly as if it w'as encased in the 
strongest envelope.

Increase an employe’s feeling that Ids po¬ 
sition is secure, and in most cases you will stim¬ 
ulate him to do better work. No man can do his 
best when he feels that he may be dismissed at 
short notice in any emergency, while, if he be¬ 
lieves that his place is at all permanent, subject 
to good behavior, he will not slouch or shirk his 
duties. 

Tradesmen in great towns have need to 
keep their eyes wide open, but sometimes their 
highly cultivated sharpness of perception leads 
them to make unpleasant mistake! in dealing 
with strange customers. A pointed example of 
the blunders to whicii over-suspiciousness some¬ 
times loads occurs to us : There used to be a f i- 
moiis foreign bookseller in Kegent street, and one 
day the late Duke of Devonshire went into his 
shop and selected certain new French books, one 
of which he proposed to take away with him, di¬ 
recting the remainder to be sent to his town resi¬ 
dence, tending his card to the perteruaturally as¬ 
tute tradesman, who, after looking at it for a 
moment, smiled, and informed his Grace that 

such cards were to bo bought for half a crown 
a hundred.” It is not stated whether the book¬ 
seller ever knew of the ab.-urd mistake he had 
made, but his Grace used to tell the story good- 
humoredly in illustration of the fact that it is 
not good to be too knowing. 

The fotiiicling of a trades’ institute and 
museum was a project which the present head of 
the house of Faber long cherished. After the 
close of the French war he succeeded in gaining 
the co-operation of the different towns and prom¬ 
inent industrialists of Bavaria, and the Bavarian 
Trades Museum at Nuremberg, was established 
with a capital fund of 500,000 florins, of which 
Mr. Faber himself gave the tithe. The aim of 
the museum is the encouragement of the manu¬ 
facturing industries of the country, with reference

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STYLES OF VALENTINES. 

The remarks copied in our last issue from 
the London about the inappropiiate- 

iiess of the styles of valentines now in u«(', have 
been widely copied and approved abroad. TliL 
proves that the views therein taken were well 
founded. The re views the subji'ct in 

a later issue, and says : 

The reqiiirenients of the public should be respect¬ 
ed. Valentines are now customarily distributed 
among friends and relatives of every description, 
and to this circumstance is to be attributed their 
enormous sale. Lovers and admireres form but a 
small portion of the persons who patronize valen¬ 
tines, and novelties are needed that may, without 
incongruity, be circulated among more prosaic folk. 
If the ingenuity of our makei’s will not take them 
out of their in-esent narrow groove, pray let them 
give over using the present stereotyped hackneyed 
mottoes. A pattern may be everything that is liked, 
but yet sells not because the motto is inappropriate. 
Let us, then, have designs that are wholly devoid of 
sentiment, and let a vacant place in each be inten¬ 
tionally left unfinished, so that the purchase of a 
motto from a separatelj' iiublished selection may be 
made a necessity. This arrangement would compel 
not only every retail purchaser to buy a motto, but 
would necessitate retailers keeping mottoes in stock 
and trying to sell them. 

As liigh as fl50 is paid as a premium by 
youths in England who wish to learn the station¬ 
ery trade. 

Pointing & Cruse is tlie name of a station¬ 
ery tirm in London. The latter member is prob¬ 
ably a lineal descendant of the widows’ cruise. 

Last year no less than 4,991 books were 
printed in England, or, estimating each edii ion 
at 300 on an average, 1,497,300 separate volumes. 

Metallic pens are frequently used in pref¬ 
erence to quills for ink drawing and writing on 
the stone, yeveral of the great Birmingham pen- 
makers manufacture lithographers’ pen-, spi ci illy 
adapted for this purpose. They are lairrelled, 
and have a iseculiarly long, fine, delicate point. 

Mr. Martin Hurst, of Sheffield, has issued 
the Lord’s Prayer iDi inted (phonetically) in colors, 
on a square card, which is surmounted by an 
excellent photograph (by Field & Tuer) of Isaac 
Pitman. A richly emblazoned border in gold 
and colors surrounds the lettei’press, and, as a 
whole, it is well worthy of a frame, for which 
we suppose it is intended. 

The Paris house of A. W. Faber Avas 
founded in 1855. This establishment is the cen¬ 
ter and starting point of their wide-reaching 
operations, and here is the chief counting-house. 
The place of business was for many years No. 12 
Boulevard de Strasbourg, but in 1870 it was 
changed to No. 55 of the same street, and now 
Mr. Lothar von Faber, the manager of the firm, 
has determined to open a large magazine in the 
finest business quarter of Paris, on the corner of 
the Place de I’Opera and the Boulevard des Ca- 
pucines. 

We wished to paint, with water colors, a 
monogram on gilt paper; but could not get the 
paint to lie, not even when mixed with gum. it 
either scaled off, or was patchy. After trying 
various expedients, we scratched all over the 
surface of the monogram with a hard-lead pen¬ 
cil, and we then found that the w'ater colors 
could be easily painted on the surface. Their 
effect on the gold ground was very great, and 
perhaps some of our “illuminating” readers 
may thank us for illuminating them with this 
“ wrinkle.”—Pnnfers’ Register.

There are some people, whose stupidity 
and pig-headedness is such that we feel like re¬ 
commending them to read a late article in one of 
our exchanges, “ On The rracUcal Working of 
Self-Acting ,Mules.” 

In the endeavor (which was not success¬ 
ful) to float Iron works at Leeds as a Limited 
Liability Comijany, there were sent through the 
post office twelve tons of circulars, the postage 
upon which was £t)l.o. 

On tlie 1st of January postal cards came 
into use for the Kingdom of Italy. Tliey are of 
two kinds—single, costing ten centimes, and 
double costing fifteen centimes (tbree halfpence.) 
The latter have a separate part for use as a pre¬ 
paid reply. 

It is reported th;it diirhio; the last year 
the number of commercial failures increased 
twent-tive per cent, over those of the precceding 
year, and that the iiahllites of the I)roken house- 
were in nearly 100 per cent, increase upon the 
failed debts of the last year. The increase of 
failures has been mainly confined to the city of 
New York, and outside the. city the increase was 
not even so great as that between the two former 
years. 

When a man has been surrounded with 
pure influences—I do uot mean with austerity or 
fanatic’sm, from which he would he likely to 
suffer reaction—when a man has breathed no at¬ 
mosphere hut that of moderation and decorum 
looks hack upon his own life, and ti’emldes at 
his hundred huir-hreadth escapes from utter ruin, 
of one kind or another, he cannot help wondering 
what keeps the unprotected classes from going 
altogether and utterly to the bad. It was one of 
the best saints out of the calendar who declared 
himself competent to commit any crime under 
the sun of which he had ever heard, and what it 
is that keeps the average sinner from going 
straight through the criminal list, it is hard to 
tell.— 31r. Gilder in Scribner. 

THE LAW OF TRADE MARKS. 

It is only in recent years that the law has 
recognized the right of ownership in a trade 
mark, says the Iron Age, a;« d it is only in the 
most recent period that the law of trade marks 
has, assumed a defined character. . Any device 
which represents a particular kind of merchan¬ 
dise, by the imitation of which device a buyer 
may be misled into buying the wares of another 
merchant than the one who first used this par¬ 
ticular sign to denote his own articles, it is now 
settled, is a trade mark, to the use of which the 
originator has an exclusive right. 

Figures have been protected as trade marks. 
The number “ 303 ” on Joseph Gillott’s steel pens 
was imitated by Esterhrook & Co., manufactur¬ 
ers of steel pens, in New Jersey, the same num¬ 
ber being stamped upon their pens. The court 
held that this number did not indicate quality 
or grade merely, but origin or ownership, being 
selected and used by the plaintifl' iu connection 
with his name for that purpose.

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G-EOBG-E F. NESBITT. 


It is our intention to present, if possible, in 
each issue of The Stationer, a portrait of 
some representative of the trade, either at 
home or abroad. The accompanying wood- 
cut is a likeness of one who in his life-time was 
one of the oldest and most prominent retail 
stationers in the metropolis, and therefore it 
is appropriate that his likeness 
should adorn a trade journal like 
ours. 

Mr. Nesbitt was born in the city 
of New York, in January, 1809. 

His parentage gave him an infu¬ 
sion of the blood of Scotland and 
Holland, and his career in life 
practically illustrated the sturdy 
honesty of the one fatherland, and 
the persevering industry of the 
other. 

At the early age of fourteen 
years, he was apprenticed to Jo¬ 
seph C. Spear, a prominent printer 
of that day. On attaining his ma¬ 
jority in 1830, his services were 
engaged by Mr. Spear in the gen¬ 
eral management of his business, 
on the handsome salary, for those 
days, of $150. At the end of two 
years Mr. Nesbitt had become the 
principal of an establishment of 
his own, with the small capital of 
$36, the savings of his salary, and 
the credit he had acquired by his 
capacity and industry. He subse¬ 
quently entered into copartner¬ 
ship with his former employer, 

Mr. Spear, the business of which 
he successfully conducted for six 
years, ai the corner of WaUrand 
Water streets. 

Mr. Nesbitt then entered upon 
a much enlarged business enter¬ 
prise at the famous Tontine Coffee 
House, where he continued for the 
period of eighteen years, until the building was 
taken down, when he removed to the comer of 
Pearl and Pine streets, where his establishment 
still continues to stand, and is one of the land¬ 
marks of the neighborhood. This is all the 
more surprising in view of the constant changes 
which have been going on in the locations of 
individual establishments, as well as of classes 
of merchants. Perhaps in no other branch of 
public industry has the growth and improve¬ 
ment been greater than in that of printing, 
publisliing and stationery. 

When Mr. Nesbitt commenced his career as 


a practical printer, one small hand-press was 
sufficient in that department, and a room 30x30 
feet gave adequate accommodation to his en¬ 
tire estabhshment. At the present day, three 
scores of steam presses, and, to a correspond¬ 
ing extent, the most approved appliances of 
the art, occupying aU the available spaces in 
several adjoining warehouses—four on Pine 
and four on Pearl street. 

The entire revolution in letter writing, and 


the transmission of written matter by mail, 
after the modification of the postal system, a 
quarter of a century ago, led to the extensive 
use of envelopes in private and public corres¬ 
pondence. 

Several years elapsed before any well regu¬ 
lated system of economy, accuracy and safety 
had been adopted in the manufacture of this 
essential article. Mr. Nesbitt had early turned 
his attention to the subject, and, after much 
investigation and many experiments, had fin¬ 
ally succeeded in, producing the desh’ed result. 
The envelope introduced by him into very gen- 


! eral use, had attracted the attention of the 
! Post Office Department at Washington, and in 
the year 1853 he was invited by General Hub¬ 
bard, the then Postmaster General, to a con¬ 
ference at the seat of Government. This inter¬ 
view led to an agreement between the depart¬ 
ment and Mr. Nesbitt, under which the form of 
pre-paid envelopes was adopted, and the supply 
for the use of the country was furnished by his 
house up to within the last three years, and with 
such perfect success and fidelity 
in aU the vast details of the busi¬ 
ness, as to call for the warmest 
approval by the Post Office De¬ 
partment in its report to Congress. 

The machinery for producing 
this indispensable article of com¬ 
merce is dehcate, intricate and 
complex; it is principally made 
on the premises, and involves the 
use of a large pecuniary capital. 
No other manufacturers in this 
branch of industry have equal 
claims with Nesbitt & Co. on the 
public approbation for the facili¬ 
ties thus afforded to written cor¬ 
respondence. 

While closely and actively en¬ 
gaged in his business duties, he 
found leisure and inchnation to 
be an earnest and efficient pro¬ 
moter of institutions of pubhc 
utility, benevolence and philan- 
throph5^ Thrice elected to one 
branch of the municipal govern¬ 
ment, his services were rendered 
at an epoch when it was a credit 
to be a pubhc officer. In the year 
1843 he was connected with the 
management of the public finances 
of the city, and in celebrating the 
completion of the great work of 
introducing the Croton into the 
dwellings of the people, the entire 
management of the ceremonies 
was intrusted to his experienced 
supervision. Holding the respon¬ 
sible position of Agent for the Bank Depart¬ 
ment, he was for several years intrusted with 
the custody of the plates for printing the notes 
of all banks of the State. No stronger evi¬ 
dence than this could have been given of pub¬ 
hc confidence in his integrity as a citizen. 

Mr. Nesbitt having been chosen to preside at 
one of the annual festivals of the Typographical 
Society of New York, in compliment to his suc¬ 
cess in the chair, he was elected an honorary 
member of the society. He served as Presi¬ 
dent of the General Society of Mechanics and 
Tradesmen of the City of New York, also as an 
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oflacer of the Apprentices’ Library, and for many 
years as Secretary of the Board of Trustees for 
managing the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund of 
the New York Fire Department, besides being a 
leading director of three of our most successful 
Fire Insurance Companies. Mr. Nesbitt was 
also for a number of years one of the manag¬ 
ers of the fairs held by the American Instisute; 
and in the 3 ’-ear 1856 served as president of the 
Board of Managers of the Great Fair at the 
Crystal Palace. 

At the breaking out of the rebellion, in 1861, 
Mr. Nesbitt took a prominent part in raising 
the means to organize and foiward to the seat 
of war the Ellsworth Fire Zouaves. He was 
connected with the mihtary service of the 
State for about twenty years, and filled all the 
intermediate grades up to the rank of Bi-iga- 
dier-General. 

Mr. Nesbitt died Aiu’il 7 , 1869, and on the day 
of his funeral there was a general suspension 
of business in the trade, a mark of respect 
never before rendered to anj^ New York mer¬ 
chant. The business is carried on at present 
under the same firm name, by Messrs. James 
White, Edmund P. Martin and Frederick A. 
Harter. 

DOES DEUMMING PAY? 

}Vri(ie7i specially for The Amei-ica^i Stationer. 

(Continued.) 

We said the principal reasons why drumming 
does not pay was the fault of the traveler him¬ 
self. For instance, when a traveler is looking 
for a position, he sets his sales a great deal too 
high. If the amount of sales really reach 
$50,000 per annum, he stretches it to $75,000, 
and so on in that proportion. Again, when 
asked the usual profit he has been making, he 
will put it 5 to 71-3 per cent, too high. Tliis 
causes a good deal of dissatisfaction, and is 
often the opening wedge of the separation 
which is sure to follow a connection made on 
misrepresentation and fraud, for the traveler 
knows when he tells the story that it is false, 
but he also knows that his engagement and 
salary depend on the representations he makes 
of his ability. So indeed it does, but a man 
who only sells $50,000 a year at 10 per cent, 
profit is a positive loss to a house who pays 
him $1,000 a year and expenses, as a rule, for 
generally the ti'avelers in the stationerj^ trade 
average their expenses at $10 per day, and are 
on the road fuUy nine months in the year. The 
traveler’s salary and expense account alone eat 
up $3,700 of the profits, to say nothing of the 
expenses of doing business, bad debts, &c. 
The principal idea with most travelers is to 
run up a la.ige total of sales, without thinking 
that profit is the main thing. For instance, 
when a buyer hesitates, he will take some lead¬ 
ing article, such as Faber’s pencils, Arnold’s 
fluid, or David’s inks, and offer them at very 
low prices indeed, throwing them out for a 
bait to start a bill. But this game has been 
played out, and it oftemhappens that the baits 
are aU taken, and the fancy goods, whereby he 
hoped to make up his profit, are dropped lik e 
hot shot, for the majority of the buyers aro 
not fools. They will think more of a man who 
gives them regular prices on such goods, and 
be more tempted to buy his fancy goods if de¬ 
sirable than they do after he has sold them 
goods at or below cost, and the’i profit on 
which, they knoiv as well as the salesman, is 
intended to be made up on something else. 
Another mistake that salesmen make is that of 


“ stuffing orders.” To such an extent has this 
been carried that many men will not give 
an order without taking a copy of it, and those 
who do not find to their amazement that they 
have a bill of $550 where they only bought 
$350. Some people are independent enough to 
return at once any goods not ordered, and this 
expense is added to the expense account of the 
traveler, and rightly, too. If all buyers would 
return at once any goods not ordered, this 
abuse would soon be stopped. 

Again, merchants do not expect to be treated 
to wine suppers, &c., when they are called 
upon by travelers. We have been shown with¬ 
in two weeks a biU of $57.00 for wines alone, 
incurred by the traveler of a well-known house 
in this city. There are times, no doubt, when 
it is necessary for a traveler to expend money 
for suppers and to entertain customers. But is 
nol; tliis custom of wining and dinmg carried 
too far by the representatives of some of our 
firet-class houses, and does it not add largely to 
the debit side of this question as a useless ex¬ 
pense? 

It maj'- be stated as a general rule also that 
the average traveling expenses of drummers 
are too large, and we doubt very much if $10 a 
daj’- is not a large price to charge a house. We 
believe that a man can go. over the regular 
route from tliis citv to St. Louis and up to St. 
Paul, carrying 400 lbs. of baggage, for $7.50 to 
$8.00 per day for actual traveling expenses, and 
we believe with this sum a man can stop at the 
best hotels on the route, and be as much of a 
gentleman as when he spends $10 per day 
or more. But, says the drummer, travehug 
does wear out clothes so fast, and we must 
dress in the height of fashion, and besides, the 
house expects to find us in clothes. Do 
clothes sell the goods, my friend ? If you were 
to hand in an itemized account of your ex¬ 
penses, and entei'ed on the list one suit of 
clothes, $60, do you think it would be allowed? 
We think it would be like the story of the down 
East sea captain, who found himself in Lon¬ 
don with a jolly lot of captains, all well 
dressed, and as his suit was rather rusty, one 
of his friends advised him to buy a new suit.

stated periods. Some very fine pictures have 
been produced for this pui'pose; on the other 
hand, it must be said the majority of these 
“premium” or presentation pictures are of a 
very unworthy kind, and that they have ex¬ 
erted an evil influence. Neither must it be un¬ 
derstood that America derives aU its supply of 
good lithographs from Europe. It now pro¬ 
duces by its native printing offices and its nat¬ 
uralized citizens, pictures rivalling any that 
emanate from the Old World. On the 1st of 
June, 1860, there were fifty-three lithographic 
establishments, situated iu various places in 
seven States. The aggregate capital invested 
in the business was about $450,000, the number 
of persons employed 786, the annual cost of 
wages about $340,000, and of materials about 
$230,000. The value of the product was about 
$850,000. Ten years previously (1850) there 
were only twenty-six lithogiaphic and copper- 
printers together in the States, employing 375 
persons, the whole product of their work be¬ 
ing $247,200. 

The first pubhshed specimen of American 
lithography may be seen in the twenty-fourth 
volume of the Analytic Magazine for Jifly, 1819, 
which was very soon after the general intro¬ 
duction of the art into England. It was exe¬ 
cuted upon stones from Munich, by Mr. Ben¬ 
jamin Otis, of Philadelphia, an artist who had 
also executed hthographic engravings upon na¬ 
tive stone, from a quarry near Dock river, 
Kentucky, obtained through the agency of Dr. 
Brown, of Alabama, and Judge Cooper, of Penn¬ 
sylvania. Nine years later, in 1828, Messrs. 
Pendleton Brothers, plate printers and station¬ 
ers iu Boston, added hthograplflc presses to 
'' their estabhshment. They claimed to have in¬ 
troduced lithography into the United States, a 
statement which we cannot reconcile with the 
feat already given. In 1829, one of the Pendle¬ 
ton brothers, John, went to Philadelphia, and 
set up a lithographic partnership with Mr. C. 
G. Childs, banknote engraver, and Mr. Kearney, 
under the firm name of Pendleton, Kearney & 
Childs. This partnership existed but a short 
time. When Messrs. Pendleton and Kearney 
retired, Mr. Inman, a printer of much ability, 
joined Mr. Childs, and an estabhshment was 
maintained tiU 1832, under the name of Childs 
& Inman. Mr. Peter S. Duval, an artist of 
eminence, who has written a very exceUent 
treatise on the ari, succeeded them, under the 


portraits will bear comparison with the best of 
the present day. He was particularly happy 
in reproducing the likeness of his subject. This 
artist’s physical, disadvantages, however, are 
not nearly so great as those of the great mod¬ 
ern master of the art, Louis Haghe, who draws 
with his left hand. 

Soon after several other offices sprang up, 
and a number of hthographs were issued. For 
the most part they were exceedingly inartistic, 
and to this fact is due the comparative slow 
progress of lithography in the United States 
for some years after. In tracing the early his¬ 
tory of the art on the continent lately, we re¬ 
ferred to to the impetus it had gained by the 
fact of artists of eminence being employed in 
In America the circumstances were differ¬ 
ent ; several publishers of prints, whose desire 
was for money rather than for the interest of 
the art, flooded the country with the common¬ 
est sorts of pictures, wretchedly executed, 
which gave a most unfavorable impression. 
Not only the public, but the artists also, shun¬ 
ned an art which seemed to promise but me¬ 
diocrity, and very poor pecuniary compensa¬ 
tion. The first steam hthographic machine 
was introduded in 1866. It was manufactured 
by Hughes & Kimber, of London, who have 
now a branch department for hthographic 
materials alone in New York. The American 
hthographers are chiefly supphed with machin¬ 
ery by Victor E. Mauger and other firms. Hoe, 
a few years ago, commenced to manufacture 
in this department. 

The chromo-lithogi’aph proper was brought 
out niuch later in America. Their principal 
artist was M. Schnessele, who is now Professor 
of Fine Arts in the Philadelphia Academy of 
Aid. In 1849 he was engaged by Mr. P. S. Du¬ 
val, and introduced the chromo into the estab¬ 
lishment of the latter. Schnessele produced 
some fine specimens in chromo, among which 
were the portraits of Washington and La Fay¬ 
ette, which obtained awards at industrial exhi¬ 
bitions in Philadelphia, New York, Baltimore, 
Washington and Massachusetts, and a bronze 
medal at the Great Exhibition of 1851. The 
Commissioner of Patents of the United States, 
Mr. Ewbank, illustrated the Senate edition of 
his report on mechanics with a frontispiece 
printed in colors, presented by Mr. Duval, 
which he designated as a specimen of machine 
planting. Tlie production was greatly praised 
at the time by Mr. S. C. HaU in the Art Jour¬ 
nal. Shortly after, the estabhshment with aU 


Mr. Charles Magarge subsequently succeeded 
in making suitable paper, and at the p^'esent 
time lithographic paper is made in the States ‘ 
equal to any manufactured in Europe. 

Perhaps, however, the firm which now ocC a- ' 
pies the most prominent jilace in artistic litho¬ 
graphy in America is that of S. Prang & Co., 
Boston. This house may be said to be known 
ah over the world, for it not only produces 
chi'omos for home use, but exports to a very 
large extent, and has an agent in all the chief 
capitals of Europe. 

The pictures exhibited at Vienna were well 
worthy of the reputation of this house. They 
deserved to be regarded as real, fife-like, and 
intelligent imitations of good oil paintings, and 
so close was the imitation that even an expert 
was liable, occasionally, to mistake the copy 
for the original Not the least remarkable 
among the productions were an educational 
series of pictures, illustrating natural history, 
botany, geology, &c. Messrs. Duval & Hunter, 
who deseiwe so much credit as the pioneers of 
artistic lithography in the United States, did 
not show well at the Vienna Exhibition, al¬ 
though their sea pieces and smaller chromos 
were characterized b 3 '- great excellence, Tlie 
principal fault to be foimd lay in the glaring 
contrasts exhibited, which retracted from the 
artistic merits of the reproduction, and im¬ 
parted an unfavorable impression of those of 
the original. The finest production of this 
house was, probably, Tegner’s “Drapa,” issued, 
in 1870, intended to illustrate a stanza in Long¬ 
fellow’s poem. So extraordinary a success 
upon such a difficult subject gives us an addi¬ 
tional assurance—if any were needed—that 
even the highest works of art can by this means 
be abundantly reproduced m fac-simile, even 
to the last touch of bewildermg identity. 


At tlie late iumual reunion ol the employes 
and friends of Messrs. Collins & Co.’s establish¬ 
ment at Glasgow, Bailie Collins presided, and 
in, the course of his address gave a number of 
statistics, showing what was produced during 
the year. They had put out 80 new works; 
printed and bound 2,200,000 books, from the 
small primer to the largest family bible, a num¬ 
ber equal to 7,00.. daily; ol maps, 3,770,000',. 
equal to 12,000 per day; of engraved head line 
copy books upward of 3,000,000, or 10,000 daily,, 
drawing books, 360,000, fully 1,000 per day-—the 
whole requiring between 600 and 700 tons of 
paper; in the stationery department upward 
of 2,000 tons of wilting and printing papers, 
out of which were manufactured millions of 
memorandums and small account books — 
nearly 190,000 half and full bound account 
books, the ruling of which required about 40,000 
reams of paper; while in the item of envelopes 
they manufactured over 50,000,000 last year. 
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BURNING OF J. 0. Sfell I H & SONS’ FAC¬ 
TORY AT MIDDUETOWN, CONN. 

About 5 o’clock on tbe l-^th inst. a farmer 
^turning out to do bis morning’s work saw fire 
issuing from the group of buildings comprising 
the factory of J. O. Smith & -Sons. An alarm 
was at once given, but before any headway 
could be made against the flames three of the 
seven buildings comprising the group were 
burned to the ground. The fire originated near 
the roof of a long wooden building used as a 
stock house, and in one hour and a half the fire 
had done its work. From the stock house the 
fire spread to the tin shop on one side and the 
office and packing room on the other. As this 
firm have kept their hands to work all throu'gh 
the panic, the amount of goods on hand was 
very large, and the loss of these and the building 
will reach nearly $40,000, mostly covered by in¬ 
surance. One policy of insurance—in the 
JEtna—has been running twenty-one years, 
being renewed from time to time. Plans have 
. already been made for rebuilding, and the 
work will go on at once, and in a month goods 
; are promised for delivery. 

This firm was established in 1828, and this is 
their first serious loss. The first news the boys 
here in New York had of the firewasatele- 
■•gram ending with “ The firm of J. O. Smith & 
'Sons still lives.” As there is a large stock of 
most of the goods in the New York office, no 
ale‘lay in the fillmg of orders is expected.

POSTAL CARDS. 

Postal cards jjon’t get out of fashion yet. 
Durmg the first whole week of last quarter, 
3,009,.500 cards hav® been sent out from the fac¬ 
tory, being the largest amount called for in 
any one week since the first few weeks after 
their appearance. The presses will for the 
present run twenty-four hours a day, and an 
extra cutting machine will soon be set at work. 
In the last quarter—January, February and 
March—.5,191 packages were shipped, many of 
the larger packages containing 25,000 cards. 
Beside these there were sent to the distribut¬ 
ing offices, as Chicago or Salt Lake City, for 
instance, 1,145 pouches containing a supply for 
aU the post offices in the vicinity. At the 
same time the post office sent out more stamp¬ 
ed envelopes than ever before, 39,000,000 being 
the amount distributed in the quarter. On the 
first eight days of this month there were also 
sold 35,000,000 stamps. Truly the United States 
is a nation of letter writers, and those who 
thought the postal cards were going to deprive 
the Government of a good share of its revenue 
from three cent postage find that they were 
greatly mistaken. 

Out of 40,000,000 of postal cards cards New 
York took 11,500,000; Boston required about 
.5,000,000; Philadelphia beat Chicago about 
, 300,000, and Chicago beat St. Louis about 1,100,- 
000; Cincmnati fell away behind, demanding 
'.only about one-third as many cards as Chicago. 

The following circumstance connected with 
these cards is worth relating: A Mr. Johnson, 
of St. Joseph, has been in the habit of using pos¬ 
tal cards for his business correspondence, bear¬ 
ing in addition to the written communication 
upon it a printed label about the size of a postage 
stamp, with his business and address. The Chi- 
-cago Postmaster charged one of Mr. Johnson’s 
correspondents six cents extra postage in con¬ 
sequence of this label being on a card received 
by the correspondent, who promptly notified 
Mr. Johnson of the fact. The latter at once 


held an interview with the St. Joseph Post- | 
master, who told Mr. Johnson that he had a j 
perfect right to label his cards, and advised ! 
him to do so if he thought proper, except when | 
he sent them to Chicago, whose Postmaster I 
did not understand the law. Upon this Mr. 
Johnson cheerfully sat down and addressed a 
card to his Chicago correspondent, whereon he 
wrote in a bold hand, “ Our Postmaster says 
your Postmaster is an ass,” and confided it to | 
the mails. The result was that the Chicago Post- i 
master made a complaint against the St. Joseph 1 
Postmaster to the Postmaster General, who j 
called the St. Joseph Postmaster to account for I 
making such a ^disloyal observation about a I 
fellow office holder; and poor Johnson was 
obliged to vow and protest that he was mis¬ 
taken I’egarding the report he had given of the 
Postmaster’s remarks in order to save the offi¬ 
cial head of that functionary. Having signed 
a statement to that effect, Mr. Johnson thought 
he had reached the end of his annoyances 
upon the postal card business, but was un¬ 
pleasantly convinced of his mistake on being 
arrested and held for trial on the charge of 
using scurrilous language on a postal card, an 
offence which is punishable with fine or im¬ 
prisonment, or both. And now Mr. Johnson 
thinks postal cards are a nuisence, and wishes 
they had never been invented. 

■ - - -«•»- 

The imports of stationery to Kanagawa, 
Japan, in 1872, amounted to 1,4.58 cases valued 
at $22,462, while there were exported rags to 
the value of $17,376, beside thirty-five cases of 
paper umberellas worth $420. Rags to the value 
of $17,888 are also exported from Osako and 
Hiogo. Prom Nagasaki the exports include 
3,015 pecals of paper worth $30,780.

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ENGLISH PLATE, LITHOGRAPHIC, AND 
CHART PAPERS. 

Uniform in tlieif titles, and pretty nearly so 
in size, to tlie series of drawing papers, are a 
class of papers termed, from their being ex¬ 
pressly adapted for printing choice engravings 
from steel or copper plates, 

Plate Papers. While some papers, especially 
writings and drawings, are prized for the in¬ 
tense hardness of their sizing, the greatest 
merit of a good plate paper is extreme softness 
and absorbent quality; it being made, like 
blotting paper, entirely free from size. The 
weight per ream varies much, according to 
the nature of the work for which they are re¬ 
quired; but similar weights, per ream, in simi¬ 
lar sizes to the series of drawing papers, might 
be assumed as the general standard. 

Lithographic Papers. In a corresponding 
series of sizes and weights to plate paper, there 
is another class, which, although a species of 
plate paper, is termed, from its being expressly 
adapted for printing from stone. Lithographic 
paper; it is neither so soft as plate paper, nor 
so hard as writmg paper. They are made with 
great nicety, in different degrees of hardness— 
such as quarter, half, or three-quarter sized— 
to adapt them more perfectly to the different 
branches of this art. 

Chart Papers. Another variety of this class 
of papers, are a series, of a quality similar, but 
somewhat superior, to the finest sorts of print¬ 
ing papers, with which latter they run uniform 
in size, up to the largest ordinary size used for 
planting, beyond which they are continued, or 
may be had, in a series uniform in their titles 
with drawing papers, but differing somewhat in 
dimensions. They are termed as above, from 
being principally applied to the printing of 
charts and plans.— Stationers’ Hand Book. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

From Austria there was expoited to the 
United States in 1871 paper to the value of 
19,010 florins. 

Paper boxes to the value of 18.258 florins 
were exported from Carlsruhe in 1872 to this 
country, to balance 11,286 florins worth in 1868. 

Messrs. Field & Tuer liave obtained a re¬ 
newal of their contract for the supply of car¬ 
bonic papers to H. M. Stationery Ofidce, Post 
Office, and Telegraphs. 

Greece receives annually paper to tlie 
value of 47,004 of which Austria supplies the 
main quantity, France the next largest, while 
Great Britain and Turkey each send some. 

Lead pencils to tlie value of |8 328 were 
imported to New York during the two weeks 
ending April 10. Fancy how much scribbfing 
might be done with so many bits of plumbago. 

From Berlin there was exported in 1872 
to the United States fancy paper and cards to 
the value of 94,936 thalers, while from Bruns¬ 
wick we received 8,47.5 thalers worth of station¬ 
ery. 

The American Papeti Tkade Journal 
is now enlarged to sixteen pages. It is a model 
of trades journalism, and merits the large sup¬ 
port it receives.— Pajper and Printing Trades 
Journal. 

Some English card and pasteboard manu¬ 
facturers have recently introduced a system 


I of selling waste cards by quantity instead of 
' weight. It has been the custom with some 
: manufacturers of waste cards, to load the 
middles with a heavy earthy mixture, which, 
while not affecting the apparent bulk of the 
card, materially adds' to its weight in the 
scales. Selling by quantity instead oi weight 
does away with this difficulty. 

The modem Gi'ccians mu.st be fond of 
card playing. During the year 1871 there was 
received at the port of Piroeus, playing cards 
to the vaule of $0,584, all imported from Prance. 
Wafers and sealing-wax to the value of $331 
are imported from Austi’ia to Prance. 

By Mail’ & Co.’s new ])i'oce,ss of printing, 
more than two hundred fac-simile copies of 
letters, invoices, sketches, &c., may be per¬ 
fectly and rapidly produced, upon any'descrip- 
tion of paper, direct from a writer’s own MS., 
at an almost infinitesimal cost, and also with¬ 
out the use of ink. Within ten minutes after 
being written, a MS. is ready for use, and the 
process of planting or copying which is cleanly 
and simple, may be conducted, at the rate of 
five or six a minute, by a boy, in an ordinary 
copying press. 

Messrs. Cassell, Fetter & Galpin, wriiing 
to the editor of the Printers’ Register', say: “In 
your number of the P)nnters’ Register for Jan¬ 
uary 6 it is stated that in a recent action be¬ 
fore the Recorder of London against a Mr. Bas¬ 
set it was ruled ‘ that a charge for time wasted 
in keeping the machine idle could not be sus¬ 
tained.’ The originator of the paragraph re¬ 
ferred to is in error; and it is of importance to 
the trade to be informed that no such question 
was argued in the Court and no decision given 
upon it.”

THE SOUTH AMERICAN STATIONERY TRADE. 

In a late issue of The Stationer a valued 
correspondent made some significant state¬ 
ments about the loss which Americans were 
suffering from their neglect to compete with 
foreign merchants for the South American and 
West Indian trade. 

This subject is one of vital importance, and 
we heartily second the energetic and earnest 
protest of our correspondent “C. T. B.” It is 
undoubtedly true, as he asserts, that the Amer¬ 
ican trade need to he aroused “to a recogni¬ 
tion of the great fact that we are sleeping and 
permitting our Government to drive away the 
trade that hes at our very door, and permitting 
England, Fi-ance, Belgium and Austria to come 
and take it.” 

Why should not Americans supply the whole 
of this continent with paper and stationery? 
At present the trade is in the hands of Europe¬ 
ans, who nevertheless have no special facilities 
for sui’passing our own manufacturers in the 
quahty or the cheapness of these goods. 

Doubts are expressed by some persons that 


, there is sufiScient demand for paper and sta- 
I tionery in the countries named, but this can 
easily be demonstrated. We have carefully 
compiled a table of the exports of stationery 
from this port, which will be found in another 
place, and will serve to show how trifling is the 
amount when compared with the heavy ex¬ 
ports of European countries. For example, the 
amount of paper received annually at one Bra¬ 
zilian port from abroad amounts to nearly a 
fourth of the total American domestic exports. 
A like contrast doubtless exists in the ship¬ 
ments to other ports. One cause of the Euro¬ 
pean monopoly of the trade on the southern half 
of our continent are the excellent shipping fa¬ 
cilities which exist between Europe and this 
part of the world. Thus there are now seventy- 
one steamships, measuring some 96,000 tons, 
under the British flag, engaged in the traftic 
between Great Britain and Brazil and the west 
coast of South America. Large as this may 
appear, it is certain to be augmented by an in¬ 
crease of the present and the establishment of 
new lines, while there are two French and two 
Italian lines of steamers. Our own means of 
communication are limited to a few steamers 
and occasional saihng vessels. One million kilo¬ 
grammes of paper are annually sent to Brazil 
from Belgium alone, while Gh’eat Britain, 
France, Spain, Portugal and other countries 
share this trade. 

Hundreds of Americans are doing busmess 
in these countries, so that there ought to be no 
prejudice against our goods to overcome. 
American blank books, envelopes, ink, writing 
paper and other kinds of stationery should 
therefore find an extensive market, and in 
time supersede aU others. 

OUR RECEPTION. 

The reception of The American Stationer 
in its new form has been warm, and has more 
than equaled our expectations. It fully con¬ 
firms our belief that the American stationery 
trade were conscious of the need of a periodi¬ 
cal of this kind, and that they would give it 
ample support. Our first issue from necessity 
contained some deficiencies, but we hope to im¬ 
prove with each issue, and in time make The 
Stationer equal to our ideal.

A young miss will 
consume an hour in looking over a huge book 
of samples, and then wiU select about fifty 
cents worth of pictures, or possibly less, much 
to the disgust of the proprietor of the place, 
who nevertheless can’t refuse to keep these ar¬ 
ticles m stock. 


We suggest to some smart Yankee stationer 
who wants to make a “ speckulation ” to im¬ 
port and adapt for the coming college regatta 
at Sai’atoga some of the English metallic books 
for the Oxford and Cambridge boat race. These 
are made dark and light blue, with gilt edges 
and pencil, and cost four shillings, or $1.60 per 
dozen. They ought to have a permanent sale at 
our other annual regattas. 


We expect soon to have on our subscrip¬ 
tion list “The City and Commonality of New 
York,” represented by one of the leading de¬ 
partments of the city government. As the lat¬ 
ter stands for “ the people ” of this great 
metropolis, we might claim by a little subter¬ 
fuge that the whole city population of one 
million souls were among our subscribers. 


The London Stationer contams nearly tw 
hundred different advertisements in its sixty 
pages, which shows that the Enghsh trade are 
fully alive to the advantages of keeping their 
names before the pubhc. 


The decalcomanie mania is about at its 
height, and most stationers are heartily sick 
of'this pretty but insignificant branch of orna¬ 
mental art. The latter originated in France, 
and was thence transferred to Germany, where 
a surplus of cheap labor and scientific skill 
greatly improved the quality of these goods. 
There are large wholesale estabhshments in 
New York and Cmcinnati which control this 
trade, and smaller agencies in all the cities of 
the Union. The designs are printed in colors 
on a gelatine-surfaced paper, dried and finished 
for sale. They are used by varnishing the face 
of the picture, or ornament, and placing it 
face downward upon the surface to be embel¬ 
lished, slightly wetting the back of the paper. 
After drying a few moments, the back is thor¬ 
oughly soaked with water, which loosens the i 
gelatine surface, detaches the picture from the 
paper, and after drying and a coat of varnish

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OBITUARY. 

.TAMES IJOGAKDUS. 

The l.Mtc James Bogavdus of Xew York achieved 
great success as an inventor. The steel die of the 
first gold medal of the American Institute was cut 
by an engraving machine invented by him in 18.^1, 
a))out the time of his invention of the transfer ma¬ 
chine, now everywhere used, for producing bank 
note plates from sejiarate dies. In 18,3.3 he patented 
a pencil case of an entirely novel design. In fact, 
scarcely .a }'ear passed in Avhich this indefatigable 
worker did not add something to his own celebrity 
and give some article of v.alue to the world. His la¬ 
bors Averc not confined to the Western Hemisphere. 
Being ill England in 18.36, he answered a challenge 
in the public prints by inventing an engraving ma¬ 
chine Avhich made not only an accurate fac-simile of 
the head of Ariadne on a medal, but also engraved 
from the medal comic facial expressions. In 1839, 
he carried off from nearly 3,000 competitors a prize 
of illOO, offered by the British Government for the 
best machine lor making postage stamps; and it 
was said that a similar amount was conferred upon 
him by the Queen when he engraved her portrait. 

TII03IA.S CHUISTV, KSQ. 

Thomas Chi-isty, one of the oldest and most exten¬ 
sive manufacturers of paper-hangings in this coun¬ 
try, died at his residence, No. 418 West Tiventy- 
third street, on Saturday the 11th inst., at the age of 
70 years. He ivas born in Boston, but has resided in 
this city during the past forty years. Mr. Christy 
was the founder and principel biusiness manager of 
the large manufacturing business of Christy, Con¬ 
stant & Co., now favorably known throughout the 
Avorld for its fine taste in the production of Avail dec¬ 
orations.

These commence, as in book papers, ^vith the i 
Demy Drawing, or Drawing Demy, (both being j 
equally correct, and equally in use.) Continu¬ 
ing on with Medium, Royal, super Royal and 
Imperial. So far the above series are uniform 
in size and weight with the book or laid pa- 
peis of the same name ; but in the series of 
drawing papers there is a much more extended 
1 ange. And following on in order, there is 
Elephant, size, 28 x 23 1-2 inches, standard 
weight 72 lbs. 

Colombier, 311-2x23 1-2 inches, standard 
weight 102 lbs. 

Atlas, 31x26 inches, standard weight 98 lbs.; 
and 

Double Elephant, 40x26 3-4 inches, standard 
weight 150 lbs. Completing this series, is that 
termed 

Antiquarian, a paper much in use by artists 
and draughtsmen for large water color paint¬ 
ings or working draiwings. This is the largest 
size paper that is made by hand labor, it being 
53x31 inches, and its weight 240 lbs. per ream. 
It is also, from the great labor it require in its 
manufacture, and the general difficultj'’ of pro¬ 
ducing it perfect by hand labor, the most ex¬ 
pensive paper that is made—the trade price to 
the retailer being upwards of $800 per ream. 

A peculiarity of drawing papers is, that they 
have not a water mark device, as the book pa 
pers have, but simply the maker’s name and 
date in the extreme corner, and this generally 
only in the best qualities, viz., those made by 
hand, as for the purposes for which they are 
used a water mark would be somewhat objec¬ 
tionable, as interfering v/ith the drawing or 
picture. It is also important to bear in mind, 
that in some of the sizes, principally imperial 
and double elephant, there are three different 
varieties as regards the degi’ee of finish of the 
surface; first, that made with a coarse highly 
granulated surface, termed Rough; next, that 
made in the ordinary way, but left without the 
usual finishing or rolling on its surface, termed 
Not, meaning not finished; and last, that made 
and finished in the usual way, by hot-pressing 
or rolhng, to which latter sort it is not usual 
to apply any special term; as the size only be¬ 
ing mentioned, it is understood to mean the 
usual kind, unless either of the previous terms 
are connected with it; of course, the whole 
of the sizes may be made in these different va¬ 
rieties, but from the fact that thev are not 
commonly required, they are only made to or¬ 
der. 

Another peculiarity of draAving papers is, 
that they come from the miU invariably in the 
Flat, or extreme full size; while book papers, 
and indeed all others, are most commonly fold¬ 
ed in Broad Folio, that is, the size produced by 
bringing together the ends of the greatest 
length of a sheet of paper, and folding it down. 

As regards the quality of drarvlng papers, 
there being many purposes for which machine 
made sorts are adapted to serve—more partic¬ 
ularly in the smaller sizes—some considerable 
quantity is produced-in this sort; but the hand 
made that is principally in demand, especially 
in the larger sizes, as being in all respects the 
best, and expressly prepared to withstand the 
straining, wetting, erasing, and similar manip¬ 
ulations, that drawing paper must undergo 
under the hands of an artist, in the process of 
receiving a draAving, as for such uses, machine 
made papers as at present made are entirely 
unfitted to bear.—;S'^a^^o?lers•’ Hand Book.

When, a few naonths after his first start in 
Chambers street, our embryo tag manufacturer 
called on one of the great wholesale stationers 
of 1856, to make some small purchase, the head 
of the house, tapping the boy of nineteen on 
the shoulder, exclaimed, “Why, you must be 
a plucky kind of a fellow to come out to this 
country to make a business out of these things.” 
Later, too, in 1857, his accomplished sister 
wrote him, appreciating well the apparent 
future that awaited him in the old world, 
“iJew'ens done, mon frere; lejeu ne vans pas la 
chandelle.” Our young friend was however 


not at all pleased by such hints. The family 
motto, ‘■'■Nunquam retrorsum,” -was first, last 
and always in his view. He took his own way, 
went ahead, and was successful. 

In 1864 or ’65 Dundas Dick, the ingenious 
chemist and patentee, came to him to place the 
financial working out of his invention in our 
young merchant’s hands. V. E. M. undertook 
the task, and Dick’s goods are now known and 
sold as a staple from Maine to Texas. 

In 1866 Mr. Eimber visited this country, and 
finally placed the Hughes & Elimber litho¬ 
graphic machine, together with all their other 
interests, in his keeping. Their manufactures, 
as a result of their foresight, are now perhaps 
better known and esteemed in America than 


in Europe. About the same time Mr. Goodall, 
of Chas. Goodall & Son, the card manufacturers 
of London, came over for the same purpose. 
Their products also now take the lead, and the 
New York playing-card factory, with which 
Mr. Goodall stiU claims connection by his 
special capital, is now for taste, for quality of 
goods, for manufacturing' facilities, and, prob¬ 
ably, for amount of returns, the first in the 
country. 

G. Waterston & Son, Edinburgh, the wax 
manufacturers, and Laroche Freres, of Angou- 
leme, the celebrated French paper-makers, with 
other noted foreign manufacturers, followed 
suit. It is useless to remind the trade of the 
proud position that each of the sterling houses^

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thus represented, maintains in our midst. 
Reliability and energy have ever been the 
distinguishing features of the American house 
wherever known. “Better miss a hundred 
sales than make one by misrepresentation,” 
h fi s ever been its motto. The result has been 
the natural one ; Never to loose a good cus- 
stomer, and the brand of the goods the only 
guarantee required. 

Victor E. Mauger was born in Bath, Eng¬ 
land, of French parentage; his father, Paul 
Auguste Mauger,bemg the disttuguished French 
artist of Cherbourg. His mother’s family had 
the same origin, but the branch from which 
she sprung, had, some centuries before, settled 
in the West of England, where her fii’st cousin 
at Bath is to-day the leading banker. The sub¬ 
ject of our sketch spent his boyhood in Scot¬ 
land, and was trained to business with a 
leading house in the metal trade in Glasgow. 
A thoughtless word (but, nunquam retrorsum) 
at a friend’s house, promising to introduce in 
America the tags of which the usefulness 
struck him, brought him, a boy, to our shores. 
His own enterprise, talents and spotless inte¬ 
grity have done the rest. 

During his first two years in New York, not¬ 
ably during the panic of 1857, Mr. M. in his 
leisure hours, wrote largely for the press. The 
multifarious exactions of his busy life, even 
now, do not prevent his indulging occasionally 
in literary labors, which we fancy he would call 
recreations. Our readers doubtless not unfre- 
quently noticed his Tiom de plume, “Vis.” 
While well read in the classics, he speaks and 
writes several modern languages fluently and 
correctly, has ever been a student of the exact 
sciences, and some of his articles are probably 
read as much in Europe as here. The reputa¬ 
tion as a business man he enjoys abroad can 
perhaps better be understood from the fact 
that he has recently been offered the position 
of Financial Chief of one of the new trunk 
lines of raih’oad in France, which he has how¬ 
ever declined, America being more to his 
taste. 

Mr. Mauger owns a pretty httle property in 
Normandy, adjoining the estate of the Vicomte 
de Tocqueville, nephew and heir of the late 
minister to and historian of the United States, 
and with whom his family is on the most in¬ 
timate terms. His children are being educated 
there at the present time, although we rather 
think Mr. M. hardly expets to ever live per- 
mantly away from the land of his adoption. 

This necessarily brief sketch of our young 
but prominent coadjutor we give our readers 
as reliable, and it will, beyond preadventure, 
be interesting to many to whom the widely 
known but mystical letters V. E. M. have been 
an insoluble enigma. To one of our contem- 
pories, ingenious in puzzles, they suggested 
themselves as meaning “Very Energetic Man,” 
a misapprehension we must admit from the 
facts of the case as not at all unlikely to occur. 

A DRUMMER ON DRUMMING. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

I have been reading the articles in The Jour¬ 
nal and Stationer upon “Drumming.” Hav¬ 
ing had a good deal of experience in that line 
myself, I have found them very interesting. 
The whole question seems to me to be this, that 
it has become so universal to employ drummers 
that none can carry on business in any other 
way. I know a few houses who refuse to send 
out salesmen, but the great majority find it in- 
dispensible. I know of a large paper stock 


house which lately effected a sale of fifty tons 
of rags and over, to one of their regular custo¬ 
mers, with whom they had been in constant 
correspondence, yet then traveling salesman 
assured me that they would have lost the sale 
if he had not personally applied to them. 

I think that most drummers are pretty skill¬ 
ful men, and that they do right by their em¬ 
ployers. In regard to expenses of traveling, 
that depends a great deal upon the direction a 
mn.Ti takes. If you go through the Eastern 
States, where hotel bills are high, the outlay is 
larger in proportion than for a tour through' 
the West. Thus for example, a drummer may 
run on to Boston, Fitchburg, Springfield, and 
Holyoke, and come back inside of three days, 
and with the greatest economy his expenses 
will amoimt to nearly twenty-five dollars. If 
he goes out West, and don’t stay long in the big 
cities, hke Chicago, he can get along for a 
much less sum per diem. I hope that more 
will be said upon this interesting subject, and 
that other drummers will make known their 


SHIPPING STA TIONERY. 

A great impetus was given to a certain branch 
of the stationery trade at the time of the Cali¬ 
fornia gold excitement. The competition then 
between the various lines of clipper ships which 
ran to California was very great, and no means 
were neglected to advertise the rival vessels. 

To accomphsh this object, one well-known 
shipping firm—Earle & Co.—^began to issue 
beautiful lithographed cards, which were print¬ 
ed in colors, and in most cases adorned with 
emblematical pictures of the various vessels 
which were then runing around Cape Horn to 
the Golden Gate. Many of these cards, which 
contained in addition merely the date of sailing 
and the owner’s name, were fine specimens of 
artistic workmanship, and they were eagerly 
sought after by the office-boy of the period, to 
hang up in his employer’s counting-room. 
Man y hundreds of them were printed in most 
opposite styles, and no expense was spared in 
making them. 

George F. Nesbitt & Co. had the monopoly of 
aU work of this kind, and they have a large 
collection of specimens of the various cards 
executed since they first came into use, which 
we lately had the pleasure of looking over. One 
of the finest of them all is a card of the famous 
clipper Great Republic, containing a picture of 
that monster ship, with the coats of arms of 
all the States of the Union. Many of these 
cards were very costly. In some cases $150 has 
been charged for the original design, and $400 
to $500 for an edition of the latter number of 
cards. Yet this outlay was seldom grudged by 
the parties who ordered the cards. 

Of late years the shipping trade has declined, 
and the profits of the business have not war¬ 
ranted such extravagant expenditures as was 
formerly common, so that orders for this class 
of stationery are less numerous and of less 
amount. ^ 

The House of Representatives struck out the 
appropriation in the Legislative, Judicial and 
Executive appropriation bfil for the Stationery 
and Printing Division of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, but the Senate, it is expected, will rein¬ 
state it, as this division has charge of all the 
advertising, printing, and blank books for the 
department, as well as all its bureaus through¬ 
out the country, including internal revenue of¬ 
fices and Custom houses. 


ENGLISH NOVELTIES. 

Messrs. Wilson & Amphlett, of Birmingham, 
have introduced some new Scotch wood goods 
in imitation of pohshed stones. The imitations 
are excellent, and being received with great 
favor. 

The Beehive Pen Brush, brought out by Mr. 
Prior, of Holborn, consists of a cheaply got up 
bristle pen cleaner of the ordinai-y perpendicu¬ 
lar pattern, though it varies materially from 
the old designs in being supplied with a cover 
formed to represent a beehive. 

“ Old-Fashioned Air-Dried ” is the name of a 
new paper which is now being introduced to 
the trade by Messrs. Field & Tuer, as a substi¬ 
tute for hand-mades. The experimental sam¬ 
ples closely resemble the real article. This 
paper is made in cream-laids and blue-laids. 

Nicholson’s Combined Pen Wiper and Pin¬ 
cushion is very effective, and deserves to meet 
with a large sale. The pen wiper is of the or¬ 
dinary description, while the mounting con¬ 
sists of a pincushion formed and colored like a 
cottage loaf, which is in various quarters at¬ 
tacked by tiny mice. It is made in two sizes. 

The India Rubber Gum Brush introduced by 
Mr. E. Thomson, Manchester, is now issued in 
a corrugated form, so that it holds a quantity 
of gum which it distributes evenly. It is a 
great improvement upon the plain surface of 
the brush. One of the advantages of this arti¬ 
cle is that, on being absorbent, it does not get 
stiff. 

A New Marking Ink has been brought out by 
Mr. J. Peters, of Sparkbrood, Birmingham, 
but its merits we cannot proclaim. We can 
only say that it effectively marks hnen, but do 
not know if it is more permanent than the 
inks of other makers. The fluid is more lim¬ 
pid than other descriptions, and evaporation is 
entirely obviated by the cork being cement¬ 
ed at its junction with the neck of the bottle, 
a square instead of a round stretcher is given. 

A Sacred and Ecclesiastical Monogram, in¬ 
geniously designed to embrace every letter of 
the Scriptural words Jesus Hominum Salvator, 
has been published by Messrs. Edwards & 
Jones, of 161 and 167 Regent street, London. 
It is a masterpiece of monography, symetri- 
cal in design, easily deciphered, and, while 
bearing a resemblance to the old cypher I. H. 
S., is more complete and significant, and the 
pubhshers beheve it wifi, ultimately supersede 
it for the purposes of embroidering altar cloths, 
banners, reredos, and other church decora¬ 
tions. 

Mr. K. J. Ford, Jr., of the Tyndale Printing 
Works, Islington, sends us specimens of menu 
cards, ball programmes, invitation cards, &c., 
which are creditable alike to the taste of the 
designer and the skill of the printer. The de 
signs of the menus in particular—which, we 
beheve, originated with the manager of the 
works, Mr. J. Austin—are quite ornate, con¬ 
sisting of a pretty bit of emblematic landscape, 
worked in silver, and enfiladed with a bronze 
printed rustic border, the headline being. in 
gold, and a blank space being reserved for the 
insertion of the bill of fare. The other produc¬ 
tions of the Tyndale press are no less admir¬ 
able. Elegance, brilliancy, and clearness in 
working are the chief points of excellence; 
while as to price, they will favorably compare, 
aU things considered, with those of any other 
house.— Printer^ Register.

Then he would run off 
to his retreat—the laboratory, where he was 
continually mixing, ti-ying, brewing, joinering, 
modeling and building imtil the time drew 
near which is iiTesistible to a Bavarian—the 
charming moment of associating in some pub¬ 
lic room round the codl refreshing glass of 
beer. As to the management of the house, the 
children, or their education or training, he 
took little or no care, in fact none at aU.” His 
wife, it appears, was a woman who was alto¬ 
gether destitute of any higher views and aims 
than household duties, and could not under¬ 
stand, much less appreciate, so eccentric a 
husband. As a natural result he was anything 
but domesticated, and found his pleasure in 
beer vaults, where, we are told, “he was in 
the evening, over his glass, the most jovial of 
all the company, fuU of fun and merriment.” 

A correspondent of an English cotemporary 
suggests : that all Governments which issue 
postage stamps should receive each other’s 
stamps as though they were their own, and 
exchange them at intervals, as they accumu¬ 
late, just on the principle of the bank clearing 
house.

AN AMERICAN STATIONERS’ HALL. 

One of the most pressing needs just now in 
the American stationery trade is an association 
based upon a similar plan to the Enghsh Stati¬ 
oners’ Hall. What is good for the trade in one 
country is likely to prove benefleial to the 
trade in another country. The subject has 
already been broached by several leading sta¬ 
tioners in New York, and with a little ad¬ 
ditional agitation, it is likely, that a practical 
proposition will be made under such auspices 
that it will meet with general approval. 

An association of the kind named, if rightly 
organized, could accomplish much good. There 
are many things that ought to be done for the 
advantage of the trade, and which can only 
be accomphshed by such an organization. 
Among the most important of these are the 
following: First, there is the vital question of 
underselling which needs to be discussed and 
deflnitely settled. This subject has been fufly 
discussed in these columns in the past, and the 
evils which have been brought about by the 
practice of wholesale houses offering small 
lots to consumers at the same price as they 


A still more important consideration is the 
gain in knowledge which would result from the 
free intercourse of the members of such an 
association. Man is a social being, and it is 
natural that persons engaged in any pursuit 
should come together to compare notes and ex¬ 
change experience. Every trade flnds it to its 
interest to organize in this manner, and there 
are scores of precedents to justify such a pro¬ 
cedure. 

If care was taken to admit only persons of 
respectability and character as members, the 
association would redound to the credit of aU 
who belonged to it, while it would be a means 
of detecting and distinguishmg untrustworthy 
persons, not only among dealers but customers 
also. An arbitration committee, to settle aU 
disputes between members, would be another 
desmable feature. 

The rooms of such an association, if located 
in a central and convenient place, would be¬ 
come a gathering place for the trade. Out-of- 
town visitors would naturally go there to meet 
their correspondents and friends, and to learn 
the news. The existence of a place of the kind 
would foster a spirit of fraternity and union 
among its members, and in this respect alone 
it would accomplish much good. 

Reports of the meetings of the association, 
and all documents emanating from it would be 
pubhshed in The American Stationer, which 
would naturally become the ofllcial organ of 
the body. 

Such is a rapid and superficial survey of 
some of the features of the desired organization. 
Already a movement has been made in this di¬ 
rection by the young men employed as clerks 
in Cincinnati, as will be seen by the account in 
another place, and the time is ripe for a simi¬ 
lar undertaking in New York. We should be 
glad to hear from any of our readers who have 
views on the subject, and will open our col¬ 
umns freely to its consideration. 


A WESTERN STATIONERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

We are glad to learn that the employes of 
Messrs. Clark & Co., of Cmcinnati, have formed 
a Booksellers and Stationers’ Society, which is 
wholly made up of young men employed in 
these trades in that city. We herewith copy the 
clause of the constitution of the society which 
sets forth its objects, together with the order of 
exercises: 

The.objects of the Society sliall be the moral and 
intellectual improvement of its members by means 
of lectures, essays, and discussions on trade, iiterary 
and general subjects, and the fostering of social in¬ 
tercourse among the members. 

At the annual meeting the Society shall be divided 
into four committees, -who shall, in rotation, have 1 


exclusive control of the literary exercises for the 
evening. They shall select from their o-wn number 
members to read essays, edit the paper, etc., and 
shall be responsible for the success of the entertain¬ 
ment. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held 
on the first Tuesday in Eebruary. 

The regular meetings of the Society shall be held 
on the first Tuesday of each month at 8 o'clock P. M., 
five members to form a quorum. 

The society, we believe, already has a large 
membership, while it seems to have as many 
ofideers as Artemus Ward’s famous regiment, 
where every man was a Brigadier General. The 
officers for 1874 are: Honorary President, Rob¬ 
ert Clark; Honorary Vice Presidents, R. D. 
Barney, John W. Dale, and Howard Barney; 
President, Alexander Hill; Vice President, W. 
H. Anderson; Secretary and Treasurer, John 
Dickinson. 

In our last issue mention was made of the 
new process lately patented in England, which 
it is expected wiU cause a complete revolution 
in the mode of issuing cu'culars. The inventor 
is a Mr. de Zuccato, an Itahan gentleman, but 
the details for making it commercially valuable 
have been initiated by Robert H. Mair, M. D., 
editor of the London Stationer. These gentle¬ 
men have appointed Messrs. E. Wolff & Son, of 
55 Great Queen gtreet, their sole agents. We 
have received samples of the results of this in¬ 
vention, which are novel and interesting. 


It maybe judged from the number of pat¬ 
ents which are taken out every week for inven¬ 
tions relating to stationery, that the trade is 
ahye to improvement, and progress is the or¬ 
der of the day. Among these patents will be 
noticed several for new styles of fountain pens, 
paper clips, pocketbooks, inkstands and inks, 
pen holders, and copying brushes. Every sta¬ 
tioner should take note of these inventions. 


Our inquiries for correspondence from other 
cities have brought us a number of replies, and 
we have arranged for regular letters from sev¬ 
eral localities. Other young men should avail 
themselves of this opportunity to become initi¬ 
ated as journalists, and we shall be glad to hear 
from them.

TRADE GOSSIP. 

The firfet day of July, 1874, commences the 
thirty-first year of the firm of Francis & Lou- 
trell, the oldest stationery house in the city. 

The D. H. Reynolds toy factory was to be re¬ 
moved from Chicago to Ligonier, Ind., on May 
1. The factory uses 100,000 feet of lumber an¬ 
nually. 

A New York stationer writes: “I have seen 
one of your papers for the first time, and read¬ 
ing it find it a very good paper, something that 
has long been needed in our trade.”

The gentlemen who have taken the contract 
to supply the United States Senate with lead 
pencils the coming year, will, according to the 
opinion of a leading manufacturer, lose some 
$700 by the same. The firm will be called upon 
to supply the following goods: 200 gross of 
Dixon’s pencils, at $3.60; 300 gross of American 
Lead Pencil Company’s, at $4.72; 100 gross of 
Faber’s R. G., at $4.43; 300 gross of Faber’s 
Hex., at $5.94, and 400 gross of Eagle Hex., at 
$4.93. 

Messrs. McLoughlin Bro., toy book publish¬ 
ers, have communicated with their jobbers, 
suggesting that the discout to retailers should 
be confined on purchases of $200 and upwards 
to 20 per cent, in no case to exceed that amount, 
and on amounts less should vary according to 
the class of customers, the house agreeing to 
do all in its power to protect those who do, and 
declining to sell goods to those who do not, 
comply with this arrangement. Nearly aU the 
jobbers have already entered into this agree¬ 
ment. 

A New York correspondent writes to us: 
“The following information may be of interest 
to you, as it is the largest contract I have ever 
heard of being given: Henry Meigs, Jr. & Co. 
have received contracts from Henry Meiggs, the 
Peruvian railroad contractor, for supphes in 
printing and stationery for all the railroads 
under his control, which contracts are esti¬ 
mated to amount to $150,000 per annum.” 
Equally large contracts as the above for sta¬ 
tionery have been made, and some of even 
greater amount. The supply for Adams Ex¬ 
press Company, furnished by D. Appleton & 
Co., amount to $200,000.

Gold has fluctuated considerably since our last, 
ranging from \lQ}i to 114?^ since our last issue. 

Foreign exchange has been held at advanced rates 
and leading bankers are asking $4.8714 for 60 days’ 
sterling and $4.9014 for short sight do. The stock 
market has exhibited increased speculative anima- j 


tion, and the . orders from outsiders have been lib¬ 
eral for Investment purchases. 

THE r.4.rElt TJt.LDE.—Vfe note a some¬ 
what better I'eeling among dealers generally, but 
trade has not as yet sprung up. Fine paper-makers 
claim to be full of orders. They are running two- 
thirds time at present. IVe have heard it rumored 
I hat it will soon be proposed to shut down entirely 
for 30 or 60 days. This movement might result very 
beneficially. Prices remain about the same. Book 
papers are still exceedingly dull, and are selling at 
very low prices. We learn of several contracts 
to publishers at prices about as our quotations. 

GENERA h 2’/L'lDE.—Trade seems to remain 
about the same. The only clTect of the veto has 
been to stiffen prices, but as people were not look¬ 
ing for ail}' trade bclorc the last of July or first of 
August, no one has been disappointed. 

FANCY GOODN.-There are as yet very few 
new fancy goods in the market. Ileoht Bros, are 
receiving a nice sample line, among which are 
a few stationers’ goods, consisting of Upright Cabi¬ 
nets and Jewel Oases, plain and inlaid with pearl, 
each costing from $6 upward. J. O. Smith & Sons 
have also put upon the market a square base spear 
Flic, which is one of the prettiest patterns to be 
had, and will please better than any bronze style 
now in the market. 

NOrELTIES.-Nvc few. The only one we have 
seen yet is a new Papelcrie in the shape of a brok¬ 
er’s pad, niacle of “ Kep ” paper, gilt edge on three 
sides and fastened at the top in a solid block. The 
design has 'cen patented by a well-known firm, 
and will bo made in all the fashionable Btylc.3 of 
note pairer. 

JtLANK JiOOKS.-Yhn'c has been no change 
in price of these goods, but tne market is a little 
feverish on account of rumors which are afloat in 
regard to certain large and wcdl-known houses. 
Messrs. Apideton & Co. have announced that they 
are desirous of closing out the stationery and blank 
book department of their business. Another firm 
hearing of this, wo understand, have sent out a cir¬ 
cular offering to duplicate any lines of stock made 
by D. Appleton & Co. which may be wanted by the 
trade, and at the same prices as offered by the 
latter. Another rumor is that Messrs. Boorum & 
Pease, blank book manufacturers of this city, have 
purchased the business, stock, good will, etc., of the 
Paper and Blank Book Manufacturing Co. of Hain- 
burg, recently represented in this city by Morrij 
Reubens, Esq., So far, so good. But when Dame 
Rumor asserts that Messrs. Boorum & Peaso are in¬ 
tending to run this Reuben’s stock in place of the 
regular slock nigde by them, she is w’rong, lor al¬ 
though Boorum & Pease have secured the exclusive 
control of the factory of the Hamburg Company, 
they will continue to import only those speial- 
ties which can be produced abroad to better advan¬ 
tage than here. The imported goods will also be 
retained in a separate department, and will be al¬ 
lowed in no way to interfere with the regular line 
of goods made by Boorum & Pease. On the con¬ 
trary, the firm will continue to manufacture their 
full line and will b^ particular to maintain the qual¬ 
ity and standard of the geods which have earned a 
reputation second to none in this city. Especial ef¬ 
forts will be made to furnish first-class goods in 
greater quantity and variety than heretofore, thus 
giving their customers the benefit of a much larger 
stock to select from. The main idea will be to keep 
their own goods up to standard qualitj’, and the in¬ 
troduction of foreign goods will be in addition to 
their already established business. This foreign 
stock has been greatly needed, and will bo ol con¬ 
siderable benefit to close buyers.

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GRAPHITE OR PLUMBAGO. 

The minei-al, commonly called black lead or 
plumbago, the composition of which is similar 
to that of anthracite, being in the pure speci¬ 
mens from 90 to 96 per cent, of carbon, with 4

and "alumina in small qdantities. A variety 
from Ceylon has been found to contain 98.55 
per cent, of carbon. The substance is pro¬ 
duced in the slags of furnaces in the process of 
reducing iron ores, as is seen in pig iron, es¬ 
pecially when this has been made with large 
consumption of fuel. 

Its common name in this form is kish. The 
mineral, though met with in the igneous and 
metamorphic rocks, is considered hke the 
coals of vegetable origin, representing a higher 
stage of metamorphism of the vegetable sub¬ 
stance analogous to that which takes place in 
the blast furnace. It is remarkable for its 
black and shining streak, resembling that pi'o- 
duced by lead, whence its common name. The 
mineral is black or dark steel-gray, of lamina¬ 
ted structure, of greasy feel, easily cut with a 
knife, and staining the fingers when handled. 
Its hardness is 1 to 2 ; specific gravity 3.09. It 
is met with in foliated or granular masses, con¬ 
stituting irregular beds, runs and nests in 
granite and the metamorphic rocks. Though 
combustible at high temperatures it is infusible, 
and powerfully resists the action of heat when 
mixed with clay; hence its use of crucibles. 
It derives its principal interest from its em¬ 
ployment in making lead pencils; and the 
mine at Borrowdale, in Cumberland, England, 
has long been celebrated for producing an ar¬ 
ticle superior to all others for this purpose. 
The mine has been known since the time of 
Queen Ehzabeth, and as the use of lead pen 
cils cannot be traced back so far as this 
period, it very likely furnished the material 
for the first of these ever made. It is in the 
mountain called Seatallor Fell, 8 miles south 
of Keswick, the top of which is about 3,000 
feet above the sea. The mineral occurs in 
small nests in trap, which is itself included in 
clay slate. The pieces are stated to be of 
about the size of the fist only. So valuable 
did this mine prove, that it became an object 
of plunder to almost all that could get access 
to it. It was reached imderground from 
neighboring mines, and in one instance was 
forcibly taken possession of on the surface. 
An act of Parliament was passed, aUowing the 
use of extraordinary means for its protection, 
and it was guarded by fireams. The mine is 
entered by an adit, the mouth of which is in a 
strong building containing four rooms on the 
ground fioor. “ In the innermost of the four 
rooms two men are seated at a large table 
sorting and dressing the plumbago, who are 
locked in while at work, and watched by the 

toward from an adjoining room, who is armed 
with two loaded blunderbusses. Such formid¬ 
able apparatus of security,” says Dr. Ure, 
deemed requi’site to check the pilfering spirit 
of the Cumberland mountaineers.” The plum¬ 
bago was then so pure that it required little 
preparation for the market; and it was so 
easily obtained, that, not to overstock the 
market, and to prudently husband the supply, 
the mine was worked only for six weeks each 
summer. Formerly it was the custom to open 
the mine only once in seven years. The pro¬ 
duct obtained in the six weeks’ working has 
sometimes amounted to £30,000, and even 
£40,000 in value. The mine was closed by 
damming up a stream with several hundred

densing the fine powder into blocks, from 
which slices are cut that are as good as those 
from the best original specimens. The powder 
when purified is first exhausted of the air 
diffused through it, and is then subjected to 
great pressure. 

The same slices are laid in a little channel, 
grooved in a rectangular piece of cedar, and 
are then covered with a slip which is glued upon 
the larger one. The square shp is next passed 
through a machine, which gives it the cylin¬ 
drical form of the pencil. The cylindi-ical 
leads for ever-pointed pencils are also first cut 
in square prisms, and are made round by pass¬ 
ing them through a succession of holes cut in 
rubies ; the first makes the prism 8-sided, the 
second 16-sided, and the third cylindrical, 
rubies are rapidly worn out by this process, 
and steel is said to last but a few hours. The 
cheap leads are consequently made of a softer 
composition than the genuine Cumberland 
article. A method of manufacture was intro¬ 
duced into France by M. Conte, by which pen¬ 
cils have been made of various degrees of 
hardness by intermixing with the powdered 
and calcined graphite pure clay reduced to the 
finest and softest consistency, and also different 
colored earths. The mixed paste is thoroughly 
triturated with water on a porphyry slab, and 
is then pressed into moulds in wood, by which 
it receives the form of elongated strips. These 
are dried in the moulds in an oven, and when 
taken out are placed in a crucible, and baked 
at a heat proportional to the hardnes required. 
The mixture of the ingredients is made with 
reference to the same object. The hardest 
pencils have only half as much graphite pow¬ 
der as clay ; softer ones have equal parts of 
each. The leads for pencils intended for the 
finest work before being placed in the wood, 
are heated, and then immersed in hot wax or 
suet. The hardest pencils, however, are made 
of an alloy of metallic lead, antimony, and 
mercury. Common pencils are made of gra¬ 
phite powder mixed with melted sulphur and 
run into moulds. Gum arable and resin are 
sometimes used as ingredients. 

Pencils are manufactured in the United 
States from graphite obtained from several 
localities, but especially from Sturbridge, Mass. 
It is there found in a bed of gneiss which 
is traced on the surface more than 100 rods, 
its width varying from an inch to two feet. 
The mine was worked as far back as 1840, to 
the extent of 30 tons of graphite annually. 
This is manufactured into pencils in Taunton, 
the mineral being pulverized and then by 
great pressure condensed into sheets, which 
are sawn into strips. Mines have also been 
worked at Brandon, Vt., Fishkill, and Ticon- 
deroga, N. Y., Wake, N. C., and St. John, 
N. B. The mineral is also found at many 
other localities. Besides its use for pencils it 
is a valuable material for crucibles and port¬ 
able furnaces. It is employed for lubricating 
machinery, as a lining of moulds for delicate 
castings, for a stove pohsh, etc. The article is 
sometimes adultered with lamp-black.

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ENGLISH TRADE REPORT. 

Trade unfortunately does not improve, and com¬ 
plaints reach us on every side. Indents from trans¬ 
ocean customers exhibit a marked falling off, and 
shippers are buying much more carefully than has 
been their wont during the last three years. The 
home transactions also exhibit symptoms of decrease, 
by reason of the absence of increase rather than to 
any actual falling off. Retailers having for a long 
period basked in the sunshine of prosperity can 
scarcely believe that business is not brisk, and are 
giving orders for summer goods as of yore. Dulness 
of trade has up to this period been principtilly ex¬ 
hibited in large transactions, and by an absence of 
speeulation; it has not yet permeated deeply into 
the retail strata, so that Ave hope the anticipations 
of retailers will be fully borne out. ITnfortunately 
the absence of novelties is a sad drawback; but 
there are so many saleable goods on offer which 
hitherto have not been worked that there need 
be no lack of making a good show if there 
exists the willingness to do so.—Tlie Taper Trade 
has, upon the whole, exhibited dulness, but we hear 
of firms that have matei-ialiy increased their opera- 
tiens during the current year. The Account Book 
trade has for some reason been dull lor some months 
in better qualities, Avliile for cheaper varieties there 
has been a considerable increased demand. The 
Diary and Pocket Book sales of the past season 
were less in value than those of the past few years, 
in consequence of the increased quantities of cheap 
varieties that have been recently introduced; and 
we specially note the material falling off that has 
recently taken place in the sales of those publica¬ 
tions that only a few j'ears ago were considered 
chic. The reason for this is obvious, as the public 
cannot, in spite of its favorable predilections, be in¬ 
duced to pay 2s. 6d. for an article that is offered by 
another house for Is. The paper and binding of the 
former may each be a trifle better than that of the 
latter, but there is no substantial diflerence to show 
for the former. A good reputation will sustain a 
house for only a very limited period, and those who 
would maintain their good name must go with the 
stream and enter into the race of competition.—The 
Valentine and Christmas card makers are commen¬ 
cing their campaign for the season 1874-5, and we 
hope they will not entirely ignore the advice we 
have previously submitted to them.—Fire-stove Or¬ 
nament makers are now exceptionally busy, and, in 
spite of the increase in their numbers Ave learn that 
all are receiving large orders, especially as the 
wholesale houses are this year devoting increased 
energy to the trade.—Machinists Avho devote their 
specialties to the printing and stationery branches 
have for some time past been so actively employed 
that we imagine but few old-fashioned machines 
can be now in use.—The business of stamping note- 
paper appears rather to have decreased than in¬ 
creased, if we may judge by the complaints made 
by retailers generally. We imagine, however, that 
the trade has become centralized, and is held prin¬ 
cipally by advertising specialists and by co-opera¬ 
tive societies, the latter of whom actually execute 
orders for subscribers at less than trade prices !— 
Printing Ink makers have been busy, but some com¬ 
plain with unusual bitterness that they have not fair 
play, inasmuch as, if they do not heavily “tip” 
machine foremen, there is no prospect of their ob¬ 
taining second orders.—Oleographs have now be¬ 
come a staple article that offers fair profits to the 
retailer, and, as many varieties are noAV offered to 
suit the pockets of the million, Ave think that the 
trade generally might divest themselves of the shy¬ 
ness that evidently exists.—Photographic scraps are 
noAV sold in large quantities, and, as copies of all 
well-known English Avorks are exhausted, Ave com¬ 
mend oiu- readers to patronize the German school 
of art, as offering a Avonderful varietA .—The makers 
of Summer games appear to have used up their in¬ 
genuity, as Ave do not hear of a singly novelty being 
announced. We suppose they are disheartened in 
consequence of the many fruitless attempts they 
have made to foist stupid amusements {?) upon an 
unappreciative public. The game of “ Badminton ” 
appears to be the only recent introduction that has 
taken root, but its eventual success depends Avholly 
upon the patronage that is accordeci to it by the 
trade.—ionclon Stationer.

The contract for supplying seahng-wax to 
Her Majesty’s Stationery Office has for the 
ninth year recently, after much competiton, 
been awarded to Messrs. P. Morden & Co., of 
the Albion Works, City Road. 

One of the largest posters ever pi’inted in 
paragraph form is that issued by Messrs. Gar¬ 
diner & Co., the Glasgow clothiers. It is a 56 
sheet double-demy, and is 20 feet high by 15 
feet broad. The blocks cost £70, and the 
posters £28 per hundred.

In Birmingham, England, the number of 
steel pens made weekly is about 98,000 gross, or 
14,120,000 separate pens. Thirty years ago 
pens were sold wholesale at $1.25 a gross; now, 
pens as good, or better, may be had at three 
cents per gross. When it is remembered that 
each gross requires 144 pieces of steel to go 
through at least twelve processes in the course 
of manufacture, the fact that 144 complete 
pens can be sold for three cents, after paying 
for material, paying wages to work people, 
and leaving a profit to maker, is a convincing 
proof of the results attainable by the exercise 
of mechanical ingenuity and division of labor. 

The best pictoi’ial memorial of the recent 
Russian alliance is that of Messrs. J. Nicholson 
& Sons, of Bradford, which is a most admir¬ 
able sample of modern Chromo-lithography. 
Half-length portraits of the Duke of Edinburgh 
and the Grand Duchess Marie Alexandrovna 
of Russia occupy the center of the design; 
around are grouped wreaths of roses, and 
above each figure is placed a coronet. Clus¬ 
ters of roses are arranged emblematically be¬ 
low the portraits, in the foreground of the pic¬ 
ture, and in the central cluster the grouping of 
the yellow Gloire de Dijon with the old-fash¬ 
ioned open-eyed English red rose, is introduced 
with striking effect. Three spaces of tablets, 
surrounded by sprays or roses, are placed at 
the foot of the picture. In some of the sheets 
the central tablet is occupied with words com¬ 
memorative of the marriage, and those left and 
right are finished with the arms of Russia and 
England respectively. As this memorial is in¬ 
tended for Russia as well as for England, the 
Englis h words are also printed in the Russo- 
Greek characters and language. The portraits 
are capital, the coloring is dehcate though 
bright, the design and drawing are excellent, 
and the tout ensemble unusually successful, to 
which result a judicious treatment of the back¬ 
ground contributes in no small degree.

A desperate war is being waged before the 
House Committee on Banking and Currency 
between the Columbia Bank Note Company of 
Washington and the National and American 
Bank Note Companies of New York. The for¬ 
mer are striving to continue printing notes and 
bonds for the G-overnment, and the latter want 
a share of the work. Mr. F. P. Stanton, attor¬ 
ney for the Columbia Company, read copies 
of two letters, which are a part of the rebel ar¬ 
chives in possession of the War Department, 
showing the New York companies had solicit¬ 
ed contracts with the Confederate Government 
for printing notes and securities. The contest 
is very bitter. 

The American letters patent for Bloede’s Ink 
and Stain Extracting Pencil having been ex¬ 
tensively infringed by importations of similar 
articles, such as Perry & Co.’s Instantaneous 
Ink Extractor, from London, and Le Nettoyer 
Chemique, from Paris, the attention of con¬ 
sumers and the trade is called to the following 
extract from a decree of the United States 
Circuit Court for the Southern District of New 
York, in the case of Victor G. Bloede, et. al. vs.

vending ‘Perry & Co.’s Intantaneous Ink Ex¬ 
tractor, or Universal Anti-Stain Pencils,’ and 
that the complainants are entitled to have a 
perpetual injunction, to restrain the said defen¬ 
dants.”

He 
was the originator of the present popular tints 
in Pirie’s papers, and of card boards to match 
each tint. He enjoys nothing more than a 
chat about paper with any one who knows 
more than himself on the subject, and to speak 
of the days when, as a boy, he practiced in a 
small way at the mill of his uncle, making pa¬ 
per by hand. He will be remembered by many 
as the organizer of the stationery department of 
D. Appleton & Co., and under his direction this 
department was a great success. After leaving 
them he formed a partnership with Mi'. Ber¬ 
gen, and was very successful in raising a com¬ 


paratively unknown card house to be the best 
known in the country. 

Paper, especially good paper, is his first 
love. "V^ile in many respects more intimately 
connected with the history of the foreign paper 
trade of the country, he is by no means nar¬ 
row or prejudiced, and we have been often 
amused by his enthusiasm on seeing a sheet 
of first-class well made American paper, as he 
exclaimed in his too frequent use of by adjec¬ 
tives: “We’ll show those blasted foreigners 
what we can do soon.” 

His knowledge of paper has often caused his 
services to be demanded as an expert on knotty 
questions of law. Not long ago his knowledge 
of paper was useful in proving a will fraudu 
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lent, as the document was attested ten years 
before a sheet of the paper had been made.

DOES DETJMMINa PAY? 

'Written specially for The American Stationer. 

No. 3. 

We have considered in the two proceeding 
articles why drumming does not pay, trying to 
look at both the employer’s and the drum¬ 
mer’s sides of the story. Let us now see when 
drumming does pay. For pay it does, and 
right well, too, when properly practiced, and 
when both principal and clerk work together. 
Let us take the case of a man well-known in 
New York to-day as a successful traveler. 
He represents a specialty and cai’ries with 
him a set of samples weighing not over 225 lbs 
Three years ago he was earning a salary of 
$1,200. His route runs from this city to Chi¬ 
cago, going out via Cleveland and back by the 
way of Pittsburg. He is not a briUiant sales¬ 
man hke many we could mention, but a man 
of medium ability who depends on work to 
win. He ge^ ready for the trip, walks into the 
private office of his employei-s, and asks for 
his last instructions before starting. He is 
treated as any other gentleman when calling 
upon the firm on business. The desired in¬ 
formation is given, and with a warm pressure 
of the hand, and a “Good luck to you, John,” 
he starts for the train. I said, three years ago 
this gentleman was working for a salary of 
$1,200 a year—^to-day his accoimt is credited 
with $2,500, and his employer told me within 
two weeks that he earned every dollar of his 
salary even in these dull times. Should I give 
his name, every stationer in the city would 
know him. Now, what has given him such 
success ? Work and appreciation. I have stood 
in the counting room of this house when this 
traveler entered on his return from a trip, and 
have seen the senior member of the firm walk 
out of the private office, expressly to congra¬ 
tulate him on his safe return, and to praise 
him for his successful trip. • 

We assert that nothing will make drumming 
pay as well as to treat your travelers like gen¬ 
tlemen. A warm pressure of the hand at part¬ 
ing, a kind welcome on his return, is a better 
investment and is thought more of by the trav¬ 
eler than anyt;hing else you could do for him, 
not excepting paying him well. Let us see 
how it works. 

Not long since a lot of travelers were stand¬ 
ing in a group in Chicago, when the representa¬ 
tive of a well-known blank book house joined 
them. All of the party were homeward bound 
and "v^ere figuring their expense accounts to 
suit sales, &c. The question was asked. 

Say, Harry, how long have you been out?” 

“About ten weeks.” 

“What is your average?” 

“ About nine dollars.” 

A prolonged whistle followed from nearly 
all hands, for Harry, it is known, takes long 
jumps in his course. Such places as Sandusky, 
Niles, Kalamazoo and other small fry he pays 
no attention to, but stops only once between 
Chicago and Detroit, and so his expenses don’t 
have a chance to average on small places, 
where hotels charge $2.00 a day. 

Most drummers take in such places as Fre¬ 


mont, Marshall, Laporte and South Bend, and 
even then their expenses average $10.00 and 
over per day. 

“Don’t see how you can do it,” says one. 

“WeU, I’ll tell you how it is,” says Harry. 
“I travel for a white house. When I get back 
the firm take me into the office and tell me 
where I failed and where I made a good thing. 
I would’nt go back of them for any amount of 
money. They push me just as fast as I grow, 
and I am only working for myself in the long 
run when I make their interests my own.” 

The firm who employ the man I call Harry 
make drumming pay. It is as simple as that 
twice two are four. 

Apphcation was made recently to a house 
for employment, their leading representative 
having entered business for himself. The man 
who made the application has a good reputa¬ 
tion as a salesman, but the reply spoke volumes 
to the clerks in the store, when it was ascer¬ 
tained that the reason why the vacant position 
was not given to the applicant was that the 
firm would not put any one over the heads of 
the boys, but would prefer to give them 
a chance to fill any positions which might 
become vacant. The junior of the firm, who 
gave this answer, started as a boy in the same 
store, and by attention to business, without a 
dollar of capital, gained his present position, 
and the firm have always acted upon this ex¬ 
cellent rule. This, however, is too large a sub¬ 
ject to treat at the end of an article, and so we 
will postpone its contmuation to our next 
issue.

INITIAL STAMPING, &c. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

Cincinnati, May 11, 1874. 

On page 15 of The Stationer for May 7 we note 
among “ Foreign Notes ” that the price for “ relief 
stamping” in London is two shillings per ream. It 
does not say if this is the price to the trade—but 
that seems to he the case. Will you explain what is 
meant hy “relief stamping?” If it means “relief 
in color ” it is incredibly cheap, hut if it means sim¬ 
ply an “ embossed relief” without any color, it can 


easily he duplicated in this country and in the high¬ 
est style. Very much of that done on this side is 
very inferior, and that has been one cause of the 
death of initial paper. We have always sold only 
the hand-stamped, and are consequently doing as 
much as we ever did, while the manufactured initial 
paper is really dead. But so it goes. It is almost an 
impossibility to maintain a standard of excellence, 
as all the cry is for cheap articles. No sooner is a 
really meritorious thing on the market than some 
one must imitate it as near as may be and yet have 
it much cheaper. Then comes another to do the 
same thing, and then another, and so on ad infini¬ 
tum. 

We hope your journal may do something toward 
making the trade better acquainted with what they 
are handling, for only in this way can the evil of 
which we complain be avoided. The retailers are 
most to blame. They say it is their customers, but 
it is not the case unless they educate them to the 
belief that prices can be reduced and quality main¬ 
tained. One foolish man can ruin a whole commu¬ 
nity. Let a system of prices be established on a fair 
basis of ])roflt, and let this “ grab-all ” style of doing 
business be done away with—the system of selling 
goods at any price the dealer lyill pay—and no one 
can familiarize himself in a lifetime with the actual 
value of a tithe of the articles sold by stationers— 
and we have one step in the right direction. In fact 
there should be more honest fair-dealing by the trade 
in general, and the sharks who have a habit of get¬ 
ting embarrassed and settling for 50 or 25 cents on 
the dollar should be weeded out, that honest men 
who mean to pay may be able to do so. We hope 
your paper may be able to bring aliout some of these 
ends.

The 
idea of expenses being increased by making long 
visits in such cities as Chicago is ridiculous. Eveiy 
one of experience knows that expenses per diem de¬ 
crease in average the longer one remains in the city 
or town; also, that traveling West is more expensive 
than traveling East, distances are greater and rail¬ 
road fare is higher. A Western trip would, no 
doubt, do the young “ drummer ” good service, and 
aid him not a little in giving to the ivorld valuable 
and reliable infoi'mation, and perhaps, too, he may 
be induced to put forth extra exertions toward pro¬ 
motion, so that he may be entitled to class himself 
in the list of “commercial travelers,” because it 
certainly would not be very gi-atifying to his descend¬ 
ants, two or three generations hence, when looking 
over the family archives, to find that their grand¬ 
father was a dnnnmer in no regiment. No doubt 
drumming is very good in its piace, but as a general 
thing is objectionable, and has, no doubt, much to 
do with the unpleasant and expressive humors 
drummers often complain of, and so much dislike to 
see on the faces of men in commercial circles. Men 
do not like to be drummed, and so do not like to see 
men whom they consider drummers.

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THE POWERS PAPER COMPANY. 

Among tlie most successful men in the sta¬ 
tionery trade to-day is L. J. Powers, Esq., of 
the Powers Paper Company, Springfield, Mass. 
Nobody who took notice of the old news 
room under the Massasoit House in 1857, would 
have suspected that there was the germ of a , 
business, which in 15 years wbuld rival in ; 
amount of business most of the well-known 
stationery houses of New York. 

Yet such is the fact. Mr. L. J. Powers, who 
in 1847 was peddling newspapers on the street, 
has step by step guided this business, first as 
clerk, and then in 1857 as a partner, and finally 
since 1861, as sole owner and manager of the 
vast concern now known as the Powers Paper 
Company. In 1861, the entii*e business amount¬ 
ed to only $50,000, to-day $700,000 hardly 
covers the value of goods sent out from this 
house. In 1864, L. J. Powers & Bro.‘, finding 
the store under the Massasoit House too small 
for them, moved into an elegant building on 
Tvra.in street, and until E. B. Smith & Co., of 
Detroit, fitted up their establishment under the 
Russell House, they had the finest fitted store 
in the trade. In 1868, Mr. Powers purchased 
an interest in the paper mill known as the 
Powers & Brown Paper Company. In 1869, 
the fii-m name was changed to the Powers 
Paper Company, and having outgrown the 
store in Goodrich Block, the store opposite the 
Massasoit House was built, and occupied in 
December, 1873. 

At this time also the Company purchased an 
interest in the Riverside Mill, and the well- 
known brand of “Connecticut VaUey Mills” 
was put upon the market. It is now a stand¬ 
ard in the trade. In 1873, the Company find¬ 
ing the store in Agawam building was getting 
too small for them, they contracted with the 
Wason Car Co. to build them a warehouse ex¬ 
pressly for their business. This superb store, 
50 feet front and 100 feet deep, is just com¬ 
pleted, and is the finest stationery store in the 
country. The cut accompanying this article 
is a nice view of the building, standmg some 
50 feet from Main on Lyman street. As you 
enter the building, you find yourself in a room 
lOOx.50, the entire fioor of which is fiUed with 
paper. All the fittings on this fioor are of 
solid black walnut. Here are kept the open 
stock of the five lines of paper run by this 
house. Below this in the basement is the 
stock of envelopes; and the packing-room, 
everything here is fitted in white wood. 

The third floor is devoted to general station¬ 
ery, and our New York stationers might learn 
a lesson from the Powers Paper Company in 
the arrangement of sample-tables for display. 
Everything is in perfect order, and convenient 
for both clerks and buyers, and this is one 
reason of the large sales of this concern. 

The fourth floor is the notion department, 
and is fitted in butternut, trimmed with black 
walnut. This department has been running 
about ten years, and last year sold some 
$350,000 worth of goods. - 

The sales of this establishment are expected 
to reach $750,000 the present year, and are stiU 
growing very fast. 

It is this fact that has induced the Com¬ 
pany to establish an envelope factory on the 
fifth floor of this building. There are fifteen 
envelope machines running at present, and the 
force is steadily increasing, the Company being 
behind its orders in this department. 

The sixth floor is the printing and binding 
room, employing about twenty-five hands, and 


has all the completeness of the best appointed 
job office in the countey. 

The seventh is the storage floor, but this 
floor, large as it is, does not begin to hold the 
goods in cases held in reserve by the Company. 
They have over 500 cases of paper stowed in 
outside warehouses already. But space wdll 
not allow us to say more about this latest ad¬ 
dition to the stationery warehouses of the 
couubry, and wc will conclude our sketch by 
copying from the Springfield Republican its 
description of the private office of Mr. Powers, 
and which does it no injustice: 

“This office of Mr. Powders is the gem of 
the Company’s building, and is faultless in de¬ 
sign and workmanship. The walls and ceding 
are solid cabinet work, mahogany and ash, 
glued throughout, and the wood filled and 
rubbed and polished to a glass surface. The 
carpet is costly Brussels. The desks and tables 
are sohd mahogany, as also the chairs, the 
latter upholstered with wood-colored leather. 
Even the cuspadors are in hdrmony with the 
prevailmg tints of the apartment. The gas 
fixture is a drop-light, of recent and beautiful 
design, gilt and verde, opal shades, hand-de¬ 



corated w’lth subjects di’awii from the classics. 
One of those cheerful little gas-logs burns 
and ever burns, without consuming, in the 
gTate, and above the ample mantel a splendid 
mirror reflects the pleasing interior. On the 
opposite wall hang a choice beach scene by De 
Haas and an artist’s proof of “ The Return of 
the Mayflower two cabinet pictures by Hart 
and Tate ; a fine oil chromo, statuettes and or¬ 
naments in bronze and verde, hanging baskets 
of vines, etc., complete the adornment. The 
front, separating it from the paper wareroom, 
is almost entirely plate-glass. These offices are 
unquestionably the finest in the city, and one 
may search the great trade centers through 
without coming across very many in which 
money has been so lavishly expended and with 
such intelligent taste.” 


The American Stationer, which has hitherto 
been a department of The Paper Trade Jour¬ 
nal, will in future be published separately as 
the organ of the American Stationery and 
Fancy Goods Trades. The present issue of The 
Stationer is adorned by a fine likeness of Gil- 
lot, the famous individual of whom it used to 
be said that “ he makes people steel pens and 
then says they do write. ”— Commercial Bulletin. 


MAKING LEAD PENCILS. 

The wood most commonly used in this coun¬ 
try in the manufacture of lead pencils is j;he 
Florida red cedar, except an inferior grade, 
chiefly for the use of carpenters, which is made 
from white pine. The lead is the well-known 
ifiumbago, or graphite, of the best quafity, of 
which there is now only one available mine, 
that being in Asiatic Siberia. Hence the lim¬ 
ited supply and the high price. Many pencils 
are now made by grinding and cleaning what 
was formerly regarded as refuse in working 
the plumbago, and making a paste by mixing 
it with clay. In mixing the clay and graphite 
great care must be taken in selecting and 
cleaning the clay and getting the proper pro¬ 
portions. The mixture, after being well knead¬ 
ed, is placed in a large receiver, and forced 
out through a small groove at the bottom in 
the shape of a thread of thickness and style re¬ 
quired—either square, octagonal, or round. 
This thi’ead, or lead wire, is cut into bars of the 
proper length, then' straightened, dried at a 
moderate heat, and packed in air-tight ci’uci- 
bles and placed in the furnaces. The grade of 
the lead depends upon the amount of heat it is 
exposed to, the amount of clay used in mixing, 
and the quality of the plumbago. The lead is 
colored by various pigments. The wood, after 
being thoroughly seasoned, is cut in thin strips 
and dried again, then cut into strips of pencil 
length. These strips are grooved by machinery, 
then carried on a belt to the gluing room, 
where the lead is glued in the groove, and the 
other half of the pencil glued on. After being 
dried under pressure, they are sent- to the 
turning rooms, and rounded, squared, or made 
octagonal by a very ingenious little machine 
which passes them through three sets of cut¬ 
ters, and drops them ready for polishing or 
coloring; the former is done on lathes by boys, 
and the latter by a machine which holds the 
brush and turns the pencils fed to it through a 
hopper. After the pencil is polished, it is cut 
into an exact length by a circular saw, and the 
end is cut smooth by a drop knife, the pencil 
resting on an iron bed. The stamping is done 
thus: A hollow die is heated, the gold or sil¬ 
ver foil is laid on the pencil, which rests on an 
iron bed, and the die is then pressed on it by a 
screw lever. The pencils are then ready to be 
packed for the market.—Harper’s Weekly. 

THE LAW OF CONTRACTS AS APPLIED TO 
BUSINESS CIRCULARS. 

A few weeks ago a case of great commercial 
interest was tried in St. Louis, Mo., before 
Judge Treat in the United States Circuit Court 
for the Eastern District of Missouri. The fapts 
of the case, as briefly noted in the Iron Age of 
April 16, as these: “In February, 1873, Messrs. 
Hall, Kimbark & Co., af Chicago, sent put cir¬ 
culars to the trade, stating that their price for 
Jenk’s Patent Seat Springs was $1 per pair. 
Mr. George D. Hall of St. Louis, receiving this 
circular, immediately telegraphed an order for 
3,000 pairs. This order Messrs. Hall, Kimbark 
& Co. refused to fill for reasons satisfactory to 
themselves. Mr. Hall then took the first favor¬ 
able opportunity to bring suit for damages and 
received $1,350 — the difference between the 
price of Jenk’s seat springs as stated in the 
circular, and their market value on the 14th of 
February, 1873. This case decides the question 
of whether the statement of a price in a circu¬ 
lar, without reservations or conditions, renders 
it obligatory upon the person or firm sending 
it out to fill at that price all orders received.”

Bradburn make the articles in ivory and box¬ 
wood, and turn them out highly finished. 

The London Stationer says of the coUection 
of bound books at the present London Inter¬ 
national Exhibition: There is, with one excep¬ 
tion, an entire absence of novelty. “Mr. Tuck- 
ett, of the British Museum, exhibits a con¬ 
siderable power of* decorative art, which he 
produces by means of chemical agency, so as 
to give covers of morocco and calf the appear¬ 
ance of being inlaid with variously-tinted 
leather. The skiU, however, which he exhibits 
is not to be introduced to the trade, and his 
specimens are only shown as a curiosity. 
The manufacturers of leather goods ha-ve 
certainly been very remiss, and the trade will 
be disappointed in consequence of the entire 
absence of new goods suited for the fancy 
trade.” 

• Mr. Stephenson, an English stationer, lately 
sued a bill discounted to recover £6 worth of 
professional cards and envelopes. On the cards 
was printed the name of the defendant, “Mr. 
Savory, solicitor,” and on the envelopes the 
intertwined monogram S. C. It was urged, 
on the part of the defence, that some of the 
goods were for a Mr. Cliidley, a soheitor, also 
living at 40 Great Marlborough street. But 
this plaintiff denied, adding that he had refused 
to trust b im for a desk, which he wished to 
purchase. Although the defendant acted as a 
solicitor, he had no right to do so; but he said 
that he acted conjointly with Chidley, whose 
brass plate was on the door, with the name of 
“ Chidley,” and underneath that of “ Savory.” 
He also did not deny that the initials on the 
envelopes were intended for the joint and 
separate use of both parties. The judge, after 
commenting on the conduct of Mr. Savpry, 
gave judgment for the plaintiff, with full costs 
of attorney and witnesses.

The points advanced in the article upon 
“Drumming” in our present issue are perti¬ 
nent, and will interest every one of our read¬ 
ers. They bring up something which has been 
a fertile theme for discussion for years, and 
which ought to be well ventilated, namely, the 
treatment of clerks and other employes by the 
heads of business establishments. 

A great change has taken place since the 
days of Arthur Tappan and the other old- 
school merchants, when a clerk or an appren¬ 
tice was looked upon as a member of his em 
ployer’s household, and treated with thought¬ 
ful consideration. Then it was a common 
thing for an apprentice in time to marry his 
employer’s daughter, and be taken in as a part¬ 
ner. 


nize their clerks as their social equals, but treat 
them as so many machines, who are paid to do 
their work, and about whose affairs outside of 
office hours they do not feel the least interest. 

A. T. Stewart, if common report is to be be¬ 
lieved, is a type of this class of merchant, and 
he maintains an iron despotism over his army 
of employes. People say that it is necessary 
to follow such a course in such a vast estab¬ 
lishment, but H. B. Claflin, who has a pretty 
large house, follows an entirely different 
course, and is beloved by everyone under his 
direction. Charles Dickens, in the Brothers 
Cherryble, has drawn a humorous yet charm¬ 
ing picture of the good-natured and generous 
man of business, and we are glad to know that 
there are many like them, even amid the selfish 
money-seekers of this great city. 

When will business men learn this vital 
truth, that it pays to treat their hands well ? 
Money will buy eye service, but nothing more. 
That best labor, which results from a man’s 
whole heart and soul being interested in his 
employer’s affairs, cannot be bought with sal¬ 
aries, however large. An occasional pleasant 
word, an approving smile, or any slight act of 
friendly consideration will accomplish won¬ 
ders. James Gordon Bennett had a knack of 
praising his subordinates when they had done 
well, so that they would go through fire and 
water in order that the Herald should not be 
beaten by a rival journal. All men can put 
these principles in practice. They cost little 
to carry out, but bring in large returns, and 
he is wise who takes advantage of them. 


ASSOCIATION AND ITS OBJECT. 

The editorial in our last issue upon the need 
of an American Stationers’ Hall, has attracted 
considerable attention, and the subject itself 
has been widely discussed by the trade. 

The question has been raised whether such 
an association ought to try to regulate prices, 
by proposing a hst of rates to be adopted by 
the trade generally. This, however, is not 
within the province of an organization of the 
kind, nor would an attempt of the sort be 
likely to result in good. 

The history of all combinations, whether 
among employers or workingmen, shows that 
they have rarely succeeded in carrying out 
any concerted plan to raise rates. It is very 
easy to resolve to do a thing of this kind, and 
even to induce people to sign an agreement, 
binding themselves to stick to certain prices, 
but soon come back-slidings and defections; 
one goes off, and cuts under rates, and then 
another follows, until the rest are forced for 
their own safety to follow suit, and then mat¬ 
ters are just as before. 

No association can perform impossibilities, 
and excepting in rare cases, it is almost an im¬ 
possibility to expect to regulate prices arbi¬ 
trarily. 


Nowadays a different order of things pre¬ 
vails. Clerks are given greater freedom, but 
they are treated with more indifference. A 
barrier has risen between the private office 
and the counting room similar to that which 
exists between the cabin and forecastle of a 
man-of-war. Many merchants hardly recog- 


AN END TO BE GAINED BY UNION. 

An association would bind the members of 
the trade together, and thus benefit them all. 
It would create an esprit du corps that would 
put an end to many of the shabby tricks now 
practiced by some of the trade. If a stationer 
now issues a new , style of package or any 


other novelty, which cannot be patented, and 
yet which is as much personal property as 
many other things, at once somebody else fol¬ 
lows suit, and duplicates it so nearly as to de¬ 
stroy aU the originality which belonged to it. 
This is plainly piracy, and yet the injured 
party has no protection nor redress, and 
cannot do anything but growl to himself, and 
pocket his loss. Even less fairness exists 
among stationers in this respect than among 
publishers, for the latter have a tacit under¬ 
standing, that if one of their members issues a 
Special book the rest will refrain from doing 
so. With an association in existence of the 
right sort, such bad practices would soon cease, 
for a moral influence could be brought to bear 
upon all delinquents, which would act as a 
suflficient check against future like perform¬ 
ances. 

We hope the example of the Cincinnati sta¬ 
tioners’ clerks in forming an association will be 
followed in other cities, and that we shall soon 
have like bodies in Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Baltimore, and elsewhere. Our New York 
young men in particular, should take pattern 
by their Western friends, and join in a union 
for mutual benefit. Association is the order of 
the day. _ _

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HOW TO WORK A SPECIALTY IN TRADE. 

The following hints on how to carry on a 
specialty in business will be found valuable to 
many persons: The great fortunes we hear of 
being accumulated by noted proprietors of spe¬ 
cialties are not exactly happy accidents, but the 
result of patient and intelligent labors, united 
to a judicious audacity and liberality. 

The style of get-up of an article has often¬ 
times great influence on its success. If hand¬ 
somely packed in wrappers or cases, it fur¬ 
nishes the retail dealer with a plentiful supply 
of weapons for publicity in his store. The 
retail prices should be in even sums, and if 
there are various sizes, they should be the 
multiple of each other in bulk and cost. In 
deciding upon the retail price of an article, 
about to be introduced, too much attention 
cannot be given to the discounts which wiU 
have to be made to the different classes of 
buyers in the trade. There should always be a 
first abatement from the retail trade of one- 
third for any quantity to one who buys to sell 
again, and to the same party a further discount 
of, say, ten per cent, when a whole gross is 
purchased—this last to be supplemented by an 
additional discount of ten or fifteen per cent, 
to the wholesale houses on five or ten gross 
lots. As the class of goods in question is es¬ 
sentially a monopoly, the proprietor has power 
to fix his prices as arbitrarily as he chooses; 
but he will consult his interest by making 
liberal discounts, seUing for net cash only, and 
in no case confidentially or otherwise, giving 
any advantage to one buyer over another. A 
printed tariff to wholesale houses should be 
issued, and rigidly adhered to as to quantities, 
cash, and days allowed for payment. All 
changes in this tariff should be notified some 
considerable time in advance of the period 
when the change will take place, so as to give 
wholesale dealers time to arrange advantage¬ 
ously in case of their being either over-stocked 
or in short supply. These notices should be 
given simultaneously, that no one man may 
have any advantage from early information 
of contemplated changes. The proprietor of 
an article must obviously, in arranging his 
wholesale and retail prices, allow himself a 
handsome margin, the expense for publicity 
and otherwise, aside from the cost of manu¬ 
facture, being likely to be so onerous. 

-«•>- 

The question whether dies are the property 
of the embosser or the customer has been tried 
in the Lord Mayor’s Court. A firm of auction¬ 
eers brought an action against Mr. Sloper, who 
is the inventor of a patent machine for perfor¬ 
ating postage stamps with the initials of firms, 
for the recovery of some dies. An order was 
given for making a die to stamp half a sheet 
of postage stamps at a time, and was adapted 
to the defendent’s machine. For those dies he 
charged £7 7s., and for a length of time con¬ 
tinued to perforate the plaintiff’s stamps. They, 
however, removed their business from the de¬ 
fendant, and then required their dies to be given 
up to them, and the defence was that the de¬ 
fendant said that the charge was not exactly 
for the dies, but for the expense of adapting 
them to his patent machine. In the second 
place, it was his custom, when the dies wore 
out or got out of repair, to replace them or re¬ 
pair them for nothing; and, in the third place, 
that the dies that he had charged for had been 
worn out, and that he had replaced, them with 
n ew, so that the plaintiffs corfid not possibly 
have any claim to them. The jury returned a 
verdict for the defendant.

Capital stands ready at 
all times to meet mechanical skill, and the 
capitalist finds no better field for the employ¬ 
ment of his money than in conjunction with 
an educated, quick-witted, self-calculating art¬ 
isan. Mechanical skill is capital, and that too 
of the highest character. 

The man who takes a trade journal devoted 
to his business interests is thereby enabled to 
keep posted up in all that appertains thereto, 
whether it be of improvements already made 
or of suggestions as to the wants in that trade. 
Such journals, recording the experiments of 
some, lead others into a more advanced stage 
of perfection, and the result is a benefit to the 
whole. Lawyers and physicians of the present 
day deem it essential to keep informed as to 
their respective callings, and to that end con¬ 
sult all the laws and current pubheations bear¬ 
ing upon such subjects. It is no less a duty of 
the manufacturer and artisan to support a 
trade journal devoted to the advancement of 
his interests, and thereby keep informed of the 
material progress made in such direction. 

A mechanic wisely says: “I am more and 
more convinced that Avhatthe young mechanic 
needs to do, above anything else, is to see the 
importance of not putting himself in any man’s 
power by spending every cent as fast as he 
earns it, until his family is so large that he 
cannot help it, and of so improving the time he 
now has from his work, that that all-powerfui 
agent, public opinion, will help him to more 
leisure. I believe that every mechanic who is 
trying to lead a useful life, is doing something 
toward shortening the work day, if it can be 
with benefit, and every thoughtless young 
‘ jour ’ who has no higher ambition than to get 
the most ‘ good time ’ and ‘ tobacco juice ’ out 
of the least exertion, is doing all he can to keep 
down the workingman, no matter how much 
he may curse the bosses. Employers are sel¬ 
fish; so are employes, but as a rule employers 
think, and employes won’t think; hence the 
former are apt to control the latter.” 

Every Saturday, editorially noticing the 
postal card and the “open letter,” observes 
that the impression that the writing of long, 
leisurely letters is going out of fashion hardly 
seems well founded. The innovation of the 
photograph was exjjected to supersede the 
painted portraits, but thus far, we remark, it 
has banished nothing but the silhouette. Many 
things which are called letters are satisfied by 
the telegram, the postal card, the circular and 
the advertisement, but real letters must re¬ 
main, and in fact increase “ as the capacity for 
expression becomes a more constant quantity. ” 
We fancy this thought is both true and untrue. 
Among persons of leisure and culture, the 
letter will not lose its charm and gi*ace. 
Among people whose pursuits leave them un¬ 
employed hours, writing may take its turn j 
with reading. But certainly to the strained | 
nerves and taxed time of the toilers of this ! 
age the long, delightful outflow of thought 
and gossip that made the true letter are rarely 
possible.— F. B. Sandborn.

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DOES DEUMMING PAY? 

Written specially for The American Stationer. 

No. 4. 

We said that those firms where the traveler 
and his employer acted together harmoniously 
made drumming pay. But the question is 
asked, are there no exceptions to this rule— 
Are there not first-class travelers who make 
drumming pay, and yet average over $10 per 
day for expenses? Certainly. We know one 
man, who is said to have the best trade of any 
one in his line, whose average expenses will 
not fall short of $20 per day. He carries about 
1,000 lbs. of samples, and we know of his pay¬ 
ing extra freight from Pittsburg to Chicago to 
the amount of $23. The hotel room necessary 
to display these samples costs from $10 to $12 a 
day without board. Yet this gentleman made 
traveling pay so well that when he talked of 
leaving his house they offered him a partner¬ 
ship as an inducement to stay. The agent of a 
well-known New England stationery house 
called upon us last week, and we asked him to 
show us his expense account. We figured up 
his average for the trip, which closed June 1, 
at $13 per day. This gentleman’s sales last 
year were $154,000. 

We are speaking of average travelers when 
we say that their expenses are large at $10 per 
day, and not of the men whose trade and 
talents make them almost independent of their 
outlay for traveling. It is true there are few 
of these men to be found, but if employers 
would do their duty fairly and keep their tra¬ 
velers posted on stock in store, with the varia¬ 
tion in prices, we would have more of this 
kind of duummers. One large firm have given 
up sending out travelers, saying it did not pay 
them to do so; yet the same house never wrote 
a word to their travelers from the time the 
latter left New York in August until they came 
back in December, and as a consequence the 
net sales, as they appeared on the ledger, feU 
short, we are told, on one trip alone, to the ex¬ 
tent of several thousand dollars. Does any 
one wonder that a firm doing business on this 
principle did not make traveling pay? Cer¬ 
tainly not. Traveling pays in all cases where 
the traveler is master of his business and has 
any sort of liberal support at home. The ser¬ 
vices of the very best traveler in the world can 
be made worse than useless by the incompe¬ 
tence of order clerks or the insolence and inde¬ 
pendence of cashiers and book-keepers; yet the 
fault is all laid at the traveler’s door. Those 
houses which are successful in this respect are 
the ones where a partner looks after all the de¬ 
tails of the business, keeps his clerks posted in 
every change of price, and sends samples of all 
new goods to his travelers as soon as they come 
out.

A NEW INKSTAND. 



The accompanying cut shows the latest im¬ 
provement to the common sense inkstand yet 
issued. The new stand is called the “ Safety Ink- 
stand,” and is manufactured under Bradford’s 
patent of April 3. 1866. The cut represents a 
vertical section of the stand. 

By its peculiar construction, aU the desirable 
features of an inkstand are here combined. 
Every drop of ink can be used without tipping. 
The ink will not spill if the inkstand be upset, 
there being greater cubic space in the top than 
in the bottom. 

The pen is either arrested by the narrow 
sides of the ink-well, or the point comes in 
contact with a soft rubber cork, making a 
great saving in pens, by protecting the points 
from injury. A receptacle is provided at the 
bottom for sediment. 

It is readily cleaned by removing the stop¬ 
per at the bottom. It is attractive in appear¬ 
ance and cheap in price. 


STATIONEES’ HALL. 

The hall of the Stationers’ Company hides 
itself with the modesty of an author in Sta¬ 
tioners’ Hall Court, Ludgate Hill, close abbut- 
ting on Paternoster Row, a congenial neigh¬ 
borhood. This hall of the master, and keeper, 
and wardens, and commonalty of the mystery 
or art of the stationers of the city of London 
stands on the site of Burgavenny House, which 
the stationers modified and re-erected in the 
third and fourth years of Philip and Mary— 
the dangerous period when the company was 
first incorporated. The old house had been, 
in the reign of Edward III., the palace 
of John, Duke of Bretagne and Earl of Rich¬ 
mond. It was afterward occupied by the 
Earls of Pembroke. In Elizabeth’s reign it be¬ 
longed to Lord Abergavenny, whose daughter 
married Sir Thomas Vane. In 1611 (James I.) 
the Stationers’ Company purchased it and 
took complete possession. The house was 
swept away in the great fire of 1666, when the 
stationers—the great sufferers on that occa¬ 
sion—lost property to the amount of £200,000. 

The fraternity of the Stationers of London 
(says Mr. John Gough Nichols, P. S. A., who 
has written a most valuable and interesting his¬ 
torical notice of the worshipful company) is 
first mentioned in the fourth year of Henry IV., 
when their by-laws were approved by the city 
authorities, and they are then described as 
“writers (transcribers,) lymners of books and 
dyverse things for the church and other uses. ” In 
early times all special books were protected by 
special letters patent, so that the early registers 
of Stationers’ Hall chiefly comprise books of 
entertainment, sermons, pamphlets, and bal¬ 
lads. 

Mary originally incorporated the society in 
order to put a stop to heretical writings, and 
gave the company power to search in any 
shop, house, chamber, or building of printer, 
binder, or seller, for books published contrary 
to statutes, acts, and proclamations. King 
James, in the first year of his reign, by letters 
patent, granted the Stationers’ Company the 
exclusive privilege of printing almanacs, prim¬ 
ers, psalters, the ABC, the “little catechism,” 
and Nowell’s catechism. 

The Stationers’ Company, for two important 
centuries in English history, (says Mr. Cun¬ 
ningham,) had pretty well the monopoly of 
learning. Printers were obliged to serve their 
time to a member of the company; and almost 
every pubhcation, from a Bible to a ballad, 
was required to be “entered at Stationer o’ 
HaU.” The service is now unnecessary, but 
Parliament. stiU requires, under the recent 
Copyright Act, that the proprietor of every 
published work should register his claim in the 
books of the Stationers’ Company, and pay a 
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fee of five sliillings. The number of the free- 
inen of the company is between 1,000 and 
1,100, and the livery, or leading persons, about 
45(1. The capital of the company amounts to 
upwards of £40,000, divided into shares, vary¬ 
ing in value from £40 to £400 each. The great 
treasure of the Stationers’ Comi:>any is its se¬ 
ries of registers of works entered for publica¬ 
tion. This valuable collection of entries com¬ 
mences in 1557, and, though often consulted 
and quoted, was never properly understood 
till Mr. J. Payne Collier ijublished two care¬ 
fully edited volumes of extracts from its earlier 
pages. 

The only publications which the company 
continues to issue are a Latin gj-adus and al¬ 
manacs, of which it had at one time the en¬ 
tire monopoly. Almanac day at Stationers’ 
Hall (every 22d of November, at three o’clock) 
is a sight worth seeing, from the bustle of the 
porters anxious to get off with early supplies. 
The Stationers’ Company’s almanacs are now 
by no means the best of the day. Mr. Charles 
Knight, who worked so strenuously and so 
successfully for the spread of popular educa¬ 
tion, first struck a blow at the absurd mono¬ 
poly of almanac printing. So much behmd 
the age is this privileged company, that it ac¬ 
tually still continues to publish Moore’s quack 
almanac, with the nonsensical old astrological 
tables, describing the moon’s influence on 
various parts of the human body. One year 
it is said they had the courage to leave out 
this farrago, with the hieroglyphics originally 
stolen by Lily from monkish manuscripts, and 
from Lily stolen by Mooie. The result was 
that most of the copies were returned on their 
hands. They have not since dared to oppose 
the stolid force of vulgar ignorance. They still 
publish Wing’s sheet almanac, though Wing 
was an imposter and fortune-teller, who died 
eight yeai-s after the Restoration. All this is 
very unworthy of a privileged company, with 
an invested capital of £40,000, and does not 
much help forward the enlightenment of the 
poorer classes. This company is entitled for 
the supposed security of the copyright, to 
two copies of every woik, however costly, 
published in the United Kingdom, a mischiev¬ 
ous tak, which restrains the publication of 
many valuable but expensive works. 

The first Stationers’ Hall was in Milk street. 
In 1553 they removed to St. Peter’s College, 
near St. Paul’s Deanery, where the chantry 
priests of St. Paul’s had previously resided. 
The present hall closely resembles the hall at 
Bridewell, having a row of oval wind.ows above 
the lower range, which were fitted up by Mr. 
Mylne in 1800, when the chamber was cased 
with Portland stone and the lower windows 
lengthened. 

The great window at the upper end of the 
hall was erected 1801, at the expense of Mr. 
Alderman Cadell. It includes some older 
glass blazoned with the arms and crest of the 
company, the two emblematic figures of re¬ 
ligion and learning designed by Smirke. Like 
most ancient halls, it has a raised dias, or haut 
place, which is occupied by the court table at 
the two great dinners in August and November. 
On the wall, above the wainscoting that has 
glowed red with the reflection of many a 
bumper of generous wine, are hung in decor¬ 
ous state the pavises or shields of arms of 
members of the court, which in civic proces¬ 
sions are usually borne by a body of pension¬ 
ers, the number of whom, when the Lord May¬ 
or is a member of the company, corresponds , 
with the years of that august dignitary’s age- 


In the water show these escutcheons decorated 
the sides of the company’s barge when the}^ 
accompanied the Lord Mayor to Westminster, 
and called at the landing of Lami^eth Palace to 
pay their respects to the representative of 
their former ecclesiastical censors. On this oc¬ 
casion the Archbishop usually sent out the 
thirsty stationers a hamper of wine, while the 
rowers of the barge had bread and cheese and 
ale to their hearts’ content. It is still the cus¬ 
tom (says Mr. Nichols) to forward the Ai’chi- 
bishop annually a set of the company’s alman¬ 
acs, and some also to the Lord Chancellor 
and the master of the rolls. Formerly the 
twelve judges and other i^ersons received the 
same compliment. Alas for the mutation of 
other things than almanacs, however, for in 
1850 the company’s barge, being sold, was 
taken to Oxford, wher.e it may .still be seen on 
the Isis, the property of one of the college 
boat clubs. At the upper end of the hall is a 
court cupboard or buffet for the display of the 
company’s plate, and at the lower end, on 
either side of the doorway, is a similar recess. 
The entrance-screen of the hall, guarded by 
allegorical figures, and crowned by the i-oyal 
arms (with the inescutcheon of Nassau—Wil- 
ham III.,) is richly adorned with carvings.

So can we be of very 
great service in all commercial and social rcsijccts 
to our friends who visit us from the oltl connti-y, 
to our customers from all parts of our own country, 
and to ourselves in having a court of iinal appeal in 
all matters of ilispnte; for bo it known to you, oh, 
my brothers, we are not as honest and fair-dealing 
and regardful of each otlier’s riglils as we ought to 
be, and as a Stationers’ Board of Trade would com¬ 
pel us to be.

It is 
always a pleasure to see improvements, and one can 
bear with good grace to see his ideas improved 
tipon, but Avhen they are sluidowed with clumsy 
imitation, it c-alls forth exc.iamalions which wouitl 
not sound well in polite society. Men should look 
to their honor in that respect as closely as they do 
to their honor as gentlemen. There would then be 
no cause for the use of impolite adjectives, or com- 
[)laint in any form. Improve, but never deteriorate.

The finest kinds are of course 
those which are most exquisitely painted, and 
some of them are really beautiful specimens 
of art. Hecht Brothers have a large line of 
real Japanese fans of from ten to fourteen 
inches in size, and ranging in price from 5 cents 
to $1.50. Many of these are very pretty speci¬ 
mens of workmanship. The cheaper kinds are 
noticeable for their grotesque designs as well 
as for their vivid coloring, and the execution 
of all of them is wonderfully simple, and yet 
brilliant. The demand for this kind of fans 
comes mainly from the large cities of the Mid¬ 
dle States, and the West. The New England 
trade is supphed by Boston firms, while the 
South consumes but few of these articles, ex¬ 
cepting snch places as New Orleans. 

A short time ago we saw an order for birth¬ 
day cards sent from the West, which could not 
be filled, for the simple reason that they were 
not to be obtained on this side of the water. 
Messrs. Dean & Son issue several styles of 
these pretty articles, of which our London 
namesake remarks: “Birthday Cards are not 
affected by seasons, and may therefore be 
safely ordered; but, like all goods of the fancy 
stationer, they must be exhibited, either on 
the counter or in the window, if it is desired to 
make them profitable.”

TICKET-SCALPING. 

Ticket-scalping ” is what the railroad people 
call it, and the “ticket-scalper” stands in their 
view in almost as odious alight as the granger. 
An invention of recent date, it is not gener¬ 
ally familiar to the public. The fertile brain 
of a Chicago drummer was probably its origin. 

It bears the intellectual finger-marks of _ that 
sharp and well-traveled individual, and betrays 
his tendency to shave both ways, enabling him, 
as it does, to ride at cheaper rates than any¬ 
body else, and to beat the house by charging 
that unfortunate concern with his full fare. 
No other inclividual could have conceived thei 
idea of purchasing a through ticket, and when 
landed at his intended point of destination, 
selling the coupon for the balance of the way 
for almost enough to pay for his ride. 

A matter between two individuals, and in¬ 
volving only a few dollars, has grown until the 
business employs hundreds of men and invol¬ 
ves hundreds of thousands of dollars. Well- 
informed individuals estimate that $300,000 is 
annually lost to the railroad companies by this 
means, while by some it is placed as high as 
$500,000. 

But what is the moving cause of this state of 
things ? 

As the country, particularly the West, grew 
up, the long fines of railroad which pierced 
into the region began to be intersected with 
short fines. In the competition between the two, 
the short fine is, of course, always able toj 
“make the rate,” and the larger fine has to 
come down to it. Competition obliges all 
roads between the same points to charge the 
same rates, no matter how much greater the 
distance on one. To illustrate : Take the con¬ 
nections between Omaha, Chicago, and St. 
Louis. The relative positions of the cities 
are about those of three angles of an equilateral 
triangle. 

Chicago and Omaha may be said to be on a 
parallel fine, while St. Louis is about equi-dis- 
tant from both, to the south. Connecting Oma-: 
ha directly with Chicago are two roads, the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, and the North¬ 
western. The St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Northern Raih’oad and the Missouri Pacific 
connect Omaha with St. Louis, which is con¬ 
nected with Chicago by the Illinois Central and 
the Chicago and Alton Railroad. The fare from 
Omaha to Chicago by the direct fine, and that 
from Omaha to St. Louis are the same. 

So that if the drummer purchases in Omaha 
a through ticket to Chicago via St. Louis he 
would have on his arrival there a coupon to 
Chicago, the regular fare to which place is $11. 
Selling this to a scalper for $7 or $8 leaves the 
drummer only $10.50 or $9.50 out of pocket for, 
the trip, and $3 or $4 ahead of the house. 
The broker sells the ticket again at a slight 
discount from the regular rates t? a Chicago 
bound man, and makes $3 or $3. 

Who are the “scalpers’” customers ? Then- 
trade is almost wholly confined to “commer¬ 
cial travelers.” But the number of these is 
immense. The number going out from St. 
Louis alone, on the trains East and West, is es-

OTJR AIM. 

The aim of this journal is not to teach others 
who are wiser than its editor about matters 
which they may have made a hfe study. We 
are neither so ambitious nor so presumptuous 
to venture to do this. What we seek rather to 
do is first, to give the current news of the 
trade, which comprises a report of the state of 
the market, imports and exports, notices of 
novelties, and the like.

Our ideal of a trade paper is that it should 
collect and present in an attractive form the 
best ideas which are obtainable on matters of 
interest, to its special constituency. To do 
this we must trust to our own enterprize, 
while relying much upon the help of our read¬ 
ers in supplying information to us. Let each 
one lend a hand and aU will be benefited. 
Then we shall have a periodical which will be 


truly representative. It will be like men speak¬ 
ing to themselves about their own affairs, and, 
allowing for the inevitable deficiencies which 
belong to aU human agencies, it should be a 
powerful adjunct to the trade. 

A BOARD OF TRADE. 

The communication in another column, 
signed “A/ Plimbiis Unum " sets forth in a 
pithy yet forcible manner the advantages to 
be derived from a board of trade, and says 
much in little on the subject. The time for 
agitating this scheme has almost passed, and 
the trade is ready for organization. The call 
for a meeting is to be drafted, and will 
soon be ready for signatures. The lead- 
members of the trade favor the movement 
and they will be backed by the voice and senti¬ 
ment of the mass of stationers. It only needs 
action to bring matters to a focus. The ele¬ 
ments of a sohd and lasting union exist, and a 
httle judicious effort will make them coalasce. 

The character of the organization to be 
formed must be decided by a conference of the 
trade. Elsewhere we give a detailed descrip¬ 
tion of the London Stationem’ HaU, but this or¬ 
ganization it win be perceived has mostly to do 
with publishers, and not with stationers. What 
is now needed in this country is an association 
similar to the Board of Trade in other lines of 
Iness. And whenever a meeting of station¬ 
ers is called together, there will be ample ma¬ 
terial for practically supplying their needs. 


of beauty and use are made and sold by sta¬ 
tioners. We have kept our light under a bushel 
too long, and it is discreditable to remain thus 
dormant any more. 


What the stationers need as a body is simply 
esprit du corps. The trade has fine qualities 
for union. • Its members are inteUigent, culti¬ 
vated men. Compare them, for example, with 
printers. The members of the art preservative 
are noted for their knowledge, but it is of de¬ 
sultory kind, picked up at odd moments, and 
through taking advantage of stray opportuni- 
They are also a shiftless, changeable 
class, many of them of loose habits. Station¬ 
ers are mostly booksellers, and though their 
stationery trade has to carry their book busi¬ 
ness, yet the lq,tter cultivates and improves 
them. 

The testimony of those who know American 
stationers well is that they are a very superior 
body of men. As we have said, however, they 
lack cohesion and unity; they need to come to¬ 
gether, to discuss their affairs freely with one 
another, exchange experiences, and do each 
other all the good in their power. 


The display of blank books and stationery at 
the last American Institute Pair was very 
meagre, though the articles exhibited were of 
good quahty. It consisted mainly of blank 
books from Francis & Loutrell and Corhes 
& Co., Slote & Janes, and several other firms, 
with some show cases of pens and pencils, be¬ 
side a few inkstands. Tliis was wholly inade¬ 
quate and unworthy of the trade of the me¬ 
tropolis. We trust that at the coining year, 
next fall, a better show will be made, and that 
every manufacturer of a specialty, as well as 
the leading producers of aU staple articles, 
will be represented there. We want to aston¬ 
ish the public by showing them what wonders

of use. Anyone who has new designs can thus 
bring them to the attention of the trade with¬ 
out any trouble or expense. It is desirable to 
have illustrations prepared to accompany such 
descriptions, whenever practicable.

There is a general tightness prevaclinginoney, ami 
much dilhcirlty is experienced in collectingaccounts 
Avith promptitude. In respect to orders, however, 
the wholesale houses .are receiving better “ lines ” 
than they expected, though, by reason ol customers 
being ba(!kward in their payments, much considera¬ 
tion is given to the advisability of inereasing debits. 
The result has been that m.any accounts have been 
changed, as, by the non-execution of orders, travel¬ 
ers have been enabled to do business with many 
tradespeople who, formerly wedded to one or two 

houses, refused to see the samples of their now sup¬ 
pliers. The paper trade has been fairly occupied 
with business at old rates. Thers is a general 
I'eeling that prices must come down, and all 
business operations, both those ot manulactur- 
ers and consumers, are being conducted with a 
view to a fall. The exceptionally l.arge number ot 
publications recently started lias benelited station¬ 
ers, but the ephemeral character of such business 
cannot be relied upon. The fancy trade has lately 
done as Avell as could be expected, considering the 
very lew new goods that have been olTered to them. 
Fire stove ornament makers appear to be earnest in 
their .assertions that they cannot supply all the or¬ 
ders sent to them, but Ave believe that most of the 
successful manufacturers invariably supply lirst 
those persons Avho Avant the least credit. The ex¬ 
port trade, though api>arently decreasing, is not ab¬ 
solutely smaller at the present time.—iiondon Sta- 
i'iorier.

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FOREIGN NOTES, 

Messi's. Stone, Langdon & Stone have initi¬ 
ated a system of selling waste cards by weight, 
instead of quantity. 

Among the novelties mentioned in our Lon¬ 
don namesake, are the India rubber pens of 
Jas. Perry & Co., which have been in use here 
for years. 

Playing cards with a backing of Masonic 
emblems have been issued by Willis & Co., 
London, and ought to meet with a regular 
and steady demand. 

Carte-de-Visite fz-ames in bronze, to hold one 
and two poiiiz-aits, from the factoiy of Hart- 
wiz & Co., of Sonnebei’g, ai’e being introduced 
to the English ti’ade. 

A correspondent of the London Stationer 
wishes to obtziin a book about relief stamping 
presses, and how to use them. Do any of our 
readers know of such a woi'k ? 

In 1869, 843,733 quills were required for the 
English Groveimment service, but the requisi¬ 
tions for the current year are reduced to 
479,620, while only 11,890 gross of steel pens 
are ordered, as compai-ed with 12,425 in the 
year 1873-4. 

The proprietors of the Journal Aniusant 
have issued paper-hangings eni-iched with the 
vaz-ious engravings that have from time to 
time appeared in the columns of their paper. 
They are printed upon buff-colored paper, in 
twelve-yards lengths, the width being double 
that of the ordinaz-y hazzgings. There are five 
rolls issued, and the same illustration is zzot re¬ 
peated a second time. 

The hot dispzzte which has been raging be¬ 
tween the rival claimants of the invention, 
and mazzufacture of fire stove oz-zzaments has 
been adjudicated by the editor of the London 
Stationer as follows: ‘‘We have seen samples 
of the ‘ Satin ’ goods which Mz-. Howard intro¬ 
duced twelve years ago, and also the books 
of that gentleman, which cleaz-ly show that he 
is entitled to whatever honor is due to the 
first inventor of the now popular Satin Fiz-e- 
stove ornaments.” 

The London Stationer reznaz'ks, that “uzz- 
sigzzed post caz’d and memorandum paper 
orders are constantly creating disputes, and, if 
the presumed senders deny their authenticity, 
it is very diflScult for the receiver to prove 
that they were dispatched with the sanctiozi 
or knowledge of the disputant. We recently 
heard of a large order that had been received 
by telegz-aph from the United States, being 
afterwards repzzdiated, and so causizig con¬ 
siderable loss to the shippez’s. ” 

The Annalen der Typograpliie says regard¬ 
ing bookbinding: “ In Englandpizblishers issue 
neaz'ly all their publications bound in provi¬ 
sional linen covers and uncut. This kind of 
binding possesses many advantages; it suffices 
to give the book a good appearance and pro¬ 
tects it efficiently, so thaf. for the'great ma- 
joz-ity of book buyers in Germany this linen 
binding would be deemed sizfficiezzt for library 
purposes. The book-collecting Englishman, 
however, has the book thoroughly bound for 
his librazy, in the most durable manner, in 
morocco or stained leather. First-rate ma- 
tei’ial, ingenious machines, and a proper divi¬ 
sion of work for the purpose, and a good pay¬ 
ing public as .well give to English workmen 
unusual advantages.”

The public do not buy more articles from the 
trade in proportion to the growth of the popu¬ 
lation, but they show better taste and are 
more fastidious in their requirements. They 
want the best of everything, yet not at an ex¬ 
travagant price, and they will not be content 
with cheap or flimsy articles. 

It is a matter of fact, and it is worth remem¬ 
bering, that business men who attend to busi¬ 
ness with all their might in business hours, 
and who make it a business to have nothing to 
do with business out of business hours, live 
longer, have better health, enjoy themselves 
better, save more money, are better citizens, 
husbands and fathers, and, in a word, go 
through life more creditably to themselves 
than those who “ mix things,” and never know 
when their days work is done .—Commercial 
Bulletin. 

Men, who have to make numerous calls 
daily, frequeutly And their labors materially 
increased and much time lost by the unbusi¬ 
nesslike habit of certain persons who persist¬ 
ently lock up their ofiSces, and place on the 
outer door thereof a shabby piece of papei^ 
whereon is written the unwelcome intimation 
that the tenant will return at a given hour. 
The visitor is unable to leave any intimation 
of his call, and of course goes away much an¬ 
noyed. To obviate the perpetuation of this 
system, Mr. Herbert, of Charterhouse Build¬ 
ings, E. C., has introduced a card, with a slate 
mounting for the reception of messages. 

A correspondent says : “I purchased some 
of the Japanese substitutes for postal cards 
the other day. I could only obtain specimens 
of the half-sen ones, those for local news, i. e. 
available only for despatch from one part of 
a town to another, the supply of the one-sen 
denomination being exhausted. These articles 
are not cards, but pieces of foreign paper about 
six and a half inches long by six inches wide 
when open. They are folded down the middle, 
and on one of the outer sides is printed in 
fac-simile of the ordinary postage stamp of a 
s imil ar denomination. The stamped side is in¬ 
tended for the address, and is embellished with 
a border of foreign design, printed in red; 
one of the inner sides is similarly ornamented, 
and crossed with lines also printed in red; the 
remaining two sides are blank.” 

One of the most striking advantages which a 
large business house has over its smaller rivals 
is in its ability to execute orders of great mag¬ 
nitude with promptitude and efficiency. Take 
for instance, large manufacturers like Messrs. 
Jessup & Moore, or Campbell, Hall & Co., 
who have facilities for filling an order for sev¬ 
eral thousand reams of book or news paper at 
very short notice, and such a house can com¬ 
mand its own price from those large consum¬ 
ers whose wants are periodical and must be 
supplied. A newspaper proprietor like Bon¬ 
ner, or Bennett, or a large publishing firm like 
the Harpers or Appletons, cannot afford to in¬ 
cur delay for the sake of a possible saving in 
price, which might be obtained by running 
among the trade to pick up bargains; besides 
it is necessary for their purposes to have uni¬ 
form qualities of paper, and this can only be 
obtained from the large producers. Hence, 
we find that the large firms, as instanced, are 
able to command a price considerably above 
the ruling rates in the market, and their cus¬ 
tomers are quite willtag to pay them.

AN INTEEVIEW WITH AN OLD 
STATIONEE. 

‘ ‘ What is the trouble with our paper-makers 
which prevents them making good paper ? ” 

“Because they are not satisfied to stop ex- 
IDerimenting and to seek uniformity. The best 
mifis in this country turn out an uneven paper. 
As every inteUigent man knows, it is better to 
sell goods of a uniform quahty than those 
which are uneven, even if of a higher 
grade. You cannot get a Yankee foreman to 
be satisfied, but he must be trying new things 
all the time, and this affects the quality of his 
product. ” 

“ Do the American people appreciate the best 
stationery ? ” 

“ None better; and it is marvelous how they 
wiU buy the most costly articles in our line. 
American ladies use more and better paper 
than any others in the world. I am satisfied 
that the consumption of Alex. Piries’ paper in 
America is greater than in England. During 
the five months since January 1, over twenty- 
five tons of this paper have been sold by one 
house, and this was all for the ladies’ trade, 
and not for commercial purposes. Americans, 
through their excellent common schools, have 
been educated up to appreciate nice paper and 
its appurtenances. In fact you cannot make 
too good an article for the American pubhc. 
Only the other day a wealthy Philadelphia 
stationer gave me a carte blanche order for 
paper, only stipulating that it should be 
handsomer than anything hitherto made. Our 
New York houses have agents all through 
Europe, looking out for the finest things in their 
line to satisfy the public taste here. I repeat, 
you cannot make anything too good for this 
market.” 

“ Do stationers understand their business as 
a rule ? ” 

“ No; and that is the gi*eat trouble. I do not 
know of sis men in the trade who thoroughly 
know what relates to their peculiar province; 
they will exhibit the most remarkable ignor¬ 
ance about things in which they have been 
dealing all their lives, just as you will find old 
mill hands past middle age, who cannot answer 
questions about the very rudiments of their 
trade; so also with stationers.” 

“ What is the principal cause of this diffi¬ 
culty?” 

“It lies in this, that a man cannot succeed 
in a business he does not love and give 
attention and care to understand. Every busi¬ 
ness man should have this capacity, which is 
the only secret of successful operations; just as 
A. T. Stewart or Tom Scott, have all the details 
of their business at their fingers’ ends, so 
every stationer should possess an equal famili¬ 


arity with his own business> Let me give an 
example of this ignorance of which I speak. 
The other day quite an old stationer came in to 
buy some papei*. I showed him a sample, 
and he looked at it, and asked, ^ Is that genu¬ 
ine?’ I said, ‘perfectly genuine; I am willing 
to guarantee it.’ ‘All right,’ he answered, 
‘then I will take it.’ ‘But,’ I explained, ‘I 
mean by genuine that it has nut a bit of rag 
fibre in it; it is all made of wood, and is there¬ 
fore genuine wood.’ The man was completely 
taken aback; yet he did not know how to find 
out for himself whether the thing was a good 
article, and so he had to depend upon another’s 
judgment.” 

“WTio are the principal buyers of stationery?” 

“ Of course the largest amount is bought for 
commercial purposes, but ladies use tbe next 
largest supply. Tiffany sells $4,000 or $5,000 
worth of ladies’ stationery in a week, and^ 
through the country a large business is done 
with this class of consumers.” 

“WLom do you consider the model sta-, 
tioner ? ” 

“Undoubtedly the greatest stationer who. 
ever lived was De la Rue, who manufactured ^ 
and sold playing and visiting cards and paper. 
He had a genius for the business, and made a, 
fortune at it, which he afterwards lost in. 
scientific experiments. He had fine taste, and, 
employed the best men, as for example the 
late Owen Jones, who was an authority on 
ornamentation, and whom De la Rue employed 
to make designs for the backs of his playing 
cards. Alex. Pirie also neglected no means to , 
perfect his product, and experimented con-, 
tinuously in coloring paper, employing the 
most celebrated chemists of Europe, to assist 
him with their scientific skill.” 

“ Can you recommend any books which 
would be suitable for a stationer’s library ? ” 

“No; I do not know of any. There are a 
few books relating to ornamentation, such as 
Owen Jones’ ‘ Grammar of Ornament,’ but of 
other books I have not been able to obtain one 
from any of the pubfishers.” 


A committee of the Austrian Booksellers’ 
Union has just presented a report on the sub¬ 
ject of the confusion which' has arisen in the 
practice of allowing discounts to retail custo¬ 
mers. A convention, to which 269 Austrian 
firms have subscribed, leaves them free to al¬ 
low a discount in case of large orders only by 
special arrangement, and to carry out existing 
agreements. It is further agreed that sec¬ 
ond-hand booksellers, so far as they deal in 
new books, be required to adhere to the pub¬ 
lished.price; and that no transactions whatever 
be allowed with booksellers who refuse to con¬ 
form to this arrangement. 


[Fn-om a Special Correspondent.'] 

Chicago, June 9, 1874 

The oft repeated phrase “business is dull” 
has become rather stale information, and is 
inadequate to convey a true idea of the utter 
stagnation that pervades almost every branch 
of industry in Chicago. Immediately after 
the great conflagration, which reduced the 
fairest portion of the Garden City to a heap 
of unsightly ruins, all business and energy 
were for a time completely paralyzed. But a 
few weeks elasped, hardly had the fires ceased 
to smoulder, when the indomitable pluck and 
energy characteristic of ,om* business men, 
sprang into new life. Stately buildings, re¬ 
markable for strength and architectural excel¬ 
lence, arose upon the sites of those destroyed, 
and during the fall after the fire trade of every 
description was in a flourishing condition. 
Few among our citizens displayed greater 
energy in rebuilding apd commencing business 
anew than the paper deale;rs, stationers, book¬ 
sellers and publishers. The estabfishments of 
Messrs. Jansen & McClurg, and W. B. Keene, 
Cook & Co., are simply magnificent. The 
block in which these stores are situated is an 
ornameut to the city, and for beauty of archi¬ 
tectural design is equal to, if not superior, to 
anything in Broadway, New York. It is un¬ 
necessary to state, that the above mentioned 
firms take the lead in their branch of the 
trade, and considering the unprecedented dull¬ 
ness of the times both houses are doing a good 
business. 

In some future letter I will notice more par¬ 
ticularly of these establishments the station¬ 
ery and publishing departments. I will only 
say in this connection that the internal ar¬ 
rangements are perfect, and a glimpse of the 
thousands of elegant and richly bound vol¬ 
umes is sure to gladden the heart and charm 
the eye of a man of refinement and culture. 

Speaking of hard times, reminds me, that I 
called yesterday upon one of the leading 
wholesale stationers, in the expectation of 
gleaning some information that would be of 
interest.to the many readers of your paper; 
but, alas, the result considerably dampened my 
ardor in the cause. Upon stating my errand, 
and inquiring about the business, the gentle¬ 
man curtly and forcibly replied, that the sta¬ 
tionery business was a “ hard road to travel,” 
and that said, it was plainly evident that he 
had no further observations to make regarding 
that subject. There may be many others who 
entertain the same sentiment. 

A call at the extensive wholesale establish¬ 
ment of Messrs. Culver, Page, Hoyne & Co. 
proved most agreeable. Here as elsewhere I 
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found business quiet. Connected with the 
other departments is a book bindery, and the 
specimens shown reflect great credit upon the 
Arm. It is not exaggeration to say, that the 
work turned out in this department is perfect 
as to flnish and durability. Ledgers and blank 
Ibooks of every description are manufactured, 
dulver,. Page, Hoyne & Co. have a very large 
e-ountry trade,, probably exceeding that of any 
similar house in the city. The amount of job 

printing done is very great, and I was informed 
that for the- past week they have had more 
work than they were able to do. During the 
past year they have been turning out about 
one thousand different varieties of legal blanks. 
The firm deals in every variety of hard paper, 
but in soft they handle nothing but manilla. 
One of their specialties is a portfolio for 
legal blanks. It is bound in half Russia, and 
consists of many compartments; it is the best 
and neatest thing of the kind I have yet seen, 
and is invaluable to professional men. It is 
neatly gotten up in every respect, and I under¬ 
stand that the article is in great demand by 
those for who.m it is intended. Of course. 
Culver, Page, Hoyne & Co. are the sole pro- 
pi-ietors.. Their salesman, who com-teously 
took rue over the entire estabhshment, is a 
traveler, and had but lately returned from a 
drumming trip. He reports good sales of aU 
the different varieties of writing paper, blank 
books, &c., but the demand for fancy articles 
was very slack. All are indulging in the hope 
that the advent of fall wiU usher in a decided 
change for the better. 

Country trade is moderately good in ordinary 
qualities of writing paper, but there is not a 
hvely demand for fancy imported papers. 
Fancy articles of every description are quiet, 
with no tendency towards improvement at 
present. As an illustration of the demoraliza¬ 
tion of trade throughout the country, the fol¬ 
lowing will suffice: A gentlemen from Wis¬ 
consin called on a Chicago stationer a few 
days since, and when his bill was made up, it 
amounted to $100; heretofore the same indivi¬ 
dual has never bought a bill amounting to less 
than six hundred dollars. The country dealers 
are evidently indisposed to buy heavily. They 
are holding back until better times, and do not 
feel like carrying a heavier stock than is abso¬ 
lutely necessary. The prospect of abundant 
crops in the country are at present highly en¬ 
couraging, and on this account the trade have 
great reason to hope the commencement of 
fall will bring renewed activity to aU branches 
of the business. P- M. D. 

STATIONEES’ HALL. 

[CONCLUDED.] 

To the west of the hall is the handsome court¬ 
room, where the meetings of the Company are 
held. The wainscoating, &c., were renewed 
in the year 1757, and an octagonal card-room 
was added by Mr. Mylne in 1828. On the oppo¬ 
site side of the hall is the stock-room, adorned 
by beautiful carvings of the school of Grinling 
Gibbons. Here the commercial committees of 
the company usually meet. 

The nine painted stories which stood in the 
old haU, above the wainscoat in the council 
parlor, probably crackled to dust in the great 
fire, which also rolled up and took away the 
portraits of John Cawood, printer to Philip 
and Mary, and his master, John Raynes. This 
same John Cawood seems to have been speci¬ 
ally munificent in his donations to the com¬ 
pany, for he gave two new stained glass win¬ 


dows to the hall; also a hearse-cover of cloth 
and gold, powdered with blue velvet and bord¬ 
ered with black velvet, embroidered and 
stained white, blue, ygUow, red, and green, be¬ 
side considerable plate. 

The company’s curious collection of plate is 
carefully described by Mr. Nichols. In 1581 it 
seems every master on quitting the chair was 
I’equired to give a piece of plate, weighing four¬ 
teen ounces at least; and every upper or under 
warden a piece of plate of at least three ounces. 
Li this accumulative manner the worshipful 
company soon became possessed of a glittermg 
store of “salts,” gilt bowls, college pots, snuf¬ 
fers, cups and flagons. Their greatest trophy 
seems to have been a large silver-gilt bowl, 
given 162G by a Mr. Hulet (Owlett,) weighing- 
sixty ounces, and shaped like a owl, in allusion 
to the donor’s name. In the early civil war, 
when the company had to pledge their plate to 
meet the heavy loans exacted by Charles the 
Martyr from a good many of his unfortunate 
subjects, the cherished Owlett was specially 
excepted. Among other memorials in the pos¬ 
session of the company was a silver college cup 
bought in memory of Mr. John Sweeting, who, 
dying in 1659 (the year before the Restoration,) 
founded by will the pleasant annual venison 
dinner of the company in August. 

The stationers are very charitable. Their 
funds spring chiefly from £1,150 bequeathed to 
them by Mr. John Norton, the printer of the 
learned Queen Elizabeth in Latin, Greek, and 
Hebrew, alderman of London in the reign of 
James I., and thrice master of this company. 
The money laid out by Norton’s wish in the 
purchase of estates in fee-simple in Wood 
street has grown and grown. £150 out of this 
bequest the old printer left to the minister and 
church wardens of St. Faith, in order to have 
distributed weekly to twelve poor persons— 
six appointed by the parish and six by the Sta¬ 
tioners’ Company—twopence each and a penny 
loaf, the vantage loaf (the thirteenths allowed 
by the baker) to be the clerk’s; ten shillings to be 
paid for an annual sermon on Ash Wednesday 
at St. Faith’s; the residue to be laid out in cakes, 
wine, and ale for the Company of Stationers, 
either before or after the sermon. The livery¬ 
men still (according to Mr. Nichols) enjoy this 
annual dole of well spiced and substantial 
buns. The sum of £1,000 was left for the gen¬ 
erous pui’pose of advancing small ’ loans to 
strugghng young men in business. In 1861, 
however, the company, under the direction of 
the Court of Chancery, devoted the sum to the 
founding of a commercial school in Bolt Court 
for the sons of hverymen and freemen of the 
company, and £8,500 were spent in purchasing 
Mr. Bensley’s premises and Dr. Johnson’s old 
house. The doctor’s usual sitting room is now 
occupied by the head master. The school it¬ 
self is built on the site formerly occupied by 
Johnson’s garden. The boys pay a quarterage 
not exceeding £2. The school has four exhibi¬ 
tions. 

The arms of the company appear from a 
Herald visitation of 1634 to have been azure on 
chevron, an eagle volant, with a diadem be¬ 
tween two red roses, with leaves vert, between 
three books clasped gold; in chief, issuing out 
of a cloud, the sunbeams gold, a holy spu’it, 
the wings displayed silver, with a diadem 
gold. In later times the books have been bla¬ 
zoned as Bibles. In a “tricking” in the vol¬ 
ume before mentioned, in the college arms, St. 
John the Evangelist stands behind the shield 
in the attitude of benediction, and bearing in 
his left hand a cross with a serpent rising from 


it (much more suitable for the scriveners or 
law writers by-the-by.) On one side of the 
shield stands the Evangelist’s emblematic eagle, 
holding an inkhorn in his beak. The company 
never received any gi-ant of arms or supporters, 
but about the year 1790 two angels seem to 
have been used as supporters- About 1788 the 
motto “ Verbum Domini manet m eternum” 
(The word of the Lord endureth forever) began 
to be adopted, and in the same year the crest 
of an eagle was used. On the silver badge of 
the company’s porter the supporters are naked 
winged boys, and the eagle on the chevron is 
turned into a dove holding an olive branch. 
Some of the buildings of the present hall are 
still let to Paternoster Row booksellers as 
warehouses. 

The list of masters of this company includes 
, Sir John Key, Dart. (“DonKey”,) Lord May¬ 
or in 1831-1832. In 1712 Thomas Parkhurst,, 
who had been master of the worshipful com¬ 
pany in 1683, left £37 to purchase Bibles and 
Psalters, to be annnaUy given to the poor;; 
hence the old custom of giving Bibles to ap¬ 
prentices bound at Stationers’ Hall. 

Though no longer useful as a guild to pro¬ 
tect a trade which now needs no fostering, it. 
stiU retains some of its mediaeval virtues. It is. • 
hospitable and charitable as ever, if not so- 
given to grand funeral ser-vices and ecclesiasti¬ 
cal ceremonials. Its privileges have grown 
out of date and obselete, but they harm no 
one but authors, and to the wrongs of authors, 
both Governments and Parliaments have been, 
from time immemorial systematically indiffer¬ 
ent.—From Old and New London, by Walter- 
Thornbury. ^

The Committee of the House of Commons aj 
pointed to inqxtire into the purchasing department 
of the Government, with a view to the reduction ( 
public expenditure, has again been investigating the 
management of the Stationery Office.

the chief stationers and paper-makers, inviting ten¬ 
ders, and then to accept the lowest. Every one so 
tending was bound to supply the paper by a certain 
day under a penalty; there were also lines and pen¬ 
alties for any deviations from the samples, and oc¬ 
casionally the paper was altogether refused. 

No paper otherwise than perfect was received, 
neither retree, nor broken, nor paper in anyway 
damaged. Occasionally, perhaps, it might save a 
little money to purchase sixch paper, but on the 
whole, it is better to refuse it. Mr. Charles S. Mil¬ 
lington was also examined on the subject of paper. 
He had been connected with his present house of 
business forty-three years, and since 1861 lias sup¬ 
plied paper to the Stationery Oflice; was perfectly 
well satislied with the present form of tender. Has 
occasionally had paper rejected, and has had vari¬ 
ous difficulties through not supplying goods correct¬ 
ly. The Stationery Office issues samples, and it can 
be easily seen whether goods are equal to sample. 
His house also supplies envelopes in large quanti¬ 
ties ; thei-e are not four people in the world, he says, 
who could supply them. He believes the Stationery 
Office sytetcm of securing paper all but perfect, and 
by dealing with large stationers the office obtains ad¬ 
vantages which it would not if it dealt directly with 
the makers. 

Mr. William Watson, of the firm of Cowan & Co., 
was also examined on the paper question. His firm, 
in the year 1872-73, supplied paper to the amount of 
.£21,156 to the Stationery Office, and had supplied 
the office for nearly twenty-five years. He supplied 
nothing but paper, and his evidence went to corro¬ 
borate that of Mr. Millington, respecting the good 
management of the office as to its mode of obtaining 
paper, its strictness, and its general fairness. AVith 
respect to the retree, he took that of the paper-mak¬ 
er, and got a better price for it than the Govern¬ 
ment would pay for perfect. Some makers are more 
careful than others and would not turn out ten per 
cent, of retree, but others would turn out twenty per 
cent. The Government obtained its paper much 
cheaper than any private buyer did, as many mak¬ 
ers would supply paper for the Stationery Office on 
lower terms than they would supply stationers for 
their own consumption, and he himself would ten¬ 
der for the supply of Government on lower terms 
than for the supply of publishers or of the trade. 
During the past year he had been filled jBSO or .£60 
for being behind time, and had been, fined perhaps 
£100 on account of hip paper being linder the proper 
weight or quality. 

Mr. Geofge MacOorquodale also gave evidence. 
He was apparrently under the impression that he 
had hot been fairly used in his transactions with the 
Stationery Oflice.. ' He said he had done business 
only occasionally during the past twenty years; he 
was what might be called an interloper; he did not 
regularly tender, but only now and then when an 
ppportuuity presented itself. The Stationery Office 
system is carried on with great fairness, but he 
thinks it a very bad system, as under it the bulk of 
the trade is deterred from, tendering lor the supply 
of paper. Oij.e of the objections being, that as the 
makers could not manufacture the precise quality 
gfderod, they must be saddled with the overplus; 
and, as they all had a quantity of retree, they ought 
to be able to foriie that upon the Stationery Office, 
along with, the good paper. A margin of live or 
ten per ceiit. should be allowed the maker. Two 
years ago he had taken the contract to supply a 
large quantity of foolscap; on this his profit was 
about two and a half per cent., but he was saddled 
vyith a large quantity of retree and overplus to the 
qxtent of about j63,000, and for this he had too seek a 
market elsewhere, and not being a wholesale sta¬ 
tioner, and keeping no traveler for paper, he is 
placed at a disadvantage in tendering lor the sup¬ 
ply. If the present restrictions were removed, he 
thought many more persons would tender. 

Small stores, including pens, ink, wax, cutlery, 
rulers, inkstands, &c., are supplied to the office by 
about 100 ditterent persons; and binding is done for 
the oflice to the amount ol about £50,000; of this near¬ 
ly £33,000 is paid for vellum work or account books.

and brush. The handle is made of brass, by 
which rust is entirely avoided, the water re¬ 
maining clear and clean however long it may 
be in the reservoir. These brushes are neatly 
japanned, very substantially made, not liable 
to get out of order, and will be found conveni¬ 
ent and durable.

FONT PEN WITH A CAPILLARY FEEDER. 

This ingenious little device, from the Font 
Pen ofl&ce. No. 7 Murray street, consists of a 
penholder in which any form of pen may be 
used, and which contains a large supply of ink 
in a glass handle, fed by capillary attraction. 



so that the pen is kept constantly supplied as 
long as the contents of the reservoir last. The 
apparatus is made of neat and convenient 
form, and of metal or rubber that will not cor¬ 
rode with ink or be injured wheh.-washed in 
water. The above engraving shows a sec¬ 
tion of the apparatus for feeding and hold¬ 
ing the pen. A is the extremity of the gin's? 
handle or reservoir, which is provided with a'' 
ground neck and a screw ring, B, which en¬ 
gages with the tube, C, and is packed with a 
rubber ring. D is a disk plate, fitting (movably) 
in the tube, C, and againt the end of the holder, 
and carrying a pin, E. Around the latter is 
shown the loop of a doubled thread which 
passes down through the tube, F, it? ends pro¬ 
truding at G, to touch the pen, H. The shank 
of the pen is firrnly held in a bent spring, I. 

To use the invention, the glass handle ik un¬ 
screwed and filled with ink, and then re-at¬ 
tached to the tube, A. Tliis may be done 
easily and without spilling the fiuid. The ink 
moistening the ends of the pen and the thread, 
writing can be at once proceeded with, as the 
ink, as drawn by capillary attraction down 
along the latter, exudes from its ends, G, and 
so constantly supplies the pen. The quantity 
of ink allowed to escape is regulated by the 
cap, J, which screws over a slotted opening in 
the tube, F. The ends of the thread, G, emerge 
through a slot, and, by screwing the cap up 


tighter, may be compressed to retard or close 
the passage of the fluid as desired. After 
being written with, the pen is laid asid,e, and 
never leaks, although the cap may remain 
open. 

YTien once filled with ink, the pen will be 
always ready for service. If any variety of 
good writing fluid be used, no trouble need be 
experienced from dust or drying. Almost any 
sort of pen may be employed, and inserted and 
charged as readily as in the common holder. 


The stationery business, like that of other 
branches of trade, is flat and unprofitable dur¬ 
ing the heated term, but old Sol’s rays do not 
prevent importers and manufacturers from 
getting up novelties for the ensuing season. 
They are all busily engaged in putting up new 
shapes, new shades and new patterns. The 
latest thing in note papers that we have seen 
is the new French Crepe, which is a repp paper 
of very superior finish, delicately tinted in five 
shades, and plaited in such a manner that it 
presents a certain smooth surface, and may be 
written on with the greatest ease and pleasure. 
On account of the low price of these papers, 
they are likely to be largely used, and will be 
much admired by ladies who do not wish to 
write upon too heavy a note sheet. We also 
noticed a few days ago a very pretty little 
‘•Billet” entitled “Happy Thought.” It con¬ 
sists of a note sheet and envelope combined, 
and enables the writer to express his thoughts 
on three sides of the sheet, while the fourth is 
used to fold the article up in a triangular 
shape. We must not omit to state that these 
“bijouteries” are to be seen at the warehouse 
of Messrs. Myers Bros., No. 63 John street. 


RETREE. 

In every making of all writing papers, and 
of printing and cartridge papers, of fine quah- 
ties only, there is a certain quantity, (usually 
ten per cent.) which, although equal on the 
whole to the general bulk, from containing 
some minor faults, such as sMght size stains, 
small drops of color, spots of dirt, wrinkles of 
the edges, &c., is put up by itself end termed 
“ Retree,” or, as is written by a paper-maker, 
X X, which mark, or the letter R, it generally 
bears on the outside of the mill wrapper, be¬ 
side, (in folded papers) having two sections of 
the paper turned each way in the ream, while 
good papers are most always put up one • sec¬ 
tion each way. It is usually ten per cent, lower 
in price than its respective good, that is, the. 
best of the lot made at the same time. Judg¬ 
ment is required to avoid the error of sup¬ 
posing that aU papers having these faults are 
retree, as it must be borne m mind that aU 
common papers, from their lowness of price, 
must have many of these faults, while, on the 
other hand, the retrees of an extra super¬ 
fine have them but in a very slight degree, 
sometimes scarcely distinguishable—aU de¬ 
pends upon the class in value of the good pa¬ 
per.— Stationers’ Hand Book. 


In the application of chromo-lithography to 
technical illustration and commercial pursuits, 
France undoubtedly stands pre-eminent, both 
as regards the quality and the quantity of its 
productions. The whole range of architecture, 
decoration, furnishing, textile manufacturers, 
and the trades allied to them, find in chromo¬ 
lithography their best exponent and aid to 
progress. To do this everyjprocess is called 


into requisition; stone engraving, pen-and-ink, 
and chalk drawing, and photo-lithography are 
emploj^ed, and in the most judicious and ad¬ 
vantageous manner. All are combined to 
carry out the object, and the result is perfectly 
harmonious. French lithographs are invariably 
distinguished by the correctness of the draw¬ 
ing, and the brilliance, truth, and effectn'^eness 
of their coloring. It is only ueccssary to 
examine the works of Didot, Morel, Hachette 
and Rothschild to justify our assertion. But 
in the oil-painting reproduction our neighbors 
seem to be less eminent. Their exhibits at the 
Vienna Exliibition in this class were very 
comprehensive in their diversity of subject, 
and conspicuous for their merit; and the exhi¬ 
bits of Haugard-Mange, Dupuy, and others, 
combine every technical requirement with the 
most perfect printing. The celebrated atelier 
6f M. Lemercier produces excellent work in 
block-printing as well as in chromo-lithography, 
and in the latter respect even the touch, the 
caprice of the artist, is most religiously repro¬ 
duced. The most exacting connoisseur cannot 
but have been satisfied with M. Lemercier’s 
prints. One branch of color printmg extensively 
pursued in France, is the production of articles 
for purposes of commerce and industry, such 
as pictures of flowers, figures, and ornaments 
for carton-boxes, pictures of saints, &c. These 
are multiplied in immense numbers and at a 
wonderfully cheap rate, by means of the litho¬ 
graphic machine. They are, generally speak¬ 
ing, very well done, although they cannot 
claim to be real works of art. The establish¬ 
ments of Tester and Massin, and Boulant Aine 
distinguish themselves in this respect.—Lii/io- 
grapher. 

With a view to stay the injurious effect of 
co-operative societies, several tradesmen in and 
about the metropolis have recently widely dis¬ 
tributed neatly got up pocket-tickets, which 
entitle the holders to receive a discount of 10 
or 15 per cent, off marked prices for cash pay¬ 
ments. One of the tradesmen who has thus 
speculated informs us that during the first 
week after the issue of his tickets he took £79 
from catch-customers, the second week £123, 
the third week £138, and the fourth £118. He 
dispatched 5,000 by post, and is heartily 
pleased at the result. The idea of receiving 
discount pleased the public.—London Stationer. 

Persons in search of lithographic stone have 
only to provide themselves with a small bottle 
of nitric acid, and when they find a whitish 
stone, apply a little of the acid, and if an effer¬ 
vescence takes place it is undoubtedly hthogi'a- 
phic stone. They may be found on hills and 
in valleys, of course their value depending 
upon their quality and their quantity. The 
best that have as yet been discovered break 
with a conchoidal fracture and are of a fine 
homogeneous texture. -In color they range 
from a yellowish to a beautiful pearlish grey, 
somewhat resembling a hone-stone, absorbing 
quite freely both grease and water; when 
breathed upon, they emit a slight aluminous 
odor. 

Singularly enough, at this time, when the 
doings of our Stationery OfiBice are being over¬ 
hauled, the subject of printing for Congress is 
being inquired into in the United States, where 
it is asserted that the public printing is done at 
an expense of thirty per cent, higher than need 
be paid to private printers. Here the state¬ 
ment made is just the reverse, viz., that ordi¬ 
nary printers cannot get a living at the 
prices paid for Government work..—Bookseller.

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FOREIGN NOTES. 

The English exports of stationery other than 
paper, annually amounts to more than half a 
milKon pounds sterhng. 

The British steel pen _ trade centers at Bir¬ 
mingham, where there are over a dozen mak¬ 
ers, who produce 100,000 gross of these smal l 
articles a week. 

M. Henri Not, of Place de TOpei’a, Paris, has 
obtained six months’ protection from Great 
Britain, for a new invention of “guide, cards 
or historic albums for tourists and travelers.” 

During a single year the imports of playmg 
cards into Great Britain amount to about 
450,000 iDacks, which shows that our Eughsh 
cousins have not lost their love for whist and 
like games. 

The Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Association 
of Edinburgh has offered prizes for essays, to 
be competed for by its membei's during the 
present year. The first, a prize of £5, for “ A 
Historical Sketch of Periodical Literature in 
Britam.” The second subject is, “A History 
of Copyright Law in Britain.” For this two 
prizes are offered, one of £5, the second of £3. 

In London there are 1,460 retail stationers, 
332 wholesale stationers, 23 printers’ ink and 50 
writing ink manufacturers, and some 300 or 400 
in aU the miscellaneous branches of the sta¬ 
tionery trade, envelopes, sealing wax, quill 
pens, playing cards, paper boxes, bag makers 
and , other minor industries. Summarizing 
these, there are upward of 5,000 persons en¬ 
gaged in the separate trades. 

The extensive demand for paper and station¬ 
ery in Great Britain cannot be better indicated 
than by the general correspondence of the 
country. The number of letters delivered last 
year through the General Post Ofidce was near¬ 
ly 915,000,000, which, compared with the num¬ 
ber ten years ago, is an increase of 322,000,000, 
and there were also sent by the post 75,000,000 
post cards.

STKAY SUGGESTIONS. 

It should be the aim of every stationer to 
work his customers up to an appreciation of 
the best things which he has to offer them. 
Americans, as a people, are lavish in expendi¬ 
ture, and are always ready to appreciate 
what is excellent, if it is properly presented. 
It may be said that no deserving article of 
luxury or comfort has been properly pushed 
in this country without meeting with success, 
and this is especially true of articles of pure 
luxury. Stationers’ goods to a considerable 
extent belong to the latter class, though they 
are in the main articles of use. Much, there¬ 
fore, may be done toward creating and stimu¬ 
lating a taste for the best articles, which the 
stationers have in stock. 

There is no simpler way to neutralize com¬ 
petition than by making a superior article. 
This is one of the simplest maxims of trade. 
In every business competition is greatest 
among the manufacturers and dealers in the 
cheaper classes of goods, for the natural reason, 
that there is less ability required there as well 
as less risk. When a merchant, however, starts 


out to make the best article of any kind, par¬ 
ticularly if it is a specialty, he of necessity 
must invest capital, and incur expense which 
others are not wilhng to undertake, and thus 
he largely reduces the distance between him¬ 
self and his competitors. In every class of 
trade there will be found certain staple goods, 
whose reputation is fixed and unchangeable. 
How has this been accomplished ? Is it not 
from great exertions having been made at 
the start to produce a really excellent article, 
and then to keep up the standard of hs quahty 
to the highest point ? Examples of this will be 
found in Faber’s lead pencils, Pirie’s paper, &c. 
The lesson of these examples is plain. Do not 
underrate your public, nor believe that shat¬ 
tered fallacy that any poor thing ever succeeds 
permanently. It may do so for a time, but 
the world soon finds it out. No fact more for¬ 
cibly illustrates this truth than the difficulty 
that is found in superseding any article that 
has once gained pubfic favor, even though its 
merits are not as great as the new article. 


THE EOLL OF HONOE. 

The spirit of emulation is one of the best 
spurs to effort, and it is always well to stimulate 
a moderate amount of rivalry, particularly 
among the young, so as to bring out their best 
work. It would come very properly within 
the province of the American Stationers’ 
Board of Trade, to offer rewards for specimens 
of the best work in various departments by 
young men in the trade. We would suggest 
the institution of a roll of honor of this kind, 
with the addition possibly of prizes to be 
competed for; say as follows: One to the sales¬ 
man who made the largest returns with the 
least proportionate outlay; another to the best 
informed young man in the trade; a third to 
the bookkeeper whose books a committee of 
experts should pronounce most systematically 
and admirably kept; a fourth to the clerk who 
should write the best business letter, both for 
penmanship and expression; a fifth for blank 
book patterns executed from verbal directions, 
and ready for the ruler; sixth, for a system of 
blank book binding; seventh, for the best 
average parcel put up, to be competed for by 
office boys; and lastly, for the best conceived 
system of arranging stock and carrying work 
from one department to another. These are 
but rough suggestions, and will serve mainly 
to show the field for improvement which is 
open to young men. 


COUNT THE COST. 

No man can safely do business, and especially 
stationery business, unless he knows precisely 
every item of outlay which goes to make up 
the cost of the article he sells. This is the 
rock upon which more business men spht than 
upon any other, excepting possibly extrava¬ 
gance or fraud. It is surprising to learn the vague j 
method with which many business m en transact I 
their affairs. As they lack a clear understand¬ 
ing of the cost of producing their goods, they 
make mistakes in furnishing estimates, and 
constantly sell ai*ticles at a loss to themselves. 
Such proceedings soon bring on bankruptcy, 
and their disastrous consequences should be a 


warning to all of the necessity of closely 
watching the details of one’s expense account. 
We were much struck with the soundness of 
this reasoning during a late talk with the 
managing clerk in an old New York stationer’s, 
establishment, who for twenty years has car¬ 
ried on a most admirable and careful system of 
bookkeeping, by which he is able to tell the cost 
down to the minutest items of every article 
ordered in the place. On looking over his 
record, we found entries like the following: 
A check book would be ordered on a certain 
day, and in the record would be found a state¬ 
ment, first of the cost of the paper, next of 
the engraving, lithographing, stamping, ruling, 
and binding, each item by itself, with the 
price of the book and the profit annexed. The 
same course is pursued with every article 
made to order, and its^uccess proves its sound¬ 
ness. A business man who pursues a system 
like this can balance his books every hour as it 
were, and thus can tell exactly where he 
stands. This alone, as we said at the start, is- 
safety, and any other plan is hazardous. 


We lately heard a criticism upon our course 
of publishing a list of the sizes of papers, with 
some other information of value to the trade. 
Our critic said that it had taken him years to 
acquire this information, and that we had no. 
right to give it to others for nothing. This is 
very shallow logic, and belongs to the middle 
ages and not to the nineteenth century. A 
newspaper seeks to benefit the whole commun¬ 
ity, and even if it does make public the cher¬ 
ished secrets of a few, it gives them advantages 
in return which more than balance their seem¬ 
ing loss. 

Me. Gunx, the corresponding secretary of 
the Book Trade Union, reports that “endorse¬ 
ments of the action of the convention are stiU 
coming in from all parts of the country, from 
dealers who send their names as members of 
the organization.” This is the direction in 
which stationers are also tending.

rnio MONI'J r M a it iCEr.-Thcveh no change 
in the market ami money can be borrowed at the 
very low rates last quoted. There is a general dull¬ 
ness in almost every commercial department, 
though knowing ones predict an early and a large 
fall trade, in which case we can expect to see the 
immense hoards of unemployed capital coming into 
active use. Loans subject to call upon Government 
securities are freely offered at 3 per cent., and on 
stock collaterals at 3 per cent. The best business 
paper, having four months to maturity, is in good 
demand at 5 to 6 per cent, per annum discount. The 
amount ol first class business paper off’ered is, how¬ 
ever, small. 

Gold IS somewhat lower than hast quoted. The 
determined position occupied by the President in 
regard to an early return to specie payments, has 
had its natural effect on the market, which ranged 
fio.n IlOI^ to 111%. 

Foreign exchange has remained steady on the ba¬ 
sis of $4.87% to $4 88% for bankers’ 60 days sterling 
bills, and $4.{K)% to $4.91 for do, at short sight. We 
quote: Bills at 60 days on London, $4.85 to $4.87 for 
commercial; $4.87% to $i.88% for bankers; do. at 
short sight, $4.90 to $4.91; cable transfers on Lon¬ 
don, $4.91% $4.92. . ■ 

The stock market continues about the same. Busi¬ 
ness in the aggregate large. Some shares are much 
depressed. 

THE VAEETt T’/tADL’.-Business continues 
about the same, a little duller if anything. The de¬ 
mand for Fine Writing is quite as limited as last re¬ 
ported. Book papers are going into consumption 
largely on regular contracts at very low figures. We 
learn that some prominent manufacturers East and 
West are about making eflforts toward united action 
in the matter of entire suspension for sixty days. 
No change to note in Ne\vs or Manilla papers. 
Straw Warapping is still much depressed. Most of 
the mills that came into the arrangement to shut 
down May 1, are keeping good faith with the Con¬ 
vention. This can not be said of all. 

GENERAL TRADE.—The stationery trade is 
as before reported, very dull. Everything, how¬ 
ever, points to a good business during the com¬ 
ing f.ill. Our neighbors in the regular fancy goods 
trade are very busy, and some concerns are work¬ 
ing night and day to keep up avith orders. The 
large houses throughout the country are send¬ 
ing small but frequent orders, and they seem to 
prefer to pay a little more for express or freight 
charges, than carry large stocks. This means that 
business is in a safe and prosperous condition, for 
just in proportion as large houses give orders to 
manufacturers, so the small houses follow suit. 
The few travelers that have gone out lately report, 
that they are doing very well. Lastly, payments 
are being promptly made, which is always a good, 
sign. 

RANGY GOODS.—There are no new articles in 
this line upon the market as yet, except such as we 
have already noticed. The improved Perforators 
made by both the Cornwell Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany and G. W. McGill, and on which both firms 
claim a patent, seem likely to lead to a law suit. 
We trust, however, the matter will be settled ami¬ 
cably before reaching the courts. 

NOVELTIES.—There are none of these, ready 
yet, although several are in course of preparation, 
and these we expect to illustrate in our next issue.

A RING R^INISCENCE. 

The old Tammany Ring seems now of the 
past, and belongs to history, -but its lessons 
should not be lost. One of the most cKciting 
features of its dcvcloiunent was the growth of 
the New York Printing Company, and its as¬ 
sociate stationery department. This colossal 
establishment, which obtained more presses 
and material than any other two concerns in 
the country, gi-ew from a small copartnership 
between throe men, George Stout, Cornelius 
Corson and Charles B. Wilbour, formed with 
the object of printing the now famous Tran¬ 
script, with a capital of precisely $250. Through 
the fostering patronage of Tweed, who was 
made a partner in the concern, it swelled to its 
final proportions, and became powerful and 
prosperous. Its proprietors aimed to do nothing 
less than to supply aU the printing and station¬ 
ery, first for the New York Government, after¬ 
wards for the State Legislature and Govern¬ 
ment; and finally these daring men planned, 
when by the expected election of Hoffman to 
be President, they had gained control of the 
National Government, to monopolize all the, 
fat jobs at Washington. To accomijlish this 
colossal scheme, no pains or expense were 
spared. The finest printing presses and ma¬ 
terial were obtained, first-class workmen and 
managers were induced by offers of high pay 
to enter their employment, leading paper 
manufacturers were invited to make contracts 
for their whole product, and this corporation 
was then prepared to execute the finest work 
ever done in the country. It was a magnificent 
scheme, and it would have been carried out 
successfully, no doubt. The thunder of the 
Times, and the scorching strokes of Nast’s 
pencil overthrew the fine structure in Centre 
street, and dispelled the partnership hke the 
fabric of a vision. The material was all 
bought up by other printers, and even the 
place where the New York Printing Company 
stood, is now occupied by another building.

In combination with their other establish¬ 
ments, the Faber Company possess a factory of 
school slates in Geroldsgruen, a village. of Up¬ 
per Franconia, whose inhabitants are princi¬ 
pally supported by the factory, which employs 
hundreds of laborers of both sexes. This es- 
tabhshment was founded by Lothar von Faber 
in 1861. The slate quarries belonging to the 
factory are some of them in the immediate 
neighboorhod, and some of them in the neigh¬ 
boring village of Zehesten. The latter are 
worked by a force of one hundred men or 
more. The surrounding Franconian forest 
yields an abundance of hard and soft wood 
appropriate for the rims. In the same manu¬ 
factory the slate is worked up also into various 
other products, as table-tops, window-plates, 
paper-weights, &c. Slate pencils and erasers 
are made in the same establishment, and the 
slates themselves are characterized by many 
excellencies and improvements. 

The late Owen Jones, the distinguished Eng¬ 
lish architect, devoted his attention chiefly to 
the decorative branch of his art, and no one 
perhaps ever attained a more complete under¬ 
standing of its ornamental details. In his 
“ Grammar of Ornament,” a magnificent text 
book pubhshed in 1856, he showed the progress 
and expounded the principles of the decorative 
art of aU countries, from the earliest times to 
the present day. His decoration is especially 
remarkable for its effective employment of 
color—an element of which most modem archi¬

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THE STATE PRIN TING O FFICE IN VIENNA. 

An English, visitor there describes some of 
the most interdsting features of this establish¬ 
ment: “On the walls of the specimen room 
hung proofs of all the different oriental and 
foreign types in the place, the beautifully cut 
punches of which were exhibited in lai-ge glass 
cases. The chromo department was here rep¬ 
resented by a series of pictures of birds and 
beasts, and a number of admirably executed 
interior—the reception rooms of the Imper¬ 
ial Royal Palace at Schonbrunn. There were 
also some models of the best presses and ma¬ 
chines used m the estabhshment, and many 
copper-plate engravings of eagles and other de¬ 
vices connected with the G-overnment printing. 
In another part of the room were shown some 
very elaborate specimens of borders and a pano¬ 
rama of Vienna executed by photo-lithography. 
A httle machine for nature printing was won¬ 
derfully simple and extremely interesting. A 
leaf having been laid flat between a soft lead 
plate and a plate of enamel, the two were run 
through a press which supphed sufficient force 
to produce upon the leaden plate a beautiful 
impression of the leaf. This is then put in a 
battery, and the copper-plate there formed is 
used for printing. No device could possibly be 
more admirably adapted to secure the exact 
reproduction of the leaves of plants and ferns. 
Attention was now called to the process of col¬ 
or printing, for which this office has a deserv¬ 
edly high reputation. We were shown one 
picture that had gone through sixteen differ¬ 
ent workings before it was completed; and an¬ 
other—a figure of the Madonna—in eight col¬ 
ors, was at that moment in course of printing. 
All this is done from'one and the same stone, 
the parts not wanted being for the time cov¬ 
ered with an elaborately cut piece of paper 
As may be supposed, the utmost care is re¬ 
quired in laying on, so as to bring the sheet al¬ 
ways to the proper position. 

“ In the next room an artist was engaged in 
drawing upon stone. This process—^known in 
Vienna as Graphotyping, but not the same as 
the process called by that name in England- 
was one in which by the application of acid the 
stone was eaten away, except where the pen 
had touched it, the original conception being 
thus retained without losing any of its force 
by going through the engraver’s hands. An¬ 
other man in this department was engine turn¬ 
ing on a stone; he showed us some beautiful 
designs for flowers, backs of watches, and 
other ornaments. The last process of interest 
was one known as Hyalography, by which 
pictures and patterns were transferred to glass. 

It was a novel effect. The impressions can be 
produced either in colors or without, and can 
of course be multiplied to any extent. 

‘ ‘ The composing room which we next entered 
contained nothing out of the ordinary way, 
and a room in which bank notes were being 
manufactured by the thousand was for obvi¬ 
ous reasons not thrown open to the pubhc, al¬ 
though a view of the machines could be ob¬ 
tained through the glass doors as we passed. 
The Government, it seems, make their own 
type and their own paper. In the paper money 
department there are twelve machines, some 
of them being two-color, sixteen hand presses, 
eleven copper-plate presses, two paper cutters, 
fifteen envelope machines, and eighteen per- 
foraters.” 

Until recently all the paper in Japan was 
made by hand, and even now they make no 
fine writing paper.

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GENERAL NOTES. 

Why is it that anyone can be so belmid the 
age as to use sand for drying purposes, instead 
of blotting paper; yet there are people who 
do so. 

Severe postal regulations offer a premium to 
makers of thin writing paper, while the 
cheapening of rates encourage the use of heavy 
paper. 

The American stationery trade is in the con¬ 
dition of most old maids and bachelors- 
needs union. The history of civilization is 
merely the history of the development of the 
spirit of mutual co-operation. 

Among the exhibitors at the Portland Indus¬ 
trial Exhibition, are Loring, Short & Harmon, 
blank books, ledgers for banks, &e., litho¬ 
graphy and printing. Bailey & Noyes and H. 
L. Davis, a great variety of blank books. 

Indian cards, which are now used by gambling 
sharpers to catch foohsh flats on the cars, have 
only three in a pack, one with an eagle 
another with a woman, and the third with an 
Indian. They are used to play three-card 
monte with. 

A. W. Faber, as wiU be seen by their card in 
another place, caution aU persons against mak¬ 
ing use of their trade mark. The age and 
standing of their goods offer great temptation 
to unscrupulous persons to copy their labels, 
wrappers, &c., but all their genuine goods ^ 
may be easily recognized.

Thomas McCormick, who represents E. & H. 
T. Anthony, is well-known throughout the 
South, where he semi-annuaUy takes a tour 
which embraces several States, and occupies 
nearly four months. Some of the largest 
orders obtained by travelers are in the far 
Southwest, as for example in Texas; an average 
order would be about $300. Yet we have 
known of two orders amounting to $4,800, being 
taken in Galveston and Houston, the two 
leading cities of the State. It would be sup¬ 
posed that only the cheaper class of goods 
would be sought for in this section of the 
country, but on the contrary orders are received 
for the very best quahty. 

The West Indian and South American trade 
in stationery is very profitable, but like most 
good things in this life it is hard to get. The 
large sugar and other firms in those countries 
require a great quantity of stationery, but it 
is not easy to gain their confidence, though 
when this is obtained they place implicit trust 
in the firms with whom they may have deal¬ 
ings. The outfit of a large Havana house 
would amount to a thousand dollars, while 
such a house would consume half as much 
more stationery eveyy year. We have heard 
■of a single firm of the- kind just named who 
have fifteen engraved plates for their biUs of 
exchange in charge of a New York stationer, 
from whom they order as many as a hundred 
thousand biUs of exchange at a time.

It is often a source of annoyance, in using 
forms that have been printed on writing paper, 
to find that the ink from the pen will not fiow 
in certain places, owing to grease marks from 
the printer’s finger in laying on the sheet. If 
a piece of common white india rubber be 
lightly rubbed over such places the grease will 
be taken away, and the writing done as easily 
as on any other part of the sheet. The bottle 
india rubber will not answer the purpose. By 
the same means fat may be taken from htho- 
graphic writing, paper. 

We append a sample of the directions usually 
given to a paper ruler before the invention of 
the electric striker, culled from the orders of 
an old ruler: “Haste,” “Atonce,” “Immedi¬ 
ately,” “ Soon as possible,” “Hurry !” “With¬ 
out delay,” “ Quicker tiian lightning ! ” “Must 
have this right off,” “Put this ahead of every¬ 
thing,” “ See how soon you can give us this,” 
“ We are in a great hurry for this,” “ Hm-ry 
this up now,” “Monday morning the filrst 
thing ! ”—(this job usually came in late Satur¬ 
day afternoon, and the order imphes working 
V Sunday, which paper rulers don’t.) 

How TO Ejsep a Situation.— Be ready to 
throw in an odd half-hour or an hour’s time 
when it will be an accommodation, and don’t 
peenx to make a merit of it. Do it heartily. 
Thpugh not a word be said, your employer 
wiU ma,ke a note of it. Make yourself indis- 
pensible to him) and he will lose many of the 
opposite kind before he will part with you. 
Those young men who watch the clock to see 
the very second their working hour is up—who 
leave, no matter what state the work may be 
in, at precisely the instant-^who calculate the 
extra amount they can shgkt their work, and 
yet not get reproved—who are lavish of their 
employer’s goods—^will always be the first to 
receive notice, when times are dull, that their 
services are no longer required. 

The Hollanders are so behind the age, as not 
to be in the habit of using blotting paper. A 
late traveler there writes: I rushed into the 
telegraph office, late one evening, wrote a dis¬ 
patch hastily, and looked about for sand or 
blotter. Neither was at hand. The clerk took 
the dripping sheet, blew on it, held it before 
the light, swung it about in the air, and finally 
laid it down to dry while he entered into con¬ 
versation about the weather, &c. I was in 
agony, and could hardly wait tiU he had left 
the office before saying to my companion, 
“See here, why does that office not have a 
little sand or blotting paper?” “Ah, sir, (a 
shrug of the shoulders), you know we Dutch 
are so slow to introducejmprovement.” Slow ! 
bless me. I’ll say nothing.about sand, because, 
though we read in the Bible about a house 
built upon sand, which would show it to be 
very old, the best authorities differ about the 
exact time at which it became known. But 
about blotting paper there is no doubt ^.t all. 
Blotting paper was invented in the year 357 
of the Christian era, and it is now 1874; so that 
Holland is just 1517 years behind the march of 
civilization.

As the head of the stationery depart¬ 
ment of D. Appleton & Co., Mr. Kelly has 
become knovra for and wide, and his amiable 
character and native genial¬ 
ity have created for him hosts 
of friends in all parts of the 
country. 

He was born on Manhattan 
Island, and he is therefore a 
regular “Hew York boy.” 

He is still a young man, 
being under forty, but he has 
had a long and varied experi¬ 
ence in the stationery busi¬ 
ness. He began as clerk in 
the employment of Stanford 
& Swards, church publishers, 
and left this position to take 
charge of the Evangelical 
Knowledge Society’s affairs for 
five years. He then began 
business on his own account 
in 1863 with his brother, under 
the firm name of W. H. Kelly 
& Bro. The firm proved un¬ 
successful, and at the expira¬ 
tion of four years it was dis¬ 
solved. 

Mr. Kelly then accepted an 
offer from the Appletons to 
take charge of their retail 
stationery department. After 
remaining in this position for 
four months, he succeeded 
Charles T. Bainbridge as man¬ 
ager of the stationery depart¬ 
ment. During the past seven 
years, Mr. Kelly has filled this 
important post with satisfac¬ 
tion to his employers. In that 
time the annual sales have 
considerably more than doubled, which is a 
practical proof of his efficiency and enter¬ 
prise. 

He is unpretentious, yet energetic, shrewd, 
yet kindly, and altogether a gentleman in the 
best sense of the tez'm.

A LITERARY CURIOSITY. 

The following letter from Cai’lyle, which has 
never been published, wiU be read with in¬ 
terest by every admirer of “the Inconsistent 
Thomas:” 

Craigenputtick, 34th July, 1830. 
My Dear Sir: 

Several years ago I engaged that the first 
book I had to publish you should have the offer 



of it, which promise, or threat, I have now, 
unexpectedly enough, oppoi’tunity of fulfill¬ 
ing. The Messrs. Whittakers’ grand scheme of 
a “series of litei-ai-y histoi’ies,” in wh I 
after the time after I saw you last, and 
on better terms than had been held out, was 
engaged to co-opei‘ate, has fallen into such a 
state of stagnation—the editor having even 
taken to electioneering—that I have altogether 
withdrawn from the concern, recalled my 
MSS 'fi-om the'Ave Maria Lane premises, lit 
my pipe (or will do so) with their letter of en¬ 
gagement, and determined to publish the “His- 


toi’y of German Literature ”—first enlai'ging it 
. about one-half on my own foundation. 

In this new state the book wiU consist of 
four volumes, each containing about 1.50 pages 
of Edinburgh Review letter pi-ess, or it might be 
arranged in more volumes, or any way—for it 
is in chapters, and can be split up as we please. 
One volume is finished, the second more than 
half finished ; the other two I will write before 
spring. It has cost me an immensity of trou¬ 
ble. I am anxious beyond 
measui-e to have it fairly off 
my hands, and as soon as may 
be. I reckon it an indiffei’ent 
kind of book, honestly enough 
written, combining philosophy 
with popular lightness, abun¬ 
dance of facts with logical ar¬ 
rangement, as well as I can 
manage. Whether it is likely 
to be wanted in the market at 
this time, especially whether 
it would lie in your way, how 
much it would be woi-th to you 
in that case, when you could 
publish it, &c. These are all 
questions which I now propose 
for your considei’ation,and beg 
for an answer by your eai’liest 
convenience. Dehver a nega¬ 
tive with perfect freedom if 
that be your mind, for I should 
gi-ieve much to involve you in 
any losing speculation, and the 
book, which I will finish, go 
as it may, can lie in my drawer 
here, and need no board wages. 
Neither, on the other hand, 
must I hide from you that at 
this moment I could not make 
a bai’gain with you straight¬ 
forward untill I have discus¬ 
sed another claim and negotia¬ 
tion on the same subject from 
an editorial gentleman in the 
South, whom, however, I ex¬ 
pect to hear from in a few 
days. 

I will say farther, past expeinence of your 
punctuality and integrity will induce ine, 
whatever offer he may make, to give your offer 
a very considei’able additional weight in my 
comparison. This, it appears to me, is the 
whole histoi'y of the matter as it yet stands, to 
which let me again beg your attention and 
speedy answer. 

I am in great bustle to-night, otherwise I 
would have thanked you for the welcome vol¬ 
umes you lent me and gave me; they are all 
safe here, and read, and will be returned, such 
of them as are to be returned, by the first par- 
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cel I send to Edinburgh, which duty, for it is 
now becoming such, I mean to do soon. 

Another project of pubhcation I give you to 
consider at yoiu- leisure: a reprinting, namely, 
of the principal things I have written in the Ed- 
inbui’gh and foreign reviews, remodelled, added 
to, &c., and hammered into a sort of unity, 
whereby they might stand together in some 
volume or two volumes, under a common titlfe, 
and without blushing for one another. I have 
this project also from Londonj but had much 
rather do it myseif in Edinburgh; however, as 
said, it can wait, it is only the other that 
presses for execution.

CHICAGO CORRESPONDENCE. 

[From our Special Reporter.) 

Chicago, June 37, 1874. 
There is little, if any, change in stationery 
affairs. Country trade is very quiet, and the 
demand for fancy articles Kght. We enjoyed 
a pleasant chat with Mr. Cameron, of the firm 
of Cameron & Amberg, at their elegant estab¬ 
lishment, No. 84 Lake street, about stationery 
affairs, and the prospect of an improvement in 
the fall. 

Mr. Cameron states that the results of last 


year’s business far exceeded his anticipations. 
During and since the panic the firm have em¬ 
ployed their full force, and have not cut down 
a cent in w ages. They do all the county print¬ 
ing and binding, besides a large amount of rail= 
road printing. The demand fbr their file and 
index, which is in use thrbughoht the country, 
is large, and ovbr 7; 000 ate now in use here. 

Mr; Cameron decidedly favors organizing 
Stationers’ Board of Trade in New York. I 
thinks that such an organization, if rightly 
carried on, would benefit the entire trade. II 
would have a tendency to regulate prices, and 
in a great degree check the underselling which 
s completely demoralizing the trade. Tljere 
Is considerable difference of opinion as to the 
cause of this cutting in pi-ices. Some persons 
think that the fault in a great measure lies at 
the doors of Eastern men, because of their 
recklessness in giving credit. Immediately 
after the fire many stationery firms sprang 
into existence here, who, taking advantage of 
Eastern generosity, obtained lai’ge credit. 
When the panic came they were swept out of 
existence, and could not pay fifty cents on the 
dollar. Take, for example, the case of a sta¬ 
tioner ordering a large bill from an Easten 
house. He is notified that the goods have ar¬ 
rived, and are lying in the depot, but, without 
removing them, he sells for forty cents less on 
the dollar. This is not a case drawn from ima¬ 
gination, but from reality. With such a con¬ 
dition of affairs, is it strange that prices are 
depressed? Fortunately for the stationery 
trade of Chicago, the weak concerns are now 
pretty well weeded out, and it is safe to assert 
that the leading stationers of our city rest 
upon a firm foundation; in fact, have never 
been in a better condition. 

One great good that would result from a Sta¬ 
tioners’ Board of Trade would be a more cor¬ 
dial feeling among stationers. At present 
there exists much jealousy, which manifests 
itself in a fixed determination among dealers to 
undersell each other. The buyer’s great object 
is, of course, to purchase as cheaply as possi¬ 
ble, and with this end in view he travels the 
city over, getting prices at this and the other 


place, and then, after going the entire round, 
he buys from the stationer who, rather thari 
lose a sale, offers the goods to him for less than 
any one else. The American Stationer’s ed¬ 
itorials on the advantages of organizing the 
trade have not been slighted or overlooked by 
its readers here, and it only requires the per¬ 
sonal efforts of two or three of our leading 
stationers to carry out the idea in a practical 
manner. p, pj p 

Chicago, July 1, 1874. 

Trade remains about as dull as usual, and 
the stationers are living on hope. In the coun- 
tiy there seems to be a general impression 
that business will pick up in September. The 
leading stationers in Chicago acknowledge 
that business since the panic has been exceed¬ 
ingly dull, but taking everything into consid¬ 
eration trade may be said to be in a healthy 
condition, inasmuch as their county bills, 
though small, have usually been promptly met 
until within the last two weeks. At present 
many country buyers are asking for exten¬ 
sions. Drummers have found trade very slack 
during the last month, but say that they do 
not know as it is much worse than it was last 
summer at this time. A leading stationer is 
of the opinion that, (without being over san¬ 
guine) there is every reason to believe that the 
aggregate of sales next faU will be good, and 


that when this year’s sales come to be footed 
lip they win not look unfavorably in compari¬ 
son with those of last year, as many are in¬ 
clined to think. The fact is people are panic- 
struck and take a too gloomy view of things. 
There is no unprovement in prices, and this 
is where the main trouble exists. The manu¬ 
facturers are blamed for the present demoral¬ 
ized state of things, and although our station¬ 
ers are hoping for a good fall trade, they say 
that should the manufacturers get rampant 
and run their goods on the market without a 
margin, the effect would be simply ruinous. 
The paper men were becoming disgusted, and 
some steps will soon be taken by them toward 
bringing about a more healthy condition. 
Fa*icy writing papers are duUer than ever. A 
leading firm, in speaking of Pirie’s papers, ad¬ 
vanced the opinion that they are becoming bet¬ 
ter appreciated throughout the West every 
day, and not merely because they are fashion¬ 
able, but because the taste for fine paper is be¬ 
coming more cultivated. Emigration from the 
Eastern cities is one great reason for this. 
Several other stationers conform to this same 
opinion, and assert that only time is necessary 
to educate the public taste up to as high a 
standard of appreciation as the most enthusias¬ 
tic lovers of fine paper could desire. 

The retail stationers are not in exuberant 
spirits, for business with them is,terribly dull, 
but they, like all the rest, are looking for the 
advent of fall and seem to think that with cool 
weather hard times will vanish. It is to be 
hoped that the several conventions of manu- 
facturers which have been or are about to be 
held may bring forth results that will remove 
the incubus now weighing down all branches , 
of the trade.

The London Stationers’ Hall has nothing- 
whatever to do -with the stationery trade.. 
Though a few stationers eat a given number of 
dinners yearly, publish a few almanacs, and 
keep registers of the titles of new books and of 
designs that are entered there, the registers, 
are a glorious sham. I could go at 10 o’clock 
and register the title of The Paper Trade Jour¬ 
nal, and if you went at 10:15 the same clerk 
would register a like title for yourself and take 
your money with delight. 

If your trade is ripe for forming- an associa¬ 
tion, avoid the basis of the London Stationers’ 
Hall. You must set the London trade an ex¬ 
ample, and pioneer your own way. Rivalry 
and jealousy are the characteristics of Enghsh 
stationers and paper-makers. For the most 
part they cordially hate each other, and there 
is no unanimity whatever. 

I fear my letter will neither give you hops 
nor encouragement. But you are on a good 
track, and I wish you well on your voyage. 

We might as well endeavor to teach a pig to 
distinguish Sunday from other days in the 
week, as to try, with any prospect of success, 
to bring English stationers to found a guild for 
their own benefit.

Let us turn over a new leaf, and see 
who can excel in style and quality of putting up. It 
is a shame that our best articles, as a rule, are put 
up the worst. They sell on their merits, while trash 
sells for the sake of the wrappers. But the end of 
that string has been reached, and the demand to¬ 
day is for better goods, despite the dullness of trade 
and the attractiveness of cheap chromo labels. Now 
is a good time to begin a new era in the stationery 
trade, and it Avill be just as well not to forget that 
“ honesty is the best ])olicy,” and will pay best in 
the end.

BITION. 

g Fi-om our London namesake we copy the fol¬ 
lowing account of the exhibition of fancy 
goods and stationery at the London Exhibition: 

In the Leather Division there is but little to 
attract the notice of the Enghsh fancy trade, 
or of the manufacture in connection therewith. 
There are leathers of aU sorts exhibited, also 
leather cloth by the Anglo-American Compa¬ 
ny, No. 24 Gresham street, but of articles dis¬ 
played by manufacturers there is a singular 
scarcity, and the only appreciable novelty we 
observed was leather fans, ornamented with 
peacocks’ feathers. They are pretty and well 
made, by E. Wein, of Vienna. There are sev¬ 
eral exhibitors of leather bags, but by retailers 
only. Pmses, cigar cases, carte-de-visite 
frames, and a few other ’ similar articles have 
been sent by Messrs. Denkil, Osterritter, Wein, 
Ernst, Wolf and Wurth, all of whom are Aus¬ 
trians, represented in England by Mr. S. Pol- 
litzer, of No. 2(M Upper Thames street. 

In the French Court fancy goods can scarce¬ 
ly be said to be represented; we may, however, 
call attention to the ladies’ ivory pocket com¬ 
panions of Deleuze, No. 65 Rue Meslay, Paris; 
to the ivory tablets and ivory boxes of La- 
marre. No. 67 Rue,Montorgwel, Paris; to the 
leather bags and dispatch boxes of W. Walker, 
No. 3 Place de I’Opera, Paris, and to the bon¬ 
bon and fancy boxes of Rebours, of No. 10 Rue 
Richepence, Paris. With these exceptions, 
France has not sent any articles that will in a 
business sense interest our z’eaders. 

In Imitation Leather some very good speci¬ 
mens of binding are exliibited by J. Harring¬ 
ton & Co., of the Union Works, Ryde, and 
Pavy’s Patent Company (Limited) display books 
bound in the new “ Feltine.” 

Account Book Binding is represented by 
Bemrose & Son, of Paternoster Buildings; Brit¬ 
ish and Foreign Stationery Company, Garrick 
street; S. Moore, No. 15 Cannon street, Man¬ 
chester, and H. J. Paxon, No. 10 Foster lane, 
E. C. There does not appear to be any novelty 
in the exliibits of these houses, but, being in¬ 
closed in cases, we had not an opixjrtunity to 
examine them. Clarke & Dunham, of Mark 
lane, display a mechanical binder. Some Aus¬ 
trian bindings are very elaborate, and thor¬ 
oughly unlike English productions. Some of 
these are fm’nished by A. Lachnik, of Olmutz, 
and by G. Lazar, No. 2 Uri Utoze, Vienna. We 
must also award praise to the albmns and etui 
cases shown by C. Ernst, of No. 2 Westbahn- 
strasse, Vienna, and to the writing cases of J. 
Dinkel, of No. 6 Mirthengasse, Vienna. 

Of Adjuncts used for Bookbinding.—There 
are many exliibitors of leather of various qual¬ 
ities. Mr. V. Cremers, of No. 3 Myddelton 
square, has a good display of embossed, mar¬ 
bled and flint papers, suitable for covers. 
Messrs. Hopkinson & Cope, of Farringdon road, 
ha\ e a complete bookbinding plant in the ma¬ 
chinery department, and power, arming, and 
blocking presses are exhibited under the name 
of the late Mr. Gough, of Kirby street. And, 
to complete the Hst, we include the names of 
G. de Lacy, No. 43 Seckford street, and of 
Hamp & Co., No. 3 Racquet court, E. C., as the 
only persons who display bookbinders’ tools. 
In this division the exhibits are decidedly good, 
but they fail to represent either the bookbind¬ 
ing industry of France or the Continent. 

For the ornamentation of playing cards three 
exhibitors have sent in designs, viz.; Matilda 
Goodman, P. J. Reeve, and Felix Summerley.

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HINTS ON TAKIN G ORDERS. 

BECEIVING COPY. 

Persuade your customer to furnish his own 
copy, written in hik. Avoid writing it for 
him. If it must be done by you, notify him 
distinctly that he is responsible for its supposed 
accuracy as to names, dates, places, and fig¬ 
ures. The oflace can be responsible only for 
the orthography of ordinary words—not at all 
for uncertahi proper names or figures. 

Never take in a small order without reading 
the copy critically. If it is obscurely written, 
rewrite it in the customer’s presence, and make 
clear every doubtful point. Let there be no 
ambiguity between the capitals I and J, or be¬ 
tween T, Y, and S in proper names, or in fig¬ 
ures. 

It is not practicable to read over copy for a 
large piece of composition, but it should not go 
to the compositor until it has been fairly ex¬ 
amined. See that the leaves are properly num¬ 
bered, and that the compositor will have no 
difficulty in keeping the connection. If the 
. manuscript is bad, or is too bulky to be re¬ 
written, persuade him to have it copied. Ad¬ 
vise him that the expense of rewriting the copy 
will be much less than the probable alterations 
of type, and that the time spent in making a 
clean copy, so far from hindering, will really 
speed and cheapen the work. Inform him that 
although a compositor may be able to read very 
bad manuscript, or to put in order badly-di¬ 
gested copy, that such extra work cannot be 
done at the price of legible copy. Somebody 
must pay for all delay occasioned by negh- 
gence or obscurity. 

If possible, obtain ail the copy before you 
commence work, and get all the directions. It 
ds not always practicable to do this, but the at¬ 
tempt shoxdd never be relaxed. The customer 
should be reminded that when copy is given 
oiTt m fragments, there is always a great loss 
of time in doing the work, as well as an im¬ 
paired feehng of responsibility concerning it— 
not only in regard to the time of performance, 
but even in regard to its accuracy and neat¬ 
ness. The knowledge of the fact that the cus¬ 
tomer has more copy to bring in, that Ids di¬ 
rections are still incomplete, and that he will 
probably alter or disarrange the existing plan 
of the work, is injurious to both foreman and 
compositor. The work is not and cannot be 
undertaken earnestly, for there is a sense of a 
divided responsibility. 

Take down all directions in writing. Trust 
nothing to memory. Attach these written di¬ 
rections to the copy, and let them always ac¬ 
company the work, in every stage of its prog¬ 
ress. See also that they are fuUy entered on 
the order book. 

Unsatisfactory display work is largely caused 
by bad preparation of copy. It is the fashion 
to censure the compositor for this imperfection 
in work, when it most rightfully belong-s to the 
author or to the office. To avoid this fault, it 
wiU be found economical for most offices to 
prepare and rewrite job copy before giving it 
out, marking out definitely the size and style 
of the work, the width of the measure, the size 
of border, the relative prominence of displayed 
tjTpe, and every other matter that could guide 
the compositor. The preparation of copy in 
such style will save much useless labor. An 
able foreman who pursues this method can do 
much really fine work, even with imperfect 
workmen.—Ue Vinne's Printers' Pnee List.

Ye Old Court Hand Pen, introduced by Mr. 
John Heath, of Birmingham, is a very broad- 
pointed pen with a slanting nib; intended for : 
the use of those who write “back-handed.” | 

Ginx’s Baby is the name given by Mr. Mchol- j 
son to his last new penwiper, which is orna- i 
mental, with a really capital effigy of a crying ' 
infant, whose face is composed of a plastic 
substance. 

The Wizard’s Pocket Inkstand, brought out 
by Messrs. Myers, of Birmingham, is made 
of brass, the size being inch high by inch 
in diameter. It contains some anihne paper, 
which produces a colored ink upon the appli¬ 
cation of water. It does not in any way 
resemble the Magic Inkstand. 

The Donkey Puzzle, pubhshed by Messrs. 
Perry, is having an enormous sale. It consists 
of two cards, on each of which is printed the 
figure of a donkey and a jockey. The puzzle 
is to place them in such a position, that they 
will only appear as one animal and one rider. 

The Independent Pen and Ruler Rack (regis¬ 
tered) introduced by Mr. Downing, of Bir- 
mingham, is one of the best articles of its 
kind ever issued to sell at a shilling. It is 
strong, presents an ornamental appearance, 
and may be used with equal facility, whether 
hanging, standing or lying fiat. 

Messrs. Hewlett, of Greek street, Soho, de¬ 
serve a few words of praise for the very 
pretty and new designs they have pubhshed 
in the form of menu and dinner cards. The 
former are shaped and stamped as dishes, and 
the latter as plates, the designs on each variety 
being copies of Wedgwood and Matlock china. 

Carved White-wood Pails, carved in an ele¬ 
gant manner, and nested so that the utmost 
space is saved in packing; these miniature pails 
will be found to sell freely as presents, and 
can be used for holding trinkets, and for many 
other pui-poses. In nests of .seven pails each, 
each nest in a box. Price $11.50 gold per dozen 
nests. 

For a very lack of novelties, Messrs. A. N. 
Myers & Co., of Berners street, W., have 
verily caught at straws, and, under the style 
of Japanese Straw Work, have brought out a 
box containing a number of straws, such as 
are used for imbibing sherry cobblers, three 
pieces of cardboard, four metal eyelets, and a 
number of thin strips of metal. These ma¬ 
terials are intended for the production of carie- 
de-visite frames. 

The new Pen-Wipers issued by Messrs. Dean 
include “Cricket,” which is depicted by two 
dogs, whose breed shall be nameless. One of 
the tykes acts as bowler, while the other as 
batsman —not batsdog—defends his stumps 
with naive canine sagacity. The “ Camp ” pat¬ 
tern is noticeable for strength; and, as the 
shape is septangular, and the angles studded 
with pins, it may also be commended for ad¬ 
ditional utihty. “Dame Margery,” and “Old 
Gaffer Grey,” are a pair of comical figures; the 
former' seems to be little Red Riding Hood 
grown old and tinged with a Mrs. Gampish 
look, while the Gaffer looks hke Father Christ¬ 
mas' disguised in the habiliments of an Irish 
peasant. __

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Owing to the increased trade, Messrs. Letts, 
Son & Co., limited, have taken further prem¬ 
ises for their export and counting house de¬ 
partments, at No. 22 Pudding Lane, Eastcheap, 
London, E. C. 

Mr. F. L. Edwards, law bookseller and sta¬ 
tioner, of Sydney, N. S. W., has sold his busi¬ 
ness to Messrs. Poulton & Begbie, and pur¬ 
chased Mr. Murray’s share in the firm of Mur¬ 
ray, Dunlop & Co., wholesale stationers, Syd- 
ney. 

Messrs. Hewlett & Son, of Firth street, Soho, 
executed the menu card used on the occasion 
of the visit of the Czar to the Crystal Palace. 
It was printed in colors and gold on both sides, 
and contained the “Commemoration,” the 
menu, the arms of Russia and England, and 
portraits of the royal family. 

The fancy trade has been doing compara¬ 
tively well in spite of the fact tliat profitable 
novelties have been only sparsely introduced. 
Such, however, is the desire to possess some- 
thingmew that even the most stupid articles 
will sell if they be brought out with spirit. This 
circumstance ought to be an incentive to ingen¬ 
ious persons .—London Stationer. 

Twenty-two American firms have applied 
for the agency in the States of the Papyrograph, 
and one firm wants to buy it for America, but 
the owners have refused the offer. They can¬ 
not make the apparatuses fast enough to supply 
orders, and have been compelled to take a 
large factory, the one first entered upon not 
being near big enough. So far the process is 
encouraging in the extreme.

The late Leipzig fair did not show symptoms 
of liveliness. The manufacturers were obliged 
to pay dearly for raw materials and workman¬ 
ship, while purchasers required cheap prices, 
especially as the long credit which they before 
enjoyed was refused. Even the leather fair, 
which has turned out most satisfactory for 
years, did not content sellers; prices gave way 
and a large quantity of goods.rematued unsold. 

Journalistic Amenity. —The Furnitxire Ga¬ 
zette in a recent number published as an origi¬ 
nal contribution an article headed “ Does Drum¬ 
ming Pay?” in v hich it was hinted that some 
London firms were about to discontinue the 
practice of sending out commercial “drum¬ 
mers.” The Warehouseman and Draper copied 
the article in full, and comphmented the 
Furniture Gazette upon having broached an 
interesting subject. We think it right, how¬ 
ever, that our contemporai-y should know that 
the article ui question first appeared about six 
or seven weeks ago in The American Sta¬ 
tioner, and referred to the stationery trade of 
the United States, and not to the business of 
English furniture .—London Stationer. 

In our February issue we stated that we had 
never met a writer of comic valentines. Dur¬ 
ing the past month a gentleman presented 
himself to us, and stated that he was the au¬ 


thor of a large number of the amusing valen¬ 
tines that had recently been issued. He was, 
he said, a well-known author of valentine lit¬ 
erature, and as such procured good pay. For 
instance, he said he would not supply the text 
of any valentine, even though it were only 
four lines, for a less sum than halLa-crown, 
and that he could knock off se\ enty-five or 
eighty in a day. Making due allowance for 
exaggeration, we need no longer wonder why 
valentine literature is below par. Even ten or 
less good epigrammatic verses might be con¬ 
sidered a hard day’s work for a really clever 
writer .—London Stationer, 

An ingenious person has been testing the capa¬ 
city of the English post office in delivering let¬ 
ters. He first of aU sent a post card with both 
the letter and the direction written in short 
hand. The card was duly received with the di¬ 
rection translated into long hand in red ink, 
Not content with this trial, the experimental¬ 
ist directed an envelope in short hand to him¬ 
self. This letter also returned without any re¬ 
direction at all. The post office was thereupon 
pronounced a most successful institution, and 
the result of the test was published. IVe be¬ 
lieve that the post office can do even better 
things than these. The officials have even 
been known to decipher an address consist¬ 
ing of a signature of a correspondent, whether 
written in short hand, long hand or no hand at 
all, and cut out by the bewildered recipient, who 
has handed the puzzle over to the post office. 
But we hope it will not become the fashion to 
test the post office in this playful way. 

Our paper-makers, especially those devoting 
attention to the manufacture of news, must be 
careful not to let their foreign trade slip away 
from them. The paper-makers in the United 
States have awakened at last to the vast trade 
with the Southern Continent, that they have 
neglected; and by recent advices from Valpa¬ 
raiso, we learn that some of the daily journals 
published at that important commercial center 
are now printed on paper manufactured near 
that city—paper quite equal, we are assured, 
to any that had previously been imported. 
By the last mail, too, from New Zealand we 
received a copy of the Thames Advertiser, in 
which the proprietor states that his paper is 
now printed on colonial manufacture, into 
which New Zealand flax has been largely 
worked. As there are also well estabhshed paper 
mills in both Victoria and New South Wales, 
there is every probability that in a few years 
our Southern Colonies, at any rate, will be in¬ 
dependent of the 396 pnper-mills of which 
Great Britain now boasts.— Shippers’ Monthly 
Cireidar. 

A correspondent of the Bookseller writes : 
“We know that many young men are very ig¬ 
norant in the business, but they are the excep¬ 
tions to the rule,' and as long as a youth is ap¬ 
prenticed to five trades (bookselling, stationery, 
printing, binding, and music-selling) he cannot 
be expected to devote his time so closely to 
one particular branch ashe perhaps would 
wish.” 

Several changes in the organization of Her 
Majesty’s Stationery Offices are about to take 
place, and it is stated that a complete reorgan¬ 
ization of the department is contemplated. If 
this be well founded, the printing trade of Lon¬ 
don will be affected in several inportant re¬ 
spects, and three or four old houses placed, for 
the first time within a century, on a footing of 
actual competition with the rest.

A capital adhesive liquid, for sticking tickets 
on glass, wood, or paper, is obtained as follows: 
About half an ounce of common glue, which 
has been a day before soaked in water, and 
some candy sugar, with half an ounce of gum 
arabicum, and three ounces of water are placed 
in a small bowl over a spirit lamp, and contin¬ 
ually stirred till the composition thoroughly 
boils and dissolves, and the mass becomes thin. 
When coated with a small brush, and left to dry, 
the tickets, when moistened with the tongue, 
will stick with the greatest tenacity. 

Wholesale fancy warehousemen might ma¬ 
terially increase their sales and reduce ex¬ 
penses if they were to imitate the system of 
inviting customers, &c., to visit their estab¬ 
lishments at certain periods when the new sea¬ 
son’s stock has been prepared. Retailers are 
thus enabled to see a much greater variety, 
while they are glad to avail themselves of an 
excuse that relieves them, by reason of urgent 
business, from the monotony of their shops.

OUR GROWTH. 

The large and rapid increase in the number 
of our advertisements during the past month 
has necessitated a second enlargement of The 
Stationer, which is now double the size of its 
first issue as a separate publication, April 6.

In one of our early numbers we discussed at 
length the export of stationery to the West In¬ 
dies and South America, giving statistics of 
the magnitude of the trade in those regions, 
and asking why these markets should be sup¬ 
plied from abroad rather than from the United 
States. Any one who is acquainted with the 


A YOUNG MENS’ ASSOCIATION. 

A project is on foot and will soon take a 
practical shape, rvhich deserves the atten-. 
tion of every young man in the stationery 
trade, while employers should likewise be in¬ 
terested in it. This is an association of clerks 
in the stationery, fine paper, fancy goods and 
associate trades. We have several times re¬ 
ferred to the advantages of such organi.zations. 
They have proved successful in England, and 
a young mens’ association has quite lately been 
formed in Cincinnati; thus there’is ample pre¬ 
cedent for the jilan. The objects to be attained 
are four-fold. First and foremost the bringing 
together of the young men in our trade and in¬ 
spiring a feeling of esprit de coips and good- 
fellowship among them. There are several 
hundred stationers’ clerks alone in New York 
city, many of them cultivated and intelligent 
young men. Here are the elements for a high 
class association or club which would be both 
attractive and improving to its members. One 
feature of such an association should be a lit¬ 
erary society, to hold meetings monthly, to hear 
essays and discuss subjects of general interest. 
These would interest a large class in the trade 
and would draw out many whose faculties 
for speaking or writing are dormant. It 
would also afford an opportunity for the more 
intelligent members of the trade to communi¬ 
cate their ideas to others. Discussion is al¬ 
ways beneficial, and there are many subjects 
relating to the stationery business which could 
be ventilated in such a society to advantage. 
Another feature would be the cultivation of 
physical exercise and recreation. There are 
already several base ball ‘ ‘ nines” in existence in 
the trade. These ought to be fostered, and 
from their number a picked “nine ” should be 
selected which could be trained to a high state 
of skUl, and thus become competent to play 
against any outside clubs. A boat club and a 
walking club might also be organized to suit 
the taste of other physical adepts. Several sta-; 
tionery clerks in New York attend Burnham’s 
Gymnasium, and it is likely that a number 
could be found to take an interest in physical 
sports. 

Lastlj'', it is desirable to make this a mutual 
benefit association, not of a complicated i 
character, but simple and efficient in its' 
workings. A method which has been success¬ 
fully practiced in many cases, might be easily 
copied, viz., to provide in case of the death of 
any member of the associatian that all the other 
members shall be assessed for a special sum for 


the benefit of his family, and to pay his fun¬ 
eral expenses. The public school teachers of 
New York have an arrangement of this kind 
by which $.500 is raised by assesssments of fifty 
cents on the death of any member. This grtes 
quite a handsome sum to the friends of the de¬ 
ceased, while it is not an onerous tax upon the 
other members. Stationers’ clerks are not so 
prosperous that such a guarantee against dis¬ 
tress in case of their sudden decease would not 
be very desirable. 

The above is a crude statement of the pro¬ 
ject referred to, but it will suffice to show the 
practicability of the plan, and it should meet 
with general approval. Similar associations 
ought to be formed in eveiy one of our leading 
cities, and they would be very desirable addi¬ 
tions to the trade. A meeting will soon be 
called in New York to discuss the plan, 
and it is to be hoped that it 7vill be largely at- 
. tended. 


TRADE EXCLUSIVENESS. 

It is one of the surprising things that busi¬ 
ness men are often so ignorant of each other’s 
affairs, and even faces. But few stationers in 
New York have any general acquaintance 
among the trade. Individual stationers cany 
on their business in the most isolated manner, 
seldom visiting each other’s offices, but gener¬ 
ally confining themselves to their own coimt- 
ing rooms, like an oyster in his shell. The ef¬ 
fect of this narrow and exclusive practice it 
bad, as may be seen in many ways. It checks 
the growth of that esprit de corps, which is 
indispensible in every community of men en¬ 
gaged in like pursuits. It fosters excessive 
competition, leads to vicious rivalry such as 
has disgraced our trade for so long a time, and 
lastly it checks the growth of intelligenc, 
which is the main spring of knowledge. 
Where men are constantly meeting each other 
to talk over their business affairs, each indi¬ 
vidual is benefited by the knowledge of the 
rest. The standard of excellence in work is 
raised, ne^v ideas are developed or suggested, 
and the intercommunication of mind with 
mind is productive of good feeling. All these 
results can and should be brought about by a 
board of trade. 


If you want to irritate an old stationer, just 
ask him mildly and in an expectant way if his 
business is not an easy one to learn. This is a 
common impression among bank presidents 
and other wealthy men who have sons whom 
they wish to start in life, and who constantly 
propose to place them as clerks in stationery 
stores, partly because they think the business 
is so easy to learn, and partly because it is such 
a nice, clean occupation. A greater mistake 
was never made than this. No occupation that 
is worth knowing can be mastered easily or in 
a short time, and there are few kinds of busi¬ 
ness which have more details to be mastered or 
require greater study than the stationery busi¬ 
ness. There are an infinitesimal number of ar¬ 
ticles to be handled, of every conceivable price, 
material and quality—cutlery, hardware, glass, 
fluid, mucilages—not to mention the varieties 
of paper, envelopes, blanks, &c. To sell these 
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articles successfully, a man should know some¬ 
thing at least about every one of them, how 
they are made, what constitutes the peculiar 
excellence of each, and why a customer should 
buy them for the price asked. To master this 
information alone is a life studj^, yet we have 
said nothing about a knowledge of the market, 
of competing classes of goods, and of the other 
multitudinous details which a business man 
must keep in his head. If this is an easy task, 
we confess we should not like to attempt a hard 
one. 

Why do not more business men try the ef¬ 
fect of the plan of giving a percentage on their 
profits to their clerks and other employes ? 
Many banks do so regularly with advantage to 
themselves and to the satisfaction of then’ 
clerks. We know of the head of a large New 
York stationery house who tried the experi¬ 
ment and succeeded so well that from the sav¬ 
ing in wrapping paper, sealing wax and twine 
alone, through the increased prudence of his 
clerks, a nice little dividend was declared. 

We are always glad to hear from any one of 
our readers who will take the trouble to send 
us anything, and we welcome their communi¬ 
cations heartily. No one need feel the least 
hesitation about writing to us. Set your 
thoughts down just as they come up, write 
freely just as you would talk, and we will see 
that your ideas are put in shape.

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SUM MER GA MES. 

Tlie vacation season is near at hand, and out¬ 
door sports will be in vogue for some time. 
Kites have had their day, and tops are hum¬ 
ming wherever Young America can find a 
place to spin them, while marbles afford food 
for the display of skill, and give a vent for that 
love of gambling which every youngster pos¬ 
sesses. 

One house alone—that of Banfield, Forristall 
& Co.—reports having sold 10,000 bats already. 
‘These figures are a sufficient answer to those 
who say the taste for the “ national game ” is 
dying out. The manufacturers have of late at¬ 
tained a high degree of skill in then- business, 
and are able to turn out bats very rapidly, and 
sell them very cheap. A great point in their 
manufacture is to get upland wood which will 
dry quickly, and most of the manufacturers 
are located on the outskirts of the New Hamp¬ 
shire and Vermont forests. This year the bats 
ai-e not made so long as formerly, the swift 
pitching now practiced requiring the change. 

In balls, also, a large business is done. These 
are supposed to be of the regulation size and 
material, but in the manufacture of few arti¬ 
cles is there more fraud practiced. They are 
often hastily stuffed with bunchy rags, paper, 
and even straw, and a few india rubber clip¬ 
pings put in to give the necessary elasticity. 
They are nearly all made near Boston. Many 
of the old-fashioned soft balls, for country 
trade and for the use of girls, are still sold, as 
well as considerable quantities of rubber balls. 

Croquet more than holds its own. It is ex¬ 
pected that there will be a larger sale than 
ever this year, especially in the West. New 
England makes nme-tenths of the croquet sets 
sold in this country, and the Boston dealers’ 
Western and Southern trade is a large one. 
This year a few factories have been started up 
on the other side of the Alleghenies. 

The manufacture of hoops for girls is mainly 
carried on at Royalston and other places in 
Massachusetts, and at Skowhegan, Me. 

There is said to be a complete cessation of 
top-playing in Boston during the spring. A few 
years ago these goods were sold there as much 
at this time of year as they now are all 
through the country, but at present no sale can 
be found for them in the city except in the fall. 
Even the Boston boys must be original. 

“ There are clu’omos, and there are chromos,” 
as the French said. You can get for sixty 
cents a piece quite a good sized foreign chromo 
which will make a respectable appearance, but 
on the other hand, E. & H. T. Anthony have 
chromos which are scarcely fifteen inches 
square, such as the “ Neapohtan Boy ” and the 
“ Pompeian Scenes,” which cost from $15 to 
$25, and are really beautiful specimens of col¬ 
oring. The latter picture has no less than 
seventeen printings and is exquisitely exe¬ 
cuted.

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QUALITIES OF PAPER. 

The performance of a press is materially 
.affected by the nature of the papei- that is 
used. If too wet, too harsh, or too thin, the 
speed must be reduced. The most manageable 
papei's for cylinder presses are calendered un¬ 
sized printing, sized and calendered printing, 
good book or news, unsized and uncalender¬ 
ed, of smooth face and of a soft texture. All 
of these papers can be worked on common 
forms with nearly equal facility. 

For producing fine impressions, the two 
gi’eat requisites in paper are smoothness of 
face and softness of body. For wood cuts and 
fine letter-press work, the smoothness is indis¬ 
pensable. But it is possible to do fair work 
from a rough surface, provided it has a soft 
body like blotting paper. 

Over-bleached book, badly-made straw, or 
specky and knotty-surfaced news, and all kinds 
of clayey or chalky papers, as well as papers 
made too largely from waste shavings, give 
extra trouble to the pressman. These papers 
are only used because they are cheap. But the 
saving in paper is often offset by stiU greater 
cost of presswork. Such presswork should be 
at a higher price. The over-bleached and shav¬ 
ings papers are too tender to be handled expe¬ 
ditiously ; badly-made straw and specky papers 
are damaging to type and plates, and require 
superior rollers and greater care in making- 
ready; the clayey and chalky papers gum the 
rollers, foul the ink, and fiU up the counters of 
type. Extra thin paper is difficult to handle, 
and compels a press to be run at lower speed; 
if wet down it increases the trouble and causes 
delays in making register. 

Hard writing papers of large size are objec¬ 
tionable. The sheets wrinkle when dampened, 
often stick together, and di’y roughly, requir¬ 
ing unusual care in pressing. If they are used 
dry, the sizing is equally annoying; on some 
qualities it presents a smooth, glassy shell, al¬ 
most as hard as sheet glue, compelling an unu¬ 
sually careful making ready to prevent injury 
to type, and the use of stiff-bodied, difficult- 
distributing, and slow-drying inks to insure its 
adhesion to the papei\ When used on cuts or 
forms with black type, it is often necessary to 
interleave every sheet to pi-event set-off. On 
small cylinder and platen presses fine writing- 
paper is not specially troublesome, but imder 
any conditions it makes more labor than good 
printing. 

Enamelled papers ai*e usually more trouble¬ 
some than writing papers. The surface is often 
thickly painted with a coating of color and 
wax that resists the adhesion of strong and 
slow-drying ink. Some kinds of enamelled 
papers, like ultramarine blue and chyome 
green, have their coloring matter so loosely 
laid on that it rubs off on impression, and clogs 
ink, type, and rollers. Other papers, hke the 
cheaper kinds of white, are often coated with 
clayey mixtures that flake and crack under im¬ 
pression, producing the same effect in a worse 
degree. These can be printed only with weak¬ 
bodied inks to the great danger of rubbing off. 
Plated papers will be found better adapted for 
printing- than the glazed and enamelled. 

Bond, bank note, and parchment papers are 
difficult papers to work, and are injurious to 
type .—De Vinne’s Printers’ Price List.

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ALL ABOUT AMERICAN PENCILS. 

HOW GRAPHITE PENCILS ABE MADE. 

The public cannot have failed to note the 
fact that a new pencil has come into market, 
and has taken a leading position. 

The Joseph Dixon Crucible Company, of 
Jersey City, of which Hon. Orestes Cleveland 
is president, has been many years preparing 
for the manufacture of black lead pencils, 
upon purely American principles, i. e., every 
manipulation by machinery instead of by hand 
labor, producing perfection and absolute uni¬ 
formity. The company is the oldest in the 
United States in the plumbago trade, and the 
difficulties to be overcome, and the prejudices 
to be encountered, were fully appreciated. 

American ladies are still so prejudiced, that 
the silk ribbon manufacturers of Paterson, N. 
J., are obliged to place a French label on their 
productions to make them sell. 

But a few years ago American watches made 
by machinery were frowned down by the 
dealers everywhere; they are now the best 
in the market. Ten years ago nobody would 
trust American steel, but now the best in the 
world is made in this country. Nearly every 
person can call to mind more or less of 
American machinery, or American produc¬ 
tions, that have had to fight their way against 
the universal belief in this country, that 
nothing is good that is home-made; yet, in the 
face of this prejudice, many an American 
manufacture has forced its way into market, 
proving itself superior to anything of its kind 
before known in any country. 

When the late Mr. Jos. Dixon, the founder 
of this establishment, began to make American 
plumbago crucibles in 1827, he encountered the 
same prejudice, but twenty years ago he had 
already revolutionized the whole of Europe 
in that article, and no plumbago crucibles are 
now made in any part of the world except by 
his process. The prejudice in this country is 
equally strong in regard to fi.ne pencils. In 
their pencil department the company employs 
American materials, American capital, Ameri¬ 
can brains, American labor. Every operation 
is original, and many of the manipulations 
directly contrary to the practice of the Eng¬ 
lish and Germans. They have avoided every 
preconceived notion, discarded all the experi¬ 
ence of pencil-makers in the past, and their 
success is another substantial triumph of Ame¬ 
rican mechanical skill. 

It is forty-seven years (October, 1827) since 
the late Mr. Joseph Dixon invented his black 
lead crucibles, and began also the manufacture 
of his stove polish. His crucibles, or those 
manufactured by his process, have been the 
only kind used anywhere for many years, 
and the stove polish is the leading article in 
that trade; more of it being sold than of all 
other kinds put together. They have long- 
prepared graphite for all the finer and more 
dehcate uses, and have mills of their own 
adaption for this special purpose. It is claimed 
that the company handles more black lead 
(properly called plumbago or graphite) than 
any other single establishment in the world, 
and that Mr. Cleveland is the most expert ex¬ 
aminer of the article in this country. These 
facihties have enabled him to bring the pre¬ 
paration of plumbago almost to perfection, 
and to make the nice distinction in grading so 
necessary for the finest pencils. 

A perfect pencil should be smooth, soft, 
black, uniform and rehable, hold its point in 
wear, and be pleasant to use. The mark should 


be clear and perfect, but disappear entirely 
under the rubber, leaving the paper clean. 
All these qualities have been obtained in the 
Dixon pencils. 

The following is the method employed in the 
production of Dixon’s American Graphite Pen¬ 
cils : 

The graphite from the mines of the company 
near Ticonderoga, N. Y., is treated with sul¬ 
phuric and nitric acids, and,after washing clean, 
heated to a bright red. It is then mixed with 
water thin enough to run freely, and the mix¬ 
ture turned slowly into the first of a series of 
vats, the overfiow from the first falling into 
the second, while the overflow from that falls 
into the third, and again into the fourth. The 
coarser or heavier particles wiU settle to the 
bottom of the first vat or tub, the next 
coarser in the next, and the very finest settles 
in the last, the water running away almost 
clear. For the “ Graphite pencils,” the deposit 
in the last vat is used, but for common pencils 
the deposit in the next vat does very weU. It 
is now ready for the clay. The clay used by 
this company is that known as “pipeclay.’ 
It has a blueish gray color, great strength, and 
is very unctuous and fatty when wet. The 
clay is separated in water by floating through 
a series of vats in the same manner as the 
graphite, only the finest being used for pencils. 
It is then mixed with the graphite in such pro¬ 
portions as needed to produce the particular 
grade of lead wanted, say for Dixon’s M 
grade seven parts of clay, and ten parts of 
graphite are used. The more clay the harder 
the grade. When thoroughly mixed, the ma¬ 
terial is ready for the press that forms it into 
leads. The press has a cast-iron well, 8 inches 
deep and 4 inches in diameter, into which the 
material is placed, and an iron follower is 
forced down by a large screw into the well, 
pressing upon the material, and forcing it out 
of a small hole in the bottom of the well, like 
a thread coiling up under the machine rapidly, 
being exactly the size and shape, square or 
round, that the leads are wanted. From there 
it is straightened out, and cut up into lengths 
for pencils, dried, and inclosed in a tight cru¬ 
cible. The crucible is heated in a furnace to a 
red heat, and on being cooled the leads are 
found ready for use. The wood employed is 
the Florida cedar, for sawing which the com¬ 
pany has a mfil at Tampa Bay, Florida. The 
cedar is sawed into pieces of the width of six 
pencils, and of half the thickness of the single 
one. These pieces go through a machine 
which planes them on one side, and cuts six 
grooves of the exact width of the leads in¬ 
tended to fit into them, and of half the depth. 
They are then coated with glue, the six leads 
laid into one of them, and another quickly 
fitted to it. These double pieces then form 
blocks with six leads, at proper distances 
apart, running through them. After they are 
dried in a press, they are, mn through the 
shaping machine, coming out six pencils each 
time, at the rate of one hundred evei-y min¬ 
ute; the turning part of the machine revol¬ 
ving at the rate of 4,.’)00 revolutions per 
minute. The machine makes them either 
round or hexagon shaped, oval or flat. The 
pencils are now ready for the varnishing ma- 
1 chines to be finished, and stamped as desired, 

! packed in Cleveland’s patent and very unique 
style, and boxed ready for market. The whole 
operation is intensely interesting, the little 
machines work -with wonderful rapidity and 
accuracy, and each pencil of a particular 
stamp is exactly like every other one, while 


this accuracy and rapidity is the American of 
it. The machines seem to work together like 
human beings, no skilled labor being required 
to attend them. 

The Dixon Works are as above mentioned, 
located in Jersey City. Ten minutes’ ride in 
the horse cars from the Pennsylvania Railroad 
depot, and a visit there will repay anybody, 
and when, after passing through bewildering 
piles of pencils, and humming machines, you 
stop to rest in their elegantly furnished offices, 
you will heartily thank us for directing your 
feet thither. 

To receive the best attention the works 
should be visited between 9 and 11 A. M. A 
new building is now being added, 150 feet long 
by 35 feet wide, four stories high, brick, and 
built in the most substantial manner. 

This building will be on the Wayne street 
side of the works, and devoted exclusively to 
pencil.?, in connection with the buildings al¬ 
ready used for that purpose. 

The buildings on the Putnam street and Rail¬ 
road avenue sides of the property are occupied 
by machinery for the production of crucibles,, 
stove polish, and other branches of the graph¬ 
ite trade. There are in them four steam hoist¬ 
ways, seven belt elevators, and a vast compli¬ 
cation of labor-saving machinery. 

The late Mr. Dixon had one of the first me¬ 
chanical minds in the country, and his son-in- 
law, Mr. Cleveland, President of the company,, 
and now President of the American Institute- 
of New-York, keeps up with all of the modern 
improvements. The interests of the company 
have expanded to vast proportions under his 
management during the past sixteen years, 
and it has an actual capital now of $750,000, 
with a trade in every civilized country. 

An order is being filled at this moment from 
Japan for pencils, and for stove polish an order 
from Austria, the home of cheap graphite in 
Europe. 

Mr. Cleveland has in hand an elaborate work 
on graphite, and judging by the monograph 
issued by him last year entitled “Plumbago, 
its Uses and how to Use it,” the work will be 
thorough and attract much attention. 

Our readers can hardly find a more interest, 
ing establishment to visit in the vicinity of 
New York. 


POSTAL CARDS, WHENCE AND WHERE. 

It is perhaps not generally known that the 
idea of the postal card came to us from 
abroad. England, who has taught the art and 
mystery of the postal system to the rest of Eu¬ 
rope, had herself to adopt from Austria this 
last great improvement in the detail of that 
system. Austria is a long way off to look for 
the initiation of refoi-m, but there the postal 
card idea was first realized. The “ Korrespon- 
denz-karte ” of the Austrian Empire was the 
first postal card invented, and was brought out 
on the l,st October, 1869, at two kreuzer— 
equivalent to one-halfpenny. The origination 
of the idea is attributed to a certain learned 
professor. Dr. Emmanuel Hermann, of the 
Wiener Neustadt Military Academy. Prom 
October, 1869, to October, 1870, eight millions 
of postal cards were circulated in Austria. 

In England the postal card—no longer a nov¬ 
elty, but a necessity—was naturalized in 1870. 
The average number now passing weekly 
through the Post Oflace is over one million and 
a half. In 1871 more than seventy-five mil- 
hons were forwarded, and in 1872 this number 
was surpassed. It was at one time a matter of 
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speculation whether postal cards would not, 
to some extent at least, supplant letters. The 
contrary seems to have been the effect. The 
circulation of postal cards, if it has not stimu¬ 
lated that of letters, has been curiously coinci¬ 
dent with a great development of letter post¬ 
age, though the latter, it is true, may have 
been more or less aided by the last liberal 
packet tariff. However this may be, in the 
year 1871 there were forwarded fifty-two mil¬ 
lions of letters more than in the preceding 
year, the numbers being nine htmdred and fif¬ 
teen millions against eight hundred and sixty- 
three millions. It is further noticed that the 
annual rates of progression, heretofore rising 
by four per cent., is now rising by six per cent. 

In Germany the creation of the postal card 
was decreed in June, 1870, on the very eve of 
the Franco-Prussian war, and postal cards 
were put into circulation on the 1st of July fol¬ 
lowing. Their price, one groschen—a penny 
and one-fifth—was the same as that of an ordi¬ 
nary letter., It was not till exactly two years 
later—that is to say, the 1st July, 1873—that 
the rate Avas reduced by one-half, the letter 
rate remaining unchanged. T/ie cii’culation of 
postal cards in thrifty Germany was attended 
by the phenomenon which had accompanied 
their circulation elsewhere—^the more that 
postal cards wei'e circulated, the more were 
letters attracted to the Post Office; for in 1870 
but two hundred and five millions passed 
thi-ough, while in 1871 as many as two hundred 
and forty millions came crowding in. 

An improA^ement on the original idea of the 
. postal card has been carried out in Holland, 
Belgium, Germany, SAvitzerland and Italy. It 
is to send to your correspondent the means for 
his replying to you immediately. If you direct 
the reply card, your correspondent has nothing 
to do but write the rej)ly, separate the card, 
post it, and you get it. It carries out that wish 
of any one to oblige his correspondent which 
we carry out when sending a stamped envelope 
for reply. Naturally these cards are sold at 
double price. 

In Switzerland the card began to circulate on 
the 1st October, 1870. The price is that which 
now seems normal for postal cards in the gi-eat- 
er part of Europe—to wit, one halfpenn 3 ’- or, in 
Swiss cui’rency, five centimes. The introduc¬ 
tion of the postal card into Switzerland was 
immediately followed by a great development 
in letter postage, the experience of other coun¬ 
tries being repeated ad literas. In 1870 the 
number of letters carried in Switzerland was 
20,477,844 ; in 1871 the number bounded to 
32,563,351. 

Belgium received the little stranger with a 
certain timidity and distrust, and kept him 
out in the cold till 1871. On the 1st July that 
year a certain small district was set apart for 
experiment. The experiment having succeed¬ 
ed, the whole kingdom was made free of a five- 
centime postal card. As in other countries the 
number of letters has been suddenly raised. 
On the 1st January, 1873, being quite satisfied 
with the little stranger, the Belgians went in 
for twins, and adopted the double card. 

Postage in the Scandinavian countries seems 
dear, though they too have adopted the same 
principle of the highest postal facility which 
has everywhere been so successful. 

Norway started with the postal card on the 
1st January, 1873, charging the letter price— 
three halfpence. This price, however, is re¬ 
duced to three-eighths of a penny for cards cir¬ 
culating in the same postal district. 

In Sweden the stamp, first fixed at twelve 


ore (seven farthings), has been reduced to ten 
ore (a penny and three-eighths). 

In Denmark there are also tAAm species of 
postal cards—local and general—issued rcspcc- 
tivelj^ at one-halfpenny and one pennj^. 

Russia has been late in the adoption of the 
new plan for siieaking by the card. Its first 
issues were made on the 1st Januarj', 1873, in 
tAVO divisions—general and local—the general 
at five copecks (tAvopence), and the “ carte de 
circonscription ” at three copecks (a pennj' and 
one-eighth). — Pi'inters’ Jiegister.

No. 1.52,050.—Tobacco Bag.—Christian Schreiber, 
Jer.scy City, N. J. The tobacco bag made of flexi¬ 
ble material and provid-id with a tapering neck of 
pasteboard or similar material at one end, attached 
to such fabric by a flange and glue or other cement, 
for receiving the disk that forms a stopper to the 
bag. 

No. 152,070.—Bill File.-Jacob Cain, Altoona, Pa., 
assignor of one half his right to Andrew G. Gamble, 
same place. The hubbed holder in combination 
with the eye of the suspending stem an<i the obluiue 
piercing point, whereby the suspending point is 
brought l)elow the piercing ])oint, and the hubl)ed 
holder is made to serve as a l)race for the suspend¬ 
ing e 3 'e, as a bearing for the i)iercing point, andas a 
bearing for the confining screw.

j THERMOMETERS. 

It seems at first sight as if the demand for 
I such staple articles as thermometers would be

! mum is reached during the extremes of tem- 
1 parature, when the mercury is shooting up 
among the nineties, or bobbing about the zero 
I point. People then seem to appreciate the 
, value of thermometers, and replace old and 
j! broken ones, and invest in new ones where 
[ j none were before used. If a cold snap should 
M suddenly set in now it would have a decided 
!: effect upon the demand. 

It is rather difficult to tell to what class of 
; I goods thermometers belong, and hence they 

: are sold by dealers in widely different lines, 

j The fancy goods people all keep them, hard¬ 

ware dealers are expected to have them on 
hand, druggists class them among their “ sim- 
dries,” and they may even be found at the 
! bookstores. The cheaper ones are now all 

made in this country, but there are many high- 
priced French and German goods imported, 

;j the ornamentation of which affords oppor- 
ji' tunity for much elaborate display.— Commer¬ 
cial Bulletin. 

The American Stationer, which has hither¬ 
to been a department of The Paper Trade Jour¬ 
nal, is now published separately as the organ 
of the American Stationery and .Fancy Goods 
Trades. The first number (issued in April) 
contained a portrait of Gillott, the famous in¬ 
dividual of whom, while living, it was said 
that “he makes people steel pens, and then 
says they do write.”— Pnnters' Register. 

The Whitstahle Oyster and the Christian 
Glowworm are two new papers just issued 
in England. Next we may expect the Mora¬ 
vian Mosquito, and the Tumbridge Tillylulu 
Rird.

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THE HAMPTON MILL. 

The mill of the Hampton Paper Company, at 
Holyoke, is one of the most complete in the 
country. It consists of a main building, four 
stories high, and three Ls, which are respec¬ 
tively three, two, and one story high. The size 
of the main building is 130x50 feet; that of the 
first L, used as the bleaching house, 30x40; of 
the second, used for a bleaching room, 90x35; 
and the third, the boiler room, 30x20. The 
whole is covered with a pitch roof, well slated. 
The height of the fii’st two stories of the main 
building is 13 feet, of the third 12, and of the 
fourth 10. In this building the first floor is oc¬ 
cupied by the repairing department, and by 
the di-ainers and offices. One-half of the sec¬ 
ond floor of the main building will be occupied 
by the engine room, and the other by the fin¬ 
ishing department. On the third floor are the 
stock and rag rooms, and the fourth will be 
used as a drying room. The roof also is so con¬ 
structed as to form in reality a fifth story, 
light and airy, which is now used as an addi¬ 
tional drying loft. In the bleaching depart¬ 
ment the first story is occupied by the wheel 
house, the second by the rotary bleach boiler, 
capable of containing three tons of rags, and 
the third by the rag-dusting room. In the sec¬ 
ond L the fii’st story is used for making sizing, 
and on the second is placed the machine by 
which the pulp is changed into paper. This 
latter is a 76-inch Fourdrinier machine, hav¬ 
ing all the latest additions and improvements. 
The third L, the boiler room, contains two 
boilers of ample capacity for the mill. The 
finishing I’oom contains 4 calenders, 3 rrding 
machines, 2 hydraulic presses, 2 trimming 
presses, and 1 stamping press. The machinery 
in the engine room consists of 6 engines, 2 
washers, and four beaters—the washers capa¬ 
ble of carrying 700 pounds, and the beaters 500. 
The power for ninning the machinery is de¬ 
rived from three wheels, the principal one be¬ 
ing a Boyden turbine of 125 horsepower, which 
is used alone to run six engines. The second is 
a Dayton wheel of 40-horse power, used in the 
finishing room, and the third, also a Dayton 
wheel, is of 25-horse power, and runs the Four¬ 
drinier machines. 

In every respect the mill may be regarded as a 
model one. All the materials of which it is made 
are the very best, its timbers are heavy and of 
Southern pine, and its walls are thick and sub¬ 
stantial. 

When running at its fuUest capacity the mill 
employs 125 operatives, and turns out two tons 
of fine writing papers daily. The present offi¬ 
cers of the company are: President, Jared 
Beebe, of Holyoke; Treasurer, G. B. Holbrook, 
of Holyoke; with Jared Beebe, John M. Steb- 
bins, D. H. Newton, J. C. Newton, and G. B. 
Holbrook as stockholders. The company have 
as their foreman Mr. Robert Wilson, formerly 
of the firm of Platner & Porter, paper-makers, 
at Unionville, Conn, and the general manage¬ 
ment is in charge of Mr. Holbrook, under 
whose excellent supervision there can be no 
doubt of success. 

The American Stationer, which appears to 
be an offshoot from the American Paper Trade 
Journal, is a weU-edited and capitally-iirinted 
sixteen-page quarto. From the two copies 
that have reached us, we presume that it is 
published twice a month, and each number is 
embellished with a carefuUy-prepared portrait 
of some eminent stationer or bookseller — 
Shippers’ Monthly Circular.

The Philadelphia Book Trade Association pro¬ 
test against the enactment of the reciprocity 
treaty with Canada.

H. M. Brewster, paymaster at Hayden, Gere 
& Co.’s, has recovered a favorite inkstand of 
heavy glass from under ten feet of debris, rocks 
and sand in the old bed of the river in the rear 
of the office, and proposes to keep it as a rehc 
of the disaster. A pubhc-spirited man would 
have let it he there and have bought another, 
so as to encourage the stationeiy trade. 

Heretofore our great manufactm-ing estab¬ 
lishments have been forced to depend to a very 
great extent upon the skill of imported “ de¬ 
signers,” and their best work has been that 
which came from hands trained abroad. But 
at no distant day we may expect that the very 
best products of our workshops and factories 
will be not only American in material and 
make, but in design as well. Americans, and 
more especially New Englanders, are inventive 
by nature, and there seems no good reason why 
they should not excel in the invention of de¬ 
signs as weU as of the thousand and one ma¬ 
chines and apphances with which the mind of 
evex’y true Yankee is forever teeming. 

A well-known New York stationer lately 
sent out a lot of circulars, with the following- 
printed directions at the back of each envelope: 

“ Youth—Do not lose or destroy this, but 
take it to the office and place it on top of the 
pile of letters on your employer’s desk. Do 
this, and you will always prosper.” 

One of these was lately returned to him with 
this curt comment: 

“ You’ll never prosper. Why? Because you’re 
too funny. John Smith.” 

Since then he has received an anonymous 
postal card, with the annexed message: 

“ Old Codger—You are a humbug. 

* Youth.” 

Some stationers’ office boys are evidently 
very smart. 

Enough has already been said about the 
Paris rag-pickers whom one meets so constant¬ 
ly at night, with their baskets slung on their 
backs, and armed with an iron hook and a lan¬ 
tern. Among that class are often to be found 
those who have known better days, and I have 
been told of one instance where among their 
ranks was discovered a once noted physician, 
whose professional career had beed ruined by 
an unfortunate operation, resulting in the death 
of the patient. A few weeks ago, a female rag¬ 
picker, aged 52, and a married woman, com¬ 
mitted suicide for love, and among the mem¬ 
bers of her own profession who were present 
at the funeral was an ex-prefect of the Seine, 
and a mnn who had once kept a fashionable 
store on the boulevards.

Customers in the West, and Where Goods Are 
Bought—Only the Best Goods Wanted 
—Interesting Information. 

[From a Regular Correspondent.'] 

Denver, Col., July 3, 1874. 

The trade is weU represented in Denver by 
four houses, who do a large wholesale as well 
as retail trade, and a description of which I 
shall give you in some future letter, with the 
class of trade they represent. 

The cry is the same all over the country— 
business is duU. It has been the same with us 
up to the present week. The Blood Stock As¬ 
sociation is holding its annual fair and race, 
and hundreds of people are coming into town 


from the various sm-rounding mountain cities, 
making business of all kinds brisk and lively, 
more particularly the book and stationery- 
trade. 

The wholesale business of the city, I think 
has increased largely during the past year. 
Banks and large wholesale houses have been in 
the habit of sending East for inks and blank 
books, but the city firms are gradually getting 
all of their trade now. 

During the winter months miners come in 
town from the mountains, and spend the 
money they have earned in summer, and dur¬ 
ing the summer thousands of invalids from all 
parts of the world crowd our city and the ad¬ 
joining towns, oftentimes proving good cus¬ 
tomers, but buydng mostly new novels and 
other paper-covered literature, beside stereo¬ 
scopic views of the various natural curiosities 
and beauties scattered all over the country. 

Also during the summer we have numbers of 
business men who are looking for chances to 
invest their capital, or to rest from the cares 
and anxieties of a business fife in the East. 
Such visitors buy largely of first-class articles. 

The “fifty-niners,” or old settlers, are our 
usual customers, and buy regardless of cost, 
always wanting the very best that money and 
experience can procure. This class of custo¬ 
mers have large and finely-furnished man¬ 
sions, more luxuriantly fitted up in some in¬ 
stances than far Eastern houses, and in these 
the library is usually conspicuous. 

Take it all in all, we have a good kind of 
trade, who require fine goods, and are not 
afraid to pay for them either. 

Business firms'East have in general a very 
limited and mistaken idea of the demands and 
trade in our Territory and the Par West, often¬ 
times thinking we buy only cheap goods, and 
seU but a few bunches of cheap toothpicks a 
year. But other firms, with true mercantile 
pluck and a right desire to increase their trade, 
have ventured to send their travelers out to 
this unknown wilderness, and by the length of 
their orders and the quality and class of goods 
they sold, found out the truth of the matter, 
greatly to their surprise and benefit; and here 
let me say that the class of goods sold here is 
the best and most expensive, and larger than 
in any city of our size in the United States. 
While the demand for books of all kinds—sci¬ 
entific, travels, novels, &c., &c.—is large and 
increasing every month, it is really on notions, 
papers (not newspapers), envelopes, blank 
books, &c., that the most money is made— 
sometimes 200 per cent, profit, and always 100. 

There are no pennies in circulation here— 
nothing is sold for less than five cents. This 
adds largely to the profit on smaller articles, 
such as slate pencils, ink, pens, &c. 

Very few of the goods are bought near home, 
Cincinnati, New Yoi’k and Philadelphia, but 
more particularly New York, comprise the 
buying places. 

Envelopes are bought from the Morgan En¬ 
velope Company, and from L. A. Corbin & 
Co., Cincinnati. 

Mr. S. A. Grant, of the latter firm, is well 
known in town, having been in business in this 
city, and enjoyed the confidence of the trade 
to a large extent. 

As far as I can ascertain the views of nearly 
all the trade, the majority favor a Stationers’ 
Board of Trade. Ssmefew, however, still oppose 
it, and hope to never see it go into action. 

In my next I shall give you, as far as possi¬ 
ble, a detailed description of the business of 
Mr. A. B. Soper, the leading bookseller and 


stationer in town, who bought out the business 
of Wool worthy, Moflftt & Clark, all three of 
the latter firm having grown rich in the busi¬ 
ness and retired.

A BOARD OF TRADE. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

I have been much interested in the corres¬ 
pondence on the subject of the formation of a 
Board of Trade, which has appeared from time 
to time in your journal. In all the objections 
raised thereto I see none that to my mind are 
valid reasons to hinder its immediate incep¬ 
tion. There is one thing, however, that needs 
a “Board of Honor” to correct among whole¬ 
sale dealers—that is the habit of selling to con¬ 
sumers at the same prices as trade to customers. 
I speak from experience. In May I sold a lot 
of envelopes printed with plate, letting the 
manufacturer print them, and charging my 
customer a fair profit. This last w’eek he 
needed some more, and got an estimate from 
the same house that printed them for me, and 
the price quoted was identically the same. I 
have had the same thing happen with another 
large manufacturer of envelopes. I refrain 
fi’om giving names. I had supplied some en¬ 
velopes to a cloth house—in no manner con¬ 
nected with the stationery trade—giving them 
a liberal discoimt from list prices. They needed 
some more soon after, and went to this house, 
which is “ diligent in business,” and obtained 
the very same discount as I was buying at. 
My chances aae indeed small for holding them 
for other sales. 

The same complaint might be made as re¬ 
gards writing papers. Lawyers and others 
can go into almost any paper warehouse in the 
city, and get legal cap, &c., at the same price 
as the trade, or at most a difference of about a 
cent on the pound, according to the humor the 
salesman is in. This is something that to my 
mind needs correction. I will not occupy your 
space further, but leave them to ponder, and 
see whether they are giving the young men a 
chance.

The stationery business is at present very 
dull hereabouts. Jobbers are doing nothing, 
but manufacturers are improving the lull by 
getting up new and improved styles of goods, 
and making up quantities of the same for the 
fall trade, and all are hopeful and confident 
that there is “ a good time coming.” 

Springfield’s contributions to the stationery 
trade of the country are confined almost ex¬ 
clusively to staple goods, such as writing pa¬ 
pers, blank books, envelopes, papeteries, &c., 
and the products of the several manufactories 
of these goods are chipped to jobbers and deal¬ 
ers in first-class goods in every part of the 
country, and are known as being of the best 
styles and among the most reliable goods to be 
had. Being situated, so to speak, in the heart 
of the paper manufacturing section of the 
country, its facilities for the production of all 
classes of the above goods to the best possible 
advantage are unrivaled. 

There are, however, several large and pros¬ 
perous manufacturing concerns, who cater to 
the same trade, in the way of games and other 
home amusements, small hardware goods, &c.. 
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and whose products have wide and extensive 
reputations. 

As yet but little or no interest has been 
manifested in the proposed Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, but the spirit and inclination is to en¬ 
courage and foster all projects which are con¬ 
ducive to the health and prosperity of every 
department of the trade, and when the project 
in question assumes definite shape, there is no 
doubt but what Springfield’s stationers will 
“come to time” readily.

A correspondent of the Bookseller gives the 
following account of Mr. George Robertson’s 
mode of doing business in Australia: 

First, a few remarks as to the sphere of oper¬ 
ations. It must be remembered that the popu¬ 
lation of the whole of the Australian Colonies, 
including New Zealand, is only a fittle over 
two millions, scattered over an extent gi-eater 
than that of Europe, the principal towns and 
cities being quite as wide apart as the Euro¬ 
pean capitals. Thus, glancing at the map, if 
we suppose London to represent Melbourne, 
then Sydney and Brisbane would be at the re¬ 
spective distances of Copenhagen and Stock¬ 
holm ; Adelaide would be situate near Cork 
and the Lakes of Killarney; Launceston and 
Hobart Town in the relative positions of Paris 
and Marseilles ; Auckland 400 miles southeast 
of St. Petersburg, near Moscow; WeUington 
in the Crimea, and Invercargill, the southern¬ 
most town of New Zealand, at Constantinople. 
The Fiji Islands—about to be introduced into 
the circle—would lie beyond Spitzbergen, while 
Perth, the capital of Western Australia, if 
dropped into its position on the other side of 
the Atlantic, would stand upon the Banks of 
Newfoundland. Travehng’ and intercommuni¬ 
cation with each colony, necessarily by water 
is, notwithstanding distances, frequent, but 
very costly. So much, then, for the scope of 
operations. 

As to the business itself. During the past 
year Mr. Robertson imported 7,000 packages of 
books and stationery, weighing in the aggre¬ 
gate 1,800 tons. Of this thi-ee-fifths were print¬ 
ed books alone, valued at £98,000. In order to 
makes these importations known, Mr. Robert¬ 
son issued to his customers 20,000 copies of his 
trade lists and 35,000 copies of his retail lists— 
nine tons of paper being consumed in their 
production—at a cost of £1,500, exclusive of' 
labor in compilation, postage, &c. About 25,- 
000 copies of catalogues issued by English pub¬ 
lishers were also circulated, and new books 
were advertised in the newspapers. In addi¬ 
tion to these efforts, four or five travelers not 
only called daily upon booksellers in Mel¬ 
bourne and Sydney—our two centres of com¬ 
merce—but also periodically visited booksell¬ 
ers throughout the other colonies, including 
Tasmania and New Zealand, some of these 
“journeys” occupying four or five months.

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MIRRORS. 

The introduction of mirrors is ascribed to the 
Egyptians, wih whom originated so many ap¬ 
pliances of convenience and luxur 5 ^ For many 
centuries mirrors were manufactured exclu¬ 
sively from the various metals, skilfully elab¬ 
orated and highly polished, copper being first 
used for this purpose. They were fashioned 
into spherical shapes, and united to handles 
highly finished, either with attractive repre¬ 
sentations or with frightfully repulsive figures, 
which would, by contrast, heighten the attrac-. 
tiveness of the observer’s features. It is said 
that such was the inordinate vanity of the an¬ 
cient Greeks and Romans, that even the inte¬ 
rior surfaces of washing basins and drinking 
vessels were highly burnished, and so con¬ 
structed that the countenances of those using 
them would be distinctly reflected. In pro¬ 
cess of time, tin and lead were combined with 
copper in their construction; subsequently sil¬ 
ver substitued, and in the fourth century 
(B. C.,) mirrors manufactured from the latter 
metal were in very general use among the 
Greeks and Romans, constituting .an extensive 
branch of industry. By some authorities gold 
is also mentioned as being used for this 
purpose, but the better opinion seems to be 
that it was employed in decorating the frames 
in which the plates were enclosed, rather than 
as a material for the reflecting substance. 
They were usually of such dimensions as could 
be conqeniently held by servants before ladies 
and gentlemen while attiring themselves, al¬ 
though allusions are frequent to mirrors suffi¬ 
ciently large to extend from the ceiling to the 
floor of an ordinary apartment. A species of 
lava, resembling green bottle glass, and semi¬ 
transparent, was also successfully applied in 
the prosecution of this industry, and continued 
to be employed until glass was substituted, 
during the second century. In the first ex¬ 
periments with this material black glass was 
employed, and at a later period transparent 
glass, on the back of which a coating of pol¬ 
ished steel foil was placed. But for some rea¬ 
son unascertained, the use of this substance ap¬ 
pears to have been abandoned, as winters make 
no further allusion to glass mirrors until the 
thirteenth century. About the middle of this 
century, iron, steel, glass coated with lead, 
and even highly polished marble were used as 
reflecting surfaces for mirrors. In the six¬ 
teenth century convex glass mirrors were man¬ 
ufactured in Germany, which reflected a very 
small, but well-defined image. In this cen¬ 
tury, also, the Venetians introduced the art of 
manufacturmg mirrors by coating glass with 
a composition of tin foil and mercury, and so 
successful was their enterprise that, at the 
present day, no marked or substantial im¬ 
provement has been made upon the process 
they originated. Though many inventions of 
new methods have .been introduced, and nu¬ 
merous improvements suggested, such as pre¬ 
cipitating silver, gold, and platinum upon glass, 
yet the process of the artists of Venice still 
holds its place on account of the cheapness and 
durability of the coating and the brilliancy of 
the reflection.

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HINTS ON TAKING ORDERS. 

OBTAINING DIRECTIONS. 

Obtaining directions is a difficult task. Few 
persons know how to give an order for print¬ 
ing. Most customers are ignorant of the 
names, quahties and appropriateness of papers, 

. types oi’dbindings, and cannot give exphcit di¬ 
rections. Many of them have very indistinct 
notions as to what they really want in both 
size and style. To obtain the proper direc¬ 
tions, it will at the outset be necessary to ex- 
Tiibit specimens of work, which may be used 
for the purpose of suggesting the needed di¬ 
rections. 

Even with this aid it will be necessary to 
ask questions in order to ascertain the custo¬ 
mer’s wants. The number, the style, the pa¬ 
per, the color, and in fact nearly every practi¬ 
cal direction can be had only by questioning, 
but much discretion must be used in this mat¬ 
ter. Never try to alter or even direct a custo¬ 
mer’s choice unless specially requested. Never 
persuade him to take any style of work or qual¬ 
ity of paper for which he manifests no prefer¬ 
ence. Point out the advantages or disadvan¬ 
tages of each, fairly and fully, but only in the 
way of information, and not in such a manner 
as to produce the impression that you are try¬ 
ing to direct him. If he orders an expensive 
piece of work, do not tell him it is expensive, 
but tell him onlythe price. Let him make his 
own decision. 

Persuade him not to pick out favorite styles 
of type for display lines. Show him, but with 
discretion, both his and your own inabihty to 
determine the proper length of lines, or their 
fitness in contrast. But while you avoid re¬ 
ceiving minute directions concerning every 
line, be careful to get specific general directions 
as to the style of work wanted. Find out 
whether the display is to be in bold and black 
faced type, or . in light and open type, or in 
quaint or grotesque type—whether the arrange¬ 
ment is to be simple or complex, 4fec. From 
these general directions, accompanied by a 
specimen pattern, it will be much more easy 
for a compositor to show a satisfactory proof 
than it would from more minute directions. 

DIFFERENT METHODS OF TAKING WORK. 

Two methods may be used in taking orders 
of composition. 1 To guarantee satisfaction to 
the cuustomer in the style of composition. 
This involves the taking of one or more proofs 
and the making of as many alterations as are 
ordered. It is the usual coui’se on all small or¬ 
ders like those for cards and billheads. But it 
is hazardous. Such orders should always be 
priced at the highest rate to cover the proba¬ 
ble expense of alterations, which are certain to 
be troublesome, in many cases exceeding the 
price obtained for the work. 2 To fix a price 
for the composition of the work, and to charge 
extra for all alterations of whatever nature, 
other than typographical or mechanical er¬ 
rors. This is the usage by which aU book and 
pamphlet work and all large job work is done. 

The use of these two systems in the same 
office, and often on work for the same custo¬ 
mer, makes trouble. Erroneous opinions are 
formed by customers concerning their rights 
and the printer’s duties. Some think it is their 
right to alter a piece of composition indefinitely 
without extra charge. To obviate disagree¬ 
ment, there should be a fair understanding 
with the customer concerning alterations. He 
should be informed that for the agreed price 
only a certain amount of time should be spent 
oa his work, If the work is fairl7 done, the 


office has completed its duty. All extra work 
ordered by the customer for its improvement, 
should be charged specifically. If this expla¬ 
nation is made before the work is commenced, 
all contention may be prevented. 

RESPONSIBILITY FOR ALTERATIONS. 

To rightfully claim an extra price for altera¬ 
tions, the office must from the first follow all 
the customer’s directions. If tliey are impossi¬ 
ble of execution, as is sometimes the case, he 
should be advised of it at once, and new direc¬ 
tions should be had. But if the directions are 
possil 1 3 of execution, they should be obeyed. 
The fact that they are inconsistent with a com¬ 
positor’s notions of good taste is quite imma¬ 
terial. The customer has a right to have his 
work done in any style he chooses, whether it 
is tasteful or absurd. The compositor has no 
right to alter his directions. Nor is it judi¬ 
cious to accept his notions of display or method 
with a grudging assent. When a customer 
gives positive directions, evidently knowing 
clearly what he wants, the printer should 
heartily endeavor to aid him in carrying out 
his views, as far as he can, even if they are 
contrary to all accepted rules. Advice and 
opinion on such matters should be giT en only 
when they are asked, or are evidently accepta¬ 
ble. The compositor’s notion of display or of 
good taste are often quite as incorrect as those 
of the customer. The workman’s traditional 
rules concerning the contrast of sizes and faces, 
and the balancing of long and short lines, use¬ 
ful as they maybe in some cases, are absolutely 
erroneous in others. When specific directions 
have not been given, the office should see that 
the composition is done in a workmanlike 
fashion. It should not only be accurate, but 
should show sufficient evidences of good taste 
to satisfy the reasonable requirements of a 
reasonable customer. The first proof of the 
average job compositor will seldom meet even 
this modest requisition. This is not the custo¬ 
mer’s fault. The office should not evade its 
responsiblity. The customer is entitled to fair 
work, and the office, for its reputation, should 
not abate the standard of workmanship. The 
faulty piece of composition should be put in 
workmanlike shape, no matter what it costs. 
It is only after this has been done that the im¬ 
provements ordered by the customer can be 
charged. 

Few customers have a proper notion of the 
time consumed in making alterations. The 
amount is always surprising and is often a 
matter of dispute. Of tliis the customer should 
be forewarned. It will be judicious to mark 
on every new proof the time spent in correcting 
the last proof. No better check against capri¬ 
cious alterations could be devised.—He Vinne's 
Printers' Price List. 


ENGRAVING DOO R PLATES. 

Engraving door plates is a pecuhar branch of 
the engraver’s art, and consequently requires 
peculiar treatment, depending also upon the 
kind of plates, for there are two kinds, one of 
which is electro-plate on hard or soft metal, 
and the other close-plate—that is, the silver 
soldered on to hard metal. In engraving the 
brass plates, the outline of the lettering is 
first boldly cut by the graver, cutting com¬ 
pletely through into the brass. The bodies of 
the letters are then cut away to considerable 
depth, and this is done, not by gravers, but 
by small cold chisels and hammer. By this 
means the brass is chipped out, and the more 
rough and ragged the bottoms of the letters are 
left the better, for it holds >7ith greater tenac¬ 


ity the wax with which they are filled. In the 
soft metal plates (which are inferior,) this cut¬ 
ting away by the chisel is not admissible, and 
the usual way is to outline, and fill in the body 
with lining or any fancy filling desired, and 
the cuts filled in with black sealing wax. This 
filling in can be done in two (or more) ways. 
One is by heating the plate sufficient to melt the 
wax, which is then rubbed into the cuts and 
left to cool. The surplus, Avhich AviU more or 
less cover also the surface of the plate, is then 
dissolved away by wiping Avith alcohol and a 
cloth. This process is, of course, somewhat 
tedious, but no other is so safe, where the plat¬ 
ing is thin. Those which are close-plated may 
be filled in the same way before the plate is 
polished, and then the wax stoned off with the 
grain end of a piece of charcoal and water, and 
the surface finished with rotten stone and oil 
and glossed, or the black wax may be broken 
up in grains and filled into the engraving, and 
melted by heating the plate until it fiows, and 
the superfluous wax dissolved away by alcohol 
as before directed. 


INVENTION OF FANS. 

The Chinese say that Kan-si, the beautiful 
daughter of one of the mandarins, found the 
mask which celestial etiquette required to be 
worn in public'by ladies was very oppressive, 
as the evening was warm. Her femenine in¬ 
genuity was equal to the occasion. She un¬ 
tied her mask and moved it so rapidly back 
and forth before her face that it was impossi¬ 
ble to distinguish her features, while her beauty 
was enhanced in the eyes of all beholders by 
the tantalizing glimpses afforded by the co¬ 
quettish manoeuvre. In a moment a thousand 
fair celestials, appreciating her courage and 
coquetry, imitated her example, and a thou¬ 
sand masks were put in motion before a thou¬ 
sand pretty faces by a thousand pretty hands. 
The ingenious Chinese caught the idea, and by 
the next Feast of Lanterns, fans were substi¬ 
tuted for masks.

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A FEW PRACTICAL HINTS FOR YOUNG 
LITHOGRAPHERS. 

Tracing Transfer Paper.— In handling this 
paper it is well to remember that the coated 
side is that which turns up, or the finger may 
be wetted and applied to either side, when the 
coating will be apparent by its adhesiveness. 

Writing Ink.— Vanhymbeecks cake writing 
ink is somewhat pale, owing to the small pro¬ 
portion of lampblack in it, which does not, 
however, interfere with its lithographic quali¬ 
ties. The ink of Lemercier is much darker, 
hence some artists mix the two together. Van- 
hymbeeck’s ink is very trustworthy; it always 
comes up, however light on the stone. 

Autographic G-rained Paper.— This may be 
drawn upon by pen or crayon; if the latter 
style is desired, copal crayons should be used. 
Lemercier’s are justlj’’ preferred. 

Drawing on Stone.— The ruling-pen, prop¬ 
erly ground—and grinding is an art of itself, 
exceedingly difficult of acquisition—should be 
used for all lines, the bow compass pen for all 
circles; the ordinary lithographic pen will do 
the rest of the work. 

Transfer Paper.— Before beginning to write 
or draw on transfer paper, it is advantageous 
to rub the surface of the paper with India rub¬ 
ber, to remove any trace of grease. The bottle 
rubber, however, is not suitable; the prepared 
white rubber, sold in square blocks, is the 
best. 

Stones. —In selecting a stone, take cai-e that 
there are no dark iron veins in that pai't where 
the work will come; otherwise, all the lines run¬ 
ning over the veins will be broken in printing. 

Crayons.—F or most kmd of work three kinds 
are required, the difference consisting in their 
degree of hardness. Lemercier makes Nos. 1, 
2, and 3, the first being the hardest. 

Writing Inic should be rubbed down on the 
saucer or slab, with two or three drops of wa¬ 
ter. Wlien enough has been laid on, the full 
cxuantity of water required may be poured on 
gently, dissolving the ink by rubbing it with 
the finger. Writing ink must be made fresh 
every day. 

LATE PROGRESS IN LITHOGRAPHY AS 
EXHIBIT ED AT VIENNA. 

Generally speaking, we flud a high degree of 
success in imitation, with occasional deficiency 
of what we may term appreciation. In other 
words, the reproductions present the general 
appearance, the broad effeets of the original, 
but frequently are devoid of the small but 
highly-important details which would show 
that the copyist had thoroughly entered into 
the spirit of the master. 

We also find a lamentable want of judgment 
in the selection of originals, perhaps arising 
from a desire to please a meretricious public 
taste for showy pietures. 

We notice a vast improvement in aU 
branches of book illustration, whether for lit¬ 
erary, scientific, industrial or mere ornamental 
purposes. 

The immensely increased production of the 
lithographic press is very remarkable, indicat¬ 
ing a growing popular taste for this kind of 
prints, and the means of satisfying it as well. 

Concerning the mechanics of the art, it can¬ 
not be said that the press has been much im¬ 
proved of late years; perhaps, however, this 
has reached its highest development. On the 
other hand, the machine has been brought to 
great perfection, especially in regard to its 
inking and its register arrangements.—LifA- 
ographer.

AMERICAN POCKETBOOKS- 

Up to about the year 1850, pocketbooks sold 
in the United States were made almost ex- 
eclusively abroad. Since that date the manu- 
factm*e of that article has grown up in this 
country, and now American pocketbooks sur¬ 
pass those made abroad, both in quality of 
work, and also in design. It is a peculiarity 
of American inTentions that they not only 
show great ingenuity in their production, but 
also fine finish in their style This is the more 
surprising from the lack of means of artistic 
training here. When our workmen have the 
same advantages in this respect with their 
foreign confreres we shall expect to see even 
greater results attained. 

Up to the end of the war only medium price 
and cheap pocketbooks were made here. 
During the last five years, however, there has 
grown up a demand for goods of a better 
quality, which are now sold in as large a pro¬ 
portion as cheap goods. It used to be thought 
that pocketbooks worth $1S to $24 a dozen 
were high-priced, but now it is thought $30 to 
$50 per dozen is not extraordinary, while 
goods are made worth as high as $84 a dozen. 

These figures indicate the growth of popu¬ 
lar appreciation, which in respect to pocket- 
books as with every other kind of stationery 
demands the best kind of work, and is ready 
to pay a fair price for it. 

The principal demand is from booksellers 
and stationers, though the drug dealers, fancy 
houses, and even fancy dry goods firms buy 
more or less largely. 

In respect to styles, Russia leather books 
have been most fashionable for a long time. 
Latterly, sealskin has become popular as a 
materiaJ. It works up nicely and looks very 
handsome, while a variety of colors can be ob¬ 
tained. In South Deerfield, Mass., a town of 
about 4,000 inhabitants, every family in the 
place is employed in this business, and it is the 
exclusive business of the town, just as making 
shoes is the exclusive business in Lynn. Old 
a,nd young work at it, and evei-y house is a 
workshop. Cheap work is done in this way, 
as the skilled pocketbook makers are few in 
number, and are employed by the large firms. 

Among the principal manufacturers are An¬ 
drew King & Co., Culbert & Brother, Hophen- 
sack, H. Levys and Chas. T. Pratt, in New York; 
Frank Yarrington, of Boston, Atkins, of Wor¬ 
cester; Palmer, Bates & Co., of Athol, Mass., 
and Charles Arms, of South Deerfield, Mass. 
Some of these confine themselves to making 
only the best goods, while others manufacture 
a cheap quality. The workmen are chiefly 
Germans in the large manufactories, though 
American workmen are quite equal to them in 
skill. The largest sales of pocketbooks are 
made in the fall, but the holidays are the best 
tirhe of all. In summer, light styles of goods 
are preferred. An average sale in a dull season 
like the present, would be from $75 to $100, 
though transactions from $300 to $800 are not 
uncommon. Competition is very close. Sev¬ 
eral di'ummers for pocketbooks have been 
known to be in one town at the same time. 

As with most>ther articles the best quality 
of goods is the safest to keep, both for manu¬ 
facturer and retailer. Pocketbooks are ex¬ 
ported to South America and the West Indies, 
the medium gi-ades being preferred. The im¬ 
port trade to this country has slacked off con¬ 
siderably, and probably some day American 
pocketbooks may be sent abroad. The preju¬ 
dice in favor of foreign goods in this line arose 


not because they were the best, but because 
there were no others, and it exists among 
people who ought to know better. 

Some manufacturers stamp their goods with 
the names of retailers, which is a good feature. 


NEW DESIGN FOR POSTAL CARDS. 

It has been in contemplation for some time 
past to change the design of the present postal 
card. A number of specimens have been sub¬ 
mitted by the Morgan Envelope Company, the 
firm which has the contract for printing the 
cards now in use. The present card is con¬ 
sidered unsuitable in several respects. It is 
too sombre in color, and the border is generally 
regarded as too heavy. The new card will be 
lighter in color, probably very nearly white. 
The printing and engraving will be executed in 
black ink, and the border will be narrower 
and neater in appearance.

FOREIGN NOTES. 

The English fancy trade is still affected by a 
paucity of novelties, and what few things are 
brought out, whether possessing merit or not, 
seem to be accepted with avidity by dealers. 
There is plenty of room, evidently, for the exer¬ 
cise of inventive skill in the manufacture of 
fancy articles .—British Trade Circular. 

In the little country of Holland, with its 
3,515,316 weU-educated inhabitants, there are 
no fewer than 1,004 booksellers, 367 hand-press 
printers, and 98 printers by steam; 153 paper 
manufacturers and wholesale paper dealers, 
87 bookbinders, 61 music-sellers, 48 printseUers, 
and 10 map and chart publishers. In no 
country in the world is there so large a num¬ 
ber of booksellers compared with the total 
population. Scotland, perhaps, would take 
next rank. 

Of late a great reform has been silently 
worked in several of the English Government 
offices. Till the late Liberal Government came 
into office, and Mr. Baxter was appointed Sec¬ 
retary to the Admiralty, not a single copying 
machine was used in the War office or the Ad¬ 
miralty, and all letters were copied by hand. 
Public opinion being brought on this, the sys¬ 
tem was changed. But a more important re¬ 
form has lately been made. News comes in 
late to the India, Colonial and Foreign Offices 
at night, and some arrangement was needed 
to enable the oflELcials to give it out to the Lon¬ 
don papers the same night. The task appeared 
a hopeless one till a London journalist showed 
how it was possible, by means of prepared pa¬ 
per and a style, to write several copies of the 
same telegram at once on “flimsy,” with sheets 
of carbonized paper. This has been adopted 
to the satisfaction of the clerks, and news is 
sent out to the papers much earher than before. 

The following list of books on the history of 
lithography is given in the London Litho¬ 
grapher: “Uebersicht der einzig bestehenden, 
vollstaendigen, Incunabeln-Sammlung der 
Lithographie und der uebrigen Senefelder- 
schen Erfindungen, als Metallographia, Pa- 
pierstereotypen und Oelgemaelde-Druck (ohne 
Presse). Mit einem Vorwort begleitet. Zur 
Sechzigjaehrigen Gedaechtniss-Feier der Muen- 
chener Erfindung der Lithographie,” &c. 
Muenchen, 1856. In France there is the “Nou¬ 
veau Manuel Complet de I’lmprimerie Litho- 
graphe,” and other works. There are also Hull- 
mandel’s books, Areoti’s “Lithozographica,” 


and Cyrus Mason’s work 11852), which is a 
translation from the German of Senefelder’s 
own account, and entitled, “A Complete His¬ 
tory of Lithography from its Origin to the 
Present Time, by the Inventor, Aloys Senefel¬ 
der. 4to. London, 1819. Published at 36s. 
“A Manual of Lithography, or Memoir on 
the Lithographical Experiments made in Paris 
at the Royal School of the Roads and Bridges, 
clearly explaining the whole art as well as all 
the accidents that may happen in printing, and 
the different methods of avoiding them.” 
Translated from the French by C. Hullmandel. 
London: Rodwell & Martin, New Bond street. 
8vo. xix. 138 plates. This was the founda¬ 
tion of several other books published in Lon¬ 
don. 

At the London International Exhibition this 
year will be found some very fine specimens 
of ancient bookbinding, which will greatly in¬ 
terest the trade who may have the chance of 
paying a visit during the season. The Duke of 
Buccleuch exhibits a curious Bible, bound in 
crimson velvet, with the arms embroidered in 
silver. The Dean of St. Paul’s a manuscript 
book of title deeds of the time of Henry VII., 
belonging to the library of St. Paul’s Cathe¬ 
dral, bound in velvet and adoimed with silver 
clasps and bosses, the pendent seals inclosed in 
silver boxes. Mr. A. W. Franks, among other 
I’are specimens, has two curious Dutch alma¬ 
nacs, closed by silver clasps and pencil cases, 
one with the arms of Holland in silver, also, 
examples of Persian bindings, brilliant with 
tulips and other flowers. In the same case is 
a quaint old manuscript volume, contain¬ 
ing stanzas addressed to Queen Catherine 
de Medicis, on the birth of a daughter, 
written by Manetti—her initial double K re¬ 
peated on the sides of the book. Bindings of 
the Renaissance have the crescents and other 
attributes of Diane and Henry II., and one has 
the initials of Henry IV., with the arms of 
France and Navarre. English binding, too, 
from the time of Henry VIII. to Queen Anne, 
is well illustrated, and there is a good collec¬ 
tion of modern binding. 

Messrs. Seaman & Co., of No. 11 Southamp¬ 
ton street. Strand, London, by an ingenious 
and proper application of the co-operative sys¬ 
tem to advertisers, obtain through the medium 
of the “ Free-post letter paper ” a striking yet 
perfectly unobjectionable publicity for their 
announcements, while the public is enabled to 
obtain excellent writing paper, with envelope, 
and one-penny embossed postage stamp, for the 
sma,ll price of one farthing per sheet—^less than 
the cost of the sheet of paper—five quires, neatly 
folded in wrapper, being sold for two shillings. 
The advertisements are very neatly set up on 
so many squares in small but legible type, and 
all printed on the inside two pages of a sheet 
of ordinary quarto letter paper, and, far from 
being vulgarly obtrusive or objectionable, they 
maybe said to invite the perusal they are bound 
to command. Abundant space for an ordi¬ 
nary letter is then left on the vacant front page, 
the last page, with tongue, serving as a plain 
envelope when the sheet is folded. The paper 
is issued in “ series.” That before us is part of 
“ Series No. 1—General”—to be followed, we 
presume, by others. Thus we shall expect to 
see a Literaiy series for publishers’ lists, a Mu¬ 
sical series, a Theatrical series, and a host of 
others for special announcements—indeed, the 
field is well-nigh inexhaustible, and if properly 
worked, the result cannot fail to be remuner¬ 
ative to all concerned.— Lithographer.

In Eng¬ 
land it is thought very bad taste to “talk 
shop,” and in going home with a company of 
London “ city gentlemen ” at the close of the 
day, one will not hear a syllable uttered about 
mercantile matters, as is the constant custom 
on this side of the water. They discuss pohtics, 
agriculture and literary topics, and thus re¬ 
fresh them minds instead of wearying them. 

Continental merchants and manufacturers 
are no less particular about avoiding references 
to their business affairs outside of office hours. 

Our countrymen might take a leaf from the 
book of their foreign friends; and should culti¬ 
vate means of enjoyment more than they do. 


It has been well said that there is no occupa¬ 
tion in which a knowledge of drawing is not 
useful, and hence the .value of technical schools 
where this art is taught is apparent. A sta¬ 
tioner’s assistant needs to possess this accom- 
plisiimont equally with others, and notably for 
thfe aid it will be to him . in making patterns 
for account books and other like work. Al¬ 
most every individual book-keeper has his 
Ijeculiar notions about how a cash book or 
ledger should be made, and there are few blank 
book orders executed in which there is not 
some pecufiarity to be attended to.

A POCKET-BOOK TRAVELER. 


A new industry at Worcester, Mass., which 
promises to be of considerable imisortance, i in 7 for the former, to 27 for the lattei*. 
is the manufacture of games for both out- ' 
door and indoor amusement. Till this year 
only the latter class was manufactured, and 
that only to the extent of ^^30,000 a year. Last 
January a joint stock comjjany, including the 
firm of West & Lee, who had been turning out 
sets of avilude, snap and totem, and that of 
Snow Brothers, who had been doing the print¬ 
ing on these games, was organized, under the 
name of West & Lee Came and Printing Com¬ 
pany, with a capital of §50,000. E. C. Linnell 
is president, and E. P. Snow superintendent. 

In the basement the iron and wood work are 
done, with the exception of the mallets and 
balls for the game of chivalrie, which are 
made in Vermont. In the composing and 
press room six presses are kept in constant 
operation, and five compositors employed.

The fidelity to the original is wonderful; any 
one who has seen a MuriUo would class this in¬ 
stantaneously. Messrs. Prang have certainly 
surpassed themselves in this production.

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SPONGES, 

Which contribute so much to cleanliness and 
comfort, are largely supplied by the Sporades, 
a group of islands in the G-recian Archipelago, 
of which Rhodes, Scarpanto, and Kos, on the 
coast of Turkey in Asia, are the principal. 

The sponge fishery is the principal industry 
of these islands. The yearly average crop of 
sponges may be estimated at £130,000, of which 
£20,000 are sent to England. France used for¬ 
merly to take a good portion of the yield, but 
since the last war, Austria, Germany, Italy, 
and especially Great Britain, have been the 
chief consumers. Native speculators generally 
themselves carry these sponges to England for 
sale, and invest the proceeds in articles of 
British manufacture, which they bring back. 
It is, however, to be feared, that the deprecia¬ 
tion in the value of sponges, owing to the large 
stock existing in Europe, in consequence' of 
more abundant crops since the inti’oduction of 
the diving apparatus, together with the in¬ 
creasing taxes imposed on these fisheries, will 
gradually restrict the industry, and drive the 
divers to seek a more remunerative and less 
dangerous work. 

Although the improved diving armor now in 
use has greatly lessened the loss of life, and 
the tremendous injury to health caused by the 
older and primitive mode of diving, still the 
pressure of the sea cannot be borne even in ar¬ 
mor below a certain depth, and many accidents 
occur every season, owing to the divers exceed¬ 
ing the prescribed depth, in order to secure a 
more abundant haul. All sponges now sent to 
England contain eight or ten pounds of sand to 
one pound of sponge. English merchants, be¬ 
ing accustomed to buy this' article with as 
much sand as may be introduced in the sponge, 
will not pay a proportionally higher price for 
those which may contain less. The same sys¬ 
tem was formerly used in France and other 
markets of Europe, but experience has shown 
that it is preferable to purchase the sponges 
just as they are fished, and in order to insure 
this agents are sent to Rhodes, the center of 
the, commerce, to purchase them from the div¬ 
ers or owners of divmg apparatus. They thus 
obtain sponges at first hand, and can rely on 
their not being weighted with sand. 

- 

America is such a large country, that even 
with the close communication produced by the 
railways and telegraph, the fasliions in one part 
of the country may be quite dissimilar from 
those in another. This is strongly shown in 
the case of stereoscopic views wlfich were very 
popular in the North during the war, but 
since then have rather fallen off in interest, 
while in the South, which was shut off from 
obtaining this class of goods prior to 1865, 
there is now a large and growing demand for 
them. There are few pleasanter memorials 
of travel than this class of pictures, and they 
are a pretty and attractive ornament for the 
drawing room table. E. & H. T. Anthony & 
Co. have now on hand views of Niagara and 
vicinity of larger size than ordinary, which 
are very attractive.

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AMERICAN PHOT OGRAPHS. 

The Springfield Republican makes the follow¬ 
ing sound observations on the lamentable lack 
of the artistic faculty in our American photo¬ 
graphers : 

Photography, from its oldest beginnings and 
in its most imperfect state, has without doubt 
its precious qualities as a preserver of the line¬ 
aments of friendly faces and the suggestions of 
famihar scenes, and, as far as the mere mechan¬ 
ical conception of the business goes, it is not 
badly represented among us. But in its capa¬ 
bilities, photography is an art; the taking of a 
likeness is but its first condition; the finish of 
surface and clearness of tone are but chemical 
achievements; these may be well done, and yet 
the life and beauty which an artist sees and 
aims to save may be left utterly untouched. 

It is the fashion among artists to decry the 
photograph, and the rough fisherman in “Two 
Years Ago,” who could not admire a picture 
that broadened his nose and made shadows 
where he never noticed them, did not ill express 
the sentiment of many a young painter, who 
patiently throws away his years in inefl&cient 
laboring with oils and pigments, instead of put¬ 
ting his fresh perception and bright taste to an 
art that needs such qualities, and has so little 
of them. The ambitious artist failing to seize 
his opportunity, it falls naturally into the 
hands of men to whom it is a matter of dollars 
and cents. 

The lack is quite as evident in the matter of 
out-door copying for the stereoscope. There are 
scores and hundreds of “sets” of our New Eng¬ 
land scenery; a bit of Vermont in twenty 
stereoscopic views, the White mountains in 
fifty; Boston in one lot, Springfield in another; 
and one thing noticeable in aU—the failure of 
the copyist to improve his opportunities. Take 
the well-executed Springfield views at the “old 
corner book-store,”—as they are readiest at 
hand,—and note that their object is simply to 
copy so much brick and stone,—a church, a 
residence, a staring block front; and, if a bird’s- 
eye view of the city gains picturesqueness from 
the inalienable beauty of its site, that is but a 
secondary grace. These will do very well for 
what they are, but they do not hold the char¬ 
acterizing charms of our half rural city; the 
lofty elms, the secluded nooks, the shaded vis¬ 
tas, the beautiful private grounds, the bits of 
river view, all that is truly scenery. In fine, 
what we have, is the prose of the city; what 
we do not have, and what we want, is the 
poetry. 

The reason why we have to put up with the 
prose instead of the poetry we have indicated— 
the work is in insufficient hands. Perhaps the 
country is not old enough to grow the men we 
want, but we think it is. The Yosemite has 
been woiiderfully done in photograph, with 
shading as delicate and impressive and poetic 
as Nature’s own; and there are other instances 
of genuine success; but it remains true that 
we now have exceptionally what Europe has 
always. When artists consent to fill photo¬ 
graphy with their ambition and enthusiasm, 
we shfl.ll see the countenance of men and 
women so reproduced as to interpret them, the 
scenery of our country so limned as to catch 
its best, its perfectest aspects, and our home 
life portrayed in such delicate, enchanting 
studies as Germany sets us example for—as 
yet in vain. ^

ANOTHER TALK WITH AN OLD STATIONER. 

“Wiiyig it that English paper is used in 
making our finest bank ledgers and other blank 
books of the best class? I am patriotic enough 
to wish that our home-manufactured goods 
should be used in preference to imported stock. ” 

“ The reason is simply that English paper is 
more durable, and because strength in books 
of the class mentioned is the most important 
quality. It will not do to have a bank ledger 
go to pieces while it is being used, and hence 
English papers are preferred for such work.” 

“ Wliat things do you consider indispensable 
for a stationer to learn?” 

“First, that he should know how paper is 
made, and be able to distinguish the different 
kinds from each other, as well as to know the 
quahty of a sheet of paper at a glance, and 
how it is made. This applies equally to envel¬ 
opes, cards, and all kinds of paper, Second— 
He should understand the manufacture of 
blank books of every class, which includes a 
knowledge of binding, ruling, &c. Third—A 
wide acquintance with printing in all its de¬ 
tails is indispensable to a stationer, in order to 
execute the ordei’s which come to him. Such 
a- book as De Vinne’s “ Printers’ Price List” will 
supply aU this information, and it should be in 
the hands of every stationer. Fourth—An ac¬ 
quaintance with lithogi-aphy is necessary, as 
this art is coming into use more and more, and 
must be understood. Lastly—A stationer 
should know a good deal about inks, stationery 
hardware, the manufacture of different kinds 
of pens—both steel and gold—pencils, sUicate 
and slate—and, in fact, everything else which 
he deals in. The whole thing may be summed 
up in this sentence: No man can sell an article 
unless he knows what constitutes its excel¬ 
lence, and to gain this knowledge he must 
know how it is made.

OFFICIAL PEDANTRY. 


A hope has been expressed that now we have 
another Postmaster General, he may have his 
attention called to one of the many pedantic 
regulations which red tape has introduced into 
the management of the post office. A gentle¬ 
man was fined a penny because some one had 
sent him a postal card with a piece of print 
pasted on the back. It came from one of the 
learned societies which had lately changed its 
quarters, and which, m order to save trouble, 
had pasted the printed shp with the new ad¬ 
dress over the old address, which was printed 
on the card. This, however, is contrary to 
regulations, and the fine of one penny was in¬ 
flicted. It is pointed out, with reason, that if 
it is lawful to print on postal cards at all, what 
earthly difference can it make if the printing 
be done on the card or on a piece of paper af- 
flxed to the card? Whether some of the offi¬ 
cials argue in this manner is not known; but 
certain it is that the regulation is only caprici¬ 
ously enforced, for the very same post which 
delivered the above mentioned card dehvered 
another with an advertisement pasted on it, 
yet while the first was condemned the second 
was not. The fact is, that the regulations af¬ 
fecting the carrying of circulars and postal 
cards want a thorough overhauling, and the 
new Postmaster General would receive the 
thanks of the public by drawing up some sim¬ 
ple rules on the question, and thus prevent the 
continued misunderstandinp which now oc-

Photographs have become one of the cheap¬ 
est, attractive, and most common ornaments 
for the parlor or sitting room. The portrait 
cartes of distinguished persons have been mul¬ 
tiplied without limit by Sarony and others, so 
that now one can obtain pictures of all of his 
or her favorite heroes, whether authors, edit¬ 
ors, actors, artists, politicians, or other notabil¬ 
ities. It is becoming quite the fashion to gather 
the pictures of certain, classes of persons, and 
many valuable collections have thus been cre¬ 
ated. One person will gather all the opera 
singers, another every reigning dramatic fav¬ 
orite, and there is no limit to the variety of 
these selections. Retail stationers might find 
it worth while to develop this taste among 
their customers by exhibiting sets of pictures, 
and thus drawing the attention of their custo¬ 
mers to the plan. The cost is not great. In 
England good cartes de visite bring twenty- 
five cents each at retail, whereas here the reg¬ 
ular rate is fifteen cents. 

E. & H. T. Anthony, No. 594 Broadway, are 
the lai’gest manufacturers of photographs in 
the country, and their catalogue contains scores 
of portrait pictures, which can be ordered in 
any quantity. 

There seems to be a lack of suitable appli¬ 
ances for displaying small photograps. Albums 
are very well, but they are costly and com¬ 
monplace, while they are apt to get injured. 
One can hardly enter a jDrivate house anywhere 
without finding a damaged album, and they are 
getting to be so common that we expect per¬ 
sons will soon be going round offering to ex¬ 
change them for new ones, like the “old do’ 
men. 

What is wanted is some light, pretty and in¬ 
expensive appliance for displaying photographs 
about a room, and our inventive readers should 
turn their thoughts in this direction.

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AN ARTIST IN DESIGN. 

The London correspondent of the NaMon 
writes: 

“A great loss I have to record is that of the 
greatest decorative artist of his own age and 
one of the greatest of all times, Owen Jones, 
whose name, no doubt, since the memorable 
year of 1851, when all nations met together in 
peaceful meeting under the palace of glass in 
Hyde Park, has been as well known beyond 
the Atlantic as in the metropolis and the great 
industrial and manufacturing centers of his 
own couuti’y. He began to design and to write 
on design at a time when decorative art was 
pei’haps at its lowest point in England. His 
works have been most influencial in conducing 
to that art-revival which has done so much to 
enable English manufacturers to maintam 
their position. The principles of decorative 
art enunciated by him' were at first received 
with hesitation, but are now universally ac¬ 
cepted as canons of correct taste; and he sus¬ 
tained ' losses in promulgating them. His 
monumental masterpiece, the ‘Alhambra,’ 
the result of three years’ lonely and continu¬ 
ous study within the ruins of that magnificent 
Moorish palace, cost him a little fortune, and a 
copy of it now would cost a small fortune to 
a purchaser. His ‘ Grammar of Ornament’is 
a text-book in the workshops of all countries, 
and an accepted classic in all hbraries. It is a 
perfect treasury of principles and examples 
of form and color, and of that due subordi¬ 
nation of color to form upon which the master, 
who never separated the decorative artist 
from the architect, so earnestly insisted in his 
lectures and essays.. The fertility of his genius 
was quite inexhaustible, and he worked with 
a sureness and a prodigal ease of invention 
and a felicity of hand which dispensed the 
severest application of the strictest rules and 
methods of ornamentation. There was, in¬ 
deed, one defect in his earlier studies which he 
always avowed he bitterly regretted—he had 
not learned to draw the human figure; and 
this defect combined perhaps with his natural 
indisposition to stamp an Oriental or rather 
Arab character upon his work. He designed 
occasionally for almost all varieties of manu¬ 
factures in this country—in metals, pottery, 
glass, carpets, paper-hangings, furniture, silk, 
damasks, linen damasks, bookbinding, playing 
cards, dies and stamps used for the inland 
revenue, customs, and other Government de¬ 
partments and for India and the Colonies. He 
was also frequently consulted by the Master 
of the Mint with respect to designs for coin¬ 
age. That wonderful reproduction of the ‘ Al¬ 
hambra ’ in the Crystal Palace, which so many 
of our American visitors have admired, was 
entirely his work, and assuredly it was a 
labor of love. A point of singular interest in 
his disposition was his really affectionate 
esteem for good work and workmen. He was 
one of the first, if not the first great designer, 
who delighted to name the men whose hands 
had worked out his designs. Witness the title 
page of his ‘Crystal Palace Handbook,’ on 
which you will see every foreman named. 
The loss of this great artist has been deeply 
felt by the chiefs of his own profession, and 
by the eminent firms that owed to him pre-emi¬ 
nence; and, by the way of a memorial, it has 
been resolved that in the first instance a mosaic 
portrait, translated from the portrait in the 
possession of the Royal Institute of Archi¬ 
tects, should be proceeded with and presented 
to the nation. This will be erected at the 
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South Kensington Museum. The committee, i 
with the sanction and the assistance of the j 
authorities of the International Exhibition at 
the Royal Albert Hall, are now engaged in or¬ 
ganizing a special pubhc exhibition of his 
woi’ks in the Belgian Annexe. Should the 
amount of the memorial fund permit, it would 
be the desire of the committee to perpetuate 
the memory and the services of Owen Jones 
in a manner which he would himself have un¬ 
doubtedly preferred to any other monument— 
namely, by the formation and endowment of 
an open scholarship, to be competed for by 
such examples of design and ornamentation as j 
should be thought fit, and awarded upon 
decision of competent authority. To cai’ry 
out this object, however, would require at 
least £1,000, and the mosaic portrait will cost 
£.300. Perhaps you Avill allow me to add for 
the information of lovers of art in the United 
States, that subscriptions to the ‘Owen Jones 
Memorial Fund ’ may be paid into the Consoli¬ 
dated Bank, Charing Cross.” 

OUR EXPORT TRADE TO SOUTH 
AMERICA. 

The experience of our late minister to Vene¬ 
zuela has been such as to convince him that 
great profit aAvaits any well conducted enter¬ 
prise for the development of commerce be¬ 
tween the east coast of South America and 
our Northern States. No less than six steam¬ 
ship lines are required to supply the principal 
points on this coast, but unfortunately the 
United States is only represented in the list by 
our Brazil line. Of these steamship lines tAvo 
are German, two English and one French. The 
trade which should be, and easily could be, ob¬ 
tained from this coast and the Windward and 
other islands for American manufactures, is 
thus largely directed to other channels. Amer¬ 
ican enterprise is engaged in the development 
of the internal rescources of Venezuela, 
and the most friendly feeling exists toward 
the creation of closer commercial connection 
between the two countries. With such a state 
of affairs in existence in countries so close 
at hand, and so naturally the legitimate market 
for the American manufacturer, it would seem 
only necessary to bring the facts to the notice 
of our capitalists to have the remedy applied. 
A careful commercial canvass of the countries 
alluded by the agents of ten or a dozen associ- 
atedmanufacturers, would at once demonstrate 
the exact character of the demand to be met. 
Capital Avould quickly be found to supply ad¬ 
ditional steam communication with a coast 
likely to become large consumers of American 
manufactures, and able to contribute so 
largely to articles of prime necessity in com¬ 
merce as that of South America. We are glad 
to hear that there is a strong prospect that 
our Brazilian service will be doubled and ex¬ 
tended to Buneos Ayres. This is a move in the 
right direction, which should be supplemented 
by the extension of steam service to all im¬ 
portant Spanish American ports. 

The manufacturers and dealers of the At¬ 
lantic States have this problem before them for 
immediate solution. The West is fast supply¬ 
ing itself with all the articles now manufac¬ 
tured east of the AUeghanies, and an active 
export ti'ade must be soon made for such pro¬ 
ducts, if manufacturing is to continue profit¬ 
able on the seaboard. 

South America and the adjacent islands 
furuish tJx9 most oonvoniont, desirable and 


probably the most rapidly growing- mai’ket, 
for such trade, and it Avill be strange if our 
American manufacturers do not soon see the 
necessity of developing it through the agency 
of the commercial traA^eler. —Iron Age. 

RULES FOR LITHOGRAPHERS. 

Transfer Writing.— Writing on paper for 
the autographic process. This is done as fol¬ 
lows : With very little lithographic ink in the 
pen, Avrite only on one side of the paper. Any 
good writing paper may be used. When the 
writing is finished, a stone is slightly warmed, 
the written paper is sponged on the back with 
diluted nitric acid, and laid for a moment be¬ 
tween blotting paper. Then the sheet is placed 
with the written side upon the stone, and 
passed once through the press. The sheet, now 
adhering to the stone, is Avashed over with 
water on the back, and when the paper be¬ 
comes quite soft, it is removed by rubbing re¬ 
peatedly with the hand. The stone is then 
gummed. 

Transfer Ink. —The ink for making trans¬ 
fers from copper, steel and peAvter plates is 
composed of two table-spoonfuls of varnish, li 
parts tallow, 3 parts brown soap, 5 parts sliel- 
lac, 4 parts brown wax, 5 parts black pitch 
and parts powdered lampblack. The aa hole 
is melted and heated until it takes fire, and is 
alloAved to burn for fifteen minutes, being kept 
altogether for forty minutes on the fire. It is 
then formed into sticks or balls, rolled with 
the hand, and should become, when cold, as 
hard as pitch. If not so hard, more wax and 
pitch should be added. Some add a half-pint 
of Venetian turpentine Avhen the wax is cool¬ 
ing. 

Transfer Paper.— Paper used for writings 
or di-awings intended to be transferred to 
stone. The paper which is used should be well 
sized. The composition Avith which it is cov¬ 
ered is as follows: One part gelatine or isin¬ 
glass, one part flake white, and as much gam¬ 
boge as is needed to give color, are dissolved 
over a slow fire, then sifted through muslin 
and spread once, in a very warm state, with a 
large flat camel-hair brush, on one side of the 
paper. Some repeat the process. "When dry it 
should be passed, several times through the 
press, over a polished stone slightly warmed, 
or, better, a steel plate, so as to be thoroughly 
smooth. Transparent quills and lithographic 
steel pens are used for the writing. Any mis¬ 
take is erased with the penknife, and the place 
covered again with the composition with which 
the paper was originally coated, of which the 
writer should have always a small corked bot¬ 
tle beside him. When the drawing or writing 
is ready it is put between damped blotting pa¬ 
per, a warmed stone—not too hot—is adjusted 
in the press, and after a few minutes the sheet 
of paper may be placed upon the stone and five 
or six times passed through the press. Then 
the back of the paper is sponged with water, 
and the stone turned in the press, and with 
this change to compensate for the inequalities 
of pressure, it is passed again five or six times 
through the press. This process may be re¬ 
peated several times, after which the back of 
the sheet is covered with water and rubbed 
with the fingers until the portions of the paper 
come off,

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HINTS ON THE STEREOSOCPE. 

The following description will help to explain 
the principle on which this instrument acts. 
The stereoscope glasses are halves of the same 
lens, placed with their outer edges toward each 
other. Rays of light from the objects striking 
the oblique surfaces of the lens, are refrected 
outward, toward the focus, and thus reach the 
eyes in an oblique direction, appearing to come 
from a point half way between the objects, 
each eye being thus deceived, the objects seem 
to be one. 

T his may easily be demonstrated by drawing 
on the plain back of a stereogi-aph two simi¬ 
lar circles, one with a horizontal and one with 
a vertical diameter, opposite the centers of the 
pictures, and, half way between them, a heavy 
vertical line. Then, looking at the card 
through the instrument, a circle will appear 
with crossed diameters, and with a vertical 
line on each side. 

By closing and opening the eyes alternately, 
the diameter and vertical lines will appear and 
disappear, but the circle will remain constant. 
The right eye is thus deceived into seeing the 
circle in the middle, and the line away to the 
left; and the left is deluded on the other side. 
The same effect may be quickly obtained by 
sticking a common pin upright on the middle 
of the rack with a carpet tack on each side, 
when a tack will be visible standing between 
two pins. 

In selecting a stereoscope, first look that the 
glasses are large and heavy, and of perfectly 
clear glass, and see that they are wide enough 
for the eyes to c-sme opposite the middle of 
them, producing no feeling of being shut in by 
dark objects at the side. Many instrument- 
makers seem unaware that heads differ in 
width. 

Then, placing a picture in the rack, see that 
the diaphragm hides no part of it when the 
rack is drawn up to a short focus. Near-sight¬ 
ed people have rights as well as others. Shoud 
the pictures not appear as one, remove the 
card and stick up a pin on each side of the rack 
equidistant from the middle, moving them in 
or out until they appeer as one. If the pins 
have to be within two or two and a half inches 
of each other to solidify, reject the instrument; 
but if they-meet well when firrther apart, the 
fault was in the pictures. 

A friend complained to me that the stereo¬ 
scope she had bought, on my recommendation, 
was worthless. I had taken it on faith, sup¬ 
posing that all Holmes instruments must be 
good; but a sliort examination showed that 
the glasses were rather flat, and were placed 
so near together that the rays came to the 
eyes through the central part of the lens, and 
of course without refrection, and hence the 
eyes wei'e not deceived. By whittling out the 
frame, and moving each glass outward about 
three-eights of an inch, a good instrument was 
made. 

If a view does not stand out well when seen 
in a good instrument, examine each picture by 
itself, and try to find a well defined object as a 
post or tree, in the foreground, and note its re¬ 
lations to some other object in the distance. 
If the two objects have the same relative posi¬ 
tion in both, the pictnres are duplicates and 
worthless. 

If the distant object is to the right of the 
near one, they should appear farther apart in 
the right hand picture, and rice rersa; if not 
so, the pictures are mounted on the wrong 
ends of the card, and are worthless, or worse.

Early in 1873, 
however, the corporate name was dropped, 
(the property being owned entirely by Beebe & 
Holbrook) since which it has been a private 
concern.

J., is one for the manufacture of steel pens, 
the first established, and with the exception of 
twp others, the only one in the United States. 
Pens of all kinds are manufactured. The 
product is one ton of pens per week, giving 
employment to 250 hands.

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PATENTS, TRADE-MARKS AND COPY¬ 
RIGHTS. 

The new law relating to patents, trade-marks, 
and copyrights provides that no person shall 
maintain an action for the infringement of his 
copyright unless he shall give notice thereof by 
inserting in the several copies of every edition 
published, in the title page, immediately fol¬ 
lowing, if it be a book; or if a map, chart, 
musical composition, print, cut, engraving, 
photograph, painting, drawing, chromo, statue, 
statuary, or model or design, intended to be 
perfected and completed as a work of fine art, 
by inscribing upon some visible portion thereof, 
or of the substance on which the same shall be 
mounted, the following words: “Entered ac¬ 
cording to act of Congress, in the year-, by 

A. B., in the office of the Librarian of Congress, 
in Washington;” or at his option, the word 
“copyright,” together with the year the copy¬ 
right was entered, and the name of the party 
by whom it was taken out, thus: “ Copyright, 
18—, by A. B.” For recording and certifying 
any instrument of writing for the assignment 
of a copyright, the Librarian shall receive from 
the person to whom the service is rendered, $1, 
and for every copy of an assignment $1—said 
fee to cover in either case a certificate of the 
record under the seal of the Librarian of Con¬ 
gress; and all fees so received shall be paid 
into the Treasury of the United States. In the 
construction of this act the words “engraving,’, 
“cut,” and “print’’shall be applied only to 
pictorial illustrations or works connected with 
the fine arts, and no prints or labels designed 
to be used for any other articles of manufac¬ 
ture shall be entered under the Copyright law, 
but maybe registered in the Patent Office, 
The Commissioner of Patents is charged with 
the supervision and control of the entry or 
register of such prints or labels, in conformity 
with the regulations provided by law as to 
copyright of prints, except there shall be paid 
for recording the title of any print or label, 
not a trade mark, $6, which shall cover the 
expense of furnishing a copy of the record un¬ 
due the seal of the Commissioner of Patents to 
the party entering the same. This act is to take 
effect on and after the 1st day of August next.

Envelopes originated accidentally. A Brigh¬ 
ton stationer took a fancy for dressing his 
window with piles of writing paper, rising 
gradually from the largest to the smalles size 
in use, and to finish his pyramids off nicely, he 
cut cards to bring them to a point. Taking 
these cards for diminutive note paper, lady 
customers were continually wanting some of 
“that dear little paper,” and the stationer 
found it advantageous to cut some paper of 
the desired pattern. But then there was no 
space for addressing the notelets when they 
were folded; and after much cogitation he in¬ 
vented the envelope, which he cut with the aid 
of metal plates made for the purpose. The 
sale increased so rapidly that he was unable to 
produce his envelopes fast enough, so he com¬ 
missioned ten or a dozen houses to make them 
for bim, and thus set going an important 
branch of the manufacturing stationery trade.

SMITH & SOHEMBER, PRINTERS, 19 ANN STREET, NEW YORK 
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JAMES O. SMITH. 


This gentleman is one of the oldest and also 
one of the most popular stationers in New 
York. Of late years he has resided at Middle- 
town, Conn., but he is well-known to the city 
trade, and has “won golden opinions from all 
sorts of people,” as Shakspeare says, by his 
commercial capacity and personal qualities. 

Mr. Smith was born at Billston, England, in 
1813, and came to this country while yet a 
child. He began business in 1838, before he 
was of age, at No. 317 Water street, near 
Beekman, and at the instigation of Col. Mor¬ 
gan, of J. A. Herrick & Co., commenced the 
manufacture of stationers' hardware. The 


first. articles in this line made by him were 
pen racks and paper weights. 

He married in 1834, being 31 years of age, 
and commenced housekeeping on Beekman 
street, near Cliff, paying $300 a year rent for 
his house, and thinking he was tenibly extra¬ 
vagant. 

In 1840, he moved liis factory to Middletown, 
Conn., where he bought an old distillery, the 
owner of which had been converted to the 
temperance cause, and had given up making 
rum. 

He retained the old store at 317 Water street, 
until 1856, when he moved to 81 Pulton street. 
His oldest son was admitted as a partner in 
1858, the two younger ones coming in later. The 
firm remained at 81 Fulton street until Octo¬ 
ber, 1868, when they changed to their present 


quarters at 158 William street. The sons have 
had control of the New York ofifice since 1871. 

At about 1830, Mr. Smith became very much 
interested in religious matters, and joined the 
old St. George’s Church on Beekman street, 
corner of Cliff, now presided over by Dr. Tyng 
on Sixteenth street and Stuyvesant Park. 
Mr. Smith was a famous singer in his day, oc¬ 
cupying a position in the choir of St. George’s 
for a series of years. 

Prom 1843 until last spring, the firm con. 
tinuaUy enlarged their manufactory, which 
had originally been carried on in a small brick 
house, until they had seven buildings beside no 
less than nine cottages, used for the dwellings 
of their workmen. The whole formed quite 
a little village, and had a thriving appearance. 

The fire last sprmg destroyed the entire fac- 
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tory excepting the former distillery, and ap¬ 
parently put back tlie firm to tlie same condf- 
tion it was in thirty-two, years ago. With 
commendable courage and energy, however, 
they set to work to restore ihatters. Within 
two months they had repaired all the damage 
inflicted by the fire, and without any interrup¬ 
tion of their regular business. They built two 
Ihrge buildings, one 125x25 feet, containing ten 
rooms, used for japanning purposes, and the 
other, 175x30 feet, used for general manufac¬ 
turing and offices. They are both fire-proof. 
The old building is occupied as a machine room. 

Mr. Smith is a whole-souled genial gentleman, 
whose main traits of character are square¬ 
dealing in everything, indomitable pluck, as 
was shown by his manner of bearing the late 
loss of his factory by fire, and thorough mas¬ 
tery of the details of his business. 

Mr. Smith began at the foot of the ladder of 
success, and he has mounted gradually yet 
steadily to the top. What may be styled the 
lower and upper rungs of his ascent, are typified 
by the first and latest catalogue of stationers’ 
hardware issued by him. The former, dated 
in 1830, is contained on a single page of a letter 
sheet, and contains only some eighteen arti¬ 
cles suited for stationers. The latter is a hand¬ 
some quarto pamphlet of thirty-two pages, 
containing hundi’eds of styles of goods at a 
great variety of prices.

GOVERNMENT STATIONERY CONTRACTS. 

Washington, D. C., August 4, 1874. 
To the Editor of the Stationer: 

As you invite criticism upon matters coneerning 
our trade, permit me, an “ old stager,” to offer some 
remarks upon a subject of vital interest—I allude to 
Government contracts. 

Until recently, the trade generally have been 
strangely impressed with the vague idea that getting 
a Government contract is only another name for 
coining money on private account, without any as¬ 
sistance whatever from the United States Mint; or, 
in other words, that the prices bid at are merely 
nominal, for with “ engineering ” the Government 
will accept goods so very inferior that a splendid 
margin of profit is inevitable. 

Among the irntpy cases of this kind with which 1 
am familiar, I willViame one now pending, and in 
connection wlth'.onfe of our largest book publishing 
houses. This house has had stationery contracts 
with one of the departments for an immense amount 
of goods at marvelously low prices, very much un¬ 
der established rates. A few months ago they took 
another contract, on about the same terms, but up 
to the present writing have not delivered a dollar’s 
worth of goods, neither do they intend to if they can 
evade it. The department, however, is inexorable, 
and if they do not comply with the terms of their 
contract, they will be forced to, under the law. 

Men of common intelligence will say, “This thing 
cannot go on forever. After one firm has passed 
through this sort of experience, they will certainly 
not try it again, but will give friends warning.” But 
they seem to take pleasure in seeing others harm 
themselves. And so the fools come to the slaughter 
and only learn wisdom when it is too late. 

Next, under this worse than stupid competition, 
the Government is buying all its stationery sup¬ 
plies at much Icsss than the bottom rates of import¬ 
ers’ and manufacturers’ prices. Yet what need is 
there for this ? Inasmuch as Government wants and 


niust have the '^oOds, the supplies would ultimately 
c6ihe fi'dih the producers, and if they kept up their 
prices to market rates, they would be better off in 
the end, while they would have the satisfaction of 
knoAving that the regular dealers Avere making 
something. 

There should be more liberality, reciprocity of 
feeling and esprit du cmps in our trade. 

Apparently the envelope manufacturers are about 
to pass through a similar ordeal. 

On the 14th inst. bids for supplying the Post Office 
Department Avith stamped envelopes for the next 
five years, Avill be received. This is one of the larg¬ 
est contracts given out for stationery by the Govern¬ 
ment, and I am given to understand it involves an 
immense outlay for machinery, a large part ofwhieh 
is unfit for other use. The last time the contract 
was awarded itAvas taken by a firm Avho AA'ere im¬ 
practical, and after much A-exatious delay it Avas 
taken from them and given to another who seems to 
have given satisfaction. The Government are so 
particular in the inspection of the goods made, that 
they Avill not allow an envelope to go out AVith the 
slightest blemish upon it. This, together Avith the 
other losses incurred by misprints of the millions 
of orders received by the post offices all over the 
country for private requests to return the letter to 
the sender if not delivered Avithin a cert.ain time (the 
orders in all cases being for a certain number, no 
more or less) renders the percentage of cost very 
much greater than any one Avould suppose without 
knoAving the facts. Beside the Department are very 
rigid in keeping up the quality and the weight of 
paper to the exact sample, AA^hich every postmaster— 
and their name is legion—throughout the country is 
as familiar Avith as Avith his prayers, if not more so. 
Hence there is no chance to make a change, and to 
a qAiestion put to the officer in charge of the en¬ 
velope branch in the Post Office, he replied, “We 
shall adhere rigidly to the exact terms of the con-' 
tract. We demand no more and shall be content 
Avith no less. We have no favors to ask, and cer- 
tainlj’’ none to grant,” or “ AA'ords to that effect,” and 
as he Avas a big man and proportionately emphatic, 
I decided promptly not to ask any more questions. 

I name this merely Avith the hope—though vain I 
fear it will be—that bidders Avill give these facts full 
and cai'eful consideration, and not cut each others’ 
throats in a commercial Avay, by running doAvn 
prices to less than actual cost of production, there¬ 
by not only making it a costly amusement to them¬ 
selves, but so injm-ing prices generally, that myself 
and every other stationer in the United States will 
feel it a religious duty to set about inventing a 
reverse of a blessing for their particular and exclu¬ 
sive benefit. I respectfully submit, that there is com¬ 
petition enough already in all liranches of our trade 
without adding this one of the Government through 
the envelope manufacturers.

UNDERSELLING. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

I desire to put in a protest through your columns 
against the pernicious practice of underselling to 
obtain trade. Does not policy as well as principle 
cry out against it? Whenever by this unhealthy 
competition the question is thrust uppermost, who 
can sell lowest, instead of Avho can give the best 
article, there is taken away the incentive to exeel- 
lence in quality, which gives character and stability 
to any department of business. All competition in 
the real value of goods is healthy, and should be 
welcomed, Avhether at home or from abroad. But 
Avhen the so-called drummers from the lai’ger cities 
angle with eut down prices for their bait, their 
names and the names of the firms they represent, 
should be publicly stigmatized as corrupters of 
trade. Are they too short-sighted to see the re¬ 
bound that must touch them as well as others, the 
compulsory lowering of general prices, and the con¬ 
sequent deterioration of goods ? When will busi¬ 
ness men as a class Avake up to the fact that there is 
policy in honesty? There are drummers whose 
drums give no uncertrln sound, whose word can be 
relied upon, and whose influence is stimulating and 
healthful to trade; hut there is another—alas, too 


increasing—class who need to be drummed out of 
town as soon as they enter, with their continual 
rub-dub to draw the multitude and deaden trade. 

And just here I would put in a plea for the prefer¬ 
ence of home dealers and manufacturers, so far as 
possible, especially by banks and other corporations, 
which are so dependent for their very existence on 
the maintenance and increase of the business of 
their own city. Would it not be Aviser to pati'onize 
home trade, Avhere the quality of goods is the same, 
than to become entangled in the meshes of those 
trappers of business life and integrity ? Only last 
week a bank cashier declared in most emphatic 
terms that he had done Avith drummers! He had 
been enticed by the bait of loAver prices, and found 
out by experience what common sense ought to 
teach us, that there can be but little difference of 
prices Avhere the quality is the same. Is it not the 
old story of selling one’s highest interests for a 
piece of silver ? 

May the time not be far distant when as stationers 
Ave shall have a Board of Trade, Avhere such ques¬ 
tions can be ventilated orally and in a manner that 
shall elevate the moral sentiment and self-respect 
of our business firms, and excite that spirit of honor 
and Avise emulation Avhich shall make one iiroud to- 
be called

The most notable thing about wedding cards 
which strikes a person not in the trade is their 
costliness and the pains which are taken by 
engravers to prevent the possibihty of their 
being used in any way except for the special 
occasion for which they are designed. Both 
the monogram on the envelope and the cards 
which are inclosed are of a size which prevents 
their being employed for any other purpose. 
This is advantageous to the trade, but we 
query whether many persons are not prevent¬ 
ed from having wedding cards on this account, 
and whether it would not be wise for the en¬ 
gravers to bear this fact in mind. A young 
couple who have to manage their affaii’s eco¬ 
nomically will naturaUy hesitate about spend¬ 
ing $50 on such an article of pure luxuiy as 
wedding cards—whereas, if their cost could be 
brought down by enabling them to use part of 
the plates and the monogram afterward, it 
would be an inducement to them to order such 
cards.

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CHEAP LITHOGRAPHIC WORK. 

At a time when a love of art is being culti¬ 
vated among all classes of society; when 
works of art are rendered accessible to all, 
lithography, which should not only embody 
the recognized p'rihciples of art, but extend 
and perpetuate them, seems to neglect those 
principles altogether, if not to set them at 
open defiance. Just at the present moment 
many of our great houses are extensively 
engaged in preparing their almanacs, calen¬ 
dars, and such like for 1875. It is, we fear, 
perfectly safe to anticipate that three-fourths 
of these things, if critically regarded, wiU be 
a positive disgrace to all concerned—to the 
artist who designs them, the draughtsman 
who draws them on the stone, the printer who 
takes the impressions, the house that puts its 
imprint upon them, and the tradesman who 
circvdates them to advance his trade. In 
greater or less degree each of these individuals 
ought to bear some of the odium attaching to 
the product as a whole. Beginning for our 
present purpose with the tradesman, it may 
be said, that he has probably got his work 
done, on competitive estimate, at a price that 
would not pay any one to do it properly. He 
has gone to an estabhshment which turns out 
work cheaply and with httle regard to its 
quality. To secure the element of cheapness 
this house must work throughout “on the 
cheap,” meaning printer, draughtsman and 
artist—aU maybe said to sail in the same boat, 
and sail on a current that is particularly strong 
at the present time. But whither it is leading 
us, and does this kind of work pay in the 
end ? Is it either the interest of the individual, 
or the firm, or the profession at large, to stoop 
to it ? We think not. 

We do not want a man to engage in any 
quixotic enterprise for the love of lithography, 
or to ruin himself that his profession may be 
advanced. To do so would be to rush to an 
extreme which would be as dangerous as the 
evils we are referring to. Let hthographers, 
however, cultivate more self-respect in this 
matter. There must always be some persons 
outside the pale of legitimacy and respecta¬ 
bility: let them do the dirty work if they will. 
If work cannot be properly done at the price 
offered, let it be transferred to that class of 
persons; we, who respect ourselves and our 
art, will have none of it.—Lithographer. 


Photographic Multiplication op Drawings, 
&c.—Benneder states that paper, prepared as 
follows, costs but about one-sixth as much as 
the ordiuary chloride of silver paper, and is as 
wen adapted to the multiplication of draw¬ 
ings, and is simpler in its manipulation: A so¬ 
lution of bichromate of potash and albumen 
or gum, to which carbon or some pigment of 
any desired shade has been added, is brushed, 
as uniformly as possible, upon well-sized paper 
by lamp-hght, and the paper dried in the dark. 
The drawing, executed on fine transparent pa¬ 
per—or an engraving or wood-cut, &c.—^is then 
placed beneath a flat glass upon the prepared 
paper, and exposed to the hght for a length of 
time dependent upon the intensity of the hght. 
The drawing is removed from the paper by 
lamplight, and after washing the latter with 
water a negative of the drawing remains, since . 
the portions of the coating acted on by the 
hght become insoluble in water. From such 
a negative any number of positives can be 
taken in the same way.

It contains full 
descriptions of the drawing materials made 
by this firm, which comprise a larger and more 
varied assortment than has ever before been 
offered to the trade. They are also far super¬ 
ior to the imported articles of the kind. They 
include wooden tools, triangles, T-sqxxares, 
etc., which, being made of American wood 
and seasoned in this country, are better adapt¬ 


ed to the varying climate than the goods of 
foreign make, and stfil less expensive. 

The hard rubber drawing tools made by this 
firm are used in aU United States Surveying, 
Engineering, and Architectural Bureaus, and 
by draughtsmen throughout the coxmtry. The 
price of these goods has been considerably 
reduced owing to the improved machinery for 
producing them. They are both accurate and 
durable, while they are also inexpensive.

These are all to be had in this country, together 
with Bronze Clips and Guard Letter Clips. 
The Universal Letter Clip is the same as the 
Olmstead manxifacture. Our English cousins 
must look sharp and not be so behind the age. 


There ai'e two classes of people in every 
trade. First—Those who attract their cus¬ 
tomers by both their reputation and the quality 
of goods they sell; and secondly, those who, 
having no reputation, can only attract cus¬ 
tomers by low prices. The former do a staple 
business, which is improved by years; the 
latter have no secui’ity against their business 
being upset by the efforts of rivals to cut 
under them. 


ENGLISH NOVELTIES. 

The Wizard’s Pocket Inkstand is now ready 
for delivery. It is made in two sizes [6d. and 
Is.), is portable, as the top screws on, and con¬ 
tains an anihne preparation which txxrns water 
to writing fiuid direcj;ly it is poured in. The 
show cards on which the inks are mounted are 
very attractive. 

A xxseful little novelty, Pastoi'elh’s Wind and 
Weather Indicatoi*, has been issxxed. It con¬ 
sists of a small chart, fitted with two pointers 
for marking the lowest pressure and the du’ec- 
tion of the wind from day to day, and is in¬ 
tended by its introducer to enable the public 
to comprehend the meteorological reports now 
regularly issued in the papers. 

The Independent Pen Rack, a handy, well- 
made, and ornamental little article, has been 
received from Mr. J. Downing, of Birming¬ 
ham. Messrs. M. Myers & Son, of the same 
town, have introduced a little magic ink recep¬ 
tacle, which consists of a bi'ass bottle with a 
screw cover and fining of aniline paper. The 
ink is instantaneously prodxxced upon the ad¬ 
dition of water. 

A very elegantly finished box of Max-king Ink 
is now before the trade. The ink itself (Walk- 
den’s) writes red, but quickly tui-ns to an in¬ 
tense black, and will bear any amount of wash¬ 
ing, boiling, &c., without giving signs of loss 
of color. In each box is a bottle of the pi-epar- 
ation, a hardwood stretchei-, and qufil-nib and 
holder. The labels are in blue, carmine and 
gold, and look effective. Every dozen ai-e 
again boxed in larger cases. 

Messrs. Rowney & Co., of Rathbone place, 
have introduced a new and inexpensive Crayon 
Holder. The ordinary porte-crayon consists 
either of a heavy ivory handle with a split 
bairel and rings at the top, or the chalk-holder 
used in charcoal and crayon drawing on card¬ 
board. Both are comparatively heavy to 
handle and dear in price. Messrs. Rowney’s 
new and improved crayon-holder is both fight 
and cheap. The handle is of wood, like a 
common pen-holder, and the top is simply a 
split barrel with bi-ass rings. The price is 
about twopence, consequently, lithographers 
may be of an economical tui-n and yet may 
have a dozen in use at once, and, if the chalks 
are previously cut, will suffer no interi-uption 
in their drawing for a considerable time.— 
Lithographer. 

In some quarters preparations are being 
made for the celebration of Christmastide, and 
we are reminded of this fact by receiving sam¬ 
ples of bon bons, cosaques, magic fiowers and 
other pleasing tiifles of the same family from 
Messrs. T. Smitn & Co., of Worship street, 
London.

In other cosaques are contained 
sui-prises, in the shape of minature toys, for 
juveniles, of course. Then we have Acrostic 
cosaques, and various kinds of bon bons and 
crackers identified with amusing luggage. 
But perhaps the things which take our fancy 
most are magic flowers, the stalks of which 
contain crackers and mottoes. These flowers 
are really artistic imitations, and in their way 
quite charming.—Hr. Trade Circular.

PEN AND BRUSH WRITING AND DRAWING. 

A Polished Stone, two or three inches lar¬ 
ger on every side than the drawing to he put 
on it. Some artists prefer that the stone, after 
being polished, should be slightly washed with 
turpentine, believing that this treatment causes 
it to take the ink better. Others do not regard 
it as of much importance, but in any case the 
process belongs to the province of the printer, 
and not of the artist, who should have a stone 
supplied to him completely ready for his work. 

Pens. —These maybe bought ready made. 
They are of three kinds, being made of strips 
of watchmakers’ springs, or ribbon steel; the 
ordinary pen found in a box of mathematical 
instruments, and lithographic barrel pens. It 
requires considerable art and much patience to 
make a pen of the first kind. A piece of rib¬ 
bon steel is to be got about half an inch broad. 
It must be cut somewhat in the manner of a 
steel pen, that is, two cuts are to be made to 
form a triangle at the end, the apex of which 
will be the point of the pen. Then with a pair 
of scissors make the slit in the middle, and rub 
the pen down on an oilstone, until the proper 
degree of fineness is obtained. To obviate the 
necessity of this troublesome operation, the 
steel pen makers now sell a lithographic pen, 
which has a barrel, and can be set on any thin 
handle. For ordinary work, these pens are a 
perfect substitute for ribbon steel pens. 

Brushes. —Formerly, aU lithographic artists 
used sable brushes, which they cut down for 
their own use to the required degree of fine¬ 
ness. This was a wasteful and clumsy expedi¬ 
ent, but it is no longer necessary. The chief 
dealers in artists’ materials now sell miniature 
brushes all ready for use, at the price of six¬ 
pence each. 

Tracing Point. —This is a kind of steel pen¬ 
cil, like the style used in manifold writing, 
used for transferring the contour of the draw¬ 
ing to the stone, as will be explained hereafter. 
A good HHHH pencil, weU sharpened, will an¬ 
swer the same purpose. 

Parallel Rules, Circles and Ovals, and 
similar appliances used Ijy draughtsmen. 

A Reading or Magnifying Glass.— This is a 
most useful, if not absolutely necessary article. 
The artist holds it in his left hand, while draw¬ 
ing with the right hand, and has always a 
magnified image of his work by which to 
judge of the effect. 

A Small Square Folding Mirror.— The use 
of thisds to get a reverse image of any object 
placed in front of it, from which reversed image 
the artist may draw direct on the stone when it 
is thought desirable, instead of making a tracing 
and reversing, as will be described hereafter. 

Earthenware Saucers, for rubbing the ink 
down upon. 

A Cake op Lithograhhic Writing Ink.— 
Lemercier’s or Vanhymbeeck’s is the best. The 
cake is covered with tinfoil to prevent it soil¬ 
ing the fingers. 

Take a cake of ink and rub it down on a sau¬ 
cer which has been previously warmed slight¬ 
ly, with a few drops of water. When the sau¬ 
cer has been coated with enough of the ink add 
the full quantity of water required to bring the 
ink to the consistency desired, gently rubbing 
the ink round with the finger. Writing ink 
must be made fresh every day. 

The artist is now ready to proceed with his 
drawing, about which some hints will be given 
in due course.

BRONZES AND CLOCKS. 

Any lover of ai’t, who wishes to enjoy a 
treat, should drop in at Schenck, Hurd & Co.’s, 
Ho. 65 Beekman street, and spend an hour ex¬ 
amining their newly-arrived stock of bronzes. 
These have been just unpacked, and are being 
displayed in the most attractive manner. 
They are from Vienna and Paris, and include 
the latest styles of fancy goods in this line 
which have been imported from these cities. 
They may be roughly divided into three classes; 
namely, clocks; inkstands, and other desk fur¬ 
niture, and lastly, mantle ornaments. These 
goods range from the lowest to the highest 
price, and are adapted to the tastes and pockets 
of all purchasers. The center of the collection 
is a stand at the front of the rooms, which 
contains about a dozen pieces. In the middle 
is a superb marble clock of the largest size, 
and worth $200. This is supported on either 
side by bronze busts of Homer and Hypocrates, 
of that peculiai’ly dark hue which resembles 
black marble. In front is a bird of Paradise, 
in pale green, almost the size of life. Above 
is a similar colored bronze, representing two 
stormy petrels, floating on the crest of a 
foaming billow. The action of these wild 
fowl, struggling amid the spray and the 
heaving waves, are admirably imitated, and 
the whole is a superb piece of workmanship 
and design. On this stand is also a large bronze 
card receiver with a has relief in the centre; 
also, two capacious urns for cigar ashes; and 
lastly, a couple of mail-clad figures in oxy- 
dized bronze, which make a handsome con¬ 
trast to the darker colors of the other orna¬ 
ments. A large figure of a horse with flowing 
mane should not be forgotten. The effect of 
the whole is very beautiful, and does credit to 
the taste of the gentleman Avho arranged it. 

On a long table, covered with red baize, 
which extends along the wall, may be seen 
several figures of dogs and horses, together 
with wild fowl of various kinds, as pheasants, 
woodcocks, &c. Copies of famous race horses 
abound, -and among them Gladiateur, the 
French winner of the Derby. All of these are 
spirited and natural, and as an unfeeling 
visitor remarked, they remind one of the soul- 
inspirmg races at the Hippodrome. Apyra- 
midical group of birds in light green shows to 
great advantage, while several figures of 
knights and Gothic warriors, clothed in helmets 
and corslets, with belted brands and mighty 
spears, attract the eye with their suggestions 
of the heroes of romance. As long as memories 
of Ivanhoe and Alarac fill the mind, such 
bronze will please and satisfy the mind. Near 
by are larger figure-pieces, including a superb 
figure of Queen Dido in her historical melan¬ 
choly mood; also, two exquisite semi-nude 
designs, representing Psyche and Hebe, ex¬ 
quisitely graceful. Their well-rounded limbs 
and soft outhnes would delight the lover of 
female beauty. Beside these are Comedy and 
Tragedy; also. Winter and Summer, typified 
by female figures. 

We will now speak of the clocks, which are 
in great variety. The prevailing styles are 
black marble. They are either low, and intended 
to support bronze figures, or of circular shape. 
They range in price from $10 to $200, and 
are perfect in aU their parts. We were parti¬ 
cularly pleased with one of these clocks, 
mounted w ith a_seated jAgure of Voltaire, 
wEicH seemed bbithli goodlikenessandto’have 


a natural position. Another had a Japanese 
figure, and at the sides were elephant’s heads. 
Still another bore the signs of the Zodiac. 

Among the other articles on view were 
Egyptian vases, and a number of mantle orna¬ 
ments of grotesque form, representing beggars, 
mihtary heroes, and other characters, with 
great ingenuity and humor. Two candle bras 
exhibited a couple of frog gymnasts, one hold¬ 
ing the other at the end of a pole, while dumb 
bells and other implements were scattered 
about. Of the different styles of inkstands, 
too much praise cannot be spoken. The gem 
of the collection was a bronze si and in verde 
antique, having on the pen rack chased figures 
of birds bearing billet doux. The foundation 
was a slab of black marble, on which was 
seated a graceful figure of Mars, wearing 
oxydized bronze armor. On either hand are 
ink receivers with pointed covers, and the 
whole forms a beautiful and striking design. 
The price of this was $30. Another smaller 
but not the less pretty design for an inkstand 
represented a pointer dog standing beside a 
rustic fence, the latter forming the pen rack, 
while the ink receiver had the appearance of a 
wicker work basket. We have omitted to 
mention an Alsace figure on a clock, and two 
dancing peasants, one twirling a tambourine, 
which led our companion to inquire if they 
were not negi-o minstrel performers. Such be¬ 
sotted ignorance could only be treated with 
contemptuous silence. 

The firm have a number of beautiful designs 
for Jardiniers to contain growing plants in 
a window. They consist of a substantial open 
work frame, with a space for ornamental tiles, 
beautifully painted with figures of tropical 
birds, and other bright-hued scenes, while 
within there is a removable metal box to hold 
the plants. Their special advantages are that 
they can be seen both from within as well as 
without, and thus are a pleasure to their own¬ 
ers as well as to outsiders. It will be noticed 
in reviewing this collection that antique de¬ 
signs predominate, there being a decided ten¬ 
dency of taste in this direction. This is natur¬ 
al and proper, in view of the superiority of the 
Ancients in art. We are glad to note, how¬ 
ever, the increase of bronze ornaments repre¬ 
senting animal figures, if only a race horse as 
they show a tendency toward originality and 
also of copying direct from nature, which is 
the healthiest sign in any art. We trust some 
day to see a native school af artists in work of 
this kind, and have faith that it will not be 
many years before this result is obtained. 

FANCY GOODS. 

The importers have been busily engaged dur¬ 
ing the past fortnight in opening new goods 
and displaying samples of the same in the most 
effective manner. Dropping into 49 Maiden 
Lane to see how Mr. Levy was getting over 
his trip to Put-in-Bay, we found him occupied 
in marking prices on samples of his latest im¬ 
portations, which present an attractive ap¬ 
pearance. On looking around, we first noticed 
a variety of Stationers’ Fancy Goods, which 
have just come to hand. The most notable 
of these articles was the Everlasting Waste- 
paper Basket, neatly and strongly constructed 
of wire, crimped in imitation of the common 
beU-shaped wicker basket now in general use. 
These baskets are made of tinned and copper 
wire,* in ^th ree'^sizes, corresponding with the 
largest sizes of the bell-shaped baskets. They 
cost only a trifle more than the latter, while 


in point of economy they are by far the cheap¬ 
est of the two. They cost, for the copper 
styles, $9.50, $10.50 and $11.50 per dozen, and 
for the tinned wire $11.50, $12.50 and $13.50 
per dozen. Mr. Levy’s samples of Photo Al¬ 
bums display excellent taste, and are of every 
size and style one could desire, while they vary 
in price to meet all demands. There are fully 
200 different styles of albums to be seen on the 
sample counter, all of which will repay exam¬ 
ination. Our attention was next drawn to a 
fine lot of Inkstands, with wooden bases, for 
single or double desks, fitted with from one to 
three bottles to a stand. We noticed sets of 
Chessmen, made of a composition, which look 
very pretty and durable. These are in four 
sizes, costing from $20 per gross to $6 per set, 
gold. These last goods are in addition to the 
regular lines of English and German Chessmen 
kept by this house. The assortment of Glove 
and Handkerchief Boxes just received by Mr. 
Levy is very fine. They are in A^elvet of the 
most delicate shades, and some of them have 
cunning little birds’nests on the covers; others 
are trimmed with imitation Roman gold bands, 
broad and massive-looking, while still others 
are plain velvet. Upon being opened, they will 
be found to contain a nmsic-box compactly 
packed at one end. There is one Photograph 
Album here of a very novel style. It consists 
of loose leaves, about ten by twelve inches in 
size, bound at the top and back in Red Russia. 
This forms a hinge to open on, so that the book 
can be opened out and laid upon the table, yet 
when folded up it can be contained in a Russia 
leather box, with a glass top, just large enough 
to receive the leaves, and about four inches 
thick. Its cost is $30, gold. There are also in 
this fancy department of albums some Easel 
Albums, resting on a painter’s easel about a 
foot high, neatly inelosed in a Russia leather 
box, and arranged so as to be looked at in the 
same manner as photographs. Our attention 
was also called to some exquisite Ladies’ Toilet 
Glasses, made so as to rest upon a Russia back, 
containing the usual toilet articles in shell. We 
also noticed nickel-plated Post Ofl&ce Scales, 
Bronze Inkstands and Match-safes of the same 
material. Card Receivers, Pen-wipers with 
rubber faces to fit the fingers. Card Boxes and 
Smoker’s Tables— i. e., small round tables, with 
cigar-holder, ash-receiver, match-box, and 
scissors fastened to the table, and just the 
thing to present to a bachelor friend. The dis¬ 
play of new fancy goods at Levy & Son’s is al¬ 
together the best we have yet seen. 


Brower Bros, have ready for the market the 
Euroid Inkstand, which we illustrated in a 
late issue. They have also ready a very hand¬ 
some nickel plated Library Inkstand, with two 
bottles of imported Bankers’ Ink. They can 
be had with covers of nickel, or of the regular 
pattern of glass, or with a round glass and 
square-cut top stopper. The latter, we think, 
is the prettiest of them aU. List price, $8.00 

Koch, Sons & Co. have samples of a very 
fine lot of Bronze Inks, from which they are 
taking orders for importation only. It will 
pay our large buyers to look in and see the 
samples before leaving town. 

Willy Wallach has a line of imported pyra¬ 
mid Bankers’ Inks, which are quite new. The 
price is put very low in order to dissuade 
American manufacturers from copying the 
style.

, OPENING OF THE FANCY GOODS TEADE. 

The fancy goods season has opened as early 
as usual, and with more than common promise. 
The importers have recived large supplies of 
go ods, and are unpacking their stocks and pre- 
pa ring samples, so as to make as fine a display 
as possible. In another place will be found de¬ 
tailed descriptions of the different lines of 
goods received by our various importers, 
yvhich wiU give some idea of their character.

The forty-ninth Cincinnati trade sale of sta¬ 
tionery, publishers’ stock, &c., will commence 
October 13. 

A. C. Barnes was in the railroiad accident on 
the Erie in Western New York, but fortunately 
escaped with the loss of his baggage. 

Charles Sumner used Shipman’s patent letter 
files, and his correspondence for a couple of 
years alone filled 120 volumes of these files. 

The average pay of girls in envelope manu¬ 
factories in New York, is from six to nine dol¬ 
lars a week; the highest pay being eleven 
dollars. 

A Philadelphia stationer lately refused to 
subscribe for this journal, because New York 
had done nothing for the Centennial. He was 
doubtless one of those Pennsylvania Dutchmen 
who always vote for Andrew Jackson. 

As an example of how first-class men are ap¬ 
preciated, we learn that in Cincinnati the fore¬ 
man of one lithographic establishment is paid 
$7.50 a day, and the head of another like place 
receives $10 a day. In New York there are 
blank-book binders who receive $40 a week. 

R. C. Root, Anthony & Co. have succeeded 
in producing copying ink of a superior quality 
from their Inexhaustible Magic Inkstand. It 
is a clear violet black, fioAving readily, and 
giving several copies. Half a mfilion magic 
inkstands have been sold in the last eleven 
months. 

Dreka’s Dictionary Blotter has had a large 
sale and is a neat and useful article. It fur¬ 
nishes a number of synonyms, a list of Christian 
names, and a perpetual calendar. It is bound 
in leather, and is very neat in appearance, 
while the dictionary appears to make no ma¬ 
terial increase in its volume. 

Cobb, Andrews & Co., of Cleveland, have 
built two new stores on Euclid avenue—one of 
them fifty feet front and the other forty—di¬ 
rectly opposite each other. This noble street 
is getting to have all the retail business of the 
city, and it is said to have had three million 
dollars worth of new buildings put upon it the 
last year. 

Apocketbook manufacturer writes to cor¬ 
rect our statement about the highest price 
ever pmd for a pocketbook being $20, and says 
he has them in stock for that price, while an¬ 
other firm has them as high as $40. We accept 
the correction with thanks; but would explain 
that we purposely understated the amount for 
fear of making an error. 

The cover for the Rules and Premium List 
for the Cincinnati Industrial Exhibition, de¬ 
signed and printed in colors by Wilstach, 
Baldwin & Co., of Cincinnati, is a remarkably 
fin e specimen of lithographic work, and well 
deserved to win the prize, as it did. This firm 


are among the most enterprising of Western 
lithographers, and we have seen a number of 
beautiful specimens of their work. 

The New York Siheate Book Slate Co. have 
issued a neat Vest Pocket Book, containing 
pages for memorandums, together with a 
calendar, the whole enclosed in a prettily 
stamped cover. The retail price is only thirty 
cents, with usual discount to the trade. 

Ann Arbor, Michigan, is a university town, 
Avith a large book business. Hitherto, how¬ 
ever, there have been four firms in the busi¬ 
ness, who have created such a cut-throat busi¬ 
ness that every one has been injured by it. 
Webster’s Dictionaries, for example, have been 
sold at $8. Latterly two firms have bought up 
the others, viz., Fiske & Douglas and John 
Moore, who are now located side by side, and 
who will equitably divide the business be¬ 
tween them. 

There is no class of men in the trade who 
have such opportunities for picking up infor¬ 
mation suitable for pubheation and of interest 
to our readers as stationery travelers.

MONJSY MJillKJiT.~Y\ieve> is still a 
very large surplus of money aivaiting investment 
at the pi-esent Ioav rates of interest, the demand 
being entirely insufficient to employ the amount 
offering. There is a moderate amount of business 
doing in all commercial departments, though there 
is but litile speculative feeling to be noted. Loans 
subject to call are easily effected upon prime secui’- 
ity at from 2 to 2>^ per cent. Commercial paper, 
maturing AAOthin 60 days, is readily placed at 5 to 6 
per cent, for the best signatures, and at 6 to 7 per 
cent, tor 3 to 4 months date of pa 3 'mcnt. Gold 
remains about the same, closing rather more active 
and at a slight decline, varying from 109X to 110.^ 
since our last issue. 

There is no change in the nominal rates of foreign 
exchange. Prices of bankers’ 60 days’ sterling 
84.87 to 84 88; do. at short .sight $4,891^ to 84.90j^. 
We quote: Bills at 60 da.A'S on London, $1.85 to 
84.86 for documentary; 84.86 to 84.86M for commer¬ 
cial; 84.87 to 84.88 for bankers; do. at short 
sight, 81.89)^ to 84.90>^; cable transfers on London, 
84.9014 to 84.91. The stock market remains about 
the same. 

THE 1‘A.EEn TJtA.DE.— We note considerable 
improvement in the demand lor line papers. Large 
buyers claim to be sujiplying their Avants at the old 
prices, and some state that they have never paid the 
advance rates, and that several leading mills are 
not living up to the contracts Avith the convention. 
Stationers are doing an improved business. Very 
fair line papers are being offered by the mills at 25c. 
for P. and 221 ^g. for M. 

GEyEBAE TiL4Z>P?.—Trade has picked up con¬ 
siderably, and the stationery stores noAV look quite 
lively and animated. Several of the largest buyers 


in the West are in toAvn, and they are buying goods 
quite liberally. One gentleman is reported to have 
placed orders during the past Aveek to the amount 
of 825,000. Several firms report they are doing a 
much better trade than last year. There is no rea¬ 
son Avhy this should not bo so, as stocks through 
the country are very light, Avhile crops are remark¬ 
ably good. 

FANCY GOODS AND NOVELTJES.-We have 
described at length in other columns the latest 
stocks of Fancy Goods and Novelties yet received 
and Ave shall notice in detail all new goods as fast 
as they are received. Novelties of home manufac¬ 
ture are coming in. We Avish manufacturer

They 
seem confident ot effecting their purpose, but up to 
the time of going to press, sharp buyers could ob¬ 
tain old prices. Other staple goods remain steady 
as quoted in our Prices Current.

The tradesman who adopted 
this novel system has succeeded beyond his 
most sanguine expectations, and not an hour 
in the day passes without some new customer 
presenting a “discount ticket,” while many 
old customers, who formerly took long credit, 
now find themselves able to pay ready money.

Their 
delicacy of finish is truly wonderful, and one 
can see at a glance, that the men who produce 
such workmanship, are indeed artists, and 
need no letters of gold to proclaim the fact 
to the beholder. Their work proclaims its 
own characteristic beauty, and silently but 
heartily praises the brains that moved the 
fingers to shape it into form and completeness. 

We had the pleasure a few days’ since of 
calling upon Messrs. H. & Co., and Mr. B. 
showed us some new samples which far exceed 
anything we ever dreamed of seeing in leather 
work. All we could say in commendation of 
their merits was “beautiful.” We trust that 
all who are not dealing with Messrs. H. & Co., 
will soon favor them with a caU, and select a 
line of their goods, which, we are sure, will 
reflect credit upon any stock to which it may 
be added, and thereby help to raise American 
manufacturing to the elevation from whence 
every true and loyal son craves to see its fight 
reflected. 


A English stationer complains that he recent¬ 
ly received an export order for general station¬ 
ery, amongst which was a fine of playing 
cards. In order to get the duty allowed, he 
was compelled by the Government rules, and 
at much inconvenience, to send the packing- 
case, which was full of hea-vy goods, to Messrs. 
English, to have their cards packed therein, 
and the case fastened do-wn by them. The 
cards formed about one-fortieth part of the 
total bulk. 

The English trade in leather hand bags ap¬ 
pears to be getting almost wholly into the 
hands of drapers. We regret the fact, though 
the reason is ob-vious. Retail fancy stationers 
and fancy dealers, finding the sale of these 
goods very slow, have been accustomed to add 
forty and fifty per cent, upon the cost price, 
while drapers, with a -view to secure a “lead ” 
and earn a “nimble sixpence,” are being con¬ 
tent with from ten to fifteen per cent. 

M. Garde, in I’Imprimerie, tells paper-makers 
how to obviate the inconvenience of the ad¬ 
hesion together of sized papers, on damping, 
by the coagulation of the size. This is effected 
in the mills, by dipping the sheets in a solution 
of alum or tannin. A secondary advantage 
obtained is that the paper becomes tougher. 

An Exhibition of Arts and Manufactures, as 
well as of the Fine Arts, upon a large scale, 
is to be held in Leeds in the summer of next 
year. The department assigned to arts and 
manufactures wfil include exhibits of station¬ 
ery, printing and bookbinding, as well as of 
machines and tools employed therein. 

A prize has been offered for a second prize 
essay, by Sir Sydney Hedley Waterlow, Bart., 
of a handsome sterling silver cup, the subject 
being “The Practical Education of Printers.” 
The treatment will be left entirely to competi¬ 
tors, who must be directly connected with the 
printing or paper trade.

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THE ENGLISH TRADE. 

Envelopes, we note, may be purchased on 
better terms, by reason of greater discounts 
being allowed, though price lists remain rmal- 
tered. 

The fancy trade has been moderately occu¬ 
pied with small orders of low-priced goods, 
though it is questionable if, during the month 
of June, better articles would have met with 
a greater demand.—The fire-stove ornament 
season has so far been very good for the 
makers and wholesale trade, but we hear most 
conflicting statements from retailers, especial¬ 
ly in those neighborhoods where ironmongers 
have worked the business with energy. The 
makers of cricketing materials, who were un¬ 
usually busy early in the spring, now say their 
orders are waning sooner than usual.—Croquet 
has not sold so largely this year, in conse¬ 
quence, we suppose, of the sudden popularity 
of Badminton, which has so far been a great 
success.—Engravers and die-sinkers have suf¬ 
fered materially by the co-operative stores, 
but the best houses have been doing an in¬ 
creased business in high-class work. The 
trade in album scraps has made increased 
strides during the past few months, if we may 
believe the wholesale dealers in such publica¬ 
tions. We certainly see more of these in the 
shop windows than formerly, though we do 
not find retailers speak of them as very good 
stock.—In small stationery and news shops in 
the lower portions of the metropolis a very 
profitable trade has recently sprung up in the 
sale of certain chemicals that produce simple 
results. They are got up in the most primi¬ 
tive style, and are principally purchased by 
children, two-tliirds of the sales boing effected 
between Saturday evening and Monday morn¬ 
ing. Each packet sells for a halfpenny, and, 
while it yields the vender cent, per cent, profit, 
the manufacturer is stated to make an equal 
sum. One shop near the seven dials gets 
through more than twenty gross per week, 
while another near the Marylebone Theatre 
disposes of nearly thirty gross. The maker of 
these wares never intrudes himself upon “re¬ 
spectability,” and entirely confines himself to 
those localities where we should have imag¬ 
ined the inhabitants had no money to throw 
away.—London Stationer, 


HINTS TO SALESMEN. 

When a customer wants a small lot of paper 
at a lower price than you have any in stock, 
try and get him to take half a ream at his 
price. 

Study your customers’ tastes, and if you 
are shrewd, you will often be able to induce a 
man to buy a thing which he had no idea of 
purchasing when he entered your store. We 
have so often found this to be the case in our 
experience, that it has surprised us to find so 
many salesmen lacking in the small quality of 
polite attention. Be courteous always to cus- 
tomersV this is an invariable rule. But don’t 
let them play you and your rivals in trade 
against each other to their advantage. 

The stationery trade offers peculiar advan¬ 
tages to any one who can combine mechanical 
ingenuity with .artistic taste. There are thou¬ 
sands of wants to be supplied by any one who 
possesses these talents. Any one who will 
keep his eyes open, can discover plenty of 
room for his invention, andthepubhcis always 
ready to purchase articles which are at once 
useful and pretty.

As jolly aparty as ever was seenleft NewYork 
on Saturday night, (18th ult.) over the Hudson 
River and New York Central Railroad for the 
Booksellers’ Convention. The first man we 
met as we entered the depot at Forty-second 
street, was Henry Levy, Esq., of Maiden Lane, 
and as we turned from engaging our sleeping 
berth, we ran into the arms of C. D. Pratt, 
Esq., of pocket-book fame; behind him was 
Mr. Gross, of Brown & Gross, of Hartford, 
Conn.; Mr. Andrews, of Cobb, Andrews & Co., 
and W. S. Appleton, Esq. These gentlemen 
with Mr. Prichard “Dan” were just from a 
farewell supper given by Mr. Appleton at the 
Hoffman House. Thanks to the foresight of 
Mr. Walter, the stateroom on the Pullman 
car City of Chicago had been engaged, and at 
his invitation we aU adjourned to this room 
which had seats for six, and no more. The 
last thing we saw as we steamed out of the 
depot was “Dan” waving a good-bye, and we 
could almost hear liis wish to be one of the 
party. As we sped by the boat houses on the 
Harlem, three rousing cheers and a tiger were 
given with a will for Columbia and her gallant 
crew. Story telling and jokes were the order 
of the day. 

Nature abhors a vacuum, and nobody knows 
better than Mr. Pratt when to do a pleasant 
thing, at least we all thought so, as he roUed 
out on the table some roast chickens and other 
edibles, aU fresh from his own garden. Nothing 
helps digestion more than a good laugh, and 
this crowd had been roaring with laughter, so 
when grace was said the way those chickens 
and boiled eggs disappeared was a caution to 
dispeptics. The “ wee sma’ hours ” were com¬ 
ing, as the party sought their little beds, agree¬ 
ing to meet at the breakfast table at Rochester.

As we entered 
the smoking car when the train started from 
Batavia, who should we meet but Wm. Lee, 
Esq., of Boston, accompanied by Mr. Tickner, 
of S. R. Osgood & Co., who had been in the train 
since leaving Troy, and just behind them sat 
Dr. A. B. Auerbach, a son of the novelist, and 
Mr. J. P. Vogelius, representing Messrs. Henry 
Hoyt & Co., and so with undiminished numbers 
we rode into Cleveland, tired and dusty, glad 
the long ride was over, and the comforts of a 
first-class hotel at hand. Hall-past seven found 
us at the Kennard House, ready to do full 
justice to the bill of fare, and enjoy the com¬ 
forts of a quiet sleep.

CONVENTION NOTES. 

Martin Taylor, of Buffalo, received the hu¬ 
morous nickname of “The Bay Window,” 
which caused a good deal of amusement to 
those present. 

Mr. Watson, of Aurora, Ill., created much 
laughter by his anecdote of offering to sell 
a book “for a song,” and having the buyer 
take the proposition literally. 

A cottage of the Put-in-Bay House, which 
contains forty rooms, was wholly occupied by 
the members of the Convention, and appropri¬ 
ately called “Temperance Row.” 

Mr. R. R. Bowker, who represented the Even¬ 
ing Mail and Publishers’ Weekly, made a short 
but apt speech, which was well received, and 
he was well spoken of by the members. 

The only manufacturers present at the con¬ 
vention were Mr. Welch, representing W. W. 
Hardmg; beside J. Holman and Mr. Martin, of 
J. Holman & Co., all manufacturers of Bibles 
and albums. 

Mr Randolph made the hit of the occasion by 
his account of the lack of books in the win¬ 
dows of the bookstores of Rochester and 
Cleveland, their places bemg filled with toys, 
and especially with Crandall’s “acrobats.” 

Considerable surprise was expressed by 
many present at the neglect to appoint a sin¬ 
gle gentleman from either New England or the 
States West of the Mississippi upon the Com¬ 
mittee of Thirty, though several representa¬ 
tives from these localities were present in the 
convention. 

Martin Taylor entertained a number of 
New York stationers very hospitably at Buf¬ 
falo, taking them in two steam yachts down 
the Niagara River to the Beaver Club House, 
where an excellent dinner was served. On 
their return the party drove about the city, 
and left at night with most agreeable impres- 
of both Buffalo and Mr. Taylor. 

Great credit is due to Messrs. Payne, Sheldon 
and Thomas for getting up the convention, 
while to three other gentlemen—namely, 
Messrs. Randolph, Lee, and Isaac Sheldon— 
the trade largely owes this success. Mr. Ran¬ 
dolph proved an admirable chairman, preserv¬ 
ing by his tact and shrewdness a pleasant feel¬ 
ing among the members, which greatly assist¬ 
ed the transaction of business. Mr. Lee aided 
by his persuasions and forbearance in ar¬ 
ranging a compromise between publishers 
and booksellers, while Mr. Sheldon, by his 
sound, sensible speeches, also helped very 
largely. 

At the Put-in-Bay Convention everybody 
seemed to eschew business, and to desire to 
attend simply to the objects of the gathering. 
After its conclusion, nearly every one there 
left for some watering place or other place of 
resort. Mr. Cooke, of W. B. Keene Cooke & Co., 
of Chicago, went to Niagara Falls; A D. F. Ran¬ 
dolph to the Thousand Islands; A. C. Barnes 
started for Michigan; Henry Levy left for De¬ 
troit and the St. Lawrence; Wesley Jones, of 
Burlington, and W. D. Baker, of St. Louis, 
came Eastward, together with Mr. Jansen, of 
Chicago; Mr. Payne, of Dayton, remained at 
Put-in-Bay for a week’s rest, and his partner, 
Mr. Holden, went to Erie; Walter Appleton 
went to Philadelphia, and thence to New Lon¬ 
don; Mr. KeUy departed for Batavia, Martin 
Taylor for Detroit, and Charley Pratt for Buf¬ 
falo. 


FOREI GN N OTES. 

The cost of printing and stationery in con 
nection with Lord-Mayor’s-day last year 
amounted to £307 10s. 

The treatment of employes is a subject upon 
which the American Stationer has some very 
trenchant remarks. They are practical and 
sensible, and deserve to be read with more; 
than a passing glance.— London Stationer. 

Messrs. Spottiswoode & Co. have again an¬ 
nounced to those in their employ a division of 
a portion of the profits of their business during, 
the year ended March 31, 1874. This bonus 
will be—-as last year—at the rate of four per 
cent. The number of men participating this 
year has increased about ten per cent. 

In Austria there are 878 bookselling firms, of 
which 426 occupy themselves with the sale of 
fancy stationery and maps, 336 with music, 155' 
with writing materials, 161 with circulating 
libraries, and 79 employ canvassers and travel¬ 
ers. There are 210 printing offices, 83 litho¬ 
graphic establishments, and 21 type-founders. 

The American Stationer recently printed a 
paragraph from The Paper and Printing Trades 
Jovimal, giving the trade price here of relief¬ 
stamping at two shillings per ream. Our 
cousins, judging from the correspondence that 
has appeared on the subj ect in our cotemporary, 
seem to be “knocked mto a cocked hat,” at 
the lowness of the price, and yet we know 
relief-stampers who make a living and pay 
their taxes. — Paper and Printing Trades 
Journal. 

The export trade in leather goods and other 
superior manufactures for the East Indian and 
Australian Christmas time is most satisfactorily 
reviving, and we fancy some of the great 
American dealers might with advantage buy 
more English made goods for their fall trade, 
than of the continental houses; for, with all 
the undoubted beauty of finish visible in the 
goods emanating from Paris, Berlin and Vienna, 
if real solid wear is wanted, combined with a 
quiet and sound appearance, nothing can 
excel a London-made “Despatch Box” or 
“Tourist.” 

Stationers and printers are everywhere busy, 
and in some branches of the allied trades it 
may be fairly stated that the leading houses 
are inundated with orders. Workmen are 
greatly in demand, especially in connection 
with lithography; and good draughtsmen can 
with great difficulty be obtained. The leading 
diary houses are now at their very busiest 
season, preparing the numerous styles of 
those useful annuals for 1876; and the makers 
of fancy goods for Christmas, and valentines 
for the New Year, speak of the difficulty they 
experience in finding sufficient hands for their 
growing requirements.— Shippers’ Circular. 

The new English Postmaster General is in 
favor of reducing the newspaper postage to 
one farthing; biit as the reduction would have 
an appreciable effect upon the revenue, he fears 
to do it at present; and when the reduction 
is made it will be merely tentative, and applied 
first of aU to large towns and perhaps to light 
papers. Any change, if nominally “tentative,” 
must be really permanent, as the pubhc, having 
once tasted the sweets of the farthing post, 
wouldnever tolerate a return to the old system. 
While speaking upon this subject of postage, 
we cannot but think, that there would be no 
loss to the revenue by the abolition of the 
, detestable cards (which have, to be paid for by 
the Government), and aUowtng the covering 
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up of notes even if the weight were fixed at a 
quarter of an ounce. This also we know, that 
not only would the pubhc he thf^kful, but 
paper-makers and stationers wouldi^ jmember, 
as a “red-letter” day the date Tiich gave 
half-penny communications the sf ;recy of a 
seal. i 

In Birmingham the number of steel pens 
made weekly is about 98,000 gross or 14,180,000 
separate pens ! Thirty years ago pens were 
sold wholesale at five shillings per gross; now, 
pens as good, or better, may be had for three- 
halfpence per gross. When it is remembered 
that each gross requires 144 pieces of steel, to 
go through at least twelve processes in the 
course of manufacture, the fact that 144 com¬ 
plete pens can be sold for three-halfpence, 
after providing for material, paying wages to 
workpeople, and leaving profit to the maker, 
is a convincing proof of the results attainable 
by the exercise of mechanical ingenuity and 
division of labor. 

The retm’n to antique styles in jewelry has 
been very marked. The trade in cameos copied 
from ancient patterns has become a regular 
branch of European industry. Modern styles 
have been utterly discarded. Egyptian, Etrus¬ 
can and Greek models are most in vogue. 
The bracelet bears the hieroglyphs of the 
Pharaohs. The high comb has engraved on 
its arch the triumphal procession of Caesar. 
Earrings are patterned after oldhnes of beauty 
in which Cleopatra and Zenobia dehghted. 
The connoisseur is charmed with a ring that 
bears the simihtude of the scarabees. In a 
word, the one requisite for fashionable jewelry 
is that it shall bear the stamp of antiquity, 
though it is weU-known that it has just come 
from the workman’s hands. 

The Amebican Stationeb gives a well-exe¬ 
cuted portrait of Charles T. Bainbridge, one of 
the “guns” of the New York stationery trade. 
It says, “Paper, especially good paper, is his 
first love. While in many respects more inti¬ 
mately connected with the history of the 
foreign paper trade of the country, he is by no 
means narrow or prejudiced, and we have 
been often amused by his enthusiasm on seeing 
a sheet of first-class well made American 
paper, as he exclaimed in his too frequent use 
of strong adjectives: ‘We’ll show those blasted 
foreigners what we can do soon.’ ” In a foot¬ 
note it further remarks, “Handsome men in 
the ti'ade will be heard from with pleasure.” 
Must a man be handsome and swear, before he 
is ehgible for public appearance in the columns 
of our cotemporary?— Paper and Printing 
Trades Journal. 

The Newsnendor says:—“There is no objec¬ 
tion to this—‘give and take’ is the rule among 
journahsts, though, when anything important 
is taken, the source should be stated as a 
matter of justice. One of our cotemporaries 
has forgotten this little requirement. The 
Stationer points out that an article headed 
‘ Does Drumming Pay ? ’ which was recently 
printed as original in the Furniture Gazette, 
and which was made to apply to the furniture 
trade, appeared some weeks before in a new 
journal called The Amebican Stationeb, and 
referred to the stationery trade of the United 
States. This is certainly carrying the ‘give 
and take ’ rule too far, for even if The Amebi¬ 
can Stationeb should consider itself at hberty 
to reprint an article from the Furniture Ga¬ 
zette as its own, it does not often happen that 
the remarks applying to one trade can be so 
appropriately applied to another.”

A Providence (R. I.) stationer writes: “I 
like your paper and think it a very valuable 
one to every stationer.” 

Chas. Arms, of Deerfield, Mass., the pocket- 
book manufacturer, is taxed to the extent of 
$498, the largest sum paid in the town. 

The largest American manufacturers of copy¬ 
ing books are W. Mann and Murphy Brothers, 
Philadelphia, together with Boorum & Pease, 
New York. 

One of the largest purchases of lead pencils 
on record was 1,000 gi'oss of Faber’s pencils 
for $4,000 in gold. It was on account of a 
syndicate of stationers. 

Henry Levy & Sons, of 49 Maiden Lane, 
have a new catalogue of their stock ready. We 
noticed almost every man at the convention 
using one for his memorandum book. 

Messrs. Leighton, Son & Hodge, London, 
have, entered into an arrangement with Mr. 
Henry G. Wells, to secure his exclusive ser¬ 
vices as designer of the book covers produced 
by their firm. 

The new manufactory at Worcester, built by 
G. Henry Whitcomb & Co., contains nearly an 
acre of fiooring, and is the largest factory, 
devoted entirely to the manufacture of enve¬ 
lopes, in the country. 

We lately had a visit from Mr. Theodore H. 
Lee, who represents the firm of Wilstach, 
Baldwin & Co., pubhshers, booksellers and 
stationers, Cincinnati. Mr. Lee is a specimen 
of the energetic Western stationer, and we 
have to thank him for a half hour of most in- 
terestmg and instructive conversation. 

Charles AUyn, who recently purchased the old 
book and stationery store of C. Prince, at New 
London, has also bought the stock and good 
will of Mr. Geo. Colfax, and will combine them 
together, and make the two stores mto one. 

Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. have decided to go 
out of the stationery business altogether, and i 
will close out their stock of stationery and 
blank books, at the trade sale in September. 
Catalogues will be ready about the 13th inst. 

The pencil mill at Castleton, which has been 
idle for three or four years, is now being put 
in running order under the name and firm of 
the Vermont Slate and Alum Company, and 
wiU soon be turning out 50,000 pencils a day. 

The account books for the South American 
trade have to be made differently from those 
used elsewhere, in one respect: As the Spanish 
language is not so concise as the Enghsh, the 
spaces for entries have necessarily to be made 
wider, in order to make room for more words. 

Many stationers suppose that Aiken, Lam¬ 
bert & Co., No. 14 Maiden Lane, are dealers in 
jewelry, rather than gold pen and pencil man¬ 
ufacturers. This is a great mistake, as their 
business is divided into three distinct depart¬ 
ments, each one under a competent head. First, 
gold pens, holders, eases, &c. Second, solid 
gold jewelry, and third, Paul Breton watches. 
Having the knowledge as well as the capital 
needed to carry on successfully the three 
branches, the firm would be very unwise to 
give up any or either of them. Further, they 
claim that they can afford to be more liberal 
with agents in dull times, than if having only 
“one string to their bow.”

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HINTS ON TAKING ORDERS. 

. HOW TO MAKE SPECIAL ESTIMATES. 

You may be asked for an estimate for work 
that is not priced in this book. To do this 
properly you should be acquainted with the 
prices of all leading articles. You should know 
the value of all ordinary papers, not only by 
the ream but by the thousand in ordinary 
fractions; you should know the time spent 
upon and the prices asked for the ordinary 
numbers of all leading kinds of work. This 
will require study. Much may be learned from 
this book, but much more can be learned by 
observation and reflection. For trivial orders, 
like cards, billheads, handbills, &c., you should 
be able to furnish prompt answers to all com¬ 
mon inquiries. The promptness of a reply does 
much toward impressing one with the justice 
of the price. To hesitate or boggle, to ponder 
and calculate, does not impress a new customer 
favorably. Where he sees uncertainty in 
knowledge, he infers unreliability in price. 
But if you are not sure of the accuracy of your 
knowledge, never give the price till you are 
sure. You will have to run the risk of the im¬ 
putation of ignorance. For long and complex 
estimates, ask time for consideration. Avoid 
making such estimates in the presence of the 
customer, or at any time when you are likely 
to be disturbed. Analyze the work carefully; 
compare the prices for each item with the 
prices of this book. Where you have exact 
knowledge of cost of work, use the knowledge 
confidently and boldly; where you have not, 
defer to existing usage as far as you are in¬ 
formed. Do not be above asking advice or in¬ 
formation where you know you need it. In so 
complex a business as this a novice should not 
be ashamed to confess ignorance of many 
matters. If you do, you will certainly suf¬ 
fer more from its detection than you would 
from its confession. 

Your manner has much to do with the im¬ 
pression that is produced. Prices are often 
thought too high by reason of the timid and 
apologetic manner in which they are asked. 
This timidity and a too confident boldness are 
equally to be avoided. 

It is not difficult to make estimates, even of 
complex work, if you commence properly. 
Keep this rule over you: Do but one thing at a 
time. Each item of cost must be fairly exam¬ 
ined. For every ordinary job of printed work 
you will have to compute the value of compo¬ 
sition, paper, and presswork. For more com¬ 
plex work you will have to compute items 
like electrotyping, binding, engraving, &c. In 
aU cases, each item must be separately com¬ 
puted. Begin with paper, as the basis. You 
will have learned from the customer what 
quality is wanted. You have next to find the 
proper size and price. This is a matter for 
which no special directions can be given. The 
most useful knowledge about paper can be 
gained only by handling it, and using it. As¬ 
certain what fraction of a sheet, or how many 
sheets, each copy wiU require. Pay no atten¬ 
tion whatever, at this stage of the work, to the 
number of forms, if it is a pamphlet, or to the 
number of impressions, if it is a job in colors, 
or if printed on both sides. This knowledge 
cannot aid you here. It wiU rather confuse 
you. All you have to know for this purpose is 
how many sheets or what fraction of a sheet 
one copy wfil require. When you get this fact, 
the calculation is simple. If two or more kinds 
of paper are used, make special calculation for 
each.

SAMUEL RAYNOR. 


Mr. Raynor was born in the town of Hemp¬ 
stead, L. I., August 16, 1810, so that he is now 
sixty-four years of age. His father was a 
farmer. His two older brothers having left 
home for New York, and obtained situations 
in stores, he was induced to follow their ex¬ 
ample, and in January, 1833, being than but 
12 years and 5 months old, he left the parental 
roof for the metropohs. His brother had ob¬ 
tained a situation for him in a dry goods store 
in the Bowery. There he remained less than a 
year, and then took another situation in a 
larger store in the same business, in which he 
remained until May, 1836, when he became 


clerk in Caleb Bartlett’s bookstore. No. 76 
Bowery, where his brother then held a like 
position. 

In April, 1833, he purchased an interest in this 
store with Mr. Bartlett’s brother, under the 
firm name of R. Bartlett & S. Ra3mor. This 
copartnership continued four years with con¬ 
siderable success, during which time Mr. Ray¬ 
nor was married. Mr. Bartlett’s health faihng; 
his interest was purchased by Mr. Raynor’s 
brother, and the firm was changed to H. & S. 
Raynor. They had at this time quite a respect¬ 
able trade list of pubhcations, consisting of 
juvenile books, school and miscellaneous books, 
and a,t that time the handsomest edition of the 
“Book of Common Prayer,” pubhshed in this 
country. The firm of H. & S. Raynor con¬ 
tinued for eleven years, or until March, 1847, 


when Mr. Raynor purchased his brother’s in¬ 
terest in the business, and carried it on under 
his own name for nine years longer, or until 
May, 1856, making 39 years in the book busi¬ 
ness in the same store; five years as clerk, and 
twenty-four years on his own account. Mr. 
Raynor then sold his interest in the book 
business to Messrs. T. A. Howe & J. M. Ferry 
who continued the business for some fifteen 
years, when Mr. Howe retired, and Mr. Ferry 
became sole proprietor, and still continues the 
business. 

In May, 1856, Mr. Raynor purchased one 
half in the envelope business of Lyon & Bro¬ 
ther, at 35 Beekman street, and the firm of 
Lyon & Raynor was formed, which continued 
until February, 1858, when Mr. Raynor sold 
his interest in the concern to Mi'. Lyon, an^ 
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commenced tlie same business under his own 
name at No. 118 William street. 

Up to this time the folding of envelopes had 
been mostly done by hand; a smart girl folding 
about 4,000 per day. But Mr. Baynor, seeing 
the necessity of making envelopes faster, 
cheaper and better than they could be done by 
hand-folding, introduced machinery for fold¬ 
ing, so that one girl could fold 25,000 per day 
on a machine, instead of 4,000 by hand, as 
before. 

Mr. Raynor being well-known by the book 
and stationery trade throughout the country, 
by his long connection with that business, 
his envelope manufactory was-a great success, 
and his trade increased very fast, more than 
doubling year after year for several years 
successively. 

In January, 1865, his son, William P. Ray¬ 
nor, and chief clerk Wilham I. Martin, were 
admitted as copartners, under the name of 
Samuel Raynor & Co., which is the present 
style of the firm. 

Their business requiring more room in 1866, 
Mr. Raynor purchased the property Nos. 115 
and 117 William street, extending to .59 John 
street, and removed to these premises, first 
adding an additional story to the buildings, 
making them five stories high. As their trade 
still increased and required more room, an ad¬ 
ditional story, (the sixth) was added to the 
building in 1812. 

The firm now employ 200 persons, 150 
females, beside 50 men and boys. 

Their product last year amounted to nearly 
200,000,000 envelopes, which is probably several 
millions more than made by any other esta¬ 
blishment in this country. Their manufac¬ 
ture of envelopes have a good reputation 
tliroughout the country; the gumming on the 
seal flap on most of them being done by their 
self-gumming and folding machines, which is 
much superior to the ordinary hand gumming. 

■ Ml’. Raynor took a six months’ vacation last 
year by an extented travel in Europe. He is a 
director in the Holyoke Paper Co., and in the 
Seymour Paper Co.; also, in several insurance 
companies, and charitable and rehgious so¬ 
cieties, and a member of a Baptist church for 
over forty years.

COLORADO CORRESPONDENCE, 

Denver, Col., August 15. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

As I promised in my last, I shall now write 
a detailed account of Mr. Allen. B. Soper’s 
book and stationery house in this city, who 
does a wholesale business mostly. 

Mr. Soper has his store on the main street, 
on the same block with the post office, hence it 
is often called the Post Office Book Store. The 
store has had quite a eventful history, but I 
shall not speak of that now. 

The ffi’st thing one notices upon entering is a 
large and well-selected cabinet, containing 
minerals and curiosities from all parts of the 
world. Til is cabinet has been an excellent ad¬ 
vertisement, for strangers, especially scientific 
men from the East, are attracted to see it, 
and thus customers are drawn to the store. 

Mr. Soper is a firm believer in good, generous 


advertising. His cabinet is certainly a costly 
collection, embracing, as it does, natural curi¬ 
osities from the Diamond fields of Africa, the 
the coast of Brazil, and our own country, but 
it has more than paid its possessor by tlie 
numberless customers it has brought. 

Although there are several book stores in 
Denver, no two stores carry the same class of 
books. Soper carries mostly paper-bound, 
Richards cloth of every description, while 
Chain & Hardy’s stock consists mainly of 
church books, and those upon sacred subjects. 

The chromo department contains an excel¬ 
lent selection, not confined exclusively to one 
fine or make, but embracing a variety of sub¬ 
jects—landscapes, fruit pieces, heads, nautical 
scenes, &c. I must mention here an oil-paint¬ 
ing on exhibition, which had just been sold; it 
was a study of Lawrence, Kansas, and remark¬ 
ably well executed. 

In the blank book department there is a large 
and weU-selected stock, though Mr. Soper just 
now has a much smaller stock than usual. 
However, it is undoubtedly the largest in the 
Territory, and shows that great care had been 
used in selecting it. I saw books from several 
well-known manufacturers, and letter presses 
from a Chicago house, Hendal & Jenkins. I 
noticed very few books having cheap paper, 
and was informed that buyers almost always 
insist on having the best quality, whether in 
half-bound or full-bound books. 

The wall paper, of which there is a good- 
sized stock, is mostly from Janeway & Co., 
New York, and Rosenthal, of St. Louis. The 
designs are mostly new and of this year’s make. 
Two other stationers here carry wall paper in 
stock, and they generally ship together, thus 
saving quite an item in freight. 

The stock of school books was not large. 
This is caused by the schools changing their 
series so often, and usually just after the deal¬ 
ers have ordered a lai-ge bill from the East. 
The National, Analytical and McGuffey’s series 
of readers are used at present, though no one 
can tell how long it may be before another 
change takes place, as a new superintendent 
has just been appointed. 

The notion department is varied and exten¬ 
sive, but has not as great an assortment as 
may be seen in the East. 

Mr. Soper, to whom I am indebted for many 
acts of kindness and courtesies, informed me 
that the amount of books and stationery sold 
in Denver during the year of 1873 was $143,000, 
and of paper alone $45,000, making a neat total 
of $188,000. Good, was it not? 

I shall write you concerning the wholesale 
and retail house of Richards next time, and 
pei’haps of Chain & Hardy.

AMERICAN PAPER ABROAD. 

London, August 4, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

The Stationer of July 23 has come into my 
hands, and I have been amused at the first and 
second paragraphs of your “Talk with an Old 
Stationer,” on page 22. Let me tell you what 
an old London stationer told me to-day. He 
is the senior partner of one of the veiy oldest 
houses in the trade, and has been for thirty- 
five years a prominent man in his firm. He 
said: 

“ Your papers are splendid, and I think they 
are equal to any of our hand-made papers.” 

I have shown our American superfine, blue 
and azure laid papers, and have the reiterated 


opinions of most eminent authorities in London 
paper circles that they are decidedly superior 
to any machine-made papers in England for 
blank books, and for other purposes not 
equaled by any except the extra superfines of 
two or three choice makers. 

Not only this—I have proved by actual test 
that American papers can be sent to England 
in successful competition with her own manu¬ 
facturers. 

More than this—I will ask any “Old Sta¬ 
tioner ” to produce a sheet of hand-made Eng¬ 
lish writing paper not more than one year old, 
and subject it to the tests of Carter’s or Arnold’s 
fluid, to erasure, and to the severest folding 
and creasing, and I will produce a Massachu¬ 
setts machine-made ledger paper that shall 
bear aU these tests—or any other test material 
to the qualities of a ffi’st-rate ledger—quite as 
well, and a silver medal to abide the result. 

I have been more than surprised at the 
frankness with which the merits of our papers 
have been recognized by gentlemen in the 
London trade, and it presents in strong light 
the absurdity of importing papers from Eng¬ 
land into the United States, simply in conse¬ 
quence of a name, while in point of quality 
there are New England makers who can match 
the production of any British mill, and for 20 
per cent, less than the cost of importation to 
New York. 

“Facts are stubborn tilings.”

A HOOSIER CITY. 

[From a Regular Correspondent.^ 

Indianapolis, Ind., August 4. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

As you solicit communications, let me give 
you a short one from the best inland city in 
the West, or I might, say in the “wide, wide 
world.” We have a population of 80,000, and 
will have double that number inside of ten 
years. As will be seen by reference to the 
map, we are a center for railroads, and in the 
center of a very productive agricultural coun¬ 
try. Our manufactories are numerous and in¬ 
creasing rapidly; and it has been clearly 
shown that there is no better place in the 
world for capital and labor to go hand in 
hand. 

Having been here, engaged in books and sta¬ 
tionery since 1859,1 have had a good opportun¬ 
ity to notice the growth of the ti'ade, and I am 
quite sure that the stationery trade has in¬ 
creased in greater proportion than the popula¬ 
tion, and now there is an extensive demand for 
fine stationery in the retail trade. 

Braden, Burford & Co. are doing the largest 
business in the exclusive stationery line. 

Merrill, Hubbard & Co. have made extensive 
improvements in their store room, making an 
entrance both on Washington and Meridian 
streets, and, owing to their favorable location, 
they will do a very large wholesale business in 
books and stationery in this State. 

Yohn & Porter, the successors to J. H. V. 
Smith, have fallen into a nice retail trade, 
which Mr. S. worked hard for four years to 
build up. They have the best location in the 
city for retail trade, and have a good selection 
of fine stationery. 

Cathcart & Clelland also have a good retail 
stand and a good line of fine stationery; they 
make a specialty of medical books. 

J. D. Carmichael has moved into new quar¬ 
ters, and has bettered his condition; he makes 
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Sunday school stock a specialty, as well as 
Yohn & Porter, before mentioned! 

Then there are a number of other stands 
where stationery is sold, so when we come to 
foot up the amount of stationery sold in this 
city in one year it is surprising. 

From the present indications there wUl be a 
good fall and winter trade. 

Crops of all kinds are excellent, a better 
wheat crop has never been known in the West; 
corn also promises a large yield, and fruits of 
all kinds are abundant. 

But I must close for this time, and in my 
next I will have something to say about our 
commercial travelers on their tours West, &c.

SENSIBLE SUGGESTIONS. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

The stationers throughout the United States 
can but appreciate your wide-awake paper. 
The suggestions by editors and correspondents 
are well worth discussing, and if the intelhgent 
body of stationers will use it as a medium for 
communicating their individual ideas relative 
to the best methods of conducting our busi¬ 
ness, it must accomphsh much good. We all, 
of course, desii-e that our business should be 
profitable, but an observer in the trade must 
admit that for a number of years the jobbing 
trade has been carried on in a manner that has 
tended to make it hard work and small or no 
profits. War time prices and requh-ements 
made a business with many of quite large 
amount, much beyond the former natural 
limits, and without much extra effort. With 
reduced values and lessened demands, we have 
since been trying to keep up the same aggre¬ 
gate of sales, and to this end have found it 
necessary to add to our list of customers, 
which we have tried to do by the unfair prac¬ 
tice of underselling. It has resulted in obhg- 
ing one another to sell goods without a living 
profit, and has of course failed in its prime 
objects of increasing business profitably for 
any. 

Our aim being to crowd prices as low as pos¬ 
sible, has led to the practice of closely imitat¬ 
ing nice goods with inferior articles, and in 
many other ways to practice deception. As 
an example, in the blank book line the word 
quire has entirely lost its significance, and 
bindmg and paper in some grades are of such 
poor quahty that they are utterly useless for 
the purpose of keeping accounts in the meanest 
business, their only recommendation being the 
low price. Yet they are called account books, 
and help to break down the price on better 


The true method of making the business 
generally larger in amount, is not by manufac¬ 
turing poor goods and underselling. We must 
with ability study how to excel in the quality 
of our goods, and exercise ingenuity in adding 
to the variety of useful articles in our line, and 
with fair-dealing and reasonable charges we 
can all have our rightful share of trade and not 
injure our neighbors or ourselves. 

The Board of Trade you advocate, we hope 
will be established, and may in its working 
remedy many existing evils, and tend to give 
a better business character to the stationery 
trade.

USEFUL INFORMATION. 

[From the Paper and Printing Trades' Journal.] 

The fii'st writing machine invented is that of 
Mailing Hansen, of Copenhagen, price dB35 to 
£90, and was exhibited at Copenhagen in 1872. 
An American machine is also being advertised. 

The system is now almost universally adopt¬ 
ed by the illustrated newspapers, of photo¬ 
graphing the artist’s drawing on the block for 
the wood engraver. The illustrations of the 
London Graphic are printed from electrotypes. 

White of eggs is the material used for apply¬ 
ing to leather bindmgs jprevionsly to lettering 
or “ tooling.” There is no secret in it. 

The origin of the word “ poster ” is thus ex¬ 
plained: “A poster is a sheet printed on one 
side only, and meant to be stuck on a post.” 
The word appears to have first come into use 
in the early part of the seventeenth century. 

The best and thinnest leaf gold is manufac¬ 
tured at Puerth, Bavaria, and is called “Pine 
Planier Metal,” each packet contains ten 
books of 250 leaves each (2,520,) and it is calcu¬ 
lated that a grain of the best metal will cover 
nearly sixty square inches. 

The process of anastatic printing is anala- 
gous to lithographic printing, a zinc plate be¬ 
ing employed instead of stone. A printed 
page, an engraving, or a bank note may be ex¬ 
actly copied by its means. The copy being 
moistened with dilute sulphuric acid, is laid 
face downward on a zinc plate, and put into a 
press for a ^hort time; the acid of the imprint¬ 
ed part etches the zinc beneath, the printed 
part setting off on the zinc, producing a reverse 
copy of the printing. The plate is washed 
with an acid solution of gum, and is then 
printed from in the same manner as litho.

Henry 
Bainbridge & Co., 101 William street, are the 
agents. The London iStotfoner says: “Messrs. 
Perry & Co. have brought out a new pen 
for marking pencils, which is in every respect, 
save one, a counterpart of the really ex¬ 
cellent Audascript pen that was some time ago 
introduced by Messrs. E. Wolff & Son. The 
difference consists in the lower leaf being 
elongated and tipped with a comb of india rub¬ 
ber. This arrangement is, however, a very 
equivocal improvement, inasmuch as it lays on 
too much ink at once, necessitates constant 


dipping, and, worse than all, the comb is brit¬ 
tle. Indeed, we had the misfortune to drop 
one of the specimens; it unfortunately feU 
upon its point and broke. Mirabile dichi, the 
pen was useless. We then experimentally 
threw with considerable force an Audascript 
pen upon the floor, point downward, but it 
withstood the test and worked as easily as be¬ 
fore. In our opinion, therefore, the india rub¬ 
ber-pointed pens of Messrs. Perry & Co. are a 
decided failure, and cannot be compared, either 
for utility or endurance, with the Audascript. 
We note, as a somewhat extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstance, that one of the patentees of Messrs. 
Perry’s pen is the person who manufactured 
for Messrs. Wolff, and that he has, for certain 
parts, adopted the same, or precisely similar, 
dies, punches, or molds as he previously used 
for the Audascript. In fact, the appearance 
of the two articles is precisely similar, though 
the results are anything but equally satisfac¬ 
tory.”

In one bottle, or stand, there 
are two wells, each having a metallic top, 
around the base are channels for pen rests, and 
between the reservoirs is a groove sufficiently 
deep and wide to hold a pocket pencil. 

The Scarborough Purse, in morrocco or Rus¬ 
sia leather, is furnished with scissors, crochet- 
hook, needle case, bodkin, and button hook, 
and contains the usual number of pockets and 
receptacles for visiting cards and bank-notes. 
A companion purse, the Malvern, is of some¬ 
what similar dimensions as the before men¬ 
tioned, though made in the same manner and 
of similar materials. It is fitted with a mus¬ 
tache comb, scissors, nail file and tweezers. 
These goods retail at 8s. 6d. and 8s. respectively, 
and are being offered by Messrs. liean & Son. 

The Lensington Moist Color Sketching Box, 
introduced by E. Wolff & Son, df 55 Great 
Queen street, W. C., is a successful attempt to 
introduce, in a cheap form, moist pigments for 
water color drawing, while the box in which 
they are contained is entirely novel, inasmuch 
as, when open, it forms a pallet. Each box 
comprises twelve different colors, and each 
pan contains about three-fourths of the quan¬ 
tity usually sold. Artists’ colormen, and sta¬ 
tioners transacting business with the well-to- 
do classes, will find this article saleable, espe¬ 
cially as the price is thoroughly within the 
means of aU adults who practice drawing for 
either pleasure or profit. 

Japan at the present time is rapidly increas¬ 
ing its trade with England, and, while it is 
taking large quantities of manufactured pro¬ 
ducts, it is commencing to seek in the Enghsh 
market an outlet for some ofthe minor articles 
produced by its natives. Messrs. Dean & Son, 
of 160a Fleet street, and Messrs. Levy Broth¬ 
ers, of Southwark, have commenced importing 
a few of the trifles referred to, which for the 
most part include lacquered boxes and trays of 
various descriptions, in the manufacture of 
which they far supersede English artisans. 
The varieties include—First, a nest of trays in¬ 
closed in a box shaped Uke an apple; second, a 
round box with Moorish cupola hd, the 


whole being artistically decorated with colors 
that are not common in this country; third, a 
nest of two glove boxes for holding respec¬ 
tively male and female gloves; fourth, a re¬ 
markably pretty chequered saucer, the spaces 
being alternately silver and sable; fifth, two 
tea trays suitable for use at small fashionable 
“drums,” but thoroughly ill-adapted for the 
use of those members of society who, dining- 
early, associate the idea of “having tea ” with 
a regulai; set-out meal, and sixth, three small 
circular boxes, styled bonbonnieres. All these 
articles are good, and not to be compared with 
similar wares generally kept in stock in this 
country. Then there is a bamboo telescope 
walking stick fishing rod of the veritable pat 
tern customarily depicted in Japanese pic¬ 
tures. It is remarkably light, works telescop¬ 
ically, and, irrespective of its utility, is a nov¬ 
elty that will attract the attention of boys, 
especially as it can be blown out to its full 
length with the greatest of ease. 

The Wall Calenders for 1875 published by 
Messrs. Millington & Hutton surpass those pre¬ 
viously issued by the same firm. There is 
nothing especially striking to the eye from an 
artistic view, though the tout ensemble is in 
each remarkably effective, and is made the 
more so by the dehcacy of the tints and the 
admirable way in which the printing is exe¬ 
cuted. In every variety there is a calendar, 
with space left for the insertion of an adver¬ 
tisement, while to one pattern a revolving in¬ 
dicator for days and months is attached. 
There are also smaller varieties that possess 
the same characteristics as the larger. 

The Comprehensive Envelope registered by 
Mesgrs. Millington & Hutton, of Budge Row, 
E. C., is so made that, without any inconven¬ 
ience, matter may be written or printed upon 
the inner side of the outer cover. Two small 
flaps are turned over the ends, and these are 
securely held by the main flaps being so gum¬ 
med that it will keep the end pieces firmly 
fixed. It may be safely used as a wrapper for 
halfpenny postage without in any way disturb¬ 
ing the original folds. It has a mission per¬ 
fectly distinct fiom ordinary envelopes, which 
articles it can never displace, though it pos¬ 
sesses advantages over other descriptions for 
the purposes above referred to. 

The Ready Reference and Bill File re-intro- 
duced to the trade by James G. Stormont, of 
59 Constitution HiU, Birmingham, has been 
twice previously noticed in our columns. Al¬ 
though much used in the United States, it has 
met with much less success here than it de¬ 
serves, in consequence, we beheve, of its hav¬ 
ing hitherto been issued in sizes that do not 
meet the views of the English people. Even 
the largest size now introduced by Mr. Stor¬ 
mont, nine and a half by four inches, will not 
hold a leaf of 8vo. post. The principle of the 
file is a piece of flat board, in the center of 
which is placed a spring that acts upon two 
wire clamps at either end of the board and re¬ 
tain the papers in their places. Reference to 
any paper is made by raising the upper clamp. 


The editor of the Publishers’ Weekly says: 
“May the season be prosperous! May the 
united action of those determined men—who 
met in council with a will to save a noble call¬ 
ing from dropping into the hands of hawkers 
and hucksters—succeed in building up a sound 
and solid trade, that will draw, not drive away, 
the men with brains and capital.”—We heartily 
say, “Ditto.” 
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PLAGIARISM IN THE FANCY TRADE. 

An article under tlie above head, though 
written for the latitude of London, contains 
Some good ideas which we select for American 
readers! 

"Plagiarism in the Fancy Trade is so ram¬ 
pant that it might be styled legal robbery. 
There is no end to it, ‘ Most respectable,’ and 
respected firms. Who fully appreciate the 
‘nimble sixpence,’ ai-e ever alive to new ideas 
pertaining to their trade, and they rob—a 
milder word wguld be ridiculous—inventors 
of their ideas whenever opportunities occur. 
The whole trade is, more or less, unfortunately 
tarnished with the sin of plagiarism, though 
its members salve their easy consciences with 
the flattering unction that they are clever by 
having discovered the slightest improvement of 
the means to infringe. A registered design is 
brought out, and immediately some rival, con¬ 
sidered honorable and worthy because he oc¬ 
cupies a good position, produces in an angular 
form that which was brought out as circular 
or oblong, or vice veij^a, or in some way or the 
other he alters the original plan to keep with¬ 
out the meshes of the law. By reason of his 
high commercial position, he succeeds, and is 
dubbed clever, though actually he would be 
considered a thief were he to act in a similar 
way with real property. We have patent 
laws, copyright laws, and laws for registration 
of designs, but there is no protection against 
‘ improvers’ or crafty infringers ! The expense 
of obtaining protection before showing novel¬ 
ties prevents many from utilizing good ideas, 
while the fear of improvements has an equally 
deterrent effect. We do not refer to improve¬ 
ments that involve new principles, because 
the community benefits thereby. Our stric¬ 
tures are leveled at those persons who servilely 
copy the designs of other persons, and then, 
without giving any recompense whatever, 
palm the infringements upon the public as 
their own. The result of this system is that 
no person can possibly benefit to any extent, 
in consequence of the same designs being made 
by many or even several people .”—London 
Stationer. 

- . - 

Large fans continue in favor, and those 
painted by hand are objects of desire, being 
more fashionable at present than those mount¬ 
ed with lace. The newest for fuU dress toi¬ 
lettes are of parchment or of white kid, with 
a gay landscape after Watteau exquisitely 
painted on one side, while the other is plain 
white, with a simple border; the polished mas¬ 
sive-looking sticks are of opal-tinted pearl; 
price $50. Black fans, according to Spanish 
taste, may be worn with all toiletes; those of 
black silk with colored illuminations also 
cost $50. Lower priced black silk fans, with 
garden scenes done in shaded gray frescoing, 
have sticks of real ebony inlaid with pearl; 
price $18. Fans of pale rose or Sevres blue silk, 
mounted on sticks of carved ivory, have odd 
little pictures of storks and lizards, with lakes, 
lilies, and grasses; one has a branch of a tree, 
from which hangs a huge serpent entwined 
with roses; price $30. Curiously colored pearl 
sticks are shown with plain silk fans. The 
prettiest lace fans have figures of lace applied 
on tulle, and laid smoothly over silk; these 
have white ivory sticks, and are chosen for 
brides. Brown and black Japanese fans, with 
gilt or silver figures and lacquered sticks, su¬ 
percede the warm-looking scarlet fans of last 
summer; price $1.25. Large linen fans are 90 
cents.—flarper’s Bazar.

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WORK FOR WOMEN. 


THE 


In illustration of the field which is open to 
women in one branch of the stationery busi¬ 
ness, we give the following description of the 
variety of work which is performed by girls in 
one of our largest envelope manufactories: First 
there are a number of females engaged as hand 
folders, who perform that operation on such 
sizes as there are not any machines adapted 
to. Next come the large cutting machines 
for cutting the paper into the respective shapes 
and sizes of the envelopes. These machines 
are capable, under the direction of one opera¬ 
tor, of cutting from three to five hundred envel¬ 
opes at a time, according to the thickness of 
the paper. Four machines when working at 
moderate speed can throw off half a million 
envelopes 2 Der diem. 

The machines for folding envelopes, thirty in 
number, are superintended by young women, 
who perform their respective duties with 
great alacrity and precision. One portion of 
the folding machines is self-feeding, and gums 
at each revolution of the machine; the 
other not only folds, but by means of a slide, 
sends down the envelope all ready to be put 
into the box, having been previously gum¬ 
med. An attendant sitting at the bottom of 
the slide on the other side of the machine 
bands them together. The noise of the ma¬ 
chine, is by no means disagreeable, and the ac¬ 
tivity of the operatives, many of whom are 
young and good-looking, renders the scene in 
this department quite agreeable and pleasing. 
Quite a number of hands are employed in box¬ 
ing the envelopes and affixing the proper la¬ 
bels thereto. They are quick and efficient, 
and each box passes through their hands as if 
struck by the wand of a magician. Another 
floor is set apart for the purposes of gumming. 
Each female engaged therein, when sufficiently 
educated at the business, is capable of doing 
no less than 50,000 envelopes daily, which 
seems an extraordinary number. The opera¬ 
tion, although laborious, is not one of excessive 
exertion. Connected with the gumming is the 
drying department. In order to secure uni¬ 
formity in the size and quahty of the envel¬ 
opes, there is what is termed an inspection 
room on the fourth fioor, where a competent 
person is constantly engaged in examining all 
goods as they come from the machines, and re¬ 
porting aU which do not come up to the stan¬ 
dard laid down. This inspection is also useful 
in causing the operators to be very particular, 
the slightest defect in the construction of an 
envelope, or negligence in rimning the ma¬ 
chine, is instantly detected and subjects the 
offender to a fine or censure.

There is a fine prospect for manufacturing 
stationers, either in the direction of high-priced 
and elegant goods, or in a cheap and medium 
quality of articles. The American public is 
ready to appreciate anything that deserves ap¬ 
preciation, and in either of these directions 
there is an ample field for effort. 

It is the custom of a large envelope manu¬ 
facturer in New York, who employs a number 
of girls, to make each one of them a present 
on her marriage. As this house has been in 
existence a long time, there have been a good 
many gifts of this kind made. Should all of 
their old employees with their husbands and 
children come together, it would be quite an 
event, and their number would be legion. 

A man in Boston undertook to walk one 
hundred miles backwards on a wager lately, 
which reminds us of the endeavors of some of 
the conservative members of our trade to 
oppose progress. They shut their eyes to new 
ideas, refuse point blank to subscribe to trade 
papers, denounce conventions, and altogether 
assume an oyster-like exclusiveness, which 
is very silly and very damaging.

Judg¬ 
ing from the etomology of the names of the in¬ 
ventors, most of these patents have been taken 
out by Germans. Still, Yankee ingenuity has 
contributed a good deal to them.

June 20, 1874, by William W. Belknap, Secre¬ 
tary of war.

Narrow Escape from Murder.

AVashington, Thursday, August 20,1874. 
Upon a careful consideration of the proposal of 
the Morgan Envelope Company, who were the low¬ 
est bidders to furnish stamped envelopes and news¬ 
paper wrappers, the Postmaster General decides 
that the prices named therein are irregular to such 
an extent that the acceptance of their proposal 
would greatly embarrass the Department, and pre¬ 
vent it from supplying the ijublic at proportionate 
prices with the various grades of stamped envelopes 
heretofore and now in use, and has therefore ordered 
that all the bids be rejected and new proposals in¬ 
vited, the bids to be opened on September 18. 

Bids for one year’s supply of registered package 
envelopes, estimated at 6,000,000, will be ojiened at 
the Post Office Department on August 28. The new 
design is quite an improvement upon the present 
envelope. The new style is red-ciiged, to be easily 
distinguished, and provided Avith an ingenious fast¬ 
ening by which the strap seals on the inside prevent 
the package being opened Avithout leaving evidence 
of the act. ^ _ 

FANCY GOODS. 

Fancy goods are luxuries, and hence are 
soonest affected by dull times. Every one 
feels that he must buy the necessities of life 
before the luxuries, and hence when people 
are “panicky,” they stop buying fancy goods. 

The latter line of trade has been much cut 
up of late years. Formerly it was confined to 
a few firms, who did a good business, and 
made money; others were tempted by the re¬ 
ported high profits to take stocks of these goods, 
and thus the trade has been much subdivided. 

It is a proof of the growing wealth of this 
country that the fancy goods business has 
grown so extensively. 

Scores of people now require costly articles, 
who formerly would not have bought anything 
in this line. 

The exports of fancy goods, as reported by 
the United States Treasury officials at Wash¬ 
ington, amount annually to nearly five millions 
of dollars in value. The value of imported 
musical instruments alone amounts to a million 
dollars, despite the thousands of pianos, organs 
and melodeons made in this country. Nearly 
half a million dollars worth of perfumery and 
cosmetics are also received each year from 
abroad. When in addition to these imported 
articles, we consider the amount of home¬ 
made fancy goods which go into consumption, 
it wiU be seen how large this business has 
become. 

Americans have been content of late years 
to yield the supremacy to foreign competitors 
in many things cases where would have scorn¬ 
ed to do so in the past. Perhaps this may be 
owing to the war, which increased the cost 
of production so much in this country, as to

These 
are of a unique pattern, and are guaranteed 
to fit their make of flat inks. 

Robert Sneider, No. 37 John street, has a 
new style of ornamental letter, which is very 
neat, and which is well adapted for invitations 
of any kind. Each letter has a little white dot 
on it, which has the appearance of a bullet 
hole, so that the name “Creedmoor” has been 
suggested for this style of lettering.

They 
have a handsome appearance, especially when 
printed in script, while they are far more legi¬ 
ble than when the colors are darkupona white 
background.

THE PAPEJt TJf^7>£;.-Tho general improve¬ 
ment noted in pur.last hardly seems to promise to 
continue this month. Some dealers report a greatly 
Improved trade, and others acknowledge that or¬ 
ders are light, while all agree that business is of a 
very spasmodic character. 

GEJSERATj trade.—Ib still improving, though 
it is still not quite up to the mark. Representatives 
of several large houses are in town, and they talk 
hopelully of a good fall trade. Reports from trav¬ 
elers thus far are very good. Undoubtedly parties 
are only waiting for the large auction sale of sta¬ 
tionery, to take place the 7th of next month, to 
make large purchases, hoping for bargains. We do 
not think this wise, however, as the stock in question 
is very much broken, and must be in poorcon lition; 
besides, a great many of the staple goods have been 
sold since the catalogue went to press, and tluis the 
stock will run short. 

FANCY GOODS AND NOVELTIES.-We can 
learn of no new goods which have been sampled 
since our last issue, and surely there are no novel¬ 
ties on the market. Pendexter and Muller each 
have some new designs of Inkstand nearly ready, 
wliich will be illustrated in our ne.xt number. We 
also hope to show a new Lunch Box, manufactured 
by Willy Wallach. We understand that there is 
now on the market some Double Rep paper of 
Pirie’s manufacture. A sample that was shown us, 
did not, however, compare favorably with the 
American article. The slate manufacturers have 
not as yet been able to effect their combination, and 
wo hope by our next issue to anounce its complete 
failure. Not that we object to the prices demanded 
for their goods, as they must be sold to day at prices 
below cost of production, but because until some of 
the manufacturers in the trade go to the wall, noth¬ 
ing can be done to regulate the price by means of a 
combination. There are several changes in our 
Price Current, to which we direct attention.

JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 

Few men had more ample opportunities or gTeater 
personal qualifications for presenting a faithful 
transcript of passing scenes. He was a keen and sa¬ 
gacious observer, a critic of no ordinary acuteness, 
and a prompt and effective writer. His fertility of 
thought was fully matched by his fluency of expres¬ 
sion. His rare talents were combined with almost 
incredible industry. Every day was crowded with 
significant pursuits, and he lost no time in the usual 
frivolities of youth, or the enticing distractions of 
manhood. His public career extended over a period 
of more than half a century, and was identical with 
the political history of the country. 

GENERAL JOE JOHNSTON’S WAR HISTORY. 

The work of Gen. Johnston makes no pretensions 
to literary excellence. The writer is evidently not 
a Caesar, nor a Turenne. He is less familiar with 
the pen than the sword. His narrative is the loose, 
disjointed story of the soldier, rather than the pol¬ 
ished composition of the scholar. It is desultory in 
method, and difluse in detail. It has, however, an 
air of homespun frankness and freedom from cap¬ 
tious remark, which tend to disarm criticism. As a 
lucid, and not aggi-esive, exposition of the Southern 
view of a great historical movement, it will be wel¬ 
come to intelligent readers on both sides, and afford 
important and valuabie materials to writers whose 
day has not yet come. 

JULIAN HAWTHORNE. 

Mr. Julian Hawthorne has evidently inherited the 
spirit which won for his father an immort.al place 
among modern novel writers. If he has not estab¬ 
lished his claim to hereditary eminence by a single 
effort, it is no proof of deficiency of genins, nor an 
omen that his career will fail to illustrate the an¬ 
cient fame. The present work betrays sufficient 
originality and power to show that he is not un¬ 
worthy, of his high descent, while the faults of its 
conception and execution may justly be ascribed to 
the audacity of youth, which will pass away with 
the lapse of mellowing years. If it.is not free from 
the natural crudeness of a vernal production, it cer¬ 
tainly gives promise of a richer fruitage, with the 
growth of riper experience and more rigid culture 

REV. E. S. ROE. 

This author evinces no ordinary skill in weaving a 
web of circumstances around his principal figures, 
which brings out their intrinsic traits of character, 
and illustrates their tendencies to good or evil in 
full process of development. In depicting the tragic 
aspects of the situation, he exercises a power of 
natural and exact description, which would do hon¬ 
or to a still more experienced writer. Without aim¬ 
ing at sensational effects, he calls forth a profund 
sympathy wdth his tender and pathetic portraitures. 
The conflicts with temptation on the one side, and 
the aspirations after a noble life, on the other, are 
represented with equal fidelity and expressive pow¬ 
er. In the course of the narative, there are many 
scenes of peculiar intensity; they ai-e set forth with 
the warmth of glowing earnestness, but the author 
rarely oversteps the modesty of nature in his ap¬ 
peals to emotion. However passionate in feeling, 
he is always self-possessed in manner. His tone in¬ 
dicates a conciousness of reserved power which is 
fuily justified by the composition of the ivork. 

GAIL HAMILTON. 

Gail Hamilton exhibits a singular intellectual ver¬ 
satility, nimbly bounding from an exuberant, and 
almost rollicking, play of humor to the most serious 
and impi’essive appeals. Her gayety at times is as 
frisky and droll as that of the harlequin of the comic 
drama, while in the gravei', but perhaps not really 
more earnest passages of the work, her language 
often rises to a calm eloquence in which reason is 
too predominant for the display of passion. An ex¬ 
ample of her higher style is presented in her re¬ 
marks on the unwillingness of women to vote, as 
raplying servility or a lack of self-respect. One | 


i-arely finds a clearer statement, or more vigorous 
English. It is impossible to read the volume on 
“Woman,” and not acknowledge that in spite of 
certain crudities of thought and expression, an oc¬ 
casional fierceness of spirit at war with the gentie 
wisdom which the author prizes as the glory of her 
sex, and many extravagances of illustration which 
crop out from a nature of intense vitality, it is per¬ 
vaded by a noble Intention, an unclouded Insight 
into the purposes of life, and often a generous and 
tender sympathy. Her table is profusely spread 
with high-spiced ragouts, and wines too sparkling 
and fruity for lovers of the crystal spring, but it is 
by no means wanting in wholesome bread and meat 
to furnish a simple taste with a pure and nutricious 
repast. 


The inventor of steel-pens was Mr. Wise, 
and the date of his invention 1803. In 1812 a 
patent was taken out for pens with flat cheeks, 
in which way aU metallic pens were made for 
some time, as the Rhodrum pen of Dr. Woola- 
ston, and others. Steel pens were manufac¬ 
tured in Birmingham as early as 1822. The 
question of who cheapened and popularized 
them is altogether another matter.

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WHAT IS CARD BOARD? 

We have heard it as an objection to The 
Stationer, that we give information to green¬ 
horns in the business as to various and import¬ 
ant matters in the trade, which the initiated 
only know and only ought to know. That, 
we beg leave to inform our objectors, is one of 
the purposes of our existence, and we should 
like to have each copy of our paper contain 
at least one article of interest and instruc¬ 
tion to novices in the business. In pursuance 
of this idea we give a few lines about card 
board, what it is and how it is made. Gener¬ 
ally card board is two or more sheets of paper 
pasted together, subjected to hydraulic pres¬ 
sure, and finished as may be required, either 
by fiints, rollers, plates, or press boards, with 
or without a coating of enamel, china-white, 
or pigments. 

A Bristol Board is two, three, four or more 
sheets of fine tub-sized paper. 

A Printers’ Blank is thi'ee or any number 
more of sheets of engine-sized paper. 

A China, Satin or Porcelain is a common 
paper covered with a preparation of kaolin, 
and made in an immense variety of colors 
and shades. As we write we have over thirty 
colors and tints before us, beside a much larger 
variety of French and German manufacture. 

Although we have mentioned only three 
kinds of card board, in looking over a list of 
a prominent manufacturer, we find about 
thirty different kinds. We believe they can 
all be properly classified under the headings 
named. A railroad board is or seems to be 
a thicker and better colored porcelain; an en¬ 
ameled board a porcelain with a better finish; 
a rep board a bristol with a reped line put 
upon it, and so on to the end of the chapter.

POSTAGE STAMPS-HOW PREPARED. 

As soon as they emerge from the hydraulic 
press, postage stamps are gummed. The paste 
is made from clear starch, or rather its dex¬ 
trine, which is acted upon chemically and 
then boiled, forming a clear, smooth, slightly 
sweet mixture. Each sheet of stamps is taken 
separately, placed upon a fiat board, and its 
edges covered with a light metal frame. Then 
the paste is smeared on with a large white¬ 
wash brush, and the sheet is laid between two 
wire racks and placed on a pffe with others 
to dry. Great care is taken in the manufac¬ 
ture of this paste, which is perfectly harmless. 
This gi-atifying fact has been conclusively 
proved by an analysis recently made by an 
eminent chemist. After the gumming, another 
pressing in the hydraulic press follows. Then 
more counting—in fact stamps are counted 
no less than thirteen times during the process 
of manufacture. The sheets are then cut in 
half, each portion containing one hundred 
stamps, this being done by girls with ordinary 
hand shears. Next foUows the perforation 
which is performed by machinery. The per¬ 
forations are first made in a perpendicular 
line, and afterwards in a horizontal line. An¬ 
other pressing follows—this time to get rid of 
the raised edges on the backs of the stamps 
made by the dies, arid this ends the manufac¬ 
ture. A separate apartment is devoted to the 

packing and sending off the stamijs to the dif¬ 
ferent offices. It will be seen by this account 
that any absurd rumors concerning the pois¬ 
onous or unclean properties of postage stamps, 
are utterly without foundation.

During the last month the playing card fac¬ 
tory of Messrs. Joseph Hunt & Son, of South¬ 
wark street, London, was destroyed, and their 
present season’s stock consumed. 

There are in Prussia 236 almanac publishers, 
who issue 3,335,000 almanacs annunUy. What 
weather prophets they must have in Faderland; 

“ Old Prob.” couldn’t be appreciated there. 

Messrs. Robinson & Co., stationers, of Bris¬ 
tol, gave their employes a day’s excursion to 
Teignmouth during the past month. Nine of 
them went out in a small boat, which capsized, 
and five of the party were drowned. 

In London, banking and mercantile firms 
give their clerks and warehousemen fourteen 
days holiday, and some, beside the salary, 
give at that period a gratuity to each. This is 
the way to encourage working men. 

Our top makers, who, during the last few 
years, have shipped large quantities of their 
products to the United States, wiU be wise to 
realize the fact that Yankee children have be¬ 
come blase, and require something more sensa¬ 
tional than tops to interest them. In other 
words, tops are now considered bad stock by 
our American cousins .—London Stationer. 

Our London cotemporary suggests that 
pocket-book makers will confer a great boon 
upon the public if in future they will conde- 
cend to supply pencils of at least decent qual¬ 
ity. There has, during the last fe-w years, 
been such observable deterioration that it 
would be far more discreet not to give pencils 
than to absolutely throw money away upon 
the trash heretofore used. 

The English Board of Trade returns show 
that during the first six months of the current 
year the imports of paper were £37,601 in ex¬ 
cess of the corresponding period of 1873, while 
exports were £43,905 less; there was thus in 
stock on June 30 last, £79,960 worth of paper 
more than on the same day of 1873, providing 
English makers had produced an equal quan¬ 
tity. This circumstance furnishes fair evi¬ 
dence why paper cannot maintain its price, es¬ 
pecially when it is considered that paper-mak¬ 
ing materials are all quoted lower. 

A lad, fourteen years of age, in the enaploy 
nf Messrs. McCorquodale & Co., was brought 
up on a warrant, charged with wilfully and 
maliciously damaging a ruling machine by 
throwing a glass bottle among the machinery. 
Patrick Donovan, employed in the printing de¬ 
partment, said that the prisoner enticed him 
up to the ruhng department, and when there 
he got witness to turn one cf the machines. 
While doing so the prisoner seized a bottle, 
and while the machine was at work he threw 
it and smashed the rules. When witness called 
out to him not to do it, he said, “ That’ll give 
the other boys a rest to-morrow.” The dam¬ 
age to the machinery could be repaired for £1, 
but it caused a loss of time and labor while 
the machine was undergoing repairs. Prisoner 
said he did not mean to break the machinery. 
He threw the bottle away when he heard some 
one coming, and he did not know where it 
went to. He was sentenced to fourteen days’ 
hard labor.

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ENGLISH MARKET REPORT. 

[mOM THE LONDON STATlONm] 

July is always a coinparatively dull period, 
save for exceptional occupations, and the 
J)ast month has fully maintained its custom- 
«iiy charactei'istics. The transactions were 
•of the most common-place nature, being for 
the rarP'St part confined to the execution of 
han<il--to-mouth orders. Although commerce 
is generally voted dull, yet business men do 
^ftOt appear to be cast down, or to present 
those unmistakeable haggard features that are 
clearly observable in times of depression. 
The anxiety on all sides appears to be more on 
the score of money matters than of decreased 
orders. Wholesale houses are compelled to 
buy upon shorter credit than of yore, and this 
cu’cumstance, added to the fact that the prices 
of all commercial commodities have materially, 
increased, compels them to look carefully 
after the collection of accounts. We mention 
this because retailers have, as a body, been 
complaining that they are pressed for payment 
more than heretofore. Paper continues nomi¬ 
nally at old rates, but pubhshers who are 
■ordering for the autumn season require a re¬ 
duction, which for the most part is submitted 
to with bad grace. The sale of heavy writings 
has suddenly fallen off, by reason, we suppose, 
of the trade having generally become fairly 
supplied. It took a long time for such stock 
to become a recognized article; the smaller 
shops, however, now possess it, and the 
demand, we anticipate, will in future be more 
regular than during the last few years. Cer¬ 
tain make , however, continue to sell well at 
full prices. Of tinted wi-itings the sale has 
materially fallen off, a circumstance we prin¬ 
cipally attribute to the indisposition of retail¬ 
ers to possess really varied stocks of paper. 
The Fancy Trade has only been busy with 
“Badminton,” though they give very favor¬ 
able reports upon the sales they nave effected 
of the few novelties they have recently intro¬ 
duced. The Diary Publishers have commenced 
to offer their colonial issues, and we notice 
with some pleasure that there are not yet 
any new aspirants for diary fame. Playing 
Card Makers are ready with their new pattern 
books, but it is too early in the season to 
notice their publications. Fancy Mannfactur- 
ing Stationers are beginning to offer their 
novelties in the form of Christmas and greet¬ 
ing cards, and Valentine makers are busily 
preparing for the next season, with the hope 
that, in spite of all drawbacks, they will 
receive increased patronage. 


FREE POS TAGE STAMPS.

The 
clerk replied that he had none, whereupon a 
bystander took out his pocketbook and gra¬ 
ciously handed the gentleman a number of 
stamps, telling him to help himself.

PATENTS RELATING TO STATIONERY. 

Improvement in Pocket-books.—Alexander M. Le 
Vino, of New York, has made an improvement in 
pocket-books, by whicli they may be manufactured 
without stitching. It consists in the connection ot 
the partitions, which are made of a continuous 
blank, with sector-shaped extension side flaps or 
tongues, arranged symmetrically at each section 
thereof, with the outer side flaps or gussets. Its 
main advantage consists in the extensions of the 
partitions across.the full width of the same, and its 
exposure to we.ar and tear at the outer edges of the 
partition being the i)oints of greatest resistance, 
while the sections of the side flaps or gussets are 
folded or crimped to the inside, and thereby fully 
protected. The width of the ])ocket-book is there¬ 
by increased, and the durability and neatness of the 
same considerable enhanced. 

Improvement in Drawing-Pins.—Hermann Esser, 
of Hoboken. N. J., has invented an improved head 
for drawing-pins, tacks, &c. The object of this in¬ 
vention is to facilitate the removal of drawing-pins 
or tacks from the drawing or other board in which 
they are fastened. Drawing pins should have their 
heads as much flattened as possible, and the edges 
beveled or rounded, so they will not obstruct the 
motions of the T-sfluares. Their edges are there¬ 
fore quite sharp, and in the attempt to remove them 
from the boards, draftsmen freciuently cut their 
fingers .and injure their flnger-n.ails, especially when 
such pins have been properly pressed upon the 
paper. To obviate this difliculty of removal, some 
jnanufacturers have made the heads of their pins 
W'ith vQrtical corrugated edges, which pins were of 
course easy to withdraw, but formed obstructions 
to the T-sqnare and triangles. The inventor says: ‘T 


improve the superior flat-headed drawing-pin by cflt® 
ting out a portion of its edge at one or more places, 
tHttg producing where the n.arrow edge is cutaw.ay a 
thicker hold fof the flngef, .aild a convenient recess 
for applying the linger, witfidift ni the same time in¬ 
creasing the thickness of the head at alb A piff- 
head of this form will allow the T-square, triangle 
and other tools to ride over it without hindrance, 
and Avill in so doing not maternally elev.ate such 
tool oft' the paper, while it will be easily withdrawn 
when desired.

Marshall, North Buflfalo, N. Y. Ciamplng-boards 
connected by two Avires crossing each other are ad¬ 
justable by one of said wires engjiging in a corru¬ 
gated plate on the top of one of the boards. 

No. 138,782.—Safety-Hook for Filing Papers.—Lu¬ 
ther H. Beckwith, Port Jervis, N. Y. A retaining- 
spring bears against the end of the hook and is 
moved back by a loop attached to a rock-shaft actu¬ 
ated by a lever. 

No. 134,724.—Paper File.—George W. Billow, Shel¬ 
by, Ohio. Two hooks, Avhose ends overlap, are 
hinged in openings at opposite ends of a base plate, 
and are held open or closed by springs bearing upon 
their hinges. 

No. 134,908.—Apparatus for Filing and Binding 
P.apers.—Peter 3IacVicar, Philadephia, Pa. The 
clamps which hold the papers together through 
springs of unequal thickness, placed a short dist.ance 
from the end of the box, and provided Avith screAVS 
to flrmly hold the papers Avhile being bound, and 
Avith apertures to facilitate the latter operation, can 
be removed from the box through its bottom, and 
used for paper lile. 

No. 135,144.—Paper File.—Emanuel Motz, Wood- 
AAaard, Pa. The pai/crs are confined to the stock by 
winding the string upon the Avindlass. 

No. 137,8.51.—Paper File.—Charles D. Lindsey, Cin¬ 
cinnati, 0. The paper is forced onto the p.aper 
fasteners, supported on tongues, Avhich are adjust¬ 
able longitudinally on the base plate by an upper 
spring-seated plate. 

No. 138,086.—Paper File.—Robert Henning, Otta¬ 
wa, Ill., assignor to himself and J. D. Caton, same 
place. The paper-hook depends from a bracket, to 
which is hinged a Aveighted lever bearing upon the 
hook-point. 

No. 138,390.—Prescription File.—Albert D. Foster, 
Council Bluflrs, la. Tavo boards are placed one upon 
the other, each having an eyelet-hole centrally lo¬ 
cated near its end, through Avhich a wire passes ; 
said Avire is rigidly attached to the under side of the 
lOAver board. 

No. 139,592.—Paper File.—Charles Mason, Noav 
Y ork, N. Y. A device bent of suitable Avire in such 
a manner that the top part holds, in connection 
Avith the spring action of the bottom and side parts, 
the papers placed on file betAvecn them. 

No. 139,653.—Paper File Box.—John IT. Bentley, 
Cambridge, Mass. One end is hinged to the bottom 
and provided with supplemental inner sides. Its 
outward motion is arrested by a wire that encircles 
it, the ends of Avhich terminate in stops loosely in¬ 
cased in the sides of the box. 

No. 140,177.—Bill and Paper File.—George T. AYol- 
cott, Detroit, Mich., assignor to himself and Henry 
P. Graves, same place. A bottomless box with a 
series of grooves upon the inner surface of its sides, 
into Avhich parl.itions are inserted, their lower ends 
provided Avitha projecting base, to Avhich is attached 
an arch-shaped spring to clamp the papers. 

No. 139,285.-Paper Clip.—M. Allison Wheeler, San 
Francisco, Cal. A metallic tube, longitudinally 
split, is forced over the edge of a board, and its 
under edge attached thereto, Avhile the upper is left 
free to clamp the ^laper Avith equal pressure by 
reason of o])enings in its side. 

No. 139,019.—Paper Clip.—Thomas Orton, Chicago, 
Ill. The inwardly beveled edge of the clip is ser¬ 
rated so as to hold the ends of the si)read sheets, 
upon Avhich it is clamped tightly by a thumb-screAv. 

INKSTANDS. 

No. 134,836. — Inkstand. — Stephen W. Bakhvin, 
Yonkers, N. Y. A spring passing through an eye 


fit tfie front of the cover swpiAoa-ts it in an open posi¬ 
tion, while; the‘ priiholder, when infeliyosed betAveen 
the spring aiicl ah arWied frame, retains it closed. 

No. 134,.587.-Inkstancl,-William M. Broo'ke,BatoiF 
Ohio. The glass inkstand is semi-xircnlaf in hori- 
zonlal cross-section, and is provided with a metallic 
Casing, furnished Avith ears or lugs, hy which it is 
attached to the vertical side of a desk or other ob- 
ject. 

No; 1.39,261.-Inkstand.-Wllliara Read, Jr., Cam¬ 
bridge, assignor to William Read, Boston, Mass. 
The bottom of a square bottle is raised Horn side to 
side, pi'oviding two ink cavaties, so that in tfse tho 
ink is free from sediment may be projected into th'O 
dipping or forward cavity. A block on one side 
carries an elastic band as a pen-holder, and is' 
mounted Avith a pin to hold the cork.

No. 135,080.—Writing Pen.—Richard H. Chinn, 
AYashington, D. C. The back of the pen Avrites as 
freely as the front, the ink is agitated and floAVS 
freely, and spring and ehasticity are added to the 
pen.

Gkcim.—The Avithin described ruling pen, consist¬

THE GREAT ENVELOPE CONTRACT 
AWARDED. 

The Morgan Envelope Company the Suc¬ 
cessful Bidders. 

Bids Avere opened at Washington August I.*), 
for supplying the Post OfiBce Department with 
stamped envelopes for four years, from Octo¬ 
ber 1,1874. There were three bidders, George 
H. Reay, of New York, who had the contract 
for the last four years, George P. Nesbitt & 
Co., of Washington, and the Morgan Envelope 
Company, of Springfield. The Morgan Envel¬ 
ope Company were the successful bidders, and 
the following are the bids. The figures under 
the head of “quantity” show the number of 
envelopes of each size used in 1873, and are 
likely to be largely increased, of course, before 
the expiration of the four years which the 
contract has to run. The bids are so much 
per thousand envelopes: 

Some idea of the large amount of business 
which this contract involves may be judged by 
the fact that Mr. Reay employed on stamped 
envelopes alone in 1870 five cutting machines, 37 
stamping machines, 38 folding machines, 81 gum¬ 
ming frames, 46 printing presses, and one ma¬ 
chine for faint lines. He then employed on this 
contract alone 43 men, 7 boys and 177 girls—a 
total of 837 hands. Since that time the demand 
for stamped envelopes has increased one-thu’d, 
and by the cheapening of the price of envel¬ 
opes to the public is likely in the next two 
or three years to be doubled. This being the 
case, this branch of the business of the Mor¬ 
gan Envelope Company alone will soon employ 
from three to four hundred hands, and begin¬ 
ning with $360,000, will speedily bring into 
Springfield more than half a million dollars 
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yearly. It is understood that the very large 
amount of paper to be used will be furnished 
by the Whiting Paper Company, of Holyoke. 

It is the intention of Mr. Morgan to devote 
his entire factory on Worthington street, 
Springfield, including the third and fourth 
floors of the portion fronting on Main street, 
to the manufacture of stamped envelopes. 
Consequently the other branches of his busi¬ 
ness will be removed to Wight’s new block, on 
Main street, and to the buiding formerly occu¬ 
pied by him on Taylor street, soon to be va¬ 
cated by O. B. Douglass & Co., the wood 
workers. The contract, with its four years’ 
run, becomes by far the most important busi¬ 
ness enterprise which has come to Springfield 
for years, furnishing employment, as it will, 
to more hands than are at present employed 
in the United States armory. It also makes 
the factory of the Morgan Envelope Company, 
next to the Wason Car works, the largest and 
most important manufacturing establishment 
in Springfield.

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JOSEPH RODGERS & SONS. 

Among the oldest houses represented in our 
advertising columns will be found that of Jo¬ 
seph Rodgers & Sons, of Shefideld, England, 
and a few particulars as to the history of this 
firm may not, perhaps, be uninteresting to 
many of our readers. 

The firm was established at a time out of all 
recollection; but that the Rodgers family have 
been cutlers for at least two centuries they 
can prove. In 1730 the fli-m consisted of Mau¬ 
rice and Joseph Rodg^s, and their place of 
business was in Hollis Croft. In that year 
they removed into Sycamore street, to prem¬ 
ises consisting of two dwelling houses, which 
were occupied by the partners, and a passage 
running between them led to the workshops 
behind, in which the goods were manufac¬ 
tured. As the business of the firm increased, 
one lot after another of the adjacent property 
was purchased by them, until the whole block 
of buildings skirting Norfolk street. Milk street. 
Sycamore street and Plat street came into 
their possession. The premises have been en¬ 
tirely rebuilt, the last additions having been 
made as recently as 1869. The handsome and 
imposing frontage is in Norfolk street, and the 
premises are, without doubt, for the purposes 
to which they are devoted, -the most compact 
and complete in the world. 

The firm have now in their possession the 
sample cards of pocket knives with which 
their traveler went his rounds in 1735. There 
are less than fifty specimens, and the work¬ 
manship is of the very plainest description. 
The blades, it. is ti-ue, are of the best steel, and 
the handles are of good stag and buffalo; but 
there is an “ apprenticeshij) ” look about them 
that contrasts in a most marked degree with 
the exquisitely-finished goods now turned out. 
In 1764 the firm received from the Cutlers’ 
Company of Hallamshire their trade mark—a 
Maltese cross and star. In 1800 they added to 
their original trade of penknife cutlers the 
razor and table-knife branches, and a few 
years later they commenced the manufacture 
of scissors. About the year 1831 apphcation 
was made to Mr. Stuart Wortley—then mem¬ 
ber for the coimty and afterward Lord Wharn- 
clifle—^to present one of the partners of the 
firm to his Majesty Eling George IV. and the 
result of that interview was that Messrs. Rod¬ 
gers & Sons were, by special appointment, 
made cutlers to the royal family. Shortly 
after, a similar honor was conferred upon 
them by the King of Sweden, and both dis¬ 
tinctions they have continued to enjoy. Such 
marks of royal favor aroused their energies, 
and they sought, by the apphcation of skill 
and capital, to produce articles of cutlery of 
the best and finest quahty that could be made. 
In this they were entirely successful, and the 
fame of the excellence of their goods spread 
far and wide. 

In 1825 the firm opened a show-room for the 
disposal of their goods—a proceeding which at 
the time had no precedent in the town. The 
experiment proved a success, and when the 
room was required for the purposes of a work¬ 
shop, two other large rooms were built and 
opened in 1862. They are very handsomely fit¬ 
ted up, and in them is displayed, in endless 
profusion, every description of cutlery, plated 
ware, dressmg-cases, and so forth, that can be 
manufactured in connection with this staple 
trade. For a visitor to Sheffield not to inspect 
Messrs. Rodgers’ show-rooms, and when there 
pot to make a purchase, is to fail of seeing one 


of its chief sights and to miss a very great 
pleasure. There are several articles exhibited 
in the rooms that are perfectly unique in their 
way. 

There is one knife containing as many blades 
and instruments as there were years in the 
date at which the house changed its character 
of a private enterprise and became a stock 
company under the English “Limited Liabil¬ 
ity” act—viz., 1871. They are aU perfectly 
distinct, and no two blades or instruments are 
alike. Then there is the celebrated “ Norfolk 
Knife,” which was shown at the Exhibitions 
of 1851 and 1863, and again at the exhibitions 
of Paris and New York. On the steel blades 
are etchings of her Majesty, the late Prince 
Consort and the Pi-esident of the United States, 
and also views of Windsor Castle and the other 
royal residences, of the American White House, 
of Haddon HaU, Chatsworth House, and other 
local places of interest. The handle is of carved 
pearl, representing on one side a boar hunt, 
and on the other side a stag hunt. The backs 
of the blades are exquisitely ornamented, and 
altogether it is one of the most perfect speci¬ 
mens of Sheffield workmanship ever turned 
out. 

The business operations of the firm long 
since assumed gigantic proportions. They now 
have in their employ between one and two 
thousand well-organized and skilled workmen, 
who turn out weekly 5,000 dozen of table knives 
and forks, 1,500 pair of carvers, 1,560 dozen of 
pocket knives, 1,200 dozen of razors and 1,200 
dozen of scissors. In addition, there is a large 
number of warehouse people, clei’ks, and so 
forth, employed. The firm have offices and 
warehouses in Cullum street, Penchurch street, 
London, and also in New York, Montreal, To¬ 
ronto and New Orleans. They had offices at 
Calcutta, Bombay and Havana, but they were 
given up, as they found it possible to carry on 
their business with those countries in another 
way at much less expense. The principal 
markets for their goods, however, are Amer¬ 
ica, the Canadas and India. Our readers wifi 
understand something of the magnitude of 
their trade witli America when it is stated 
that in the last week of 1870 they sent to that 
country alone upward of ten tons weight of 
finished cutlery. 

They have adopted the newest, most im- 
proved and expensive machinery, and nowhere 
could a better idea be obtained of how this old 
staple trade of the town is now carried on 
than by a visit to their forges, grinding-wheels 
and workshops.

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You next proceed to compute the value of 
composition. If the work is of open display, 
or of irregular form, it must be rated by time; 
if it is plain common matter, it should be rated 
by the thousand ems. If you are not a practi¬ 
cal printer, or are not thoroughly conversant 
with the rules and usages of the trade, so that 
you can discriminate intelligently, take advice. 
Never make a price because the work appears 
to you to be no greater than that of other or 
similar work, with the price of which you are 
familiar. Know to a certainty that it is no 
greater before you hazard a binding price. 
Serious mistakes are often made by estimates 
based on a supposed analogy. Read carefully 
the general prices for book and job composition. 
In many cases these prices are variable, as must 
be the case with time work. For the fixing of 
this time work, consult a compositor or print¬ 
er if he can be had, but do hot accept his esti¬ 
mate imphcitly. It will probably be too little. 
Experience will teach you that the work that 
a compositor thinks may be done in ten hours 
will, in most cases, take twelve hours. In your 
estimate of time alloT/, if you think it expedi¬ 
ent, for probable alterations or delays, for 
which it may be injudicious to make special 
charge. If electrotyping is needed to cheapen 
the work, or for other reasons, ascertain how 
many plates can be used to advantage. In du¬ 
plicating plates for a handbill or a check you 
may make so many plates that the biU for 
presswork will be trivial. This should be 
avoided. You will also have to decide whether 
plates should be blocked, or not. Of the advan¬ 
tages of each method you must decide. Here, 
too, you may need advice. Your next step is 
to compute the presswork. If two or more 
plates are used for the purpose of cheapening 
presswork, you must calculate the number of 
impressions. . For example: 30,000 copies of a 
handbill, juedium 8*^ from one jilate will make 
20,000 impressions, for which the price would 
be $1.00 per 1,000 irnpressions; from two plates 
there would be but' 10,000 impressions, for 
which the price is $1.50 per 1,000 impressions, 
for the edition is smaller and the sheet is lar¬ 
ger; from four plates there would be but 5,000 
impressions, for which the price is $3.00 per 1,000 
impressions. If The Work is to be printed on both 
sides, in the same color, you should estimate 
for presswork by one impression, in all cases 
where it can be done with advantage. If the 
form is-very large, if paper or press of double 
size cannot be had, or if the number of copies 
is quite small, it will be more economical to 
• print the matter on the back by a separate im¬ 
pression.' Upon large orders, it is the usage to 
print work in large sheets, for it is both quicker 
and cheaper. In computing the value of press- 
work done in this manner on both sides, be 
careful to put down correctly the number of 
impressions that v ill be requu’ed. The cau¬ 
tion it needed, for errors are frequently made 
at this point. Recollect, where both face and 
-back are imposed together that every impres- 
i. Sion makes one copy; if the job is set up or 
stereotyped twice, one impression makes two 
copies, &c. Forget, if possible, all about the 
number of plates lor the number of pages in 
the form,) and think only of the number of 
> copies that one impression will make. D.vide 
the total number of copies wanted by the num¬ 
ber of copies that are made by one impression. 
This will give you the entire number of im¬ 
pressions. Caution is needed here also. You 
naust remember that the value of presswork 
increases with the size of the sheet.— DeVi’Ane^s 
Printers’ Price lAst.

LOUIS PRANG-. 

Mr. Louis Prang, whose portrait adorns this 
page, was born at Breslau, in Silesian Prussia, 
March 12, 1824. Ill health in early youth did 
not permit him to at¬ 
tend school regularly, 
and at twelve years of 
age it was found neces¬ 
sary to relieve him from 
all studies. His chief 
education, however,has 
been found in practical 
business, mechanical, 
and artistic channels. 

When about fourteen 
years of age he was 
put to the trade of 
bleaching, dyeing, and 
printing cotton cloth 
and delaine goods in the 
manufactory of his fa¬ 
ther, and while there 
made chemistry, in its 
application to his call¬ 
ing, one of his principal 
studies. Having made 
himself well acquaint¬ 
ed with, and somewhat 
proficient in, these dif¬ 
ferent branches, he was 
sent, at the age of eigh- 
teen, to Westphalia, 
where he entered the 
counting room of an ex¬ 
tensive milling business 
for the purpose of ac¬ 
quiring a knowledge of 
mercantile 
of the business 
in general. 

His father having 
been unfortunate in his 
business, Louis accept¬ 
ed a proposition, made 
by a leading manufac¬ 
turing house in 
mia, to travel over Eu¬ 
rope at their 
and to gain aU the in- 
forinationhe 
reference to the 
tages other prominent 
manufacturers might possess. During four 
years he prosecuted this undertaking with un¬ 
remitting diligence. Vienna, Paris, Rouen, 
London, Manchester and Glasgow were visited 
in turn; and to secure an entrance into the 
great establishments which he had selected, 
he accepted any position that offered itself. 


His versatile capacities were considerably de¬ 
veloped by this novel course of life. He be¬ 
came common laborer, dyer, printer, color 
mixer, inventor by turns, and his valuable 
schooling doubtless laid the formdation of his 
subsequent success in the very complicated en¬ 


terprise through which he has become so well 
known. 

The German, revolutionary movement of 
1848 called him home from England, and found 
in him a warm advocate. Its unsuccessful is¬ 
sue compelled him to take refuge in flight from 
imperial authority. He escaped to France, 


and from Havre sailed to the United States, 
landing at New York in April, 1850. He went 
at once to Boston, Mass., in quest of employ¬ 
ment in his legitimate business, but having 
failed in that, he tried his hand in other direc¬ 
tions to earn a living for himself and wife; for 
soon after his arrival in 
Boston he married a 
young lady to whom 
he had been affianced 
for several years, and 
who had preceded him 
in coming to America 
by some years. He was 
in turn a partner of an 
architect, publisher of 
works on monuments, 
manufacturer of porte- 
monnaies and jewelry 
cases, an engraver on 
wood, and at last a 
lithographer. 

While trying his for¬ 
tune in wood engraving 
he was employed for a 
time by Mr. Prank Les¬ 
lie, and usually worked 
sixteen hours a day, be¬ 
side walking from and 
back to East Malden, 
where he Lived, a dis¬ 
tance of about five 
nailes. He became 
known to a German 
lithographic printer, 
who proposed to him 
the formation of a co¬ 
partnership for the pur¬ 
pose of carrying on the 
lithographic printing 
business. This part¬ 
nership began on a cap¬ 
ital of $200, lasted four 
years, and proved of 
pecuniary advantage. 
In the year 1860 Mr. 
Prang bought out his as¬ 
sociate and prosecuted 
the business alone, with 
gratifying success, un¬ 
til the opening of the 
war, when he was 
among the first busi¬ 
ness men to feel its de¬ 
pressing effects. At length, finding himself in 
the position to make the attempt, he com¬ 
menced the publication of chromo-lithographs. 
With a view to employing the most skillful 
artists, and learning and applying the most 
improved processes in his establishment, he 
visited Europe in 1863, and on his return pros- 
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eeuted Ms artistic business with greater energy 
than ever, and with improved prospects of suc¬ 
cess. 

The chromos which first awakened public 
attention in a special maxmer to Mr. Prang’s 
enterprise is the “Group of CMckens,” after 
the painting by A. F. Tait. This probably, is 
the most successful chromo ever published in 
this or any country, sometMnglike forty thou¬ 
sand copies having been sold. 

“The Yo-Semite Valley” is one of the most 
beautiful of Mr. Prang’s landscape chromos, 
and possesses special interest for Americans, as 
it represents with great fidelity some of the 
grandest scenery of our Rocky Mountain re¬ 
gions. 

The American people are indebted to Mr. 
Prang for popularizing art in a most effective 
manner, and commensurately educating and 
elevating their taste for esthetics. “ Good pic¬ 
tures,” to use the words of a writer in the At¬ 
lantic Monthly, “ are a source of innocent and 
refined pleasure, and that is enough to justify 
their existence; and this new art, which ena¬ 
bles me and other laborers to buy for five dol¬ 
lars aU that we can enjoy of a thousand-dollar 
picture, is one that deserves the encouragement 
it is receiving; and I can not but regard it as a 
kind of national blessing that the business of 
supplying us with these productions has fallen 
to the lot of so honest, paintaxing, and taste¬ 
ful a person as Louis Prang.”

A VOICE FROM THE KEYSTONE STATE. 

Philadelphia, August 29. 

2'o the Editor of the Stationer: 

The first acquaintance I had with your American 
Stationer was the sample copy or copies sent 
to the Put-in-Bay Convention, and I will deem it a 
favor if you will send me the numbers from its first 
publication. 

I like the ring of your articles, and think that the 
trade will eventually see that business is business, 
and not child’s play. We all know what Faber’s 
pencils and Arnold’s ink can be bought for at gold 
prices, and as they are as necessary to a business 
man as bread and butter is at his residence, it is as 
foolish to offer thejii at cost or below cost as it is to 
expect fiour or butter to be sold at or below cost of 
production. A wholesale dealer oflerlng to do this 
violates a moral contract, in which, while selling to 
a retail dealer, he agrees not to sell to the hatter’s 
customer at the same price, thereby placing his cus¬ 
tomer in a false light if he sells above what the 
goods cost him. The wholesale dealer ivho offers 
Faber’s pencils at $4.80 per gross, gold, or Arnold’s 
ink at $4.75 per dozen in gold, prevents his customer 
to whom he has sold perhaps a dozen or more gross 
of each, from charging a legitimate price. 

It is the same in books. A publisher issues a list, I 


in which “ Ouida” is quoted at $1.50, and is sold in 
quantities of from five to twenty-five copies at 30 to 
33 ofl'. He immediately drops the retail price to 
$1.12 or $1.20 to any one. who enters his publishing 
house, thereby compelling the retailer to sell at the 
same price, or appear as swindling his customers. 

The position 1 took at the Put-in-Bay Convention, 
viz.: that books should be sold to all who do not buy 
to sell again, at full retail price, and that no one not 
in the trade is entitled to any discount, is unques¬ 
tionably tlie true one. Eventually our retail book¬ 
sellers must insist that the jobliers of whom they 
buy must protect them, either by not retailing at all," 
or by charging full retail price to parties outside of 
the trade. If this is not done, the retailer is not 
able to make a living, and cannot pay the bills he 
contracts. 

I sincerely hope that yon will continue to advo¬ 
cate this policy in your valuable journal. I am con¬ 
vinced that it will result in the protection of the 
retaii dealers by the wholesale stationers. I think 
it would advance the interests of our wholesale 
book jobbers and publishers to protect their retail 
customers in books. If one mammoth book con¬ 
cern persists in underselling, in spite of the remon¬ 
strance of their heaviest customers, let them by all 
means be ignored as unworthy of patronage, either 
in buying of or selling to, and we will all profit by 
their downfall. Keystone. 

A PRACTICAL PLAN FOR CHECKING UN¬ 
DERSELLING. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

I wish to suggest what seems to me the most prac¬ 
tical method of putting a stop to the ruinous course 
followed by many men in our trade, in the way of 
underselling. It stands to reason that if a man 
tries to dispose of his goods under cost, that he 
must soon reach the end of the tether. Every day, 
almost, we hear of meetings of the creditors called 
to arrange for settlements. The result usually is, 
the so-called “ unfortunate ” firm gets off by paying 
40, 60 or 60 per cent, on the dollar. All this really 
comes out of the pockets of . honest men, who pay 
100 cents on the dollar. How long will they endure 
such swindling processes in silence? People say, 
in the words of the late lamented Tweed, “What 
are you going to do about it?” That, of course, is 
difficult, but for myself I should believe in openly 
opposing such processes. H- ope of the creditors 
of a firm notorious for underselling, and who has 
compromised with them for a percentage, should 
come to me, I should certainly refuse to have deal¬ 
ings with them. Is it not we who have to pay for 
the sacrifices made to these frauds ? — and why 
should we do it ? Of course a single person cannot 
do much to overcome this widely extended evil, but 
if all respectable men in the trade would set their 
faces vigorously against such practices, some good 
results would certainly follow.

They also delight in profanity and in 
making exaggerated statement; but one good fea-' 
ture wtth the “ blackies ” is that they are always 
short-lived. 

There are a few would-be-high-toned aristocratic 
dealers who look upon drummers as great bores, 


and don’t want to see them at all. But if the trav¬ 
eler will wait on such customers, and persevere in 
his efforts, he may get them to condescend to go and 
look at samples. Through his good tact and jileas- 
iug address the traveler will often succeed in selling 
a bill, and showing Mr. “Know-it-all ” that it might 
be to his .advantage to treat drummers decently, at 
least, in the future. The business world cannot 
afford to do without these commercial travelers. 
They keep the great waters of commerce stirred up, 
which would otherwise become stagnant. 

Many new things ai-e constantly coming out in all 
branches of trade, and as there are comparative!}' 
few dealers who can affoi'd the time and expense to 
go to headquarters to purchase and look np stock, 
the sample man who brings his miniature store of 
things “ new and old,” and spreads them before you, 
should be welcomed and treated as a friend and 
benefactor. 

As I intend to make my letters short .and business 
like, I will put on the brakes now.

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WOOD ENGRAVING. 

A correspondent of tlie Labor News, draw¬ 
ing attention to wood engraving as an employ¬ 
ment for women, says: “Having had some 
twenty years’ experience in the art of drawing 
and engraving on wood both at. home and in 
the colonies, a few remarks on the subject may 
be useful to any proposing to learn and prac¬ 
tice the art as a means of eai-ning a livehhood. 

In the fii’st instance, to meet an objection 
which may be raised, that the number of 
skilled'engravers already in the field is suffi¬ 
cient for aU requii’ements, I may say that 
though there are more than enough of half- 
taught, inexperienced hands in the business, 
there are comparatively few who combine 
artistic knowledge with mechanical ability; 
hence the great want of life and spirit in 
many of the cheaper illustrations for periodi¬ 
cal literatm-e; but the main drawback to suc¬ 
cess is a want of punctuahty in fulfillment of 
orders, and too frequently a lack of steadi¬ 
ness and industry. The natural inference to 
draw from this state of things must be that 
there is (notwithstanding a full supply of 
average engravers) a good opening even in 
London for steady, punctual and iudustrious 
hands, whether male or female; and why this 
is a business more adapted for women is, be¬ 
cause the nature of the occupation demands 
that dehcacy of touch and painstaking apph- 
cation which any woman of ordinary abihty 
and perseverance can bring to bear on a con¬ 
genial employment. In watchmaking, book¬ 
binding, and many other occupations which 
women have taken up; there are only portions 
of the work they could perfect themselves in; 
but with wood engraving, a woman with a 
taste for drawing, whether natural or ac¬ 
quired, could, after a comparatively very 
short time allDwed for acquiring the mechani¬ 
cal knowledge of engraving, soon be able to 
produce a “complete picture,” which would 
meet with fair remuneration according to its 
amount of artistic excellence and finished 
work. Both in the United States and Canada 
there are plenty of illustrated publications 
going on, where skilled fem^e assistants 
would be recognized on an equal footing with 
men, and in Australia, both in Melbourne and 
Sydney, there are openings for good and steady 
hands. I may state, without fear of contra¬ 
diction, that the demand for good and cheap 
wood engraving is on the increase both here 
and abroad; the steadily growing need for 
pictorial illustrations, not only for books and 
serial hterature in its higher branches, but 
for commercial and advertising purposes, 
makes the field always open to those who are 
able and wilhng to give the pubhc the benefit 
of work which shall have taste combined with 
economy; and less influence being required in 
this business than many others, your speci¬ 
men proof of work being the best letter of 
introduction you can have, the chances are all 
in favor of the seeker for work finding speedy 
employment.”

Penwipers appear to be excellent ‘ ‘ stock ” 
if we may venture an opinion founded upon 
the number of patterns that are issued. Messrs. 
Dean & Son have made this article a speciality, 
and have given their dog series such a serious 
drilling that we are fain to suppose the public 
are thoroughly alive to the advantages of ca¬ 
nine penwipers. “ Stand up. Dash,” is the lat¬ 
est novelty, representing a dog after the well- 
known pattern of the “Bear and Ragged 
Staff.” “Keeping it Warm” is a slipper in 
which some description of white animal with 
whiskers is leasurely seated, and “ Prom the 
Sea ” is the anomaly of a red lobster, while in 
the “Old Woman who Lived in a Shoe,” in¬ 
troduced by Messrs. Nicholson & Rowden, we 
have a capital caiTicature, which is by far the 
best of the series, representing as it does an 
elderly female handling a ferule ready to chas¬ 
tise any, or all, of the three unruly brats who 
occupy first-class seats in a velvet slipper. 

Coventry bookmarkers are sold in very 
large numbers, and are therefore popular 
goods; but what classes of persons purchase 
them, or for what purpose they are used, we 
can scarcely imagine. We have seen them 
treasured as domestic Gods by youth, and by 
old age as gifts of some loved friend or rela¬ 
tion, but during a long intercourse with soci¬ 
ety, in almost every grade, we have not met 
with a Coventry bookmarker doing duty as a 
bookmarker. In a business view, however, 
they are good stock, a fact that appears known 
to Messrs. Welch & Lenton, of Coventry, who 
have recently, as new manufacturers, come 
to the fore with a charming variety of pat¬ 
terns. The floral designs, the lettering, the 
sentiments, and the blending of colors, are all 
the most fastidious need desire. But there is 
a want of novelty in the designs. They are 
not the patterns of other makers, though of 
the same genus. In these days of novelty 
hunting the public taste would have been bet¬ 
ter tickled by sQ*»^hing absolutely new. There 
is certainly one new specimen; it represents a 
miner holding in either hand a pickax and a 
Davy-lamp, while on the spaces above and be¬ 
low the figure appears the legend, “The Min¬ 
er’s Union. God bless the British Miner; What 
would the country do without him?” This 
must have been got up for a special purpose, 
and it leads us to think that other special pat¬ 
terns, made for particular objects or classes, 
would sen with profit to the producer, and 
satisfaction to the public. 

Leatherette, or imitation leather, is the title 
of a new patent felt waterproof paper, manu¬ 
factured by Messrs. Harrington & Co., that 
bids fair to completely revolutionize the ma¬ 
terials heretofore used for binding books and 
for other purposes in which leather has hereto¬ 
fore been employed. Leatherette must not be 
confounded with other imitation leathers, in¬ 
asmuch as in strength, texture, and effect, it 
far supersedes all similar varieties. The gi’ains 
now ready include seal, levant, and small hard 
grain morocco, poste, dice, basil, and straight 
grain skivers, all of which are produced in 
perfect facsimile from real skins; and indeed 
so admirable is the imitation that even skilled 
binders and others fail to detect the substance, 
either by sense of sight or feeling. Its advan¬ 
tages may be thus enumerated: It is stronger 
than leather the same thickness and one-eight-k 
the price; fifty sheets may be cut by a Guillo 
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tine maohine at once, thus saving much time, 
as leather, in consequence of blemishes, has 
to be carefully selected and then cut singly; it 
does not soil so soon as leather, and wears 
equally as well, while, to prevent waste, exact 
Sizes can be delivered for long jobs. The size of 
each sheet is 20x30 inches and the price about 
Ojd. We have seen books and boxes in almost 
every form and size, bound or covered with 
leatherette, and from these results we are ena¬ 
bled to give a most flattering report upon the 
utility of the product. In introducing such a 
decided novelty, many prejudices have neces¬ 
sarily to be overcome, not the least of which 

is the antipathy openly expressed by workmen. 

This is, however, but a natural result that will 
soon be overcome when publishers and others 
order the materials to be used, and employers 
require their men to work it. We consider 
leatherette a very valuable product, and an¬ 
ticipate that it will soon be in general use.

A PROPHETIC PICTURE. 

While in a prophetic mood in the pleasant 
hours of twihght, when the soothing calm 
which followed our evening meal had settled 
up^n us, and the mind was free from the 
annoyances of newspaper scandals and other 
won-ies of life, we saw in fancy the follow¬ 
ing picture, which we hope in time may 
become a reality: 

First—There was a pleasant, commodious 
room, furnished in a plain, but comfortable 
style, with newspapers, desks, writing ma¬ 
terials, and other conveniences. A dozen 
gentlemen were seated about the room, some 
reading, others writing, while still others were 
engaged in conversation. They included visi¬ 
tors from other cities, who foimd this place a 
convenient headquarter where they could 
receive or write their letters, and where they 
met the members of the New York trade. 
Samples of novelties were on exhibition, 
while aU the chit-chat and pleasant gossip of 
the trade centered at this place. In brief, it 
was the repository of aU information, and 
every member found pleasure in calling there 


HINTS TO BUSINESS MEN. 

Master the details of your business, so that 
you may thoroughly understand them, but 
don’t waste your time performing the details. 
Leave these to your subordinates. Delegate aU 
the work you can, and keep your mind fresh and 
strong, so as to concentrate it upon the more 
important and higher parts of your business. 
Study your neighbors’ and rivals’ methods, 
and you will learn, even from your inferiors. 
No man is as wise as the community, and all 
can learn something. Ascertain the exact cost 
of your goods, and don’t sell below that. If 
you have tremendous competition to meet in 
any one article, cut it off from your hne of 
goods, and devote yourself to some other 
article in which there is less competition. 
Keep your stock full and replenish it with the 
best goods in every line in which you deal. 
Sell out old stock, if necessary, at a reduction. 
The English plan of giving “spiff,” as it is 
called, or bonus, to salesmen, in order to get 
rid of stock, is worthy of adoption. 


APPEARANCES. 

We urge everyone, and particularly young 
men, t* look out for appearances. People’s 
opinions are very much affected by the looks 
of others. This includes not only personal 
dress, but the arrangement of offices and 
stores. The well-known advice of Poloniua, in 
“Hamlet,” to his son, covers the question of 
dress pretty thoroughly. It may be summed up, 
to dress richly, but plainly, and to try to appear 
prosperous, yet not extravagant. The same 
principle will apply to the appearance of 
offices. It is only false economy to scrimp and 
seem shabby, for the sake of saving a few 
dollars in this direction. A handsome desk 
and appurtenances, a few pictures with a warm 
carpet and pleasant surroundings, will not es¬ 
cape notice, and hence may have an impression 
upon visitors. It has been well said that if 
people thiTik you are prosperous, it is the next 
t.hiri g to being so; and nothing conduces more 
to creating such an impression than appear- 


SETTLEMENTS AFTER FAILURES. 

It is almost always a difficult matter to de¬ 
cide what is a proper course to pursue in mak¬ 
ing settlements after the failure of a business 
Arm. The inclination of most creditors wfll 
naturally be toward leniency, especially if 
the parties have been unfortunate from cir¬ 
cumstances beyond their control. It is also 
usually best for all parties concerned to help 
the crippled Arm to get upon their feet again 
and to resume busines. In the case, however, 
of concerns which have conducted their busi¬ 
ness in a notoriously imprudent manner, it is 
unwise to be too lenient. If a man has been 
doing business at the expense of his neighbors, 
he alone should be made to suffer. This rule 


would apply to aU individuals who practice 
underselling and like cut-throat methods of 
making a hving through the ruination of 
trade, and should receive no mercy. These 
remarks are apropos of a communication in 
another column from a valued contributor. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The plan of a Stationers’ Board of Trade has 
been freely discussed throughout the country, 
and it meets with general favor. There is a 
mistaken impression, however, that the sug¬ 
gestions of a Stationers’ Association intend to 
regulate prices, and an objection is made to it 
on that account. This, however, is far from 
their aim. For our part, we should strongly 
oppose any such interference with natural 
laws. The ends to be attained by an associa¬ 
tion of the kind are moral rather than pecuni¬ 
ary. Our trade is disrupted by a want of un¬ 
animity of feeling. The pestilent practice of 
underselling has destroyed confidence, and we 
need to cultivate a spirit of harmony and 
trust. To try to regulate prices v ould be both 
foohsh and futile. 


Our correspondent “Progress ” in his sensible 
letter in our last issue, made a strong point, 
when he said, that the true method of making 
the amount of a man’s business large is not to 
manufacture poor goods to sell. No error is 
more widely prevalent than the opposite of 
this statement; and if our manufacturers and 
dealers would understand the force of the 
above remark, they would prosper far more 
than at present. We have repeatedly tried to 
show that competition is only iocreased by 
cheapening the quality of goods made or sold, 
while on the other hand, just in proportion as 
the standard of quality is elevated, competi¬ 
tion dimishes. As Webster said, “there is 
plenty of room at the top.” When a man 
reaches the position of being able to make any 
special article in a superior manner,' he is 
raised above his rivals, for the simple reason 
that they cannot presume to compete with 
him, until they have invested as much capital 
and labor, for as long a time, and with as much 
energy as he has. For example, it would be 
folly for any one to presume to compete 
with Carew or Weston, or any other of our 
leading manufacturers of fine papers, without 
first sinking a great deal of money, and then 
waiting patiently to establish a reputation for 
their goods. On the other hand, it is an easy 
thing to make cheap wrapping paper; but as 
everybody can do it, the competition in this 
grade of paper is overwhelming. 

It is proposed to limit the membership of 
the Stationers’ Board of Trade to bona fide 
stationers, who possess a capital of say $5,0.00, 
or who do a business of twice that sum. This 
is thought to be the fairest test to apply as a 
standard of respectability, though probably 
some other restrictions will be enforced as re¬ 
gards the standing of the candidates for 
admission. 

This is the way the Springfield Union puts 
the envelope contract affair: “The complaint 
is that Mr. Morgan’s bids are ‘irregular,’and 
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that their acceptance would embarass the de¬ 
partment. How unfortunate, indeed, that Mr. 
Morgan proposed to furnish stamped envelopes 
cheaper than the Government has ever pro¬ 
cured them, and how ‘ embarassing ’ it must 
be to the department thus to save $29,000 a 
year! We wonder how it will strike Post¬ 
master-General Jewell ? ' 


There are probably five hundred stationers’ 
and paper-makers’ clerks in New York alone, 
most of them intelligent and gentlemanly 
young men, just the material out of which to 
form an association. Such being the case, why 
shouldn’t we have such an organization ?

We want to know if some American manu¬ 
facturer or dealer cannot supply us with a gold 
pen which he will guarantee against being 
stolen by burglars. We say this boldly and 
without hesitation. No applications will be 
received which cannot comply with these 
terms. 

A stationer lately remarked to us, “ We have 
connected with ©ur store a bindery, lithogra¬ 
phic and printing establishments, and it is 
necessary for me to have a clear knowledge of 
the details of each of these, in order to conduct 
them properly. When I think of the labor 
which 1 have expended in order to gain this 
knowledge, it seems incredible, and yet that 
knowledge is indispensable to me. A man 
cannot know too much of this business, to 
succeed in it, and it is all bosh about the sta¬ 
tionery trade being an easy one to learn.” 

Pew things are so helpful in our trade as 
good taste, and ingenuity in arranging designs 
for aU kinds of work. So many customers 
come to a stationer with crude ideas, which 
they wish put in some tangible form, and the 
man who can take the germ of a design and 
build upon it, has a great advantage. There 
are no end of articles where an inventive 
genius can apply his brains with success, from 
blank book to designs for checks, letter-heads, 
and the like. Of course, a talent of this kind 
must be native, but it can be developed very 
highly by practice. Every stationer should 
cultivate a taste for drawing, as it will help 
them very much in executing such designs. 

It is the custom in one of the largest station¬ 
ery houses in the trade to make out their ac¬ 
counts in blank, and at the end of the month 
one of the firm makes out the bills for every¬ 
thing. To aid him in doing this, an elaborate 
system of tables has been perfected, by which 
estimates can be calculated in the minutest 
manner, and at a vast saving of time and labor. 
Some of these tables have required immense 
labor to make them, but they are invaluable 
in practice. It is the rule in this house to in¬ 
vent such labor-saving agencies in every case 
where it is possible to do so, and this has been 
one of the means of their success. 

Always aim to make your customer think 
that the article which you bring to his atten¬ 
tion is just the thing to supply his wants, rather 
than that his want is to be met especially by 
some special production on your part. This is 
a vital point. Some people assert that it is 
not well for a salesman to know too much 
about the articles in which he deals, as he may 
talk too much about them; but a discreet man 
wiU never make this mistake, and one cannot 
know too much, in order to answer the varied 
inquiries which customers wiU make about 
the quality, mode of manufacture, &c., of the 
goods he is buying. 

The English system of sending memorial 
mourning cards on the death of a friend, de¬ 
serves to be adopted in this country. Many 
people would never leam of the loss of their 
acquaintances, unless specially informed, and 
the labor of sending such notices by letter is 
very onerous, as well as painful, to the rela¬ 
tives of the deceased. A memorial card an¬ 
swers all the necessities of the case. Never¬ 
theless, though several attempts have been 
made to introduce these articles in the United 
States and to manufacture them here, the ex¬ 
periment has failed. Perhaps the extensive 
circulaiion of our newspapers inay account 
for this, but it seems strange that it should be so.

THJE moHjet MAiJRKET.-The week ending 
with the 6th instant closed dull, and there was 
generally a lack of speculative feeling in all the 
commercial departments. The new week opens 
with somewhat better prospects. Money is freely 
oftered by loans subject to call upon approved col¬ 
laterals at 2 to 3 per cent; a considerable portion of 
the surplus funds remain unemployed,even at these 
rate. First-class mercantile paper, having three to 
four months to maturity, is negotiated at 7 per cent, 
per annum discount. 

Gold remains about the same, ranging from 
108^ to 110. 

Foreign exchange has been nominally steady, on 
the basis of «4.S6JSf to 84.87for bankers’60 days’ 
sterling bills, and 84.89 to 84.90X for do. at short 
sight. We quote: Bills at 60 days on London, 
81.85 to 84.86 for commercial; 84.86ji to 84.87 for 
bankers; do. at short sight, 84.89 to 84.90%. The 
Stock Market has been generally inactive. 

THE EjI TEE TRADJ^.—Business remains un¬ 
changed, except it may be that there is more de¬ 
mand from out of town than of late. This is the 
case especially in fine papers. In town trade on 
these goods is light. Book and News papers are the 
same. Manillas are without change. Straw Wrap¬ 
ping continues very dull and prices are even lower. 
Mills are running quite full, and some claim that 
they can make money even at present rates, as they 
are buying their straw cheaper. Reports from the 
West state that trade is very fair, and that in some 
localities the demand for printing paper is on the 
increase. Manufacturers in the West complain 
bitterly of distant mills shipping to their markets 
at low figures, thus forcing them to sell at ruinous 
prices. 

GENERATj trade.—B ui^ness is still on the 
Increase, though not yet up to the mark for this 
season. Everything is in a healthy state, however, 
and everyone is hoping for the best. The failure of 
Geo. H. Hibbler, of Philadelphia, will not affect any 
other house, as people nave been distrustful of him 
for some time. The sale of Appleton’s stationery 
at the trade sale commenced this morning, and as 
yet has brought but few to town, but more are ex¬ 
pected to-day. Prices so far are fair. 

FANCY GOODS AND NOKEiTTES.-These 
are not coming in as fast as they should, luit many 
importers, fearing a backward season ordered their 
goods out late, and this is one reason for the delay 
of new goods. Everything, however, is on the way 
now, and we hope in our next to give a description 
of all the late European novelties. Our own manu¬ 
facturers are busy, and our novelty page shows cuts 
of the last articles brought to our notice. We have 
cuts of three other new inkstands on hand for our 
next number, which want of space prevented our 
using this time. 

STATES.—The Central Slate Company have de¬ 
termined that they at least will not sell goods at a 
loss any longer, and have issued their scale of prices 
which is: Under 100 cases, 70 per cent.; 100 cases or 
over, 70 and 5 per cent.; 500 cases, 70,10, and 5 per 
cent, discount.

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CLOTH COVERS FOR BOOKS. 

The first book ever bound in cloth in Boston 
was Maria Monk’s “Six Months in a Convent,” 
which contributed in no small degree to the 
destruction of the Catholic convent at Somer¬ 
ville. 

Since then the use of cloth in bookbinding 
has increased, until at the present time the 
great bulk of the new publications in that line 
are bound in cloth, the settled tendency of 
late years being to make the cloth irnitate as 
nearly as possible in surface, appearance and 
finish the various grades of leather formerly 
in use for binding purposes. 

The cloths are known to the trade by their 
style of finish, and are called “Fine Goat,” in 
imitation of goat skins, grained and pebbled, 
and “FuU Levant,” which is of a coarser- 
finish, or grain, resembling the various grades 
of Levant leather. 

But it is to the shading and coloring of these 
cloths that we must look for the greatest 
variety. These are almost bewildering, there 
being over sixty colors, shades, and effects. 
They are known or catalogued by manufac¬ 
turers for the binder’s use by figures and 
letters, the letters indicating the colors and the 
figures the shades and patterns, or vice versa. 
The principal colors now in general use by 
publishers are brown, green and wine oolors, 
in great variety of shadings. The blues have 
gone out of fashion, owing to their tendency 
to wear or rub white. But though the colors 
and the shades enumerated are the principal 
ones in use, they are by no means the only 
ones, black being quite largely used, and oc¬ 
casionally same very light drabs. 

The material of these cloths is linen and 
cotton, and most of those in use are imported 
from England, principally from Manchester. 
For some years, however, there has been a 
concern in New York, called the “New York 
Printing and Dying Establishment,” which 
has furnished the trade with inferior grades. 
But latterly, we learn, they have so improved 
their products in excellence of coloring, &c., 
as to nearly if not quite equal the English 
makes. 

There are two qualities of bookbinders’ cloth, 
known as “common” and “extra.” The com¬ 
mon is where the color has been dyed into the 
cloth, so that it has the same brightness and 
intensity on both sides. Extra cloth is pro¬ 
duced when the coloring matter is laid on the 
cloth on the side to be exposed. As a conse¬ 
quence this quality shows a richer and better 
coloring, and therefore gives a more pleasing 
effect. 

To give the grained or pebbled surface to the 
cloth, after it is dyed or the coloring matter 
spread on, it is passed through brass rollers 
heated to a very high temparature. These 
have the various patterns cut into one and 
made in relief on the other, and produce the 
desired result, the gum or other substance used 
in the cloth, or the pigments spread on, being 
so acted upon by the heat as to render the pat¬ 
tern upon tne cloth permanent, and not affect¬ 
ed by the pressure subsequently undergone in 
the various manipulations of the bindery. 

There are other matters connected with the 
use of cloth, which may come more properly 
under a general description of the bookbinding 
trade, which it is not proposed now to give. 

In many respects the change to cloth in 
binding is an economical one, as, for instance, 
while it does not cost one half the price of poor 
leather, it looks and wears much better.

STATIONERS’ HEADQUARTERS. 


The agency of the sand-blast in Boston is 
making for Phelan of New York city a dia¬ 
mond-shaped glass name plate to be placed on 
his billiard tables. The business card is en¬ 
graved on the under side of the glass, upon 
which is pasted silver leaf, which brings out 
the lettering quite plainly. 

The glass paper weights have now engraved 
upon their under sides business cards, and 
even the finest engravings can be put thereon 
by the sand-blast. This a great improvement 
on the former method of pasting paper prints 
thereon, which could easily be rubbed off. 

Cards for glass weddings are also in the 
order of the sand-blast. 

Business cards are neatly etched upon circu¬ 
lar pieces of glass about one and one-half 
inches diameter. These can be ea ily slipped 
into the vest pocket and retained, and their 
novelty will at least for a time make them 
popular. 

Class door knobs can be ornamented with 
monograms, flowers, bunches of grapes, names 
or initials, or number of house; or handles of 
door bells can have any device, direction or 
motto needed put on by this process. 

Another triumph may be stated to be a pro¬ 
cess of outline engraving of medallion heads, 
&c., very appropriate for wtudows of churches, 
music halls, &c. 

The company have just succeeded, after 
two years’ experiment, in perfecting the inven¬ 
tion of a transfer ink that will resist the action 
of sand-blast, so that any,^ engraving on stone 
or metal printed with it and transferred to the 
glass can be reproduced faithfully, even to the 
finest lines and stippling.

Percival says that he holds the Citizen’s Line 
of Steamer’s receipt for the trunk; but does 
not think the company are to blame for the 
affair. He says that the house which he re¬ 
presents intend to employ General Butler to 
bring a suit for damages against the parties 
who are to blame for .the loss of their goods.

A pretty form of table decorator is adver¬ 
tised in the London Stationer. It consists Of a 
perfumed almanac, of a floral design, executed 
in the best style of chromo. 

An invention, developing a principle entirely 
new, for marking and registering billiard and 
other games, has just been patented by Mr. 
T. OUis, engineer to printers at Liverpool. 

They are now beginning to advertise valen¬ 
tines to the trade quite extensively in England. 
It makes one scent the odors of spring to read 
these notices, though summer stiU lingers, and 
the thermometer stands at 90°. 

During the last year the exports of station¬ 
ery from Victoria, Australia, amounted to 
2,425 packages, valued at about $25,000. This 
was sent to the neighboring colonies, and it 
was probably all of English make. 

Messrs. Marlborough have resolved to con¬ 
stitute the stationery branch of their business 
can’ied on at 14 Warwick Lane, a distinct busi¬ 
ness, which will be managed by one of the 
partners, under the style of Marlborough, 
Gould & Co. 

A correspondent in Birmingham writes:— 
“We have now arrived at the ne plus ultra 
of underselling, in which the new book trade 
of this town has arrived at the point that any 
and aU of the public can obtain their books at 
25 off, or, as now expressed, 3d. in every 
shiUing.” 

Mr. Joseph Parkins writes to the Loudon Sta¬ 
tioner, that in response to an advertisement of 
his patent relief stamping machine in that 
journal, he has sold or granted licenses for 
over two hundred and thirty machines, and 
received five hundred letters of inquiry. This 
certainly shows that advertising pays. 

The Litera7'y Mart and Jom'nal of Exchange 
has been projected with a view to svipply the 
metropolitan and provincial new-and old book 
and remainder trades, as well as book-buyers, 
with a monthly serial for general circulation. 
It also includes within its scope the trades in 
antique furniture and jewelry, prints, coins, 
curiosities, and antiquities of every pages, 
price threepence. Five nicely-finished photo 
graphs of objects of antiquity in the British 
Museum and the South Kensington are with 
each number presented to annual subscribers. 

In an article in the Printers' Register, on 
“ Census Curiosities in relation to Typography 
and the accessory arts,” it is stated that the 
printers in Great Britain have increased since 
186i from thirty to forty-four thousand; while 
the bookbinders have also risen considerably, 
and number eight thousand; to both these 
lists must be added many women and girls, 
who are lai’gely employed as compositors, &c. 
“The term printer here includes every mem¬ 
ber of the trade. The printer begins his life- 
work at an early age; for it is true of print¬ 
ing, as it is of the fine arts, that early practice 
is almost essential to success. The deft hand 
of the expert compositor who can pick his 
letters with almost lightning speed from then- 
cases, requires years of ' training for the eye 
and finger; therefore we find a goodly show 
of workers in their first periods of age.” Even 
from five to ten years there are 7 members; 
from ten to fifteen, nearly 4,000; in the next 
period more than 10,000; between twenty and 
twenty-five there is a fall to 7,000, but in the 
ten years the figures rise again. The printer, 
however, sticks to his trade to a good old age, 
there being upward of 800 between sixty-five 
Rnd seyenty-five.

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STIMULATING TRADE. 

The following views from the Commercial 
Bulletin ave-peYtm.en.t: 

Jobbers are resorting to every possible expe¬ 
dient to stimulate buyers, and drummers are 
scouring the country far and near, samples in 
hand, for orders. Within certain limit all such 
endeavors to proniote trade are legitimate and 
proper; but there is always danger that they 
will be carried too far, and thereby, in the end, 
react to the injury of those who make use of 
them. 

It is a nice point, for instance, to decide how 
much “loading ” a retailer will stand; yet it 
of prime importance that the selling house 
should know it exactly. The average drum¬ 
mer is certainly not a man of the caliber to 
determine it accurately, nor is it for his inter¬ 
est, as a rule, to study into it carefully. It 
his business to sell goods, to come back with 
an order book as full as possible, and he spares 
no pains to post himself in every expedient 
and argument that will enable him to place 
two yards or two cases instead of one. So far 
as he is allowed discretion—he generally has 
more, than he can wisely use—he is liberal in 
the matter of credits, and is prone to impress 
upon the customer, with most persuasive ar 
gumei.ts, h's conviction that trade is certain to 
be lively, that the market is bare of goods, 
and that when the demand does come, they 
will be the lucky ones who have taken time by 
the forelock, and stocked up liberally. Pay¬ 
day is alluded to only as a possible occurrence 
in the distant future, and just as little is said 
about it as possible, while buying is so thor¬ 
oughly talked into the dealer that, in too many 
cases, he takes what calm reflection will tell 
hiha he cannot expect to sell. 

But the most demorahzing inducement held 
out to buyers, one which just now we find 
. offering on every hand, is the wiUingness of 
jobbers to “ date ahead.” They willnot change 
their terms—will not give a man sixty instead 
of thirty days—but too many of them will set 
the dates of their bills forward, recording a 
sale as made September 15, when in reahty 
it took place thirty days earlier. In this way, 
in fact, though not in name, long credits are 
coming into vogue, and short settlements more 
and more rare. 

This system of extending credits in an under¬ 
hand way is likely to be the cause of serious 
evil; but it is likewise the result of an evil 
that already exists. It proves beyond question 
that business, m too many lines, is overdone 
that there are more goods seeking a market 
than the market can take, and that sellers, ap¬ 
preciating this, are anxious, each of them, to 
unload, even at the sacrifice of interest on 
capital, by deferring the day of payment. 

Trade is never so healthy as when the buyer 
seeks the seller, takes what he wants, disposes 
of it with reasonable promptness, and settles 
his biU either before or upon the expiration of 
the time allowed him, and settles it moreover 
out of his receipts. The more we get away 
from this state of things the more unhealthy 
and hazardous trade becomes; and when we 
see, as now, tha-t .the tendency is toward long 
credits, and that settlements, when made, as 
shown by the marked increase in the loan 
totals of our banks, are made with funds 
raided by discounting paper, the just inference 
is that trade is not upon the firmest basis of 
prosperity, and that those who are wise will 
act with caution, preferring a safe, though 
limited business, to expansion and constant 
uncertainty.

BLANK BOOKS. 

Among the most notable improvements 
which have taken place of late years in the 
manufacture of blank books are the follow¬ 
ing: 

—The use of a patent apparatus for 
forming the backs of books over steam heated 
pipes, making better work, more rapidly, than 
by the old process of hammering. 

Second—The invention of spring backs, which 
afford great strength, elasticity and durability, 
and entirely obviate the ordinary trouble 
arising from the curve near the fold of the 
paper. As the book lies open flat, one can 
write upon the inner columns with ease, an 
improvement which all accountants will ap¬ 
preciate. 

Third—The loiling machines are very ingeni¬ 
ously constructed for making the blue and red 
lines upon account books. The “pens,” slender 
brass tubes, can be set so as to produce any de¬ 
sired pattern. Pieces of flannel, saturated 
with very thin ink, act as reservoirs to supply 
the pens with the proper quantity. A striker, 
attached to one of the machines, prints dates, 
or sub-headings on any portion of the page at 
the same time it is being ruled. 

Lastly—Various changes have been made in 
embossing and other presses, paging and num¬ 
bering machines, &c. A check numbering 
machine numbers two pages at once, and thus 
in every process of the manufacture important 
improvements have been brought about.

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TRADE RECEIPTS. 

iFrom the Paper and Printing Trades' Journal.'^ 

Simple Receipt for making Magenta Surface 
Paper.—ounce of magenta (aniline), i 
Bismark brown (aniline), one cake of glue; put 
these into 4 gallons of boiling water. Coat 
the paper with an 8-inch double-filled camel’s 
hair brush. Quantity given will coat two 
reams of double-crown, at a cost of—color 2s. 
6d., glue IJd., labor 4s., rolling 3s.—6s. 7Jd. the 
two reams. A hard sized paper must be used. 

Mayo, 
of Binningbam, with a sample of the paper so pro- 
•ducecl, which is all that could be desired.—En.] 

A Strong White Paste.—Dissolve 2J oz. of gum 
•arabic in 2 quarts of water, and stir it into 1 
pound of wheat fiour until the whole becomes 
■of a pasty consistency. It is then to be heated, 
and oz. each of sugar of lead and alum dis- 
isolved in a little water, added thereto, and the 
composition well stirred until it shows signs of 
boiling, when it must be removed from the 
fire. Add while hot 6 drops of carbolic acid. 
This is a very tenacious and durable paste, and 
may be used on almost any substance. 

Pastes for Fixing Labels on Glass.—^No. 1. 
—Take of gum arabic 1 oz., boiUng water and 
glycerine 2 fluid ounces, each. Make a solu¬ 
tion. 

No. 2.—Take of gum arabic and powdered 
gum tragacanth J oz. each, water IJ oz., acetic 
acid 20 drops. Mix. The acid is used to pre¬ 
vent chemical change, although a stiff paste 
made of tragacanth alone is not inclined to 
spoil by fermentation. 

Paste that wUl keep a year without fermen¬ 
tation.—Dissolve 1 oz. of alum in 1 quart of 
boiling water; when cold add as much water 
as will give it the consistency of cream; then 
sprinkle into it 1 teaspoonful of powdered 
rosin, and 2 or 3 cloves ground, and boil a few 
minutes. 

Books Preserved.—The bindings may be pre¬ 
served from mildew by brushing them over 
with spirits of wine. A few drops of any per¬ 
fumed oil wlU secure libraries from the con¬ 
suming effects of mould and damp. Russia 
leather, which is perfumed with the tar of the 
birch tree never moulds or sustains injury 
from damp. The Romans used oil of cedar to 
preserve valuable manuscripts. Russian leather 
covered books placed in a stationer’s window 
will destroy fli;^ and other insects. 

To make a good Mucilage.—The best quality 
of mucilage is made by dissolving clear glue 
in equal volumes of water and strong vinegar, 
and adding one-fourth of an equal volume of 
alcohol, and a small quantity of a solution of 
"alum in water. The action of the vinegar is 
due to the acetic acid which it contains. This 
prevents the composition from gelatinizing by 
cooling; but the same result may be accom¬ 
plished by adding a small quantity of nitric 
acid. Some of the preparations offered for 
sale are merely boiled starch, or flour, mixed 
with nitric acid to prevent the gelatinizing. 

liiQxnD Glue.—Take some good strong glue 
and mix it with full proof whisky. Let it 
digest for three or four days, and it will be 
ready for Use.

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AMERICAN BRONZES, 

Tlie Ames Manufacturing Company, of Chic¬ 
opee, Mass., was established in 1829, by Mr. 
Nathan P. Ames, who began the manufacture 
of cutlery in that year. After a time he began 
to make swords, which had hitherto been im¬ 
ported from England, casting a few bronze 
cannon and some church bells. In the progres¬ 
sive stages of growth the equipment of the 
Chicopee Falls Company was added, the work¬ 
ing force increased from 30 to 60 hands, and 
the capital to $75,000, After another interval 
the property of the Springfield Canal Company 
at Cabotville- was purchased, an iron foundry 
for heavy castings added, and the capital in¬ 
creased to $250,000. Mr. Nathan P. Ames, the 
founder, retired in 1845, and died two years 
after. He was succeeded by his brother, James 
T. Ames, who continued with the company as 
agent and president up to 1872. The present 
president of the company is Mr. Emerson Gay¬ 
lord, and Mr. George Arm is business agent. 
In 1851, this company turned out the first suc¬ 
cessful American bronze statue. Their first 
work was a bas-relief representation of In¬ 
struction for the New York publishing house 
of Appleton & Co. Since then they have made 
our American bronzes vie weU with the perfect 
work of the French estabhshments; and their 
product is even ranked with the statues cast 
in the royal foundry at Munich. Among their 
most celebrated works are the Capitol doors 
of Washington, the colossal statue of De Witt 
Clinton in Greenwood Cemetry, Brooklyn, the 
colossal equestrian statue of Washington, de¬ 
signed by H. K. Brown, in Union Square, New 
Yeirk, and the similar statue designed by 
Thomas Ball, in the Public Garden at Boston. 
The statue of Benjamin Franklin before the 
Boston City Hall on School street is also theirs, 
as are the figures for most of the soldiers’ 
monuments over the country. One of their 
fiLi’st works also was Greenough’s “Shepherd 
Boy,” while they have made many emblematic 
cemetery statues, with some 200 small bronzes 
of Webster. The company is now engaged on 
its greatest work, the statuary designed by 
Larkin G. Mead, the Brattleboro sculptor at 
Florence, for the national Lincoln monument 
at Springfield, Ill. The colossal statue of Mr. 
Lincoln is finished, and it is said to closely re¬ 
semble the original. The four emblematic 
groups for the monument, representing the 
infantry, cavalry, artillery, and the navy, yet 
remain to be done. These are paid for by the 
cities of New York, Chicago, Boston and Phil¬ 
adelphia, and are each to cost $13,700. The 
president’s statue cost the same amount, while 
$1,500 is paid for the coat-of-arms. The above 
facts are derived from correspondence in the 
Springfield Repubtican.

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HINTS ON TAKING ORDERS. 

HOW TO MAKE SPECIAL ESTIMATES. {Concluded.) 

For ordinary work in two colors, like plain 
black and red, combined prices have been 
made in tbe printed tables. For red and blue 
or for red and gold, and for all other colors, 
the separate prices should be used for each 
color respectively. If color is requii;ed in any 
quantity, and you can obtain advice from an 
expert about the probable quantity, you should 
ask it. You should also examine the observa¬ 
tions on printing inks. If the job makes more 
than one form as in a pamphlet, and the forms 
are of uniform size, you will only have to de¬ 
termine the price of presswork for one form to 
use it as a unit for aU the others. 

There is a method of computing presswork 
from paper largely practiced on book work, 
for which it is useful, which is here mentioned 
only to be avoided. For book work, in which 
full-sized sheets only are used, it is customary 
to rate four tokens to the ream. The reams 
of paper being known, one has but to mutiply 
the number of reams by the figure four to as¬ 
certain the entire number of tokens. But for 
job work, in which it is customary to print 
from half, third, and quarter sheets, on forms 
of one and two or more duiilicates, and often 
in sections of different size, such a method of 
calculating presswork is impracticable if not 
impossible. It is certain to lead to error. 

These four items of paper, composition, 
electrotyping and presswork are thosje that 
give most trouble in calculation. Ruling, 
binding, engraving, lithography, paging, gild¬ 
ing and many ofJher processes are needed to 
complete some kinds of work. Each of these 
should be examined in turn, and priced by aid 
of the tables here given, and such other imf or- 
mation as may be had from practical work¬ 
men. 

KEEP ESTIMATES. 

Keep a record of every estimate, not only of 
the gross amount, but of the value allotted to 
each item. You will need it for reference on 
estimates of other work. If your estimate is 
accepted, it will be an instructive study to 
compare the actual cost of the work, after it 
has been done, with its estimated cost. There 
is no method by which you so readily acquire 
a knowledge of the real value of work. 

Never give a detailed estimate to a custo¬ 
mer. It is not your duty, nor is it good policy 
to expose your methods. The customer bar¬ 
gains only for a result, and not for methods of 
accomplishing that result. He may take no 
exceptions to the sum total; he probably will 
except to one or more items. That little 
• kowledge, which is so dangerous a thing, is 
never more so than when used by a customer 
who knows a httle about paper, and a little 
about printing. You will have to waste much 
time in trying to explain matters to one who 
from the nature of the case has not sufficient 
knowledge to appreciate your explanation. 
His knowledge of the items will certainly be 
used' to your disadvantage. The customer will 
buy the paper and wiU probably get that 
which is unsuitable, or he will undertake to do 
the binding, and the result will be that you will 
have to complete his unfinished work at need¬ 
less cost. By aU means refuse detailed esti¬ 
mates.— DeVinne’s Printers^ Price List.

sponse, sent another epistle, quietly querying 
if there was not a little lack of “ commercial 
courtesy” in not answering letters. Promptly, 
by the return mail, came a check for the ac¬ 
count, and the terse and comprehensive reply, 

“ No lack of commercial courtesy; but a lack 

of circulating medium here.” 

A Boston engraver lately received an order 
for some party cards from the daughter of a 
lady, once prominent in society, who died two 
years ago. The engraver, however, did not 
know of the lady’s death, and, thinking his 
customer had forgotten, took it upon himself 
to insert the name of the mother. With the 
order was a long list of people to whom cards 
were to be sent. The cards were printed, 

njlrs '_ and the Misses- request the 

eaplsure,” &c., and delivered. The rest may 
safely be left to the imagination. 

The sponge fisheries off the Syrian shore are 
very extensive, and the English Vice-Coi^ul at 
Beyrout has given considerable interesting in¬ 
formation concerning them. The total value 
of the sponges fished on the coast of Syria is 
from £20,000 to £25,000. The production is, 
however, falling off through excessive fishing, 
and the consequent exhaustion of the fishery 
grounds. About 250 to 300 boats are at pres¬ 
ent employed in this industry on the coast of 
Syria, manned by about 1,500 men. The ma¬ 
jority of the boats used are ordinary fishing 
boats, three parts decked over, and carrying 
one mast with an ordinary lug sail. They are 
from eighteen feet to thirty feet in length, and 
are manned by a crew of four or five men, one 
of whom is especiaUy engaged for the purpose 
of hauling, while the rest are divers. In some 
cases the men own their own boats, but gen¬ 
erally they are hired for the season, which ex¬ 
tends from June to the middle of October. No 
wages are paid; the remuneration consists in 
and equal share of the produce of the fishing. 
The profits of a good diver reach as high as 
£40 a season. Diving is practical from a very 
early age up to forty years, beyond which few 
are able to continue the pursuit. It does not 
appear, however, that the practice has any 
tendency to shorten life, although as the diver 
approaches forty he is less able to compete 
with his younger and more vigorous brother. 
The time during which a Syrian diver can re¬ 
main under water, depends, of course, on his 
age and training. Sixty seconds is reckoned 
good work, but there are rare instances of men 
who are able to stay below eighty seconds. 
The men on the cpast, however, make extra¬ 
ordinary statements as to the length of time 
their best hands are able to remain under wa¬ 
ter, and gravely assert that eight and ten min¬ 
utes are not impossibilities.

AxrNr cn’-DTrin’ 
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ENVELOPE MAKING. 

Closely allied to paper-making are the envel¬ 
ope and iDapeterie; or initial stationery manu¬ 
factories. Springfield alone contains three 
laz’ge envelope manufactories, and is the prin¬ 
cipal depot for manufacturing papeterie, of 
which the three eompanies combined (The 
Morgan Envelope Company, Powers Paper 
Company, and Springfield Envelope Com¬ 
pany,) are capable of turning out 2.5,000 boxes 
per day. The present style of envelope has 
been in general use only about twenty-five 
years, the first making their appearanee after 
the passage of the law in 1845, making weight 
instead of the number of pieces of paper the 
basis of postage. Such a law had been passed 
in Great Britain six years eai’lier, and in three 
years from the passage of the act, half of the 
correspondence of Britain had been transferred 
to envelopes. This side of the water the 
change was much slower, and it was not till 
after 1850 that they were generally used. The 
demand has increased wonderfully for the 
past fifteen years, till now envelope manufac¬ 
tories are to be found all over the country, yet 
few of them are equal in magnitude to the 
concerns here mentioned. 

The Morgan Envelope Company, of Spring- 
field, was organized in 1870, taking the business 
formerly carried on by E. Morgan & Co., where 
Mr. Morgan began making envelopes in 1864. 
The energy and devotion to business that have 
always characterized the manager of this con¬ 
cern, caused a rapid increase in this trade, and 
to meet its growing necessities, a stock com¬ 
pany was formed, with a capital of $100,000. 
Emerson Wight was elected President, E. Mor¬ 
gan, treasurer, and H. M. Castle, agent. Mr. 
Castle has since engaged in other business, and 
the duties of agent are now performed bj’’ the 
treasurer, Mr. Morgan. The company have 
enlarged their capacity from 150,000 to 900,000 
per day, while the number of machines has 
grown from seven to thirty-seven. But their 
attention has been by no means confined to 
making envelopes. To Mr. Morgan belongs 
the credit of introducing the present style of 
papeterie, or initial stationery, which he took 
up eight years ago, borrowing the idea from 
the French. From a small beginning the busi¬ 
ness has grown to immense proportions. The 
Morgan Envelope Company are now turning 
out 10,000 boxes per day, more than twice the 
daily product of any similar concern in the 
woi’ld. Mr. Morgan has always introduced 
the new styles, and is now bringing out boxes, 
of an elegant design, ornamented with pictures 
from Roger’s groups of statuary. At fli’st only 
a plain box was used, but public taste soon de¬ 
manded something fancy, and now over fifty 
different styles are made by the Morgan Com¬ 


pany alone. One result of the papeterie man¬ 
ufacture is, that the mills now make very lit¬ 
tle of that kind of paper known as ladies’ note, 
the box stationery having universally taken 
its place. Another new feature of the business, 
introduced in 1867, was the manufacture of 
Morgan’s patent mucilage stands and ink wells. 
The company own the patent for Allen’s auto¬ 
matic feed for printing and stamping envel¬ 
opes, and have now fifty machines of the Al¬ 
len patent, each capable of stamping 50,000 en¬ 
velopes per day. The credit of introducing 
the eyelet jjaper for sermons, &c., belongs to 
this concern; but probably it is better known 
to the public at large, through the United 
States postal card contract, wliich was award¬ 
ed to them in the spring of 1873. 

The total sales of the company for the past 
year amounted to over $1,000,000, of which 
$175,000 was for postal cards. About 140 hands 
are constantly employed in the various de¬ 
partments. i 

The Powers Paper Company TYi! have lately 
noticed at length. 

The Springfield Envelope Company was 
started seven years ago, and at first was de¬ 
voted solely to the manufacture of envelopes, 
but soon after began making papeterie. They 
run fourteen envelope machines, capable of 
making 350,000 envelopes per day, together 
with eleven stamping presses that can produce 
daily 8,000 boxes of initial stationery. They 
make all kinds of envelopes, and put up fancy 
and tinted papers, both American and foreign, 
of every description, including fawn, silver 
grey, violet, steel grey, perfection, and other 
favorite tints and names. The paper used by 
the company comes from Holyoke, and the 
Owen Paper Company’s miUs at Housatonic. 
The patent ruled or rep paper of the latter 
company has already made for itself an excel¬ 
lent reputation. The envelope company also 
run a number of printing presses. Their an¬ 
nual, sales, which are made all over the Union, 
amount to $400,000 per annum. The company, 
v/hich is only a firm under a corporate name, 
is composed of P. P. Kellogg and George A. 
Russell. Mr. Russell was formerly in the en¬ 
velope business at Holyoke. 

Worcester has two large envelope manufac¬ 
tories, G. Henry Whitcomb & 'Co., aiid Hill, 
Devoe & Co. The latter is the oldest concern 
of the kind in this section, and is further noted 
as the successor R. L. Haws, who in 1853 in¬ 
vented the fli*st envelope machine ever used in 
the country. Previous to this time all envel¬ 
opes were made entirely by hand. Mr. Haws 
began the business in 1846, and in 1853 obtained 
a ijatent on his machine. Two years later he 
sold out his business to Hai-tshorn & Trumbull, 
and after one or two changes, it came into the 
hands of the present owners in 1865. None of 
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the original Haws machines are now in use at 
the factory, better ones of later patents hav¬ 
ing entirely superseded the old style. Hill, 

Devoe & Co., operate several styles of ma¬ 
chines, none of them self-gummers. Among 
recent patents is a machine invented by A. 

Pheutan, the foreman of the factory, which 
has already made and counted 70,000 envel¬ 
opes per day, and is capable of doing better 
than that. The company employ about 100 
hands in lively times, and can turn out 650,000 
per day. The manufacture of initial station¬ 
ery has formerly constituted a good part of 
their business, but is now discontinued. A 
modest jobbing paper trade is carried on in 
such styles of paper as match the envelopes. 

The goods are sold mainly at the West, thro.ugh 
traveling agents. The business amounts to 
about $250,000 per annum. 

G. Henry Whitcomb & Co.’s new envelope | 

manufactory on Salisbury street, near Linclon 
Square, Worcester, is one of the largest con 
cerns in the country, having capacity for pro 
ducing 1,000,000 per day. The new building 
was erected in 1873, and covers half an acre of 
ground. It is a fine brick structure, three 
stories high beside the basement and attic, 
making five floors in all. The main building is 
112x50 feet, with an L 52x30. Two towers fur¬ 
nish fine elevator stairway facilities, and give 
a fine appearance to the building. The firm is 
now running thirty-two machines, all but two 
of Swift’s patent. The factory employs 100 
hands, and makes 4,000,000 envelopes per week. 

Four cutting presses use two tons of paper 
daily. The annual product last year was 134, 

000,000, worth nearly $300,000. All sales are 
made direct from the factory. 

The business was begun by G. Henry Whit¬ 
comb in 1865, when on graduating from col¬ 
lege, he turned his attention to envelope mak¬ 
ing, beginning in a small building near Main 
street, with one Arnold machine. Neither Mr. 
Whitcomb nor any of his help had ever made 
an envelope, yet they succeeded beyond their 
own expectations, and finally invented a ma¬ 
chine of their own, (Swift’s patent) which is 
now exclusively used at the factory. None of 
the machines are self-gummers, but as gum¬ 
ming by hand costs only two and a half cents 
a thousand, while the self-gummers make, 
from 5,000 to 10,000 per day less than the other 
machines, the difference of cost between the 
two processes is less than is often imagined. 
Whitcomb & Co. make only commercial envel¬ 
opes, and use mainly papers from Holyoke 
and Pennsylvania. David Whitcomb, the senior 
partner in years, but not in envelope making, 
was formerly engaged in the tin business at 
Templeton, in the firm of Boyington & Whit¬ 
comb, who sent out large numbers of tin 
peddlers. Tliis firm sold J. C. Parsons, of Holy- 
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oke, the first rags he ever bought for himself, 
when he bought the Eagle Mills, at Suffleld, 
Conn. Mr. Whitcomb was afterward in the 
hardware business at Worcester, but gave 
that up a few years ago and formed a partner¬ 
ship with his son. For several years previous 
to moving into then- present quarters, the firm 
Was located on Front street. Mr. Boyington, 
Bavid Whitcomb’s former partner, will be re¬ 
membered as the man who gave $100,000 to 
found the Worcester Free Institute of Tech¬ 
nology.

ceives AA'ho enters their fine establishment. One 
cannot help admiring tlic Avoudcrfnl improvements 
that are being made hero from year to year in the 
way of building, and had 1 time I would describe 
some of them to you which have lately been erected. 

Business through the country is, generally speak¬ 
ing, good, and no commercial traveler can have 
cause to grumble, Avhich fact, no doubt. New York 
houses are pleased to note.

TRAVELING AGENTS. 

[Communicated.] 

Dear Friend — As many successful retail 
dealers find it greatly to their advantage to ex¬ 
amine and purchase goods from commercial 
travelers, it seems but fair and proper that 
the mutual relations between the dealer and 
the traveler should be understood. 

Live dealers keenly realize the fact that it is 
greatly to their advantage to be visited by the 
commercial travelers, in theirlinej for Ihe fol¬ 
lowing reasons: 

1. The samples offered frequently assist 
them to greatly improve their assortment by 
enabling them to purchase articles for which 
they have had repeated calls, and in many in¬ 
stances, when they did not know where to get 
these goods. 

2. They often find that some firms sell the 
identical goods from five to twenty per cent, 
lower than they can obtain them from their 
regular sources of supply. 

3. Travelers frequently offer many new ar¬ 
ticles which it is to the advantage of dealers 
to handle, and on which they can make splen¬ 
did profits if they have the first chance to in¬ 
troduce them to their customers. 

4. Examining samples is a splendid means 
of keeping thoroughly posted and being en¬ 
abled to successfully compete with the smart¬ 
est rivals. 

From the above, among many other reasons, 
all intelligent dealers consider commercial 
travelers a valuable adjunct to commerce, and 
as they generally cost the firms for whom 
they travel from three to six dollars per diem 
in addition to their salaries, it seems but just 
that the mutual relations should be honestly 
and intelligently recognized. 

Merchants frequently visit the large cities to 
purchase stock, and after days of harassing la¬ 
bor and great expense in time and money, re¬ 
turn with poor incomplete assortments, and 
much of the goods are purchased at a disad¬ 
vantage of over ten per cent. This is a common 
acknowledged experience. 

Many refined, educated gentlemen have been 
compelled to abandon commercial traveling 
during the last few years, and several firms 
have been forced to relinquish this valuable 
means of reaching the trade because of the dif¬ 
ficulties attending this method of doing busi¬ 
ness. Yet it is conceded that commercial 
travelers have, by their services, doubled the 
sales of half the Avholesale and retail merchants 
in the country. 

The principal cause of the difficulty arises 
from the manner in which travelers are treat¬ 
ed by the trade they visit. If the evils are not 
remedied, wholesale houses will find it difficult 
to get themselves decently represented, and 
interior dealers will be compelled to forego 
the advantages referred to above. 

The principal trouble and the one which has 
induced us to address you, is the manner in 
which travelers are treated by the customers 
they call on. 

They usually find that dealers arc indiffer¬ 
ent as to examining their samples, and fre¬ 
quently disregard for frivolous reasons, com¬ 
pared with the importance of the subject, the 
honest and honorable obligations they are 
under to keep their appointments. This last 
is the great evil. 

To illustrate: A traveler calls on a customer 
of his house in the evening and invites him to 
look at his samples in the mornnig. The cus¬ 
tomer promises to call at the hotel at 9 A. M. 


The traveler waits until 11 A. M., (imagine hiS 
feelings in the meantime) the customer does 
not come. The traveler calls again and is told 
that he was busy, and that he can’t possibly 
call until about 3 P. M. He complacently en¬ 
ters the sample room at 3:80 P. M., and smil¬ 
ingly or sneeringly says he thinks he can spare 
fifteen or twenty minutesi The traveler has 
five hundi’ed to a thoiisand samples, none of 
which, the dealer, he knows, will Select Avith 
less than from two to five mihuteS’ considera¬ 
tion. The dealer has already wasted seven 
mortal, vital hours, of his (the traveler’s) time, 
and promises to remain twenty minutes! He 
expects the traveler to be polite, hospitable, 
obliging and somewhat deferential. To assist 
the traveler in being all this, he tells him that 
he left word with his clerk to send for him if 
either Mr. Snob, Mrs. Flouncer or Miss Smiley 
called during his absence. The traveler thinks 
or knows that the house considei's this an im¬ 
portant or desirable customer, and commences 
to exhibit his goods to the best of his ability. 
The customer suddenly pulls out his watch and 
tells him that really he must step around and 
see Messrs. Sharp and Short about a matter he 
came near forgetting, and says: “But as you 
really have an excellent line of goods and many 
things I really need, I will call at 8 P. M. or to¬ 
morrow, whichever suits you best.” The trav¬ 
eler does, or says, the best he can under the. 
cii-cumstances. Yet the dealer has prevented 
his caUing on any other customer for a whole 
day, and withdraws totally unconscious of 
having done anything unbecoming a merchant 
or a gentleman. Is this right? Yet it is the 
very frequent experience of many of the most, 
intelligent and successful commercial travelers. 

What is right? What should be done under 
such circumstances? The merchant should in 
form the traveler, and firmly, that he cannot 
look at his samples, or does not want any 
goods. Or that it will afford him pleasure to 
look at his goods, agree on an hour mutually 
satisfactory, and then go punctually to the. 
room and devote time enough to purchase: 
with shrewdness and discretion. If merchants: 
wiU all act thus, the wheels of commerce will,, 
in this respect, revolve smoothly. The benefits- 
and obligations in trade are mutual and should 
be so regarded.

CLASPS FOR ELASTIC BANDS. 

The folloAving is the specification of Adolph Lic- 
benroth’s patent attachment for Elastic Bands: The 
elastic bands usu.ally employed are attached to the 
boards forming the file-binders, or to the pocket 
or other book by a metallic clasp, into Avhich the 
ends of the clastic are inserted and retained, or else 
the ends of the clastic are scAved together or glued 
into a slip or receptacle, so as to hold them in place. 
In cases Avhere the elastic becomes injured or broken 
there is great difficulty in replacing it or introduc¬ 
ing another.

A practical illustration of what an insurance 
company is liable ta pay in case of loss has 
just been decided in the adjustment of the loss 
of Oliver Ditson & Co. This was a loss from 
fire March 24, 1874, on which the assured made 
a claim approaching $100,000 on property Val¬ 
ued at $150,000. 

A tedious investigation by two veiy compe¬ 
tent business men familiar with stock mer¬ 
chandise—^the immense stock being carefully 
examined in detail, to determine its true char¬ 
acter and value—^resulted in an adjustment of 
the loss at $37,000 by agreement, thus conced¬ 
ing to the insurers, what they claim, that a 
valuation arbitrarily made upon merchandise 
virtually shut out from open and free compe¬ 
tition, is not “market price,” based upon the 
assumption that the insurers were liable for 
an arbitrary Valuation estabhshed by and for 
the music trade by a combination or board of 
trade of the music publishers. This arbitrary 
valuation covers a very heavy profit on the 
cost of producing this kind of property. Of 
course the whole question has turned ujion 
this—whether such a vahiation was in any 
true or ligitimate sense “market price,” as 
understood by underwriters or the public gen¬ 
erally. 

The sheet music on which was claimed 
$48,000, was appraised at $11,000, and adjusted 
at $8,700. There were 375,000 sheets, making a 
pile 600 feet high. There were 600,000 books 
valued. 

The appraisers were Mr. C. A. B. Shepard, 
of the firm of Lee & Shepard, and Mr. Elias 
Howe, Jr., music dealer, CornhiU. Mr. Carl 
Pufer was subsequently chosen by these two 
gentlemen to settle a difference they had upon 
sheet music. 

This case represented thirty-nine policies, 
a total insurance of $150,000. It is one of the 
most important issues ever decided upon an in¬ 
surance policy, and is the more satisfactory to 
all partices as justice has been secured with¬ 
out recourse to the courts.

SLATE PENCILS AND SCHOOL CRAYONS. 

Mix a small but sufficient quantity of pipe¬ 
clay and glue water with the slate dust so as 
to make a thick paste. A small quantity of 
this roUed between two boards gives a slate 
pencil; when too hai'd, use a little less glue 
water. The school crayons are made of Paris 
white (which is a very fine chalk) mixed with 
water to a paste, then a little plaster of Paris 
is thoroughly mixed with a small quantity of 
this paste, and it is pressed in proper forms. 
When too hard, you have too much plaster of 
Paris; when too soft, so that it crumbles too 
easy, yofi have not enough of the plaster. The 
proper quantity is easily found by trial, and 
depends on the hardness desired, and on the 
quality of the plaster used.

W. McGill, of 36 John street, this city, which ap¬ 
peared in our last issue. Of these patent paper 
fasteners, little need he said, their merits being 
pretty well known. They have grown to be 
as indispensable and useful as pins, and as 
they can be applied with the fingers, they form 
the readiest as weU as the very best binders 
for all descriptions of papers, and are admir¬ 
ably suited and extensively used for sampling 
woolens, cottons, laces, wicks, &c.; for making 
paper and light wooden boxes, and for fasten¬ 
ing bags and sample packages passing through 
mails, that require opening, examination and 
refastening in transit, and other purposes too 
numerous to mention. 

Mr. McGill makes his fasteners now with 
flat, round, cross and eyelet heads, and of 
twelve different sizes, varying from one-fourth 
to four inches long. His regular sizes consist 
of six sizes of flat head and round head 
fasteners, and his miscellaneous fasteners are 
twenty-six in number. McGill’s patent sus¬ 
pending rings, for hanging cards, calendars, 
&c., are of fine patterns, and possess fasten¬ 
ings the same as do his paper fasteners, and 
consequently can be as readily attached. They 
make but one hole in the card or other article 
suspended, and can be turned down on the 
same so as to admit of the cards, &c., being 
packed and transported or mailed without in¬ 
jury. Two of these patterns are entirely new. 

The patent suspending brace is a very hand¬ 
some device for hanging cards and preventing 
their buckling in the center. It is especially 
suited for hanging insurance and other calen¬ 
dars that are printed a sheet, to each month; 
and unlike the holders now used for that pur¬ 
pose, it does not require the calendar to be of 
any particular size or pattern. 

His paper fastener press for applying the 
fasteners is very handsome in construction and 
finish, and is provided with two cups, each of 
which hold a box of one hundred fasteners, 
With it the fasteners can be applied more 
neatly and expeditiously than by hand, and it 
will also be found useful on the desk as a punch, 
hammer, paper weight, &c. 

The patent paper fastener punch, is a httle 
article which answers, in a measure, the purpose 
of the paper fastener press, and will be found 
a very useful assistant in inserting the fasten¬ 
ers in paper, &c. It is provided with a guide 
and stripper which regulates the point of 
puncture and strips the papers from the ptmc- 
turing pin when punctured. They are stitched 
on handsome show cards in lots of one and 
two dozen. 

McGill’s patent paper fastener clip is a very 
neat and useful device consisting of an ordinary 
spring letter clip so constructed that it can, in 
addition to its ordinary purposes, be used for 
permanently binding papers, &o., inserted in 
it. 

The patent drain-pit inkstand is a very hand¬ 
somely constructed and ornamented article. 
It is provided with a drain-pit in its center 
which enables the pen to be filled with ink 
without tilting the bottle when the ink is 
low in the same.

G. -B. Pra'tt, of No. 41 Maiden Lane, of an ex- 
ifeensive line of albums. Mr. Pratt has since 
.added t® Lis stock a large importation of fancy 
.‘.goods<©f great variety and beauty. 

It is difficult to give any idea of the char¬ 
acter of these goods by mere description, and 
we advise our readers to visit Mr. Pratt’s es¬ 
tablishment and inspect for themselves the 
; samples which are now open to view.. 

One of the notable articles in his stock is a 
superb clock of oxidized silver, made in the 
shape of a horse-shoe, with ornaments in 
fire gilt, consisting of saddlebags, harness, and 
other equipments of a huntsman. The dial is 
gilt with black letters, and the whole, though 
small, is quite a work of art. Price, $9. 

Near to this, we find clocks made of coffee 
wood, very highly ixfiished, in two sizes, 5x7 
iind 3x5, costing from $5 to $20 each.

His collection of Gtlove and Handker¬ 
chief Boxes is the finest we have ever seen. 
They are in red, blue, and black Russia, and 
a few in regular calf. Part of these, and to 
our eye the richest ones, are entirely plain, but 
'in order to suit all the tastes, some are orna¬ 
mented with nickle in various designs. There 
are nine different styles in all, and the entire 
lot have a single hinge running the length 
of the back—an excellent feature. Two sets 
of these boxes have plate glass mirrors in the 
top. The prices range from |6 to $20 per set, 
and will be found an addition to ^ny toilet 
set.

Royal: Music, any pat¬ 
tern, per ream, 5s.; Faint, Is.; Faint and Com¬ 
mon, Is. 8d.'; Ledgers or Journal, 3s.; 8vo. 
Ledgers, 5s. Billheads: One side, per 1,000, 
Is. 3d.; two ditto, 2s.; two or three pages fly, 
2s. Gd. Parchment: Eookway, per roll, 3s.i 
Indentures, 2s. 6d.; Followers, 2s. 

PERirOHATING. 

This business is generally done by boys, and 
the extra price for perforated checks is IJd. 
per 100. They may be perforated, if the paper 
is thin, through half-a-dozen at a time laid on 
the top of one another; but thick paper must 
be perforated singly. The trade price for per¬ 
forating is 8d. per 1,000.

Various sizes of figures are kept by the trade 
numerical printers, and the usual price is lOd.

GENERAL NOTES. 

When paper is sent to the binder to be cut, 
the cuttings usually belong to the binder, un¬ 
less especial agreement is made to the con¬ 
trary. 

“Magazine Fii-e Arms” is the name of a new 
patent lately taken out, which we would sug¬ 
gest would be useful to editors of periodicals 
in general as a means of protection from viate 
authors of rejected contributions. 

New York consumes nearly three times as 
many playing cards as any other State in the 
Union; while large quantities are shipped to 
California and other mining sections of the 
country for the use of “ Heathen Chinees” 
and “Truthful Jameses” of thosQjSections, 

Drummers and othef travelers may be inter¬ 
ested, or possibly warned by the practice of 
the owners of the stage hue from Glens Falls 
to Lake George, who deliberately and some¬ 
times by false pretence, obtain possession of 
the baggage of passengers going North, by rail, 
and then refuse to give it up unless they are 
paid full fare, even though the owners thereof 


have never traveled by their lumberhig 
vehicles. A Brooklyn gentleman lately had 
his baggage seized in this buccaneering fashion, 
and only gained possession of it by serving a 
writ. 

One way new styles of note paper are intro¬ 
duced IB as follows: A lady, for example, in 
New York, writes to a countiy correspondent 
on some new style of paper. The recipient of 
the epistle is pleased with the appearance, and 
immediately applies to the nearest stationer 
to get it. This makes it necessary for the* 
latter to send to New York to fill the order; 
and so in a short time the new style becomes 
known everywhere. 

A young dandy in full summer costume of 
white duck was lately shown a sample of 
Wehr’s Tinten Cartons, with an explanation of 
its wonderful qualities as an ink producer. As 
he exhibited considerable increduhty as to the 
genuineness of the invention, he was asked 
and consented to allow some of the ink to be 
made, by dropping a piece of the paper into a 
spoonful of water held in the hoUoW of his 
hand. The experiment was tried and almostin- 
stantaiieously the water was dyed a deep violet 
to the consternation of the young exquisite, 
who did not keep his hand level, so that the 
new formed ink ran all over his wrist band 
and coat sleeve.

A. A num¬ 
ber of manufacturers have been visited, and they all 
decline to explain their processes. 

Q. Of what could I make a box, to keep matches 
oil a sheet iron mantle from catching fire ? A. Of 
some )joor conductor, such as china, porcelain, glass, 
plaster of Paris, Ac. 

(j. 1. What size are toy balloons ? A. About six 
inches in diameter. 2. How many pounds Avill one 
that contains one cubic foot of hydrogen gas rise 
from the ground ? A. About -195 grains, supposing 
the India rubber to have no appreciable weight. 3. 
How often must they be replenished, if at all ? A. 
There is no rule. It depends upon the rate at Avhich 
dillusion takes place through the India rubber film. 
4. Which is the cheapest way of preparing pure ly- 
drogen, and what is the proportionate yield?

Schenck, Hurd & Co. have received a very 
fine line of French copying books, to which 
they invite the attention of the trade. 

The price of Southworth & Co.’s inks has 
been reduced by the cask to 35 per cent. 
Schenck, Hurd & Co., 55 Beekman street, are 
the agents. 

Henry Bainbridge & Co. have received a fine 
lot of inkstands in library style. This is the 
finest assortment of imported library inkstands 
in the market. 

The process of manufacturing Pirie’s rep 
paper is not patented in America. These 
papers were first introduced in this market 
by H. Bainbridge & Co. 

The offer of Walter Appleton to take ten 
thousand copies of Webster’s Unabridged 
Dictionary at $7.50 per volume, was not ac¬ 
cepted by the publishers. 

S. S. Stafford & Co. have introduced as a 
novelty a brush and stopper for mucilage 
bottles, which is light and handy to use, and 
has the appearance of being japanned. 

Sin ce the dawn of the Brooklyn scandal every¬ 
body is buying the Dolphin copying press, in 
order to keep exact copies of all their letters, 
so as to keep them out of the hands of any 
mutual fi’iend. 

A meeting of publishers and jobbere was 
held Friday, September 18, at the Grand Central 
Hotel, by Messrs. Appleton (as jobbers), Baker, 
Pratt & Co., and Lee, Shepard & Dillingham, 
prefatory to one of the entire Eastern whole¬ 
sale trade, to be called by President Eandolph 
in October. 

We had calls from many of our friends 
during the stationery sale. We are never so 
busy but what we can stop to talk with an old 
friend; we like to hear them criticize The 
Stationer, for then we know that they read 
it, but usually we hear nothing but words of 
generous praise.

Their claim that the 
capillary feeder in their pen produces a uniform 
flow that is found in no other seems to be 
wen estabhshed, and certainly no other foun¬ 
tain pen is so simple in construction.

THE AMEKICAN STATIONER AND THE 
LARGE WESTERN JOBBERS. 

During a visit to the Booksellers’ Convention 
at Put-in-Bay, O., several of the large Western 
jobbers took us to task somewhat severely on 
account of the lowness of the figures quoted in 
our Prices Current. Since our return we have 
received several letters in relation to the same 
subject. One of the latter from a valued 
friend, who is one of the sharpest buyers of the 
West, has just come to hand, and we answer 
it for the benefit of aU “ complaining friends.” 

Our Prices Current are meant to give, and 
in a great majority of cases do give, the best 
prices at which retailers doing a business of 
from $20,000 to $30,000 can buy goods in this 
market. We are aware that some compara¬ 
tively small dealers buy a few articles, at 
better rates than those quoted, but the great 
bulk of retailers throughout the country usu¬ 
ally pay the prices quoted in The Stationer, 
if they come to this market to purchase. The 
point the Western jobbers make is, that we 
quote so close to the figures they have to pay 
that there is no profit for them in selhng to the 


small trade in their vicinity. They tell us that 
their customers “ shove The Stationer under 
our nose,” and quote our prices as what they 
are willing to pay. We are obliged to the job¬ 
bers for this unintended compliment and posi¬ 
tive proof of the success of The Stationer, as 
well as the position it has secured in the esti¬ 
mation of the trade. We propose to maintain 
our present position, and we mean to do so in 
the interest of both retailer and jobber. The 
retailer must not expect to buy goods in Chi¬ 
cago, St. Louis or Cincinnati at the same prices 
asked in New York,hut he may properly expect 
to buy at these prices with freight and break¬ 
age added. For instance, one article about 
which we were found fault with, was Eureka 
slates. These we quote at 60 per cent, from the 
list. A retailer at any store in this city can 
buy at this discount. But it is claimed that the 
best the jobber can do is 60 and 5. In reply 
we would say that the jobbers must come to 
•New York ofteuer or get some one here to post 
them up, for Eureka slates, in lots of ten cases, 
have been bought at 60, 10, 10 per cent, from 
list within ten days, and we think these 
prices can be had to-day. Slates rate with Fa¬ 
ber’s pencils and Arnold’s ink in this city, and 
are sold generally at 5 per cent, profit, never 
over 10. We have changed our prices in sev¬ 
eral instances to meet the views of jobbers here 
and in the West. We cut our discoimt on 
regular “ D ” slates 10 per cent, to suit several 
leading jobbers because they could not buy in 
large lots better than 75 per cent. One promi¬ 
nent jobber told us we had no right to quote 
third class papers at from 25 to 28 cents per 
pound for commercial note, as there was no 
money in them at those rates. Here our 
friends are again in error. A very nice third 
class note can be bought for 22J cents per 
pound at four months’ time. To he sure, this 
paper is not Huron or Connecticut Valley 
Mills, or Owens Paper Company’s R. grade, 
neither is it Ide Paper Company’s grades—but 
nevertheless it is a paper we think is much 
better than the well-known brand of National 
Mill, which can be bought to-day at 24 cents, 
per pound, and some of our friends prefer it to 
the Huron Mills of the East Hartford Manufac¬ 
turing Company. 

Again, Gillott’s pens have been quoted against 
us as another instance of too low price. We 
quote 303 at $1.00, and 404 at 60 cents currency. 
Jobbers can buy these in quantity at 81 cents 
gold for 303, and 41 cents gold for 404, which is 
giving at least a fair profit to the jobber selling 
at our quotations. We might go through our 
entire price list, taking up each article seriatim, 
but it is not our province to post retailers on 
jobbers’ prices. It is rather our aim and in 
tention to quote the best prices at which goods 
can be bought regularly in this market. We 
are afraid our friends in the West want too 
large a profit for their position as middle men. 
The greater part of the goods sold by station¬ 
ers in New York are sold at a profit of not over 
10 per cent., and no one will deny this is suffi¬ 
ciently small. There are some staple goods, 
hke Reynolds’ bristol board, Faber’s entire list, 
David’s and Carter’s inks, playing cards, and a 
few other goods, that really pay Ho profit to 


the jobber here, and if our Western friends 
can make 10 per cent, on these, they are for¬ 
tunate. 

We wish to serve the whole trade, and our 
ambition is to make a paper to which the entire 
trade can “point to with pride” as an organ 
representing no section or clique, but working 
for the good of all, in the interest of aU. If the 
trade in the West will support us as well as' 
our Eastern friends have done, it will be all we 
shall ask.

THE STATIONERY TRADE. 

Manufacturers of fine writing papers are dis¬ 
covering that it pays them to call the attention 
of the stationery and fancy goods trades to 
their respective products, and to accomphsh 
this end are advertising largely in The Ameri¬ 
can Stationer. An examination of No. 26 of 
The Stationer will show the handsome card 
of Crane Bros., Westfield, occupying one full 
page, and those of Jessup & Laflin, Byron 
Weston, Hurlbut Paper Company, Beebe & 
Holbrook, Powers Paper Company, and the 
National Paper Company, occupying in the ag¬ 
gregate forty-seven squares* Any mill making 
a fine class of paper, and wishing to establish 
a reputation for it, or makers of any stand¬ 
ard article of paper, will find it to their advan¬ 
tage to reach the wholesale stationery trade 
through The American Stationer. A demand 
is thus created, and orders will come in either 
direct to the mills or to their regular agents. 
All the leading and oldest English mills keep 
their advertisement before the trade con¬ 
stantly in the columns of the London Stationer 
and the “Paper Mills Directory.” The great 
bulk of fine paper manufactured goes through 
the hands of stationers, blank book manufac¬ 
turers, &c., before reaching the consumer. 
The estimation in which the public holds the 
paper of a certain make, is greatly dependent 
upon the manner it is represented to them by 
the stationer from whom they purchase. Let 
the stationery trade therefore know all about 
your papers, and keep your name constantly 
before it by advertising in The American 
Stationer. 


NEW FANCY GOODS. 

All the fall supplies of fancy goods have ar¬ 
rived and have been duly prepared for display. 
Both in quantity and quahty they are up to 
the standard of previous years, and customers 
will have ample opportunity for selecting a 
good assortment of different articles in our 
line. The extent to which importers have 
laid in stock shows that they are sanguine of 
doing a good business this season. We trust 
that the reward wiU justify their expectations. 


Everything is ready for the Board of Trade, 
and the publication of the call for a prehm- 
inary meeting of the orga,nization has only 
been delayed by the press of other business 
upon the gentlemen who have the matter in 
hand. Probably in our next issue we shall 
publish the call, and it is hoped that the meet¬ 
ing will he well attended, and that a due de¬ 
gree of interest will be manifested by the 
trade in this important undertaking. The 
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plan was broaclied some months ago and has 
been thoroughly ventilated both in our col¬ 
umns and elsewhere. When time for action 
comes no delay should be permitted. 


Our London namesake sums up the news of 
the past month as follows: “The most notice¬ 
able feature of the past month in commercial 
circles was the extreme vigor displayed in 
every quarter to obtain a few days’ or weeks’ 
respite from the toils and anxieties of business. 
In connection with any of the trades among 
which we circulate, we have not any matter 
to report that has the shghtest significance in 
a commercial sense.” 


The Beekman Street Base Ball Club have 
just received a fourth donation in the shape of 
a check for $75, from L. L. Brown & Co., of 
South Adams, Mass. This makes $150 which 
has been contributed to the club, which speaks 
well for the liberality of our paper manufac¬ 
turers.

Call loans are easily obtained to any 
reasonable amount upon Government and stock 
collaterals at 2 to 3 per cent. First-class commer¬ 
cial paper is negotiated at6X to 7)^ per cent, per 
annum discount; prime single names at 8 to 10 per 
cent. 

There have been no fluctuations in the Gold mar¬ 
ket since our last. 

Foreign exchange remained inactive. The nomi¬ 
nal prices of bankers’ 60 days’ sterling bills were 
$4.83 to $4.84; do. at short sight, $4.85to $4.86X> 
We quote: Bills at 60 days on London, $4.80>^ 
to $4.81>^ for documentary; $4.81 to $4.82 for com¬ 
mercial; $4.83 to $4.84 for bankers’; do. at short 
sight, $4.85to $4.86)^.

The attendance at the sale of D. Appleton & 
Co.’s stationery stock, which began on the 7th 
inst. and lasted three days, was fair, while the 
prices obtained were nauch above what might 
h,ave been expected, purchasers being presum¬ 
ably influenced a good deal by the extra time 
allowance. 

The sale was the largest ever held in this 
branch of business, and without reserve and 
of guaranteed stock. Printed receipt books 
sold at $1.00 per dozen on $3.2.5; $2.00 on 
$3.38; $1.80 on $3.75; and 12c. to 15c. per 
quire on 38c. Indexes brought 35 to 45 per 
cent.; quarter-bound engraved check-books 
about 40 per cent.; a large line of scrap-books 
about the same. The prices for blank books 
averaged about cost of manufacturing them. 
The lines of inks were sold on the 8th. Apple¬ 
ton’s copying brought $1.10 per dozen pints; 
Antoine fluid, $2.-30; Blackwood Copying, $2.00; 
■Stephens cojjymg, $2.75. Small lines of less 
commonly known manufactuie sold at very 
low prices. The small cones and two and four 
ounce flasks brought the best prices. Muci¬ 
lages followed. Empire bringing $4.00 per dozen 
quarts, and Williams & Packard $3.00 per 
dozen. Some miscellaneous stock was next 
offered, in which soapstone pencils were taken 
at $2.25 per thousand; steatite pencils at .$2.65; 
German slate pencils at $1.25. The line of 
fancy stock was offered on the 0th, in which 
the bidding was more spirited and the prices 
rather better. The stock was valued at con¬ 
siderably above $100,000, and the sellers’ esti¬ 
mate places the returns at about $60,000. 

Some grades of goods brought a great 
deal more than they could be sold for at pri¬ 
vate sale. For instance, cheap English com¬ 
mercial note, such as has been offered at 20c. 
a pound, brought from 26c. to 29c. per pound, 
and all papers, except those of the Owens Paper 
Company’s make, brought good prices. Duj. 
ing the sale of envelopes some of the bids were 
so high that several manufacturers offered 
duplicate lots on the same terms. The princi¬ 
pal buyers were Nassau, William and Fulton 
street stationers. Among the New England

ENGRAVERS’ IMPRINTS. 

In relation to a paragraph in our last issue on 
the value of reputation, Mr. Gimbrede writes 
his views on the propriety of engravers and 
stationers issuing their orders with the envel¬ 
ope bearing the imprint or name and place of 
business of the house, and considers it a ques¬ 
tionable matter that parties in high life are 
quite pleased with the idea of circulating the 
name of a tradesman to such an extent (as it 
would be by the distribution of say one thou¬ 
sand sets of wedding cards). When the en¬ 
graving business was only in the hands of a 
few practical artist engravei's, those with es¬ 
tablished reputation were compelled to adopt 
the custom introduced by parties who really 
did not understand the business. Mr. Gim- 
brede further states that he is sometimes re- 
(juested to leave off the imprint, some persons 
objecting to the maker’s name, as envelopes 
can be made with or without the imprint. 
It has been suggested by Mr. Gimbrede that 
the time is not far off when engravers, wishing 
to have the imprint of their house on the en¬ 
velope, will be able to place it there only by 
favor of the customer.

HOW TO GILD ON GLASS. 

A correspondent says : First I see that the 
glass is ‘free from dirt and grease; then with 
with my tongue, I lick the place where I desire 
the figurp or letter to be, and then press the 
dampened surface upon a piece of gold leaf of 
sufficient size, taking care to have it smooth 
and unbroken. After it has dried (which is in¬ 
dicated by its assuming a colored appearance), 
1 place it over a mai-ked board, and with a 
sharp instrument and ruler scratch lines for 
the top and bottom of the letters, and then 
(with quickly drying material) paint the letters, 
taking care to reverse them so that they will 
show right from the other side. When the 
X)aint is dry, I rub off the superfluous leaf and 
the job is done. If the work is to be done on 
large glass, like store windows, it is better to 
paint the letters first on the outside, as they 
are to appear, and this will show where to 
apply the leaf, and also how to paint on the in¬ 
side, as the paint will show plainly through 
the leaf. When the job is done, the outside 
letters can be cleaned off. It will help most 
persons to paint the letters backwards, to 
mark them with pen and ink on paper, and, 
after oiling the paper, look at them from the 
other side.

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MORE ABOUT POOR PHOTOGRAPHY. 

Those of ouz’ readers who were interested in 
the article on “American Photography ” in a 
late issue of The Stationer, will read the fol¬ 
lowing extracts from a communication to the 
Springfield Republican with pleasure. The 
concluding paragraph specially deserves at¬ 
tention : 

‘ ‘Portrait and Stereoscopic artists are entirely 
different persons, and but very few have 
been gifted by nature with talents, even with 
the most elaborate culture, to fill both posi¬ 
tions in a first-class manner. I have dealt 
largely in the products of each class, and 
would no more think of employing a portrait 
artist to take ‘views’ ora stereoscopic artist 
to take a ‘ sky-light ’ picture than to employ 
a man to perform the offices of barber and 
bootmaker. It is a general rule that a good 
portrait artist fails on stereoscopic pictures, 
and vice versa. Exceptions may exist, but I 
have yet to see the first one. We have an illu¬ 
stration of it in our own city. Some portrait 
artist who can make a very acceptable picture 
did some wretched out-door work on the Mill 
River. A comparison of their two branches 
of work will convince any one of the differ¬ 
ence. An acquaintance, a good sky-light opera¬ 
tor, thought he would take some views of one 
of our most noted watering places, but the 
result was unsatisfactory, and their publica¬ 
tion given up.” 

“The average American photographer, if he 
starts originally in the business, learns one 
process of working his iilates and sticks to 
that method. Most of the best operators, to¬ 
day, entered the profession from some other 
occupations, or commenced as amateurs. 
Being born artists, they are free from the 
regular jealousy of the trade, make experi¬ 
ments, and have several processes at their 
command suited to various circumstances. 
They are the truly progressive members of the 
profession, and sire the class that diffuse the 
most valuable information. These remarks 
apply to both branches of the art. The best 
portrait artist with which I am acquainted 
commenced as a school-master; the best stere¬ 
oscopic artist, and he has but few if any 
equals in the country, was till middle life con¬ 
nected with a large shipping house; both are 
enthusiastic men, artists by nature, work hard 
at their chemicals, make experiments, the 
results of which they give to the profession. 
They study constantly works of art and have 
educated themselves up to a high standpoint. 
If others are lazy and do not care to do all 
this, they have no right to find fault if they 
are excelled in their respective branches of the 
art. A photographer who does not keep 
‘posted’ is nowhere, as new processes are 
constantly coming to notice. You mention 
beautiful California pictures that have been 
taken as a example of fine work; it is almost 
if not quite impossible to do such work here. 
A mountain in California has been photo¬ 
graphed into a clean-cut picture, the camera 
being 125 miles from the mountain. The same 
artist could take $500 for a negative of equal 
clearness at a particular point in the Catskills, 
but he was unable to do it. He waited nearly 
a week, and under favorable circumstances, to 
have the atmosphere and wind right before he 
could secure what he considered good nega¬ 
tives from the arsenal tower. 

“ One fault we have commercially with many 
architectural views is the lack of knowledge 
on the part of the artist, to secure a proper 


standpoint. Some of these views convey an 
idea that the buildings are to fall upon you, 
while others appear to be running away. One 
reason why so many poor views are in the 
market is that the operators are paid by piece 
work. A good operator should be paid a good 
salary, and be allowed to select his own 
weather and standpoints, and he should not be 
expected to do first-class work with one set of 
tubes; three sets at least should be used in out¬ 
door work, for various distances, &c. If 
artists were less jealous and were more free 
to communicate the results of their experience 
to each other, they and their customers would 
be benefited to a great extent. 

“Now that the subject of art matters is 
being considered, allow me to say that first- 
class designers and decorators are needed in 
manufacturing establishments all over the 
United States, at highly remunerative salaries. 
The merchants of the United States pay annu¬ 
ally millions of dollars to European manufac¬ 
turers for ornamental goods, that ought to be 
obtained at home. The Hermans and French 
lead us at designing, and will so long as we are 
content to simply copy their work. Wliat we 
need is new designs. When our workmen are 
taught to produce beautiful designs at the 
least waste of raw material, we can compete 
with them. The occupation of designing offers 
great inducements to young men or women 
artistically inclined.” 

-- 

ART IN INDUSTRY. 

In the most flourishing period of art in 
Italy it was not thought derogatory to the 
greatest artists to produce designs for articles 
of domestic use, and a few of these yet remain 
to attest the skill of the designer and to show 
with how much beauty a drinking-bowl, a 
salver, a vase, or a lamp, may be invested by 
a really tasteful and skillful workman. Then 
followed the utilitarian period, when the 
heavier, more angular and unmeaning in de¬ 
sign an article could be made, the more it 
seemed to be appreciated by the public. But 
art is again assuming its rights, and asserting 
its ability to add to the value of every article 
in which ornamentation of any kind whatever 
takes part; and in view of the increased' artis¬ 
tic taste which is everywhere apparent, it is 
important that those engaged in the manufac¬ 
ture of such goods should interest themselves 
in the artistic education of the artisan class. 
England has long felt that the substantial ex¬ 
cellence of her manufactures would not alone 
keep them in the van, and hence we see South 
Kensington with its admirable Art Museum 
and School of Inrtruction. Here in America 
the opportunities for artistic education have 
been extremely limited, though it would ap 
pear that the necessity for such instruction is 
appreciated by the class who most require it. 
The large number of applicants for admission 
to the School of Science and Art founded by 
Mr. Peter Cooper, the emulation which the 
students exhibit, and the excellent work they 
produce all indicate an improved artistic feel¬ 
ing. The increasing numbers who visit the 
rooms of the Metropolitan Museum of Art as 
students is also proof that the taste for classic 
art is not dead among us, and the museum, 
though still but an embryo, is rapidly advanc¬ 
ing in importance as an institution of instruc¬ 
tion. The peculiar training required to enable 
even the talented artist to successfully apply 
ornament to useful objects is rare even in the 


art world of Europe, and commands abundant 
remuneration, and our designers and higher 
artisans would do well to avail themselves of 
every facility offered for adding to their tech¬ 
nical knowledge and familiarity with accepted 
classic models. In this country the advance¬ 
ment in art culture, as in most other directions, 
is greatly indebted to private mercantile enter¬ 
prise. Messrs. Tiffany & Co., for example, 
being our largest manufacturers of artistic 
goods, have long maintained a department of 
design equal to that of any similar establish¬ 
ment in Europe, and have been forced to rely 
largely on the Old World for accessions to 
their force. But, beside employing the ser¬ 
vices of'an extensive staff’ of trained draughts¬ 
men, skilled designers, and artists capable of 
expressing individual ideas in appropriate 
forms, they have established in their design¬ 
ing-rooms a system of art instruction, where 
a number of talented young men are continu¬ 
ally under training. These students receive 
remuneration, and the natural desire of youth 
to excel is fostered by the judicious award of 
competitive prizes. The advantages of this 
most practical instruction in the art of orna¬ 
ment, as applied to manufactures, must be 
apparent. Working under skillful and experi¬ 
enced leaders, and from the very nature of the 
duties imposed, feeling the direct influence of 
the most refined and cultivated public taste, 
with the accessories of a valuable art library 
and a collection of models, prints, and fac¬ 
similes of antique and mediaeval works of art 
gathered during many years, the youthful 
student has ample opportunities to prepare 
himself for the broader field of usefulness 
which the demands of the house will open to 
him. The expense of maintaining so extensive, 
a department of design is of course immense, 
but an inspection of the works which have 
been finished in the various factories from 
original drawings will convince the connoisseur 
that the result is worthy of the cost. The. 
number and variety of designs produced in 
the course of a year would seem incredible;, 
many of these are elaborate, and represent an 
actual outlay of hundreds of dollars, and all 
have as certain a money value as any article 
of merchandise that is sold. On this point a 
curious misunderstanding seems to exist in 
the minds of some, who suppose because de¬ 
signs are furnished for inspection gratis the 
ownership of them has changed, and they 
may be either retained or offered to some other 
manufacturer, who by inferiority of execution 
might be able to produce a semblance of them 
at a lower price than the excellent work of a 
reputable house would admit. To correct this 
error the drawings are impressed with a stamp 
which suggests what courtesy and honor alike 
require, that they be returned after inspection 
to the owners. 

There would seem to be here an ample field 
for the employment of that numerous class of 
young women who complain that the trades 
and professions are almost entirely closed 
against them. Learning the art of ornamenta¬ 
tion should be a study peculiarly congenial 
to the female mind, and one in which it might 
naturally be expected to excel. We have 
heard one of our best painters say that he 
could not get an artistically-designed picture- 
frame in New York. Surely it would be better 
to become a good designer, even of picture- 
frames, than to go on painting poor and un¬ 
meaning landscapes, or manufacturing bad 
busts from year to year, without prospect of 
ultimate success.—iV. Y, Times.

PAPE R IN J APAN. 

The uses of paper in Japan are ludricously 
various. It is used in every-day life, in the 
drawing room, m the nursery, and the kitchen, 
in ways that are dark to a foreigner. A Jap¬ 
anese is never at a loss for a string, a sheet for 
a letter, a wrapper, a handkerchief, a towel or 
a platter. In his bosom is a roll of paper, and 
what paper can accomplish is known only to a 
native of Japan. When a Yezaburo or Kintara 
cuts his finger, a bandage is applied and tears 
dried by the same article. The exquisitly 
dressed young lady takes a roll of paper from 
her gii’dle, and lo! it becomes a handkerchief. 
Pass into the street on a rainy day in Yeddo, 
and you see for miles a panorama of moving 
Fiigks of paper. Both umbrellas and a suit of 
oiled and watei’proof clothes, hat, coat, trows- 
ers and shoes, may be bought almost any¬ 
where in Japan. Boxes, pipe casts, tv ine, 
•dishes, tea trays, carpets, chimneys, roasting 
tins for fii’ing tea, windows, doors, partitions, 
;and screens, are everywhere made of paper. 

The paneled walls of houses are made of 
paper pulp. Old Japanese armor is largely 
made of compressed lacquered paper. Perhaps 
Buropeans adopted the custom of papering the 
walls of their houses from these people. The 
dwellings of the better classes of the Japanese 
people are always papered; though the sheets 
used are not over a foot or eighteen inches 
square. They are polished, siivei’ed, gilded, 
colored, or printed with birds, flowers, animals, 
and many tasteful designs. In looking over a 
paper dealer’s stock in Yeddo, one scarcely 
sees a “ loud ” or uncouth pattern, always ex¬ 
cepting the di-agon, in which the normal Jap- 
anese doth so delight.

This new generation enjoys the com¬ 
bined advantages of their predecessors’ expe¬ 
rience, with modern improvements and cul¬ 
ture. They have not had the long and labori¬ 
ous drill which their fathers had to undergo 
in the mechanical part of the business, but 
they understand their work practically, and 
in addition they have the aid of books and 
periodicals like ours, to supply valuable infor¬ 
mation. In fact they are backed by the ex¬ 
perience transmitted to them by their prede¬ 
cessors. The old paper-makers were in the po¬ 
sition of a backwoodsman with nothing but 
his hands and his ax to depend on. The new 
generation Rave all the appliances of modern 
ingenuity and civilization to help them. It is 
not too much to expect that with these addi¬ 
tional resources, great strides should be made, 
and many improvements effected in our indus¬ 
try. The best work in any department of 
business is always the product of time, and is 
only attained after the experience of genera¬ 
tions has crystalized into principles. The two 
greatest manufacturing firms in the Old AVorld 
are those of Alex. Cowan & Sons, and Alex. 
Pirie. With each of these business has been 
carried on for many years, in the former as 
many as five generations being in the firm, and 
their great success is due to this fact. We, in 
this country, are disposed to expect too much 
before waiting a sufficient time, and we forget 
that it is only as the result of years of study 
and effort that the best work can be obtained.

On the back of the box is a copy of the laws of 
whist. They are furnished in bronzed and 
coppered metal, with bright figures, at 16s. 
per dozen pairs, in boxes. 


ENVELOPE MAKING. 

[CONCLUDED.] 

Northern Connecticut has two envelope 
manufactories, the oldest of wliich, that of 
IVhite, Corbin & Co., at Rockville, was started 
in 1855, soon after the invention of the White, 
Corbin envelope machine. C. White, the well- 
known gingham manufactm-er, and L. A. Cor¬ 
bin, the two senior partnei’s, fonnerly carried 
on a machine shop and foundry at Rockville, 
employing, among other workmen, a pattern¬ 
maker named Puffer. Havmg occasion to 
manufacture machinery for envelope making, 
which was then done mainly by hand, Mr. Puf¬ 
fer then began a series of experiments, which 
resulted in the invention of the above named 
machine. A small machine was manufactured 
and put in operation in a room in the old 
foundry building, and this proving a success, 
the building on Brooklyn street, now occupied 
by the company, was erected in 1856, and fitted 
up with envelope machinery. A patent was 
; obtained the same year, and the company at 
once began making machines for some of the 
principal envelope makers in the county, in¬ 
cluding J. Q. Preble, Samuel Raynor, and the 
Beekman Envelope Company of New York. 
Improvements have been made on the machine 
from time to time, till they are now capable 
of making 35,000 envelopes each per day, of 
ten hours. This is .not a seff-gumming ma¬ 
chine. White, Corbin & Co. have not made 
any machines for the trade since 1865. W. H. 
Prescott, the “ Co.” of the concern, came into 
the company in 1860, and the firm has since 
been unchanged, except for a single year, 
when Mr. Prescott was connected with a simi¬ 
lar enterprise at Hartford. The company have 
now twenty-five machines, all but one of the 
White, Corbin & Co. pattern. They employ, 
in busy times, seventy-five hands, and have 
facilities for making 800,000 envelopes per day. 
In addition to their envelope business, the firm 
has a large jobbing paper and general station¬ 
ery trade scatterd all over the country. One 
traveling agent is employed, and the total sales 
amount to about half a milhon annually. One 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars capital 
is needed to carry on the business. The paper 
comes very largely from the Holyoke miUs, 
$135,000 worth having been purchased last 
year from the Whiting Company alone. White, 
Corbin & Co.’s mill is conveniently located 
near the depot, just across the river from 
White’s gmgham factory. The machinery is 
carried by water power. 

The Plympton Manufacturing Company, of 
Hartford, are very pleasantly located on Ford 
street, near the depot, where they have facili¬ 
ties for making 350,000 envelopes per day. The 
business was begun in 1865 by L. B. Plympton, 
W. H. Prescott and J. N. Stikney, of Rockville, 
and two or three others, under the name of 
Prescott, Plympton & Co. The following year 
W. H. Prescott retired, and resumed his connec¬ 
tion with Wliite, Corbin & Co., and the firm 
was then known as L. B. Plympton & Co. A 
coi-poration was formed soon after under the 
name of the Plympton Envelope and Paper 
Company, and on the 1st of January, 1873, this 
was merged into the Plympton Manufacturing 
Company. The capital is $100,000. L. B. Plymp¬ 
ton is president, M. S. Chapman, vice-presi¬ 


dent, and F. W. Plympton, secretary and treas¬ 
urer. The company run seventeen envelopes 
machines, seven printing presses for envelope 
printing and general job work, and employ in 
all the departments, 125 hands. They make 
every conceivable kind and grade of envelope, 
from the tiny article for druggist’s use, to the 
coarse newspaper wrapper. All the necessary 
packing boxes, which are not a few, are made 
in the building. The compan3'- also put up a 
great variety of styles of initial stationery, be¬ 
sides carrying a heavy trade in papers of all 
kinds and general stationery. They also make 
a specialty of blank books. Three men are 
kept constantly on the road. The stock used 
both in the envelope department and the job¬ 
bing trade, comes largely from Holyoke, al¬ 
though about a half ton of wood paper from 
the Maplewood Mills, New Jersey, is used daily 
for envelopes. When running fuU, the envel¬ 
ope business requires one and one-half tons of 
paper per day. The total sales from the envel¬ 
ope department are over $300,000 per annum, 
while the entire business of the company 
amounts to a round half million. 

The other large envelope makers outside of 
New England are Samuel Raynor, George H. 
Reay, J. Q. Preble & Co., Berhn & Jones En¬ 
velope Company, and Chamberlin, Whitte- 
more & Co., aU of New York, and W. D. & E. 
D. Lockwood, of Philadelphia. 


PATENTS RELATING TO STATIONERY. 


No. 152,590. Temporary Biiuler.—Henry A. Behn, 
Jr., Troy, N. Y.—The backs ai-e secirred to semicir¬ 
cular tubes, which are hinged together. A stud and 
thiimb screw is attached to the inside of one tube at 
either end, and an arcli- shaped rod to the other 
tube, opposite each stud whicli passes through the 
same, thus forming an adjusting device. Coil 
spring needles attached to one tul)e pass through 
the eyes of the bindmg wire, and thence into sock¬ 
ets in the opposite tube. 

No. 152,591. Permanent Roll for Troops.—Conrad 
Blattner, Little Rock, Ark.—A permanent roll, con¬ 
sisting of one or more tablets, divided into vertical 
columns by rack strips, with independent cards or 
slips, bearing individual names, and adapted to slide 
horizontally into and out of the respective vertical 
columns, for indicating the conditioner employment 
of the respective members of a company or detach¬ 
ment of troops. 

No. 154,047. Pen and Pencil Cases.—John Holland, 
Cincinnati, Ohio.—By turning the rod to the right 
it engages with the slotted shell by means of a pin, 
wheii the pin may be extended or withdrawn. The 
rod may be extended by turning it to the left out of 
the slot. 

No. 151,675. Lead Pencils. Philip Hufeland, New 
York, N. Y. A lead iiencil having a paper case or 
tube applied to its end so as to have its exterior sur¬ 
face Hush with the exterior of the pencil body, and 
colored or finished to correspond Avith the body of 
the pencil, with the eraser applied, the Avhole con¬ 
stituting a new article pf mauutacture. 

No. 144,546. Bill Piles.-William H. Foye, Port¬ 
land, Me.—The index ieaves are formed from a sin¬ 
gle sheet by bending it in equal halves, and forming, 
at the bent point, a series of successive or bellows 
folds. Each sheet thus folded forms two index 
leaves. A sufficient number to form the alphabet 
are strung upon one or more wires at the folded edge, 
Avhich arc then connected to a bar or back piece, the 
Avhole being ifiaced within a bill and paper file. 
Double leaves having a bellows fold contract and 
expand uniformly, according to the amodnt of mat¬ 
ter between them. 

No. 154,302. Dociunent Stitchers.—C. C. E. Van 
Alstine, Paterson, N. J.—An implement with two 
members, one provided with an eye-pointed needle 
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lor thrusting a tape or thread through several thick¬ 
nesses of pai)or or other material, and with a strip- 
r>er, and the other having a loop or fork, which 
holds the paper against the thrust and permits the 
needle to pass. 

No. 154,450. Machines for Perforating Paper.—W. 
Braidwood, Mount Vernon, N. Y., assignor to him¬ 
self and Francis & Loutrel, New York city.—The pa- 
l)er is placed against g.age pieces, which are then fle- 
pressed while the paper is fed through. The cutter 
shaft is raised and lowered by the adjustable cams 
acting against the friction wheels, thus allowing the 
paper to be errt at intervals. 

No. 154,299. Indexes.—Ghas. F. Thomas, Wilming¬ 
ton, Del.—Each page of a set of alphabetically ar¬ 
ranged pages is printed with horizontal and vertical 
alphalmts. At the intersecting square determined 
by the first letter of the Christian and middle names 
upon the page of the index corresponding to the sur¬ 
name, the page number of the account is entered. 

CTaim.—The index, consisting ol the pages laid ofi‘ 
in squares by horizontal and vertical lines, clipped 
for the usual marginal surname-initial alphabet, and 
having the middle name .and Ohiistian name initial 
alphabet at right angles with each other along the 
adjacent edges of each page. 

No. 153,920. Envelope Machines.—E. Allen and D. 
M. Lester, Norwich, Conn.; saul Allen assignor to 
sail! Lester.-The combination with an endless drying- 
chain in an envelope machine, ol a rock shaft, having 
arms provided with griping devices, for the purpose 
of delivering the envelopes from the chain in an in¬ 
verted ijosition. 

Improved Stamp Case.—Paid S. Lefebvre, Opelou¬ 
sas, La.—This consists of a number of light frames, 
of the size of a sheet of postage stamps, hinged to¬ 
gether at one side, and having cross bars crossing 
the interior space, at suitable intervals apart to 
hold a sheet of stamps between the frames. The ob¬ 
ject is to provide post office officials and others re¬ 
quiring to keep large quantities of stamps on hand, 
with means of preserving them from damage by 
sticking together. 

Improvement in Indexing.—Walter Knight, San 
Andreas, Cal.—The object of this invention is to fur¬ 
nish for book-keepers, accountants, and others, a 
neat case for keeping the index of books therein, it 
being so arranged on the desk that it indicates with¬ 
out loss of time, the page of the party in the book, 
ami expedites work thereby. The device consists 
of a case with open top and front part, which car¬ 
ries in side grooves suitable frames, with the index 
tables of the names slid therein, said frames being- 
raised by means of levers and keys, exposing there¬ 
by the index table reipiired. 

Iinjiroved Temporary Binder.—James Bennet, St. 
Johns, Canada.—This invention consists in a file 
which opens and closes upon the iirinciple of the 
parallel ruler. Pins are attached to the bed piece, 
so as to be firm and rigid. Recesses are made in the 
bed to admit disks under a metallic strip, and disks 
are placed on top of the strip. .Screw threads are 
cut on the pins, and the disks serve as screw nuts, 
into the center of which the pins are screwed, one 
disk nut being above and the other below the strip 
for each pin. The screw threads are cut the whole 
length of the pins, and the roughened surface thus 
produced prevents the papers from too easily slip¬ 
ping up when the clamp is raised. Mortises through 
the clamp receive the pins when the clamp is pressed 
down in filing. When the clamp is raised for filing, 
• bars serve as guides for the edge of the paper, so 
that the back edges of the papers filed present an 
even and uniform appearance.

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BOOKSELLERS’ CONVENTION. 

f! The publishers, jobbers, and retailers, by 
whom the committee to organize the New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore 
trade into a district association was appointed, 
met again at the Grand Central Hotel, New 
York. 

The convention was a most respectable and 
influential body. Nearly every publishing 
house of any note in the Eastdrii States was 
represented, either dii’ectly or indii’ectly. 

The meeting organized by appointing Mr. 
Isaac B. Sheldon to the chair, and Mr. George 
R. Lockwood as secretary. Mr. A. C. Barnes, 
as Chairman of the Committee on Constitution 
and By-Laws, made his report and submitted 
a project of the same, which, after an im m ense 
amount of debate, was finally adopted. The 
most important portion of the by-laws adopted 
was the following clause: 

“The ExecutiveCommittee, after consultation 
with each publisher, shall recommend to the 
association a scale of maximum discounts to 
be given to booksellers by book jobbers, and 
also a scale of maximum discounts to be given 
to ministers, teachers, schools, libraries, pro¬ 
fessional men generally and other large buyers 
outside of the trade, and when adopted shall 
cause the same to be printed for distribution 
among the members of this association only.” 

In defining the term “booksellers,” the or¬ 
ganization decided that such are “ dealers in 
books only, or principally books and stationery 
only, drugs, books and stationery only and 
newsdealers.” 

The name of the new organization is the 
Central Booksellers’ Association, and it in¬ 
cludes among its members the pubhshers, 
jobbers and dealers in this and neighboring 
cities. 

Mr. Joseph E. Cushing, as chairman of the 
special committee to nominate ofidcers, report¬ 
ed the following gentlemen as permanent 
officers, viz.: A. C. Barnes, President; P. M. 
Hale, Secretary and Treasm-er; Walter S. 
Appleton, J. S. Baker, Charles T. Dfllingham, 
Executive Committee; William Lee, Boston, 
Isaac B. Sheldon, New York, Edmund Claxton, 
Philadelphia, Abitration Committee. 

The recommendations were adopted and the 
officers as proposed duly elected. 

The President, in assuming the chair, in a 
few well chosen remarks promised to do his 
duty in the position to which he was chosen. 
On motion of Mr. James Miller, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the temporary officers. 

On motion of Mr. Cushing, the Executive 
Committee was instructed to report a schedule 
of discounts at the next meeting of the associ¬ 
ation, which is to take place in about two 
weeks. . 

Messrs. Lee, Claxton, Sheldon and others ad¬ 
dressed the meeting, after which the assembly 
adjourned. The greatest good to the book 
trade is augured from this new organization. 


M. Jean Desvignes recommends, in i’Jm- 
prirtierie for August, the use of a little glycer¬ 
ine in the water employed for wetting down 
paper; the advantages are that the paper does 
not dry so fast and need not be wetted so 
heavily, while the ink dries faster and looses 
less of its brilliancy. For paper used in litho¬ 
graphy it is said to be especially beneficial 
English readers will of course bear in mind 
that the author is speaking of French paper, 
and that most French paper is unsized.

STATIONERY, PAST AND PRESENT. 


There is no single line of trade which has 
within the past few generations spread hito 
such manifold ramifications and grown to such 
increased dimensions as the department of 
stationery. The character of the stationer’s 
stock in the last century is described in the 
autobiography of Dr. Franklin. After the 
printing establishment, which Franklm had 
set up with his former fellow-journeyman, 
had been going on some time and began to 
prosper, they added a stock of stationer’s 
goods to their business. The importing sta¬ 
tioners trusted willingly the striving young 
printer, who had lived in London, and written 
for the booksellers, and was the companion of 
all the thinking and book-loving young men of 
Philadelphia; and yet attended to his business 
so well that he wheeled his paper home in a 
wheelbarrow, and was always at work in the 
composing room early in the morning before 
the neighbors were up. 

At that day a stock of stationery embraced 
no more than a couple of grades of writing 
paper, quills for isens, wax, ink, and a few 
chapmens’ books. If, while thinking of the 
thriving little shop of Meredith & Frankl in , 
Philadelphia, 1730, one should stray at random 
into one of the leading book and stationery 
establishments of any of our inland cities, in 
what magnitude does the progress of this 
trade present itself to the mind! In the win¬ 
dows and show-cases a hundred costly articles 
lie, of rich materials of leather, wood, glass, 
metal, in whose elaborate workmanship may 
be seen traces of the art of all ages, some of 
them brought from beyond the sea, but many 
of them the products of our native manufac¬ 
ture. All along the shelves, which stretch the 
length of the store and reach up to the ceiling, 
stand, briUiantly lettered and bound in niim- 
bei'less fashions, in comely array, the litera¬ 
ture of the world, issued from the presses of 
our great publishing houses. In the drawers 
below are the writing papers of a hundred 
styles, grades, colors, sizes, turned out from 
the mills of our country, of England, and of 
Prance; and then the pens of every make, 
shape and material, the pencils, the writing 
fiuids, the rubbers, rules, wafers—it would 
take all day to enumerate the different articles 
contained in those drawers—wliich must be 
kept in a constant supply for the furniture of 
coimting houses, the equipment of the school¬ 
boy, and the gratification of the myriad shift¬ 
ing fancies and fashions which our ladies are 
fond of entertaining in respect to their papet- 
eries, and for meeting the passing customs in 
the conventionalities of social intercourse. 

A glance through the pages of Henry Bain- 
bridge’s illustrated catalogue of stationery is a 
revelation of the advancement in the manufac¬ 
ture of stationers’ goods. Almost every article 
described there is an invention of the most 
modern times, and they all show in their work¬ 
manship the rapidly extending tendency of 
our day toward the artistic in manufactures, 
the employment of the forms of .art and prin¬ 
ciples of beauty in articles of daily use. There 
are seen inkstands, for example, of the most 
various and manifold patterns, showing forms 
which would not have been dreamt of in con¬ 
nection with an inkstand a few years ago. 
The minor appliances which have been in¬ 
vented for facilitating the mechanical pro¬ 
cesses and the orderly arrangement of busmess 
are innumerable, and are constantly increas¬ 
ing. The paper-fasteners, punches, eyelets. 


bill files and clips, the check cutters, envelope 
cases, calendars, bulletin boards, card racks, 
billhead boxes, letter delivery boxes, the file 
holders, files and binders, the arm rests, paper 
weights and pen racks in their numberless 
varieties and combinations, the labels and tags 
for merchandise, the cash boxes, folders and 
paper cutters, the various conveniences for 
memora]ida, and the printed blanks in all their 
variety, aU form a legion which is forever in¬ 
creasing, of commercial commodities which 
have spi'ung into being to meet the wants and 
uses of our day. 

The more widespread cultivation of drawing 
and the improvements in the tools of that art 
require the stationer to keep a considerable 
line of goods, such as drawing, tracmg, water 
color, monochromatic and crayon papers, bris- 
tol boards, and the various needful pencils, 
crayons, coloi’S, &c., for the use of those who 
practice artistic accomplishments. 

A few years ago nearly all the writing ma¬ 
terials and articles of kindi’od uses were brought 
over from Europe. How there is no article of 
any importance belonging to this department, 
which is not manufactured in good enough 
grades for every practical pui’pose, if not in the 
finest qualities, in the United States. 

That incalculably valuable invention, copy¬ 
ing ink, has added a considerable list of articles 
to the stock which the stationer must provide. 
The copying press, the brush and bowl, and 
the new copying press tables, which are indis¬ 
pensable for the proper performance of the 
process, form so many entirely new branches 
of manufacturing. 

Writing papers are turned out by our New 
England miiia which are as even in color and 
thickness, and which take the ink as well as 
the best English or French goods. Our gold 
pens are the best in the world, and our steel 
pens stand next to the English. The best 
American writing pencils now leave little to 
desire, and claim to be as good as any compo¬ 
sition pencils made.

Mr. Hai’ry Bogart, the excellent landlord, 
surpassed himself in the preparation of the 
viands, which were first-class in every respect. 
Toasts were drunk in champagne, and the 
guests remained until a late hour enjoying 
their wine and cigars, and listening to speeches 
and singing. The latter was contributed by 
the Gray Brothers, Messrs. Ketchum, Banta, 
Fullerton, and Beebe, and was cpiite the fea¬ 
ture of the entertainment.

MANUFACTURES OF PAPER. 

Duties to be Imposed on them—Letter to the 
Appraiser of Merchandise at New York. 

The following letter to Appraiser Darling re¬ 
fers to the duty on the manufacture of paper: 


Sir: It appears that some niisapiirchcnsion exists 
in regard to the distinction made by the Department 
in the present conskuction of the duty on manuiac- 
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tiires of paper, printed matter, engravings, &c. It 
is not designed to change essentially the classifica¬ 
tion and rates of duty heretofore imposed on these 
articles with the single exception, perhaps, that the 
abatement often per centum to some extent allowed 
previous to the act of June 22,1873, is not admitted 
under the construction necessarily given to the 
terms of that act. The rates imposed now are, 
therefore, on printed matter twenty-five per cent, ad 
valorem, withoiit reduction on engravings. Prints, 
printed figures, and illustrations, printed not from 
type, but from designs or plates, whether colored or 
uncolored, all remain as heretofore—twenty-live per 
cent, ad valoi-em, without the reduction of ten per 
cent. Embossed paper, stamped and in various ways 
manufactured; also heavy cards of various forms 
and for further ornamentation in a variety of way s 
have been declared to be properly classified as man¬ 
ufactures of paper at thirty-five per cent, ad valorem, 
less ten per cent. The distinction between the arti¬ 
cles properly to be classed as manufactures of paper 
and those which are engravings, or assimilated to 
engi’avings, prints or assimilated to prints, printed 
matter or assimilated to printed matter, is some¬ 
what diflicult to determine, and it is the intention 
of the Department to construe such classification 
liberally, and not impose the duty prescribed for 
manufactures of paper on articles other than those 
which constitute a change in the form of the paper. 
Printing on it with type or by impression or design, 
through the use of plates, does not effect such 
change. Where several sheets of paper are pressed 
together for embossing, such as heavy cards or other 
like articles, the rate applied to manufactures of 
paper should be imposed. Labels ordinarily known 
and designated as printed labeis, although prepared 
for affixing to any surface by some adhesive sub¬ 
stance, are properly to be classed as printed matter.

Special departments of paper manufacture, 
as tints and reps, have increased largely 
during the year, and this, too, has affected 
Avhite paper. The manufacturing and jobbing 
houses in envelopes and initial stationery in 
this city have had a 3mar of remarkable in¬ 
crease. The Powers Paper Company and the 
Morgan Envelope Company have enlarged 
their business and production greatly, and 
working at fullest capacity are behind orders. 
The Springfield Envelope Company was never 
busier, and is running more machinery and 
turning out more goods than a year ago. The 
Powers Pajaer Company, since the Appletons 
went out of that line, at their recent sales, is 
the acknowledged head of the business in the 
countrj’-, and its connections have ^spread all 
over the countiy .—Springfield Eepuhliean. 

The Springfield Union reviews the jobbing 
paper trade as follows: 

“The wholesale trade of the city in iiaper, 
general stationery and notions, which go to¬ 
gether very largely, amounts to fully $2,500,000, 
even in dull times. Our dealers have held 
their ground by hard work, but the work has 
been done, and the result in many cases is a 
gratifying increase. The financial exhibit of 
one firm, taken month by month, shows that 
in October last the sales were $10,000 ahead of 
the previous year. November and December, 
pre-eminently the panic months, showed a fall¬ 
ing off of $10,000 and $12,000 respectively, but 
in Januaiy business picked up a little, and 
there was an increase in sales of $16,000 over 
January 1873. During March and April trade 
simply held its own, with not a difference of 
$1,000 either way, but May shows a gain of 
$8,000. The Jime sales were $5,000 ahead, 
July $10,000, and August $9,000, while Septem¬ 
ber bids fair to show the astonishing increase 
of $28,000. This trade has only ^been secured 
and held by extra efforts, the company above 
mentioned having ten men on the road against 
six one year ago. Not only does Springfield 
paper go all over the country, but one enter¬ 
prising house has just concluded aiTangements 
for shipping large quantities of manillas to 
England. The idea of a Yankee house export¬ 
ing toilet papers to London is rather amusing. 

“The general book and stationery trade of 
the city, including the kindred business in pic¬ 
tures, frames and the like, has been as good as 
in former years, and in some instances better, 
but more fluctuating. More fancy note papers 
have been sold than ever before, as the num¬ 
berless new styles with which the market has 
has been flooded have proved an irresistible 
attraction to fair purchasers. June was the 
busiest month in the year, while the August 
trade, usually little counted on, proved much 
better than last year.”

THE CHICAGO EXHIBITION. 

[From a Special Correspondent.'] 

Chicago, October 1, 1874. 
To the Editor of the Stationer: 

The Exposition is now in its third week, and from 
present indicatious will be a financial success. Of 
late there has been a marked improvement in the 
attendance. Last Aveek the grangers came to town 
in large numbers, and on Saturday the vast building 
was crowded. The number of visitors through the 
day is claimed to have been 40,000, but 30,0001 think 
is a very liberal estimate. The Chicago papers gush 
with enthusiasm, and declare with all the exaggera¬ 
tion characteristic of Chicago journalism, that their 
show has never been equaled in this country. They 
are strangely reticent about the Cincinnati Exposi¬ 
tion, but that institution they probably regard as 
beneath their notice. 

Tlie booksellers and stationers are all to be foun il 
in the gallery on the east side, and whatever may be 
the merits or demerits of the Exposition, the display 
of goods by them is in every way creditable to the 
branches of trade they repi’esent. 

W. B. Kean, Cooke & Co. make a very attractive 
display of books and stationery. Their goods are 
arranged with excellent taste in handsome show 
cases. Although there is not a large number of 
books, those exhibited are beautifully bound, and 
cannot fail to attract the attention of all who ad¬ 
mire rich, elegant and durable binding. There arc 
two books that would gladden the heart of an anti¬ 
quarian, namely, a black letter copy of the Brughes 
Bible, published A. D. 1611, Avhich challenges atten¬ 
tion; it is in a wonderfully preserved condition. 
The other is a fine copy ot the second edition of 
King James’ Bible. It is very old and rare, being 
published A. D. 1613. Both these ancient treasures 
are in a beautiful case, and enjoy the company of 
several richly bound copies of the Bible, which, al¬ 
though they cannot boast of longevity, are doubtless 
of greater value to ordinary mortals. There are 
several beautiful specimens of fine books, among 
Avhich is a Hogarth in antique binding.! The com¬ 
plete Avorks of Thackeray in true calf binding Avould 
be a valuable acquisition to any library. They are 
elegant specimens of true calf binding. There 
are also Dickens’ and Irving’s Avorks exquisitely 
bound. The firm exhibit some fine samples of visit¬ 
ing cards, and there are many other features of the 
display made by Kean, Cooke & Co., Avhich I AA'ould 
delight to notice did time permit. 

Adjoining Kean, Cooke & Co. areMessrs. Jansen & 
McClurg. The exhibition made by this Avell-known 
firm is all that could be desired. Having the largest 
and most Amried assortment of books in the city, 
they have aimed to show in a limited space tlie char¬ 
acter of their business, and convey some idea of the 
extensive publishing business they carry on. Back 
of the splendid shoAV cases that extend along the 
entire front of their space, is a large stock of station¬ 
ery and books; the books are their OAvn publication. 
The books and stationery are in solid and compact 
columns, and this arrangement gives to all a massive 
appearance, that adds greatly to the perfection of 
the entii-e display. Their flue and ornamental bound 
volumes are arranged with great taste. Two small 
volumes, the titles of which have unfortunately 
escaped my mind, are the most perfect specimens of 
true calf binding 1 ever saw. Among other things 
that attracted pay special attention are two volumes, 
the “ Baronial Halls of England.” They are bound 
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in Morocco, and are exquisite. “The Sermon on 
the Mount,” in antique binding, is very beautiful in 
all its brilliant colors. The Goethe gallery by Wil¬ 
helm Raulbach is also very elegant. In arich Morocco 
case are a Bible and prayer book from the Vienna 
Exposition. They are bound in ivory, and the price 
for them is $175. A small prayer book in tortoise 
shell covers, worth $36, is, in my opinion, even more 
beautiful than the former. “ The Trial of Professor 
Swing,” and “ Truths of To-day,” by Swing, but pub¬ 
lished by Jansen & McClurg, and neatly boimd and 
gotten up in first-class style, are in great demand. 

Hadley Bros, exhibit a great variety of fine books 
in rich binding, and elegantly illustrated. One 
great object ol interest is an old Bible published dur¬ 
ing Queen Elizabeth’s reign. It is 300 years old and 
in excellent condition. Among the fine books wor¬ 
thy of mention is the “ Luck of Roaring Camp,” and 
other stories, elegantly bound and illustrated. Had- 
ly Bros, exhibit some fine Bibles and a large assort¬ 
ment of school books. 

J. W. Middleton, stationer and blank book manu¬ 
facturer, has some excellent specimens of his own 
work in binding. There are three enormous indi¬ 
vidual ledgers, that are perfect in style and finish. 

Moses Warren, publisher, exhibits some very 
handsome bound and illustrated books. 

Emerson & Scott, retail stationers, deserve credit 
for the taste displayed in the arrangement of their 
goods. A handsome show case contains a fine as¬ 
sortment of fancy paper of every description, also 
an infinite variety of articles that come under the 
name of stationery. 

Bound not to be out-done, the Sanford Ink Com- 
])any are in the field and make a very creditable dis- 
l)lay of different kinds of ink made by them. A 
show case contains many kinds of sealing wax of 
their own manufacture, also mucilage. Their goods 
are tastefully arranged. 

Culver, Page & Hoyne have the largest space of all. 
They make an elegant display of stationery of every 
description. A prominent attraction is their num¬ 
bering machines, of Avhich they are proprietors, and 
which will eventually be in great demand. The de¬ 
partment devoted to games is admirably arranged. 
In the foreground gleams a set of Chivalrie, set out 
according to the prescribed rules. It is worth $500. 
Arranged in half diamond shape, and partially en¬ 
closing the Chivalrie, are games of every descrip¬ 
tion. Too much praise cannot be awarded to Mr. 
Lanigan, (a clerk witli Culver, Page & Iloyne) to 
whom the arrangement of this department Avas in¬ 
trusted. He has shown great taste, and it could 
not have been done better. I must not omit to state 
that Culver, Page & Hoyne have the finest lot of 
blank books in the Exposition. They are fresh from 
the binder, and for Avorkmanship and durability can 
not be surpassed. 

The display made by the booksellers and station¬ 
ers in the Chicago Exi>osition of 1874 is in every re¬ 
spect Avorthy of the highest praise. E. M. D.

fas STAx^ OF TRADE. 

As regards genfel-al trade, opinions- differ, 
and each editorial expert has his special theory 
about financial affairs, and the prospects of 
business for the future. The bulk of opinion, 
however, seems to be that general trade is im¬ 
proving. In our special industry the future is 
hopeful. The exhibit, published in another 


column, of the stationery business at Spring- 
field, shows that dealers in that locality have 
held their ground in spite of the panic, and 
business, though more fluctuating than in 
former years, has not fallen much behind. 


TRADE SECRETS. 

One meets mercantile men every httle while 
who are opposed to trade journals, on the 
ground that they disclose valuable business 
secrets, and do harm by taking away from es¬ 
tablished firms the benefit of then- experience, 
and by giving to others for a trifling sum what 
has cost them years of time and large sums of 
money to acquire. This argument, however, 
is specious. Even if it were true in a few cases, 
it is no more than right that the many should 
be benefited at the expense of the few. In 
reality, however, eveiy person is benefited by 
a trade journal, no matter how much he may 
know;besides, there is a great deal of humbug 
about trade secrets. In these days of investi¬ 
gation few methods for manufacturing can be 
kept from the knowledge of the world. Strug- 
•gle as he wiU, the manufacturer or merchant 
can not keep his special secret from the pub- 
hc, and his only safety is in getting a patent 
for it, if such be possible. 

A trade journal which gains the confidence 
of its readers, becomes the receptacle of vol¬ 
umes of information, which could not be ob¬ 
tained in any other way, and which is service¬ 
able to every reader. No man knows as much 
as an entire community, and the collective in¬ 
formation of a whole trade far exceeds the ac¬ 
cumulated experience of an individual life time. 
It is therefore the hight of assumption to re¬ 
fuse to support a trade journal, for such rea¬ 
sons as those just named. 


POSTAL CARDS. 

It will interest both stationers and paper- 
makers to know what effect the introduction 
of postal cards has had on the consumption of 
paper. Up to date there have been about one 
hundred millions of these cards made, most of 
which have gone into consumption. A large 
number have been used in cases where but for 
their existence no communication at all would 
have been made, and so they cannot be said to 
have wholly been used as a substitute for writ¬ 
ing paper. Where their competition has been 
most felt has been in their extensive use for 
circulars, for which they are specially fitted. 
Here, however, they have replaced book and 
news paper as weU as fine writing. It is safe 
to estimate one mihion postal cards as equiva¬ 
lent to the same number of half sheets of note 
paper of medium weight, or say three tons and 
one-eighth. This would make the total pro¬ 
duct to date equal to about two hundred tons 
in round numbers, allowing for those which 
have not replaced any other writing materi¬ 
als. This would barely equal the product of 
the fine mills at Holyoke for five days, and it 
is certainly not enough to cause any alarm. 
We doubt if through the competition of postal 
cards the consumption of fine paper has been 
lessened one hundred tons, while we believe it 
has indirectly stimulated the consumption of 
the latter. In this connection we may state 


that the consumption of envelopes has not been 
affected by the introduction of postal cards at 
all. 

This reasoning is confirmed by official post- 
office reports from abroad. In Germany letter 
correspondence increased instead of diminish¬ 
ing after the introduction of postal cards. The 
circulation of letters, which was 205,000,000 in 
1870, grew in 1871, the year after the introduc¬ 
tion of postal cards, to 240,000,000. In Eng¬ 
land, in a like manner, the year after the in¬ 
troduction of postal cards, while as many as 
7.5,000,000 of the cards pased through the office, 
the number of letters transmitted was 52,000,000 
more than in the year preceding. In Switzer¬ 
land, and in other countries, as maybe seen by 
reference to No. 26 of The Stationer, the es¬ 
tablishment of the postol card system was fol¬ 
lowed by an increase instead of a diminution 
in the letter circulation. 


When trade is languishing, the business man 
should not abandon all effort nor remain 
supine, but he should rather gird up his loins, 
and while conducting his business with great 
care and prudence, yet avail himself of every 
chance to turn an honest penny. Every ener¬ 
getic business man ought especially to adver¬ 
tise all the more in these times, and neglect no 
agency for pushing his business. When the 
wind is light and the sky clear, the mariner 
does not reef his sails and wait for a gale; but 
he spreads the more canvas that he may at 
least secure steerage way and keep to his 
course. Am ong business men there is too 
much disposition, in times like these, to neg¬ 
lect to stimulate trade. The consequences are, 
they do little, and get little, and their worst 
fears are realized. 


’ The attention of the trade is solicited to the 
advantages offered by The American Sta¬ 
tioner for bringing notices, catalogues and 
other information before the trade, rather 
than by circulars. If anyone wUl calculate 
the difference between the cost of a card in 
our columns, and the expense of printing 
and mafiing ten thousand circulars, it wiU be 
found that the former is decidedly the most 
economical method of reaching the trade. 
Everyone knows from his own experience that 
not one circular in ten is read; whereas a news¬ 
paper, and especially a trade journal, is care¬ 
fully scanned by every subscriber. A little 
ciphering and reflection may save a consider¬ 
able sum in this way. 


It is a good sign to see a man early at his 
office. “Keep thy shop, and thy shoji will 
keep thee,” was the wise saying of Poor 
Richard; and when he is to be found every 
morning hard at work at his desk it inspires 
confidence in his customers, and respect from 
every one. _ 

An old retail stationer in New York remark¬ 
ed lately in reply to a question, “ What change 
had taken place in the stationery business of 
late years ? ” that, whereas there had been a 
great increase in the consumption of all kinds 
of stationery, he did not think the public were 
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willing to pay a decent price for goods. They 
wanted a better quality of articles, but they 
wouldn’t pay a fair sum for them, and hence it 
was discouraging to try to please them. We 
should like to know if this is the opinion of 
other members of the trade ? 


The edition of The Amebican Stationek for 
October 23, will be an unusually large one.

JEFF. DAVIS’S PHOTOGRAPH ALBUM. 

Wlien Jeff. Davis was confined in Fortress 
Monroe, one E. D. Moore, an Iowa soldier, who 
was one of the guard, stole from him a photo¬ 
graph album, containing family photographs 
and those of his staff and distinguished con¬ 
federates with him. Although every effort 
was made, it could not be discovered at the 
time who had taken the book. Some time in 
August D. E. Moore mailed a letter from Wa¬ 
terloo, Iowa, to some person at Erie, Pa., offer¬ 
ing the album for sale, fixing the price at $45, 
this being the price Moore claimed Barnum 
had on a previous occasion offered him. The 
Erie man, instead of responding to Moore, 
sent the letter to Jefferson Davis. Davis wrote 
to ex-Senator George W. Jones, of Iowa, at 
Dubuque, sending him the letter and asking 
him to get the album, if possible. Moore was 
found in Iowa County, and the album seized 
from him under a writ of replevin by an offi¬ 
cer. The trial as to the right of the property 
was postponed until the 1.5th inst., in order to 
give Mr. Davis time to furnish the evidence of 
his right and title to it.—Charleston {S. G.) News 
and Courier. 


QUERIES AND REPLIES. 

Q. Please give me a good recipe for sym¬ 
pathetic ink. A. Letters written with diluted 
prussiate of potash become visible when moist¬ 
ened with a solution of sulphate of iron. 

See Scientifie American, vol. 30, p. 90, for 
directions about gilding picture frames. Book¬ 
binders use glue, sometimes tempered with a 
little molasses. 


The Ligneographic Process has frequently 
been attempted, with very equivocal success. 
Mr. Woodford Fawcett, of 14 Aldersgate street, 
has, however, made such a decided advance, 
that he has succeeded in utilizing a process 
that has heretofore been without commercial 
value. He has patented his improvements by 
means of which he produces colored pictures 
upon wood panels with as much exactitude as 


those that are printed in the best style of litho¬ 
graphy. We have seen his specimens and they 
deserve great praise. He offers his process 
for show cards and for the' ornamentation of 
ships’ cabins, pui-poses for which they are ad¬ 
mirably adapted, especially as they are faced 
with a very hard and transparent varnish, or 
composition, that enables them to be washed 
and rewashed with impunity. It is well that 
om- friends should know of this process, so 
that they may suggest its adoption when in- 
quii’ies are made for novel modes of advertis¬ 
ing. We would also advise manufacturing 
stationers to adopt lineography for the covers 
of writing-cases, and for the decoration of 
glove boxes, stationery cabinets, and kindred 
articles. We shall watch with interest the 
progress of Mr. Fawcett’s new introduction. 

Last month a very pleasing and interesting 
occurrence took place at the firm of Armitage 
& Ibbettson, lithographers, Bradford, viz., the 
presentation of a testimonial to Mr. A. 
Reid, late their foreman in the lithographic 
printing department of the establishment, a 
miich respected servant, who was leaving the 
firm after long service. The gift was enhanced 
by the fact that not only masters and men 
contributed to it, but that the little hands 
(boys and girls) begged to be allowed to con¬ 
tribute their “mites” to the fund. Mr. Reid 
can show an unbroken service of eighteen 
years, with respect gained by all he has 
come in contact with. The testimonial con¬ 
sisted of a handsome time-piece, and a pair of 
bronze statuettes. 

In making writing ink C. G. Suyerkerbuyk 
& J. G. Koning digest for twenty-four hours 
at low heat, in one dish, 350 grammes powder¬ 
ed nut-galls with half a litre of alcohol of 83 
degrees, and in another 90 grammes ferrous 
sulphate and 90 grammes gum Arabic with 
half a litre distilled water. Mix the two 
liquids slowly, allow to stand for eight days, 
strain, and add three or four drops of vanadic 
acid. This ink will neither thicken nor mold.

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TRADE IN THE WEST. 

A New York traveler who has just returned 
home, reports business as being very much 
better in the country than in New York, the 
fall season having commenced earlier there 
than here. The folks are buying fairly, but 
cautiously, having a wholesome fear of past 
experience in overbuying; a most healthy 
symptom. Money, which had been very 
scarce throughout the summer, was becoming 
more abundant and easy, and everything gen¬ 
erally beginning to wear the aspect of having 
come down, however reluctantly, to hard pan. 
Most aU expect a good, but not extravagant, 
fall trade, and for the following spring a still 
better one, based on a good sohd foundation. 
May the good work prosper, and “ may we all 
be there to see!” 


BROADWAY TOY MERCHANTS. 

Perhaps the most interesting individuals to 
be met on Broadway are the sidewalk toy 
dealers. They are mostly foreigners, and men 
of considerable inventive talent. Their stock 
is often large, and they are painstaking in ex¬ 
hibiting their wares to the passers-by. Strang¬ 
ers, especially country visitors, are their prin¬ 
cipal customers, who flock around their stands 
in crowds. It is curious to observe how in¬ 
tently these miniature merchants watch the 
movements of their automatons and other ap¬ 
pliances. They seem as if fascinated by their 
movements, and watch for the millionth time 
the gyrations of some gymnastic doU in the 
most curious manner. Then- sales are often 
very large, and many of them are quite weU- 
to-do. 


FRENCH JEWELRY. 

One of the causes of thepopularity of French 
jewelry in aU markets in the world was the 
superior quality of the material used. A re¬ 
cent discussion m the Chambers confirms tliis 
opinion. 

In order to give a larger field for this indus¬ 
try and to keep up the competition with other 
countries as regards price, it was proposed to 
allow the manufacture of different standards 
of jewelry. This proposition was not agreed 
to by the Assembly, who thought that one of 
the chief causes of the high estimation of 
French jewelry was its intrinsic worth, and 
that it would not be serving the interests of 
this industry to take away from it the guaran¬ 
tee required by law. 

The standard gold is eighteen carat, and it is 
not allowed to be lower. The value of the 
jewelry produced in France is not less than 
five millions sterhng per annum, and of this 
quantity one and one-half millions are for ex¬ 
port, representing 44,000 pounds weight of 
manufactured jewelry. 

The country that produces most is assuredly 
Germany, which manufactures for export 
about 180,000 pound annually, but it is in gen¬ 
eral only an imitation of French designs, and 
the standard is much inferior, falling as low as 
twelve carats. 


Silk paper is allowed to float for a httle time 
on the surface of an aqueous solution of shel¬ 
lac in borax, and then dried in the air. By 
the admixture of a small quantity of an ani- 
hne color with the borax, colored papers are 
obtained.

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HINTS ON TAKING ORDERS. 

(Continued.) 

It may be that your prices are higher than 
those of other printers, and, it is presumed, 
for necessary reasons. Inform your objector 
tliat printing is like other merchandise, like 
iron or flour or cloth, some qualities of which 
are worth twice as much as others. Yet while 
worth twice as much, the difference in appear 
auce to an inexpert is often barely noticeable. 
Tell him tliat the comparison of competing 
prices, for work yet to be done, is not a fair 
comparison. The workmanship and material 
of one printer may be worth more than that 
of another, as he would readily admit on exa¬ 
mination, and that the higher priced would 
yield the least proflt and be worth most 
money. Assure him, as you probably can, 
that your price is no more than is just for 
good workmanship and mateihal, for speed, 
care and intelligent supervision of competent 
workmen, and responsibility for errors and 
accidents, which can seldom be the conditions 
under which the cheapest work is done. TeU 
him, that to carry on the printing business in 
a proper manner, satisfactory both to the 
customer and to the proprietor, it is necessary 
to pursue a liberal policy; that low prices can¬ 
not give all the customer needs; that prices are 
not everything. The printer whose prices are 
lowest, must, of necessity, be chary of every 
expense in time or material. New or modern 
faces of type, tasteful composition, clear and 
bright presswork, promptness in the execution 
of orders, and general attendance to his varied 
interests, are rather more important, in many, 
if not in most cases, than low prices. Those 
who have the most printing to do, find out 
sooner or later that a printer who is just to 
himself can afford to be liberal to them in his 
method of doing work. He may charge more 
for his work, but he wiU probably do it both 
quicker and better. With some persons, these 
observations will have influence; with others 
they wiU not. 

Do not make prices unusually high, even 
where they can be had. It is impolitic as well 
as unjust. AU the profit that can be had by 
too high prices, is more than offset by the 
damaging reputation that will be earned. 

If you have agreed with a customer to do a 
piece of work at a certain price, and subse¬ 
quently find that it will cost more than you 
expected, stand by your bargain, and accept 
your loss. Neither try to cheapen the work, 
nor to get an extra allowance, nor yet make 
any complaint. Be content with notifying 
the customer what your price will be for fu¬ 
ture orders of the same kind. 

If you do work badly, and wish to avoid its 
total loss, make a liberal reduction in the 
charge. Do not wait to be told of it nor justi¬ 
fy it, nor higgle about it. You will make bet¬ 
ter terms by voluntary concession, than by 
contention. 

Be careful in altering prices by percentage, 
especially in making a reduced price. If paper 
is sold at an advance of 25 per cent, on cost, it 
requires a reduction of but 20 per cent, from 
this selling to restore it to the first cost: ($4.00 
-!-25 per cent.—$5.00, $.5.00—20 per cent.=$4.00) 
The frequency of this error should be consid¬ 
ered as a sufficient excuse for the re-statement 
of so simple a rule of arithmetic. 

When you are requested to §ive a price for 
a very large quantity of work, it will be pru¬ 
dent to give at the same time price for a small 
quantity. The reason for difference in price 
between large and small q^uantities is but im¬ 
perfectly understood by the public, and you 
will be expected to print a small number at 
the price of a large number, unless you make 
distuict prices for each at the outset.—De Vinne’s 
Printers' Price List.

The pencil mill at Castleton is turning out 
20,000 slate pencils a day, and the production 
is to be doubled soon.

It is said that the Union Knife Factory, at 
Naugatuck, Cohn., makes more pocket cutlery 
than any other in the country. 

A gentleman, who called on us a week ago, 
reports having met a host of drummers on 
the way from Chicago to New York. 

The American Toy Company, or Cromwell 
and Forrestville, Conn., has been adjudged 
hanki’upt upon petition of creditors. 

English writing papers, we learn, are super¬ 
seding French papers in France to a great ex¬ 
tent, simply on account of their superior qual¬ 
ity. 

Messrs. Hunt & Congdon, of Philadelphia, 
have ceased jobbing books, and will devote 
theii* whole attention to stationery and station¬ 
ers’ fancy goods. 

A co 2 Tespondent from Baltimore wi’ites to 
inquire the address of the agent for the Tinten 
Cartons or ink-producing papers, which he is 
much pleased with. 

IngaUs & Co., of Newark, N. J., have one of 
the largest book and stationery stores in the 
vicinity of New York. Mr. Thistle is the junior 
member of the firm. 

The coming social season promises to be a 
lively one, and the demand for stationery for 
invitation and other kind of visiting cards 
&c., promises to be large. 

The Springfield jobbers have increasd their 
field of opei-ations very largely during the 
year, and now cover the entire Union, for 
Springfield drummers are to be found in every 
State, 

The bankrupt estate of the G, W. Brown 
Toy Manufacturing Company, at PorrestviUe, 
was sold at auction to New York parties for 
$14,000 the other day. The original cost of the 
works was $40,000. 

We learn from a St. Paul paper, that Mr. W. 
S. Combs, who formerly had the largest book¬ 
selling and stationery establishment in that 
city, has just sold out his business to Mr. James 
Dudley, an experienced bookseller. 

The holidays will soon be here, and Christ¬ 
mas and New Year stationery wiU be in 
season. The English trade journals contain 
full descriptions of these cards, many of which 
are pretty, as well as maiwelously cheap. They 
are in every style of art, Grecian, Moorish, 


Chinese, Egyptian. One of the prettiest styles 
is a card containing two lappets, which, when 
pushed, form the handle to a boquet, while 
various groups of flowers are forced up by 
the same movement, forming a miniature 
boquet. 

C. W. Holbrook & Co., at Windsor Locks, 
Conn., have resumed work. Some of the em¬ 
ployes have been out of work since last 
winter. The product of this mill is school 
furniture, globes, book clamps, etc. 

The Black Lead Works of Morse Brothers, of 
Canton, Mass., cover two acres of ground. 
The Messrs. Morse are manufacturers of the 
“Rising Sim” stove polish, lumberman’s pen¬ 
cils, and a lubricator into which plumbago 
largely enters. 

We were lately shown the very unique 
cards for celebrating the tin wedding of Mr. 
Horsford, at Westfield, N, J., on the 5th ult. 
They were made of tin foil; the reading- 
matter being in gilt letters, while the inclosing 
envelope was of silver paper. 

The following expresses the signification of 
turning down the corner of a visiting card, 
when the words are not printed on the back: 
Visite would occupy the right hand upper cor¬ 
ner; Felicitation the left upper; Oondoleanee 
the left lower; and Adieu the lower right. 

C. P. Brown has resumed the manufacture 
of penholders, having made arrangements 
with the New England News Company to re¬ 
ceive and dispose of his goods. His penholders 
are of the pen discharging kind, by y^hich an 
inky pen can be removed without soiling the 
fingers. - 

Texas claims to have one of the finest book¬ 
stores in the whole Western country, situated 
in Galveston, and occupied by Mr. J. E. Mason, 
who commenced business in 1865 on a capital 
of $350, from which he has built up a business 
which has netted him $70,000 clear profit in 
about eight years. 

The Friends’ Book Association of Philadel¬ 
phia, have opened their new store at 706 Arch 
street, in that city, tmder the management of 
Walton & Co. The association was incorpor¬ 
ated last year. They make a specialty of 
Friends’ books, and do a general business in 
books and stationery. 

From fifteen to twenty hands are employed 
m the bone and ivory works of Carlton J. 
Bates, in Chester, Conn., and large quantities 
of goods are turned out. The material used 
here consists of the lower shank or shin bone 
from beef cattle; also, the scrap and waste 
ivory from the comb and piano key manufac¬ 
tories. 

While happening to drop in at R. Snyder’s 
on John street, lately, we were shown an in¬ 
teresting sample book, made by Mr. Snyder, 
which contained every different style of order 
which he has executed since he has been in 
the business. Many of these are quite inter¬ 
esting, and as a whole, the collection is quite 
unique. 

Arthur C. Marsh, traveling for Thos. Nelson 
& Sons, carries an assortment of church 
books, Bibles and prayers, which make one 
wish for huge wealth, to be able to buy all the 
exquisite sets he so tastily displays. His as¬ 
sortment of ivory bound books is simply 
superb. The elephant, who gave the ivory, 
never dreamed of having his product shine in 
such glorious handiwork, which no lover of 


art can fail to appreciate. A small 16m0. 
Bible of rather modest pretentions, is valued 
at $67, and a set of the same size, consisting of 
a Bible and common prayer, is valued at $125. 
It does one’s heart good to see the taste of our 
people improving. 

For the latest and most popular form of tea 
party cards are issued with “ Kettle-drum ” in 
the corner, either for one day or several days 
during the month. The word is derived from 
Timbale, a drinking cup, used by the ancients, 
and which also means a kettle-drum. These 
cups, as used of old, were oftentimes of silver 
or gold. 

Messrs. Ai’thur K. Brown & Co., stationers, 
of Boston, who since the fire have been located 
at No. 7 Court street, have removed to new 
and commodious quai’ters at 58 Federal street, 
corner of Franklin. Their present facilities for 
manufacturing account books and doing gen¬ 
eral mercantile work are not excelled by any 
house in the city. 

A meeting of the creditors of Wm. H. Piper, 
of Boston, bankrupt, has been held before F. 
W. Palfrey, register in bankruptcy, and pi’oofs 
of debt made; but so large a number of claims 
were disputed, that the meeting adjourned to 
Thursday, the 1st inst., when a compromise 
was effected, and Messrs. H. O. Houghton and 
Chas. A. B. Shepard chosen assignees. 

The first bookbinding of any account in 
America, was that of Bibles. To give the 
reader an idea of the slowness proceeding from 
want of proper system and improved tools, it 
may be said, that the best binder could only 
bind one Bible per day, for which he wanted 
3s. 6d. or 84 cents of our present currency; and 
then he had to supply his own material, 
thread, glue, pasteboard, leather, etc. 

The Van Everen Adjustable Book Covers 
have been in use for a number of years, and 
their usefulness is very generally acknow¬ 
ledged. They are not only cheap, handy, and 
durable book covers, but they afford the dealer 
an economical medium for advertising, his 
card, being neatly printed on each cover. 
Dealers in school-books will find them especi¬ 
ally desirable, as their cheapness permits their 
being put upon every book sold. 

Although the bids for the stamped envelope 
contract were opened by the Postmaster-Gen¬ 
eral at noon, September 18, the work of pre¬ 
cisely figuring out the details of the seven bids 
offered is not yet completed, and so the award 
is not made known. It is unofidcially stated, 
however, that the bidders, ranging from the 
highest to the lowest, were as follows: Wool- 
worth & Graham of New York, George F. 
Nesbitt & Co. of New York, George H. Reay 
of New York, Plympton Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany of Hartford, Morgan Envelope Company, 
GiU & Hayes, and Wilbur R. Ladd of Holyoke'. 
The bid of the Morgan Envelope Company, 
through some inadvertence, was not signed, 
and the representatives of Reay and Nesbitt 
objected to its reception, but the Postmaster- 
General decided to have it read and leave the 
question of informality for future considera¬ 
tion, against which the people above named 
entered a protest. Mr. Morgan offered to sign 
then, but was not allowed to do so, the time 
for filing having passed. Before the bids were 
opened, it was announced that Mr. Reay, who 
now has the contract, stood ready to sell his 
machinery to the successful bidder at a 
reasonable sum, say $200,000.

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PRACTICAL HINTS FOR YOUNG LITHO¬ 
GRAPHERS. 

[From the Printing Times.'] 

Having provided Mmself with the necessary- 
materials, the artist is prepared to commence 
work on the stone;- but first of all he must 
make a complete drawing of the subject on 
paper or cardboard. Then take a piece of or¬ 
dinary tracing-paper and make a perfect 
tracing of the drawing. The French tracing- 
paper is used for photographs, or subjects 
where the drawing is not clear, care being 
taken not to let the oiled side touch the stone. 
Take another piece of tracing-paper and rub 
it over well on one side, with French red conte 
crayon, tmtil completely coated. To prevent 
lumps adhering to it, rub the chalk well -with 
the finger. 

Lay the red side of this tracing-paper on to 
the face of the stone, gumming it .shghtly at 
each corner to insure it keeping its position. 
Take the tracing of the drawing and lay it, 
face dowmvards, on the top of this red tracing- 
paper, and secure it also at the corner with gum. 
Take the hard lead pencil already mentioned, 
or the traciQg-point, and go over all the lines 
of the drawing (which will appear through the 
paper). On removing the two tracing-papers 
it will be found that a perfect copy of the 
dra-wing is down on the stone, in red, and in 
reverse. 

The latter is the object of making two trac¬ 
ings. If the drawing had been made in the 
direction of the original, it would be reversed 
in the printing; biit laying the tracing do-wn 
on its face and drawing on the lines seen 
through has reversed it. 

We have now got a proper tracing in pencil 
on the stone of the work to be drawn. Now 
take the mirror already mentioned, and place 
the drawing in front upside down; then copy 
the same way as the tracing on the stone. 
The next process is to go over the fines with 
the lithographic ink. 

Great care must be taken not to touch the 
face of the stone with the hands or arm, for if 
either come in contact with it, the result, in 
printing, will be an unsightly mark or blot. 
For this reason a sheet of paper may be 
fastened on the stone and torn ofl! gradually 
as it is required to get access to the stone, 
or a sheet of paper may be continually kept 
under the hand. Pellicles falling from the 
hair, or the breath of the artist, will also in¬ 
jure the di-awiug, hence care should be taken 
to avoid this source of danger. 

In drawing, the bi-ush, pen, bow-pen, and 
ruling-pen are aU brought into requisition. 
Circles are made with the bow- pen, straight 
fines with the ruling-pen; other work is done 
with the pen or brush. 

Drawing cannot be taught by precept alone; 
long practice being necessary to acquire it. 
Drawing on stone with the modifications al¬ 
ready named does not much differ from draw¬ 
ing on any other material, but involves much 
greater practice and long and patient perse¬ 
verance. 

In drawing show cards containing large 
letters, the outline may be drawn with the 
pen, and the spaces filled up with the brush.

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HOW TO MAKE RUBBER HAND STAMPS. 

Vulcanized rubber is used, as prepared by 
the manufacturers, and can be procured in 
strips about 3 inches wide and about ^ of an 
inch thick, and of any desired length. The 
name and address should be set up in common 
printing type, and type well oiled; a rim about 
J inch in hight should be placed around the 
form, and dentist’s plaster, mixed to the proper 
consistence, poured in and allowed to set; then 
the plaster cast is separated from the type. A 
piece of the soft vulcanized rubber is then cut 
of the size of the plaster mold and laid upon it, 
and both together are placed in a screw press, 
and heat sufficient to thoroughly soften the 
rubber is applied. The screw is turned down 
hard and left for a short time until the rubber 
is perfectly forced into the mold. After the 
whole is cold, the rubber is separated from the 
model, and any irreg-ularities trimmed off with 
a sharp knife; the rubber stereotype is then 
fastened, with glue or other cement, to a block 
of wood,- and the stamp is r^ady for use. 

- • - -— 

GROWTH OF LITHOGRAPHY. 

Senefelder made his own press and rollers, 
rough-hewed his ov. n s;,one, prepared his own 
ink, traced his own designs on the stone, pre¬ 
pared it, and printed from it; in fact, person¬ 
ally disposed of the copies of his work to the 
publisher. At the present day these operations 
are carried on by more than half a dozen 
different tradesmen. We have the ink-maker, 
the stone importer, the press-maker, the 
roller-maker, the artist or draughtman, the 
printer, and the publisher. 

Each of these callings is again subdivided. 
In the mechanical parts of the trade, for in¬ 
stance, there are various special classes of 
operatives. Some of ^ese confine themselves 
to grinding, polishing, and graining the stones; 
others to etching; others to transferring, others 
to printing. Even the latter are divided into 
chalk printers and line printers, and hundreds 
of men who can work from a polished stone 
can do nothing on a grained stone .—Printing 
Times. ^ 

SOUND SENSE. 

The public possesses money, and is prepared 
to spend it if producers will only come forward 
with saleable goods. People are becoming 
educated, and will not accept rubbish, unless 
it be thoroughly well disguised. Manufactur¬ 
ers- should therefore be alive to this fact, and 
endeavor to issue only such goods as are likely 
. to sell to intelligent persons. Every introduc¬ 
tion that proves a failure has the effect of 
inducing extreme caution, and for this reason 
' commercial travelers should be careful how 
they recommend unsaleable articles .—London 
Stationer. 

To cai-ry on the various manipulations of 
electrotyping successfully and profitably, a 
close knowledge of elementary chemistry and 
the laws of electricity is of paramount import¬ 
ance. A good electrotyper needs more intelli¬ 
gence than the generality of mechanics. He 
should not only be familiar with the above sci¬ 
ences, but also keep himself posted on aU the 
improvements and developments of his pursuit,, 
For beghmers there are some excellent guide 
books, especially those of Smee, Napier, and 
Shaw, the first one being especially a very val¬ 
uable and exhaustive treatise on electro-metal¬ 
lurgy.

A goat is inexpensive rather than agreeable, 
and will live on almost any fodder; but a capri- 
comus in Buffalo was an exception to the rule 
the other day in regard to inexpensiveness. It 
got into the house and had a regular blow out 
on a Panama hat, three linen shirt bosoms, a 
box of cigars, and a part of a partially con¬ 
structed new bonnet. 

Prom all sides we hear but one report, 
namely, that the American public appreciate 
the best work that can be given them. No 
articles can be made of too fine a quality to 
find appreciation and purchasers. Let the 
trade therefore remember this hopeful fact, 
and deserve the highest approval from the 
public. 

Persons who are not familiar "with such 
matters, wfil be surprised to see the almost 
unlimited variety which it is possible to have 
in wedding cake ornaments. We notice in the 
supplement to the Shippers’ Monthly Circular 
an entii’e page devoted to ornaments of this 
kind, including gum, paste, vases and boquets 
of every shape and design, costing as high 
as $10 each, baskets ranging as high as 
$6; gum paste festoons, pipe decorations, 
wreaths, blossoms and other specialties, suffi 
cient to satisfy the most fastidious bride or 
groom. The titles to some of these ornaments 
are sometimes equivocal; as for instance, the 
“Magdalene vase and basket.” The majority 
consists of cupids, shepherd boys, psyches, 
swans, naids, dolphins, birds of paradise, and 
the like, while there are designs especially 
suited for mihtary, naval, or agi’icultural 
tastes. To read over the descriptions of these 
ornaments is enough to make the prudent 
grieve, and the sentimental envious. 

The amount of inks used in poster printing 
is very great, owing to the large surfaces of 
the letters employed. The black ink used in 
this branch of printing is the lowest grade 
manufactured. The colored inks employed 
are made mostly from Prussian blue and chro¬ 
mates of lead. Sometimes a bright red is 
made from orange mineral, or sulphide of mer¬ 
cury, but this latter is mostly used in job print¬ 
ing. Newspaper inks are commonly of the 
cheap grades, varying in price up to where 
that of book ink begins. The first manufactory 
of printing ink was estabhshed some forty 
years ago in New York, on Spring street, by a 
man named Prout.

John Caspar Koch, who is one of the oldest 
members of our trade, and the largest manu 
facturer of music portfolios, backgammon 
boards, writing desks, and patent binders in 
the country, was born at Oberau, near Frank¬ 
fort, October 13, 1817, one year after the great 
famine. His father was an excellent cabinet 
maker, and transmitted to his son a strong 
mechanical taste. The family were in mode¬ 
rate circumstances, and yoimg Koch was 
obliged to make himself useful from childhood, 
but his health was thereby benefited, and the dis¬ 
cipline was good for him. He came to America 
in 183a, and was indentured to a bookbinder in 


Baltimore. He had to endure both hard work 
and hard fare for a long time, but afterward 
his fortunes improved; he made friends, and 
gained a social position, while he made himself 
respected for his skill as a workman. He had 
few superiors as a bookbinder in this country, 
and he received three silver medals at different 
times in recognition of this excellence. 

In 1848, Mi\ Koch entered into the blank 
book business in New York, but owing to the 
tncompetency of his partners, the concern did 
not succeed, but was forced into bankruptcy 
in 1867. This failure in the end proved really 
advantageous to him. He then embarked in 
business on his own account at 113 Nassau 
street, under the name of John Koch, manu¬ 
facturer of blank books and portfolios. His 
1 energy and probity soon enabled him to build 


up a large trade. He was the first person in 
this country to manufactiire music paper, of 
which he sold large quantities to music dealers. 
He was also one of the first to manufacture 
blank books on a large scale. He made a spe¬ 
cialty of tuck memorandums, but failed to 
patent them, owing to some technical diffi¬ 
culty. He invented a machine for embossing, 
by which he was able to manufacture these 
articles in great quantities, and they had a 
large sale. 

In appearance, Mr. Koch is of moderate 
hight, and rather strongly built. He is fond of 
music, sings and plays hinoself, and was long 
a member of the Liederkranz, which society 
he helped found. He is also something of a 
poet, and has composed excellent verses. His 
leading traits are sound common sense and 
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tlioroxighness in everything which he under¬ 
takes. Of a kind disposition, he is charitable, 
and gives freely to the deserving. He now re¬ 
sides at Berlin, where he has been with his 
family during the past two years.;

INCOMBUSTIBLE ACCOUNT BOOKS. 

Paper made of asbestos fiber is entirely in¬ 
combustible. To make it strong, however, i 
would be necessary to mix the asbestos pulp 
with bleached jute, say 1 part of jute to 2 
parts of asbestos; then in order to protect the 
jute as much as possible, the sizing may be 
mixed with ten per cent, of borax and twenty 
per cent, of alum. For the ink, fine pulverized 
graphite wotxld be best, say 60 parts mixed 
with 1 part copal or some other resinous sub¬ 
stance, 6 of tincture of gall-nuts, and 'JO of 
sulphate of indigo, boiled together in water. 
The graphite may be replaced by some fire-

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PAPER BOXES. 

The manufacture of paper boxes in this 
country thirty years ago was small and unim¬ 
portant. Since the uses to which paper boxes 
are applied have become ahnost innumerable, 
the mode of manufacture has been greatly 
improved, and in New York alone there are 
at least sixteen firms, employing over $1,000,000 
capital and between 450 and 600 operatives. 
The confectionery trade requires hundreds of 
thousands yearly, from 20,000 to 25,000 being 
often ordered of one party for a single month’s 
consumption, by a manufacturer of bonbons, 
while cartons of soft thick manillas are in 
large demand by the retail trade. The shoe 
trade uses a large number of oblong paper 
boxes, for ladies’ and children’s shoes, and also 
for show-shelves in retail shops; these latter, 
generally strengthened with wooden frames, 
and the joints and corners guarded with muslin 
or bookbinders’ cloth, are used in large num¬ 
bers, and are exported to Canada, South 
America, and the West Indies. The milliner 
and dressmaker, the furrier, the manufacturer 
of hats and caps, the book publisher, the dis¬ 
tributor of games and puzzles, the brush man¬ 
ufacturer, the maker of perfumes, the maker 
of small articles of hardware, the compounders 
of medicines, and the dealers in medical instru¬ 
ments, with scores of other mdustries, caU 
upon the paiser box manufacturer for a con¬ 
stant and immense supply. A class of boxes 
combining a degree of taste and oniamenta- 
tion, with their practical qualities, are in large 
demand. Such are boxes having medallion 
faces of glass, for the display of gayly colored 
yai-ns, worsted, and cottons; glove boxes 
divided for a number of varying sizes, or con¬ 
taining a single dozen of pairs for the whole¬ 
sale trade, handkerchief boxes, ornamented 
with French or German cln-omo prints, and 
delicately , perfumed; and the great: variety 
of collar boxes. A number of novelties have 
lately appeared in this trade. The pi’ohibitory 
law has helped to open a new field to the man¬ 
ufacturer, and many long square boxes of 
coarse pasteboard are sold to conceal from 
public view the long-necked bottles of various 
liquors, bought for home consumption, or car¬ 
ried by expressmen into small towns where 
the law is strictly enforced. Document boxes^ 
whose covers fit at an angle, and which, when 
opened, allow of the ready selection or ai- 
rangemeut of important papers, are very 
popular in the ofiice of professional and busi¬ 
ness men. An order of 60,000 individual car¬ 
tons of cheap board has been lately filled for 
the safe packing of kerosene lamp chimneys, 
and seems likely to lead to large transactions. 
A pattern for a half round box which, when 
opened, forms a shallow, round -basket Avith 
handle, attracts considei-able attention. Tea- 
caddies in the shape of square cases with a 
rouhd aperture stamped out, and the disc 
secured slightly for convenience of closing 
when filled, are made in | A- H, and whole 
pounds, for the retail trade. These keep tea 
well, are cheap, easily arranged on shelf or 
counter, and are ornamented to resemble 
miniature tea-chests, or serve to advertise the 
dealer using them. Cases of like construction 
are made for spices, drugs, &c., and it would 
appear that their use could be greatly extend¬ 
ed, especially in the retad ammunition, paint 
and other trades, as they are cheaper than the 
tin cases in uses .—Commercial Bulletin.

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THE STAMPED ENVELOPE CONTRACT. 

A. D. Haven, chief of the stamp division, 
reports the details of an inventory he had just 
taken to the Plympton Company’s machinery 
for executing their contract. He says they 
estimate the capacity of their cutting machines 
at 900,000 envelopes per day of ten hours, and 
of their folding, stamping, printing and gum¬ 
ming machines at four, five, eight and nine 
hundi'ed thousand respectively. More ma¬ 
chinery is promised. Although the company’s 
promise to begin the dehvery of the envelopes 
the 18th instant has not been fulfilled, the 
foregoing information is considered suflficiently 
satisfactory by the Postmaster-General to 
warrant the belief that no inconvenience wiL 
have been caused to the public before the 
delay in the delivery of the envelopes is at an 
end. 

The Postmaster-General gives as another 
reason for leniency in regard to this contract, 
that if it were annulled he could not fall back 
upon the next lowest bidder. Geo. H. Reay, of 
New York, but would be compelled under the 
law to re-advertise four weeks for proposals, 
and afterward allow reasonable time for pre¬ 
parations to fulflU the contract, which pro¬ 
ceeding he thinks would certainly result in the 
exhaustion of the supply of envelopes, &c., 
and cause more inconvenience to thepubUc 
than is now apprehended.

NEW PE NCIL D IVIDERS. 

The following cuts represent a simple con- 
ti’ivance for which letters patent were granted 
February 24,1874. It consists of a metal joint, 
by which two ordinary lead pencils may be 
connected together so as to form a pair of 
dividers, which may be used for the purposes 
to which dividers are apphcable in ordinary 
drawing, and which have the advantage of be¬ 
ing hghter and cheaper than anything else in 
the market which will do the same work. 



Fig. 3. 


Pig. 1 shows it as applied to a pair of pencils 
and Pig. 2 shows how, by using two of these 
joiuts, a common pen may be used for striking 
circles with ink; the second joint is used in or¬ 
der that the point of the pen may be kept 
square with the paper. 

By using two joints and three lead pencils a 
pair of triangular dividers is formed, by which 
three points may be taken on a drawing at the 
same time, which is convenient in some cases. 

With two pencils of the usual length this in¬ 
strument will strike a circle 14 inches diameter, 
and by using two joints and three pencils a 
circle may be made over two feet in diameter. 

Pig. 3 represents a steel point connected with 
a spring socket, which may be slipped over the 
point of either or both of the pencds, thus 
forming a pair of steel pointed dividers; if a 
very hard pencil is used this point can be dis¬ 
pensed with, still we m ould advise the use of 
it, as it will save the point of the pencil. 

This instrument wiU be fcimd very conven¬ 
ient for all classes of mechanics who have occa¬ 
sion to use dividers, as it can be carried in the 
pocket, taking up no more room than two lead 
pencUs, and is always ready for use, either as 
a pencil for sketching or writing, or a pair of 
dividers for striking circles or measuring dis¬ 
tances.

IMPROVED COMBINATION SCISSORS. 



The annexed cut represents the inkstand 
belonging to the Marquis of Hertford, which 
is considered a model of elegance and stability. 
It was originally ordered by Louis XV. for 


Mr. Casper Van Hoosen, of New York city, 
is the inventor of the novel form of scissors 
represented in the accompanying engraving, 
and has provided a device which, we imagine. 


Marie Leczinska, and this little masterpiece 
alone would serve to show the merits of the 
artists of Sevres. On an oval platform, with a 
galley in rock-work suppoi’ted by four con¬ 
soles, and raised toward the center, the ink¬ 
pot is supported, covered by the royal crown. 
The green surface of the plateau, cut in four 
by white bands quartered in gold, correspond- 


■will be found a quite convenient addition to 
the work basket. At the inner edges of the 
blades, and near the pivot of the same, are 
formed curved slots, which cause said edges 
to terminate in sharp comers. The slot on the 
broad blade is shouldered at A, and the pro¬ 
jection thus formed, when the scissors are suf¬ 
ficiently closed, strikes against the stop B, 
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which is a simple screw readily turned in and 
out of a nut. C is a stop which slides, and is 
held by friction upon the edge of one slot, as 
shown, the latter being suitably graduated. 

The object of this arrangement is to enable a 
number of button hole slits to be cut with uni¬ 
formity and accuracy after the scissors are 
once adjusted. The operation is as follows: 
The blades being widely open the cloth is car¬ 
ried between them, and its edge led into the 
curved slot. The distance from the sharp 
inner lower corners of the blades to the stop C, 
measures the space of the inner end of the but¬ 
ton hole from the edge of the cloth, and conse¬ 
quently, by moving the stop C, along its slot, 



this space can be altered at will. The length 
of the button hole is governed by the stop B, 
which is screwed in more or less, so that the 
shoulder A, takes against it sooner or later. 
The proper adjustments once made, it is evi¬ 
dent that the operator can cut as many slits 
as rapidly as he chooses, and all wiU be of the 
same size; and by noting the position of the 
stop C, with reference to the divisions on the 
slot, and also that of the angle formed by the 
blades when brought as near together as the 
stop B, will allow, with reference to the mark¬ 
ings on the broad blade, the same adjustment 
may accurately be remade at any thrie. Upon 
the ends of the handles are formed two jaws, 
so located that, when the handles are brought 
together, a pair of pliers or tweezers is formed.

A 
calendar is also presented, and the fan bemg 
embellished freely with sUver embossings, is 
altogether as dainty a trifle as one could wish 
for half-a-crown, which is the selling price. 
The Clu-istmas Card Needle Books are taste¬ 
fully conceived, the covers inclosing the flan¬ 
nel leaves being very ornamental and bearing 
appropriate Chi-istmas greetings. Domino 
cards, as their title would imply, admit of 
dominoes being played card fashion. Beside 
the above, small memorandum tablets to re- 
taU very cheap and the new round games en¬ 
titled “Zoo” and “Cindei-ella,” which are like¬ 
ly to be appreciated by juveniles, call for men¬ 
tion. 

The London Lace Paper Company, 378 
Strand, (J. T. Wood & Co.) is to the fore with 
an imposing show of beautiful productions, in 
which lace paper, as may be supposed, fig-ures 
prominently. Much skill and taste is brought 
to bear by this house upon the designing and 
execution of valentines, and it is fair to point 
out that the charm of these is not detracted 
from by accompaniments in the shape of 
maudlin lines and siUy conceits. On the con¬ 
trary, the inscriptions are, as a rule, weU 
chosen and imobjectionable.

The Spring-top Clump Inkstand^ manufac¬ 
tured by Mr. Adie, of Birmingham, consist in 
a top that is firmly held in position, when 
closed, by a simple clasp, and which opens after 
the manner of a watch immediately it is re¬ 
leased. It seems singular that such a simple 
and effective arrangement was not before in¬ 
vented. 

Messrs. M. Meyers & Son, of Birmingham, 
have recently introduced a fine-pointed variety 
of pen, which they term the “L”or Living¬ 
stone. It glides over the paper freely, and, 
although it carries a fail- quantity of ink, does 
not blot. A portrait of the distinguished trav¬ 
eler surmounts each box. 

The Charm Pincushion, made in the form of 
a hassock, is a very nicely got up article that 
is likely to meet with considerable patronage. 
Its primary use is for attachment to chate¬ 
laines, which ai-e again becoming fashionable, 
but it is equally useful for the work box, the 
work basket, or the pocket. 

The Self Adhesive Window Hooks and Fit¬ 
tings, manufactured by Mr. Aldridge, of Bir¬ 
mingham, are simply brass hooks, the backs 
being covered witn a composition, which, 
when moistened, will adhere so firmly to glass 
or any flat surface that it wiU bear several 
pounds weight.

Papier Mache 
is represented in Writing Desks, elaborately 
painted and inlaid with pearl; also Quartette 
and other Tables, Work Boxes, Jewel Cases 
and Cabinets. Water Colors in boxes, contain¬ 
ing from six to'fifty colors in each box; prices 
from $1 per gross to $5 each. Some of the 
better class look equal to the best artist’s colors, 
and are put up in handsome rosewood boxes, 
furnished with sections and drawing copies— 
these would make suitable presents for the 
coming hoUday season. There may also be 
seen in great variety Photographic Frames of 
all sizes and materials, bronze, ivory, shell, 
leather and oxydized, in laid with jewels; Stere¬ 
oscopes, Graphoscopes, from pocket size to large 
cabinet, as well as Scotch goods in large variety, 
both useful and ornamental.

Under this general head is comprised 
a vast variety of most interesting articles, 
which at once iplease the eye and supply 
some need. 

Without attempting to give any systematic 
description of Ifr. Ki-aft’s stock, we shall sim¬ 
ply mention some of the articles which most 
struck our attention. First was a large stock of 
bon-bon boxes representing fruits of aU kinds, 
cooked fowl, lobsters, fish, shoes, and a hun¬ 
dred other articles, many of them with mar¬ 
velous fidelity. A large roasting piece of meat 
and a dish of fish are particularly well done, 
while a box of the shape of a burning log is 
quite unique. No one would suspect that these 
articles were intended for anything but orna¬ 
mental purposes, and their mechanical ar¬ 
rangement is very ingenious. They are classed 
under the head of ‘ ‘surprise” boxes, and well de¬ 
serve the name. Next in order were a series 
of elegant boxes intended to contain handker¬ 
chiefs, gloves, confectionery, or other articles, 
and ranging in price from $1 to $40. The cheap¬ 
er varieties are in paper, ornamented with col¬ 
ored pictures. Next come those having fli-e- 
gilt trimmings, while the finest kind are 
covered with satin and silk, adorned with 
beautiful paintings done by hand. These are 
really works of art, and seem cheap even at 
the prices just named. 

The gem of the collection is a perfect copy of 
a bird cage, the frame of which is made of 
wood painted-to imitate wii-e; within this is a 
dome of white satin richly painted with flow¬ 
ers and birds, while inside of all is a musical 
box, which imitates the singing of a bird so as 
to quite deceive the ear. The price of this is 
$40.50. The work on this class of boxes is very 
fine. They are of aU shapes and sizes, while 
the coverings are of every hue. Those in 
white are intended for brides. There are sev¬ 
eral with the appearance of a book shelf, con¬ 
taining a dozen volumes, each with its title, 
the whole forming a very pretty ornament, 
though it is, after all, nothing but a box. In 
the same case with these were several varie¬ 
ties of table ornaments, with an imitation of 
Parian figures standing on a pedestal covered 
with real gold paper, and bearing baskets of 
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artificial flowers. These are quite popular 
abroad, and are both pretty and durable. They 
cost from $17 to $20. 

Next in order are holiday goods, including or¬ 
naments for Chi’istmass trees, such as candles, 
cornucopias, tin reflectors, and the like. Of 
these Mr. Kraft has a stock amply sufficient to 
supply every demand. In this connection we 
may mention that Sunday school superintend¬ 
ents or other parties will find it to their advan¬ 
tage to order boxes for holding candies, to be 
given away on festive occasions from this 
house where they are made a specialty. 

We were shown a fine assortment of dinner 
cards, such as are much used in Europe, and 
which might be adopted in this country. They 
come in sets of twelve, and are not expensive. 
Each card has a place for the guest’s name, 
while the larger sizes have a blank for the 
menu. 

We saw a large line of fancy cards for ball 
tickets, orders of dancing, &c., also a great 
variety of snapping mottoes, some containing 
caps or costumes. Mr. Ki’aft does a large 
business in artificial flower materials, includ¬ 
ing not only the flowers themselves, but the 
numerous materials used in putting them 
together, including the wire, gold and silver 
gauze, &c. A large case contained boquet 
holders made of lace paper, which have be¬ 
come very popular since their introduction 
into this country, and have a large sale. 

Mr. Kraft’s stock of playing cards is very 
complete, and contains all kinds, from the 
steamboat up to the finest imported cards. The 
newest style is the Battle of Mexico; and repre¬ 
sents different and general battles of the Mexi¬ 
can Army. The Fi’ench whist cards which have 
the corners rounded and gilt are very neat, 
^here are no two sizes, while two packs are 
i^ut in each box, the latter being very natur- 
ailly made. 

i(^t another time we shall speak of other por¬ 
tions of Mr. Ki’aft’s business, which our space 
will not permit us to mention now.

The general transactions of the past month 
have been devoid of marked characteristics, 
but throughout the stationery and fancy trades 
there has been a semblance of briskness. The 
quotations of paper remain unaltered, though 
travelers assert that they are compelled to 
submit to reduced prices. Brown papers, as 
usual at this season of the year, are in greater 
demand, and good qualities remain firm at old 
rates; but the market is so overstocked with, 
rubbish that common descriptions can only be 
placed in quantities at reduced rates. In re¬ 
lation to wrapping papers, we would remark 
that a peculiarly rough German make is likely 
to become popular for water-color drawing, as 
some eminent artists have produced exception¬ 
ally fine results from using it. The ribbed pa¬ 
per introduced a few months ago has already 
become a favorite, wMle tinted, wove quahties 
are rapidly declining in popularity. Envelope 
makers are well occupied, and, although they 
can «most unquestionably buy paper cheaper 
than at this time last year, they have not yet 
condescended to lower their prices. Can they 
not gracefully make concessions in accordance 
with the tendencies of the time? Printers and 
bookbinders are beginning to be busy, manu¬ 
facturing stationers are fully employed, while 
the wholesale fancy trade is anxiously employed 
in preparing or seeking for novelti.es. , to whet 
tjie appetites o4retail.d§ftler§.—

A case of interference between two applica¬ 
tions for a patent on an India rubber eraser at¬ 
tached to a lead pencil by means of a paper 
tube, came up, on appeal, before the Commis¬ 
sioner in person. The rival applicants were S. 
D. Hovey and Philip Hufeland. The Board of 
Examiners-in-chief had decided in favor of the 
latter. The first steps to bring the article 
under consideration into market were taken in 
February, 1871, at wliich time Hufeland per¬ 
suaded his employer, Eberhard Faber, of the 
marketableness of his device. The following 
summer this article was introduced into the 
trade in large quantities, and they have con¬ 
stantly since found a large demand. Hovey 
remitted his experiments after the first year, 
and did not give the matter any attention 
untH 1872, after Hufeland’s pencils were al¬ 
ready in use, when he gave orders to the 
American Lead Pencil Company to manufac¬ 
ture a quantity corresponding to samples of 
Hufeland’s article. The Commissioner con¬ 
firmed the decision of the board of examiners, 
yot perceiving the value of the invention, 
^ovey suffered it to lapse, and did not compre- 
iend its worth until he witnessed the success 
which it obtained with the public. His experi¬ 
ments, afterward abandoned, were adjudged 
too crude and imperfect to entitle him to pri¬ 
ority as against Hufeland.

A WOED TO BUSINESS MEN, 

Give aU your employes decent salaries. Bear 
in mind always that it pays to be liberal; it is 
your best interest to be generous; the laborer 
is worthjr of his hire. Not only will he render 
better service if well rewarded, but he will 
have less temptation to defraud you. Nothing 
so incites to crime as the belief that one is not 
being adequately compensated for his labor. 
Employers should guard against such tempta¬ 
tions. There is hardly any man, no matter 
how strong his principles may be, who can re¬ 
sist its influence. M. De Launay, who was 
farmer-general of the Prassian revenues under 
Frederick II., found the salaries of the cus¬ 
tom-house officers too small for their support, 
ancTbegged the king to raise i hem as the only 
meas of putting a stop to fraud. The king re¬ 
fused at fii’st, said his subjects were all rogues, 
and alleged that if his ofiScei’s were better paid 
the revenues would be diminished, but they 
would not rob any the less. To which De Lau¬ 
nay replied: “Thereis, sire,’’saidhe, “amostim- 
portant maxim, which in matters of govern¬ 
ment is too frequently neglected. It is that 
men in general desire to he honest; but it is al¬ 
ways necessary to leave them the ability of be¬ 
ing so.” The king gave way; the salaries of 
the officers was increased by one-half; and the 
result was that the revenue was increased by 
one-third without any new taxes.

OBITUARY. 

JOSEPH POWELL. 

On September 17, aged 52, Joseph Martin Powell, 
Esq. He was born at Gloucester, and.ai)prenticedto 
■a bookseller and printer. Shortly proceeding to 
London, hewas engaged by Messrs. Bradbury & 
Flvans. In 1844 he visited the chief cities of the 
United States and Canada; was employed by many 
of the leading houses, and returned to England in 
1845, when he became country traveler to the Austin 
Letter Foundry. Though not liimself an inventor, 
he did much to stimulate invention in others, and 
still more to bring the products of inventive genius 
into general use, and to him, Otley, in Yorkshire, 
may be said to owe its rise as a town for the manu¬ 
facture of printing machines. In 1863 he started the 
Printers’ Register as a modest little quarto of eight 
pages, which grew in his hands to its present dimen¬ 
sions. In 1868 he commenced business on his own 
account in Bouverie street, and last March he re¬ 
moved to more commodious premises in St. Bride 
sti’eet. But he only paid a single visit of twenty 
minutes duration to his new warehouse. It would 
be difticult to find many men whose death amoung all 
connected Mdth the printing trade and its various 
branches will cause moresorrow.—London/Stotiower.

About 125 hands, 75 
pel* cent, of whom are girls, are constantly 
employed, and the annual product will proba¬ 
bly reach $300,000. New samples are issued 
semi-annuaHy, and the catalogue now contains 
2,882 different styles. The business is divided 
into three departments—goods made from calf 
and sheep skins, from morroccoj and from fine 
goat. On the lower fioor are two packing 
rooms, office, store rooms, &c. Most of the 
goods are sold to wholesale dealers, but little 
aftentioix’i .being paid to the retail. Several 
traveling sal^men are employed, while their 
warehouse in N^w.York caters especially to 
the trade of that city and Philadelphia. 
Several parties who were bi5,uee connected with 
this factory have establisheci^::-+hemselves in 
other parts;! ^ong the^^ ^^ms &

turers/ Mr. Arms is about increasing hik*^" 
cilnties by the erection of a fltre-proof boil^, 
house, to contain a new boiler for heating pur¬ 
poses, while the boiler which now furnishes 
power will be removed from the packing 
room to the new boiler house.

The application of John W. Oir for an im¬ 
provement in envelopes, on appeal from the 
Board of Examiners-in-chief, has been denied. 
The applicant has taken a very determined 
course in his efforts to obtain a patent upon 
his device. The fii-st application, filed May 11, 
1858, carried up to the highest limit of appeal, 
was successively rejected. Another applica¬ 
tion, entered September 11, of the same year, 
met with the same treatment before.the Prim¬ 
ary Examiner, the Commissioners of Patents, 
and the Judge of the District Court in succes¬ 
sion. A third application, filed June 8, 1868, 
was rejected by the Principal Examiner, the 
Board of Appeals, the Commissioner in person, 
and the Judge of the District Court. On Janu¬ 
ary 7, 1871, the latest limit of time allowed by 
section 35, of the act of July 8, 1870, the fourth 
and last application was filed, which in turn 
was denied by the Examiner, the Board of 
Appeals, and the Commissioner in person. 
The alleged invention consists in the marking 
of paper for envelopes, &c., in pale flat lines, 
with designs for ornamental or other purposes, 
while the rest of the surface of the paper is 
shaded by close, fine, tinted lines. This design 
it appears has been forestalled by an English 
device, which even covers the application of 
it to envelopes. The part of the alleged 
vention, which consists in the closely printed 
tinted lines also interferes with other articles in 
use. The mere aggi’egating of several desir¬ 
able known things, though the result be a de¬ 
sirable object, and an article of manufacture, 
it has been decided, does not constitute a 
patentable device, nor make its originator an 
inventor.

At the Mansion House, Samuel Nicholas 
Higgs, age 27, clerk, was charged before Mr.

Among 
the customers was Mr. W. Chudley, a printer 
^nd'sta-tioner, in South street, Exeter, who, on 
the lith a' April, paid the prisoner by check a 
sum of H98 10 s. 5d., which he owed Messrs. 
Morgan. The check was made put ‘ ‘ to bearer ” 
the_pisoner’s request. In July the prisoner 
Reported to Messrs. Morgan that he had re- 
’ceived £100 from Mr. Chudley, but he had 
never paid over or accoimted for the remain¬ 
der, £9810s. 5d. He was arrested at Dawlish 
by Detective Sergeant Bull, to whom, in reply 
CO the charge, he said he owed his masters the 
sum in question, but had not embezzled it. 
Since his apprehension he had made out a bal- 
nce sheet, which showed that after deducting 
Aaveling expenses and salary, £35 10s. lOd. 
was due to his employers, and that amount 
had since been paid to them.

GOPYRIGHTS FOR LABELS. 

Heretofore it has- been the practice, under 
the copyright law, to grant certificates of copy¬ 
rights to every applicant on furnishing a 
printed copy of the title of his book, work, or 
print of any sort; and under this practice it 
has become customary for medicine dealers 
and others to file in the titles of labels used 
upon bottles and other articles of merchan¬ 
dise. This has proved to be a very convenient 
and economical method of obtaining a regis¬ 
tration, though it was not considered to be of 
much value. At its recent session. Congress 
passed an amendment to the copyright law

The Aniei’ican Consul at Nuremburg writes 
to the State Department at Washington : 

“Florida cedar-wood is imported from the 
Umted States in large quantities for pencils. 
It is thoroughly seasoned before exporting and 
sold here by the cwt. One firm reports that it 
annually imports 33,000 cwt. There are two 
or three smaller importers of this valuable 
wood. I will give an extract from a work re¬ 
cently published by Johann Lothair von 
Faber, of the celebrated pencil factory of A. 
W. Faber of this consulate. When speaking of 
the materials employed by them in their busi¬ 
ness, he says:” 

“Having previously drawn the attention of the 
Bavarian Government to the usefulness of the Juni- 
perus virginiana, (Florida cedar,) on account of the 
importance ot the tree for the pencil manufactory, 
which, of all other States, is carried on most exten¬ 
sively in Bavaria, and having referred to the fact 
that thewmod of this tree is beside used for many 
other purposes, and that higher prices are paid'for 
It than for that of any other tree growing in our 
forests we determined to import lor ourselves, 
from Honda, which, as is well known, has furnished 
as yet all the cedar Wood for the pencil mannfactory 
the seeds to raise plants, and to hold them afterward 
at the disposal of the Government for cultivation in 
tae public forests. On my own farm I have alreadv 
raised more than 5,000 plants with the best success 
In consequence, and by my suggestion, cultivation 
of the \irginian juniper has already taken place in 

several parts of Iforth Germany, along rail road 
dikes as well as in forests.” 


A COUNTRY POCKET-BOOK MANUFAC- 
TORY. 

Arms & Bardwell, at Northampton, Mass 
have begun work upon pocket-books with a 
force of about twenty-five hands, which wiU 
probably be largely increased before long. 
They have just cleared out nearly all of their 
diaries which they have been at work on lately. 
On the whole, they have sold 85,000 diaries this 
year, which will serve for many a history of 
joy or grief. Several of the hands are now 
employed on Dr. S. W. Butler’s patent “phy- 
sicion’s dafiy pocket-book,” which is a kind of 
diary, although all the possible cases that may 

come in a physician’s hue of practice are pro¬ 
vided for. Doctor Butler is a Philadelphia 
physician, and this invention of his is a practi- 
^1 one that will be appreciated by all doctors 
He has ordered 100 dozen for this year’s sun- 
ply, as he has the sole right of selling them. 
To show how prompt this company are at their 
work, take this as an example: They received 
an order at 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon, for 
100 of these books, and they were all bound 
finished and sent off on the 5 o’clock train the 
same day. Great numbers of the doUar back¬ 
gammon boards have been made the past year 
and also of the black walnut framed boards! 
The latter are a great improvement on the old 
kind, being so arranged as not to wear the 
face. The sewing of the pocket-books is most¬ 
ly done with the Howe sewing machines, 
which are run by steam power. Most of the 
pocket-books now being made are of the spring 
back style, the springs being made of the best 
imported watch-spring steel. The factory is 
weU known as producing the best goods of 
their kind, and the company’s sales last year 
were $30,000 in excess of what they were the 
previous year. As pocket-books are so liable 
to be effected by any sudden change in the 
market, no great stock of them, or of manu¬ 
factured stock is kept on hand, and the factory 
is run only eight hours per day

The illuminated Butterfly pattern 
presents a very rich assortment of colors, 
though the design is not of much woi-th. It 
comes at $14. Some new designs with orien¬ 
tal ornamentations at $14 per dozen are among 
the handsomest patterns for cheap goods we 
have seen. The adoption of oriental designs is 
a step in the right direction. About the most 
appropriate devices are the conventional foims 
of European decorative art, many very ad¬ 
mirable specimens of which are interspersed 
through the catalogue, among a greater num¬ 
ber of displeasing patterns. The most promis¬ 
ing characteristic of this collection, which may 
be taken as a type of the best stamp of English 
decoration of the day, is the original adaptation 
of forms of vegetation, among others, the Oak, 
the Pea, the Raspberry, &e., which bear a 
legitimate ornamental character.

HINTS ON TAKIN G ORDERS. 

COMPBTITIOlSr. 

“If my neighbor offers to do work for my 
customers at less than my prices, what shall I 
do to retain my work?” This is a most difficult 
question to answer. If the neighbor is consid¬ 
ered a fair rival, aiid there is reason to believe 
that the offer has been made by mistake or 
thoughtlessness, assume that it is so, and see 
and remonstrate with him in a friendly man¬ 
ner. To assume, without positive knowledge, 
that your rival is maliciously injuring you, and 
to defame him therefor, is the surest way to 
perpetuate the evil from which you suffer. If 
remonstrance wiU not answer, strive to retain 
the work by superior execution or accommo¬ 
dation, But hesitate long before dropping too 
rashly to his lowest offer. Of the many per¬ 
sons who make lower oflfei's, few a.re able to do 
the work properly. There may be reason to 
^Tbelieve that the work will ultimately come 
back at. .your price. If you have done your 
work satisfactorily, your .customer will prob¬ 
ably find that what he may gain in price, he 
looses in time, in accommodation, or in the 
quality of workmanship. 

Make bids for large contracts with caution. 
Do not be blinded by the amount of work or 
money. Consider weU the cost of doing the 
work. 

In no case, take work at cost, or at a pit¬ 
tance above cost. Such action will not defeat 
,a certain class of competitors. Prices .could 
not be named that would be low enough; there 
will always be some who will make them stiU 
lower. To put prices doWh to cost, or below 
cost, to meet the competition of unscrupulous 
competitors, is to invite bankruptcy. 

AVOID OVER-ESTIMATES. 

In making special prices for new work, be 
careful not to over-estimate the performance 
of men or machines. This is a common error. 
You may be able to do with your own hands 
one-half more work than is done by most 
workmen, but you are selling their labor, not 
your own, and your prices must be based on 
their performance. Even if you do the work 
yourself, you should not need the reminder 
that you are clearly entitled to all the advan¬ 
tages of superior skill. If you have good exe¬ 
cutive abilities, you can employ them when 
you have abundance of work to much better 
advantage in planning and dii-ectiug labor, 
than in working with your own hands. It is 
possible for you to increase the average pro¬ 
duct of an office, by intelligent direction and 
by personal supervision, but there is a point of 
perfoimance beyond which the average work¬ 
man cannot pass. Your prices must be based 
on the actual, and not upon an ideal perform¬ 
ance. On good book work, the average per¬ 
formance of twenty men will not much exceed 
5,000 ems; on newspaper, or other common 
work, it will not be more than 6,000 ems per 
day. Any estimate of cost based on a higher 
product will be found deceptive. You should 
apply the same rule to the peiTormance of 
a job compositor, or of a machine press. The 
average iierformance of a large cylinder press 
on ordinary job work, taking large and small 
forms and long and short editions together, 
will not exceed 5,000 impressions per day in a 
busy season. If the average of an entire year 
is taken, in which dull seasons and lost time 
are included, it will be rather less than 8,000 
impressions per day. These are not specula¬ 
tions. They are demonstrable facts. This is 
the experience of the great majority of print¬ 
ers, and it wiU probably be your experience.— 
De Vikne's Printers' Price Lnst.

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PHOTOGRAPH ALBUMS. 

In a recent trial upon an alleged infringement j 
of copyright in the manufacture of photograph i 
albums, the following facts were stated as a ■ 
part of the history of that manufacture: 

The growing popularity of photographs as 
visiting cards, etc., led Isidore Fould, of Paris, 
in 1859, to turn his attention to the contrivance j 
of some special method of preserving them i 
better than the usual manner of inserting i 
them into an ordinary scrap-book. After re¬ 
peated trials, he failed in being able to find a j 
bookbinder who could prepare anything to 
suit him, but at length noticed some screens 
or boards with some compartments folding 
one upon the other, each containing six cards, 
three on each side. He ordered similar boards 
made for himself, but unbroken, and these 
were bound into a volume, making in all essen¬ 
tial particulars the photograph album since so 
popular. 

On this invention he, however, took out no 
patent. 

The increasing popularity of photograph 
cards led several other persons in Paris to pre¬ 
pare bound volumes for their preservation, aU 
of these books allowing the cards to be inserted 
and withdi-awn at pleasure. 

A patent for invention was taken out by E. 

O. Marx, on October 1, 1859. 

On the 20th of January, 1860, another patent 
was taken out by Grumel, who stated his in¬ 
vention as consisting in the arrangement of the 
leaves of said albums, each one of them form¬ 
ed with leaves laid in close contact and glued 
together, all three grooved, the middle one ac¬ 
cording to the size of the photographic card, 
and the other two in such a manner as to foi-m 
a frame and slide; and this invention having 
the result, namely, that two photographic 
tiV cards inserted back to back in that frame by a 
w^4 beveled cut which facilitates its shding, the 
they . leaf of the albmn preserves the same thickness 
there^ all over, and the edge remains fuU. 
far 1^"- In support of this patent right, Grumel 
/ brought suit against several manufactm-ers in 
1861, which suits were lost, it being decided by 
the court that the modifications in details were 
not suflacient to constitute a patentable inven¬ 
tion, and that the described means, as well as 
their application to photographic albums, had 
become a public property before the date of 
the patent itself. 

A patent for the United States was granted 
to Grumel May 14, 1861, and the right was sold 
by him July 7, 1869, to Jacob H. Myers, of 
Rochester, New York.

The Moniteur des Products Ghimiques gives j 
recipe from Messrs. Suyerbuyk & Koning for 
making an ink which shall have the good qual¬ 
ities above mentioned. The essential compo¬ 
nents are those of common ink, viz., infusion 
of nut galls and ferrous sulphate (photo-sul¬ 
phate of iron,) but the nut galls are to be in¬ 
fused in alcohol (say half a pound of the fli’st 
in powder to a piut of the second at 82'-’ Baume,) 
and digested for twenty-four hours at a low 
temperature; and the infusion is then to be 
slowly mingled with a solution of about three 
ounces of the sulphate and an equal quantity 
of gum arable in a pint of water. After the 
mixture has stood a week, add a few drops of 
vanadic acid. This ink will always flow freely, 
and will form no sediment.

If a sheet of paper be immersed in an 
ammoniacal solution of copper (liqueur de 
Schweitzer), prepared by treating copper filings 
with ammonia of 0.880 density, in contact 
with air, the paper becomes entirely imper¬ 
meable to water, and maintains its consistency 
even under the influence of boiling water. 
When two sheets of paper thus prepared are 
passed together through rollers they adhere 
completely to each other, and by placing a 
number of such sheets together board of gi-eat 
solidity is obtained, which may be still further 
strengthening by the interposition of fibres.

GIVING CREDITS. 


Creditors are opposing obstinately the work¬ 
ings of the last English debtors law, the act of 
1869. The requirements of this act are very 
exacting, and unless a liquidating debtor has 
very carefully completed all arrangements 
and can indisputably establish every state¬ 
ment advanced on his behalf, he may find him¬ 
self, after his credit has been re-estabhshed, 
again brought down, on account of some flaw 
in the proceedings, by a former creditor. The 
Stationer and Fancy Trades Register decries 
the practice of giving credit imprudently as 
very injm’ious to trade, and urges a penal 
statute against the establishment in insolvent 
Qourts of fictitious debts. The efliciency of 
Trade Protection Societies is limited to the 
cognizance of such transactions only as require 
registration; noi’ can their workings be said 
to be beneficial to trade within those limits; 
for they have been known not in frequently to 
damage the credit of good and solvent traders 
by cautionary suggestions, as well as to help 
the schemes of dishonest individuals, by let¬ 
ting them obtain credit of numerous firms 
who trusted too implicitly in their report that 
they are solvent to a certain amount, and 
therefore give them credit several together 
far beyond the stated limit. 



PROGRESS IN STATIONERY. 

When one remembers the good old times, 
and how then we had to use sealing-wax or 
vari-colored wafers for closing fast our letters; 
how the making and mending of quill-pens 
was a trade to be learned; how the proper 
folding of a letter in such form as would 
make it safe to entrust it to the mails was 
almost a craft and mystery by itself; when 
the “Young Man's Guides” and the “Guides 
for Young Women” wei-e justified in their 
profuse teachings as regards epistolary cor¬ 
respondence—when one remembers this, he 
hardly knows how to be thankfid enough for 
the present days of note-paper, of pens -of 
steel and gold and mixed metals, of envelopes, 
of postage stamps and gluten. Certainly, the 
immense increase in the number of letters 
sent through the post-offices of Christendom 
which has taken place within the memory of 
men not very old, is not wholly due to the 
greater cheapness of letter-carriage and the 
greater intelligence of people generally. Not 
a small part of it is directly due to the ease 
with which one may now prepare the manu¬ 
script of a letter, shut it up tight and prepay 
it. It would be curious to know just how 
much more mail matter has gone through the 
post-oflices than would have gone through 
them if somebody had not invented the little 


machine for punching holes all round each 
stamp in a sheet of postage-stamps, thus mak¬ 
ing it possible to tear one off without spoiling 
it ? Thousands yearly, no doubt. And so of 
the invention of envelopes, of cheap postage, 
of gluten, and the other aids to epistolary 
literature. They have made letter-writing in¬ 
definitely easier and more frequent. One 
might question whether they have not made 
it too easy for some purposes. Our Swifts 
and Popes are not going to sit down and pro¬ 
duce those extremely elaborate letters of the 
old Swifts and Popes, who had before their 
eyes the wholesome fear of paying several 
shillings for the transmission of each package 
of their wit, or of begging a frank; of making 
blunders in the folding, of disfiguring their 
hands for life with a chance drop of bofling 
wax, of having to whittle a goose-quill, per¬ 
haps, in the midst of some fine sentiment or 
ingenious turn of thought. Our forefathers 
had to make a serious business of carrying on 
a correspondence, and the emotions with 
which they entered on the task of inditing 
must doubtless have been conducive to a care- 
fxil performance of the task when entered 
upon. We, their descendants, are as letter- 
writers debauched by ease. The Swift of to¬ 
day, wherever he is, probably scratches off 
numerous little notes to which our Pope re¬ 
plies without deliberation.— Nation.

TRADE IN CHICAGO. 

Chicago, III., November 1, 1874. 

In a previous letter to The American Stationer, 
I stated that all men in the trade Avere exceedingly 
hopeful, that fall would bring about a decided 
change for the better. Various reasons Avere assign¬ 
ed for this belief, but I regret to say that these bright 
anticipations have been but partially, if at all, real¬ 
ized. The disastrous results of last year’s panic are 
still visible, and the effects will doubtless be felt for 
some time to come. 

Ea^ly in the fall it Avas predicted, that several sta¬ 
tioners Avho commenced business i,” im¬ 

mediately .after the great fliL oi 1871, would be 
obliged to succumb, and in several instances these 
prophecies have been re.alized. It is evident that 
many of the unfortunate ones launched forth in 
business with the idea, that our oldest and largest 
Arms Avei-e irretrievably ruined by the lire, and that 
they Avould never again be able to regain their 
former supremacy, and expected to have a clear and 
uncontested field before them. The results have 
proved the short-sightedness of these unfortunate 
individuals, for the gi'eat and old firms without a 
notable exception still take the lead, and now rest 
upon a sure foundation. One reason assigned for 
this painful condition of aflairs is that many com¬ 
menced AA'lthout sufficient capital, and in some in¬ 
stances with very poor knoAvledge of the business. 
When the panic came, and Avith it a general stagna¬ 
tion of all branches of the trade, the natural result 
Avas that lack of capital to pull through, has placed 
many firms in their present perilous situation. This 
.applies particularly to the retail stationers. By many 
it is thought that the efiects Avill ultimately prove 
beneficial to the trade, as the result Avill be a gradual 
sifting out of the unsound from the sound. Cutting 
in prices is just as prevalent as it ever was, and no¬ 
body can tell Avhen it Avill cease. There seems to be 
an insane desii'e on the part of dealers to Increase 
business at any cost. They do not seem to appre¬ 
ciate the fact, that they cannot sell goods that are 
not in demand, but press sales at any price. 

In my Avanderings about to obtain items, calcu¬ 
lated to interest the many readers of The Sta¬ 
tioner, I called upon Messrs. Culver, Page, Hoyne 
& Co. Mr. Brown received me with all the courtesy 
characteristic of the members of the above firm, and 
in a pleasant conversation, lasting nearly one hour, 
kindly imparted all the information I desired. Mr. 
Brown does not take a gloomy view of the future, 
on the contrary, he expresses the opinion, that the 
coming Avinter’s trade will be gootl, if not quite up 
to the average. This is their busiest season, and 
their large establishment seems full of bustle and 
activity. Trade is not quite up to former seasons. 
Country dealers are buying very careful and judi¬ 
ciously. The firm is at present selling a large 
amount of fancy articles, in fact, fancy stationery 
seems to be almost exclusively in demand. Impor*- 
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ed papers sell M'ell, and in this connection Mr. 
BroM'n remarked, that in his opinion the importers 
are inventing altogether too greati ;i 'i'arietj'Vhnd 
that in many cases there is a desire to get np nnicpie 
designs with'a total disregard to utility. It is very 
evident, that the Western taste for line papers.is be- , 
coming rapidly ..cultivated,;,l)ut is there not danger; 
we will become surfeited with too great a variety ? j 

Messrs.,.Culver, Page, Hoyne & ;Co. are well pre-j 
pared to ineet ithe demands that the holidas'S will j 
be sure to make \ipon them. They have a large and i 
varied stock, ot. imported articles of every descrip- !

I will not enter 
into- a description of the niodws operandi of this 
coraimting table, it is sufficient to say, tiiat a child, 
after carefidly reading the directions, can under¬ 
stand it perfectly. Culver, Page, Hoyne & Co. are 
sole proprietors and manufacturers of this article, 
which must eventually come into general use. The 
above firm has commenced the manufacture of 
a very superior qiiality of legal cap. Evei-y line is 
numbered in thp .margin, rendering it very conveni¬ 
ent for reference. The paper rvas, originally called 
the Clark Philadelphia Legal Cap. It is neatly put 
up in half-ream boxes, beautifully illuminated. The 
dtoerence in price between this and the ordinary 
quality is about one-thii-d, which, considering its 
“ superiority, is not much.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

A foAV comments on the article in The Stationer 
of Sept. 23d Avill, I trust, not be considered out of 
place. The gentleman who wrote the article very 
evidently only took his side of th.e story into con¬ 
sideration, still not without just reasons on certain 
points, but the other side has trials to unfold, which 
are not small in number. There is a certain class of 
commercial travelers Avho bore a man, until iu 
sheer desperation he promises most anything in 
order to get clear of such painful augers, conse¬ 
quently it A'cry frequently occurs, that gentlemen, 
Avho are new on the road, and have no particular 
acquaintance, are treated Avith indill’crence, and are 
compelled to sutt'er from the auger’s misdeed. Tak¬ 
ing these things into consideration, it is not sur¬ 
prising that loud complaints arc sometimes heard, 
but on the other hand, the Avonder is, that dealers 
show as much patience as they do under sometimes 
trying circumstances. It very often happens, that 
the travelers outnumber the customers that visit a 
store during certain seasons, and they cannot alAA^ays 
expect to receive that amount of attention which 
they think they are entitled to. A man cannot spend 
his whole time in looking alter samples, nor can he 
stand and talk Avith every traveling man who enters 
his store. Some travelers, Avhen you inform them 
that j-ou cannot look at their samples, and you do 
not AAmnt anything in their line, will importune you 
to act contrary to your statement, and do not give 
you peace until you give them some promise that 
you will look at their goods. 

Now, this is all Avrong, and goes far toward pro¬ 
ducing the unpleasant results which commercial 
travelers frequently complain of. Business men 
knoAV AA'hen to buv, and Avhen to refrain from buy¬ 
ing, and do not Avant men to urge them into doing 
that Avhich is contrary to their judgment; and it is 
time that travelers understood these things, and un¬ 
til they do, they must not be surprised if they some¬ 
times are spoken to in a manner that savors strongly 
of a sharp edge. 

Report says, “The bottom has fallen out of trade.” 
If trade is a tub, it had better have a little attraction 
placed around it, to induce the bottom to return, and 
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then, if dne attention is paid to keeping it from 
thirst, there will never be occasion to again mourn 
its loss. All are aware that a certain class of trade 
needs a good deal of soaking to keep it in trim. 

There is a certain class of commercial travelers 
who ought to be called Augers, because they bore 
all patience out of men, and then expect them to 
keep the jjromises which sheer desperation called 
into existence. . Death. 

INK-REDIBLE INK. 

New Yokk, October 26, 1874. 
To the Editor of the Stationer: 

In your issue of October 23, 1874, is an article on 
“ Ink that will not Thicken nor Mould.” The ex¬ 
tract taken from the Monlteur des produits Chemiques 
either has been copied blunderingly or the person 
who originated it must have been a Tyro in che¬ 
mistry. He directs the nutgalls to be infused in al¬ 
cohol, and then three ounces of gum arable in a 
pint of water, and after standing a week, vanadic 
acid is to be added to it. 

An infusion of nutgalls in alcohol will destroy the 
color-producing action of the sulferri and gallic 
acid of the gall. The addition of gum will surely 
c.ause the ink to tliicken, and the enormous price 
of the vanadic acid puts the ink at a figure which 
would shut it out of the market. Vanadium is a 
rare metal and Woith 180 per ounce, is found only in 
very limited quantities in Siberian lead mines, and 
.although a preparation of it (the van.adate of am¬ 
monia) combined with a solution of galls, makes the 
blackest fluid known, it would not be a popular ink. 
Before inserting in your paper the choicest of the 
numerous recipes for inks, &c., would it not be as 
well to consult (without a fee) some practical chemist 
or ink manufacturer, avho would cull from the mass 
of trash in our so-c.alled scientific journals some¬ 
thing really good in the way of ink, mucilage, &c.

Or 
don’t they c.are ? What kind of a trade or reputa¬ 
tion can a business house build up that allow o: 
their men to do this ? 

A man has been here who did that avay, and_ 

avhat’s the result ? Why, the whole trade in toavii 
know who the man avas, the firm he represented, 
and the way he acted, and avill buy elseavhere, even 
if they jiay more for the same goods, because they 
avill know then avhat they are buying.

J. Q. Preble, the suc¬ 
cessor to Bell, can doubtless supply the needeil date 
to verify this incident,

Mr. Louis Meyer, of Philadelphia, has earned 
high praise by his earnest efforts in furnishing 
the public with music of a classic order, em¬ 
bracing compositions suited to beginners as 
well as those adapted to the w-ants of the most 
amhitious performers. His collections embrace 
works by many of the best composers, and are 
notable for their uniform excellence and ele¬ 
vated tone. 

The New York Bill-Holder of R. G. Hutchin¬ 
son, 44 Maiden lane, is neat, simple, durable 
and cheap. Its peculiar feature is its ready 
method of securing the papers which are filed 
in it. A lever pressed down by a spiral spring 
is caught under a fiexible bar, and thus held 
securely. They are made in three sizes, and 
mounted in brass and nickel. Mr. Hutchinson 
has added to his regular hue of fine sealing- 
wax a sealing-wax taper which consists of a 
prepared wick in a taper made of sealing-wax, 
thus combining convenience with cleanliness, 
and requiring no lamp. It is no more expen¬ 
sive than the wax prepared in the old wa3^ 


VALENTINES. 

We take the following notes upon the valen¬ 
tine trade of the coming season from a report 
given in the hondon Printing Tunes and Litho¬ 
grapher. This paper commends a general im¬ 
provement in this year’s specimens in neatness 
and artistic quality: 

Augustin Thieri'y makes for the wholesale 
trade Christmas cards executed in chromo¬ 
lithography, and selling at one penny, two¬ 
pence, and threepence. AU the printing is 
done in Pax'is. Mr. Thierry is deserving of no¬ 
tice in these columns for having been the first, 
or one of the first, to introduce chromo-htho- 
graphic prints in England for manufacturing 
purposes, in 1849. 

Pridham & Co. have several decided novel¬ 
ties. Among them are the “Matrimonial 
Noose,” a genteel parody or burlesque of a 
notorious newspaper devoted to the promotion 
of connubial bhss. It is replete with humor, 
and will relieve the tedium of many an even¬ 
ing party. The “Noose” is printed in news¬ 
paper shape and style on white satin, and is 
folded to form a sachet. The firm manufac¬ 
tures largely what are called valentine cabi¬ 
nets, or covers for raised valentines in the 
.shape of a book, permittmg the valentine to 
be put away on a shelf without danger of in- 
ijiiry. The idea Ig ingenious and good, and, a» 
the ti’ada are supplied, will no doubt bo pro¬ 
ductive of ft considerable business, Their 


principal novelty of the year, however, is the 
“ Surprise Basket,” a complete sample of which 
we have not seen at the time of w’^riting, but 
from the portions already sent we can antici¬ 
pate for it a favorable reception. The basket 
opens in one movement, by pulling a silk 
tassel, and closes by pressing down several of 
the leaves simultaneously. Original verses are 
arranged upon the leaves, such as “love’s 
mirror,” which conceals a little looking-glass, 
&c. Messrs. Pridham’s goods are particularly 
well mounted for sale. The printing and dis¬ 
position of the colors are good and the effect 
pleasing. The black background in a few of 
the cards is an original notion and very effec¬ 
tive, arid one that throws up the colors; but 
we would suggest that it requires a very dis¬ 
criminating use, as in some cases it is apt to 
impart a sombre tinge to the whole, which is 
unseasonable. 

J. W. Turner, in his catalogue, says to that 
portion of the trade that is unable to inspect 
his samples, “ If those who favor us with their 
orders will state what style suits their sale— 
neat or showy—they may depend upon our 
doing our best to give them satisfaction.” 
Among their novelties are the “Edith Valen¬ 
tine,” which comprises a prettj' bow, to be 
worn by the recipient, and a white satin 
scented cushion with beautiful porcelain orna¬ 
mentation, which has a very agreeable effect. 
The printing of the valentines is worthy of no¬ 
tice as being carefully and neatly done. 

Messrs. De la Jlue & Co. have discontinued 
the manufacture of Christmas cards, and con¬ 
fine their operations in this branch of their ex¬ 
tensive business to plaj^ing-cards. 

Messrs. W. H. Willis & Co. send us a selec¬ 
tion from their new designs in programmes, 
menus, invitation cards, &c., which are all 
very well got up, and in design manifest both 
originalitj'- and elegance. One of the menus, 
the shape of a lyre, is especially excellent. 
This fii’m is establishing a good reputation for 
itself in playing-cards, although we do not 
notice in this year’s samples any feature of 
unusual novelty. 

Mr. R. Canton sends out, as usual, a very 
rich and creditable specimen book. It em¬ 
braces several novelties, and, in general execu¬ 
tion and the range of work included, indicates 
the extensive manufacturing facilities pos¬ 
sessed by him. Among the moi-e noticeable 
samples are a series of prettily drawn and deli¬ 
cately printed Christmas cards, consisting of 
children attired in the livery of servants in 
attendance, and we congratulate their pro¬ 
ducer upon this excellent addition to his stock; 
the new drawing-room almanac, with movable 
calendars, adorned with well-drawn portraits; 
the “arrow-fan,” a representation of sixteen 
answers, with their significations, according 
to “the language of flowers;” a useful book¬ 
marker almanac; new comic cards; religious 
cards—excellently printed and remarkablj’- 
cheap; sachets, with mechanical flowers, which 
lift up and disclose little mottoes and pic¬ 
tures, &c. 

Messrs. Goodall & Co.’s samples are highly 
meritorious. Notwithstanding their stock is 
rapidly becoming so vast, we fail to note any 
samples that are objectionable on the score of 
want of taste or propriety. This firm is evi¬ 
dently determined to share the distinction so 
long exclusively enjoyed by the great house ip 
Bunhill row,

PLAYING CARDS. 

The amount of trade done in this branch of 
fancy stationery is not to be gauged by the 
number of playing-card makers in this coun¬ 
try. The list of the latter of any eminence 
may almost be told off on the fingers, but the 
aggregate production of cards is very consid¬ 
erable, and the manufacture is made to con¬ 
tribute to the revenue of the country. In the 
year ending March 31, 1873, the excise duty of 
3d. per pack was levied on 1,043,884 packs, pro¬ 
ducing no less a sum than £13,048 11s. This 
fact brings into prominence the extent of the 
manufacture, and with this slight preface we 
proceed to comment upon the new playing 
cards of those makers who have submitted 
samples for our inspection: 

Messrs. De La Rue & Co. have long been 
known for their well-finished and in every 
sense artistic productions, and, although they 
are now pressed hard by I’ival competitors, 
thej^ manage to worthily maintain the ancient 
reputation of their goods for quality, work¬ 
manship and elegance. 

Messrs. English & Co., in their “Moguls,” 
exhibit a penchant for floral designs, which 
are worked out with much skill and effect. 
“ Highlanders,” of a common kind, with linear 
patterns and unenameled backs, attract atten¬ 
tion by reason of their cheapness, and, indeed, 
this quality seems to attach to the cards of 
this firm generally. 

Messrs. GoodaU & Son’s pattern book dis¬ 
closes to view a perfect embarrassment of 
riches, and to speak of their cards in such 
terms as their merits justify would, we fear, 
lay us open to the charge of hyperbole. Not a 
few of the designs are new, and all are felici¬ 
tous and ingenious in the extreme. The series 
of “ Sporting Harrys” has been extended, the 
scenes illustrating field sports being realistic 
and well conceived. Many old favorites have 
a place, including among others “Moguls” 
bearing on their backs the Australian arms. 
The new season’s productions will maintain 
and even enhance their present prestige as 
playing-card manufacturers. 

Messrs. H. W. Willis & Co. have of late years 
throAvn themselves into the manufacture of 
playing cards with much energy, and, it would 
appear, with no trifling measure of success. 
The latter is undoubtedly merited, for their 
cards compare favorably with those of other 
makers as regards finish, although the pat¬ 
terns are less ornate and elaborate than some. 
At the same time it must not be inferred that 
the designs of these makers are unduly “quiet;” 
on the contrary, they may be said to attain a 
happy medium, and will unquestionably hit 
the taste of many buyers. They also possess a 
quality all-important in playing cards, viz., 
weU-glazed surfaces. 

Messrs. Woolley & Co. have struck out in a 
new direction this year, and the result we see 
in “Palace Moguls,” which combine delicate 
tints with no little perfection of finish. The 
“GoldMoguls,” which are somewhat cheaper, 
display neat designs, harmonizing well with 
that delicacy of coloring which appears to be 
a pretty general attribute of Messrs. Woolley’s 
higher-priced cards. The old reputation of 
this firm for cheap cards is well sustained by 
their “ Second Harrys,” to retail at a shilling 
per pack. At the price we have seen nothing 
in the same line is entitled to equal commeu'^ 
dfttiop,—RnVM Trade Journal,

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ANNIVERSARY WEDDING INVITATIONS. 

The Paper Wedding—in celebration of one 
year married—is more honored in the name 
than in the observance. A few have, how¬ 
ever, been celebrated. Invitations issued on 
peculiar styles of grey paper, resembling a 
thin pasteboard, would be in keeping, and 
carry out the idea. 

Wooden Wedding—or Fifth Anniversary In¬ 
vitations—are printed on cards of wood about 
as thick as four sheet bristol board. The im¬ 
ported chip cards, slightly veined, are the 
most beautiful; and the printing is in black. 

For Tin Wedding—celebrating the tenth an¬ 
niversary. The most artistic style, printed in 
oxydized tin bronze, or in black, on large un¬ 
glazed card or note sheet, with monogram, in 
dull silver, on the invitation and envelope. A 
field of tin bronze on the lower half of the 
note sheet, with letters in black, produces a 
pleasmg eifect, with monogram on the upper 
half. Interlaced ciphers for the heading add 
style to the note. 

Crystal Weddings celebrate the fifteenth 
anniversar}'". Invitations should be on crystal- 
ized paper, or gelatine; white wove envelope 
with monogram designed to suit the occasion, 
bearing the dates, in silver relief. Only a few 
of these entertainments have been given, but 
they are becoming better known and appre¬ 
ciated. Glass trifies are appropriate gifts on 
such occasions. 

Silver Weddings celebrate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary. Invitations should be printed 
in bi’ight silver, on the finest wove note 
paper, embellished with a monogram composed 
of interlaced letters, with a letter gracefully 
entwined, bearing the date of mari'iage and 
anniversary. 

Gold Wedding.—The golden wedding cele¬ 
brates the fiftieth anniversary. These invita¬ 
tions are engraved and printed on a note sheet, 
either in gold or black, with entwined cipher, 
crest, or arms and crest, stamped in buimished 
gold; the same on the envelope. 

For Silver and Golden Weddings, a card with 
the following is sometimes enclosed: 

“ It. is iirelerred tiiut no wedding gifts be offered ’’ 

Diamond Weddings—a celebration of seventy- 
five yeai-s married. A diamond wedding was 
mentioned as having been lately celebrated in 
Florida. The great millionaire Oviado’s wed¬ 
ding, from the magnificence of the diamonds, 
gifts, and expensive trousseau, presented to 
Miss Bartlett; the nuptials were celebrated at 
the Cathedral, in Mott street, October 13, 18.57, 
with the greatest ceremony and pomi^, exten¬ 
sively written up by the reporters, and com¬ 
mented upon, as the great diamond wedding. 
The cards (several thousand), were engraved 
by J. N. Grimbrede, and elicited comphment- 
ary notices from the press. Samples have been 
- preserved, and are to be seen at 872 Broadway; 
also the cards of invitation issued for tlie 
Prince of Wales Grand Ball, on the evening of 
October 12, 1860, at the Academy of Music; 
later, the Ball at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, in 
honor of the Grand Duke Alexis.

Pick-up or make-up orders not wanted. Discourage 
orders being sent “ to pack.” 

3. Make no representations about house or goods 
unless the facts are actually known of your own 
personal knowledge. 

4. Have nothing to do with a doubtfirl or unlucky 
customer. One bad debt obliterates the profit of 
many good ti-.ansactions. 

5. No drafts on house are authorized. Money for 
expenses will alwaj's be forwarded in season if 
proper notice be given or telegraphed in case of 
emergency. 

6. Sustain the larger jobber in all cases, but do a 
trade with retailers rather than lose a chance. Be 
determined to lose no opportunity for good trade. 

7. Waste not an hour in getttng forward on your 
route, but leave no place till every possible customer 
has been seen. 

8. Keep a full and frank communication with 
headquarters every day, with orders or without. 
Use 410 paper and write only on one side, leaving 
one inch margin on left. 

1). Whenever our press connection favors it, get 
yoiir arrival and business noticed In the leading 
paper. 

10. Sustain as motto of the house, “ Prompt, Reli¬ 
able, Energetic, and Progressive.”

their own interests in this direction, and en¬ 
deavor to decide upon some course of action 
which shall stay this destroying system ? Al¬ 
ready our wide-awake contemporary. The 
Ajmerican Stationer, has sounded the note of 
alarm, and it is to be hoped that the trac e 
may be sufficiently awake to their own inter¬ 
est to perceive the necessity of systematic 
action, and take precautionary measures. In¬ 
stances of this practice of underselling come 
to our notice every day, and unless some im¬ 
pediment is placed in its course, it will prove 
the ruin of the retail business, and saj) the 
foundation of the veiy trade itself. The field 
for its practice and growth is even more ex¬ 
tended than it is in the book trade, inasmuch 
as so many different articles, at such varying 
prices, afford every inducement for undersell¬ 
ing and “cutting in” on other dealers. We 
give merely this short mention of the preva¬ 
lence of this most reprehensible custom, be¬ 
lieving that our stationers have too much at 
stake to aUow such a practice to undermine 
and belittle a noble branch of trade.— Publish¬ 
ers’ Weekly.

The London Stationer reflects upon the prac¬ 
tice of trusting overmuch responsibility to con¬ 
fidential clerks, and of omitting all supervision 
into the way in which they discharge their 
duties. The head clerk of Bi*adbury & Evans, 
William Samuel Mon-is, in whom the greatest 
confidence had been reposed for twenty-four 
years, has lately been detected in extensive 
embezzlements, using the moneys of the firm 
for speculations of various kinds. With refer¬ 
ence to such frequently recurring cases, the 
Stationer remarks: 

“We are well aware that many employers 
possessing kindly heai'ts would feel that they 
were casting slurs upon, or wounding the feel¬ 
ings of their confidential clerks were they to 
suggest inspection of accounts, or a revised 
principle that would reduce the responsibility 
of their most trusted men. But ‘ business is 
business,’ and we believe that all proper- 
minded, confidential clerks woxdd prefer that 
their employers should be certain that every¬ 
thing in connection with their stewardships 
was above-board.” 


A Strong White Paste.— Dissolve 3Joz. of 
gum arable in 2 quarts of water and stir it into 
one pound of wheat flour until the whole be¬ 
comes of a pasty consistency. It is then to be 
heated, and l^oz. each, of sugar of lead and 
alum dissolved in a little water, added thereto, 
and the composition well stirred until it shows 
signs of boiling, when it must be I’emoved 
from the fire.

Crandall’s acrobats have been successfully 
introduced into England and are taking well 
among our cousins, like most other similar 
products of American ingenuity. 

The envelope works of White, Corbin & Co., 
Rockville, Conn., give employment to 75 hands. 
They use 50 reams of paper and turn out from 
160 to 175 boxes of envelopes daily. 

The clerks coimected with D. Appleton & 
Co.’s stationery department were all dis¬ 
charged October 24, owing to the final aban¬ 
donment of that branch of then* busmess. 

The Antique Linen Note-Paper, just intro¬ 
duced by Laroche-Joubert, Lacroix & Co., is 
said to be a very beautiful style of note. It 
will soon be placed on the New York market. 

A Pittsbm-g post-office clerk was somewhat 
flurried when a well-di*essed man called for 
$5,000 worth of letter and paper stamps and 
passed through the window to pay for them 
five crisp $1,000 bills.

In the manufacture of imitation rubber and 
shell jeweli^', Richards & Cady, of Attleboro’, 
Mass., are widely and favorably known. This 


jewelry is made from horn, and so nearly imi¬ 
tates the real shell and rubber that it requires 
an expert to detect the difference. 

An English firm of printing stationers brought j 
a suit to recovei' a bill for labels. The defence j 
; averred that they were not printed on the. sort I 
i of paper which w^as ordered. The judges found ' 
1 that the contract had not been completed, and 
j gave judgment for the defendants. 

I A new work-box of Vienna manufacture is 
I a pot containing a small rose-bush. The pot is 
i of Russian leather, and the roses on the bush 
of miislin nicely perfumed. By pressing a 
spring, the bush flies back, and underneath is 
seen a fine array of sewing implements. 

To the National, Continental, and American 
Bank Note Printing Companies of New York 
has been awarded the contract for printing in¬ 
ternal revenue stamps dm*ing the cuiuent fiscal 
year. The fiscal year ends June 30, 1875, before 
which time, however, nearly .$250,000 of the 
stamps in question will be req^iired. 

Coupon tickets are the latest thing at fash¬ 
ionable weddings. The large card secures ad¬ 
mission to the church, and the coupon entitles 
the holder to a reserved seat. Now let us have 
a printed programme of the ceremony, wuth a 
list of the bride’s presents and the name of the 
firm furnishing the trousseau annexed!

E. E. Barrows & Co., of North Attleboro’, 
Ma^s., now employ forty hands in the manu¬ 
facture .of. gold-plated bracelets and fire-gilt 
chains. Of bracelets they manufacture oA^er 
one hundred different patterns. Theii' ma¬ 
chinery is driven by steam, and w^as nearly all 
made by Henry BlundeU & Son, of Pi-oSddence, 
R. I. This firm has been established four 
years. 

We learn that J. B. Rose, traveler for Jen¬ 
sen, McClurg & Co., Chicago, Ill., was in Denver 
October 23, and left for Salt Lake. He had 
had good trade all along the i-oute. He carried 
a splendid line of samples and had obtained 
good prices. Mr. Rose is one of the fii-st fall 
travellers in tliat part of the country. Trade 
was good, and rep and fine note were selling 
with ease. 

Our editorial corps has had the addition of a 
superior, extra superfine, highly intelhgent 
Thomas Cat, He is a little er-ratic, and given 
to a-mewsing himself at his own sweet wiU, 
but that’s not objectionable. We call him 
Mousier. P. S.—Thomas has disappeared just 
like little Charlie Ross, and neither butcher, 
baker nor candlestick-maker know of his 
whereabouts. 

Among the manufacturers of jeweh-y in At¬ 
tleboro’, Mass., the firm of Horton, Angell & 
Co. is favorably known in the line of gold and 
roll-plate goods—such as setts, buttons and 
studs—their gold goods ranging in quality 
from 1() to 18 K. Their works have a capacity 
of employing forty hands. The gentlemen 
composing this firm have had many years’ ex¬ 
perience in their line. 

A new toy, known as the Blondin Tight- 
Rope Performer, has been put on the market 
by Geo. W. Ault, 28 Beekman street. It is a 


remarkable specimen of mechanism. The 
figure is run by clock work, and is ingeniously 
balanced, so that it actually walks, raising its 
feet and placing them one after the other on 
the tight-rope. The price is moderate, $7 
retail or $5 to the trade, and it will doubtless 
take amazingly Avith young America. 

It is a “werry curious circumstance,” as 
Sam Weller would remark, that stationers 
who come to New York nowadays all man¬ 
age to call for a few minutes at our office. Of 
course it isn’t because Ave publish a list of those 
“In Town,” but then, “it moutbe.” Never¬ 
theless we are glad to say to all visitors, “.Wel¬ 
come Little Stranger,” and to commune philo¬ 
sophically with them upon the passing events 
of this sublunary sphei-e, or Avords to that ef¬ 
fect. 

At the Owen Paper Company’s Housatonic 
mill four hundred different kinds of fine 
Avriting paper are made, besides ledger, bank¬ 
note and bond papers. A new feature is 
the manufacture of Cone’s patent ruled paper 
for wedding invitations, fancy stationery, &c. 
The patent for this has been out only four 
months, and the market ah’eady bids fair to 
be bi-isk. Machinery to make envelopes from 
the same kind of paper is noAv being pAit into 
the miU. 

To obtain a gum for backing labels, take any 
quantity of clear pure dextrine and mix it with 
boiling water until it assumes the consistency 
of ordinary mucilage. Apply thinly with a 
full-bodied, evenly made, and wide camels’ 
hair brush. The paper should not be too thin 
or unsized. The pi’eparation will dry quickly, 
and adhere when slightly wet. Note.—No moi e 
of the dextrine should' be mixed at one time 
than can be used at once, as it caimot be re- 
melted easily. 

Owing to the delay of the Plympton Com- 
panj"^ of Hartford in filling the orders for Gov¬ 
ernment envelopes, Postmaster-General Jewell 
has made an “ exigency” contract with Geoi’ge 
H. Reay, of New York, the old contractor, to 
supply some of the orders now waiting. Reaj^ 
has on hand a large amount of stock, and will 
deliA^ei' 13,001),000 envelopes withip a month. 
This greatly rehcA^es th.e Plj’^mpton Company, 
which is now turning out 500,000 a day. Taa o 
clerks have been detailed from the New Yor k 
Post-office to assist in the registration depart¬ 
ment. 

We have before us a specimen of printing 
and writing done AA'ith Black Copyable Print¬ 
ing and Writing Ink, the discovery of Mr. S. 
S. Stafford. This ink (fluid as water), not only 
meets the requirements of the writer, but also 
those of the priirter. Coiries may be taken 
front the printing as well as Avriting done with 
this mk. It is entirely dissimilar to all the 
aniline, or nutgall, or potash inks ever invent¬ 
ed. Our chemist thinks it a most AAmnderful 
discovery, and we gratulate Mr. Stafford on 
his success (after many months’ of experiment¬ 
ing) in producing this ink. 

The Washington Chronicle contains a long 
intervieAv Avith Brad. Adams, from which we 
extract the latter’s OAvn description of how he 
got started in the stationery business; “When 
I first conceived the idea of engaging in the 
stationery business I had had no experience in 
that business and was without a dollar in my 
pocket; but, believing myself to be a fair 
judge of human nature and conceited enough 
to believe I had common sense, I decided to 
venture. With seven cents in my pocket I ap- 
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preached the proprietor of a small stationery- 
store corner of Eighth and F streets northwest, 
who desired to sell out, and after one-half 
hour’s conversation I struck a bargain, pur¬ 
chasing with indorsed paper (which ! promptly 
met at maturity), jumped behind the counter, 
stuck a pen behind mj- ear, and commenced 
sellhig note paper by the sheet (but now by 
the ream). Well, that was the beginning, and, 
although I was in the stationery business, I 
was not stationary myself. I changed location 
twice during the three years I have been in 
business, and I now think I have a location 
that will compare favorably with any other in 
this city, and feel that I am on the highway to 
success.” 


On the same day another order for 308,000 was 
received. The company expect soon to be able 
to dehver over 500,000 every t^n hours. Mr. 
Casilver, an artist and expert of the Treasury 
Departmeht, detailed by Postmaster-General 
JeweU to make critical examinations of dies 
and proofs of stamps, finished his labors oh 
Wednesday, and has returned to Washington. 

It is very amusing to go into any fashionable 
retail stationer’s in New York, or elsewhere, 
and hear ladies leave orders for note paper, 
with the special stipulation that -it must be of 
foreign make, when they could buy paper of 
home manufacture for a much lower price, 
and yet of equal quality. 


The one, two and three-cent stamped envel¬ 
opes practically supply the public demand. 
Comihon stamps and envelopes can be substi¬ 
tuted temporarily for the official stamped 
envelopes in an emergency, and as for the 
odd denominations, such as sevens, tens, and 
so on up to nineties, there is really no public 
call for them. Every denomination of United 
States postage stamp is matched by a stamped 
envelope, but vei'y few offices keep the sixes 
even, and the large denominations are never 
called for save by collectors of stamps and 
“ sich,” desirous of completing a line. 

Frederick Kappmeier, a paper-box maker, of 
the firm of Kappmeier & Ludeker, has made a 
complaint against City Marshal Leubusher, 
charging him with violence towards him and 
also with assaulting one of the girls in the em¬ 
ploy of the firm. Leubusher and two assist¬ 
ants; named Walsh and Cuba, made a levy 
under a mortgage foreclosure. In taking the 
goods down stairs and placing them on the 
wagon some of them were spoiled by roiigh 
handhng. Walsh chased the work-girls about, 
ahd refused to stop when complainant desired 
him to do so. Lizzie Oertner, aged fifteen, tes¬ 
tified that Walsh and Cuba caught her and 
forcibly kissed her. Shame! 

The resolutions adopted by the paper stock 
trade of New York to express their regret and 
sympathy at the death of Charles H. Bulkley 
have been engrossed by Mr. A. S. Gumbart, 
pen artist, at S88 Broadwa y, in the most elegant 
and appropriate manner. They are contained 
in a quarto album bound in Russia, with a 
tastefully designed cover on which is a mono¬ 
gram in metal The resolutions occupy ten 
pages. The lettering and suiTounding orna¬ 
mentation show great originahty and taste. 
On the last page the autographs of the com¬ 
mittee are inscribed. As a whole the book is 
a work of art, and far sui’passes anything of 
the kind we have ever seen. 


We are sorry to find that there is not a 
greater show of mercantile morality exhibited 
among the large firms in the various branches 
of the stationeiy trade, one toward another, 
in avoiding even the appearance of copying 
each other’s designs in manufactured station¬ 
ery, whether in foreign or domestic goods. 
Surely there is inventive genious enough in 
each house to issue their goods from their 
manufactories with distinctive features suffi¬ 
cient to indicate the fii’m from which the 
goods emanate, and an equally distinctive line 
of demarcation to show their independence of 
other men’s ideas. We do not desire so much 
to quote special cases, as to draw attention to 
the apparent strong absence of the principle 
of meum and tuum, as well as apparent weak 
ness of individual invention. 

A Salem paper says: Our community are 
taken entirely by surprise in the announcement 
of the dissolution of the old and popular fii’m 
of Whipple & Smith, booksellers and station¬ 
ers. The junior partner remains, with the 
firm name A. A. Smith & Co. Captain Whipple 
retains a desk in the store for the present. 
The business was estabhshed more than sixty 
years ago, by Colonol Henry Whipple, the 
father of the retiring partner, and has always 
held an honorable position. Mr. Geo. M. 
Whipple, who now retires, has been twenty- 
three years in the business. “Colonel Wliipple’s 
store (says the late Fitch Poole in some inter¬ 
esting reminiscences) was the resort and loung¬ 
ing place of all the eminent men of the past 
who have given a name to Salem in its modern 
history. Here met Bowditch, Story, Prince, 
Pickering, the elder TTorcester, Barnard and 
Hopkins. Here Cummins discussed politics 
with Glen King and Saltonstall, while Dr. 
Flint and Judge White made criticisms on the 
last new book.” We trust the present store 
will continue to flourish many years to come.

Nine stamping or embossing 
machines are printing .stamps upon envelopes 
at the rate of 300,000 every ten hours, and a 
new machine will' arrive every five days till 
sixteen more are received, when the embossing 
capacity of this style of stamps alone will be 
750,000 every ten hours. Another style of ma¬ 
chine is also in use and will be used until all 
the new embossing -machines are in position. 
The company received an order for over 400,000 
envelopes on October 37 from the agent in 
•chgrge and delivered them to the I’egistration 
department on the 38th. Nearly all of them 
were packed and pouched and delivered to 
route agents on the mail trains that day.

Preparation of Photographic Tracing 
Paper. —A paper sensitive to light, brought 
into the niarkot by Talbot, of Berlin, under 
the name of “Lichtpauspapier,” by means of 
which anyone unskilled in photography may 
copy plans, maps, &c., with little trouble, may 
be perfectly imitated, by floating good strong 
albumen-sized (or an’ow-root) paper, for about 
a minute, on a bath composed of water 33 
parts, nitrate of silver three parts, citric acid 
one part, and tartaric acid, half a part, then 
drying it, and finally di’awingit slowly through 
a weak solution of tartaric acid. It will keep 
at least three months, if protected from light 
and moisture, and does not require fuming 
with ammonia. Toning, which is in most 
cases superfluous, requires a very strong and 
alkaline bath. 

Bookbinding Terms — “Blind-tooled” is 
when the tools are impressed upon the leather 
without being gilt. “ Bosses ” are brass plates 
fixed to the edges of book backs for their pre¬ 
servation. ‘ ‘DenteUe” is a fine tooled border re¬ 
sembling lacework. “Fillet,” the .cylindrical 
ornament used in finishing, and upon which 
sample lines are engraved. “Mitred,” lines 
which in finishing intersect each other at right 
angles, and continued without overinmning 
each other. “Panels,” the spaces between the 
bands; also applied to beveled and sunk sides; 
when the space between the bands has a piece 
of leather upon it different from the rest of 
the back it is called ‘ ‘ pieced, ” The ‘ ‘ title is 
the space on which the lettering Is placed.

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FOREIGN NOTES. 

The Paper and Printinc/ IVadr.-i Jmi'iual 
should not copy our items, yutliout giving iis 
credit. In Yankee land we , call this “ hook¬ 
ing.” 

The process by which tin fusee and other 
boxes are printed is patented in France. The 
preparation of the inks or colors used has not 
yet been made known. The printing is done 
in the sheet and cut up to the desired shape 
afterward. 

The paper used for the English Groverument 
telegraph forms is a strange composite, con¬ 
sisting of esparto grass, palm leaves, and 
bright oat straw. Nearly half a million are 
used weekly. The work is put up to contract, 
and pi’ices are cut very fine. 

Among the articles we annually import from 
Nuremberg are lead pencils, and lead in, pieces 
for pencils to the value of ^500,000; S15,000 
worth of slate pencils, beside toys and fancy 
goods to the value of $81.o,489 in one year, and 
colored and fancy papers value^d at $154,37o. 

Trade newspapers are not so modera 
people think. The first known trade journal 
was published in 1648. It was a booksellers’ 
paper, and was called the Mercuriiis Librarhis. 
The publisher, to show that he really desired 
the benefit of the trade, announced that ‘ ‘ he 
will expect but 6d. for inserting any book, nor 
but 13d. for any trade advertisement, unless it 
be excessively long. ” 

An improvement on the original idea of the 
postal card has been carried put in Holland, 
Belgium, Geimany, Switzei'land apd Italy. It 
is to send to your correspondent the means for 
his repjving to you immediately. If you 
dii’ect the reply card, your correspondent has 
nothing to do but write the answer, sei^arate 
the card, post it, and you get it. Naturally 
these cards are sold at double price. 

The editor of the “ Stationers’Handbook ” 
has just issued a useful little volume, “The 
Stationers’ and PapeivMakers’ Beadj^ Beck- 
oner,” containing an interest table, tables 
shovsdng the value of a ream of paper of any 
weight, difference of value between good 
and retree papers, values of qrs. and lbs. at 
per cwt., a valuable 1;able of corresponding 
weights, and lastly, of quires at per ream. 

The Paper and PHnting Trades Journal 
says: “ We have received from Messrs. Dreka, 
of Philadelphia, U. S. A., sijecimens of note 
paper and envelopes embossed from dies in 
colors, in a variety of styles. Man 3 ’- of the 
dies may be ranked as works of art, and con¬ 
siderable expense must have been incurred in 
their production. However, our cousins do 
not mind paying big prices for really good 
things.” 

The manufacture of fancy papers is stiongly 
represented in France; this paper is in large 
demand at Paris; it engages the services of 
1,300 persons in its manufacture, and repre¬ 
sents an annual value of i;300,000 to £450,000. 
Gilt, silvered, and colored papers, as well as 
those used for bookbinders’, confectioners’, 
apothecaries’, &6., puiposesai*e in eluded under 
the designation of “Papiers de Fantaisie.” 
All these are made of mOi*e or less fine white 
paper, some, Uke the so-called marbled paper, 
by hand, others by machinery. 

The following are the London trade prices 
for paging: Fcaps, long fcaps, demysjand me-

6d; There are from 13 to 18 different sizes of 
figures- in use in London for paging and num¬ 
bering. 

In Europe the cedar wood chiefly imported 
is Gedrela odorata from Cuba, Mexico, and 
Central America, in quantities varying fi’om 
3,000 to 5,000 tons j’-earljT, and the red, or pen¬ 
cil cedar of Virginia and Bermuda, Juniperus 
Virginia,na. Fragrant cedrine, an essential 
oil, is distilled from the wood. The cedar 
wood of British Guiana (Idea altissima, Aubl.) 
has'also a strong aromatic odor whicli keeps 
away insects, and adapts it for cabinets, 
wardrobes, &e. 

Several wholesale houses are giving serious 
offense to theii- customers by charging in, 
say, their midsummer statements for goods 
that, though ordered in June, were not de¬ 
livered until July. The cause of complaint 
arises from the fact that some firms treat their 
order-books as day-books, so that the retailer 
is debited with the goods immediately his 
ordei- is entered. This system is not, however, | 
that of correct book-keeping, and, though I 
we do not blame wholesale houses for en¬ 
deavoring to create plausible px-etexts for i 
reducing credits, we consider that their cus - 1 
tomere have verj^ reasonable cause for com¬ 
plaints.— London Stationer.

and the men who cany them on know very 
little outside of their particular lines. A true 
stationer should fulfil the Old Country stand¬ 
ard and be thoroughly informed abotit the 
minutest details of eveiy article contained in 
his stock; its origin, composition, uses, demand 
and supply. Few pei’sous in our line could 
bear such a test. The great majority of Amer¬ 
ican stationers are shamefully ignorant and 
have hut little accurate knowledge about any¬ 
thing connected with their business. ” 

The conversation ceased, and the two gentle¬ 
men, having fully agi-eed in their views, went 
off to Farish’s to have a chop and a glass of 
-seltzer-lemonade together. 


FIRST-CLASS STATIONERS. 

A few days since we accidentally overheard 
a conversation between two members of our 
trade, both of whom possess large experience, 
and who may be considei-ed excellent judges 
of the stationery business. They were 
changing views about the general condition of 
affairs in the trade. One of the pair remarked, 
“Is it not amazing that there are so few fii-st- 
class stationers in the country ?*’ The other as¬ 
sented and asked, “How many are there who 
in your estimation should be placed in that 
category?” The fli-st speaker responded, “ In 
New York city I should say there were exactly 
three—and no more; in Philadelphia there is 
one, and in Boston there are two othei-s, but 
there the list ends. I don’t believe that out¬ 
side these two cities, neither in Cincinnati, 
Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, or any other 
place, can there be found another. I use the 
term ‘first-class stationer’ in its true sense. 
There are men in the trade who are first-class 
in certain lines, as, for example, blank books, 
envelopes, stationery hardware, or domestic 
papers exclusively, but these are specialties, 


PIRATING DESIGNS, 

A stationer who takes another’s designs and 
pirates them without compensating him in 
any way, is no better than a common swindler 
and deserves general condemnation. It is 
amazing that the trade will countenance indi¬ 
viduals who descend to such maneuvers so as 
to compete with their rivals, and one of the 
good results to be expected from a Stationers’ 
Board of Trade is that it would put an end to 
suoh practices by covering their perpetrators 
with obloquy. 

These remarks are suggested: by a most fla¬ 
grant case of piracy which has just taken 
place In the trade. We have before us as we 
write, two samples of papetei'ies. One, the 
“Crown Court,” bearing the familiar mono¬ 
gram of M. C. Tyler & Co., is handsomely and 
durably made, with a linen hinge, solid top, 
and on the whole, is a credit to its designers. 
The other is a palpable imitation, but how in¬ 
ferior in every respect! While the arrange¬ 
ment and shape is the same as the “Crown 
Court,” its whole character is cheap and flimsy. 
The quality of the box is second rate, it is not 
well put together, while though it has scarcely 
been handled at aU, it is already ripped at one 
corner. A badly executed stamp representing 
the British lion and unicorn, contrasts forcibly 
with M. C. Tjder & Co.’s monogram, while the 
name on the cover is equally inferior. 

Such are the facts. No comment is needed, 
and we trust that the publicity which we feel 
compelled to give to tliis transaction will have 
its due effect. It is only doing common justice 
to a young and enterprising firm to mention 
the matter, and we do so cheerfully. 


and to begin life for himself. The majority of 
young men, particularly in large cities, incline 
toward business as an occupation. We have 
no fault to find with these if they are willing 
to work hard and get ahead. Most clerks, how¬ 
ever, have but little ambition, and some get in 
a rut whei’e they remain all their lives. They 
plead that no one can start on his own account 
without having a large capital, but every day 
presents chances, and we see thousands of 
men get along by pluck and energy without 
the aid of patrons or capital.

Why is it that so many persons, e.siJecially 
young men, are content to remain in clerk¬ 
ships ? Why should a man serve another, par¬ 
ticularly in the spring-time of life, when health 
and vigor are at the highest, and when one 
can best afford to take risks, when he might 
do much better if he started on his own 
account? Is not independence better than any¬ 
thing else, and is the certainty of a salaried po¬ 
sition counterbalanced by its unpleasantness ? 
When you see so many young men willingly 
remain as clerks, receiving only moderate pay 
and having but small prospects of advance 
ment, we may appreciate the indignation and 
contempt with which Horace Greeley used to 


We do wish that people having novelties to 
introduce to the trade would not expect us to 
announce to the world in general, and the rest 
of mankind, as General Zaeh Taylor said, that 
their particular novelty is the finest, superbest, 
handsomest, cheapest, most durable and per¬ 
fect article ever made. We have done this 
forty-seven times, and even our callous con¬ 
science rebels. Over-praise is worse than no 
praise at all, and puflflng don’t pay either the 
man who is puffed or the paper which does it. 


OxjR Chicago correspondent reports some 
sensible suggestions on the subject of novel¬ 
ties, which he heard in an intei-view with a 
leading stationer of that city; viz.: that our 
inventors devote too much attention to novelty 
rather than to utility in their desig-ns. They 
flood the trade with new varieties of paper, 
&c., which have a temporary attraction to the 
public, but soon lose this, and their sale ceases; 
whereas, an article or desig-n of real utility 
will have a permanent sale. This criticism de¬ 
serves attention. 


The shortsighted policy of certain commer¬ 
cial travelers which our Denver correspondent 
denounces, is indefensible, on any grounds, and 
on no accoimt should be countenanced by em¬ 
ployers. In this connection we caU attention 
to the brief, rigid, but thorough comprehen¬ 
sive directions on another page, which a lead¬ 
ing house in this city issue to their traveling 
salesmen. They have the true ring, and might 
well be adopted by other firms.

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BRANDAUER’S STEEL PEN WORKS. 

BIR MINGH AM. 

The steel pen has so far superseded the old- 
fashioned goose quill, and has become such an 
important article of commerce,'that a descrip-' 
tion of .its manufacttirc will very likely prove., 
both interesting' and instinctive to many of 
our subscribers and readers. 

Although the steel pen cainiot be called ,i, 
new article of manufacture, aSf it Avas made 
60 years ago, yet it is only within the last rio or 
80 years that the trade has become one of com¬ 
mercial importance. During that time it has 
continued to increase, and as there seems no 
likelihood of anything being invented to super¬ 
sede the steel pen, tve may expect to see this 
trade still increase and flourish, particularly 
as education is noAv compulsory in this and 
several other countries. The manufacture of 
steel pens in Great Britain is carried on entirely 
in the town of Birmingham, for although the 
article was first made in Sheftield by “ Skin¬ 
ner,” the foresight of the Birmingham manu¬ 
facturers of light steel goods soon discovered 
that it would bedome an article of extensive 
use, and Messrs. Mitchell included it in their 
manufactures. The hona fide steel pen manu- 
factui’ers m this country at present are: 

Messrs. Baker & Finnemore, Mr. C. Bran- 
dauer, Messrs. Brueton & Fowler, Messrs. 
.Joseph GiUott & Sous, Messrs. HeAvitt & Co., 
Messrs. Hinks, Wells & Co., Mr.^ Josiah Mason,’ 
Mr. John Mitchell, JVIr. W. Mitchell;- Mesk-s. 
M. Myers. & Son, Messrs. M. Tumor & Co. • 

There are alsf) a great number of dealers 
who have their names stamped, upon pens, but 
are not manufacturers, the steel pen trade in 
this respect being like m any others—the cutlery 
and button trades, for instance; any person 
giving a moderate order to a manufacturer 
of these articles can have his own or any name 
stamped upon them. This has become an 
acknowledged sy.steni, and the question is, are 
not the great ma.jority of pe.vsons deceived by 
it, and would it not be better for manufac¬ 
turers in all trades to act in the sairre manner 
as the manufacturers in the “ sewing thread 
and cotton” trades have done, vm: refuse to 
sell any goods without their own name and 
mark upon them as a guarantee of the quality ? 
If this were done a great deal of the vile rub¬ 
bish sold in the steel pen and other trades 
AA'^ould soon go a-beggmg; for it is a fact that 
the public are frequently charged a higher 
price for third quality goods than they would 
have to pay for first-class articles, Avith a bona, 
fide manufacturers’ brand or mark upon them. 

Mr. C. Brandaiier, of Birmingham, is one of 
the few steel pen makers wh'o make first-class 
goods only. 

His extensive works constitute a substantial 
and imposing block of buildings, toAveilng 
above all the surrounding property. The 
works are well adapted to the requii’ements 
of the trade, the rooms and Avorkshops being 
botli large and lofty, and excellently lighted. 
One of the rooms is 105 feet long, 22 feet Avide, 
and 21 feet high, the lowest room in the works 
being 12 feet (5 inches fi'om floor to ceiling. 
The whole of the rooms and Avorkshops are 
A'entilated in the most efficient manner, and 
the health and comfort of the workpeople 
seem to be very important considerations Avith 
the proprietor. 

Thirteen hundred tons of steel are used an-^ 
nually in the manufacture of pens, the pro¬ 
duction in this ccuntry alone bemg about 
6,760,000 gi'oss, or 073,440,000 single pens, so 
that, with the pens manufactured upon the 


Continent. and in America, there are, jnore 
than sufficient steel pens made to.supply evefy 
man, woman, and child in the world Avith one 
each annuallA^ This production appears en¬ 
ormous, but, upon considering the gi'eat, num¬ 
ber -of writers who now use the steel pen, the 
ATOiidei' ceases, especiallA' Avhen we take into 
consideration hoAA^ cheap this article lias be¬ 
come. a first-class pen not costing more than 
from Id. to 2d. per dozen when ought in gToss 
boxes. 

The steel u.-^ed in the manufacture of first- 
class pens is a very fine quahty of spring steel, 
made specially for this purpose; it is supplied 
to the pen makers in sheets five feet long and 18 
inches wide, but much too thick for use. 
These sheets are cut into; strips of certain 
widths, according to the size of pen required, 
packed in cast-iron boxes; and made air-tight; 
thej’’ ai’e then placed in an annealing muffle, or 
reverberatoiy furnace, and heated to a red 
iieat at AAdiich they ai'e kept about tA\-elvc 
hours; they are then removed to a Pooling 
muffle, so that they may cool very gradually. 
Great care is required in this process, as, in¬ 
deed, in all processes Avhere heat is applied, to 
steel. Those aaTio ai-e at all acquainted with 
this metal know how easily it can be made 
worthless by overheating. The strips, when 
cool, are taken to the pickling slied, and im¬ 
mersed in a certain pickle to i-emove the black 
scale or oxide, and, after being “pickled,” are 
placed in revolving tubs Avith coarse einery, to 
scour them clean. The steel is then taken to 
the rolling mill, and passed through a series of 
rolls, until the strips are reduced in thickness 
to the particular size required; some strips 
being rolled to the thickness of ordinary card¬ 
board, while some’ we, saw_ tidn as 

cambric paper. 

Wlien rolled, the steel is takeii to the store¬ 
room and arranged in large boxes, according 
to the widths and gauge ®f the strips or rib¬ 
bons of metal. Here young women are en¬ 
gaged in gauging the steel, throwing out all 
strips that are either too thick or too.thin to 
be used for the particular pen about to be 
made. This is done very quickly, by the aid 
of a very ingenious instrument that registers 
to the 'J,000th part (^f an inch. Extra gauging 
is only done by first-class makers, the steel 
being used, as a rule, .iust as it leaves the 
hands of the roller. 

We then passed into the cutting-out depart¬ 
ment; this is a long room fitted up with ex¬ 
pensive cutting-OAit macldnerj’ and presses. 
There is a continuous rapid clicking noise going- 
on in this room, not unlike the noise made by 
a small saugage machine. The ribbons of steel 
are passed through the machine with marvel¬ 
lous rapidity, the-blanks being cut out of each, 
and quite an ornamental pierced ribbon or 
strip taken out as scrap. The points are 
obliged to be cut Avith extreme exactitude, and 
each Avorker is supplied with a poAverful mag¬ 
nifying glass to detect the slightest variation 
01 ' defect in them. 

The piercing department is a very fine, lofty 
room, nearly 10(1 feet long, Avith roAA'S of beau¬ 
tiful small presses running the whole length. 
By the lii'ocess in operation hei'e those small 
perfoi'ations near the i)oints of the pen are 
made, and also the slits or piercings on the 
sides of the points. Many of these cuts, shts, 
and piercings are A^ery fuio and ornamental, 
but all are made for utility, and to obtain the 
required flekibihty necessary to the different 
form, size, or strength of pen. The process is 
apparently very sinq)le, tdthough there is 


great skill required in the setting and adjusting 
of the diffei’ent tools in the presses. A female 
has a number of blanks on the table by the 
side of the press; she places a blank in the 
proper position under the tools, swings the fly 
cf the press rcupd and the thing is dohe,iitiie 
’*small piece of steel hatfing been cut out of the 
blank as clear as if out of a piece of paper. 

-After the blanks are pierced they are put 
into iron boxes and hermetically sealed: then 
put in the furnace to be annealed. In about 
eighteen hours they are ready for the next pro¬ 
cess, viz.: the marking or stamping the name 
of the maker or dealei-, and the designation. 
The nmnber of the latter given to the different 
pens is legion, and some are quite i-emarkable. 
The stamping is done by females at sui Im 
stamps, so light that a child could work them; 
with the left hand full of blanks the operative 
takes one between the thumb and fhiger of the 
right hand, places it bn the die, wofks the 
stamp Avith her foot, and the blank drops, 
marked with the device or name. We saw 
numerous embossings or ornamental marks 
being stamped on pens, such as eagles, swans, 
portraits of noted personages, &c. 

Again we emerge into the noble range of 
workrooms, so lofty and large that we begin 
to question if there has not been a waste of 
room here. The branch carried bn in these 
rooms is the shaping or forming of the pen; 
and here we particularly noticed how ductile 
steel can be made when properly treated. 
The blanks, now annealed so soft that tliey 
bend like lead, can be pressed into any shape 
the manipulator wishes. This, as Avell as all 
the other work done at the press in the pen 
trade, is carried on by females. The presses in 
this deiAartment are much heavier than in the 
other branches, but so accurately fitted and 
adjusted that tlie slightest touch will move 
them. The worker sits at the press AAdth the 
marked blanks before her: she places a blank 
with the marked side downwaids in the die, 
swings the fly of the press round, and the pen 
is formed. This is taken out of the bottom 
die, and the process repeated. We Avere sur- 
lAi'ised to see the countless variety of shapes 
and forms in Avhich pens are made; some plain, 
some ornamental and pretty, others anything 
btit pretty; but all made to suit the taste and 
requirements of diffei-ent individuals and 
markets. After the pens are made of the re¬ 
quired shape they are hardened. This is a very 
important part of pen-making, as, if this pro¬ 
cess be not properly executed, the pens are of 
very little or no use. The pens are put into 
small iron pans and placed into a red-hot fur¬ 
nace, the heat being regulated to a very great 
nicety; the pans are closely Avatched and 
timed, one minute too much or too little being 
sufficient to materially injure a large number 
of pens. When the exact heat has been at¬ 
tained the pans are taken out of the furnace 
and the pens emptied into a tank 6 feet deep 
filled with oil; by tliis means they are suddenly 
cooled, and if properly hardened are found to 
be as brittle as glass. Of course they could 
not be Avorked in their hard state, sO, the oil 
having been cleaned from them, ai'e put into a 
reA^olving iron barrel over a fire and heated to 
a certain degree, which imparts that beautiful 
blue color seen upon watch sju-ings; the pens 
arc then taken out and cooled, and if this pro¬ 
cess is iJroiJeiiy executed they are found to be 
very elastic. In the scouring shop they are 
scoured in. revolving barrels with emery until 
they become white. 

We next entered the grinding department,

and at once became aware that we were in the 
presence of steam power, by the Avliirr and 
buzz of revolving wheels. From 00 to 70 
females are engaged in this shop, each before 
a revolving emery wheel; they take’a pen in 
the right hand, place it upon the top of the 
wheel, move it backwards and forwards sev¬ 
eral times with a hght delicate touch, and the 
pen is ground. It is only by long experience 
that a female becomes a good worker in this 
branch, such a very delicate touch being re¬ 
quired, especially in grinding mapping and 
other pens made of very thin steel. G-rinding 
improves the appearance of the pens, and the 
grinding across the points must add to their 
flexibihby also. 

After being ground the pens g« into the slit¬ 
ting shop. This is the most important in the 
trade, for if the pens be not slit correctly all 
the other work is thrown away and the pens 
have to be destroyed. Mr. C. Brandauer 
makes this branch a specialty in his business, 
paying more attention to it than any other of 
the branches, and paying nearly, and in some 
cases quite, double the price paid by some 
firms for this work, so as to insure a first-class 
article. One of the principal things in the slit¬ 
ting is to use first-class macliinery, and no cost 
has been spared by this firm in obtaining the 
very best that could be made. The cutting 
part of the tools is very simple, being merely 
a top and bottom knife wdth ver}^ sharp, 
smooth, and strong edges; but the different 
gauges, slides, &c., fixed so as to hold the 
pomts of different sized pens, are quite be¬ 
wildering to the uninitiated. The Avorker 
places a pen in this labyi-inth of gauges with 
great care, gives the fly of the press a steady 
and firm pull, then pushes it back very quickly, 
and the pen is slit. Powerful magnifying 
glasses are in constant use here, to detect 
the shghtest inequality in the points, or the 
slightest roughness in the slit. A good light is 
necessary, and the room in which the slitting 
operation is performed, OA^er 105 feet long, is 
thoroughly lighted both from tlie sides and 
roof. 

When a pen is slit one would naturally sup¬ 
pose that it Avould be ready for iise. Not so; 
it has still to pass through many hands befoi’e 
it i finished. All persons who use steel pens 
have exiAeriencedthe annoyances of a scratchy 
pen AA’hen writing. The maker we are con¬ 
cerned with has invented a method of round¬ 
ing the points AA'hich obviates the scratchiness 
in the pen and insures a nice, easy, smooth 
action, similar to a soft lead pencil, oidy more 
flexible. As this process is a secret of the 
firm’s, we are not. at hberty to disclose it. We 
understand that the points of theirbetter class 
pens are rounded by it. After rounding, the 
pens go into the iDolishing sho]:i, and are poli¬ 
shed by being mixed with a quantity of 
smooth black pebbles about the size of buck 
shot. 

The coloi’ing is the next toward finishing; 
tins is done by heat in the same manner as 
the tempering. The pens are made either a 
light straAV, dark straAV, brown, puce or blue 
color, and then lacquered or A'arnished. Steel 
pens are also coated with copper, aluminium, 
silver and gold; and some are cemented. 

Wlien the pens are finished they haA^e to be 
examined. This is not done^ at all, not even 
by some of the best makers; but Mr. C. .Bran¬ 
dauer never aUoAvs any of his better class 
work to be sent out AAdthout every pen being 
examined, and those that are found faulty are 
destroyed on the premises, damaged goods 


never being got rid of as “seconds.” Large 
quantities of pens are throAvn away daily that 
appear good pens until magnified, and eAmn 
then the farilt is often so trifling, that it seems 
a shame to de.stroj'- them. In a long room, 
Avell lighted, are seated about thirty females 
before a long table, each having a piece of 
Avhite or blade marble let into the table; they 
place a pen upon the mai-ble, examine it care¬ 
fully for any defect, and if found to be badly 
made in any branch it is throAAui into a box re¬ 
presenting that particular branch. By this 
means an inferior worker is at once found 
outj as a card with the name of each opeiative 
in every branch is passed thiamgh Avith a lot 
of pens from the first process until the pens 
are invoiced. It takes some j^ears’ training to 
make a good and expei't examiner. When ex¬ 
amined, the pens have to be searched by a 
superintendent to see if all the bad ones have 
been thrown out; and if found to be good they 
are passed into the boxing Avarehouse. Here 
are ranged A'ast quantities of boxes and labels 
of every conceivable size, color, and design to 
suit particular tastes and markets. The pens 
are generally boxed in quantities of one gross, 
but also in half gross and quarter gi-oss boxes, 
and for some markets 1(10 pens are put into a 
box. The qiiantities are Aveighed A-ery accur¬ 
ately, the scales being so delicately constracted 
that a broken point will turn the balance, 
thus making it next to impossible that either 
a pen too many or too little can be put into a 
box. The Avarehouses and stockrooms are 
very spacious, and communicate direct with 
the packing room by a powerful lift. 

A show-case of steel pens and pen-holders 
obtained for this firm the Medal of Merit at 
the Vienna Exhibition of last year, a distinc¬ 
tion to be nustly proud of. A pen with two 
distinct points, named the “ Patent Manifold 
Pen,” is made sijecially for ornamental wi'it- 
ing, making two strokes of diff'erent thick¬ 
nesses at the same time. Senne pens AAdth 
twelve points Avere exhibited to sIioav wliat 
perfection this firm had attained in the slitting 
of pens; it is a feat ueA'ci’ accomplished by 
any other maker. There are also pens beauti¬ 
fully colored and faceted, and a number of 
other novelties, Avliich Ave. haA’e not space to 
describe. 

The number of Avorkx)eople employed by 
this firm is from :3()0 to 400, and they manufac¬ 
ture from l;l,000 to 14,000 gross of pens Aveekly. 
—British Trade Journal. 

A BELGIAN MANUFACTORY. 

Turnhout, in Belgium, is the center of manu¬ 
facture foi- fancy palmers, marble, colored, &c. 
Great sacrifices and much i)ains have beeii in- 
cuired to establish this branch of industry in 
the country, and it was only effected by the 
introduction of foreign workmen. Not only 
has Belgium been enabled to supply her oaaui 
market, but Holland, Germany and other 
countries also. About 800 workpeople, divided 
among four establishments, carry on this 
branch of industry at Turnhout. The manu¬ 
facture in these o.stablishmeuts c<nnxjrises 
phiying cards, marbled and colored papers for 
binding, colored and engraved jirints, litho¬ 
graphed atlases, illustrated prayer books in for¬ 
eign languages, account books, labels, and all 
tlie products of lithography and chromo-lith¬ 
ography. The paper, however, is not made at 
Turnhout, but is supplied by paper mills ac¬ 
cording to special instructions given as to 
form, material, color and finishing. Playing 


cards are made in 150 qualities and kinds, ac 
cording to the taste and custom of various 
countries, and are sent to the English colonies 
Brazil, Chili, the river Plate, the United States, 
Indites, &c; competing with foreign made, and 
even AA'ith England in her oavu territories. One 
factory in Turnhout shiiDs yearly playing cards 
valued a t iqAward of £30,000, and colored and 
other papers to the value of £30.000 more. The' 
exports are made to Holland, Great Britain. 
Spain and France, notwithstanding high im¬ 
port duties charged in manj' countries. Each 
workshop employes 300 or more workpeople, ’ 
among whom are many children, and they 
are all employed by piece-Avork. 

PAINTING MAGIC LANTERN SLIDES, 

The follo’vving a.re the methods employed by 
the artists whose profession is the painting of 
magic lantern slides: 

1. Use transparent colors, like Prussian 
blue, gamboge, and carmine. These will give 
the three primary colors, and by their mixture 
the other tints. Apply AAuth a bmsh, and a 
ti'ansjAarent drying varnish, like dammar var¬ 
nish. AIIoav one coat to dry before .‘qipljdng 
a second. Considerable aid can be derived 
from stippling, the color being strengthened, 
where necessary, by ajiplying it with the jioint 
of a fine bi-ush. The colors must iiot be iised' 
too thin. 

3. Flow the glass plate with albumen, after' 
the manner of photographers, and jiaint Avith ' 
aniline colors This process gives great soft¬ 
ness and brilliancy to the pictui’es, but they 
arc apt to fade. 

B. Paint vuth water colors, and then flow 
the entire surface with Canada balsam, coA^er- 
ing the ptiinted side with a glass plate. 

4. Use water colors, Imt mix them Avith tur- 
jientine, instead of AA^ater, and AAnirk rapidly. 

Fcav people realize Iioaa- itiucU AA’ork is done 
in executing blank book orders. For example, 
we were lately shown a I'ecord of the exact 
work j)ei’formed in making an (ordinary check 
book, as follows: First, there Avas the engrav- 
ijAg AA'hich occiApied say tAA'o houi's; this Avas 
folloAved by the transfer, of Avhich a proof 
was submitted, requiring four hours; next the 
paper had to be iiieked out and the margin 
made, taking two hours; i)utting on the reve¬ 
nue stamps consumed another hour, mid the 
same time Avas taken uii in printing, AA’hile live 
hours Avere occnjiied for the binding. Thus 
six different oi)e)’ations Avere required, taking 
about sixteen hours, and extending over 
ten days, for all of which the stationer's profit 
was tAVo dollars. Yet the customer Avho 
ordered the book thought he avhs paying a very 
.stiff lU'ice for it. and that the stationer’s profit 
must be enormous. 

Commercial lithograpJiA’- is done, no doub t 
in a style that satisfies customers, but- that . 
fact does not eifect the truth of the statement 
wehaA’c made, or necessarily imply that the 
work in question is sufficiently good or credit¬ 
able Avork. moiety of the public does not. 
know good A\mrk when they see it, and tlx- lar¬ 
ger portion of the other moiety Avould not pay 
for good AA’ork eA’en if they could recognize and 
appreciate it. The question of exiiense is to 
most iieople the parfimount (piestion; lov ness 
of cost of production the highest of recommen¬ 
dations. In this way our art suffers; and really 
conscientious and clever men engaged in 
have constantly to deplore the melancholy 
fact.— The Lithographer,

FIRE-PROOF PAPER AND INK. 

The loss of valuable documents which has 
attended the lai’ge conflagration-s of the last 
few years, will cause general interest to attach 
to an incombustible paper and fire-proof ink 
recently patented by an English inventor. 
Though the paper is not regarded as absolutely 
indestructible by fire of any degree of ardency, 
it is yet claimed that, under such circum¬ 
stances as fire in houses, factories, or other 
buildings, it is “ordinaidly incombustible.” 
The pulp, which is manufactured in the usual 
way, is composed of vegetable fibre, one part; 
abestos, two parts; borax, one-tenth part; and 
alum, two-tenth parts. These ingredients, 
having been previously ground and finely 
divided, are brought to the consistency of 
pulp by the addition of water in proper pro¬ 
portion. Not only can wi-iting paper be thus 
manufactured, but a coarser substance for the 
bindings of books or the inclosing of manu¬ 
scripts. The fire-proof ink can be used in 
either writing or printing, and is made accord¬ 
ing to the following recipe: Graphite, finely 
ground, 22 drachms; copal, or other resinous 
gum, 12 gi’aius; sulphate of iron, 2 drachms; 
tincture of nutgalls, 2 drachms; and sulphate 
of indigo, 8 di’aclims. These substances are 
thoroughly mixed and boiled in water, and 
the ink thus obtained is said to be both fire¬ 
proof and insoluble in water. When any other 
color but black is desii-ed, the graphite is re¬ 
placed by an earthy mineral pigment of the 
desired hue. 


Scotch Transfer Paper.—A description for 
transfei- paper whose composition was first pe- 
vised in Scotland. It is made as follows: Dis¬ 
solve in water 1-2 oz. of gum tragacanth, after 
this is well mixed and strained add 1 oz. Scotch 
glue and 1-2 oz. of gamboge; then take French 
chalk 4 oz., old plaster of Paris 1-2 oz., starch 1 
oz.; powder and sift through fine linen, grind 
them with a portion of the gum tragacanth, 
glue, and gamboge.

It is 
easy for engravers on metals to repair flaws 
or imperfections, but the seal engraver has'no 
facilities for doing so. If he makes a blunder, 
the ■ gem is riiined, and his labor is lost. He 
begins operations by fixing the gem on a con¬ 
venient handle, and then draws the design 
upon it with a brass needle. The engraving is 
done by means of fine tools resembling drills, 
to wliich a rapidly revolving motion is given 
ill a small lathe. The tools are dipped from 
time to time in a composition of diamond dust 
and olive oil; and the operator holds the gem 
iu his hand anS applies it to the tool. So fine 
is the work generally that a powerful eye 
glass has to be used aud- sp slo\y"is the process 
of cutting that a whole day is required for the 
engraving of a circular ribbon, motto or mono¬ 
gram.

A chief branch of the French paper industry 
is the manufacture of envelopes. This .spe¬ 
cialty originated about 1838, and assumed 
somewhat gigantic dimensions in 18.51. Nearly 
all such factories are at Paris, where the pro¬ 
duction averages 2,500,000 per day. Machine 
labor is almost entirely substituted in their 
manufacture for hand labor. 

In a late suit in London, brought by Potter 
& Bush, lithographic printers, against a tobac¬ 
conist, at Bow, the question involved was one 
of some importance to the printers and users 
of trade-mark labels. The plaintiff’s traveler 
had obtained an order for several thousand of 
trade labels used by the defendant in the course 
of his business for fastening the ends of pack¬ 
ages of tobacco. A small adhesive label was 
given as a pattern, a little more than an inch 
square, bearing upon its face a bear in gilt, 
surropnded by certain scroll-work, and in the 
comers fleur-de-lis, and printed across in the 
words “trade-mark” in large letters. The 
labels were supplied, but the defendant had 
refused to pay for them. As in the corners 
referred to an ornamental angle had been sub¬ 
stituted in lieu of fhe fleur-de-lis, and that the 
substance of the labels themselves was not 
quite so substantial as that of the pattern. 
The Judge ruled that a trade-mark was an 
entire thing of itself, and if an^ part of it 
differed with the one originally registered the 
whole differed, directed a yerdiet for the de- 
lendAht.

JAPANESE FANS. 

The process of making the Japanese fans 
which have been so common in this country for 
the last three or four years, is described as fol¬ 
lows; ; ■ j - ; , , ! 

These fans' are manufactured in the interior 
of Japan, where Wages is from two to three 
cents of our money per day. The bamboo sticks 
are cut by men in the jungles, two joints being 
required for each fan. One end is split in a 
dexterous manner by women, into from fifty 
to seventy-five splinters, which make the ribs 
of the fan;'the o'ther end forms the handle; 
boys and girls then spread out the ribs, se¬ 
curing them a little above the joint by a 
fine thread woven between. Then they are 
covered by women and children. 

The paper with which they are covered is 
made of the bark of the root of the mulberry 
tree, which contains a long silky fibre admira¬ 
bly adapted to that use. The bark is carefuUy 
peeled from the root; then the rough outer 
surface is worked off- by hand. The fibres are 
then soaked in a vat some days, and the pulpy 
mass is rolled and dried on wires, somewhat as 
hand-made paper is made in European coun¬ 
tries. 

When the paper is dry, by a lithographic 
process peculiar to the Japanese, the figures 
are printed upon it, sometimes as many as 
sixty stones, (one for every distinct shade or 
color) being used. When this is completed the 
paper is pasted on the frame of the fan by 
women and children. 

The folding fans which have been extensively 
imported in the last two years, varying in 
length from eight to fifteen inches—the longest 
being now fashionable—are also made in the 
interior; but'by a different class of workers. 
The sticks are made with greater care, and 
though the quality of paper is about the same 
as is used in coinmoii varieties, the painting is 
done by hand; some of it is very well done. 
The blending of colors is\eiyfine. The va¬ 
rieties i^of paintings and subjects are almost 
endless, birds and flowers finding a good show¬ 
ing. The work of fan making gives employ¬ 
ment to himdreds. of thousands of Japanese* 
The entire populations of villages are employed 
in fan making, ^ome communities make one 
kind of fan' and some another, but they never 
interfere with each other. 

For several years, up to last year, from 
800,000 to 1,000,000 common flat fans were im¬ 
ported yearly into the United States, princi¬ 
pally to New York; but since then the amount 
has been more than quadrupled. 

The lofig» spreading, folding fans were also 
last year imported in large quantities, but this 
year the niarket has. been very largely stocked, 
some 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 being the amount 
received. 

Down to the last two years the retail price 
of the Japanese fans was rarely below twenty 
cents. Last year they were wholesaled at ten 
dollars per hundred;. This year they could be 
bought hi any quantities at $3.50 a hundi-ed, 
and have been selling at retail for five and even 
three cents a piece. The reason of this low 
price is . that two or thi*ee New York houses 
imported the fans too largely, and were forced 
to put them on the market in competition, and 
the result was the prices went down to an un- 
pi-ofitably low figure.

INVISIBLE INK. 

If we write with a very dilute solution of 
chloride of copper, which has scarcely more 
color than pure water, the characters are in¬ 
visible; but if gently heated, they become dis¬ 
tinctly yellow, and are easily read. Let the 
paper cool, and they vanish; and they may be 
made to appear and disappear an indefinite 
number of times. If heated too strongly, the 
compound is decomposed, and the writing be¬ 
comes permanently brown from the deposition 
of the copper. The chloride of copper may be 
conveniently made by mixing solutions of am- 
monic chloride (sal ammoniac) and of cupric 
sulphate (blue vitriol). 

The change of color in this and kindred 
cases is due to the removal of the water of 
crystalization by the heat. In chemical com¬ 
bination with the water, the salt is transparent; 
without the water, it is opaque. The salt, be¬ 
ing very deliquescent, rapidly absorbs mois¬ 
ture from the air when cool. —Boston Journed 
of Chemistry,

OWEN JONES. 

The annexed cut represents perhaps the most 
original and industrious decorative artist of 
our time. We are indebted to Harper Bros., 
the publishers, for the use of the cut, which 
accompanied an illustrated article on House¬ 
hold Decorative Art in England, in their 
Monthly, from which we make the following 
extracts: 

Owen Jones carried into decor¬ 
ative art that spirit of archaeo¬ 
logical accuracy—one might also 
say that profound scholarship — 
which was brought into pictorial 
art by Delaroche in France, Ba¬ 
ron Wappers in Belgium, and 
Maclise in England. It is said 
that there was but one thing in 
England which the Shah of Persia 
wished to carry back with him to 
his palace—the Alhambra rooms 
at the Crystal Palace; but of aU 
their possessions there is hardly 
one that the London people would 
so unwillingly part with. When 
proposals were being received for 
the decoration of the glass palace 
of the International Exhibition of 
1851, Mr. Owen Jones offered to 
Pz-ince Albert and the royal com- 
missionei's his plans. The prince 
held out against them for some 
time; but the fascination was on 
him, and again and again he re¬ 
turned to the exquisite designs, 
until he gave in. He selected 
Owen Jones with some tremor, 
but evei’y year since the palace 
has been transferred to Sydenham 
has show that it was the most 
felicitous incident of his life to 
have encountered the right man 
for a task which was to be of far 
more permanent importance than 
he supposed. Since then Owen 
Jones has not only given the large 

interiors of the business establish¬ 
ments that beauty which makes many of them I being led out into new forms and adaptations, 
worthy of admiration, but he has won for him-1 The Daily News said: “ It was to bring the 



self and his country the highest honors of the 
three great continental exhibitions.. It was 
with some amazement that the world found 
itself pointed to England as the leader of dec¬ 
orative art by the French Exposition of 1867 
“It requires,” said the oificial catalogue of 
that exposition, “ but a slight insight into mod¬ 
em domestic life in England to perceive how 
great a change has taken place within the last 

ten or fifteen years in the internal embellish¬ 
ment of the dwelling houses of the upper and 


beautiful in form and color home to the house- 
libld* and to mingle its subtle influences with 
the whole framework of social and family life, 
that the great designer we are lamentng la¬ 
bored all his life with the patient, unselfish 
enthusiasm of one to whom, though full of the 
keenest sympathy with all the great historic 
movements and events of liis time, his art was 
his life.” 

Owen Jones is best known to the stationery 
trade as having been the designer of most of; 


the playing cards of Messrs. De la Rue & Co., 
who specially employed him for this pm'pose. 

Part I. of a new and improved edition of his 
most famous work, the “Grammar of Orna¬ 
ment,” has just been issued in England. This 
ornate production has been truly designated 
the Great Pattern Book of Ornament and Dec¬ 
oration. It is to be completed in twenty-eight 
parts, each part to contain four plates, exe¬ 
cuted in the best style of chromo-hthography, 
with letter - press descriptions. 
The whole, when completed, foi-m- 
ing a handsome volume in imper¬ 
ial 4to. It is impossible to speak 
too highly of the value of this 
work, which has been adopted as 
a text book in aU the principal 
art schools at home and abroad. 

KEEPING UP STOCK. 

Keeping up stock is a ceremony 
more observed in the breach than 
the observance by very many of 
our friends. When an article is 
new, they order a small quantity, 
because it is a novelty, but, when 
their supplies are exhausted, they 
do not take suflicient precautions 
to obtain recruits, and, in conse¬ 
quence, loss is entailed upon every 
branch of the trade. In fancy 
goods proper, retailerss have rea¬ 
sonable excuse for their reticence, 
but the case is diJfferent in respect 
to actual stationery. When tinted 
writing papers were first intro¬ 
duced, the whole trade zealously 
tendered their patronage, but they 
gradually permitted their stocks 
to decrease, and, from no lack of 
public appreciation, the sales rap¬ 
idly declined. Similar results oc¬ 
curred in connection with-old- 
style paper, and, simply because 
certain persons will only use such, 
a fair trade is done in some quar¬ 
ters, though a very large portion 
of retailers will not keep it 
in stock. Then when Terry, Stoneman & Co. 
introduced the “Oxford Mourning” note paper 
and envelopes, large demands were at once 
made for it, both by the trade and the public. 
The demand of the latter continues, but that 
of the former has declined, not that they con¬ 
sider the stock bad, au contraire, but simply 
because they forget to order. Many other in¬ 
stances of inattention could be referred, but 
these may suffice to show how the sale of un¬ 
questionably good articles may be injured by 
downright carelessness. The London retailers 
have nob any excuse for remaining without 
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stock, especially as the wholesale houses are 
always willing to execute small orders. In the 
counti-y, however, trademen have less facili¬ 
ties for obtaining immediate supplies, and 
they have inherited a lax system of waiting 
for the appearance of a cei*tain traveler, who, 
when he appears, presents novelties; and in the 
examination of these, other matters are by re¬ 
tailers often forgotten. To keep stock properly 
replenished, the memory should not be relied 
upon, and each trader ought to make a mem¬ 
orandum of every article of his stock which 
he finds is getting low. There are, of course, 
many methodical persons who act as we sug¬ 
gest, but the majority do not.—London Sta¬ 
tioner.

A WORD FOR THE DRUMMER. 

ClNClNNAXi, O., November 13,1874. 

To the Editor of The Stationer: 

I wonder if all your subscribers find The Sta- 
aTONEii as handy as we do ? It is handy, especially 
for finding out what is moving in the trade, and 
what we all think of each other. It will do us all 
good to know how we stand in our neighbor’s eyes. 
Very likely it may be the means of enabling us to 
remove some beams or other timber out oi our own 
eyes. Those dreadful middlemen, the drummers, 
get it awfully. Some of them deserve it, too, and 
that’s the worst of it. But they must be reformed, 
not abolished. We couldn’t get .along without them. 
But right here is one of those evils • of the trade. 
Your drmnmer thinks his highest achievement is to 
sell. Very likely the fault is not in him but in his 
employer, who makes the volume of his sales the 
measure of his salary, but never considers the num¬ 
ber of bad debts contracted. Now, if we were em¬ 
ploying men we should instruct them to sell goods, 
but also to sell to good parties only. The commer¬ 
cial man can iind out who is and who is not good 
very e.asily if he is fit to be a tr.aveler. The commer¬ 
cial agencies arc good to tell you who has failed, but 
are of no use to tell you who is likely to fail. Would 
it not be wise to make a traveler’s interest some¬ 
thing besides a commission ? 

Then why don’t the drummers tell us what they 
think of us, one and all ? 

Trade in this city is good—not big, but good, and 
on the increase. AVe have no mushroom houses, but 
all do business on their own capital and are not 
given to cutting ami slashing as a rule. Nothing 
tends so much to conservatism as lor a man to do 
business Avith his own money. Some oneavisely says, 
“There is nothing more conservative than a million 
dollars, rmless it is two millions.” This is Avhat 
makes Cincinnati such a conservative place-it does 
business with its own money. As a consequence, 
the panic was felt less there than in any other West¬ 
ern city. 

There have been great developments here in fine 
stationery in the last five years, and Beebe & Curry 
deserve credit for the most of it. They were the 
first who dared put in a line of the best goods, and 
now the jobbers are all carrying them, and selling 
them too, and the trade grows. It is, as Shakespeare 
says, “Increase of appetite grows by what it feeds 
upon.” So the more is sold the more is wanted, and 
we are all happy. John Bkown. 


A TRADE TRICK. 

To the Editor of the Stationer: 

In walking up Beekmah street, recently, and ap¬ 
proaching Nassau, on the south side of the street, I 
have often been astonished at seeing mysterious 
pieces of brown paper pasted over the front of cases, 
evidently for the purpose of covering up the marks. 


I ventirred to ask my genial German friends Asdiat 
was the meaning of it. They informed me that it 
was the custom of some of the very small , little 
known and least respected houses in the neighbor¬ 
hood to coi)j' the marks and addresses of cases, and 
send samples of inferior grades oi goods to their 
customers; and that the}’’ wei’e compelled to try and 
protect themselves by pasting sheets of paper over 
the marks Avhile the goods Avere leaving the store, 
and have the cartman remove them at the freight 
depot. Being very much amused by this discovery, 
AA'e made a little further investigation in the same 
street. A little lower down Ave interviewed a Avell- 
kuoAA'n dealer in fine jjapers, and learned from him 
that they had also been troubled in the same direc¬ 
tion. During our conversation the following story 
Avas told by one of the juniors ol the establishment: 
“Iliad for some time suspected that the marks on 
our cases Avere being systematically copied, and that 
our customers Averc being regularly served Avith 
complete sets of samples of a loAver grade of goods. 
One morning observing one of our neighbors care- 
iully copying the marks on some cases that had just 
been placed on the sideAvalk read}' for shipment, 

I adopted the following ruse de guerre , Avhich 1 
played upon him ; H.aAung received that morning a 
request from a (to us) too much knoAvn house in an 
adjacent Eastern city for samples, I repaired to 
my neighbor’s store under some pretext, and acci¬ 
dentally (?) left the above mentioned letter upon the 
counter. Discovering my carelessness (?) soon after, 

I Avent back and inquHed very diligently after my 
long lost (5 minutes) letter, but was informed by the 
proprietors and clerks That it had not been found. 
The bait took. The result Avas the sale ol a fine in¬ 
voice of goods, Avhich to this day has never been 
paid for, unless they have been better treated than 
this house, who unfortunately are owners of an 
account of very long standing.” 

It is difficult to realize that any house, however 
small, can make such meanness pay. At present Ave 
are happy to say Ave have got “ the dead Avood” on 
two houses only. 

Persons, AA'hose consciences are a little bit tender, 
had better not investigate our authority too closely.

My creditors are contended,” he 
added, looking around upon them. They re¬ 
turned appi’oviug nods. “The unfortunate 
feature of the suspension is the suffering 
will entail upon my operatives,” Mr. 
continued. “I employed 3.50 people, and dis¬ 
tributed $3,500 weekly among them in wages. 
It is the beginning of winter; there is no 
chance of their getting employment in the 
same line elsewhere, because all the other 
manufacturing stationers are running on half 
or three-quarters time. I fear that it will 
a winter of suffering for most of them.”

Messrs. Riviugton have re-introduced a style 
of morocco binding which, notwithstanding 
• its undoubted merits, had suff ered a temporary 
eclipse. The late Mr. Samuel Bagster, we be¬ 
lieve, was the first to discard the old-fashioned 
stiff, hollow back; and by sewing the book all 
along, and by fastening the leather directly on 
to the back of the sheets, succeeded in pro¬ 
ducing a binding which permitted the book to 
lie perfectly flat when open. To all persons 
using a prayer-book or bible at church or in 
private this was a gi’eat comfort. To bind in 
this manner is expensive; the folding, the sew¬ 
ing, and the forwarding of the book must all 
be performed by experienced hands, as each 
book is, in a mannei’, bound by itself. Natur¬ 
ally this is expensive; and in the rage for 
cheap, showy binding, goodness of work was 
overlooked. Many of the church services pub¬ 
lished since the last revision of the lessons are 
already tumbling to pieces; but books bound 
in the manner described are as strong after 
seven years’ daily use as ever, although 
knocked about at the comers and the gilding 
of the edges dulled.— RoofcseWer.

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HOW TO SAVE, 

The London Times said, about a year since, 
that the reason why more people did not 
save was inability to do multiplication, to re¬ 
member that a shilling a day is £18 5s. a year; 
and the suggestion was shrewd, but it does 
not cover the whole case. Nobody saves less 
than the man who is always worrying over 
the details of his daily expendi:;ure, liked, as it 
usually is, by circumstances he can hardly 
control, who is always multiplying the omni¬ 
bus fare he cannot avoid by 626. It is not love 
of luxury, for very simple men very often do 
not save; and it is not, like extravagance, due 
to wilfulness, for the majority would like to 
save if they only saw the way. Patience is, 
we strongly suspect, the wanting faculty in 
non-savei-s; but that is a very dreary thought, 
for patience is one of the virtues which cannot 
be instilled from the outside. Endurance can, 
but a born impatience can no more be cured 
than that “restless marmot,” or whatever it 
is, in the Zoological could be taught to keep 
itUlf quiet for fifty seconds. Is it, however, 
possible to secure the results of patience with¬ 
out securing the virtue, if it be a virtue itself? 
We suspect it is, and that a very slight adjust¬ 
ment of om- social system would develop the 
habit in unexpected strength. The writer had 
once the fortune to live among an English 
community in which every man either saves 
or thinks he wiU save, or is slightly annoyed 
with himself for not saving, and repeatedly 
saw men, instinctively careless of money, 
born spendthrifts, succeed in the attempt. 
It was always done in one way, a way 
any one with an ascertained income or salary 
can adopt, but which Englishman seem to 
dread as a sort of slavery. This was to apply 
the life insurance principle to the entire in¬ 
come. Most men, indeed all men who begin it, 
find in themselves the nerve and the patience 
to pay the premium on life insurance, and they 
have only to compel themselves to the same 
practice on a larger scale to make independ¬ 
ence certain. Let them pay away into a 
bank, month by month, or quarter by quar¬ 
ter, the sum they think they can afford, 
or are determined to afford, as a first 
charge upon income, a life insurance, and live 
upon the remainder, running into debt, if 
necessary rather than break the rule. It seems 
somewhat silly advice, and one to be defended 
only by experience; but the man who tries it 
will find in two years that his ideas of his own 
wealth have contracted, that he regards the 
remainder as his whole income just as much 
as if he were paying the sum to a life insur¬ 
ance or a mortgage. No doubt any compul¬ 
sion from without makes the matter easier, as 
all men know, and we have always wondered 
why some great bank did not trade on that 
special form of human weakness, opening ac¬ 
counts on which no check could be drawn ex¬ 
cept at long distant intervals, or after some 
disagreeable proces. Very slight obstacles 
will prevent people from spending money once 
saved, and the simple rule of the old savings’ 
banks that a depositor must attend in person 
or send a certificate was the key note to the 
success which attended that artificial induce¬ 
ment to theft.

Those with sil- 
houettedesigns, 
issued bj^ Harry 
C. Bainbridge, 
take the lead of 
aU others, and, 
as wUl be seen 
by the accom¬ 
panying samples, are exceedingly tasteful and 
pretty. The first represents the old year as a 
crippled octogenar¬ 
ian, interviewing a 
freshly hatched ju¬ 
venile, who pemoni- 
fies the New Year. 
Then we have two 
scenes, the first 
showing the recep¬ 
tion of a caller in the 
parlor, and the sec¬ 
ond the exit of another from the kitchen in 
rather an miceremonious and hasty manner. 
The meaning of 
the succeeding 
cut is not exactly 
clear, but it may 
be presumed to 
represent a cler¬ 
gyman r e m o n- 
strating against 
his hostess for 
ha-ving wine on 
her table. Finally we have the inevitable ter¬ 
mination to an excessive devotion to New 
Year’s refreshments in 
the colloquy between an 
inebriated caller and a 
lamp-post. These cards 
are put up in packs of 
twenty-five, containing 
all the different designs, 
at 50 cents per pack.

Year Cards, which, like 
the Silhouettes, are sold 
by Porter & Bainbridge, 33 Beekman street, 
were designed by WiUiam Momberger, and are 
engraved upon genuine Bristol board, espe¬ 
cially adapted for engraving or writing. The 
designs are very elaborate, but hardly as 
humorous as the first-named cards.

When it is ne¬ 
cessary to remove a letter or invoice, it can be 
done by simply pressing the thumb on the 
turned book cover, which acts as a lever on 
the clip. Wheq the folio is full, the papers can 
be punched and bound with wire or metal 
fasteners, thus forming a volume alphabetically 
arranged, for ready reference. 

The Stafford Manufacturing Company, 66

convenient arrangement of appliances for 
stenciling, which are adapted for a variety of 
uses, either in the household, the store, on the 
farm, or for making signs and placards of any 
kind.

The Menu and Guest Cartes, and Cartes de 
Danse, published by Messrs. Hewlett & Son, 
are noticeable for good printing, exquisite de¬ 
signs, and a gi-eat variety of patterns, num¬ 
bering several hundreds. 

The Automatic Kaleidoscope is a new appli¬ 
cation of this popular instrument; it is intro¬ 
duced by Adams & Co. It is not likely to 
meet with favor here, unless it can be pro¬ 
duced at a very much lower price. 

The Dancing Self-winding Figure Tops, the 
sailor and the clown, at one shilling, which 
had such an enormous run last season, are, in 
a smaller-sized figure, introduced’by Messrs. 
Dean, in assorted boxes, containing a dozen 
different figures, to sell at 6d. each. 

Paper Adjustable Book Covers have been in¬ 
troduced by Mr. Van Everen, of Nassau street. 
New York. They are so contrived as to fit 
any book. American booksellers print their 
own advertisements on the outside and retail 
them at Id. each, the first cost being £3 per 
1 , 000 . 

Tip, Tap, and Take It is a new card game in¬ 
troduced for those persons who see innocence 
in “picture” and vice in “playing” cards. 
This game is neither better nor worse than 
hundreds that have preceded it, and imques- 
tionably panders to the increasing taste of 
goody-goodyism. 

Humpty Dumpty is a new round game, is¬ 
sued by Messrs. Joseph Levi & Son, of 68 Lea- 
denhall street. There are fifty different pic¬ 







ture cards hmnorously iUustratmg old nursery 
rhymes, which in play are dealt roiuid. The 
jingle of the rhymes on each card is divided, 
and each player follows on with the continua¬ 
tion of the rhythm. 


Messi’s. Pridham& Co., of Annis Road, Hack¬ 
ney, have brought out what they term a Sur¬ 
prise Basket. It is an ingenious construction, 
effective in appearance, and possesses sufficient 
solidity. As a medium for enclosing a present 
of jewelry, it is admirably adapted, and we 
strongly advise our friends to introduce this 
new pattern, because it deserves patronage. 

The Spanish Question is the title of a clever 
little puzzle introduced by Mi-. Thompson, of 
201 St. John’s street, E. C. A medal of Spain 
is suspended from a chain, between two ap¬ 
parently interminable barriers styled Don Car¬ 
los and the Republic. The object is to “ extri¬ 
cate poor Spain.” It is inclosed in a remark¬ 
ably well-made and ornamental box, and has 
actually been patented in this and several other 
countries. 

The Crystal Palace Marking Ink, manufac¬ 
tured by the daughter of the late John Bond, 
is known in every portion of the globe where 
shirt-wearing people reside. Mr. Hickisson, 
the son-in-law of Bond the Great, has issued a 
threepenny bottle of this well-known fluid, in 
anticipation of the increased demand that may 
be expected now tliat School Boards are be¬ 
ginning to take root. These bottles are mounted 
on well got up cards, containing a dozen each. 


The Crown Gum Pot, introduced into the 
English trade in November, 1870, by Messrs. 
Thacker & Co., ought, in our opinion, to have 
met with general patronage, though we believe 
it only achieved very equivocal success. Our 
present purpose in aluding to the article is to 
notice the fact that in the United States the 
article is being very widely sold by the Mor¬ 
gan Envelope Company, under the title of Mor¬ 
gan’s Patent Reservoir Mucilage Stand. In 
December, 1870, we stronglj'^ recommended the 
Crown Gum Pot, and our opinion is confirmed 
by having used it for four years. 

An Improved Penknife is being introduced 
by Messrs. Fenton Bros., of Sheffield, from a 
design invented by W. Stainforth, one of their 
employes. It is so constructed that when not 
in use the blades are completely protected 
from dust and damp. The arrangement is ef¬ 
fected by enclosing the knife in a revolving 
case, which is opened and closed as easily as an 
ordinary pencil case. An agreeable feature in 
connection with this novelty is the fact that 
the firm give the primary credit of the inven¬ 
tion to their workman. If houses in the fancy 
trade would be equally generous and just, we 
should have many more novelties introduced. 

The Dolphin Inkstand, in porcelain, has, in a 
very short time, achieved unequivocal success, 
and will, no doubt, become still more popular. 
The design represents a dolphin performing 
the acrobatic feat of resting itself upon a rock 
by the support of its gill fins, and extending 
its tail upwards, while with open jaws it is 
ready to receive or to disgorge. The principle 
of the stand is that of the well-known bird 
fountains, which permits only a very limited 
quantity of fluid to be exposed to the an-. A 
Clump Porcelain Inkstand (No. 520) is also a 
novelty, and more adapted for desk use than 
the Dolphin. In this case the supply of fluid is 
regulated by i-aising or depressing one of 
Pen-y’s well-known pneumatic stoppers. In 
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eaeh of these stands evajporation is reduced to 
a minimum, 'while fresh Supplies of m'k: can be ' 
broiight to the surface at discretion; 

We. have received from Mr. Joseph Mead 
samples of his pocket diaries, which are made 
in two sizes, retailing at Is. and 6d. respec¬ 
tively. There is the usual addenda of useful 
information to the diary pages, and the print¬ 
ing and. binding are commendable.

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BON-BON RECEPTACLES. 

If bon-bons tbemselres are in some degree 
works of art,- the bags, baskets and boxes 
made to contain them are still more so. Some 
of these are reproductions of antique chefs 
dj oeuvres, notably the beautiful casket of Aime 
of Austria preserved in the Museum of French 
Sovereigns; others of modern invention are 
models of taste and elegance; for instance, the 
panier Watteau, formed of fancy straw, satin, 
pearls and flowers, the bottom of which was 
covered with a lace pocket handkerchief, as 
though it were simply some graceful addition 
to the mauve or rose-satin lining. But this 
handkerchief costs a thousand francs or so, and 
thus we are enabled, when sending a lady 
seemingly only a few score of delicious bon¬ 
bons, to make her a present in the most deli¬ 
cate possible way. 

Some bon-bon boxes have the sweets con¬ 
cealed under large bouquets of violets fringed 
with lace, or interspersed among roses reposing 
on a bed of white satin embroidered with gold. 
The satin bags, of brilliant colors, are usually 
worked over with glass or pearl beads, and 
fi’inged at their openings with pearl pendants 
or bands of lace or marabout. The lining is of 
tinfoil, to preserve the bon-bons as far as 
practicable from humidity. This year M. 
Reinhard sends only his bon-bons in these satin 
bags thrust into slippers of gold and silver 
filagree of the natural size. In memory of the 
pantin, or little puppet, with which grown-up 
people in France used to amuse themselves 
some century or so ago, others of these bags 
are in the form of dolls. Figures of dolls, too, 
several feet in height, artistically designed, 
and in gorgeous costumes, are usually dis¬ 
played in the windows of the confectioners for 
several days preceeding and subsequent to the 
jour de Van, attracting crowds of spectators. 
It is quite as essential at this period to pay a 
visit to Siraudin’s, and inspect his dolls, which 
are this year mounted on gUt velocipedes, as it 
is to see the last new comedy by Augier or 
Sardou. Other novelties of the season for con¬ 
taining bon-bons for New Year’s etrennes are 
in the form of Roman chariots, classic lyres, 
and mediaeval mandolines

So important as an educatoi*, and as a source 
of endless pleasure, is a collection of this kind, 
that we have, in the interest of the distant 
reader, taken a hasty glance at it. To the 
reader near this city we would say, go and see 
for yourself. 

For a long time Mr. Pratt has been looked 
upon as a kind of high priest in matters of 
taste, a connoisseur in the articles that give 
character to a parlor, libraa-y, bedroom, or 
boudoir. Some of the largest houses in this 
city get their importations through Mr. Pratt, 
and the fine taste and skill manifested in his 
own present stock is the^liey to the secret of 
his success. We find that any attempt in the 
limited space of our paper can do but poor 
justice to Mr. Pratt’s fine goods, and we can 
only hope to awaken a curiosity that will lead 
people to see for themselves.

In clear Bronze here is a 
French juggler, with bells, and the drum on 
his back answers admirably for a match-box. 
In dark green, is a double ink with pen tray. 
Or would the reader fancy a rustic Ink, a fence 
answers for pen-rack, and a corn basket will 
yield ink. But to give an idea of the Inkstands 
would -exhaust the-space in the paper and the 
patience of the reader. The grotesque Match 
boxes are a laugh-provoking novelty that will 
suggest merriment for many a day. See the 
typical tourist, John Bull, with field-glass to 
his eye, his traveling leggings and mutton- 
chop whiskers, while his umberella is thrown 
open to receive matches; or see the Tribune 
writer with long hair and” slouch hat; 
and fiddlers, guitar players, and photo¬ 
graphers, with head into the camera, and 
all so “Frenchy,” and yet all answering a pur¬ 
pose. The French have a wonderfully keen 
relish for the ludicrous in these small matters. 
Then, in Bronze, we encounter birds and bulls, 
dogs and deer, in all imaginable shapes. There 
are some particularly fine pitchers, in pairs, 
in dark and green bronze. There are groups, 
or clock pieces, in great variety. The Vases 
are like the other departments; they will suit 
any taste and any purse, and some of them 
are so solid that when we are ready to cremate 
our friends we will have urns ready for their 
precious dust. These handsome goods that 
could not be imported a few years ago are now 
wonderfully low-priced. 

In Leather goods Mr. Pratt is admirably sup¬ 
plied; indeed, we may say in his establishment 
that there’s nothing like leather. Here is a 
case in black leather and nickel mountings. 
The case is 9x13, and contains ivory-mounted 
fittings numerous enough for the toilet at one 
time of Brigham Young’s family. The bottles 
have silver-plated tops. Fifty dollars will buy 
it. We do not think that many finer cases 
have ever been imported. Here is a combina¬ 
tion case, with fittings and writing-desk and 
mirror, and a red Russia, particularly rich; 
price $45. 

For Jewel-cases the collection is a very jewel 
itself; the blue Russia is new and rich. There 


are Odor cases, two, three, and four bottles, 
elegantly mounted, rich gilt trimmings, rang¬ 
ing from $5 to $25. They gratify several of 
the senses at once, and are doubtless very 
cheap. The Vienna nick-nacks bristly all over 
with enchantment—Inks, Glasses, Thermom¬ 
eters, Odor-stand and flower-case combined; 
Clocks and Card-receivers. These goods will 
entrance one. Then there are Shell and Pearl 
trinkets, and a magnificent collection of opera- 
glasses ranging from $3 to $30. There are a 
few cases of Odors in cut-glass particularly 
rich. Those who from affliction cannot see 
the pretty things may put up with their blind¬ 
ness in view of the variety and richness of the 
music-boxes, one reaching the “ celestial voice,” 
which, we suppose, is as liigh as music-boxes 
may aspire to. Work-boxes are here with 
music attachments. If Tom Hood’s shirt- 
woman had one of these we are sure her life 
would not have been as sad as it was painted. 

In Leather goods there are glove and also 
kerchiefs boxes. Here is a glove box, silver 
mountings, and tufted satin lining, that were 
hard to beat or match; or $50 will secure a 
glove, kerchief and odors combined. It is 
Russia, with heavy fire-gilt trimmings, and 
satin and silk velvet lining. Two only of 
these came to this country; Cleveland has 
secured one, and we fancy the second one will 
go off soon. 

The stock of Portemonnaies, Pocket compan¬ 
ions, Match cases, Cigar cases, Memorandum 
books. Card cases, drinking cups, photograph 
frames, toilet miiTors, and ladies’ satchels are 
also in Russia and in infinite variety. Albums, 
Turkey, morocco and Russia, all sizes, ' for all 
pictures and aU purses. Writing desks, papier 
mache, inlaid rosewood and pearl, ebony, &c. 
Bronze thermometers, reaj and imitation. 

■ We feel how far short we have come of 
giving the reader any adequate idea of the 
richness of this stock of goods. It is a cour¬ 
ageous thing to bring them to this country in 
these tirhes; yet we think* if they are seen, 
that the goods will rapidly be picked up, for it 
is characteristic of our people not to higgle 
over prices when the articles are choice. But 
Mr. Pratt assured us that the goods are wonder¬ 
fully low-priced, the European workshops 
being perhaps overcrowded. We know that 
in Austria within a year the pri6e of labor has 
decreased to one third of wllat it was for a 
year or two before the Exposition. That 
decrease njay be pretty general in France and 
Gennany, and the result is seen in the prices 
of Mr. Pratt’s goods. 


TRADE GOSSIP. 

We have received from E. G. Selchow & Co., 
41 John street, one of their Vignette Authors, 
a great improvement on the old game. 

Koch & Co. have introduced an improve¬ 
ment on their old binders, and have a lot of 
new albums which retail at from $35 to $60 
each. 

A good cement for attaching paper labels to 
metal surfaces is composed of ten parts mucil¬ 
age of gum tragacanth, ten parts honey, and 
one part flour. 

Arthur Marsh, traveler for Thos. Nilson & 
Sons, is in Rochester, also Girard Buckman, 
traveler for Porter & Coats, Philadelphia, and 
Frank Wood, traveler for Lippincott & Co., 
Philadelphia. F. E. Hafely is not far off. 

The Boston Advertiser mentions, as a sign 


that the book trade is not entirely prostrate in 
that city, the fact that one firm received orders 
for $35,000 worth of miscellaneous books on 
lately without offering unusual inducements. 
Every stationer should note this. 

The facilities of the Joseph Dixon Crucible 
Company’s pencil factoryj at Jersey City, N. J., 
have just been increased by the addition of a 
building 175x4()' feet. TEis , building is to be 
filled with the Dixon patent pencil machinery, 
which will give the works a capacity of 350 
gross of pencils daily. 

; A traveler, who has.Jug’^i’eturned froni an 
extended tour in the Southwest, reports trade 
as very dull in that region. Dealers cannot 
sell to any amount, and, even if they could, 
they are afraid to trust any one. In the East¬ 
ern States there is a general stagnation, and 
people complain bitterly of the state of the 
trade. 

An ink closely resembhng that forming the 
characters upon the Egyptian pap3^rus may, it 
is said, be made by dissolving gum lac in an 
aqueous solution of borax, and adding lamp¬ 
black in suitable quantity. This ink is claimed 
to be almost indestructible, resisting both time 
and chemical agents, and becoming a beauti¬ 
fully lustrous black. 

We have before us a sample of Mr. S. S. 
Stafford’s Black Writing Ink, which is a re¬ 
markably free flowing pleasant jet black ink, 
the only ink we ever saw that deserves the 
name jet black. Mr. Stafford has been selhng 
this excellent ink for the past ten years, and 
writings done with it in 1864 are to-day as 
black as carbon itself.

We hear of Mr. A. N. Shei:wood hard at 
work in Ithica, Utica, and Binghampton, and 
we judge from what people say that he is 
meeting with great success. He has struck 
the road at just the right time, and the regular 
route over which he travels, though well worn 
by others in his line, always greets him with 
good big orders. Go on, Shei'wood, and win 
the prize. 

If a number of the old houses would be as 
careful as some of the young concerns they 
would not be as shaky as they are now. They, 
having become established, think that nothing 
can harm them, and that there is no further use 
of being economical, but after awhile they be¬ 
come so decrepid that they find the young 
concerns running ahead of them and at last 
overwhelming them. 

The Hartford correspondent of the Spring- 
field Union writes that the Plyrnpton Envelope 
Company seem to be tm'ning out envelopes for 
the Government contract in a satisfactory 
manner, and everything seems to be working 
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smoothly and prosperously. What Governor 
Jewell did to help along our Hartford concern 
he would just as gladly have done for your 
Springfield company. 

The Plympton Manufacturing Company of 
Hartford are running their works day and 
night on the manufacture of Government 
stamped envelopes and wrappers, and will 
continue to do so until they receive the addi¬ 
tional machinery to enable them to keep up 
with the orders by day work alone. The new 
stamp machines have been received, and other 
machines are on their way. 

Crandall’s acrobats have proved so popular 
in this country, being, in fact, the most taking- 
novelty eif the season, that they may be ex¬ 
pected to hold their own across the water, 
where they are now being introduced. Our 
English cousins, while they profess great scorn 
for some Yankee nations, are always glad to 
avail themselves of the products of American 
ingenuity. We may therefore anticipate good 
results from the pending effoi’ts to introduce 
the sale of Crandall’s acrobats in England. 

J. L. P. St. John & Co. have moved into their 
new store at 104 William street (near John), 
where they have put in a splendid stock of 
stationery, so that they can compete with any 
and all of the trade. Their new papeteries are 
selling fast, and they are having more orders 
than they can fill. In the other business trade 
i'j good and increasing all the time. The con¬ 
tinued patronage of their friends and acquaint¬ 
ances has almost made an old house out of a 
new one, and has therefore made business 
brisk. 

The method of using liquid slate for black¬ 
boards has been well known for over thirty 
years. The preparation consists simply of a 
varnish of shellac and alcohol mixed with some 
lampblack, but as this gives too smooth a sur¬ 
face to write upon, it must be mixed with 
some fine powder to give it grit. This powder 
may be emery, pulverized pumice-stone, slate 
dust, &c., but it must be very fine and little of 
it used in the varnish, otherwise it becomes 
too rough, and the writing with chalk does not 
rub off well. When after being in use for 
some time the surface becomes worn out, 
smooth and gi’ay, give it a new coat. We have 
used this preparation on walls and wooden 
blackboards for the past thirty years, and pre¬ 
fer it to slate. In 1859 we had several thousand 
square feet of hard finished waU of the mathe¬ 
matical class-rooms of the Cooper Institute, in 
this city, painted in this way, and no other 
blackboards have ever been used there. A 
new coat applied every year keeps them in 
perfect order. If you take the hard yellow 
cardboard used by printers to press freshly 
printed sheets between, in order to smoothen 
them, paint this on both sides, and then 
framing it in light wooden strips, you will 
have a slate for use in the school which is very 
light, wUl not break, is blacker and easier to 
write upon than ordinary slates, and in our 
opinion better in all respects.— JProf. Vander

The well-known stationery house of S. 
Waterlow & Sons has recently been reconsti¬ 
tuted in the form of a liability company, but 
the arrangements are of a somewhat excep¬ 
tional character. It is stated that the shares 
are classed “A” and “B,” the foi’iner being- 
taken up by the late partners, while the latter, 
of the value of lOOi. each, have been resex'ved 
for the employes. Any holder of the “B” 
shares wishing to realize his holding cannot 
dispose of it to an outsider at its estimated 
value, but will be paid its par value by the 
company. In the same way any “B” shares 
unallotted will be tendered for by the holders 
of the “A” shares, and any addition to the 
par value arising from the tenders will be add¬ 
ed to the revenue of the company. 

Mr. T. Stevens, of Coventry, has forwarded 
for our inspection specimens of his Christmas 
goods, including some elegant and variegated 
silk bookmarkers woven in that intricate and 
wonderful piece of mechanism, the Jacquard 
loom. The valentines of this maker are 
characterized by much good taste, and some 
of the largest are accompanied by daintily 
woven bows which cannot but enhance their 
value in the eyes of their fair recipients. In 
the way of valentines we have seldom seen any¬ 
thing more likely to take the fancy than imita¬ 
tion shells, which upon being partly opened 
disclose in the interior miniature bouquets of 
flowers and appropriate inscriptions. The 
silvery tints of the outside of the shell valen¬ 
tines render them very attractive little objects. 

The quotations for paper have undergone no 
alteration since last mouth. For -writings the 
demand has contmued of a active character, 
and in this class of paper it is worthy of note 
that prices have been maintained -with scarce¬ 
ly any appreciable alteration for the last two 
years. Printings during that period have 
suffered a somewhat marked decline, althoi%h 
for the last few months rates have been sta¬ 
tionary. The latter are now at so low a level 
that it is unlikely they will be further reduced, 
and, indeed, during the past month some ten¬ 
dency toward firmness has been apparent in 
the market. Browns are, if anything, rather 
lower than last month, and the market seems 
to suffer from a glut of the lower qualities. 
With regard to wrapping- papers, a rough de¬ 
scription of German make bids fair to attain 
some popularity for water color drawings, its 
use by certain eminent artists having demon¬ 
strated its suitability for the purpose. The 
ribbed paper noticed by us some months smce 
is growing in favor. The stationery trade has 
been active, and the fancy branches more par¬ 
ticularly so. 

Seydel’s Pocket Hammock.— This is an ar¬ 
ticle which admits of utilization in a variety 
of ways, although its primary purpose is of 
course indicated by its name. It consists of a 
network of great strength and durability, 
which may be arranged either as a bed, couch, 
seat, s-wing, &c., under almost any conditions. 
As it weighs only 1 lb., and packs into so small 
a compass, as to be easily carrie'd in the pocket, 
it is admirably suited for travelers, and, en 
passant, we may say forms part of the “kit” 
of Mr. H. M. Stanley, now on his way to] Cen¬ 
tral Africa. Among other adaptations the 
hammock may be used as a palanquin, a fly- 
net for covering horses, a cradle in railway i 


cai’riages, &c., and, fixed on the lawn or in the 
garden—as in the absence of trees can be done 
by a simple slinging apparatus also supplied— 
affords opportunities for a delightful lounge. 
It was, we understand, largely used during the 
Ashan tee campaign—and gave unqualified satis¬ 
faction. Each hammock is packed with thene- 
cessary ropes for slinging, and two self-screw¬ 
ing hooks in a small India-rubber or black oil¬ 
cloth case. Certain extras to increase comfort 
and durability are also supplied by the makers, 
Messrs. Seydel & Co., of Birmingham, if re¬ 
quired. We may add that these hammocks 
are by no means expensive, as an adult size 
bearing 12 cwts. can be had at about 12s., and 
both on the score of strength and convenience 
we can fairly recommend them to the notice 
of our i-eaders.

Goosequills are round; consequently pen¬ 
holders ai’e round. Professor Syllogism might 
dispute the logic of this observation; it is cor¬ 
rect, nevertheless. Evolution—^the clearest 
unbreakable lavr -which determines the pro¬ 
ducts of human invention. Solomon’s asser¬ 
tion that there is no new thing under the sun 
was therefore true in a wider sense than the 
kingly preacher imagined. In Nature and in 
Art ahke, everything is the offspring of some¬ 
thing gone before; and however unique it may 
seem at first sight, it will prove on examina¬ 
tion to be only a more or less modified copy of 
something else. 

Downward from the fii'st metal worker, 
whose weapons and implements of bronze 
were exact copies of those his neighbors were 
toilsomely chipping from stone—^thus allowing 
the necessities of one substance to determine 
the fashion of objects made of another, of 
entire^ different character, by entirely differ¬ 
ent processes—one may trace the tendency of 
men to perpetuate form, even at the cost of 
saci’ificing substance and usefulness. The ma¬ 
terial may change, and the mode of working, 
to correspond; but the figure remains, as 
though to justify Goethe’s assertion that form 
alone is real. 

The original maker of metallic pens could do 
no other than imitate the time-honored goose- 
quill, thrusting a round stick into the end of 
the barrel for a holder. -Subsequently the 
barrel was taken from the pen and made a part 
of the holder, which has since been modified 
in numberless ways, without departing essen¬ 
tially, however, from the cylindrical form. 
Accustomed to this shape, we can with diffi¬ 
culty think of any other. Indeed, so strong is 
the natural feeling, that whatever is is right, 
it is more than hkely that, if our readers were 
individually asked why a penholder is round, 
the majority of people would reply: “Because 
that is the proper shape.” 

But the argument from universal assent, so 
con-vincing to the theologian, is pi’acticaUy as 
little worth in matter of fact as in matters of 
faith. At best it only proves the matter not 
intolerable. Penholders are round because no 
one has ever tried, to make them otherwise.. 
It by no means follows that a change would 
not be beneficial. 

Place your thumb and forefinger against the 
second finger, as in the act of grasping a pen, 
and notice the shape of the space between 
them. It is triangular. It is easy to put a 
round stick into a three-cornered hole; but it 
needs no mechanical genius to see,,that it wiU 
not make the closest possible fit. 

To -write steadily and with a unlfoi’m slope, 
the pen needs to be firmly held m a fixed posi¬ 
tion. To write easily, the pen must lie in the 
hand naturally, so as to maintain its position 
with the least effort. With a rolling penholder, 
these conditions are but poorly met.' The con¬ 
trary obtains with a three-sided holder, which 
presents a broad surface to each -without ap¬ 
parent pressure and without appreciably sep¬ 
arating the fingei’s. The advantage of a trian¬ 
gular holder over a round one in the last parti¬ 
cular is very great; and we are confident that 
holders so made would rapidly supersede the 
present style if once placed in market. 

There is reason to make the change, and pen 
stick makers will do well to consider it. Should 
it be made, would the logic of our first obser¬ 
vation be impaired ? Would the ne-w foi-ha 
have any other reason for being than the fact 


that it is the best form ? No, and yes. It is 
the .best from unquestionably; yet it owes its 
existence not to that, but to the apparently 
irrevelant fact that horsefoot crabs have three- 
cornered tails ! 

Visiting the seashore, we chanced to find the 
empty shell of one of these singular creatures. 
While holding it up by its spiky tail, a friend, 
of the sex that is said to have no inventive 
genius, remarked that the tail would make an 
odd penholder. The suggestion was carried 
out, and the product was odd enough. But it 
was something more. It was a revelation of a 
needed reform in penholders. We have used 
it for weeks, with a daily increasing convic¬ 
tion that the goosequill was an unfortunate 
model. The perfect penholder is three-sided. 
—Scientific American. 

John Fiske, in the last Atlantic Monthly ex¬ 
poses much of the nonsense that is talked, by 
Americans as well as by foreigners, about the 
American degeneracy and want of perma¬ 
nence. He says: “ Wandering journahsts, of 
an ethnological turn of mind, who visit these 
shores, profess to be struck with the slender¬ 
ness, the apparent lack of toughness, the 
dyspeptic look, of the American physique. And 
from such observations it has been seriously 
argued that the stalwart English race is suffer¬ 
ing inevitable degeneracy in this foreign cli¬ 
mate. I have even seen it doubted whether a 
ra,ce of men can ever become thoroughly nat¬ 
uralized in a locality to which it is not indi- 
jgenous.

To test gum arable for the presence of 
dextrine, the pulverized sample may be drench¬ 
ed with a concentrated solution of the per- 
chlbride of iron. The granules of gum cling 
to the bottom of the vessel, while those of 
dextrine do not. A weak solution of iodine 
colors dextrine violet.

SHOPPING. 

A crying evil of the present time in the sta-- 
tionery trade of New York is what is popu¬ 
larly known as “ Shopping.” This has become 
very injm-ious, and much complaint is made 
at the damage which it has caused to trade. 
Formerly when an out-of-town buyer came to 
New York, he usually made all of his purchases 
through one respectable house in whom he had 
confidence. He thus obtained goods at current 
market rates, while business was much, expe¬ 
dited. 

A marked change has taken place of late, 
and now, instead of the old practice, buyers 
“shop” around among the trade and look 
out for chances. They remind one of a 
bargain-loving woman on a marketing tour, 
who wanders from store to store, and from 
stall to stand, pricing and exaniining goods, 
until she is satisfied that she has got the 
cheapest articles which are obtainable. 

It makes no difference whether a buyer has 
a large or small order to fill, but he will dicker 


a thousand reams of note paper. It is a 
picayune practice, and it w«rks harm to 
both seller and buyer, and is also demoralizing 
to the trade in general. The practice is com¬ 
mon in all lines of staple goods, as pens, fancy 
paper, drawing papers, inkstands, &c. Exces¬ 
sive competition is fostered, and this cuts down 
profits, and in time causes the dealer to try to 
palm off inferior goods, as a means of protec¬ 
tion to himself. No man likes to see his cus¬ 
tomer go to a competing establishment, and it 
is human nature to make sacrifices to prevent 
such consequences. It is still worse to have 
one’s prices quoted to a rival, and no wonder, 
for that is a breach of confidence, though 
often indulged in. The head of a St. Louis 
house some little while ago came to New York 
and called in succession upon two of our lead¬ 
ing stationers, to the last of whom he quoted 
the other’s prices. This fact soon came to that 
gentleman’s ears, and when the St. Louis man 
next visited his place, he was gently but quietly 
shown the door. 


from one establishment to another, for it is un¬ 
settling to yourself, and makes others lose faith 
in you. Do your work faithfully; “have pa¬ 
tience and shuffle the cards,” as Don Quixote 
said. Wait for an opening and if you are ca¬ 
pable you will be able to avail yourself of the 
opportunity when it appears; but otherwise it 
will never be of any service to you. 


TAKING STOCK. 

New Year is close at hand, and with it comes 
the regular season of taking stock in most 
business estubfishments. We might well pause 
do the same thing for the whole stationery 
trade with the view of showing its condition 
and what are its prospects. In some respects 
is in a healthy .pi'omising state. As our 
columns have indicated during the past year, 
there has been considerable and commendable 
activity in respect to the introduction of nov¬ 
elties to the trade. It is a good sign when 
business men are ahve to the advantage of 
novelty, and are wide awake to take advan¬ 
tage of new designs and to push them vigor¬ 
ously. On the other hand, there is too much' 
a disposition among stationers to carry on a 
large,business rather than a safe one; they 
at quantity rather than quality, forgetting 
that the middle course is the safest. The first 
thing of all is to establish a uniformly high 
standard in the gi’ade of the goods sold and 
then to keep up the standard. In that case 
trade will grow with suffleient rapidity to 
satisfy even the ambitious. On the other hand, 
a forced trade is always full of risk, from bad 
debts and other evils. 


We have quite a batch of correspondence in 
this number, in which new topics of interest 
are broached. The communication relative 
to copying the addresses on packages, wUl 
doubtless surprise the people who have not 
sounded the depth of infamy, which human 
nature is capable of reaching. A Cincinnati 
correspondent suggests, that those dreadful 
drummers should be reformed, and not abol¬ 
ished, and lays the blame of some of their 
misdeeds upon those employers who estimate 
the value of a drummeris services by the 
volume of his sales, rather than by the number 
of bad debts contracted. “A. C.” writes from 
Philadelphia, to inquire who is the one first- 
class stationer in that city referred to in our 
editorial of last- week. Out of considera¬ 
tion for the stability of the Quaker City, and 
in order not to throw any obstacles in the way 
of the coming Centennial, we refrain from 
disclosing this delicate secret, and only say, 
that the shoe will fit the right man, and he at 
least will not be mistaken. 


CLERKSHIPS. 

In om- last issue we discussed the subject of 
clerkships, and advised young men not to be 
deterred from embarking in business on their 
own account by the risk they encoimter. The 
main reason why clerkships are so attractive 
to young men, is that the occupation is light 
and is considered genteel. The unvarying rou¬ 
tine connected with such positions is injuri¬ 
ous. The work becomes merely mechanical, 
and as a man becomes older he imitates the 
Bourbons, who, as Napoleon said, “learned 
nothing and forgot nothing.” Experience wall 
teach every man who is a clerk, the dangers 
which he incurs from staying too long in a de¬ 
pendent position. Nevertheless, if clerkships 


Trade is very dull, and general stagnation 
is repoi-ted from all quarters. This seems 
strange, as the holiday season upon which we 
are just entering should be the harvest time 
for stationers. Complaint, however, is made 
that sales are small, and retailers are doing 
but little in comparison to their usual business. 
One of the latter states that his sales do not 
exceed those of the dullest summer months. 
The only explanation which can be made for 
this is that the great mas of retail customers 
are now feeling the effect of the hard times, 
and consequently, from a spirit of retrench¬ 
ment, are making less purchases than is their 
usual wont. 


Some remarks in our last issue relative to 
the practice of pirating designs which have 
been introduced into the trade by other sta¬ 
tioners have attracted considerable attention 
and apparently have done good. 'We are glad 
to hear this, and only regret the necessity of 
having had to speak so plamly on the subject.

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THE CUTLERY TRADE OF SHEFFIELD. 

No town in England has a trade more dis¬ 
tinctively its OAvn, or better kndwn over the 
wide world, than Shetiield, tho ancient capital 
of Hallamshire, possesses in its cutlery’< usi- 
ness; Sheffield, “ the edge-tool warehouse and 
cutlery workshop of the world,” has kept its 
reputation for every article with “a cutting 
edge” for centuries. Tradition asserts that the 
steel workers at Sheffield manufactured ar¬ 
rows for the British tribes who vainly opposed 
the conquering Romans; audit is pretty well 
established that, at the time the monks of 
Kirkstead obtained the right to work four 
forges for iron production, the steel cutlery o^ 
Sheffield was already well known. This was 
in the reign of HenrjF II. A local historian 
(Hunter) tells us that before the fifteenth cen¬ 
tury the town had become thoroughly cele¬ 
brated for its cutlery manufactures. One 
proof which he adduces is a line from Chaucer, 
which runs thus: 

A Shefiield thwytel bare lie iu his hose. 

The “whittle,” or, to follow the old spelling, 
“thwytel,” was a knife formerly carried for 
purposes of defence in place of a sword. Ar¬ 
rows made at Shefiield were used by the Earl 
of Richmond’s men at the battle of Bosworth. 
Fifty years after, muskets superseded the ar¬ 
row. In 1575 the Earl of Shrewsbury pre¬ 
sented to Lord Burghley a case of Hallamshire 
whittles, “being such fruictes as his poor 
country afforded with fame therefrom. ” Dur¬ 
ing the Duke of Alva’s persecution of the Neth 
erlanders, the cleverest of the skilled Dutch 
artificers left their country and fled for protec¬ 
tion to Queen Elizabeth, who received them 
kindly and settled them in various parts of the 
country, accordingto their trades. The work¬ 
ers in steel and iron were sent to Shefiield, 
where their skill greatly helped the local trade, 
then in its infancy. At the commencement of 
the eighteenth century the number of those 
actually engaged in the cutlery trade of Shef¬ 
field was under 7,000, with a total annual value 
of dSlOOjOOO. In 1776 the whole of the manufac¬ 
tured goods sent from Sheffield to Birmingham 
was about two tons per week. ; Eighty-six 
years afterwards the quantity sent by rail had 
increased to 1,500 tons. 

To the incoi*poration of the Cutlers’ Com¬ 
pany by special act of Parliament in 1634 is 
due much of the prosperity which attended 
the staple trade of the town. This unique 
statute was entitled “An Act for the good 
order and government of the makers of knives, 
sickles, shears, scissors, and other cutlery 
wares in Hallamshire, in the county of York, 
and parts near adjoining.” The act provided 
that the cutlery manufacturers of Hallamshire 
and six miles round should form a body cor¬ 
porate, to consist of a master, two wardens, 
six searchers, and twenty-four assistant search¬ 
ers. This executive were empowered to man¬ 
age the trade and fine offenders against the 
rules—the act specially directing that all per¬ 
sons engaging in the trade should make their 
edges only of steel, and that they should stamp 
them only with such marks as might be as¬ 
signed by the company. The act, which in 
some of its provisions is without a parallel in 
British commerce, declared it necessary that 
the company should have these powers, be¬ 
cause workmen, owing to the absence of proper 
authority, were “emboldened to make such 
deceitful, unworkmanlike wares, and sell the 
same in divers parts of the kingdom, to the 
l^reat deceit of his Majesty’s subjects and scan- 


! dal of the cutlers of Hallamshire, and disgrace 
I and hindrance of the sale of cutlery and iron ! 
I and steel wares there made, and to the great | 
impoverishment, ruin, and overthrow of mul¬ 
titudes of poor people. ” The act was subse¬ 
quently modified until all the special powers 
of the company were taken away except that 
of granting and protecting marks. In this re¬ 
spect the Cutlers’ Company has been of im¬ 
mense service in aiding the development of the 
great Sheffield houses whose names are now 
known all over the civilized world. In 1860, 
the benefits of the act were extended to steel 
manufacturers and makers of all goods with a 
“ cutting edge.” Its work in granting and pro¬ 
tecting the marks it grants is carried on all the 
year, to the great chagrin and discomfiture of 
dishonest foreign rivals and unscrupulous 
home merchants. To the general world the 
(Sutlers’ Company is better known from the 
Cutlers’ Feasts, which take place in September 
of each year, and are the most princely and 
splendid in the provinces. 

So much for the cutlery trade of the past; 
now for the present. At the head of the Shef¬ 
field firms is the great house of Rodgers, whose 
building in Norfolk street is one of the sights of 
the town. They are the oldest and the largest 
cutlery firm in Sheffield, and, indeed, the 
world. Their great success and splendid repu¬ 
tation have caused their principal productions 
to be imitated and pirated in the States of 
America, on the continent, and in all parts of 
modern cutlery-producing localities. Their 
trade mark, granted to them by the Cutlei’s’ 
Company, is a star and a Maltese cross. They 
have shown so much energy and determination 
in defending their marks that they are now 
pretty free from commercial pirates, while 
purchasers of their productions are much safer 
in dealing for Rodgers’ goods. The firm was 
originally Joseph Rodgers & Sons. A few 
years ago it was converted into a limited 
liability company, the shares being privately 
subscribed. There are only thirty-nine share¬ 
holders—Mr. Robert Newbold and Mr. Joseph 
Rodgers, the grandchildren of the founder of 
the fii’m, being the managing directors. Their 
productions are general cutlery, including 
table knives, razors, spring cutlery, and scis¬ 
sors. There is not a market in the known 
world to which Rodgers do not send goods, 
and in all lands they bear an equally high 
reputation. They have by far the largest In¬ 
dian trade, and in that market stand un¬ 
rivalled. They have branch houses in London, 
New York, and Montreal. 

In the same street, only a few doors further 
up, is the concern of Messrs. Harrison Brothers 
& Howson, who succeeded to the business of 
Messrs. Thomas Sansom & Sons, cutlers to her 
Majesty. They have been established for above 
half a century. During the last few years they 
have rapidly extended their connections, and 
now stand nearest in many respects to the 
house of Rodgers. They manufacture every 
description of general cutlery, and, like Rod¬ 
gers, although scarcely to the same extent, 
send to all the different markets of the world. 

Messrs, George Wostenholm & Son, Wash¬ 
ington Works, have an extraordinary reputa¬ 
tion for their L XL, cutlery, which is particu¬ 
larly approved in the United States. Their 
establishment is equal to, it not greater than, 
the Rodgers’ in one specialty—the manufacture 
of spring knives. They also make bowie 
knives, razors, and other' goods. They have 
one special kind of razor, known as the 
“Doubly Carbonized I.XL.,” which is a secret 


connected with the Washington Works, being 
hardened and tempered by a peculiar process, 
of which the firm claim exclusive knowledge. 

Messrs. Wade, Wingfield & Co. may also 
be mentioned, along with Messrs. Lockwood 
Brothers, Arundel street. This old-established 
country house has a very important Australian 
and South American trade. Up to the aboli¬ 
tion of the ‘ ‘ tally” system they kept an estab- 
Ushment by which their workmen- could be 
supphed with groceries, clothes, and even 
wines and spirits if they could afford them, 
their ifian being to pay their workmen not in 
coin, but in half-sovereign tickets, with which 
they could procure what they desired at the 
premises of the firm. 

Scissors are a most prominent part of the 
Sheffield cutlery trade. There is no end to 
their variety—tailors’, drapers’, cutting-out, 
button-hole, flower, fruit, gardep, grape, hair, 
lace, nail, pocket scissors, &c. Messrs. Wil¬ 
kinson particularly excel in this specialty, and 
in their time designed and perfected several of 
the most beautiful and elaborate specimens, of 
which the best known are the Victoria, the 
Devonshme, and the Norfolk. The Victoria 
scissors were from a design furnished by the 
then head of the firm, Mr. George Wilkinson, 
who was at that time Master Cutler. The 
scroll work was executed with small files, of 
which seventy-two were required, and six 
weeks were spent in the work. Messrs. Wil¬ 
kinson & Son, before the Americans stepped 
to the front in that particular article, were 
noted for their tailors’ scissors and shears. 
Perhaps no firm in Sheffield took so prominent 
a position in this respect—Mr. George Wilkin¬ 
son having introduced useful improvements 
into their manufacture, and new styles of or 
nament into articles of elegance. At the Ex¬ 
hibition of 1851 they had scissors which varied 
in size from one-sixteenth of an inch, to 24 
inches; in weight from the twenty-fourth part 
of a grain to 8 pounds; and in value from 2Jd. 
to 20 guineas. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

The net stamp duty in Great Britain on play¬ 
ing cards in the year ending the 31st of March 
last was £12,583 Os. 6d. 

The Edinburgh Booksellers’ and Stationery 
Literary Association appears to be a success, 
though purely trade subjects are not discussed 
at its meetings. 

Relief stamping is now being carried on as 
a trade at the London Technical Industrial 
School for Women. The manager states that 
the girls, after three months’ work, become 
proficient, and can produce the highest class of 
work. 

Messrs. De La Rue will issue this season a 
pack of novel playing-cards, in which, while 
historical personages of the present time are 
introduced as the honors, the traditional 
quaintness of the old playing-cards is pre¬ 
served, so that the card-player’s attention is 
not disturbed.— Athenceuni. 

The statistical returns of the Austrian postal 
department exhibit the entire postal circula¬ 
tion of last year as follws: The number of let¬ 
ters which passed through the post for the year 
1873 was 245,348,100; the number of postal 
cards was returned as 21,250,424, and the num¬ 
ber of newspapers as 60,321,^0, 

Peacock’s Diaries have just appeared—the 
“Diamond,” for ladies, in which to enter their 
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trivia,, and the “ Royal,” for the agenda of gen¬ 
tlemen—and are fast becoming a necessary 
part of every well-regulated stationer’s stock, 
a place which has been earned for them by 
their well-arranged contents, the excellence of 
their paper and printing, and the exceptional 
neatness and goodness of their* binding quali¬ 
ties, which distinguish all the productions of 
the old-established house in Salisbury square. 

Messrs. Marcus Ward have issued their little 
annual, the “ Concise Diary,” in its various 
forms. Many persons object to carry a diary, 
on Recount of its bulk, in their pockets. To 
obviate this objection, the publishers of the 
“Concise” have divided the year* into four 
parts, each being not quite an eighth of an 
inch in thickness. These are sold either by 
themselves or in an appropriate case of Russia 
or morocco, lined wiith calf, with compart¬ 
ments for letters, cards, railway ticket, and 
postage stamps. The gold-printing of the 
diaries is really elegant. 

A German physician. Dr. Schoenfeld, has in¬ 
vented a self-supplying pen-holder, which is 
said to do remarkably good service. The re¬ 
ceptacle for the ink is in a glass cylinder en¬ 
closed in a metallic case. The glass cylinder 
is open at both ends, and tapers to a point at 
the extremity near the pen. The other end is 
furnished Avith a suction rod. The tapering 
point out of which the ink flows connects 
with a rubber tube which terminates in the 
hollow side of a pen. The pen is protected by 
a cap which is removed when in use. The ink 
is supplied by softly pressing upon the piston 
with a steel rod, upon one end of which is a 
hook. When the glass holder is to be replen¬ 
ished with ink, the pen is removed, the rubber 
tube is inserted in the ink, and the piston is i 
drawn back by means of the hook, so that the 
syringe refills itself. 

In traveling through Lancashire, Yorkshire, 
and the smaller towns in the manufacturing 
districts, and in many of the larger towns also, 
we find the stationers supplied with toy books, 
valentines, and other seasonable articles of an 
attractive character, which differ in some re¬ 
spects from those which are common in Lon¬ 
don, Bath, or Cheltenham. The articles re¬ 
ferred to are cheap, and they are adapted to 
the wants and pockets of the working classes. 
We were at Halifax just before St. Valentine’s 
Day last year, and in the evenings found the 
shops crowded with factory hands of both 
sexes, but chiefly females, who were investing 
their pence and shillings in variegated epistles 
telling of love and admiration. The older and 
more vulgar kinds are very properly discarded 
by all respectable stationers, and those who 
are not respectable now sell them with the 
fear of the Society for the Suppression of Vice 
before their eyes, and keep the most offensive 
of their wares out of sight. The education of 
the people has not been confined to the three 
R’s, but their taste has been cultivated also, 
and they demand nice-looking articles, while, 
to suit their pockets, the goods must be cheap. 
— Bookseller, 

In the Enghsh, courts a case recently came 
up in which plaintiff, foreman in the employ 
of Messrs. Causton & Co., printers and station¬ 
ers, sued his employers for malicious prosecu¬ 
tion, false imprisonment, and wrongful dis¬ 
missal The paybook had been altered by an 
underclerk, and the plaintiff had been given 
into custody for the fraud. Upon the other 
clerk’s confession of the crime, they offered 


to take back the plaintiff into their employ, 
and pay him his expenses, though they con¬ 
sidered that he had been negligent in not 
checking the entries. He made the claim of 
£19 4s., which they considered excessive. He 
then reduced it to £13 7s., which likewise they ^ 
refused to pay, giving him to understand that 
they thought the worse of him for his exces¬ 
sive claim, and must see him further about 
taking him back. He did not go to them 
again, but brought his claim into court. The 
judge in summing up said, that though the 
Messrs. Causton might have been too hasty in 
their first action, they had amply made up for 
it by their generous resolution to restore the 
man to his employment. The jury rendered a 
verdict in favor of the defendants, except on 
the count of dismissal, for which they award¬ 
ed £10 to the plaintiff. 


DRAWING MATERIALS FOR ENGINEERS. 

The best pencils only are suitable for draw¬ 
ing; if the plumbago is not of the best quality, 
the points require to be continually sharpened, 
and the pencil is worn away at a rate that 
more than makes up the difference in cost be¬ 
tween fine and cheap pencils, to say nothing of 
the effect upon the drawing. It is common to 
use a flat point for drawing pencils, but a 
round one will be found quite as good if the 
pencils are fine, and quite a convenience is 
gained by a round point for free hand use in 
making short rounds and fillets. A pencil by 
Faber that has detachable points, which can be 
set out as they are worn away, is convenient 
for drawing. For compasses the lead points 
should be cylindrical, and fit into a metal 
sheath without paper-packing or other contri¬ 
vance to hold them, and if an apprentice has 
instruments that are not arranged in this 
manner, he should have them changed at once, 
both for convenience and economy. 

The ink used in drawing should always be 
the best that can be procured; without good 
ink the draughtsman is continually annoyed 
by the imperfect working of pens, and the 
washing of the. line if there is shading to be 
done. The quality of ink can only be deter¬ 
mined by experiment, the perfume that it con¬ 
tains, or tin foil wrappers and Chinese labels, 
are no indication of quality; not even the 
price, unless it be with some first-cla'^s houses. 
To prepare the ink, I can recommend no better 
plan of learning than to ask some one who 
understands the matter. It is better to waste 
a little time in grinding than to be at a con¬ 
tinued trouble with pens, which will occur if 
the ink is ground too rapidly or on a rough 
surface. 

To test ink, draAV fines on the margin of the 
sheet, note the color, how the ink flows from 
the pen; after the fines have dried, cross them 
with a wet brush. If they wash readily the 
ink is too soft; if they for a time resist the 
water and then wash tardidly, the ink is good. 
It cannot be expected that inks soluble in 
water can permanently resist its action after 
drying; in fact, it is not desirable that drawing 
ink should do so, for in shading the outlines 
should be blended into the tints where the 
latter are deep, and this can only be effected 
by washing. Pens fill themselves by capillary 
attraction if they are first made moist by 
being dipped into water; they should not be 
put into the mouth to wet them, as there is 
danger of poison from fancy inks, and the 
habit is not a neat one.

Tlie salesman requires, first, aii active tern- 1 
perament, and a clear, quick intellect, that be 
may be able to understand the qualities qf i 
goods and be able to explain their virtues and 
value to the buyer; an ample development of ■ 
language is necessary to render the address^ 
easy and the power of description good; large ; 
form and color to remember faces so as to 
recognize a customer a second time, and also 
to ,iudge of form and proportion and color in 
goods. One should also have large eventuahty, 
to retain all the facts relative to busmess in 
general, onto former transactions with a given-! 
customer. The salesman also should have"^ 
good moral development, a love of truth and 
integrity, remembering that honesty, even in 
traffic, in the long run, wins; while trick, and 
sharpness, and dishonesty, with as many 
.prices as there are customers, is sure to bank¬ 
rupt the man, if not in pocket at least in heart, 
but most frequently also in pocket. Our set¬ 
tled conviction, from many years’ close obser¬ 
vation, is, that whoevei', having good sound 
sense and business capability, with good ad¬ 
dress and a genial disposition, shall teU the 
truth, and give honest measure for an honest 
price, will win customers and fortune. In the 
hardest street in the hardest city an honest 
truth telling trader will soon be found out and 
resorted to, certainly by those who ai’e truth¬ 
ful, and generally also-bj^ those who do hot 
feel ■ themselves sharp enough to trade with 
tricksters. It is sometimes said “ there is no 
friendship in trade. ” There was never a great¬ 
er fallacy. A man who has a strong social na¬ 
ture has a magnetic attraction for people; and 
he who can ^iye a hearty welcom^a warm 
pftlin, and a firm grasp to customer.Si will win 
them anft hold tliem. Suppose a inan travels 
night and day, among strangers, a thousand 
miles to a git'eatlndarket towhi He has left his 
family and Trieiids and his -heart is hungr-y. | 
He remembers, perhaps, a salesman who is j 
cheerful and friendly; and when he crosses his 
threshold, his heart, bounds .with delight as 
vsdth a smile that man takes him heartily by 
the hand, andiii a. moment becomes to him the 
family and friends he has left behind, and it 
only remains.to select the goods; they are' 
already sold, and if the man be honest, and 
name only fair prices for the goods, why 
should not that man be a life-long customer? 
Suppose a man has .500 such. They can not be 
coaxed away frijm him, unless '‘goods are 
offered at prices below their market value' by 
others. Suppose a salesman travels at certain 
seasons of the .year, seeking new customers 
throughout the West and South. His intelli¬ 
gence opens the way, but his cordial, friendly 
spirit enables him to consummate his errand. 
The cold, stern, stanch, dignified man, grim 
. and severe in his mamiers, may be able to sell 
drugs to sick folks, or ai’ticles of necessity, 
where there is no competition; but in a large 
market town such a man would freeze out his 
prosperity. Occasionally such a man is. wise 
enough to get a warm-hearted, sj^mpathetic, 
genial man to sell his good, and thus he secures 
prosperity through the influence of his capital. 

The salesman, then, needs intelligence, talk¬ 
ing talent, knowledge of chara/ster, integrity, 
manly sympathy, and strong afl'ection; ahd?to 
seU goods, he needs the qualities which are 
requisite to the production of the goods he has 
to sell .—Phrenological Journal.

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AN ULTIMATUM IN BUSINESS. 

Our New England manufacturing interests 
are loth to realize one stern fact, and that is 
that a reduction in wages, profits and prices, 
is an essential condition of the return of busi¬ 
ness activity. There is no escape from it by 
temporizing and artificial devices, such as the 
running of mills on half or two-thirds time, 
and combinations to repress production. We 
honor the tenderness of the manufacturing 
employers toward their help, which leads 
them to resort to these expedients, but to re¬ 
sort to them any longer than is necessary to 
persuade the operatives of the necessity of the 
reduction, is simply a postponement of the cri¬ 
sis and of the thereafter-returning prosperity. 
The natural way to curtail production is to 
discharge employes. This way is harsh, and. 
should not be adopted in cases where the sus¬ 
pension of activity is due to accident or likely 
to be brief. In such cases the employed popu- ^ 
lation is kept along m comparative ease by 
working part of the time at the old wages. 
But, in the present case, we are shifting from 
one industrial and financial epoch to another. 
The change cannot be met by temporary 
makeshifts. Of course, so long as there is only 
a reduction in time, tliere can be iio reduction 
in the cost of production. The Holyoke paper 
mills have been run for a long period on two- 
thirds time and now they are driven to half 
time. But half time means of course half pro¬ 
duction, at the same wages per hour and the 
same cost per bale of paper as whole produc¬ 
tion. Meantime, the half employed labor is by 
this anchorage kept out of the labor market 
and from turning back upon the farms and 
into other channels, which, at the reduced 
rates, would soon absorb it. There will not 
necessarily be any reduction in the popula¬ 
tion which the paper mills and cotton mills 
will support after the change, but the great 
mistake is in supposing that the crisis can be 
tided over by continuing to support the same 
population, at the present wages. For no mere 
curtailment of time affects wages at all.— 
Springjield Repuhlioan. 

THE ENG LISH TRADE. 

Mamifiicturiiig stationers have been e.'cceplionally 
busy, and each one proudly asserts that he has never 
in any previous year received .sucli “ good lines,” 
the word “good” iinpb'ing extensive, rather than 
varied, orders. Tlic public appears to have acquired 
a taste for fancy stationery, and buys it with good 
will. But this taste is the result of enterprising 
persons, producing novelties that liave tickled the 
palate. The supply is not the nsult of a demand, 
but the contrary, and for several years past wc have 
])romulgated this view. Manufacturers, having thus 
seen our prognostications fulfilled, will act y' 'y if 
they continue to cater for the community even still 

more lavishly than heretofore. Inf*:«.cy goods the 
introductions of the present season arc nei^'.r 
numerous nor, as a whole, iU-'C they equal t^^ .nose 
brought out in former years. There .are only a very 
few notable exccptio’'",A.id up to the present time 
we have seen only a very few articles that are likely, 
to Imve a large sale. Our Baris agent has hist re¬ 
turned home after a fortnight’s visit to 1 ndon, 
during which time he scoured the trade, and nigh 
willing to buy largely of novelties, he could\ t find 
goods in which to invest; and he complain^i that 
England was in this respect as badly placed as 
France and Germany, both of which countries had, 
in 1874, produced fewer articles than In any previous 
year he had been i.i business. His statement tallies 
with our own experience, as, from personal inquir¬ 
ies at many fancy warehouses, we have learned that 
only a very few more trifling novelties may be ex¬ 
pected.—Aowdon Stationer.

In the course of an article advising technical 
education, the Portland Press mentions the 
endeavor of a Boston publishing house to em¬ 
ploy American workmen upon a series of heli¬ 
otype copies of engravings. They began with 
these native workmen, and found they would 
make a failure of their undertaking unless they 
seciu’ed workmen having more artistic skill. 
They now employ in that branch alone forty 
or fifty men, all of whom except two traveling 
salesmen are foreigners from different coun¬ 
tries of Europe, and with whom they are 
obliged to converse tlnrough interpreters. The 
smallest salaries are paid to the two traveling 
salesmen. 

UTn India, lac, in whatever form, is used for 
many purposes—for trinkets, such as earrings, 
necklaces, bracelets and numberless other or¬ 
naments which find ready purchasers in the 
bdzaars; in the manufacture of ink and as a 
basis ofi sealing wax. The beautiful specimens 
of lacquerware from Scinde, which took a 
prize at the exhibition of 1851, owed their 
beauty to lac; and in Burmah it is also used by 
jewelers for coloring gold and as a cement 
to bind metal work. Large quantities are pro¬ 
duct, in the Shan States, and it is the desire 
of-Government to introduce regular lac pre¬ 
serves into British Burmah. The insects are re¬ 
moved from one tree to another, and even 
long distances with the greatest ease. . 

What is the meaning of these panics and 
financial revulsions? Are they meaningless?

We find, 
for instance, that a man here in Amherst, say, 
is unable to pay his merchant; he, in turn, is 
unable to pay the wholesale dealer in New 
York or Boston, and so the consequences ex¬ 
tend, and finally result in panic, the infiuences 
of which extend all over the world. But how 
do these panics come? They are possible only 
because we have put something else in place 
of money—undertaken to use the shadow of 
the thing, and make that do the work of the 
substance. That is the only reason. Financial 
panics never have occuiTed—from the nature 
of til* case they never can occur—where the 
money of the country is genuine money cur- 
^nt, all over the globe. They all come from 
'mo^fcer reason than as I said—we have got 
’^■Hoadow undertaking to do the work of the 
“Substance, which means, in plain language, 
that we have been telling lies on a large scale— 
and it isp’t profitable to lie.—Pi'of. Seelye.

CHINESE FANCY STORES.

But the 
ushering in of the new epoch has not en¬ 
tirely banished the old, as witness the stores 
where . gods are made and sold for silver dol¬ 
lars ! Aye, and “warranted” too—a god of 
wealth “ sure to niakee glow riche,” says the 


polite vender; gods of fair weather and 
guai-dians: of health; gods for the sailor and 
for the farmer—for every condition of life, 
every emergency, and at aU prices. Among 
the most attractive of the shops are the fruit 
and flower stalls, usually adorned with pretty 
bird cages, while John Cliinaman deals out his 
dainty wares, served in exquisite porcelain or 
glass, with lavishing salaams and courtly 
words. Few visitors at Canton will fail to 
recall the shop of the venerable Sao Qua, 
on Old China street, or the gentle breeding 


Chinese shops. During the day they are^f of the accommodating owner with his frosted 


finding that it takes less of the proceeds of labor 
to purchase the bare necessities of life, have 
more left where with to purchase "wliat we may 
call the comforts of life-such as new furniture, 
better clothing, the home itself. Hence an in¬ 
creased demand for these articles. But this is 
a slow process. The fuU harvests must be 
garnered and transmuted into food. A long 
series of commercial obstructions to a decline 
must be broken down, the cheapened staple 
must at length reach the consumer and he 
must earn the wages from which he is to save 
a larger surplus, he must create the demand 
for the new objects of consumption, and the 
manufacturer or producer of those objects must 
in response to that demand set to work some 
laborers now idle, before the chain of causation 
from cheaper food to brisker business is com¬ 
plete. AU this will have happened, perhaps, by 
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next spring. In times of ordinaiy prosperity, 
when confidence is abroad, this process would 
be much shortened by credit, so that a full 
crop would stimulate business even before it 
was gathered. Swopes would conclude that 
he could aft’ord a horse and buggy and Mrs. 
Swopes a new carpet on the strength of the 
coming reductions in the cost of living. But, 
after a panic, the Swopeses pay debts rather 
than ask for credit, simply because the debts 
are pressing and credit couldn’t be had if it 
was asked. So much for the mystery of con¬ 
tinued dullness in the face of large crops. 

As for the rest, it explains nothing to say 
that public confidence is wanting. Why is it 
wanting? Not assuredly on account of the 
Jay Cooke panic eleven months ago. That was 
a credit disaster affecting one line of invest¬ 
ment, and wouldn’t have been felt in ordinary 
times over six months. But, regardless of that 
event, we are on the point of changes the occa¬ 
sion for which dates back fourteen years, and 
the extent of which we cannot forsee. Labor, 
if anything, is more unsettled than capital. 
The rates of wages are as uncertain as the gold 
premium, and all fluctuation embaiTasses great 
enterprises and frightens their undertakers. 
If Congress had done its little to help on the 
transition back to the old state of affairs, there 
would have been during the fall a gradual ad¬ 
justment to that basis, upon which from the 
opening of next spring business might have 
started off with considerable assurance.— 
Spt'ingfield Republican.

of 

Since our last issue, we have received sam¬ 
ples of a number of styles of New Year’s Cards 
for 1875. Those manufactured by Roby & 
Cole, 51 Ann street, are engraved on steel plates, 
and printed on full-size Bristol cards. There 
are eight different designs among them, which 
are all very tasteful. The illustrations are 
varied and quite pretty. No. 1, representing 
a wine-glass and goblet, will not be popular 
with our temperance friends; while some 
people may think that the cupids and other 
figures, illustrating some of these series, are 
a little too undressed. The design for No. 7, 
illustrative of turning over a nevy leaf, is quaint 


and amusing; while the dancing cupids, em¬ 
blematical of the different seasons, in No. 8, 
are also well executed. These cards are claim¬ 
ed to be greatly superior to the ordinary litho¬ 
graphed ones in the market. The different 
patterns are put up in packs of 25 cards, which 
are retailed at 50 cents per pack. This is con¬ 
siderably less than the cards issued by Culver, 
Page, Hoyne & Co., of Chicago. The latter 
are printed on fine Bristol board, and sold at 
$6 per dozen packs, or 75 cents per single 
pack. Some of the designs are tasteful; but 
No. 6, showing a chariot and horses, exhibits 
bad drawing, particularly in the second horse 
and the charioteer. No. 1, either from bad en¬ 
graving or poor printing, does not show well; 
while No. 5 is perhaps the best of the lot. 

A. M. Collins, Son & Co. have sent us a 
number of sample cards for New Year’s, which 
deserve special commendation, particularly 
the large size ones in colors, which show much 
originality. The smaller cards are humorous, 
but they are more hackneyed in their designs. 


CARON’S FOUNTAIN MARKING BRUSH. 

This is a simple form of fountain brash for 
porters having goods to mark, expressmen, 
bulletin writers, and others. It consists of a 
rubber tube lined within with a material 
known as Frink’s indestructible rubber lining, 
which, we are informed, resists the action of 
acid compounds. The tube is some five or six 
inches in length, and has on its upper end a 
cap and ferrule in' one, provided with a ring 
for suspending when not in use. The lower 
end has also a ferrule, and is threaded to re¬ 
ceive a metal funnel. Over the end of the 
fimnel the brush is slipped. In use, the funnel 
is removed from its ferrule and the handle 
filled with ink. The former is then returned, 
and on being held to write the liquid flows 
down to the brash through a small tube which 
extends up into the • extremity of the funnel. 
The necessity of a pot of ink is avoided, and 
consequently the hand of the operator ordi¬ 
narily employed in holding the same is left 
free. The interior construction is of the sim¬ 
plest description, with no mechanism to get 
out of order. The ink flows freely, and, from 
its gradual feed and large supply, lasts for a 
long time. By its use marks can be easily 
made on uneven surfaces, such as coarse sack¬ 
ing, which cannot be done, except with con¬ 
siderable difficulty, with the ordinary brush. 
Fine or coarse lines are readily traced, as the 
flow is regulated by the pressure of the hand 
upon the compressible tube.

In your number of the 23d inst. I notice an article 
signed “ A Practical Chemist,” iii which he men¬ 
tions a copying ink made by a Philadelphia manu¬ 
facturer as being “ancient and like a stale codfish, 
‘not worth much,’” and adding a formula which is 
very ancient. 

1 am perfectly aware that sympathetic inks have 
been made for many years, but have not seen any 
that gave satisfaction.

GERMAN TOYS. 


The Germans have always been the rivals 
of the English toy makers, even in the making 
of bats and battledores, and large numbers 
of these toys are annually imported. It is the 
same with the Jack-in-the-boxes, a toy rapidly 
going out of fashion. Germany and Switzer¬ 
land are the cheapest toy manufacturing 
countries in the world. The principal difference 
bStween modern and old-fashioned toys con¬ 
sists in the realistic character of the former. 
A little girl is not now content with a gro- I 
tesquely shaped and colored mimature tea ser- , 
vice - she must have an earthen ware imitation , 
of the real thing. And so with the boys, j 
The wooden swords, with their tin ornaments, | 
of the past, have become replaced by weapons j 
formed of iron or steel; while the tin guns of 
the last generation have given way to regu- ; 
larly constructed rifles capable of being flred 
by percussion caps. Scientific toys weie j 
scarcely known to boys of a past generation, 
“Prince Rupert’s Drops” being regarded by 
them as the crowning wonder of science as ap¬ 
plied of toys. Electrical apparatus, aquari¬ 
ums, chymical cabmets, fossil collections, and 
the like, were among the amusements of the 
future; even drawing was scarcely practised, 
save by means of transparent slates, which, 
since the teaching of drawing in our elementap' 
schools, are rapidly falling into disuse. Skip¬ 
ping ropes, however, display little change, 
those used at the present time differing little 
from those in favor a hundred years ago. 
In musical toys the difference between past 
and present is very striking. Toy drums-and 
fiddles are less popular than formerly, even 
the whistle has fallen into disfavor. Possibly 
this may be the result of improved musical 
education; but, whatever be the cause, those 
with sensitive ears , will regard it as a change 
for the better. But what toys have taken 
their place ? If we. inay, believe ;spjhe of our 
toy mautifacturers, the toy is not extending 
with the increase of population. Instead of 
buying toys oru- boys and girls invest their 
pence and shillings in the purchase of books, 
or in the payment for admission to places of 
amusement. Is this a healthy sign ? Time 
will show. •

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PAPER BOXES. 

Box board, the principal material in this 
manufacture, is made in this country by at 
least six mills in Massachusetts. It is made of 
straw, and of grades of stock to suit all styles 
of work, and a large capital is invested in the 
business. The colored covering papers are for 
the most part imported, as are gilt, silvered, 
and Dutch metal papers, as also the beautiful 
French gelatinized paper, the most costly of 
all-stock, a single sheet of the best costing forty 
cents. 

Wooden slats are used to brace boxes for 
shelf use, and their corners and joints are fur¬ 
ther strengthened by muslin and other textile 
fabrics. 

Gilt and silvered papers are used mostly for 
edgings, although occasionally for small sta¬ 
tioners’ and druggists’ packages. 

The manufacture of collar boxes is mostly 
confined to a few large firms, the percentage 
of profit being small. Dies are used to strike 
out the tops and the bottoms, the sides are 
rolled by machinery, and a large force of past¬ 
ers kept constantly at work. 

The manufacture of the small pill boxes, 
which are sold as low as thirty cents a gross, 
and are used in millions, is carried on by ma¬ 
chinery, principally in Philadelphia and New 
York., 

Square boxes are made by the general trade 
as follows: The dimensions having been ascer¬ 
tained, the large sheets of board are passed 
under a steel roller against which play several 
revolving sharp-edge wheels so adjusted as to 
cut wholly or half through the board. This is 
the cutting and scoring machine. It leaves the 
sheet in section just large enough for a single 
box or cover as the case may be, and partially 
ready for bending into shape. The scoring of 
the ends is secured at another operation. The 
rectangular pieces at the corners are stamped 
out by a cornering machine, and the boxes are 
formed by girls who glue the board and paste 
on the finer outside papers. Where large 
round boxes are required a machine consisting ‘ 
of two cutting wheels, and a revolving clamp, 
adjusted at right angles to each other, cuts a 
perfect disc of any required diameter. 

FANCY WORK 

is little done in this country, the greater part 
being imported in nests of from three to five 
placed one inside the other. The French excel 
in these pretty hijousc, and many are very 
tasteful, elegant and costly, but all are fragile, 
and few preserve their beauty for any length 
of time. 

A number of goods of this class, however, are 
made here yearly, the duties and cost of freight 
giving the manufacturer here a pretty fair 
mai’gin to set against cheap labor and a long 
established trade, and many importing jobbers 
begin to look upon this class of goods as a doubt¬ 
ful source of profit. 

MANUFACTURERS OF PISTOLS AND AMMUNITION 
requil'e a vast number of tasteful, strong, and 
conveniently packed boxes and cases for cop- 
^ per cartridges, caps, wads, pistols and pocket 
rifles, and few goods in this country are packed 
in any other kind of ca.se, the wrapping paper 
^ ® so much used in old world factories having 
been long since discarded on account of its ob- 
vious disadvantages, and the generally inferior 
appearance given to the goods. 

THE FRUIT TRADE, 

“Iwhile generally using wood, still require 
one snyriads of graiie boxes, which contain from 
storehree to fivejpounds, and give good satisfac- 
store 


tion. These are generally round in shape and 
of a low grade of material. 

THE SAMPLE PACKETS 

of various patents, made of soft, thick, and 
tough maniUa paper are in large and increasing 
demand, for conveying samples of grain, rice, 
flour, &c., by mail or express, and the flour 
broker’s office, and the mill agent’s valise are 
always full of sample boxes of all shapes, col¬ 
ors and sizes. 

jewelers’ boxes, 

whose snowy material and rich velvet lining- 
serve to .set off the beauty of precious gems 
and cunning setting, are made to a large 
amount in this country by a few individuals 
who studiously keep the extent and profits of 
the business a secret from the trade. A single 
firm in this city has in a neighboring State a 
large establisement devoted to this specialty, 
and the extent of its operations can only be 
guessed at from a review of the number of 
manufacturing jewelers, the large capital in¬ 
vested in their business, and the vast quantity 
of goods they produce yearly for home con¬ 
sumption and the export trade. 

general state OP THE BUSINE,SS. 

In this city at present the demand is slack, 
and the competition is very close indeed, so 
much so that several parties have retired for 
awhile from active operations, or entered into 
the employ of the larger firms. There are but 
few really large establishments, and much cap¬ 
ital is not needed in the general trade, ISO, 000 
worth representing a large production of such 
cheap goods. 

Little skill is required except in designing 
and cutting, which is done by men who earn 
from $15 to $20 per week, while the light touch 
and deft quickness of women is admirably 
adapted to a work where no strength and 
rapid dispatch with taste and neatness are re¬ 
quired. A girl will generally learn to paste 
common work in a fortnight, and can eai-n 
from $5 to $7 wee]s.\y.—Commercial BuUe.fin. 



HOW PENHOLDERS ARE MADE IN FRANCE. 

A French writer, in giving an account of the 
large steel pen manufactory of M. Blanz at 
Boulogne-sur-Mer, has the following lively de¬ 
scription : 

“Here you see the two extremes,” remarked 
my obliging guide; “the large mass of steel 
which you saw at the entrance is now en¬ 
closed in those little boxes, after having passed 
through all the processes I have shown you. 
But as the pens cannot be used without pen¬ 
holders, we make them also; that is only 
child’s play.” 

Then, taking a long piece of white wood, 
scarcely squared, and such as the machine 
saw drops upon the ground, he said: “Here is 
a penholder such as you use every day.” 

“Yes, but it has no shape,” I answered. 

“Ohl that’s a trifle,” he replied, with a shrug 
of the shoulder. He placed the wood in a 
turning-lathe, and in two minutes it was 
rounded and polished. Three other lathes took 
possession of it, one diminishing the .size, the 
other cut it into pieces of the desired length, 
the third seized these future penholders and 
tapered the two extremities. In a few min¬ 
utes this piece of w’ood was transformed into 
ten penholders which needed only coloring and 
the metal tips. 

The process was neither long nor difficult. 
The penholders were clamped in the opposite 
lathe, and a work-woman covered them with 
a maroon color while they were turning under 


her eyes. Varnish over this color insured its 
durability. In the meantime a sheet of copper 
had been put on to the forms which shaped it 
into ferrules suitable to hold the pens, in the 
same manner that the letter envelope machine 
folds the different parts of the envelope at a 
single stroke of the piston. The ferrules were 
fastened to the sticks and the penholders were 
finished. The opera,tion had not taken the 
time necessary to broil a beefsteak. 

“That is very well; but how do you make 
the metal penholders? That must be quite 
another affair;” and I showed him one of those 
guilloche penholders which have pretty de¬ 
signs. “That is still more simple,” he replied, 
putting on the table a circular piece of copper 
large as a five-franc piece and thick as one 
franc. Said he, “With this piece of copper I 
will make you a dozen penholders such as you 
have there.” The copper was put under a 
machine which raised the edges and gave it 
the form of the caps upon mineral-water 
bottles. Two other machines continued the 
process of extension, and in a few minutes the 
plate of copper had become a tube more than 
a meter in length and of the size of an ordinary 
penholder. A machine soldered the tube, 
another cut it into twelve pieces of equal 
length, a third closed one end of each of these 
pieces. 

“At this point,” continued m.j cicerone, “I 
must be satisfied with a simple explanation, 
for you would not ha\e the patience to await 
the result. These penholders I dip in this 
bath, where they receive a silver-coating, then 
in another of gold, the thickness of which I 
measure exactly. From this bath I transfer 
them to the machine which covers them with 
designs, the curious mechanism of which I 
recommend to your observation.” This ma¬ 
chine was ingenious in its execution. The 
penholder Avas placed upon a double-acting, 
movable rod worked by steam; near this was 
a roller, upon which was graven designs in 
relief. As one of these points of the design 
presented, it set in motion a brush which 
rubbed the gold coating just enough to remove 
it and leave the silver exposed. These designs 
traced by the graver on the penholder require 
nearly an hour to perfect, and have an artistic 
appearance. 

For all this work the manufacturer employs 
uninterruptedly 750 women and 150 men, and 
produces each year from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 
gross, that is, of boxes, each one containing 
144 pens. 


THE BOSTON FANCY GOODS TRADE. 

The people are feeling more encouraged as 
the season progresses. The importations this 
year have been much less than in former 
seasons, and the Christmas demand, the first 
brush of which has already been felt, will re¬ 
duce old stocks to such an extent as to insure 
a much healthier condition of trade in the 
future. Collections throughout the country 
are reported good, and the holiday trade is 
turning out quite as large as dealers had a 
right to expect. Some importers report that 
they have duplicated and even triplicated or¬ 
ders in Europe this summer, and are sure that 
a brisk trade is coming. 

There are the usual number and va,riety of 
novelties this season, but few of them are en¬ 
tirely fresh in design. As a material, Russia 
leather still takes the lead. The Delaware 
manufactui'ers of this article are continually 
improving the quality of their goods, and the 
foreign imports each year form a smaller pro- 
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portion of the aggregate sales. Music-box 
combinations, some of them of the most in¬ 
genious kind, promise to be as popular as last 
year. Music-boxes are united with ladies’ 
work-baskets, with cigar-boxes, with albums, 
and with crickets, and the surprise to the un¬ 
initiated is complete when .a tune suddenly 
starts off without the least warning. A cigar- 
holder in the form of a French mitrailleuse is 
one of the new styles. All these goods are of 
French manufacture. 

Cloth flowers, of very tasty make, are a new 
article that is taking well. They are brought 
over in little pots, which are worth all the 
way from six to thirty-six dollars a dozen. It 
is unnecessary to add that they are of Parisian 
manufacture. 

There is the usual endless variety of toys. 
The principal dealers in such articles have laid 
in an especially large stock of wax dolls. 
Jumping-jacks and other old favorites are as 
indispensable a; ever in the estimation of 
Santa Claus. Wooden toys of this class are all 
made in Germany. It is safe to say that three- 
quarters of the stocks of dealers in holiday 
fancy goods are of foreign manufacture.— 
Commercial Bulletin. 


CARDS IN ENGLAND. 

As regards mourning cards, as issued in this 
country, a change for the better has already 
taken place. The old lugubrious embossed de¬ 
signs and inscriptions, once so familiar to us 
all, are now nearly abandoned. Instead of the 
heathenish symbols of death and oblivion we 
have the more clu’istianlike emblems of hope 
and immortality—the sentiment not of black 
despair, but of faith and hope. 

It may, in short, be said, concerning cards 
generally, that the exchange of these little tri¬ 
fles might be made a popular custom at vari- 
r , opochs of life, and on the recurrence of, at 
any rate, many of the ecclesiastical festivals. 
All that is necessary to create a demand for 
such cards is to produce them in such a form 
and style that they will appeal to the emotions 
and the intellect of ordinary humanity, and 
that they should not outrage any one’s idea of 
consistency, beautjq or taste. 

Our best makers have already grasped this 
idea. Messrs. Ds la Rue & Co., for instance, 
looking primarily to the artistic element of 
not only their cards, but likewise of every ar¬ 
ticle they produced, engaged the services of 
the greatest master of color England ever had, 
Mr. Owen Jones, both as designer, and arbiter 
elegantiarum of their productions. AU the 
world knows the deserved repute their goods 
enjoy; while, merely to cite the instance of 
their playing cards, the result was a series 
which could never be taken up without ex¬ 
periencing pleasure—one beyond all caprices of 
fashion, and that never gets old. Messrs. Good- 
all & Co., Canton, Suhnan, MarcusWardfe Co., 
and other makers, now constantly employ de¬ 
signers of first-rate ability, and the difference 
between these cards and the common ones is 
seen at a glance. 

Although small makers may not, like Messrs. 
De la Rue, be able to afford a handsome retain¬ 
ing fee to a standing counsel in art, yet it is 
well that the fact should be constantly en¬ 
forced and better appreciated, that without 
the help of the cultivated and scientific mind 
and hand, all attempts at competition will re¬ 
sult in disappointment and failure .—PHnting 
Times;

Drummers with their 
sample books have traversed every nook and 
corner of the country, introducing the new ar¬ 
ticle, and the business of supplying the great 
demand has become a considerable one in all 
the large cities.

The quantity of decalcomanie goods made in 
this country is steadily increasing. New York 
leading in the business; but Germany contin¬ 
ues to excel all other countries in the quality 
of the products of her factories. Nuremberg, 
especially, has become noted for the taste dis¬ 
played in designs and execution. The prepar¬ 
ation of transfer ornaments for the amusement 
of children and others continues to be an im¬ 
portant branch of the business , — Commercial 
Bulletin.

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PHILADELPHIA PICKINGS. 

BY SCBAWLEB. 

As Philadelphia is so overshadowed by your 
metropolis, and is modest, as its Quaker ancfes- 
tors have educated, bur present generation to 
be, it may interest many of your readers to 
learn not only of our existence, but also what 
we were, what we are, and what we, propose 
to be ; for, while we live, and' live well, 
too, we want all others t© enjoy the same 
blessings, and will do all we can - to enable 
them to do so. • 

The honor of establishing the first, printing 
press in this country belongs to Cambridge, 
Mass., and the second—a few weeks after 
—to Philadelphia. The first ,, publication in 
our city was a sheet almanac for the year 
1687, at which period bur ye&r began witt 
March and ended with Pebi'uary, a,s was 'the 
custom till the eighteenth century. The second 
printing office in this city was established in 
1723, and in 174.5^ the first Bible in German was 
issued by Christopher Sower. His son of the 
same name succeeded him, and, being exceed¬ 
ingly enterprising, established an extensive 
book manufactory, several binderies, and a 
type foundry, casting English and German 
type, and one of his descendants, Mr. Charles 
G. Sower, is to-day the senior member of one 
of our largest school-book jobbing, and sta. 
tionery concerns. Andrew Bradford estab¬ 
lished the Weekly Mercury in 1719, and Samuel 
Keimer the Universal Instructor in 1728, which 
was afterwards published and edited by Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin. These were the first ventures 
as weekly newspapers iu Pennsylvania. The 
first daily paper issued iu the United States 
was the Pennsylvania Packet, and in it was 
published Washington’s farewell address. One 
of the proprietors received the original MSS., 
the original copy of which was purchased sev¬ 
eral years ago by Mr.'Lennox, of New York, 
for $2,000. The Philadelphia Evening Gazette 
was the first daily evening paper in the United 
States, established in 1788, and was succeeded 
or rather was the predecessor of our present 
ancient and honorable daily North American 
and United States Gazette. The Public Ledger 
was the first penny paper, and is to-day the 
wealthiest and most profitable paper in the 
country. 

Having given an outhne of the career of our 
newspapers, it may be well to mention the 
printers, among whom the late Isaac Ashmead, 
now succeeded by his son, H. B. As hm ead; 
Conger Sherman, now Sherman & Co.; E. C. 
Markly & Son, P. K. Collins, King & Baird 
are acknowledged as fathers, and have been 
succeeded by enterprising houses like S. A. 
George & Co., Helfenstein, Lewis & Greene, 
Allen, Lane & Scott, J. B. Rodgers & Co., 
Ringwalb & Brown, and many others whose 
work rivals any done in this country or Europe. 
Among the leading binders having all the 
modern appliances which steam and the finest 
machinery can afford we will mention Wm. 
Rutter & Co., Talmadge Bros., E. N. Miller, 
J. D. Speel, Righter & Gibson, John Jones, 
&c., &c. We have also four large type foun¬ 
dries whose type is used wherever civiliza¬ 
tion extends, besides several large electrotype 
and stereotype establishments. Our printing 
ink manufacturers are also very extensive, 
having branch offices in New York, and our 
manufacturers of writing ink are also well 
known to the trade. 

Upwards of one hundred firms are engaged 
in the manufacture and sale of paper, the first 


established in the country being the Ritten- 
house Mills, where they old Continental paper 
money was made, and at the present time all 
our bank note and fractional currency paper 
is made by the old and wealthy fii’in of J. M. 
Willcox & Co., of this city. In addition to 
these, we have the mills of Charles Magarge & 
Co., Megargee Bros., Jessup & Moore, and 
many others. 

Mr. Charles Williams is the leading, if not 
the only, manufacturer of marble papei- in the 
country. 

Our leading card manufacturers are A. M. 
Collins, Son & Co. and Charles Beck, who also 
carry a large fine of goods in fancy papers of 
interest to every stationer. 

In paper ruling, bill-heads, and blank books, 
Thomas W. Price & Co., J. Arnold, John Jones, 
•Wm. Mann, and W. P. Murphy & Sons rank 
among the first, although there are many 
smaller but extensive concerns. Messrs. Mann 
and Murphy are very extensive makers of 
copying books. 

The engravers on wood, among whom we 
may mention J. W. Lauderback, Van Ingen & 
Snyder, Crosscut & West, and others; and on 
steel, John Sartain, Illman & Son, MacDowell, 
Dreka, Mason; and on stone, Thos. Sinclair & 
Son, Duval & Hunter, Theo. Leonhardt & Son, 
&c., are all well known and deserve a more 
extended mention. 

Our envelope makers, C. J. Cohen, W. E. & 
E. D. Lockwood, E. J. Spangler, and Tobey 
Brothers, have extensive steam-power estab¬ 
lishments, and Louis Dreka, Mason & Co., 
Hoskins, Magee, and others make a finer class 
of envelopes by hand. 

All these and many others have a direct or 
indirect interest to every stationer, and will 
be more fully described in a future letter, with 
some mention of our chromo publishers, pic¬ 
ture-frame makers, bracket and fancy wood 
carvers, whose goods every stationer keeps. 


THE BAY STATE PAPER COMPANY. 

This company have moved into the new 
block recently erected on the site of the build¬ 
ing occupied by them for many years at 259 
and 261 Main street, Springfield, Mass. The 
building is five stories high, with a front of 
Philadelpliia pressed brick, very neat trim¬ 
mings of Ohio sandstone, and a heavy cor¬ 
nice of galvanized iron. The basement is 
used for storage of wrapping papei-s, and 
the first, or mam story, as a general sales¬ 
room and for fine flat and folded writing 
papers, of which a large stock is kept on 
hand open. It is a single apartment, the 
full size of the building, and is finished in 
chestnut and black walnut. The front being 
entirely of plate glass and occupying the width 
of two large-sized stores renders it fight and 
cheerful; a short flight of stairs leads from a 
point near the center of this salesroom to a 
mezzanine story occupying the rear half of the 
building, which is devoted to the private office 
and counting-room uses, and is fitted up in 
elegant style with ash and black walnut. 
Another short flight of stairs and the second 
floor of the building is reached, and this is 
used as a wareroom for colored cover papers, 
white and tinted book papers, and other mis¬ 
cellaneous goods. The whole of the third floor 
is occupied as the finishing room, and is sup¬ 
plied with the best machinery precisely as in 
any of the first-class mills. In this department 
the assorting, ruling, folding, trimming, stamp¬ 
ing, pressing, and wrapping are done to their 


best grades of writing papers, their motive 
power being transmitted by -wire rope and 
pulleys a distance of 300 feet from the old 
works of the Wason Car Company. It is 
found desirable to do this work in this manner 
upon the premises and under personal super¬ 
vision rather than having it done at the mills 
at a distance. The fourth floor is laden with 
original unbroken cases of paper, and will hold 
100 tons. The fifth story is used for rags and 
paper stock. A steam elevator runs through 
the building and is fitted up with automatic 
hatchway doors, which open and close upon 
each floor as the elevator passes through, being 
a safeguard against accident and in case of 
fii’e, and ever}^ appliance and modern conve¬ 
nience has been availed of to save labor and 
expedite the despatch of business. 


BUSINESS AT SPRINGFIELD. 

In the manufacture of envelopes and fancy 
stationery, one of Springfield’s most extensive 
industries, business is looking up somewhat, 
and a fair winter and spring trade is antici¬ 
pated. The Morgan Envelope Company are 
employing 150 hands ten hours a day, and Will 
probably increase their working force in Jan¬ 
uary, the beginning of their busy season. The 
paper trade is likely to continue rather dull 
during the winter, or until the present surplus 
stock can be worked off. The prices, especi¬ 
ally for fine papers, are unprofltably low for 
the manufacturers, who have about decided to 
reduce their product from two-thirds to one- . 
half for six months, at the end of which time 
it is expected that the present stock will be re¬ 
duced sufficiently to create a brisk demand at 
better prices. A large portion of the present 
orders are from the West and Middle States. 
For book papers the demand is comparatively 
brisk and at fair prices. The postal card man¬ 
ufacturers will give employment to about 50 
hands thi-ough the winter. The paper collar 
manufacturers are feeling in good humor over 
their business for the past few weeks, and are 
sanguine of a good trade in January and Feb¬ 
ruary. Ray & Taylor, the representative pa¬ 
per collar manufacturers of the city, are now 
employing 50 hands, but their force will be in- 
ci-eased to about 120 later in the season. They 
report that prices are somewhat lower than in 
good seasons, but a little firmer than during 
the summer and fall.— Springfield Republican, 


DESIGN PATENTS. 

It is a too prevailing custom for manufac¬ 
turers, afflicted with a paucity of ideas, to imi¬ 
tate the original patented productions of oth¬ 
ers. These imitations are always inferior and 
cheaper (?) than the originals, and their manu¬ 
facturers imagine that by making a slight va¬ 
riation in form or design they evade liability 
for infringement. Many buyers also imagine 
that only makers are liable, and not the seller 
or consumer; but the law is, that those who 
“ make, vend, or use the article patented ” are 
liable. 

As the number of design patents in station 
ery is increasing yearly, we give for the benefit 
of these imitators, buyers, and those owning 
design patents who have not seen them, the 
following points of a decision in the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case of Gor¬ 
ham Manufacturing Company vs, George C. 
White: 

[The acts of Congress which authorize the grant 
of a patent for designs contemplate not so much 
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utility as appearance; ami the thing invented or 
produced for which a patent is given is that which 
gives a peculiar or distinctive appearance to the 
manufacture or article to which it is applied.] 

[It is the appeai-ance to the eye that constitutes 
mainly, if not entirely, the contribution to the pub¬ 
lic which the law deems worthy of recompense; and 
identity of appearance, or sameness of effect upon 
the eye, is the main test of substantial identity ot 
design.] 

[It is not essential to identity of design that the 
appearance should be the same to the eye of an ex¬ 
pert. If, in the ej'C of an ordinary observer, giving 
such attention as a purchaser usually gives, two de¬ 
signs are substantially the same, if the resemblance 
is such as to deceive such an observer, and sufficient 
to induce him to purchase one, supposing it to be 
the other, the one first patented is infringed by the 
other.] 

Commenting on the above decision, the 
New York Times says: 

“The value of the doctrine of this decision 
to the artistic progress of* the country can 
scarcely be overrated. Inventors of designs 
now stand on the same level with inventors of 
machines. The beautiful arts may now go I 
into business and vie with their mechanical i 
sisters in the successful pursuit of wealth. It 
will now becoirfe more than ever for the inter¬ 
est of the great silversmiths to aim at the pro¬ 
duction of new and varied compositions, and 
to engage corps of trained artists to aid them 
in their competition. Fostered and sustained. 
by the strong arm of the law, we may at; 
length expect to see American manufactures' 
as admirable for their beauty as they are for 
their ingenuity.” 

For , *his most important result the country 
must thai..,. the Gorham Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany, whose courage and resolution have 
brought it about.

A Troy man has invented a paper can for 
kerosene oil, which is claimed to be as strong 
as tin and much cheaper. 

Lee, Shepard & DiUingham, and Baker, 
Pratt & Co. are the busiest of our booksellers, 
and are doing a hvely trade. 

The wallet shop of Palmer & Bates, at Athol, 
Mass., has of late been full of business and will 
probably continue on full time. 

C. P. A. Hinrichs makes *a splendid display in 
his mew show window in Park place (Nos. 29 
to 3% which is not surpassed in the city. 

Sneid r, of 49 John street, has got a new as¬ 
sortment '‘f goods on hand, particularly some 
very handsome New Year’s cards. Stationers 
should give him a call. 

Homer Lee & Co., whose line engraving of 
the Pacific Mail steamship City of Peking re¬ 
ceived the highest award given to steel en¬ 
graving at the American Institute Pair, must 


have felt satisfied with the success of their 
venture in attempting the largest marine en- 
gi-aving evei' attempted. 

It is‘ a bad practice for travelers to pretend 
that their houses are the real makers of the 
goods they have to sell. It is dishonest, and it 
does much harm in the end. 

• A brniiaut and adhesive paste, adapted to ! 
the uses of manufacturers of fancy articles, 
painters, &c., may be made by dissolving 
casein precipitated from milk by acetic acid 
and washed with pure water in a saturated 
solution of borax. 

The manufacture of letter envelopes is a de¬ 
partment of the paper industry which is culti¬ 
vated very largely in Austria, particularly by 
Balatka, in Prague, and Poliak & Co., of Vi¬ 
enna, who together produce as many as 270,- 
000,000 of envelopes a year. 

The leading product of the Hampshire Paper 
Company’s miU is Bristol hoax’d, both white 
and tinted. Next to the product of Bristol 
board is that of ruled papex’, white and tixited. 
The market is chiefiy New Yox-k and the West. 

The new method of engraving executed by 
the Photo-Engraving Company, of 62 Cox-t- 
landt street, has proved very successful. The 
work done compares favox’ably with ordinax-y 
wood engraving, while it can be executed 
x’apidly at a greatly reduced cost. The com¬ 
pany are receiving orders from every part of; 
the cotmtry, and to a lax-ger amount than, with 
their present facilities, they are able promptly 
to fill. 

We have just seen at the warehouse of 
Messx-s. Myers Brothers, 62 Johxx street, sopie 
of Rimmel’s perfumed ahxaanacs and satchets, 
a class of goods altogether superior to any 
hitherto offered in this ixaarket. They are ex¬ 
quisitely scented, retaining their delicious fra- 
gx’ance for years, and ax'e so beaxxtiful axxd 
attx’active that they will not be cast aside after' 
a moment’s inspection, but will be prized as 
souvenirs ixi the boudoir or drawing-room. 

The Estex’brook Steel Pexi Goinpany make 
over 150 different styles of pens. They have 
invented a new peix, which they are now be¬ 
ginning to introduce into the max-ket. This 
pen is “self-feeding,” and has been named the 
“ Centennial Fountain Pen.” The goods they 
produce are acknowledged to be equal to the 
best English xnakers. They ax’e sent aU over 
the United States, also to Canada, Soixth 
America, Mexico, Cuba and many other places. 
Some of them have been fox-wax-ded to Exxg- 
land. 

To make cement for attaching labels to 
metals, take ten pax'ts tragacanth mucilage, 
ten pax’ts hoxxey, aiid one part fioui’. The flour 
appears to hasten the drying, and renders it 
less susceptible to damp. Another cement 
that will I’esist the damp stiU bettex’, but will 
not adhere, if the sux-face is greasy, is made by 
boihng together two parts shellac, one pax-t 
borax, and sixteen parts water. Flour paste 
to which a certain px’oportiou of sulphuric acid 
has been added makes a lasting cement, but 
tlie acid often acts upon the metals. 

We have been thi'ough a long period.of ab¬ 
normal fluctuations in currency, wages, and 
profits. There has been no such expex-ience 
in this century since the Napoleoxiic struggles. 
The world stood aghast to see us go through 
■withoxit a tremendous finanancial collapse, 
i But we lived through it, and came to hke it, 
until the panic of 1873 stopped us. It was not 


as deep as a well or as wide as a church doox’, 
but it served. Now we are waiting and shal 
have to wait' to find the old way to return to 
it, before resuming our national activity and 
prosperity. The resumption of specie pay- 
mexits is the key to the business situation.— 
Springfield Republican. 

Milton Bx’adley & Co., of Spx-ingfleld, Mass., 
have produced a number of games that 
xnust become widely popular during the long- 
winter evenings. Px’ominent among these 
games, is the one called Carona, oi’. Banner 
and Cro-wn, which, if for nothing else, would 
be valxxed as a wox’k of art-^very card beixxg a 
chromo-lithograph in from 7 to 10 colors. The 
old favorite game of authors, an instructive 
game of Bible chax'aeters and events, and the 
game of American History are aU very attrac¬ 
tive and no less profitable as means of impart-, 
ing knowledge. 

Mr. H. B. Latoux’ette, of 7 Mux-x-ay street, has 
succeeded in producixxg a Font Penholder, 
which of itself is fighter than any of the ordi- 
xiary holders in use, and as thex-e is no compli¬ 
cated apparatus for regulating the flow of ink 
to the pen this class of holdex’s is x’edued to its 
simplest elements. The ink is coxxtained in the 
handle, which is hollow, and is fed to the pen 
by capillary attx’action through a thread which 
lies on the pen and passes into the inkholder. 

■ If not broken by violence or accident, this pen 
wUl last a lifetime. We have used one of these 
pen holdex-s in our office, axxd find it easily 
' managed and very convexxient. 

We learxx from a foreign cox'respondent that 
Mr., J. C. Koch, Sen., whose portrait lately ap¬ 
peared in The Stationer, -is actively occupied 
at Berlin. Mr; Koch went abroad, ex'pectixxg 
to have a little rest, but he found that rest 
would kill him, so he dropped into manufac- 
turixxg again, and he is now xnaking albuxns 
for his friends in the trade, who it seems are 
so xnuch pleased with his goods, that at pre¬ 
sent he cannot make enough. The goods have 
lately been sent over for holiday px-esents, and 
are undoixbtedly the (finest axxd handsoxnest 
evei’ seen in America or anywhere else. They 
include the New York or Washington Irving 
Album, the Pax-lor Album, the Shakespeare 
Album, the Bismax-k and the Autograph Al¬ 
bum, and ax’e all got up of the best materials 
and of the best workmanship. 

In xnaking Russia leather the skins are 
steeped in an alkaline liquor, beaten or fulled, 
ferxnented, uxxhaired, axxd washed clean; then 
tanned by sevex-al steepings in a hot deeoctioxx 
: of willow bax-k, each stronger than the pre¬ 
ceding; then dyed. The special chax’acteristic 
. of this kind of leather is produced by dyeing 
with an infusion or decoction of the aromatic 
sandex-s-wood, which, taken in conjunction 
with the other pi-ocesses, keeps the leather 
free from mouldiness in damp situations, repels 
insects by its odox’, and thxxs reixdex’s priceless 
service in the binding of valuable books. The 
currying with the empyreumatic oil of birch 
bark is so managed as to give a peculiar gran- 
’ filar appearance to the surface. Shagreen 
leather, used for covex’ing small cases of vari- 
' ous kinds, is made of skins which are salted, 
dyed, and flxxished with oil rather than tanned. 
The projecting granules of the surface ai-e pro¬ 
duced in a sixxgular way; small round hard 
seeds are strewn over the grain side, covered 
with felt, and trodden in; when dry they may 
be skaken out, and protuberances are left on 
the flesh side, which are preseiwed during the 
subsequent operations.

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supplementary trade sale. 

The balance of D. Appleton & Co.’s stationery 
stock was sold at Leavitt’s auction rooms on 
Friday and Saturday, December 4 and 5. The 
sale was but poorly attended. Only about a 
corporal’s guard of buyers were present, and 
these were altogether city men, it being too 
late in the season and too near the holidays 
for out-of-town stationers to attend. The 
prices obtained were unusually low. All kinds 
of stationery was disposed of, mostly in small 
lots, and just as they were, without guarantee. 
To give an approximate idea of the rates at 
which goods were knocked down, we quote 
the following sample figures: Fourteen pound 
legal cap, Holyoke mills, only brought 35 cents; 
B. copying ink, which is worth $4.50 gold, ob¬ 
tained $1.80 currency; Arnold’s four-ounce 
stands were sold at $4 per gi*oss currency; 
Carter’s cone inks sold for 30 cents a dozen. 
Among the principal buyers were A. Dowling, 
of Nassau street, "W. H. Allison, George E. 
Lane, a city pedlar named “Ike,” and others. 
Invoice W. G. was part of stock resold on ac- 
coinit of “Perry,” of Sixth avenue, bought at 
the fii’st sale but not taken at that time. 

Blank books sold for 10 per cent, less than at 
the sale in September. The entire stock was 
closed out; the total amount has not yet been 
announced. 

THE COPYRIGHT LAW. 

The law of copyright, as amended June 18, 
1874, precludes all action for infringement, un¬ 
less there be inscribed upon the title-page or 
the page following of every book, or on every 
musical composition or works of art (namely, 
prints, cuts, engravings, photographs, paint¬ 
ings, drawings, chromos, statues, statuary, or 
models and designs intended to be- perfected 
and completed as works-of the fine arts), upon 
Borne visible- portion of the same, or upon the 
substance upon which it shall be mounted, 
either the words, “Entered according to act of 

Congress, in the year-, by A. B., in the 

office of the Librarian of Congress at Washing¬ 
ton;” or, at the option of the author, an in¬ 
scription in the follo-wing style: “Copyright, 
18—, by A. B.” 

In the construction of this ’act the words 
“engraving,” “cut,” and “print” shall be ap¬ 
plied only to pictorial illustrations of works 
connected with the fine arts; but prints or 
labels designed to be used for other purposes 
of manufacture can only be secured by regis¬ 
tering them in the Patent OflSce. The Com¬ 
missioner of Patents is charged with the entry 
and registry of such prints or labels, according 
to the regulations provided for the copyright 
of prints, except that there shall be paid for 
the recording of the title of any print or label, 
not a trade mark six dollars; the appheant is 
to receive in return a copy of the record under 
the seal of the Conamissioner of Patents. 


•FRAUDS UPON THE FABERS. 

The fame which the Faber pencils acquired 
induced many manufacturers in various counr 
tries to pirate their trade mark and seU spuri¬ 
ous goods with the Faber name upon them. 
The firm of Rubinstein, in Moscow, supphed 
the Russian trade with so-caUed Faber pencils 
and it was not until after a long time, and 
through the special interest of the King of Ba¬ 
varia, that this cheat was stopped. 

In New York similar frauds were also cai'- 
rled on. Pencils manufactured in Nuremberg 


with Faber’s trade mark and in precise imita¬ 
tions of his wrappers were imported and. sold 
by the firm Of Winterhoff, Piper & Co. Com¬ 
plaint having been made, the Custom House at 
New York, at the instance of the examiner 
appointed for the department of literature, 
writing materials, and fine arts, detained one 
case of these spurious articles, whereupon the 
courts of law prohibited all further sale in the 
city of New York. 

A still more cunning fraud was perpetrated 
at Nuremberg. A deaf and dumb lithographer 
by the name of George Wolfgang Faber was 
put forward, whose name was to be made use 
of. The similarity of the surname and -wrap¬ 
per exactly copied from those of Faber’s man¬ 
ufactory were suflacient to make the public 
believe that they really had the genuine arti¬ 
cle from Faber’s factory before them. On the 
intervention of the authonties, whom Lothar 
Faber put in motion, the reputed manufac¬ 
turer was subjected to an examination, which 
proved him to be altogether incapable of pro¬ 
ducing such a thing as a serviceable article, 
and showed that he had only lent his name to 
other speculators, whereupon the Royal Gov¬ 
ernment of Middle Franconia withdrew the 
license for pencil making from the said G. W. 
Faber, 



London printers and lithographers are experi 
encing an increasing difficulty in getting rid oi 
their “waste,” especially of the commonest 
sort, such as that which is cleared out of 
the machine room. Until recently it fetched 
3s. 6d. or 3s. per hundredweight, now it is a 
drug in the market.

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HOW TO KILL BUSINESS, 

It is easy to start business. It is easy to rent 
a store— and it is not difficult to picture to one’s 
self success. The mistake apt to be made in 
the outset of business undertakings, is an 
over-anxious desire to. become suddenly rich. 
If, however, a new firm consent for poKcj/’.s 
sake alone, to open with low prices, and a 
good, bi-isk trade is the result, in nearly every 
instance the profits are veiy soon increased, 
and the theory, “it will bring more just as 
weh,” prevails. Not content with a sure trade, 
based upon a reasonable, percentage over^cost, 
a little is added here and a little there, until 
the whole business is poisoned by the adder; 
its life is destroyed, and it dwindles to propor¬ 
tions at once insignificant and unprofitable. 

The following extract from a communication 
written by one who seems to know just how 
to conduct business, aptly illustrates our ideas 
of a retail trade: 

“I once held a place as salesman in a retail 
store in the early day of the trade, and the 
principal of the concern was regarded as ‘very 
sharp.’ He practiced the ‘ I don’t know’ plan 
when he didn’t wish to commit himself, and; 
he never omitted to ask the opinion of his em¬ 
ployes when a new article was introduced. 
It was well understood, ho wever, that the one 
agreeing with his idea of getting all an article 
would possibly fetch, would come nearest tol 
pleasing him. We all knew that when he sub-* 
mitted the merchandise for inspection, and he; 
suggested that, after the regular percentage 
was added, that the article, whatever it might 
be, would bring an extra fifty cents or dollai^ 
more easy enough, that for us to say ‘ amen,’; 
was to hit the nail on the head. 

“Our employer’s policy was a narrovrone, 
and into that groove he had worked his sales¬ 
men; had taught them that there was only 
to-day, and no hereafter; that to get all you 
can now, and never mind the future, was the 
true policy for money making. I may tell you 
that merchant failed long ago, for no sooner 
had his ‘mode of warfare’ been developed, 
and the community became acquainted with 
it, than competition sprung up; fair dealing 
was offered to the public by a new firm, and 
small profits adhered to, which drove into 
bankiTiptcy the short-sighted and would-be 
cunning tradesman. * . * * 

‘‘ ‘ Strict attention to business, an accommo¬ 
dating disposition, courteous manners, polite 
attention, fair dealing, the truth, one price, 
and C. O. D. , will stand when everything to 
the contrary is a failure.’ No more whole¬ 
some truth can be uttered, and no safer guide 
be relied upon in disposing of goods in a com¬ 
munity where one hopes to build up a large 
and profitable trade.” 



TOYS. 


The boys of the last century possessed a less 
variety of toys than the lads of the present 
generation. Boxes of toy soldiers were com¬ 
mon, but the construction of these was ex¬ 
tremely rude. Most of the toys came from 
Germany, the makers evidently entertaining 
most. .extraordinary notibns respecting our 
tastes. Some of these toy soldiers measured 
a foot in hight, while others scarcely, exceeded 
an inch. The beautifully modeled and colored 
leaden soldiers now in general use were un¬ 
known, although leaden toys were largely 
nianufactured in this country. In like manner 


the Noah’s arks were of the most primitive 
construction, the birds and animals resembling 
nothing that ever existed, either in shape or 
color. For all this, however, they were popu¬ 
lar with the little ones and few presents were 
more readily welcomed than that of a Noah’s 
ark. Tlie principal toys in favor with boys 
wei’e those used in connection with indoor and 
outdoor games. Among these, hoop's, bats, 
shuttlecocks, ball traps, and the like have 
always held a foremost place, their manufac¬ 
ture giving employment to large numbers of 
people. In old times the making of wooden 
hoops formed a not unprofitable industry, but 
the introduction of iron hoops has led to its 
decline. The manufactui’e of bats and wooden 
shuttlecocks has scarcely undergone any change 
during the last one hundred years, and it is 
said that in some parts of London there are 
bat-makers whose grandfathers and great 
grandfathers followed the same occupation. 


NICKELLING. 

The double sulphate of nickel and ammo¬ 
nium, which is the salt that is generally used, 
may now be had in commerce almost pure. It 
is manufactured on a large scale by Joseph 
Wharton, of Camden, N. J., who controls the 
nickel market in this country. Cast nickel 
plates for anodes may be obtained from the 
same source. The anodes should considerably 
exceed in size the articles to be covered with 
nickel. Any common form of battery may be 
used. Three Daniel’s or Smee’s cells', or two 
Bunsen’s, connected for intensity, will be 
found to be sufficient. The battery power 
must not be too strong, of the deposited nickel 
will be black. A strong solution of the sul¬ 
phate is made and placed in any suitable ves¬ 
sel; a glazed stoneware pot answers very well 
if the articles to be covered are smaH. Across 
the top of this are placed two heavy copper 
wires, to one of which .the articles to be cov¬ 
ered are suspended, to the other the anode. 
The wire leading from the zinc of the battery 
must then be cdnnected with the wire from 
which the articled 'are suspended, the other 
battery wire being connected with the anode. 

In order to prepare the articles for coating, 
they must be well cleaned by first scrubbing 
them with caustic soda or potash to remove 
any grease, and then dipping them for an in¬ 
stant in aqua regia and afterwards washing 
thoroughly with water, taking cai’e that the 
hand does not come in contact with any part 
of them. This is accomplished by fastening 
a flexible copper wire around them, and hand¬ 
ling them by means of it. The wire serves 
afterwards to suspend them in the bath. 

If the articles are made of iron or steel, they 
must be first covered with a thin coat of cop¬ 
per. This is best done by the cyanide bath, 
which is prepared by dissolving precipitated 
oxide of copper in cyanide of potassium. A 
copper plate is used as an anode. After they 
are removed from the copper bath, they must 
be washed quickly with water and placed in 
the nickel bath; if aflowed to dry ot become 
tarnished, the nickel will not adhere. 

Great care must be used through the whole 
process ;to keep all gitease, dust, or other dirt 
from the articles to be covered, or else the re¬ 
sult will be unsatisfactory. The whole pi'oeess 
is one of the most difficult that is used in the 
arts, it being far easier to gild, plate, or cop¬ 
per an article than to nickel it; but if due care 
be taken, the results will affiply pay for the 
trouble,

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PRACTICAL HINTS FOR YOUNG LITHO¬ 
GRAPHERS. 

[.From the Printing Times.'] 

Graining the Stone.— Place tlie stone on 
two horizontal bars over a trough, having 
clean water in readiness. Then take the sieve 
and place it in some graining sand. Sieves are 
made of different degrees of fineness, but 
generally range between 80 and 120 holes to 
the square inch, the number being marked on 
the side. The sand used is the same for all; 
the fine ones allow the finer particles to run; 
through, the coaYser ones the coarser particles; | 
and, of course, the finer the sand used the finer i 
will be the grain. Sprinkle the stone with the 
sand from the sieve (say 80), and throw on a 
few drops of water to make a kind of mixture. i 
The grinding can be done either by another 
stone, or by an instrument called a levigator. 
If a stone is used, it must be held by both 
hands and carried round in a circular manner 
—of course with its face to the stone to be 
ground. As the operation proceeds, add more 
sand and more water, until the stone is per¬ 
fectly ground. If the slightest scratch is ap¬ 
parent, the operation must recommence. 
Wlien finished—and practice will only enable 
the operator to tell when the stone is thorough¬ 
ly ground—wash off the sand, and take a piece 
of snake-stone and polish carefully.' Wash 
again, and then begin to grain. The levigator 
is a kind of iron disc with a handle at one end, 
so that it can be taken hold of, and a sweeping- 
sort of circular motion imparted to it. Sev¬ 
eral holes are made in it, so that the sand can 
be introduced on to the stone without lifting 
up the levigator. Graining is also an operation 
which is acquired by practice and imitation 
rather than by precept. It is not every work¬ 
man who can grain a stone propei-ly; in some 
offices good wages are given to men who do 
nothing else. A grained stone prepared for 
drawing on with crayons is quite white when 
dried; one polished for drawing with a pen is 
the natural color of the stone sligthljr highten- 
ed with the polish. Wash the sand off care¬ 
fully in clean water—soapy or greasy water 
would ruin everything—and dry with blotting 
paper. Then dust with a clean fine brush to 
remove any particles that may have accumu¬ 
lated, and the stone is ready for working upon. 
The quality of the gi-ain may be ascertained 
by marking it shghtly witli the crayon at one 
corner. The stone must not, of com'se, be 
touched with the fingers on any part which 
wiU have to be drawn upon. 

Cracked Stones.— The iron veins in stones 
often appear to inexperienced persons to be 
cracks, but if they do not run right through 
the stone they may be known at once. A 
crack in a stone goes completely through it, 
and does not stop in the center. 

Drawing on Stone.— Although there are a 
variety of methods given in the books, there 
is only one plan that is really practical. Make 
your drawing on a sheet of cartridge or draw¬ 
ing paper, and then make a perfect tracing of 
it. Now make some “red tracing” thus: Get 
some French conte crayons which are red, and 
rub over a piece of tracing paper with one. 
Spread the chalk on the paper with the tip of 
the finger, to remove any small lumps that 
may appear. Take the stone and lay the red 
paper on to it, the face of the red to the 
face of the stone. Now take the tracing 
and lay it over this, reyiersed; that is, with its 
^ace ^owRward. To keep the two pieces of 


tracing paper from shifting, they may be 
slightly pasted down at the corners to the 
stone. Now trace over the lines, &c., with a 
well-pointed H H H H pencil. If this is done 
carefully, and the sheets removed, there will 
be an exact copy of the design on the stone, in 
reverse, and in red chalk. The red is used to 
make a distinction between the drawing by 
the crayon and that of the tracing; if black 
were . used, the sameness of the color would 
lead to confusion. The first tracing is made 
because it is necessary to reverse the drawing; 
if it were in the same direction as the original, 

; the printed impression would be the wrong 
way about. It is made on tracing paper be¬ 
cause it has to be turned upside down, and the 
lines seen through it. It is made by a pencil 
instead of a steel point, because the pencil 
shows what has been done, and lines are not 
’ gone over twice in mistake! 

Tracing from an Indistinct Copy.— It often 
happens that the details of an indistinct draw¬ 
ing or of a dark photograph cannot possibly 
be discerned through the ordinary tracing 
paper. In such cases the following “ wrinkle” 
—not generally known — may be of service. 
Get some French vegetable tracing paper, and 
rub into it briskly with a clean rag, a little 
sweet oil. It will soon become as transparent 
as glass, and the , most minute marks can be 
seen through it. ' The paper is somewhat ex¬ 
pensive, but it may be used repeatedly if the 
pencil-marks are washed off. 



HINTS ON TAKING ORDERS. 

CONCERNING SOME CUSTOMERS. 

To take orders in a manner satisfactory to 
the customer and profitable to the office, re¬ 
quires much discretion. It is probably unne¬ 
cessary to remind a salesman that pohteness 
and attention to < the customer’s wishes are of 
the first importance. .It is to be presumed that 
every salesman must know that surliness or 
indifference is neither good manners nor good 
pohey. But while a willingness to oblige 
should be apparent, it should not lead one to 
damaging concessions that ydll .make work 
utterly unprofitable. This is a commop error, 
with salesmen who are more anxious to.secure 
custom than to make profit on v’^ork. It is 
largely in the power of salesmen to make 
.work cheap or expensive, light or troublesome. 
The dissatisfaction that is sometimes evinced 
by customers over their work when finished, 
is often caused not so much by workmanship 
that is bad, as by workmanship that is disap¬ 
pointing, and which has been occasioned solely 
by the inability of the office to redeem the 
rash promises of the salesman. It is natural 
for a customer to desire all the advantages he 
can get. He certainly will ask for them if he 
imagines they will be conceded. You wiU have 
requests for the special purchase of new type, 
for extra or unusual composition, for many 
proofs, for clean press proofs, for a guaranteed 
satisfaction in the work, for the privilege of 
keeping the type standing, and for unusual ac¬ 
commodation in many ways, all of which in¬ 
volve serious extra expense and trouble, and 
none of which are properly included in any 
ordinary price for work. No absolute rule can 
be laid down for the guidance of a salesman, 
in answer to all these applications. Some may 
be conceded and some must be declined. Every 
special case must have its special judgment, 
the salesman should oblige the customer if he 
can do so without positive loss. , ‘ Failing to do 
thiSj he should convince him with pleasantry 


that his request is unreasonable and unusual. 
He must see that the customer does not form 
any improper notions of his own rights or of 
the printer’s duty. All this requires much pa¬ 
tience, much politeness, and much tact. 

Great latitude should be allowed for the pe¬ 
culiarities of any customer who responds to his 
obligations, and pays for all his work. It is 
not wise to hedge him up with rules or restric¬ 
tions, or to thwart his wishes. But the custo¬ 
mer who expects his work to be done at the 
lowest ordinary rates, who is unable to give 
specific directions, or alters them capriciously, 
and who insists on seeing repeated proofs, and 
on making alterations at pleasure, should be 
reminded by the salesman that the ordinary 
rate does not cover his experiments with type. 
This caution is especially needed by those 
whose willingness to oblige renders them pe- 
cuharly liable to needless exactions. There 
are men who will take hours in giving direc¬ 
tions about the most trivial matters — who are 
never sure they are right, who are continually 
recalling copy to make a correction or addition 
—who do not know at the outset what they 
want, and who find it out only after repeated ex¬ 
periments by the compositor—who want from 
two to six proofs from every form—^who must 
examine all the specimen books, and must have 
all the new type—who keep proof out for days 
and weeks, and who are generally so fussy, 
meddlesome and exacting that they damage 
all plans and break up aU system. When an 
office finds itself imprudently committed to 
satisfy such a customer, it should keep its ob¬ 
ligation, and satisfy him at any cost or at any 
trouble. And it should be done cheefully as 
well as courteously, at probably a stiff greater 
expenditure of patience. But the customer 
should be notified of the cost of the labor he has 
Imposed. Nor should the lesson be forgotten. 
No subsequent order should be accepted from 
the same person without a distinct acknowl¬ 
edgement of his entire responsibility for the 
expense of all alterations, extra proofs or extra 
woi'k . — De TTwne’s Printer's Price List. 



STEEL PENS. 


Charles Knight, in his Pictorial Gallery of 
Arts (1846) says: “The use of the steel pen 
has not sprung immediately from that of the 
quiff pen. There were several intermediate 
stages adopted before the fitness of steel for 
this purpose was sufficiently known. From 
about the commencement of the present cen¬ 
tury down to ten or a dozen years ago, the num¬ 
ber of proposed substitutes for the quiff pen 
was very considerable. Horn pens, tortoise¬ 
shell pens, nibs of diamond or ruby embedded 
in tortoiseshell, nibs of ruby set in fine gold, 
nibs of rhodium and iridium embedded in gold; 
all have been adopted at different times, but 
most of them have been found too costly for 
genei-al adoption.” In Bohn’s edition of “Beek- 
man’s History of Inventions,” this subject is 
exhaustively treated. Mr. Bohn states that 
he had in his possession (1846) an extremely 
well-made metallic pen (brass) at least fifty 
years old, and with it a style for writing by 
means of smoked paper, both in a morocco 
pocketbbok, which formez-ly belonged to 
hlorace Walpole, and was sold at the Straw¬ 
berry Hill sale. In 1803, Mr. Wire constructed 
barrel pens of steel mounted in a bone case for 
carrying in the pocket; they were costly and 
not very successful ( “Tomlinson’s Cyclopaedia 
of Useful Arts,” art. Pens). In 1830^ Perry in- 
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troduced tfce use of apertures between the 
shoulder and the point as a means of affording 
elasticity. There is some further information 
on this subject in Waterton’s “ Cyclopasdia of 
Commerce,” 1846. The books mentioned may 
be consulted at ; the library of the Patent 
OflSce, Chancery Lane. 


FOREIGN NOTES.

St. Petei’sburg sent 27,000,000 quills to Eng¬ 
land in a single yean 

There are 1,000,000,000. steel pens made an- 
nualh in Birmingham alone. 

On November 8, Mr. Joseph Mansell, the 
well-known manufacturing stationer of Red 
Lion Square, died at his residence, 71 Addison 
Road, Kensington, aged 71 years. 

In the cards of admission for the Lord 
Mayor’s banquet, there are seven colors in the 
design, which is very chaste and delicate, 
being on a full buff ground, green being the 
principal color. Messrs. Blades, East & Blades, 
of Abchureh Lane, executed the work. 

The London Printing Times says: “Crandall’s 
‘Acrobats’ contain a fund of ingenious em¬ 
ployment w..^ich will exercise the constructive 
faculty ‘ in children of a larger growth ’ than 
those for whom they will be purchased. These 
clever productions are of American origin.” 

The London Printing Times, in speaking of 
Mr. Ford’s series of ball programmes, remarks: 
“A point greatly to l*ie dwelt upon when 
criticizing these cards is, that, as a rule, the 
effect produced, although so rich and grateful 
to the eye, is achieved with only two or three 
printings; thus proving, what we have so often 
enforced, that taste and judgment will diminish 
cost, and give a maximum of effect with a 
minimum of expense.” 

The number of co-operative trading societies 
in England and Wales, according to a recent 
parliamentary return, is 746, with a member¬ 
ship exceeding three hundred thousand, and a 
share capital of nearly fifteen miUion dollars. 
The annual business of the societies amounts 
in payment to upward of fifty million dollars 
in gold, and in receipts to nearly fifty-seven 
and a half millions, the net profit from all 
sources being in round numbers four miUion 
dollars in gold. 

Messrs. De la Rue will shortly issue a pack 
of novel playing cards, in which, while histor¬ 
ical personages of the present time are intro¬ 
duced as the honors, the traditional quaintness 
of the old playing cards is preserved, so that 
the card-player’s attention is not disturbed. 
If we remember aright, this will only be fol¬ 
lowing out an excellent idea which originated 
with this firm about -twenty-five' years ago, 
and to which we shall be glad to see them 
return .—London Printing Times, 

Mr. Henry Langdon Childe, who was known 
to a previous generation as the inventor of 
dissolving views, has just died at Mostyn 
Road, Brixton, in his 93d year. He belonged 
to a family of painters, his eldest brother hav¬ 
ing been president of the-Society of British 
Artists. His first magic lantern was made 
when he was only in his fifteenth yeai\ In 
1807 he first produced his famous dissolving 
views, which he perfected about the year 1818, 
and exhibited them at the Adelphi, then under 


the management of Mr. Yates. The Poly¬ 
technic was opened with his great phantas¬ 
magoria, to which he afterwards added the 
chromatrope. 

A Monster Paper Cuttino Machine—-M r. 
James Salmon, of the Parsonage, in this city, 
has recently completed the manufacture of a 
“ Hercules ” guiUotme cutting machine which 
in point of strength, power, and simplicity, is 
said to be unequalled by any in the kingdom. 
The knife is nearly six feet in length, has a di¬ 
agonal run of nine inches in the stroke, and 
will cut paper five inches deep and sixty inches 
wide. The weight of the machine is between 
three and four tons, but, nutwithstandiag its 
imrbense power, it can be worked'by hand 
with the gi eatest ease, or put to any speed re¬ 
quired, by the apphcation of steam powei*. It 
is worthy of remark, also, that it is so simple 
in its construction that it may be put tog6v+her 
by an ordinary mechanic. Connected with it 
is an indicator remarkably easy of compre¬ 
hension, and of a novel character. We under¬ 
stand that the machine is intended for expor¬ 
tation.—ilfanc/iester City News. 

The valentine manufacture is stated to have 
been very brisk during the last few months, 
and the orders received from the trade by 
the travelers who are now on their journeys 
are said to justify their unusually large pre¬ 
parations that had been made. There are 
few novelties in design. The “panoramic” 
kinds—those which open, and display a scene 
interior or extei’ior, formed in relief with sep¬ 
arate pieces of paper cut or colored, seem to 
be increasing in favor; they belong to a style 
of quite recent introduction. Valentines with 
an intrinsic value, such as love-knots, jewelry 
and the like, are much more common than 
previously; they, too, are quite a recent idea. 
There are many new names among the list of 
manufacturers this year; chiefly of persons 
who produce on a hmited scale, importing or 
buying at wholesale the component parts, and 
emplo 3 dng young women and children to put 
the pieces together — an occupation which 
requires httle outlay in the shape of plant. 
Some of the most tasteful and novel valen¬ 
tines are got up by this class of makers.— 
Pnnting Times.

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LEFT HAND WRITING. 

A correspondent asks for the best way of 
holding the pen when writing with the left 
hand, and the best angle of slope for the letters. 
No absolute answer can be given in either case. 
Hands differ, and what would be an easy posi¬ 
tion of pen for one person might be a very 
awkward one for another. Each writer must 
be governed by the necessities of his individual 
case, to be discovered rather by thoiightful 
observation of his own writing than by the 
study of rules. It is enough to say that the 
ideal position figured on the covers of copy 
books can be maintained but for short periods 
without excessive fatigue, and only by persons 
having slender hands. It answers well enough 
for writing as a fine art, but is altogether too 
stiff and tiresome W'hen much offhand writing 
is to be done. What is true for the right hand 
is equally true for the left. A good deal de¬ 
pends, too, on the mode of writing, whether 
the motion is a wrist stroke or a finger sti'oke 
or a combination of the two. 

Equal freedom must be allowed in regard to 
the angle or slope of the writing, prevising 
simply that the greater the departure from 
the perpendicular the greater the danger of 
illegibility, while a slight slope to right or left 
adds much to the gracefulness of the script 
without making it perceptibly less easy to read. 

In writing with the left hand, the easiest 
position would seem to be with the body 
square before the table, the arm making an 
angle of about foii;y-Ave degrees with the front 
line of the tabldj the line of writing being at 
right angles with the direction of the arm. In 
this position the writing is naturally “back 
hand,” about twenty degrees from perpen¬ 
dicular. 

There is a special advantage in using the left 
hand to write with, and one that we have 
oever seen commended. The hand is never in 
the way of vision. The pen point is always in 
plain sight, and so is the paper to be written 
on. There is, consequently, no inducement to 
stoop forward or to turn the head so as to 
throw the eyes out of focus. It is a conunon 
fault with those who write much that the left 
eye has a shorter range than the right. It is 
overworked and compelled to adapt itself to 
nearer vision. In writing with the left hand, 
these evils are avoided. An upright posture is 
the easiest, and the eyes are equally distant 
from the paper .—Scientific American.

The remaining dividends are to be paid at the 
end of the year; meanwhile the intending pay¬ 
ers have the opportunity to torture a number 
( of persons, and to witness the agony induced 
J^by suspense. The moral of this is that it is un¬ 
wise to kick a man when he is down, and re¬ 
main oblivious to the fact that he may rise 
again and offer retaliation at a time when it 
\‘js least ^expected.

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COMMISSIONS. 

“No practice,” says the London Stationer, 
“produces greater contention or heat burnings 
than that of commissions. Several agents are 
often employed to offer the same article, and, 
to a greater or lesser extent, each person, of 
course, goes over the same ground and sees 
the same classes of people. There is, there¬ 
fore, constant clashings of interests. Boosey, 
an agent, may call upon Biggins & Co., on 
April 1, and, though meeting with no success, 
would feel hurt if, on the next day, Smalltalk, 
another agent, called upon the same firm and 
obtained an order. Boosey might or might 
not have influenced Biggms & Co., but yet the 
fact remains that he was the original intro¬ 
ducer. Not only is it desirable that the amount 
of commission to be paid is agreed upon, but 
it is equally necessai-y that the mode of pay¬ 
ment be arranged. It is a well-known fact at 
common law that an agent’s duty ends imme¬ 
diately he has completed a definite service, 
and, if he be employed to sell or otherwise 
deal with a given article, he is entitled to pay¬ 
ment, even though the person who employed 
him could not fulfil the order or mission he en¬ 
trusted to the agent. This is, of course, pre¬ 
suming that the employe fully cai’ries out his 
instructions. If the principal accepts the 
agent’s introduction, and acts upon it, he has 
not, in the absence of a special agreement, any 
claim for the return of commission should bad 
debts be made through such agent. There 
should also be a definite understanding as to 
what sales are liable to commissions. For in¬ 
stance, it would be manifestly unfair to an 
agent that he should be only paid upon a first 
order, which might be given as a sample, and 
be only the precursor of a large business. Yes 
it would be equally hard if the employer were 
compelled to pay in perpetuity for all goods 
subsequently ordered by his customer. It it 
essential, therefore, that it should be under¬ 
stood at what- period the agent’s interest 
ceases; indeed, the policy of tliis precaution is 
evidenced from the result of this action before 
referred to.”

NEW YEAR’S CARD S IN PARIS. 

In Paris fashion demands that eveiybody 
should send their visiting cards to all friends 
on New Year’s day. About 5,600,000 cartes de 
visite were distributed by the/aefewrs on New 
Year’s day, last year, and during the week. 
Two millions of this number were mailed in 
the city, and 77,000 came from the evirons. 
The rest were mailed in the provinces, or came 
from abroad. This would be about one card 
for every adult person. The number of resi¬ 
dent strangers who received cards is an offset 
to the poor who received none; some persons 
received upward of a hundred. Queen Isabella 
and the Princess Mathilde received about 3,000 
each; Prince Napoleon over 6,000, and upward 
of 20,000 were sent to M. Rouher, and to UOrdre 
from the . Empress and the Prince Imperial. 
In addition to the latter, over 5,000 names were 
personally registered at these two places,. 
where books were opened for the purpose. 
One can imagine the jolly revenue which this 
brings into the postal treasury, and, besides, it 
makes the printing trade good, and the sale of 
“best Enghsh Bristol board” exceedingly 
lively. In addition we must count in engrav¬ 
ers and several other classes living by this 
special industry. It is not always that fashion 
places herself upon the side of utility, but 
when she does it is a moral duty to give her 
every reasonable encouragement.

There has been for a long time an agitation 
of the matter of putting up poison by druggists 
in different bottles from those in general use, 
and blue glass with diamond points on the side 
is likely to have general adoption.

Edward King’s papers on “ Tbe Great South,” 
which are concluded in tfie December Scribner 
have been very interg^^ng and instructive, 
and the public is certa'S^^ indebted to the pub¬ 
lishers for the enterprise which has led them 
to make such a large gxpenditure for their 
preparation. 

A literary curiosity is now for sale at Peking. 
It consists of a copy of a gigantic work com¬ 
posed of 6,109 volumes, entitled “ An Imperial 
Collection of Ancient and Modern Literature.” 
This huge encyclopaedia was commenced dur¬ 
ing the reign of the Emperor Kang-he (1662- 
1722), and was printed at the Imperial Print¬ 
ing Office, where a complete font of copper 
type was cast for the purpose. 

For the benefit of temperance travelers, we 
give the following information about the bottle 
business: For the coming season pocket flasks 
are to be the leading novelty, and already 
sample designs are showing from Western and 
Southern manufacturers, indicating thin flat 
concave bottles to wear comfortably in the 
hip pocket of the pantaloons; broad, thin, flat- 
rim, short-necked bottles to go in inside breast 
pockets; long, narrow, octagon-shaped flasks 
to fit small and special made pockets in over¬ 
coats, just back of the usual breast pockets. 
Then there are bottles of yellow earthenware, 
made to represent in shape and color memo¬ 
randum books, and red.,^procco colored glass' 
■’ats, from one to two an^A half inches thick, 
^ade in various lengths and breadths, designed 
to represent the bottom lining of a traveling 
bag. 

The word “ news ” is commonly supposed to 
be derived from the adjective new. It is as- 
^serted, however, that its origin is traceable to 
a custom in. former times of placing on the 
lewspapers of the day the initial letters of the 
•ardinal points of the compass, thus:

' e paper contained intelligence from the four 
Tlflarters of the globe; but they finally came to 
jume the form of the word news, from 
aich the term newspaper is derived.

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A VISIT TO THE METROPOLIS. 


IFrom the BaldwinsvUle Bugle.'] 

We have just returned from an extended 
tour Eastward, during the course of which we 
made a visit to the great metropolis. While 
there we occupied several days in going about 
town, and especially enjoyed calling upon the 
different stationery establishments and fancy 
goods dealers. New York takes the lead in 
stationery as in everything else. The ablest 
and most successful stationers and fancy goods 
dealers in the country are located there. It is 
a pleasure to inspect their large and admirably 
arranged establishments, where, in spite of the 
complaints of hard times, a thriving trade is 
being done. Farmers are forever grumbling 
about the weather, and stationers, in a like 
mannei’, are .seldom contented with the trade 
they are doing. 

It is hard to set down all that we saw and 
heard during our visit to the city, but we will 
try to recall some of the more vivid impres¬ 
sions which we received. One of the first 
establishments which we visited was that of 
‘ ‘ Bishop ” Bainbridge, 33 Beekman street. Here 
everything is activity and bustle. Ovei’head 
one hears the thud of card machines, while 
boxes and piles of goods encumber the main 
floor, in the midst of which the Bishop bustles 
about with his usual activity, his taU form 
looming up with dignity. 

Just across the street, on the next block, is 
the supei-b new store of Willy WaUach, run¬ 
ning through from Park row to Nassau street. 
Three floors are occupied, and are filled with 
every variety of goods. The retail department 
is as bright as a May morning, and the young 
lady attendants are wonderfully polite and 
pretty. Down-stairs Mr. Kimball has charge, 
while Mr. Wallach is to be found in his office, 
from which he supervises the entire establish¬ 
ment. He is one of the best managers in the 
trade, easy of approach, genial to those who 
know him well, and polite and business-like to 
strangers, altogether a man not to be taken in 
by anybody. After chatting awhile with him 
about his latest novelties, we made a call on 
Mr. Illfelder, who does a large jobbing trade, 
and whose merits may be summed up by say¬ 
ing that he is a man of ability in his place. 
We next proceeded to what is called “ Station¬ 
ers’ Row,” which includes William street, from 
Pulton to John street. Here are to be found 
Faber’s ^establishment, the large envelope man¬ 
ufactories of Bei’hn & Jones and S. Raynor 
& Co., with Slote, Woodman & Co.’s blank 
book establishment, and the stores of Messrs. 
Agar, Emack, and others. 

Of Mr. Raynor it may be remarked, as of the 
world-renowned Deacon Smith, that he is a 
truly good man, but has wicked partners. Mr. 


Slote, of Slote, Woodman & Co., is as active, 
smart, genial, and free-hearted a man as ever 
lived, and so is his partner, Mr. Woodman. 
We had the pleasure of limching with him at a 
little Fi’ench restaurant on the east side of 
“Stationers’ Row,” which is said to be on the 
site of the house where Washington Iiwing 
was born. Properly, out of memory of the 
illustrious author, it should be a Dutch eating- 
house, but there are plenty of these in the 
neighborhood whei*e one can partake of pret¬ 
zels, crullers, and other viands of true Dutch 
flavor. Speaking of eating-houses reminds us 
that just around the corner of William street 
is Parrish’s well known chop-house and the 
just opened restaurant of Bogert, both of which 
are favorite resorts of stationers. John street, 
as is well known, is full of stationery stores. 
Here is the establishment of the popular Geo. 
H. Reay, who, undismayed by his failure to 
obtain the Government envelope contract, is 
carrying on business as hopefully as ever. 
Just opposite his place is Lawrence’s, one of 
the largest importers and regular jobbers in 
the country. 

A few doors to the right is Mr. Dunkinson, 
agent for the Royal Irish Linen Paper and the 
Vis-a-Vis Papeterie. Mr. Dunkinson is an 
English blonde, and has the reputation of being 
one of the most successful men in the business, 
—when he does not fail. His store is next door 
to the apparently fated building just occupied 
by M. C. Tyler & Co., in which half a dozen 
firms have become bankrupt. 

We strolled into Henry Bainbridge’s roomy 
show-room on William street and had a chat 
with that vei-y popular and unpretentious gen¬ 
tleman, who hates to have his name appear in 
print, and who, we are sure, will never forgive 
us for mentiontag him in this sketch. Since 
we have begun, we may as well add that what 
he doesn’t know about stationery isn’t worth 
knowing, and that in these days of the Tam¬ 
many Ring, Credit Mobilier, and the like, it is 
refreshing to find a man of such solid integrity 
and genuine quahties. 

Turning into Maiden lane, we took a turn in 
Kraft’s unlimited stock of fancy papers and 
goods, and were particularly pleased with his 
curiosities in the shape of bon-bon boxes. 

At 41 Maiden lane we found Charles D. Pratt 
as gentlemanly and polite as ever, and took 
great pleasure in hearing him dilate upon the 
merits of a new line of bronzes just imported. 

Victor E. Manger’s establishment on Reade 
street is apart from the center of the station¬ 
ery trade, but everybody knows its location 
and has respect for its very energetic man¬ 
ager, who is one of the most keen-sighted men 
in the trade. Fred. Gilbert, his efiScient lieu¬ 
tenant, has just returned from an extended 
tour in the West. It is not generally known 


that he is a leadmg member of the Masonic 
order, as well as a Communist and Sunday- 
school superintendent, while it is reported that 
he is expected to appear as an important wit¬ 
ness in the Beecher scandal. 

Mr. Liebenroth has one of the most elegant 
stationery stores we ever visited. His junior 
pai'tner, “Billy” Graham, is known as one of 
the most polite men in the trade, while he is 
probably the most successful traveler in the 
blank book business. 

Louis De Jonge & Co. deal largely in fancy 
paper and staple stock. 

Vernon Bros, are well known manufacturers 
and dealers in commercial papers of all kinds, 
and own a large paper mill in Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Doty & McFarlajid are a rising house and are 
actively engaged, both as manufacturers and 
dealers in colored papers. They make it a 
point to accommodate all their customers, and 
supply all the negro minstrel companies with 
colored paper. Chris. Delahunt, who is in 
their employ, is a universal favorite. 

Boerum & Pease, of 38 Reade street, claim 
to do the largest blank book business in the 
trade, and make a full line of these goods. 

In College place we found Mr. DeVinne, of 
Fi-ancis Hai-t & Co., who is admitted to be the 
best posted printer in New York, a sort of 
lineal descendant of Caxton, Frankhn, and 
universally recognized as an authority m the 
art preservative. He is also one of th' most 
obliging men we have ever met. 

TRADE AT THE CAPITAL. 

iFrom a Special Correspondent] 

Washington, December 15, 1871. 

Were you ever in this city, with its wide and 
beautiful avenues ? I don’t believe you ever 
were, or you would long since have had some 
good kind word to say about it, and more pai’- 
ticularly about that branch of trade and its 
men which you so ably represent. Washing¬ 
ton is noted for them, and why should it not 
be, for here are congregated at some time in 
the year the great minds from all parts of our 
beloved land; and not only are there found here 
our own countr 3 nnen, but some of the greatest 
talent of foreign lands. Why, then, should 
not our booksellers and stationers who have 
the benefit of this talent, in the form of text¬ 
books and works of reference, paper, ink, and 
pens with which these great men are able to 
transfer their thoughts to the broad world—I 
say, why should not these representatives of 
our trade be noted as well ? So they'should, 
and so they are. Enterprise, ambition and 
worldly gain have ever been the motto of 
Washington booksellers and stationers. Some 
of them have gone so far in these as to bring 
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ruin upon themselves and trouble and financial 
embarrassment to others; and I will here state 
that I am just one of them, for I have suffered 
as well as many others by being over-reached 
by Washington booksellers. But the shaky 
and doubtful ones are now few. The weeds 
are about all pulled up, and those here now are 
true and faithful, well worthy of their gain. 
Who are they ? you say. Well, you have not 
been here, and so don’t know, of course. First, 
but perhaps not greatest (I mean in height), are 
our old friends W. H. & O. H. Morrison, true 
types of honesty and men of moral worth. 
The old adage that choice goods come in small 
packages is truly proven in this case. They 
have nobly earned the position they occupy as 
one of the leading law book firms in the world. 
Their store is located on Penn avenue, near the 
Capitol, and was planned and built by them¬ 
selves for the express purpose of making it 
what it is, the most ventilated and best adapt¬ 
ed for a book store of any in the city. It is 
the headquarters for the talent of the country, 
and the cheerful smile and cordial greetings of 
the Morrisons have given them an enviable 
popularity. 

Near them, and nearer the great Capitol 
building, which he thinks is near enough, is 
our good friend Shillington, who is always 
glad to see you, and with a face radiant with 
good humor, makes you feel at home at once. 
His success has been marked and well merited. 
His business has increased beyond measure, 
and in his particular line he stands at the head 
of the list. Here are the newspapers of the 
whole country. Dailies, weeklies, and month¬ 
lies are seen in great piles for a few moments 
after arrival, but in a very brief period are 
gone, distributed broadcast through the city 
to the smaller dealers, who make, his store 
their source of supply. His trade is immense, 
not only as a newsdealer, but in stationery 
and books as well. Long may he live. 

Then we have that energetic, always active 
mfl.n who for so many years has been iden¬ 
tified with Washington booksellers, Robert 
Beall, who deserves all the success he has met 
with. His stock of stationery is the best 
selected and choicest in the city, and his store 
has a cheerful and pleasant appearance when 
you enter it, at once giving testimony of thrift 
and culture. 

Then, when you come here, dear Stationer, 
and walk down Penn avenue, take a few steps 
up Seventh street and see what we have there. 
You must not pass it, as this is really the busi¬ 
ness street of the city. Here we find that 
polished and most agreeable man, Mr. Wm. 
Ballantyne, and how cordially and politely he 
invites you into his truly beautiful and finely 
arranged store. No store in this city can 
boast of beauty and true elegance equal to 
this. The arrangement of everything is so 
complete that we at once feel that he certainly 
has a place for everythmg and everything in 
its place. It is the religious book store of 
Washington, but he no doubt does as large a 
stationery business as any other house in the 
city. He is a truly conscientious Christian, 
and Cannes it in his every day acts to his 
fellow man. 

Next on Seventh street we call on John C. 
Parker, another man of enterprise who has 
acquired his position by hard work and strict 
attention to business. In the early part of the 
war he began with nearly nothing; to-day I 
invite you to walk into his place of business 
aud look around on his well-fiUed shelves and 
extensive stock and teU me what you think.

PATENTS RELATING TO STATIONERY. 

No. 157,109. Toy Pistols. - Jas. T. Trowbridge, 
Akron, O.—The match is held by the hammer lever, 
and exidoded by rotating the friction plate, upon 
which the match head rests, from beneath by the 
finger of the operator. 

No. 156,904. Book Clamps.—John W. Beatty, South 
Oil City, Pa.—A winch has one end of a looped strap 
attached at each end, and serves as a handle. A 
box under winch may contain pencils, &c., and a 
projection at one end serves as a shelf for inkstand, 
which is held by a rubber band. 

No. 157,246. Toy Pistols. — Simon Tomlinson, 
Plainville, Conn.—For throwing torpedoes as well 
as other missiles. 

No. 157,001. Clasps for Pocket Books, &c.—Fred¬ 
rick Ileiles, New York, N. Y.—In a frame for pocket 
books, &c., projections combined with the respec¬ 
tive jaws of the frame, the one projection beingfitted 
in a recess of the other projection, and the two being 
disposed in such a manner that when the frame is 
closed the projections spring into each other. 

No. 157,095. Toys.—George W. Hawk, Chicago, 
Ill., assignor to Britton L. Udell, Iowa City, la.— 
A toy for whirling in a circle about the hand, the 
two divisions being movable to increase the vai-iety 
of tones produced thereby. 

No. 156,871. Temporary Binders.—B. J. Beck, 
Brooklyn, N. Y.—Elastic pockets are I'ormed upon the 
inside of one of the covers, to receive •the wires 
(when not in use) that retain the sheets in position. 
Spring belaying plates pass up through concave me¬ 
tallic plates, which are rigidly attached to the in¬ 
side of the cover. 

Improved Pocket Book.—Gabriel Jasmagy, Brook¬ 
lyn N. Y.—This is a pocket book, the partition or 
pocket part of which is attached to the gussets by 
means of an interior lining of the latter, provided 
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with as many projecting loops of a band or strip as 
there are paj'titions of a pocket book. These are 
drawn through slits of the lining, and pasted be¬ 
tween the double partition walls. 

Ko. 157,067. Pen and Pencil Oases.—Charles H. 
Downes, Jersey City, N. J.—An extension piece 
slides on a tube with friction, and allows it to be 
fully extended when the pencil is projected.

Patent Inkstand.—A barometer inkstand having, 
in combination with the ink reservoir, an overflow¬ 
ing chamber which has no air communication with 
the dipping cup, a dipping cup or orifice the lower 
part of which is rendered air-tight- by being im¬ 
mersed in ink, and a suitable vent or air passage 
above and leading into said chamber. 

A barometer inkstand having a gate between the 
reservoir and the dipping cup, for regulating the 
height of the ink.

No. 156,884. Bill Flles.-Horace J. Frost, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C.-Is constructed of a blank of suitable 
niaterial, creased to form three parts or Jolds. The 
side edge of one outer part is slitted, thus forming 
tabs, which are gummed and numbered, and to 
which the matter to be filed is attached. A portion 
of said outer part is folded in upon itself, and 
gummed thereto, the tabs being left free. 

No. 155,959. Alphabet boards and blocks.—Do Witt 
C. Taylor. 

No. 156,887. Temporary Binders.—L. P. Keech, 
Brooklyn, N. Y.—The binding bars are outwardly 
beveled, so as to form an acute point of contact with 
the matter to be bound. Said bars are drawn to¬ 
gether by screws and nuts, the latter being formed 
with cylindrical portions, which pass through the 
upper bar, to insure proper position of the same 
with the lower one. 


No. 156,923. Soap Bubble Toys.—William A. Har¬ 
wood, Brooklyn, N. Y.—A supply reservoir of pecu¬ 
liar construction is attached to or forms a portion of 
the bowl of the pipe.

SHIPPING TAG. 
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CHINESE OR INDIAN INK. 

Although the Chinese prepare their ink from- 
the kernel of some amygdalaceous fruit, yet, 
by the aid of our present chemical appliances, 
we are enabled to produce a composition in no 
way inferior to the best Chinese ink, by the 
adoption of a formula which is given in Rif- 
fault’s treatise on the “ Manufacture of Col¬ 
ors.” The following is the formula: 

Calcined lampblack, 100 parts; boghead shale 
black, in impalpable powder, 50 parts; indigo 
carmine, in cakes, 10 parts; carmine lake, 5 
parts; gum arable (first quality) 10 parts; puri¬ 
fied oxgall, 30 parts; alcoholic extract of musk, 
5 parts. 

The gum is dissolved in 50 to 60 parts of 
pure water, and the solution filtered through a 
cloth. The indigo carmine, lake, lampblack, 
and shale black are incorporated with this 
liquor, and the whole ground upon a slab, with 
a muUer, in the same manner as ordinary col¬ 
ors; but in this case the grinding takes much 
longer. When the paste is thoroughly homo¬ 
geneous, the oxgall is gradually added, and 
then the alcoholic extract of musk. The more 
the black is ground the finer it is. The black 
is then allowed to dry in the air, until it has 
acquired sufidcient consistency to be molded 
into cakes, which in their turn are still further 
dried in the air, out of the reach of dust. 
When quite firm, these cakes are compressed 
in bronze molds, having appropriate designs 
engraved upon them. The molded ink is then 
wrapped in tinfoil, with a second envelope of 
gut paper. The ink which has been prepared 
in this manner possesses aU the properties of 
the real Chinese article. Its grain is smooth; 
it flows very weU, mixes perfectly with many 
other colors, and becomes so firmly fixed to 
the paper that other colors may be spread over 
it without washing it.

‘ ‘What, don’t want to buy when trade’s good ? 
Just wait a minute. I’ve got some things here 
that you can’t help buying.” 

“No use, old fellow. I don’t want a thing. 
We’ve got more now than we know what to do 
with, and we haven’t had a decent day’s sales 
for a week.” 

“But you said trade was ‘kiting,’” said the 
non-plussed drummer. 

“Well,” replied the jobber, dryly, with the 
least suspicion of a twinkle in his eye, “ so it 
must be, I think. At all events, its gone up.” 

“Don’t say so,” said the sharp salesman, “in 
that case you had better take another ‘ flyer ! ’ ” 

We have yet to hear of any reduction of help 
in the stationery trade, and hope that such 
will not take place. This is another proof that 
the hard times are not so pressing as hfts been 
alleged.

ENGLISH NOVELTIES. 

[FROM THE BRITISH TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Mr. Eugene Rimmel has brought out a num¬ 
ber of queer little “packages” of scents. 
There is a fish ensconded in a basket of leaves 
which is full of perfume, and miniature bottles 
of the latter are discovered in a wheatsheaf, 
sack of corn, flowerpot, lantern, sheaf of ripe 
oats, and in a log on which is perched “Cock 
Robin,” &c. “Sour grapes,” consisting of a 
cluster of small glass globes with leaves to 
represent that fruit, and full of perfume, we 
remember to have seen last year. But this 
little trifle is fascinating enough to hold its 
own for some time to come. There are various 
boxes containing similar contents to the fore¬ 
going, and aU are tasteful and pretty. Comi¬ 
cal bonbons are issued in packets of twelve, 
consisting of six questions and a like number 
of answers. Each contains an engraving with 
an accompanying motto printed in seven differ¬ 
ent languages, and a few fragments of “candied 
flowers,” “ good to eat.” The Christmas greet¬ 
ing cards, sachets, &c., are quite up to Mr. 
Rimmel’s usual standard, and his Almanacs 
are specially distinguished this year by their 
artistic designs and execution. The comic Fan 
Almanac shows that it is possible to illustrate 
the signs of the Zodiac in an amusing manner. 

Messrs. Batger & Co., of Houndsditch, Lon¬ 
don, always great in bonbons, have this year 
almost surpassed themselves. Their show¬ 
rooms exhibit a great variety of this genus of 
fancy goods, to particularize which would in¬ 
volve us in a task of some magnitude, How¬ 


ever, we may mention a few of the more 
striking novelties. “Our Mutual Friends” 
consist of intensely grotesque faces in some 
elastic substance and colored, one being at¬ 
tached to the outside of each cosaque. “ Elixir 
of Love ” cosaques contain each “a full dose ” 
in the shape of comically amorous verses, doc¬ 
uments in a legal form, but decidedlj" not of a 
legal flavor, recipes for love, &c., &c. Fancy- 
fair bonbons contain amusing “luggage,” and 
language of flowers ditto have little labels 
attached illustrating that language in a 
manner savoring more of the ridiculous than 
the sentimental. In musical cigar bonbons we 
have a decided novelty. The cosaques are 
contained in admirable imitation paper cigar 
boxes, and in the interior of each is a hollow 
cigar, which, upon being blown through, in¬ 
stead of smoke, gives forth sound, but scarcely 
of a “musical” character. The contents of 
“ Pickwickiana ” luggage bonbons may be 
guessed at, and of others “ Heartsease ” and 
“Dolly’s Luggage” may be favorably men¬ 
tioned. The boxes in which these little articles 
are packed are artistically decorated, and 
most diverse in pattern. In them alone, to 
say nothing of their contents, no little taste 
and felicity of design are exemplified. It is 
impossible in a few fragmentary remarks 
to convey any adequate idea of Messrs. 
Batger’s productions, but of their kind they 
are imequalled, 

Messrs. Cadbury Brothers, of Birmingham, 
whose chocolates and cocoas are seasonable all 
the year round, have introduced what they 
term “shadows on the wall,” which, we should 
think, will be popular at Christmas reunions. 
These shadows consist of little square paper 
cases, each containing a cake of chocolate 
while the outside represents the mode of ar¬ 
ranging the fingers, and the resulting shadow 
thrown on the waU. Inside each little square 
a question is also propounded, and an answer 
returned to some other one. Thus, it will be 
seen, several appetites are administered to at 
one and the same time—an advantage wluch 
will be readily recognized by juveniles. 
Messrs. Cadbury send out their chocolates 
in numerous fancy forms, and in boxes worthy 
of their contents. Besides cremes, dragees, 
medals, &c., there are fruit-flavored delicacies, 
and cake chocolates, all of that high quality 
which is synonymous with the name of the 
makers. 

A firm of Swiss manufacturers have suc¬ 
ceeded in perfecting certain improvements in 
musical boxes, which, it is understood, were 
first suggested at the trial of musical instru¬ 
ments at the Paris Exhibition of 1867. By the 
employment of two or more combs, instead of 
the one hitherto used, and by other patented 
modifications, a sustained power and beauty 
of tone is insured, free from that metallic 
timbre hitherto an objection in such instru¬ 
ments. It appears that the improved construc¬ 
tion does not enhance the cost to any material 
extent. 

Messrs. Wm. Dawson & Sons have issued 
their diaries for the coming year, and the 
foolscap scribbling ones seem well adapted 
for office use, being strongly bound and con¬ 
taining a good complement of commercial in¬ 
formation. 

The “Star Revolver” needle-case is intro¬ 
duced by Messrs. W. Bartleet & Sons, of Red- 
ditch. It is in the form of a small circular 
nxetaUic box, which is tastefully colored, and 
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has a little hole in its side. The upper part of 
the case has six figures upon it, representing 
different sizes of needles, and it is made to 
revolve until one of the figures is in a line with 
the hole referred to, through which the de¬ 
sired sized needle comes forth. The idea is a 
neat one, and the article very pretty. 

The fancy branches of the stationery trade 
have been well employed in the productions of 
greeting cards, sachets, valentines, et hoc genus 
omne. 

Mr. Gr. Toiray’s Patent Movable Calendar for 
1875 in an ornamental metal frame is intended 
to hold a succession of yearlyjsalehdars.

De La Rue’s Diaries.— These, from their 
accurate information, elegant “get up,” nice 
printing, good paper and neat binding, have 
become general favorites, and are not readily 
discarded for others. They are of four sizes, 
and are bound in a variety of styles. First, 
we have the Young Lady’s SJ by 2, in delicate, 
fawn-colored calf, lined with satin to match; 
next the medium size (No. 308), oblong, in 
Russia, the paper, as in the other pocket-sizes, 
“Indehble”—a fearful thought to gentlemen 
who make promises to ladies who carry a “De 
la Rue”; then comes the ordinary pocketbook, 
solidly bound in Russia, with capacious pockets 
for the use of banker or millionaire, the very 
appearance of such a book betokening wealth 
and substance. This is also bound up in the 
same substantial manner, in the oblong form, 
for the use of sportsmen, gentlemen farmers, 
clergymen, and M. P.’s, who have frequent 
occasion to book their engagements. Lastly, 
the “ Desk Diary,” which we find so commonly 
used by F. R. S.’s, F. S. A.’s, and F.’s of every 
description. The little Calendars, in their 
glossy straw-colored covers, are well-known; 
but this year Messrs. De la Rue have added 
two cardboard Date Calendars, with movable 
circles showing the day of the week and the 
day of the month, with elegant surroundings, 
floral and arabesque, brilliantly illuminated. 

Suttabt’s Bindings. —Some years ago we 
had occasion to allude to the Quaker-hke house 
in Amen Corner, whence so many handsome 
and well-bound books were issued to the trade, 
and more recently we had to notice a new mode 
of putting up the Church Service in a lock-ease. 
We have now to notice, from Messrs. R. & A. 
Suttaby, the “New Handy Volume Bible,” in 
eleven volumes, which they are putting out in 
elegant Russia, calf, and morocco bindings, in 
their new lock-case, which, by an ingenious 
contrivance, is made to open and display, not 
only the volumes themselves, but their rich 
silken surroundings, thus enhancing the value of 
the gift; and as a gift-book at this or any other 
time of they ear, nothing can be more appropri¬ 
ate. Messrs. Suttaby, leaving to more cutting 
houses the supply of books in cheap third-rate 
bindings, confine their business to the produc¬ 
tion of books which commend themselves to 
buyers of taste, who do not regard mere 
cheapness as the first and chief recommenda¬ 
tion. One of their styles of binding is that 
with thin, pliable, not limp, boards with small 
squares ornamented with gilt lines on the back 
and round the sides, with edges “ gilt on the 
round.” In this binding no space is wasted, 
and large-type books are rendered portable. 

Lett’s Son & Co.’s Monthly Circular for 
November does not contain anything of special 
note, excepting a Registered Library Inkstand, 
which, when closed, has all the appearance of 


an ordinary inkstand, but in place of a drawer 
a folding desk is inserted, fitted with note 
paper, envelopes, &c. It costs in ebony $8, 
and in oak $8.50. Another novelty is the Shells 
of the Ocean Inkstand, costing from $18 to $23 
per dozen. This is made in bronze, with large 
cut-glass ink, and shell for cover. It is a 
thoroughly nautical pattern, with sea-shells at 
sides, which open and reveal wafer and pen 
boxes, seaweed at back, with anchor, &c., and 
a large inverted shell in front which serves as 
a pen-tray. 

Surprise Toy Books.— Messrs. Dean have 
just issued some new toy books of a novel cha¬ 
racter. On opening one of them, e. g., “ Robin¬ 
son Crusoe,” we are introduced to young 
Robinson taking leave of his father before 
going on board one of the P. and O.’s steamers 
to Juan Fernandez. On turning up one corner, 
we see two sailors ready to assist the youngster 
into his boat; on turning up another comer, 
we see one of his schoolfellows waAdng an 
adieu; a third corner shows the vessel now a 
sloop in f ull sail. In this manner each picture 
forms about a dozen tableaux, at the pleasure 
of the owner—a very amusing present to all 
people. 

Novelties in Binding.— From Messrs. Ste¬ 
venson’s Bible warehouse, in Paternoster Row, 
we have a Bible bound in morocco, with “re¬ 
gistered strap clasps.” Two bands are carried 
round the backs and sides, and are so arranged 
as to form clasps in the shape of straps—a 
pleasing and novel arrangement. Prom the 
same we have the diamond 48mo prayer book, 
with hymns, ancient and modern, in a case, 
with chain, for ladies to wear as a chatelaine, 
attached to their waists. This, we presume, 
is to Anglicans what the rosary is to Roman¬ 
ists, and is affected by young ladies of Ritual¬ 
istic prochvities. 

Lett’s Diaries. —As usual at this season of 
the year, these diaries are issued in every 
variety of form. Those which have reached 
us are the No. 33, a quarto rough scribbhng 
diary; the No. 10, for the study or counting 
house; the Commercial Tablet Diary; the 
Official Calendar; the No. 26, a small, cheap 
diary; and the Pocket Diary, bound in roan 
tuck 

Blackwood’s Shilling Diary.- Interleaved 
with blotting paper, foolscap, folio, the best of 
the shilling scribbling diaries, has also come to 
hand. 

Parker’s Church Calendar, full of ecclesias¬ 
tical information, with tables of lessons, nicely 
printed in red and black—^indispen^ble to all 
clerg 3 nnen. 

The British Almanac and Companion, which 
fully keeps up its old reputation; the “ Com¬ 
panion ” replete with scientific and useful in¬ 
formation.

Sympathetic Ink. —^Dissolve 1 drachm yellow 
prussiate of potash (ferro-cyanid of potassium) 
in 1 ounce of water, and write with this solu¬ 
tion; when dry, it is invisible. (To allay suspi¬ 
cion, it is well to write part of the letter with 
ordinary ink.) The one who receives the letter 
in which some lines are thus written, brushes 
over the parts written upon a solution of 1 
part of green vitrol (proto-sulphate of iron) in 
some 30 parts of water, using a soft brush. 
The writing wiU become visible with a blue 
color, which is Prussian blue. Or wash with a 
solution of 1 part blue vitrol (sulphate of cop¬ 
per) in 30 parts of water, and the writing will 
be visible with a chocolate brown color, the 
ferro-cyanid of copper. You may also write 
with the solution of green or blue vitrol, and 
let the party receiving the letter apply the 
solution of yellow prussiate of potash, and the 
result will be similar.

The American Publishing Company of Hart¬ 
ford propose to mix business and charity by 
selling their books at the regular prices during 
the holidays, and giving one-third of the re¬ 
ceipts to the city missionary. 

A meeting of the creditors of M. C. Tyler & 
Co. has been held and an investigation made 
into the affaii’s of that firm, which have been 
found to be as follows: Assets, $6,.500 in stock, 
$3,.500 in bills receivable; liabilities, $20,000. 


The principal creditors are the Owen Paper 
Company and Mr. Coflln, formerly of Tyler, 
St. John & CofiSn; the balance being small ac¬ 
counts. Three parties have made bids for the 
stock, and a meeting was held on December 21 
to decide about the matter. 

Photographic paper is a species of very finely 
prepared yellow wove paper of great purity, 
the pulp of wliich it is made being required to 
be free from any chemical matters or particles 
of metal or dirt. Its preparation and sale is 
chiefly confined to the photographic apparatus 
manufacturers. 

Messrs. Baker, Pratt & Co. have a neat and 
cheap line of call-bells on sale. The larger 
sizes, with black marble base and extra silver- 
plated, are very attractive. The small sizes, 
with bronze base and nickel-plated, are ex 
ceedingly neat. The smallest of this style can 
be retailed as low as $1.

The firm of McDonald, Dillont & Co., dealers 
in stationery, blank books, &c., has dissolved. 
Fletcher McDonald will carry on business in 
his own name at 176 Fulton street, between 
Broadway and Church street, while his brother, 
Willis McDonald, and Frank Dillont continue 
to do business under the old name as formerly. 

A well known Hew York stationer who is 
fond of driving fast horses is also fond of haul¬ 
ing out of his pocketbook and reading the fol¬ 
lowing sound saying of Timothy Titcomb in 
defence of his conduct: “Something of the 
Old World fondness for play, and daily or 
weekly indulgence in it, should become hab¬ 
itual among our workers.” 

The bark James Condie cleared for Yoko¬ 
hama lately with 2 cases of books, 145 cases of 
skates, 1 case of pencils, 8 refrigerators, 100 
cases of chalk, 1 carriage, 240,990 gallons of 
petroleum, 500 cases of crayons, and 50 barrels 
of plaster of Paris. Skates are exported largely 
to Japan, for, as it is between 31^ and 49° north, 
ice forms in winter throughout its extent. 

The late firm of Wyman & Eberhart, of 
Omaha, Hebraska, dissolved by mutual consent 
on September 25, and Al. G. Eberhart is the 
successor. He has removed from the old 
stand, 214 Douglas street, to 220 of the same 
street, and now occupies the entire corner 
brick store—two floors and basement—making 
the largest book, toy, and wall-paper store 
west of Chicago. 

Mr. Thomas sends us, from Dayton, one of 
the spiciest bits of “humors of the trade” 
we have yet seen; “I had just put out a poster 
for Talmage’s last book. The next day I re¬ 
ceived a postal card, which read: ‘Dear Sirs, 
I see you have old wells dug out. I have an 
old well I want dug out. Send your man around 
at once to 17 La Belle street. Yours truly, 
Richard Ford.’”— Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dealers in holiday goods suffer considerably 
every season from thieves. They cannot sell 
their goods unless they display them, and if 
they arrange them attractively upon their 
counters, somebody is obliged to watch them 
closely. A respectably connected and well- 
dressed woman was foolish enough to take an 


expensive book at Whitney & Adams’s store a 
few evenings since. Her chagrin and mortifi¬ 
cation at being detected was really painful. 
There will probably be no prosecution in this 
case, as the woman is not an old offender and 
yielded to a sudden temptation in a moment 
of wealoiess, but the dealers generally propose 
to put a stop to this petty thieving, from which 
they have suffered for a long time.— 
field Union. 

Postmaster-General Jewell has ordered that 
the Plympton Envelope Company, of Hartford, 
pay George H. Reay, of Hew York, $12,000 for 
furnishing stamped envelopes to the Govern¬ 
ment after the Plympton company had taken 
the contract, but before the Plympton could 
fill the orders, this sum being the difference 
between the price for which the company had 
agreed to do the work and the amount due 
Reay for making up for the Plympton’s defi¬ 
ciencies. 

The following letter was received at this 
ofiS.ce in response to samples sent from Hicholas 
Muller’s Sons: 

The inkstands have arrived and are entirely satis¬ 
factory: in fact, they are the prettiest line (for the 
prices) I have seen. Please send me two more of No. 
685, Avith thermometers. I sold the one you sent 
immediately. 

The Messrs. Muller are so full of orders that 
they decline to receive any others until after 
Hew Year’s. 

F. H. Dunkinson & Co. have just received a 
stock of Royal Irish hnen paper, especially 
prepared for bankers’ and merchants’ use, from 
Marcus Ward & Co., the well known paper 
manufacturers at Belfast. This paper is made 
entirely of pure linen clippings, in imitation of 
hand-made paper, and is expected to replace 
Ptrie’s stock. The London Morning Post, the 
great court journal of the English metropolis, 
says: “Precisely the kind of surface in fact, 
which is so agreeable to the ready or unready 
writer.” 

Toilet articles, including hand mirrors, combs 
and brushes, are always in steady demand, 
and the number of styles produced is increas¬ 
ing at an extraordinary rate. Hearly all the 
mirrors are impoi-ted, but an article of good 
quality has been manufactured for about a 
year at Florence, Mass. The glass is obtained 
abroad. Hair and tooth brushes are also made 
at Florence. Druggists know that in selecting 
brushes people only look at the backs, or, at 
the most, hastily run their hand over the bris¬ 
tles to see if they are stiff. Accordingly, the 
shrewdest manufacturers lavish their time 
and ingenuity in the preparation of attractive 
handles and backs, and use the cheapest bris¬ 
tles, “doctoring” them with gum arabic. 

The Arms & Bardwell Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany, of Horthampton, Mass., manufacture 
largely pocketbooks, diaries, backgammon 
boards, writing desks, &c., and are the oldest, 
and, perhaps, the largest manufacturers of 
this class of goods in the country. They are 
the only manufacturers of the self-closing 
diary and memorandum books, so well known 
to the trade. The business of manufacturing 
pocketbooks and portemonnaies was started 
by Mr. Arms in 1844, and has been continued, 
under different firm names, until the present. 
He is the inventor and patentee of a great 
variety of pocketbooks, and also of the wood 
frame backgammon board, of which the com¬ 
pany manufacbui-e large quantities. The cor¬ 
poration occupy a brick building three storiesi 
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high, 110x40 feet, and run a new 30-horse en 
gine. During the past ten years they have 
been making ladies’ belts and buckles, at the 
rate of some 2,000 a day. They also manufac- 
large quantities of pocket photograph albums, 
invented and patented by Mr. Arms. 

Hurd & Houghton, of Astor place, have is¬ 
sued “Munson’s Dictionary of Practical Pho¬ 
nography.” Phonographers, and especially 
those who write Munson’s system, have long 
felt the need of such a work. The author, be¬ 
sides merely giving outlines of words for the 
use of practitioners of his own system, has 
aimed, by giving the best and most legible out¬ 
lines, to bring about a uniform style of writing 
among all writers of phonography. Mi*. Mun¬ 
son has been a practical reporter for more 
than fifteen years, and understands thoroughly 
the difficulties encountered in practical report¬ 
ing. In the preface he has given some practical 
hints which are very valuable to beginners in 
the art. The book should be in the hands of 
every friend of phonography. 

A change of no small importance in two 
Boston publishing houses is announced. Mr. 
John S. Clark, of the firm of James R. Osgood 
& Co., retires from that house, and joins L. 
Prang & Co., taking with him the series of 
“Walter Smith’s Drawing Books,” and the 
works immediately related thereto. Mr. Clark 
has especially interested himself in the man¬ 
agement of Professor Smith’s Drawing System, 
which has, in so short a time, been adopted in 
a large number of the principal cities of the 
country, and Messrs. Prang & Co. have been 
engaged in preparing a series of color plates, 
which admirably supplement and complete 
this system, and from this came the new move. 
The aiTangement is regarded as mutually ad¬ 
vantageous. 

One of the few perfumery factories in New 
England is that of Barnard & Co., at Everett, 
Mass. They make an almost endless variety 
of goods, for which they find a ready sale. 
Their raw materials, or pomades, consisting of 
grease charged with the flower scents, are im¬ 
ported from the great European centers by 
way of New York. At the factoi-y these are 
immersed in spirits, which have a stronger 
affinity for the flower essences than the grease, 
and hence draw off the odor. For some time 
past they have been employing an extra large 
force on goods for the Christmas trade and 
have had more than their hands fuU. Their 
office is at 129 Washington street, Boston. 
The firm have imported from Germany a great 
variety of Christmas boxes for perfumery, 
&c., beside many similar knicknacks. 

SNEIDER’S LATEST NOVELTIES. 

Owing to the late date at which we were 
shown samples of the new goods just intro¬ 
duced by Robert Sneider, of 37 John street, we 
were only able to give them a passing notice, 
though they deserved much more. They com¬ 
prise an unusually large and remarkably 
handsome assortment of New Year card , in¬ 
cluding a great variety of designs, ranging from 
grave to gay, from hvely to severe. The list 
comprises some thirty varieties, printed in 
the finest style, in black or gold, or illuminated 
in two, three or four colors. They may be had 
either assorted in a pack, being “comical, 
diabolical, and fantastical,” and of different 
colors, or a pack can be obtained of a single 
design and color. 

We have had frequent occasion to testify that 


Mr. Sneider’s goods are of the best quality, and 
these cards are up to his usual high standard. 
The price per dozen packs ranges from $6 to 
$15, and they may be specially recommended 
to the attention of the trade. 

Mr. Sneider has also received a large lot of 
mourning cards on tinted cards of court grey 
hue, and with a border of black and violet. 
These are very pretty and delicate. Still more 
beautiful, however, are the samples which we 
were shown of five kinds of handkerchief 
paper, in boxes, which in textiire and appear¬ 
ance are a perfect imitation of a hnen pocket 
handkerchief, with a deep colored border in 
various styles. The envelopes are to match, 
and the whole forms a really unique style of 
paper, which has taken wonderfully with the 
public. We should also mention specially 
what is called Wash Week paper, with seven 
different styles of ornaments, each illustrative 
of a day in the week. The Railroad paper has 
ornamental designs of railway signals, and 
should take well with railroad clerks and em¬ 
ployes. We further note the new Billets de 
Correspondence, issued by Mr. Sneider, with 
raised medaillon heads in white, of famous 
American statesmen, as Washington, Franklin, 
Webster, Seward, &c. We are glad to find 
national heroes thus chosen for illustrative de¬ 
signs, and hope to see more of the same sort. 


THE HISTORY OF A STATIONERY STORE. 

The history of No. 75 John street is sugges¬ 
tive of the strange vicissitudes of life, and 
especially of commercial life. This store was 
built by J. K. Herrick, who carried on a large 
business for some time, when, it having been 
discovered that he was importing cutlery 
packed in casks containing bibles, in order to 
evade the duty on the former, he was forced 
to flee the coimtry and went to South America. 
Eventually he returned, and, after hving for 
some time in privacy, he finally committed 
suicide. The building was then occupied by 
Ames, Herrick, Barnes & Rhoades, but before 
long the firm divided. Ames & Barnes re¬ 
moved to 41 John street, and W. & C. K. Her¬ 
rick, sons of the original stationer of that 
name, remained. They in turn failed badly, 
and their stock was bought out by W. N. Dick¬ 
enson, who, after conducting the business in 
his own name, formed the firm of Dickenson & 
St. John. Ill luck befel this new house also, 
and their affairs are now in liquidation. S. W. 
Twining bought out Dickenson and formed a 
stock company known as the James St. John 
Stationery Company, who have moved to 
Park place, and was succeeded by M. C. Tyler 
& Co., whose failui-e we recorded in om’ last 
issue. Thus we see what strange experiences 
are brought about by the whii-ligig of time. 


GOOD ADVICE TO YOUNG BUSINESS MEN. 

The grand mistake that young men make, 
during the fli’st ten years of their business and 
professional life, is in idly waiting for their 
chance. They seem to forget, or they do not 
know, that during those ten years they enjoy 
the only leisure they will ever have. After 
ten years, in the natural course of things, they 
will be absorbingly busy. There will then be 
no time for reading, culture and study. If 
they do not become thoroughly grounded in 
the principles and practical details of their 
profession dm’ing those years; if they do not 
store thqir minds with useful knowledge; if 
they do not pm-sue habits of reading and ob¬ 


servation and social intercourse, which result 
in culture, the question whether they will ever 
rise to oecupy a place where there is room 
enough for them will be decided in the nega¬ 
tive. The young physicians and yoimg law¬ 
yers who sit idly in their offices, and smoke 
and lounge away the time, “waiting for some¬ 
thing to turn up,” are by that course fastening 
themselves for fife to the lower stratum, where 
their struggle for a bare livelihood is to be 
perpetual. The first ten years are the golden 
years, that should be filled with systematic 
reading and observation. Everything that tends 
to professional and personal excellence should 
be an object of daily pursuit. To such men 
the doors of success open of themselves at last. 
Work seeks the best hands, as naturally as 
water runs down hiU; and it never seeks the 
hands of a trifler, or of one whose only recom¬ 
mendation for work is that he needs it. 
Young men do not know very much any way, 
and the time always comes to those who be¬ 
come worthy, when they look back with 
wonder upon their early good opinion of their 
acquirements and themselves.—Dr. Holland.

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CHRISTMAS CARD AND BOARD -GAMES. 

The branch of the stationery and fancy goods 
business that holds up best this year is that 
which has to do with providing entertainment 
for the long winter evenings by the aid of parlor 
card and board games. The reason why this 
business more than holds its own, spite of 
panic and depression, is that manufacturers 
are continually bringing out fresh novelties 
and improving the qualities of their goods. In 
few branches of manufacture is the necessity 
so great to look sharply for changes in the 
popular taste, and to instantly introduce new 
games adapted to suit the changed tastes. 
There are standard favorites that run on about 
the same from season to season, but the num¬ 
ber is very limited. 

The principal manufacturers of card and 
board games are located in Springfield and 
Worcester, but there are numerous small com¬ 
panies and private individuals in other places 
who are engaged in the business during a part 
of the year. Most of these are in New Eng¬ 
land. Fitful attempts are constantly made to 
import London and other European games in 
large quantity, but though the card board, the 
printing, and the illustrations of these goods 
are superior to anything produced here, the 
foreigners are slow to learn what kind of 
games best please the young people of America, 
and their productions are never as popular 
among us as the more interesting ones of do¬ 
mestic manufacture.— Commercial Bulletin. 


HIGH RENT S IN NEW YORK. 

Large buildings only pay in localities where 
the rush of business is of an unusual degree. 
Trinity building bears the palm of fortunate 
locality, while the Tribune house is in an 
undesirable spot. Speaking of heavy rents, 
we called on a Broadway business man, lately, 
and he mentioned the remark of a landlord 
who said that one tenant who owed him $100 
had paid him $18. Another person who was 
present remarked that he had a tenant in a 
first-class store who had paid nothing for a 
year. He added that he was afraid to turn 
him out, lest the store should stand vacant. 
The depression is a natural result of the extra¬ 
ordinary advance which was made m rents 
during the inflation. The rates then were put 
most ridiculously high, and of course they 
must come down. The landlords are reaUy 
not gaining by this extortion, and it would 
have been much better had they been satisfied 
with moderate rates.

Financial circles — Pennies with holes in 
them. 

A man was seen coming out of a Texas news¬ 
paper office with his nose spread all over his 
face hke a piece of raw beef, and one of his 
ears chawed off. To a policeman who inter¬ 
viewed him he replied: “ I didn’t like an article 
that ’peared in the paper last week, an’ I went 
in ter see the man who writ it. He were thar, 
stranger.” ’ 

There has been a great change in the make¬ 
up of druggists’ show windows, and the huge 
4 to 6 gallon jars for colored water, costing 
from $10 to $15 each, have given place to 1 and 
2 gallon bottles, costing from $2 to $3 each. 
The out-fit of a drug store calls from 10 to 20 
dozen jars and bottles, the total cost being 
from $160 to $200. The new style of labehng 
with glass labels is considered more attractive 
than the old style of gilt printed labels var¬ 


nished. Chroino-labels, bent glass with paper 
pictures, have had quite a run on toilet bottles, 
their cost being $2 per dozen, while there are 
just coming into favor glass chromo labels for 
druggists’ and fancy goods dealers’ drawers. 

The prize-package trade is by no means 
“played out.” This is stiU one of the most 
important branches with some manufacturers. 
One of them has brought over $16,000 worth 
of gold halves and quarters from California, 
to ■ be used as prizes, since he added this de¬ 
partment to his business. Sugared roots in 
packages, especially flag and lovage, have al¬ 
ways sold well. 

Two very amusing chromos are “Deacon 
Jones’s Experience” and “Ouchl” done by 
Clay, Cosack & Co., of Buffalo, after paintings 
by A. M. Willard, and published by J. F. 
Ryder, of Cleveland. The first-named is a 
spirited picture of the trial that Deacon Jones 
had between Keziah’s dog and Jonathan’s cat, 
while he was at his devotions, as described by 
Bret Harte. There is the wide fireplace, with 
its crane, kettles, and irons, the supper-table, 
“mother” in the corner holding out a warning 
finger, the wicked little boy saying “sic her!” 
the other chap “ jest black” with holding in, 
and the old deacon asking for “a light for the 
heathen,” while the dog is braced for a jump 
at his side, and the cat has just lit on his back. 
But good as this is, it don’t equal the richness 
of the other. The scene is a hay-field, with 
the barn in the background; the barefooted 
boy has just raked into a bumble-bees’ nest, 
and they are making it lively for him. The 
“ouch!” in his expressive countenance, the un¬ 
studied attitude of his jig, the way his big toe 
curls up in anguish—these must be seen to be 
appreciated; so, too, must the small sister, 
toddling swiftly to the barn, and sure to fall 
on her face the next moment, and the other 
boy running with his head wrapped in hay. 
It takes one’s memory right back to the clover 
and timothy—and the bumble-bees—to look at 
this httle picture.

The Springfield Union remarks, “ Who would 
have thought a few years ago that the handsome, 
genial salesman of books and bijouterie had the 
stuff' in him for a frontier ranchman 
—In the January number of the Atlantic will ap¬ 
pear the first of a series of papers on the labor ques¬ 
tion by Mr. R. J. Hinton, who has lately been visit¬ 
ing Boston, and may take part in Boston journalism 
this winter. He will write during the year some 
reminiscences of J ohn Brown for the Atlantic. 

—On November 15, at Leipzig, aged seventy years, 
Mr. Heinrich Brockhaus, head of the eminent firm 
of F. A. Brockhaus & Co., publishers, printers, and 
booksellers, died. The deceased was born at Am¬ 
sterdam February 4,1804. He was honored by the 
University of Jena with the degree of D. Phil. 

—“Warrington” writes from Boston: Robert Car¬ 
ter, lately of Appleton's Journal, and now of the 
Cyclopedia, was here and in Cambridge last week, 
visiting old friends. When editor of the old free- 
soil Daily Commonwealth, it was said of him that 
he would get more news out of men while sitting in 
his chair than most men would by running about. 
He is a very knowing man. In the Daily Telegraph 
of 1854 he procured nearly a full list of the Know- 
Nothing Congressional nominations, and published 
them the day after they were secretly made, ‘^imon 
Hanscom, writing as “ Harvey Birch,” also divulged 
a good deal in the Worcester Spy. It is of little or 
no use now to try to keep such things private. 

—The triple wedding, over which Holyoke’s best 
society has been agitated for some time, took place 
December 9, two sons and a daughter of William B. 
Whiting entering the banns oi matrimony. At 10 A. 
M. Mr. P. A. Underwood was married to Miss Ellen 
Whiting; and at 5 P. M. brothers were united to sis¬ 
ters—Mr. Edward G. Whiting to Miss H. Amelia 
Higginbottom, and Mr. Edwin A. Whiling to Miss 
Rosina A. Higginbottom. Following the latter cere¬ 
mony, an elegant reception took place, at the resi¬ 
dence of Mr. AllenHigginbottom, the father of the 
brides, and the two couples came to this city on the 


last train and started for Cleveland and the West 
on a wedding trip. The presents were very costly, 
each bride receiving, among the other presents, a 
$200 silver tea set.—Springfield Union.

A TRADE EVIL. 

Wm. Patton thus writes from Waterbury, 
Conn., to the Publishers' Weekly, on one of the 
prime evil of the stationery trade. He says: 

A bookseller should confine himself to the sale of 
books and stationery, and their legitimate adjuncts, 
or abandon that trade, and give his whole time and 
capital to dealing in coal oil and similar things; 
otherwise he is damaging his neighbor, if he has 
one, who coniines his trade to books and articles of 
legitim.ate bookselling consideration. 

Not the publishers are to blame lor this state of 
things, but the public, in buying books, stationery, 
and newspapers at a, junk shop. 

Now in this town, where I have grown gray in the 
effort to eke out a poor subsistence, in selling books, 
stationery, photograph albums, and such goods, I 
am confronteil by opponents who deal in the most 
incongruous articles; children’s sleds, sleighs, per¬ 
ambulators, fruit, fishing rods, toys, cheap picture 
frames, dolls, and a multifarious conglomeration of 
stuff, as foreign as possible from the idea of a book¬ 
seller’s stock; and with the above named things 
they sell newspapers, magazines, school and miscel¬ 
laneous books, and have the effrontery to designate 
their establishment as a “ bookstore !" Heaven save 
the mark! 

Now when the book-buying portion of the public 


goes to such places for its books, the dealer in books 
who avoids pitching in helter-skelter into all sorts 
of stuff that there is a little “ money in ” must and 
does sutt'er. Can you suggest a remedy for such a 
state of affairs ? These fellows, too, are they who 
cut down prices and undersell, and we must follow 
suit in this particular. 


A CHEAP FOUNTAIN PEN. 

In spite of the recognized desirability of a 
pen that will retain a supply of ink for some 
time, no one of the various and more or less 
complicated forms of so-called fountain-pens 
has proved entirely satisfactory, although gen¬ 
erally comparatively expensive. According to 
the foUowing plan, suggested by Engineer 
Klette, any one can in a few minutes construct 
a pen of the kind that will be perfectly satis¬ 
factory. Two ordinary steel pens are fixed in 
the same holder in such a way that they may 
be separated by a space of about 1-35 of an 
inch, and that the point of the upper one may 
be a little above that of the other. By select¬ 
ing for the upper pen one with a bend in the 
middle, this will be most readily accomphshed. 

In dipping into the ink, it rises and fills the 
space between the pens, and flows down gradu¬ 
ally, as wanted in writing. 

Tliey have 99-cent stores now.

Harpers Bazar says that pink promises to 
be the fashionable eolor of the season. From 
our experience we should say it was—blue! 

The country postmasters are beginning to 
grumble at the workings of the new postal 
code. Under the old law their salaries were 
based on the number of stamps they canceled, 
now it is on the number sold. But it often 
happens, they say, that persons in the country 
buy large amounts of stamps in the cities and 
use them for their letters. Heretofore such 
letters have counted in rating salaiy; now they 
form no part of the rating, and will thus work 
a considerable reduction. 

Stamps on checks, matches, perfumery, 
patent medicines, &c., are among the relics of 
the crude methods employed for raising rev¬ 
enue in war times. Ten cents per gallon addi¬ 
tional tax on spirits would yield quite as much 
money with far less annoyance to the public, 
and the suggestion of such a change is among 
the most notable features of the annual report 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. If 
these stamps are done away with, it will not 
be a matter of moment as to who has the 
printing of the few that remain—a matter 
which the Commissioner discusses at some 
length. 

A young man at Dalton, Mass., has made a 
collection of foreign postal cards, all uncut 
and uncancelled, numbering sixty-nine differ¬ 
ent kinds. None of them have such poor pa¬ 
per as our own cards did when first issued, and 
the printing on all of them is very fine. No¬ 
ticeable among them are those of Dutch Indies, 
Ceylon, Belgium, Denmark, Finland, Italy, 
Norway, New Foundland, Romania, Servia, 
Spain, Switzerland, Shanghai, &c. The cards 
are quite a curiosity, as well as a valuable col¬ 
lection. A number of these are “ reply cards,” 
or “answer cards,” being double cards, one 
side for the letter, and the other for the an¬ 
swer to be written on, by the person who re¬ 
ceives it.

“SHOPPING” ONCE MORE. 

In a late issue of The Stationer we referred 
to the pernicious practice known as “.shopping,” 
which has crept into the trade, and we men¬ 
tioned some of its bad results. The subject 
well deserves more detailed consideration, as 
it vitally affects the welfare of all stationers, 
and therefore we shall make no apology for re¬ 
curring to it again. 

“ Shopping” at the best seems a contempti¬ 
ble practice. It savors of skinflint shrewd¬ 
ness, and of the kind of dickering and bargain¬ 
ing for which peddlers and Chatham street old 
clothes men are notorious. 

When a buyer consumes a stationer’s time 
showing his goods, and also gets his prices, 
and then cooly walks off to a rival establish¬ 
ment, without making a purchase, merely to 
see if he cannot obtain a little better price, he 
is doing an act of injustice, and injuring all 
parties concerned. How can confidence and 
fair-dealing be possibly maintained under such 
circumstances? “Shopping” at the best is de- 
morahzing to both buyer asd seller. It pre¬ 
vents fair and square dealing on either hand, 


and leads to contempt and degrading practices 
such as should not be countenanced by any re¬ 
spectable body of business men. Everyone 
must condemn a practice which is so undeni¬ 
ably hurtful, and we have yet to hear a word 
in its defence. Yet still it continues, and one 
can only say in the words of the burly Tweed, 
“What are you going to do about it?” 

But who is to blame for the introduction of 
‘ ‘ shopping ” but the dealers themselves ? Trace 
the matter to its source, and the responsibility 
of its existence will be brought home to the 
indefensible custom of permitting commercial 
travelers to cut under prices and to sacrifice 
goods to any extent, in order to make sales. 
If those who created the evil were the only 
sufferers by it we should not complain, but 
unfortunately others must suffer as well. 


DON’T BE IN A HURRY. 

Don’t be in a hurry to establish yourself in 
business or to make your everlasting fortune 
thereat. It takes time to accomplish any¬ 
thing, and ripe results, hke the products of the 
soil, must be gained by waiting. 

Look at the experience of the men who have 
been most successful in the stationery trade: 

Carew’s papers did not gain their reputation 
in a month or a year, but as a result of a de¬ 
cade of careful study and perfecting of their 
manufacture. 

The Faber pencil firm spent years in experi¬ 
menting with their Siberian graphite pencils 
before they put a single one upon the market. 

Samuel Raynor had been in the stationery 
business for years before he began the manu¬ 
facture of envelopes, and his success may be 
largely traced to the experience gained in that 
time. 

How much thought and indefatigable in¬ 
dustry has not Victor E. Mauger put into his 
business ? 

Was Henry Bainbridge’s supremacy in the 
trade obtained in a short time, or without 
painstaking effort? 

How many years, trial and testing was need¬ 
ed to give Arnold’s inks or GiUott’s pens their 
present rank as standard goods? 

We might enumerate scores of hke examples 
which go to prove that nothing was ever ac¬ 
complished in a hurry, and we urge young 
men in our trade to bear them in mind. 


IS TRADE DULL? 

Is not the talk about hard times just a little 
bit stretched at present? In going about and 
conversing with the members of the trade we 
constantly hear complaints about the little 
business they are doing, but on investigation 
nearly everyone has to admit that he has a 
better trade than either last year or the previ¬ 
ous year. This is true of nearly all lines of sta¬ 
ple goods. Stationers should not try to make 
martyrs of themselves without sufficient cause. 
Apropos of the above the Booksellers' Guide 
asks: 

“ Is the book trade dull?” and answers that 
while it is dull in comparison with other 
years, “an impartial observer will conclude 
that it has suffered less in proportion to the ex¬ 
tent of the interests involved than almost 


every other industry in the reaction now being 
felt.” It adds, “publishers have been less 
careful to promote the interests of the trade 
than other manufacturers. In a falling mar¬ 
ket they have continued the suicidal policy of 
‘ bearing ’ their own goods, and when the re¬ 
tailers have complained the loudest, they have, 
after securing the retailers’ orders, thrown 
their newest and best books into the auction 
room. It is not surprising, then, that the book 
trade should languish even in the best times.” 
It is to be noted that very few publishers or 
-booksellers have failed. 


ONE THING AT A TIME. 

No man can do more than one thing at a 
time, and he should be content to do that well, 
and not strive for impossibilities. Shakespeare, 
though a great dramatic genins, was an indif¬ 
ferent actor. Frederick the Great and Riche¬ 
lieu were mighty statesmen, but failed as 
poets; Dante, the poet, and Raphael, the ar¬ 
tist, each essayed to succeed in the other’s pro¬ 
vince, but failed. In our own day George 
Eliot, who writes poetic prose, cannot produce 
poetry. Michael Angelo is almost the only in¬ 
stance of a man who was really great in sev¬ 
eral fields of labor. Bulwer showed remarka¬ 
ble talent as a novehst, dramatist, poet, histor¬ 
ian, essayist, and politician, but he belonged 
to the second rank. These examples are all 
taken from the field of literature and art, but 
scores of like cases might be cited from among 
merchants and other classes of men. The 
moral is evident and should be remembered, 
especially by young men. 


No business seems to be more cut up or sub¬ 
jected to destructive competition than the sta¬ 
tionery trade. Not only is it monopolized by 
large houses who swallow smaller ones, as the 
big fish eat the little ones in the ocean, but 
all sorts of outside dealers dabble in stationery, 
thus doing much harm to the interest of the 
regular dealers. A notable example of this is 
the manner in which the retail dry goods 
houses are going into fine stationery. Such 
houses as Stewart’s, Lord & Taylor’s, Macy’s, 
and scores of others, now keep all kinds of pa¬ 
per, envelopes, steel pens, and pencils in stock, 
and what is more, they sell them at such low 
rates as to damage the regular dealer. We 
hear complaints from all sides at this absurd 
and unjust interference. It is contemptible 
that a house hke Macy should sell magazines, 
toys, stationery, and the like, at the smallest 
margin of profit, or even at loss, just to adver¬ 
tise their other goods and attract customers. 
This house has been selhng the Chatterbox, a 
Childs’ book, which retails for |1.50, and which 
costs 85 cents, at 90 cents, while they ask simi¬ 
larly low rates for other articles in the book 
and stationery line. It is to be hoped that 
stationers will take cognizance of these facts 
and do what they can to prevent their future 
occurrence. But we need a Board of Trade to 
take proper action with regard to them. 


An English correspondent of one of our large 
importing houses, to whom a copy of The 
American Stationer was sent, writes his ap- 
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proval of its contents, but thinks it savors too 
much of Yankee levity. We accept the criti¬ 
cism as a compliment. What our English 
cousins call levity, the American public de¬ 
nominate as hvehness, and what they define 
as dignified, we consider dull. We have no 
fancy for unlicensed journalism of that style 
which always wants to “ make Rome howl,” 
and to create attention by personal attacks 
and untrue assertions. We do believe, how¬ 
ever, in being entertaining as well as instruc¬ 
tive, and we take pains to tiy to amuse our 
readers. In fact, next to our high-toned mo- 
rahty, we especially pride ourselves ' upon the 
absence from dullness in the columns of The 
Stationeb. 

It is a valuable lesson of the present times 
that in spite of the prevailing dullness in 
trade, aU kinds of staple goods have a steady 
sale. People buy Carew’s or We'ston’s papers, 
Arnold’s inks, G-illott’s or Esterbrook’s pens, 
Faber’s pencils, and other meritorious arti¬ 
cles, whether business is thriving or dull, and 
it is the manufacturers of low grades of goods 
who suffer worst from the fluctuations of 
trade. 

Imitation is the highest flattery, but when 
it takes the form of copying one’s designs, most 
people will rather be excused.

Now is the time for a general overhauling of 
business connections and forming of new firms. 

Evidentljr the letter from Washhig-ton on our 
first page is written by “ one who knows,” and 
it is worth reading. 

The auditor of the stationery supphes for the 
city of New York is an Angel. Yet, who would 
expect to find a celestial personage in that den 
of corruption, the New Court House? 

Mr. John C. Gallagher, who is well known 
to aU of our patrons, dehvered an original 
oration at the reception of the Young People’s 
Association of the Greene Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, Brooklyn, on Monday evening last. 

By the time this number of The Statioistbr 
reaches many of our readers Chi-istmas will be 
over and the hohday season ended.

Foreign exchange has been inactive. Prices 
remainded steady, on the basis of §4.84% to 84.85% 
for bankers 60 days’ sterling bills, and 84.89% to 
84.90% for do. at short sight. We quote: Bills at 
sixty days on London,84.83 to84.84 for commercial; 
84.84% to 84.85% for bankers’; do. at short sight, 
84.89% to 84.90%; cable transfers on London, 84.91%; 
Paris, at 60 days, 85.20 to 85.16; do. at short sight, 
85.13% to 85.11%. 

The transactions in the Stock Exchange have 
been limited to a few leading shares. Prices have 
been uneven, while transactions in the aggregate 
have not been large. 


THE TAPER TRADE.—We note no special 
change in the market as the year draws to a close. 
Every one is busy in settling up the year’s business, 
taking account of stock, &c., and trade is therefore 
very light. A visit to a great many of the Eastern 
mills during the past week discloses whai might 
at first be considered a very wretched stale of 
affairs. Many of our largest mills are shut down 
in whole or part, and business in such centers as 
Holyoke and Springfield appears extremely dull. 
Every one is running, however, close to the wind, 
and are getting themselves in good shape for future 
business. In almost all grades of paper prices have 
been cut down to a very low point. This state of 
affairs appiies generally to those mills who make 
the lower qualities of any special kind. Makers of 
standard goods seem to hold their own. 


FANCY OOODS.-Theve have been no new 
goods in the market during the last two weeks, as 
everybody h as been busy getting out orders. Our 


importers have been working night and day since 
the date of our last issue, and are feeling very much 
better than in November. They are turning their 
stocks into money so fast that the year’s business 
will according to all accounts foot up considerably 
larger than last year, although profits are not so 
good. The failure of M. O. Tyler & Co. has thrown 
the Crown Papetcrie entirely out of the market. 
The call for ttiis elegant article is so great that 
S. Raynor & Co. will commence making them 
January 1, with the Wilson Brothers to man.age 
their sale. Several of tlie importers and jobbers 
have started another Combination for retailing 
goods, and there are two large stores on Broadway 
crowded with goods from several well-known 
houses, whicli are marked to retail at wholesale 
prices; but in reality the prices asked are stiff retail 
prices, after the style of Macy. Kinzey, ami others. 

STAPLE GOODS.-General goods of all kinds 
are a shade lower in price than at last notice, ex¬ 
cept Chalk Crayons, which have advanced to 15e. 
by the case. Conant’s Binders, we understand, are 
out of the market, the American News Company 
having taken hold of the Monitor Binders, which 
are said to be an improvement on the old Koch 
binder. Arnold’s Fluid seems likely to be very 
scarce next year. We have been shown a letter 
from the manufacturers saying that they have more 
orders than they can fill during the coming year. 
This speaks well for the reputation of their fluid, 
but it is hard on the American manufacturers who 
are making a fluid fully as good in every respect as 
Arnold’s, and at tlie same price. There is to be an¬ 
other sale of stationery from Appleton’s stock 
shortly, consisting of a lot of French Folio, wnich 
was bought by a Boston house and not taken by 
them through some misunderstamling; also a lot of 
miscellaneous stationery left over from the last two 
sales. Taken altogether, the management of the 
sale has been full of blunders, though whether the 
Appletons or the auctioneers are to blame is hard 
to tell. Gooils bought at the last sale have not been 
delivered as yi t. There would be far more buyers 
if this sale could be postponc<l until spring, as the 
New York market is glutted with the goods. Sev¬ 
eral of the accounts of the last sale had to be cut, 
as the parties coul.d not carry the stock. 

In conclusion, in bidding farewell to our leaders 
until the New Year, we wish them all the compli¬ 
ments of the season, ami a continuance of the same 
pleasant relations in the future as in tlie past.

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TOYS FOR THE CHRISTMAS TREE. 

Old Santa Claus’s treasures fill the toy-shops, 
and most ingenious gifts are ready for the little 
folks. One of the most interesting musical toys 
represents an upright piano with a charming 
pianiste seated before it, and apparently playing 
the very sweet music that proceeds from the 
instrument after it is wound up. The doll per¬ 
former’s face is very pretty and intelhgent. She 
is dressed in the hight of the fashion, turns 
her head from side to side, nods as if to catch 
a note, and looks up again as if for approval at 
her execution of a diflicult passage. Another 
French toy is a pair of dancers dressed in the 
costumed of La Fille de Madame Angot. When 
wound up they not only play the airs of that 
opera, but dance to them, going through fast 
and slow movements perfectly. Madame Pom¬ 
padour appears next, with a wonderful train, 
held up by a negro page, who also supports her 
feather parasol. Upon being wound up madame 
walks aU about the parlor floor, peering through 
her eyeglass and flirting her fan. Her costume 
is perfect, with its embroidered train of blue 
edged with rose, its white satin petticoat, and 
her powdered wig. A revolving vivandifere, 
with canteen slashed to her side, propels her¬ 
self about the floor with the aid of internal 
machinery, and shoots off her pistol after tak¬ 
ing aim in the most knowing manner. A velo¬ 
cipede ridden by two beautiful riders carries a 
performer on the high seat behind. This figure 
—the tight-rope dancers—amoves her head, 
waves her fan, and exhibits her bouquet to the 
audience as she passes. 

For the boys are little printing presses, with 
types and complete arrangements, costing from 
95 cents to ^4. The magnetic toys sold for 50 
cents each are varied and interesting. There 
is also the fl shoe-blacking outfit .for little men, 
with brushes,^ blacking, shoe-horn, button¬ 
hook, and all the essentials for a “shine” and 
for keeping the first new boots in order. 

GROTESQUE TOYS. 

The newest grotesque toy is a pair of anti¬ 
quated lovers seated on a sofa; when wound 
up they kiss, moving their hps and rolling their 
eyes in most ludricous ecstasy: price, $2.75. 
There are also many tall figures with large bald 
heads always nodding, and long attenuated 
limbs. A quaint Chinese couple bow to each 
other, turn their heads, and wave their hands 
up and down. 

INSTRUCTIVE TOYS. 

A new feature in alphabet blocks is that of 
having them mounted in a frame with the red 
and white letters moved on wires, instead of 
leaving them loose to be strewn about the floor 
and lost: price, $1.35. The interesting Expres¬ 
sion Blocks, as they are called, have letters on 
one side, and make a curious large head on the 
other side when properly put together. These 
are water-proof, and cost but 28 cents. There 
are also new designs in Crandall’s famous build¬ 
ing blocks sold for $1 a set. The Child’s SpeUing 
Case is a new and easy way to teach spel¬ 
ling. The Spectograph reflects the outhnes of 
a drawing in a way that simplifies matters for 
the embryo artist, and costs only 65 cents. 
There are magic boxes with false bottoms that 
conceal a penny and puzzle the httle folks, all 
for 35 cents. Another novelty, called Chiro- 
Magic, has a hand that points out on a card 
answers to any question asked in a way that 
puzzles every looker-on: price, $1.25. For the 
little fellow whose ambition soars toward 
being a showman there is a theatrical entertain¬ 
ment called Kriss Kringle’s Christmas Tableau, 


with the show provided, and bona fide tickets 
and programme: price, $1.20. 

TABUE CROQUET AND BILLIARDS. 

For larger boys is a billiard cloth that can be 
spread on any table, with balls, cues, and a 
fence of cords for the edge: price, $4. There 
is also croquet in variety. For instance, table 
croquet with tiny mallets, costing from 95 cents 
to $2, and also parlor croquet for the floor, 
worth from $2.50 upward. Newer than all is 
the parlor game of dice croquet, played on a 
board with dice and counters instead of on a 
field with mallet and ball: price, $1, $2, or $3. 

GAMES. 

Among new games for both girls and boys, 
and interesting also to children of a larger 
growth, is the Centennial Game of American 
History, teaching in a pleasant way the coun¬ 
try’s record of the last hundred years: price, 
60 cents. The next is the Quartette Union War 
Game, with its instructions about the battles 
and generals of the late war: also for 60 cents. 
The Lightning Express, or How to Travel, is 
played with dice and counters, and interests 
young folks greatly: price, 50 cents. Parcheesi 
is not new, but is an excellent game for winter 
evenings: price, $1, $2 or $3, according to the 
mounting. Bookish children take delight in 
the Vignette Game of Authors, with its seventy- 
two cards of pictures of well-known writers, 
sold for 50 cents; and there are certain little 
bookworms who have stored up accurate in¬ 
formation from the Popular Quotations Game, 
which is also 50 cents. For those with mathe¬ 
matical tastes is Crescent, or cut-up problems, 
a play for four persons, all of whom must 
have good memories to get through its compli¬ 
cations. Avilude is a game that teaches chil¬ 
dren all about birds. Shced Animals, or Spel¬ 
ling Made Easy, is a game that “ shapes ” the 
animal while it spells its name; there are about 
twenty animals in the box, and the game costs 
50 cents. Among fascinating puzzles are dis¬ 
sected pictures of various things, smashed up 
locomotives, blown-up yachts and steamers, 
menageries, and outline maps. These cost from 
75 cents to $1.50. The picture blocks are in 
endless variety. There are also the Kinder¬ 
garten to teach weaving and braiding, and the 
Little Object Teacher, telling about the object, 
while the child learns to spell it. The Silhouette 
Picture Puzzles are both grotesque and grace¬ 
ful. The game of Round the World teUs the 
httle folks all about tides and trade-winds in a 
way that arrests their attention, instructing 
and amusing them at the same time: price, 
$1.50. Painted blocks that compose amusing 
comic pictures, make up a new game caUed 
Turn and Turn Again: price, 75 cents. Hand¬ 
some black walnut boxes, labeled “Evenings 
at Home,” and costing $6 each, are filled with 
an assortment of games for children of aU 
ages. Kindergarten blocks, dissected maps and 
yachts, magic fortune-telling cards, conversa¬ 
tion cards, an ingenious panorama, and an 
amusing game called Bamboozle. 

FIRST-CLASS MEN. 

One of the most common complaints in this 
city is the lack of first-class men, for every 
kind of position. Scores of persons of mediocre 
or even good abihties are to be had for the ask¬ 
ing, but high talent is rare and in great de¬ 
mand. One hears so many complaints of this 
deficiency, as to give the impression that it 
is universal. Here a great journal wants a 
competent managing editor; a law firm re¬ 
quires a good head clerk; a new railroad com¬ 


pany with a capital of a hundred miUions is 
just being. organized, and sub-officers and 
clerks are needed for it; a leading church 
lacks a popular pastor; an out-of-town news¬ 
paper wants a capable resident correspond¬ 
ent, or a theater manager is seeking for an 
actress of superior accomplishments. These 
are only a few cases which have come within 
our personal observation, yet they might be 
increased indefinitely. Nowhere is ability 
appreciated more quickly or better paid than 
in New York. Any salary that may be asked 
will be given to real merit. Not long since a 
young man entered a New York commercial 
house upon a salary of $700, and m six weeks 
it was raised to $1,500. In another case a 
young man at the age of nineteen accepted a 
position with $250, and in less than four years 
he was paid $4,000. Yet the average pay of 
men in hke positions does not exceed $1,200, 
and is probably below $1,000. 

Thus it cannot be said that able men are 
wanting for lack of appreciation. The real 
trouble seems to be that men do not take pains 
to qualify themselves for high positions. As 
Emerson says of Americans generally, “they 
expect something in return for nothing.” They 
plan to build a palace, but lay the foundation 
of a hut. Even James Fisk was wiser than 
they, and insisted that few men ever tumble 
into prominent positions, and if they do, most 
of them soon tumble out of them. 

The great bulk of our young men are care¬ 
less, lazy, and blind to their best interests, 
trusting that the future wUl bring something, 
yet making no exertion to insure that it shall 
be durable. Another reason is deficient edu¬ 
cation in youth, which, however, might be 
supplied by extra energy afterwards. Hence 
it might be expected that mediocrity should 
be the rule among young men. A leading 
merchant once told us that within a compara¬ 
tively brief time he had received no less than 
seventy-five young men into nis counting house, 
of which number not ten proved capable of do¬ 
ing the simple routine of office work. 

One of the late reports of the board of exam¬ 
iners of the candidates for admission to the 
bar showed that only ten out of thirty-two 
passed the examination, and that the others 
were rejected for them astonishing ignorance. 


A HANDSOME BINDING. 

“Vers de Soci^t^,” selected by Charles H. 
Jones. ;Henry Holt & Co.) -The elegant ex¬ 
terior of this volume claims our first attention. 
The binding is a pale shade of gray cloth, the 
stamping being in black and gold, and the 
edges richly gilt. The design of the stamp is 
decidedly novel, as is also the manner in which 
it adorns the book, running from the right 
upper corner of the front cover, across the 
back, and ending on the left lower corner of 
the back cover. It consists of a richly bloom¬ 
ing morning-glory vine, which supports a 
supercilious-looking little gold cupid with 
opera glass in hand, and crush hat and gloves 
under his arm; the lower end of the vine is 
clutched by the famihar of the firm, a cross¬ 
looking owl; pendant from the vine, and form¬ 
ing the ornament of the back, is an open gilt 
fan. It is all very pretty, dainty and attrac¬ 
tive. The inside of the book is elegance itself; 
the portion of the page printed upon is a pale 
gray, and is encircled by a border of lavender, 
and the vignettes and title page by John A. 
Mitchell, are exceedingly clever and appropri¬ 
ate.—Pit6Ks/iers’ Weekly. 
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WORK FOR WOMEN. 

Miss Virginia Penny has pubKshed a valuable 
work, entitled “Work for Women,” from 
which we make the following extracts relative 
to certain kinds of work performed by women 
in the stationery trade: 

TOT MAKERS. 

Doll dressing requires taste, expertness, in¬ 
genuity and economy in cutting the materials. 
At a store for the sale of fancy goods, on in- 
quu’ing about the canton-flannel rabbits, mice, 
&c., I was told they give them to a school girl 
in Brooklyn to make. She makes them out of 
school hours, and earns $1.50 per week. They 
are sewed by a machine, because it can be 
done faster. 

LITHOGRAPHERS. 

Mrs. P., Brooklyn, an English lady, learned 
to draw when eight years old, and studied 
lithography with a distinguished artist of 
London, who executed entirely with his left 
hand, having lost three Angers on his right 
when he was a child. She has spent twenty- 
two years in lithographing—seventeen in this 
country. She is probably the only lady profes¬ 
sionally engaged in this business in the United 
States. She has earned almost constantly, I 
was told, from $13 to $30 a week. Lithograph¬ 
ing is very lucrative to a skilful artist. The 
remuneration is better than women often re¬ 
ceive for their handiwork. We believe some 
women could And employment in it if they 
were prepared. Mrs. P. excels in architectural 
drawmg. She thinks one must have the talent 
of an artist, and great practice with the pen¬ 
cil, to succeed. She has given instruction to 
youths, but never to one of her own sex. 

Professor P., of New York, gives instruction 
in lithography, charging $13 per quarter of 
eleven lessons—^two lessons per week. Special 
arrangements are made with pupils who intend 
to devote themselves to the profession as artists 
or teachers. A gentleman remarked to me 
that Mr. S., a certain distinguished lithographer 
of this city (New York), would make an ex¬ 
cellent teacher in that art. His forte is heads. 
A few strokes from his pencil always give a 
beautiful flnish to a piece of work. 

SELLERS OP ARTISTS’ MATERIALS. 

The sale of paintings, engravings and artists’ 
materials, form of themselves a branch of busi¬ 
ness in large cities. There is such a store 
in Philadelphia kept by a lady. It must be a 
light and pleasant employment. In London 
there are seventy-nine printsellers. 

Stencil plated can be done by women, but 
it requires a strong ai-m to hammer the plates 
after they are cool. In learning a boy receives 
$3 a week. There are very few stencil cutters 
in the South and West. People send North 
for their plates, or get them cut by traveling 
peddlers, who are not allowed now in the 
South. The price of stencil plates has fallen 
very greatly. Such as would have sold for $5 
a few years ago, can now be had for fifty cents. 

SEAL ENGRAVERS. 

Seal engraving is cutting in a precious stone 
letters, or a device. The cutting is done by 
means of a lathe and sharp cutting tools. Taste, 
good eyesight, and a knowledge of form are 
necessary. No pattern is used. The hand and 
eye must serve as guides. It would be a very 
pretty occupation for women, but it would 
require time, patience and practice. Seal en¬ 
gravers in New York earn from from $10 to $13 
per week, but the occupation there is filled. 
Mrs. EUet, in her “Women Artists” mentions 
a Prussian and a German lady as being noted 
for their skiU in cutting precious stones. A 


seal engraver told me he does not pay appren¬ 
tices the first year, but the second $3, and from 
that up, according to the abilities of the 
worker. It requires from four to seven years 
to learn the branches thoroughly. Another 
engraver told me the business is not worth 
learning now, that gum mucilage has done 
away with sealing wax, and consequently the 
use of seals. The designs for seals are usually 
taken from a heraldry book; always when for 
a coat of arms. Such seals are in greater 
demand in Europe. Seal engravers in this 
country do not have constant employment. 
They cut fancy seals when not otherwise occu¬ 
pied. The work can be done at night by a 
good light. 

BACKGAMMON-BOARD FINISHERS. 

We called at L.’s backgammon-board manu¬ 
factory, and saw a girl about thirteen years 
old, who has worked at the business for one 
year. She pastes the morocco on the back of 
the boards, and lays the gold leaf on, which is 
passed under a press, and receives, from a man 
who has charge of it, the ornamental gilding. 
They used to employ girls and paid $4 a week, 
working from 7 to 6 o’clock, eleven hours. L. 
does not take learners—^it is too much trouble. 
K. used to employ girls in finishing boards, 
but those he had were not steady and reliable. 


It is appropriate and seasonable just now to 
advise turning over a new leaf. 

The New York Nation has “never met a 
man of the present day who advocated unlim¬ 
ited issues of paper money who had not a 
queer look about his eye.” 

In the silver and plating trade in England 
the following terms are used to describe the 
class of business: “Calf week,” “cow week,” 
and “bull week,” i. e., brisk, brisker, briskest. 

Business in Boston is reviving a little for one 
reason and another, and the holiday purchasing 
which has now set in, is lively and encourag¬ 
ing, especially to booksellers, who have had 
much reason to complain of the dull times. 
The boots and shoe trade is coming up a little, 
and there is not half so much di’ead of a hard 
winter as there was two months ago. Money 
is plenty in the market, though few people 
feel themselves rich or act as if they thought 
so. 

The Januai-y Scribner is an excellent number, 
the most notable articles in it being the open¬ 
ing chapter of Dr. Holland’s new serial, ‘ ‘ The 
8tory of Seven Oaks;” a remarkably interest¬ 
ing compilation from Paul Marcoy’s “ Travels 
in South America,” with illustrations also 
taken from that work; the third instalment of 
“My Tourmaline,” Saxe Holme’s charming- 
story, which is to be concluded next month; 
and Major J. W. Powell’s illustrated paper 
telling of the “ Canons of the Coloi’ado.” 

The first number of the New England Jour¬ 
nal of Education will be published at Boston, 
January 3, IS'JS, under the auspices of the 
American Institute of Instruction and the 
Teachers’ Associations of the several New Eng¬ 
land States. Hon. T. W. Bicknell resigns his 
position as Commissioner of Public Schools of 
Rhode Island to assume its editorial manage¬ 
ment, and Chas. C. Chatfleld, of New Haven, 
Conn., removes to Boston to take charge of the 
publishing. The Journal of Education will be 
issued weekly, each number containing twenty 
pages of the size of the Christian Union, at the 
subscription price of $3 per year, including 
postage.

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FOREIGN NOTES. 

The manufactui’e of commercial books and 
ledgers in Wurtembei'g is on the increase. 
French competition, which is again becoming 
important, causes work to be done at low 
profits. The export of ledgers from Hanover, 
Brunswick, and other North German States 
has for many years steadily been on the de¬ 
cline. 

It is said in France that the quarries of litho¬ 
graphic stone in Bavaria are exhausted as re¬ 
gards the best kind, and that the only fine 
stones are now obtained by the Paris litho¬ 
graphers from Pruniquel, Tarn, and Garonne, 
in France. There are quarries of the same 
stone also at Vigan, in France, but these are of 
an inferior description. 

The manufacture of steel pens is canned on 
in Great Britain at Birmingham exclusively. 
It is stated that during the present year the 
production has fallen off by at least one third 
in comparison with previous yeai-s—the com¬ 
mon quahties being principally affected. The 
continental demand has been partly diTerted 
to France and Germany, whose productions 
seem to be gaining in repute. 

Gahgnani announces that the French stamp 
office has just purchased the secret of the 
composition of an ink absolutely indelible, and 
which resists the strength of aU known re¬ 
agents. Owing to that discovery, it wiUbe 
able to put an end to the numerous frauds 
which are constantly committed to the preju¬ 
dice of the Treasury, and which consist in re¬ 
storing to stamped paper already used its 
original purity. The annual loss to the revenue 
on that head is calculated at 600,000 francs in 
the department of the Seine alone. 

Using the two French terms joaillerie and 
bijouterie, it may be said that the latter rather 
than the former represents the average of Bir¬ 
mingham work. The familiar collective name 
for aU the articles produced is trinkets; and 
the trinket trade of the place is certainly 
enormous. It comprises among other things 
an endless variety in pencil cases, pen holders, 
rims for eye-glasses and spectacles, opera glass 
mountings, albums and mountings for photo¬ 
graphs, cigar case and fuse box mountings, 
thimbles, pin cases, needle .cases, desk mount¬ 
ings, dressing case and toilet mountings. 

A ream of English writing paper, as it comes 
from the miU, is required to contain 18 quires 
of 24 good sheets, and 2 quires of 20 sheets of 
outsides, that is damaged paper, 472 sheets in 
all, good and bad—this is called a mill ream. 
A ream (insides) of writing paper contams 20 
quires of 24 sheets, 480 sheets in aU, and all 
good. A ream of printing paper contains as it 
comes from the mill, 20 quires of 24 sheets, 480 
sheets in all; and all good, and is, in fact, a 
ream of insides, but is not so termed. A ream 
perfect, that is, made ready for a printer’s use, 
contains 21J quires, or 516 sheets, aU good. In 
the better class of printing papers, it is the 
custom to put them up in perfect reams as 
they come from the mill. Thus there are four 
different kinds of reams in use in the trade— 
a mill ream of writing; a mill ream of print¬ 
ing; a ream insides of writing; a ream perfect 
of either writing or printing paper. 

Mr. Eathelot, an oflacer in the Paris law 
courts, has succeeded in an ingenious manner 
in transcribing a number of the registers which 
were burnt during the Comniime. These reg¬ 
isters had remained so long in the fire that 


they seemed to have become a homogen¬ 
eous block, more like a slab of charcoal than 
an 3 rbhing else, and when an attempt was made 
to detach a leaf it fell away into powder. 
Many scientifie men had examined these un¬ 
promising black blocks, when Mr. Rathelot hit 
upon the following method of operation: In 
the first place he cuts off the back of the book 
so as to leave ncthing but the mass of leaves 
which the fii’e has caused to adhere to each 
other; he then steeped the book in water, and 
afterwards exposed it, aU wet as it was, to the 
heat at the mouth of a carlorifere; the water, 
as it evaporated, raised the leaves one by one, 
and they could be separated, with extraordi 
nary precautions. Each sheet was then de¬ 
ciphered and transcribed, and the copy certi¬ 
fied by a legal officer. In this way the records 
of nearly 70,000 official acts have been saved. 
The appearance of the pages was very curious; 
the writing appeared of a dull black, while the 
paper was of a lustrous black, something like 
velvet decorations on a black satin ground, so 
that the entries were not difficult to read.

Mr. Drummer 
therefore undertook to move a heavy bureau 
in front of it, and had almost succeeded when 
a leg of the bureau came off and the thing 
tumbled with a great crash against the door. 
Having thus raised an obstacle in the way of 
intruders, and being afraid to make any more 
n»ise, the drummer retired. Presently he 
heard the haU door of the other room open and 
somebody enter, whereupon a female voice 
tremblingly exclaimed: “Gh, George, I am so 
glad you have come, for there is a drunken 
man in the next room who is breaking all the 
furniture, and I am afraid he will come in 
here.” The drummer slept peacefully that 
night. 

The new currency party, just organized at 
Indianapolis, proposes to go it on the general 
idea of an old Georgian of whom General 
Robert Toombs told the President last spring.

Sennefelder took the wet paper, dried 
it as well as he could, and then, to make sure 
of it, weighted it down with the wetstone, on 
which he had before carelessly placed the 
printing stamp. Returning to his room on the 
following morning he was surprised to see the 
letters of the stamp printed with remarkable 
accuracy upon the damp paper. He gazed 
long at the check; a sudden thought flashed 
through his brain; he wondered if by some 
such means he could not save himself the 
weary trouble he continually had copying the 
songs of the chorus. That very morning he 
went out and purchased a larger stone, and 
commenced to make experiments, and, as we 
all know, finally succeeded in discovering the 
art of printing from stone—^lithography.

In Great Britain a guarantee means a con¬ 
tract whereby one man obhgates himself for 
the acts of another who is dealing for his own 
benefit. No contract of suretyship is valid 
without a sufficient consideration, and unless 
such consideration be expressed in the guaran¬ 
tee; which guarantee must be in writing, and 
be signed by the party to be charged, or his 
agent duly authorized. Where the guarantor’s 
promise is made after the credit has been given 
there must be some new inducement, as giving 
longer time to pay, or a premium for the guar¬ 
antee to make it binding upon the guarantor. 
Such, we believe, is the legal view.

You will sometimes be asked by vindictive 
persons to print scurrilous or defamatory cir¬ 
culars. In all other cases where you have to 
decline work, do it courteously. In this case, 
take higher ground. Make no apologies or ex¬ 
planations, but refuse flatly. By the common 
law, the printer is implicated with the author 
in publishing a libel. Apart from the moral ' 
obligation every good citizen has, to refrain 
from formenting strife in which he is not in¬ 
terested, it is specially foolish policy for him, 
upon so small an inducement, to render him¬ 
self liable to a criminal prosecution. 

Avoid taking an order from any one who 
bears the reputation of a trickster or a sharper, 
or whose business is palpably that of defraud¬ 
ing the public, even where it may be done in a 
manner not strictly illegal. It is unsafe for a 
fair trader to have any dealings with a known 
rogue, even where he protects himself with 
every possible precaution. 

To a customer, never depreciate rivals in 
business. You may have both reason and pro- , 
vocation, but as a matter of policy, such criti¬ 
cisms are in bad taste. It rarely ever leaves a 
good impression. You may find it necessary 
to criticise his work. Avoid it as far as possi- ■ 
ble. If you have to do it, let it be done with 
entire absence of any feeling of animosity or 
prejudice. 

ABOUT CREDIT. 

When work is offered by an entire stranger, 
without settled or known place of business, 
prepayment should be reque.sted. This is a 
dehcate duty, but it may be done courteously, 
and without giving offence. An honest and* 
reasonable customer will readily see the neces¬ 
sity of the rule, and will as readily comply 
with it. If the necessary precaution is omitted, 
the office must look for many losses. 

Credit is frequently requested. This is an 
application that no clerk has a right to enter¬ 
tain, even from persons of known responsibil¬ 
ity. In aU cases such a request should be re¬ 
ferred to the proprietor or manager for his de¬ 
cision. It is a matter in which there is much 
conflicting local usage, and for which no posi¬ 
tive rules can be given. There are cases in 
which credit is beneficial to both parties, but 
upon most applications it should be declined. 
The apparent value of printed work, and the 
disposition to pay for it, is never greater than 
it is on its first receipt. It will be found judi¬ 
cious to avoid ah running accounts, and to se¬ 
cure at least monthly settlements with aU cus¬ 
tomers. Cash should be the rule; credit, the 
exception. 

To persons of an enthusiastic and a specula- 
t’ve temperament, printing promises great ad¬ 
vantages in the prosecution of business. Their 
proclivity to run in debt should not be encour¬ 
aged by any printer. If the applicant has not 
the money to hazard in an advertising experi¬ 
ment, it is more than probable that he never 
will earn it. There are certain kinds of print¬ 
ing for which credit should never be given. ! 
All kinds of election work, the publishing of a 
newspaper or book, or the establishment of an 
invention, or patent medicine, are as full of 
hazard as any form of gambling. The party 
intending to reap the reward should take the 
sole risk, and should be prepared from the out¬ 
set to pay the loss .—De Vinne's Printers' Price 
List.

Numerous complaints have lately been made 
through the press of the custom European 
tourists have of smuggling goods though the 
Custom House, but a prominent manufacturer 
of Springfield, Mass., who returned from Eu¬ 
rope, recently, was guilty of no such violation 
of the laws.

It 
was agreed that she should leave it at a certain 
paper warehouse which he mentioned, and 
with one of the proprietors of which, she said 
she was acquainted. All seemed to be ar¬ 
ranged satisfactorily, and, the next morning, 
our manufacturer entered the office smilingly, 
and said he would take the seal skin cloak. But 
no cloak had been left there, and, moreover, 
the proprietor denied aU knowledge of any 
such woman. The tourist could not be con¬ 
vinced that there was anything more than a 
mistake, however. In the afternoon, he called 
again, and, as he wss about to leave for home, 
and the cloak had not yet come in, he left or¬ 
ders to have it forwarded to him by express. 
Since then his days have been passed in weary 
expectation, but no cloak has yet made its ap¬ 
pearance, and the conviction is forcing itself 
on his mind that the way of the transgressor 
is rough, and full of uncertainties.

The spirit of invention has not been idle 
during the last quarter in the paper and print¬ 
ing trades, for there have been 48 patents taken 
out during that time, and applications for 49, of 
which we shall hear more v hen the six months 
of provisional specification have expired. The 
patents granted consist of machinery and 
methods of preparing paper pulp, wood pulp, 
esparto gi'ass, straw, “aiss,’” “megass” or 
cane trash, the husks of oats, barley, rye, and 
other grain, &c., for paper-making; preparing 
parchment and parchment paper for ornamen¬ 
tal windows; machinery for making paper 
bags, chemists’ powder papers, for folding pa¬ 
per and card cutting, methods of water-proof¬ 
ing paper, preparing paper panels and plates 
for building, joinery, roofing and making 
trunks, tanks, packing cases, &c.; improve¬ 
ments in web printing machines, printing 
in many colors at once and in register, 
rotary machines, lithographic and copper¬ 
plate machines, ruling machines, wall-paper 
printing machines, machines for printing from 
several rolls simultaneously, printing by at¬ 
mospheric pressure, improvements in the 
Wharfedale machine, and pneumatic and au¬ 
tomatic feeders for printing machines; type 
composing machines, mounting stereotypes; 
jobbing presses; damping paper; transferring 
printed matter and drawings to metal plates; 
instruments for engraving; making window 
tickets; surfacing photographs; devices for 
turning over albums, reference books and 
music; covers and backing for books; viewing 
photographs by colored paper reflections; 
making advertising envelopes and advertising 
letter paper; well-penholders, copying inks, &c. 
— Papej, and Printing Trades Journal. 


Our London namesake says: “ The unreason¬ 
able delays that occur in the execution of 
orders in the stationei'y and fancy trades has 
brought forth from a correspondent a very 
reasonable complaint. The delays referred to 
arise principally from manufacturers introdu¬ 
cing samples of novelties to the wholesale 
houses before they have prepared stock. The 
result is that the goods are for the most part 
made to order. Manufacturei’s produce ner¬ 
vously, and the wholesale trade, knowing the 
flckleness of retailers, buy very carefully, and 
prefer to feel their way before launching into 
speculative orders. We have upon several 
occasions pomted out the suicidal nature of 
such tactics. If a novelty (?) is brought out 
nervously, be it ever so good, it will not sell, 
inasmuch as it may become old before the 
whole of the trade has made its acquaintance. 
Usually, orders are of the most mixed des¬ 
cription, and, therefore, the wholesale houses 
wait to collect all the goods; as, were they to 
despatch various parcels at different times, it 
would appear untradesmanlike, and also in¬ 
volve their customers in extra expenses for 
carriage. When orders are given for common 
articles a requisition should be made for early 
delivery if desired, leaving new goods to be 
supplied at discretion. We think, however, 
that the trade would benefit were they to 
give carte blanche to the wholesale houses to 
forward sample parcels of every novelty as it 
appeared. The result would be that whole¬ 
sale houses could rely upon placing given 
numbers among their customers, and so, by 
ordering largely, they would be enabled to 
supply orders promptly, and might jjerhaps be 
in a position to offer slightly better terms.”
